NOTICE 


The following acts passed during the 1936 regular session of the 
General Assembly, and which were delivered to the Governor June 
4 and 6, 1936, have not been approved. The General Assembly ad- 
journed sine die June 6, 1936. 


An Act to create the office of Tax Collector in Aiken County, to provide for the appoint- 
ment and compensation of said officer, to define his duties, to provide for the trans- 
fer of tax executions to the Tax Collector, and to provide for the adjournment of 
certain tax items turned over to the Forfeit Lands Commission by the Tax Collector. 


An Act relating to the sale or other disposition of securities in the State of South Caro- 
lina; to prevent fraud in the sale and disposition of stocks, bonds or other securities 
sold or offered for sale within the State of South Carolina by any person; to pro- 
vide for the registration of dealers and salesmen engaged in the business of selling 
or offering for sale or of dealing in securities in the State of South Carolina; to 
provide such regulation and supervision respecting the sale of securities and the 
business of selling, offering for sale or dealing in securities in the State of South 
Carolina as may be necessary to prevent fraud; to provide penalties for violations 
thereof; to prescribe and levy license, registration and other fees and taxes; and 
to repeal Sections 8114 to 8136, both inclusive, Code of Laws of S. C., 1932, 
and all Acts or parts of Acts in conflict herewith. 


An Act to promote the development of certain educational institutions of the State, to wit: 
The University of South Carolina and Winthrop College (the South Carolina 
College for Women), to authorize their respective boards of trustees to construct 
buildings, provide equipment therefor, to accept grants from a Federal agency, to 
issue therefor revenue bonds to a Federal agency, with no liability except to apply 
the net income from such buildings in payment of the indebtedness to be incurred, 
and to provide for financing the same. 


An Act to provide free textbooks to the pupils of the first grades in the public schools of 
the State and to appropriate Eighty Thousand ($80,000.00) Dollars for the pay- 
ment of said books; to amend Section 5662, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by 
increasing the number of months of compulsory attendance upon schools and to 
provide for enforcement of same; and to provide for two additional field workers 
for the school book division of the State Department of Education and to appropriate 
funds to defray the salaries and travelling expenses of said field workers. 


An Act to authorize and empower A. D. McKinnon of Richland County, South Carolina, 
to bring an action against the State of South Carolina for alleged services as care- 
taker of the Woodrow Wilson Memorial Home in Columbia. 

The following act was presented to the Governor on the 5th day 
of June, 1936, while the General Assembly was in session, and this 
act was delivered to the Secretary of State by the Governor without 
his signature after sine die adjournment of the 1936 regular session. 
The General Assembly adjourned sine die June 6, 1936. The text 
of this act was not included herein since this act cannot become effec- 
tive without the approval of the Governor until the General Assem- 
bly convenes. 

An Act to providz for the construction of a certain State highway in Marion County 
pursuant to reimbursement agreement between the State Highway Commission and 


Marion County, to authorize the making of such an agreement and the issuance of 
Marion County bonds for said purposes and to provide for the payment of said bonds.

Part I—General and Permanent Laws 


An Act to provide a system of workmen’s compensation in the State of South 
Carolina, and to further provide for securing the payment of such compensation. 


An Act to be known as “Public Works Eminent Domain Law,” to provide for 
condemnation of real property in this State by the United States of America, the 
Federal Emergency Administration of Public Works, and any other agency or 
instrumentality of the United States of America, by the State of South Carolina 
and any county, city, town, municipal corporation, authority, and any other sub- 
division, agency or instrumentality thereof, and by any corporation or association 
engaged in any public works project as therein defined; and to provide for the 
procedure and costs therein and to exempt certain counties from the provisions hereof. 


An Act to create a Board of Civil Service Commissioners in cities of the State of 
South Carolina having a population of not more than twenty-nine thousand and not 
less than twenty-eight thousand at the last Federal census; cities having a full paid 
fire department or a fire department having paid members in the State of South 
Carolina; to provide a civil service system based upon examination and investigation 
as to merit, efficiency and fitness for appointment, employment and promotion of all 
officers and men appointed in said fire departments and respective cities; to regulate 
the transfer, reinstatement, suspension and discharge of said officers and firemen 
and police department. 


An Act to amend Section 7381, Vol. 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
exempting the City of Chester from the provisions thereof, 


An Act to repeal an Act entitled, “An Act to amend Section 2810, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, in regard to the deposit of public funds of Darlington County, 
and to fix the bond of the County Treasurer,” known as Act No. 325 of the Acts 
of 1933. 


An Act to fix the fees to be charged for filing, recording and indexing certain classes 
of chattel mortgages or instruments creating liens on personal property in Berkeley 
County, South Carolina, 


An Act to amend Section 7437 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina (1932) re- 
lating to municipal tax levies, so as to authorize the Town of Summerville to levy 
an annual tax not exceeding three (3) per cent of the assessed value of all taxable 
property within the corporate limits of the said town. 


An Act to exempt the property known as the John B. Adger Camp, situate in 
Pickens County and belonging to the Young Men’s Christian Association, from 
taxation. 


A Joint Resolution to exempt admissions to birthday balls in honor of President 
Franklin D, Roosevelt from the payment of admission taxes. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled, ‘An Act to amend an Act entitled, ‘An Act to 
regulate judicial sales of real estate,’ etc., designated as Act No. 877, of the Acts 
of 1932 by definitizing the time for closing the bidding, etc.,” approved May 16, 
1933, so as to authorize the waiver on the part of fiduciaries of deficiency judgments. 


An Act to amend that part of Section 2296, Volume 2, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1932, relative to Pickens County, as amended by Act 747 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly, 1934, entitled, “An Act to provide an additional voting precinct 
at Zion School House in Pickens County,” approved March 13, 1934, by providing 
an additional voting precinct at Griffin’s in Pickens County.

An Act to amend Section 1070, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to 
compensation of jurors on coroners inquest, so as to provide for compensation of 
said jurors in Fairfield County. 


An Act to fix the fees to be charged for filing, recording and indexing certain 
classes of chattel mortgages or instruments creating liens on personal property in 
Marion County, South Carolina. 


An Act to provide for the levy of taxes in the several school districts of Cherokee 
County for current operating expenses of the schools and to pay past indebtedness 
of the respective districts. 


An Act to repeal Section 3663, relating to the practice of law by the Judge of 
Probate for Darlington County. 


An Act to amend Section 24 of Act No. 299 of the Acts of South Carolina, 1933, 
entitled, “An Act to authorize any county, township, city or incorporated town of 
the State of South Carolina to purchase or construct a waterworks system, etc.,” 
so as to provide that a depository may be designated as custodian of revenues. 


An Act to repeal Section 4 relating to property exempt from taxation saavileses and 
immunities of an Act entitled, “An Act to declare the South Carolina Rural Reha- 
bilitation Corporation a government agency; to provide for its regulation and board 
of directors; to exempt it and its property from taxation, and to authorize it to 
accept grants, loans and assistance,” known as No. 340 of the Acts of 1935, and 
to authorize assessment and collection of taxes on the property of the South Caro- 
lina Rural Rehabilitation Corporation in Lee County. 


An Act to amend Section 8694, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
so as to include in the form of conveyance of-real estate a recital of consideration, 
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An Act prohibiting the State Highway Department from changing the location of 
Highways Nos. 17, 21 and 28 through the Town of Yemassee or establishing any 
alternate route around said town; providing for lights and bells at grade crossing 
in Yemassee. 


An Act to fix the compensation of jurors in the Circuit Courts of Lexington County. 


An Act to authorize and empower the governing board of Florence County to fix 
compensation for cotton weighers for Florence County. 


An Act to amend Section 3764, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by pro- 
viding that the Magistrate at Winnsboro Mill Village in Fairfield County shall be 
nominated in the primary. 


An Act to provide that deeds for land sold by the Forfeited Land Commission 
of Marion County be approved by the Board of County Commissioners of said 
county. 


An Act to amend the first paragraph of Section 1046, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1932, by including in its provisions capital cases in which notice of intention 
to appeal is given. 


An Act to provide for primary election of municipal officers for the Town of Brook- 
land, Lexington County. 


An Act to authorize and direct the South Carolina Tax Commission to refund to 
the executor or administrator of a deceased licensee the unearned portion of a 
license tax as a wholesale or retail liquor dealer and to permit the sale of the stock 
of liquors owned at the time of death of such licensee.

An Act to establish responsibility for the aquisition and procedure in the condemna- 
tion of property for right of way and other purposes in the case of county roads 
constructed by the State Highway Department with Federal funds. 


An Act to levy a tax of one-half (44) of one (1) mill ‘on all taxable property in 
School District No. Ten of Cherokee County, South Carolina, for the support and 
maintenance of Carnegie Free Library. 


An Act to create a fish and game club for Cherokee County, to declare its purposes 
and to define the duties of its officers. 


An Act to amend Section 7460, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
so as to provide the number of names to be placed in jury box for the municipal 
court in the City of Florence. i 


An Act to amend Section 7414 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as 
amended by subsequent Acts, so as to increase the tax which may be levied for 
ordinary purposes in the Town of Hampton. 
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amended by subsequent Acts, so as to increase the term of office of the Intendant 
and Wardens in the Town of Hampton from one to two years. 


An Act to amend Section 3579 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, re- 
lating to official bonds of Clerk of Court, so as to fix the official bond of Clerk of 
Court of Lexington County at Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, 


An Act to amend Section 1 of an Act entitled, “An Act to amend Section 632 and 
633 of Volume 1, Code of Laws of 1932 and all Acts amendatory thereof so as to 
provide for the rate of per diem and mileage of jurors and certain other attendants 
upon court,” known as Act No. 100 of the Acts of 1933, so as to increase the pay 
of jurors in Florence County and Dorchester and Darlington Counties. 


An Act to provide an additional rural policeman in Sumter County. 


An Act to amend Section 1759, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by requiring 
every licensee to carry upon his person while hunting, and to show, upon demand, 
to any officer his hunting license certificate. 


An Act to direct the State Librarian to include the College of Charleston among 
the institutions receiving a copy of the Acts and Joint Resolutions of the General 
Assembly legislative journals and reports of State officers, annually. 


An Act to amend Section 1 of Act 26 of the Acts of the General Assembly 1935 . 
entitled, ‘An Act to provide for the paying of all fees and costs to be collected in 
Darlington County for the purposes of the county; and to provide a penalty for the 
violation thereof,” approved February 15, 1935, so as to further provide for the 
collection of fees in said county and to provide that only the fees so received by 
the tax collector of said county shall accrue to said county. 


An Act to authorize the Adjutant General to receive in the name of the State con- 
veyances of real estate to be used as sites for the erection of armories for the 
South Carolina National Guard. 


An Act to amend Section 7730, Volume 111, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
so as to further provide for the recordation of charters of corporations. 


An Act to fix the compensation of circuit court jurors of Chester County. 


An Act to repeal Section 8169, Volume 111, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
relating to incorporation of eleemosynary organizations and amendments of charters 
of same.

An Act to establish an unpaid commission on interstate co-operation. 

An Act to fix the fees to be charged for filing, recording and indexing certain classes 
of chattel mortgages or instruments creating liens on personal property in Bamberg 
County, South Carolina. 


An Act to provide the compensation of certain officers of Abbeville County, to 
require the accounting by them of fees, costs and charges required by law to be paid 
to the Treasurer of said county to make such accounting pre-requisite to collection 
by said officers of their salaries, to provide for the preservation of such accounts 
and records.

An Act to require every officer in Kershaw County who is required by law to 
furnish bond for the faithful performance of his official duties to have said bond 
recorded in the office of the Clerk of Court for Kershaw County. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled, “An Act to require trustees of the several school 
districts of the County of Sumter to meet with the County Board of Education, 
prepare and submit budgets to the same, and to prevent the making of any contract 
unless such budget be approved by said county board,”’ known as Act No. 683 of 
Acts of 1932, so as to further fix the duties of the trustees. 


An Act to provide for the disposition of the proceeds of sale of land by the Forfeited 
Land Commission of Sumter County. 


An Act to amend Section 61 Volume I Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
with reference to the courts in the Eleventh Circuit so as to provide for the opening 
of the Court of Common Pleas during any term of the Court of General Sessions. 


An Act to authorize and validate the payment to W. H. Perrin, County Bookkeeper 
of Union County, of the sum of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per month in addition to 
his regular salary for a period from April 1, 1935, to January 1, 1936, and to fix 
the compensation of the Auditor and Treasurer of Union County. 


An Act to fix the fees to be charged for filing, recording and indexing certain 
classes of chattel mortgages or instruments creating liens on personal property in 
Jasper County, South Carolina, 


An Act to amend Section 2167, Volume II, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
so, as to strike out a proviso therein relative to creation, operation and duties of the 
Forfeited Land Commission of Florence County so that the gencral law relative to 
the creation, operation and duties of the Forfeited Land Commissions in the various 
counties of the State shall be applicable to Florence County, 


An Act to provide for the transportation of pupils in Ehrhardt School District No. 
22 in Bamberg County. 


An Act to repeal an Act entitled, “An Act to amend subdivision 3 of Section 62, 
Volume I, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, with reference to holding of 
terms of Court in Florence County,’? known as Act No. 674 of the Acts of 1934, 
and to provide for the holding of the terms of Court of General Sessions for 
Florence County. 


An Act to amend Section 1729, Code of Laws of South Carolina of 1932, relating 
to issue for jury on denial by reputed father—security, etc., so as to place in the 
discretion of the Court the sum to be paid.

An Act to amend Section 622, of the Code of Laws of 1932, relating to vacancies 
in jury commissioners, by providing that in Charleston County the Assistant County 
Superintendent of Education may serve in lieu of the County Superintendent of 
Education, 


An Act to amend Subsection (3) of Section 5413, Code of Laws of 1932, relating to 
the County Board of Education of Charleston County, by increasing the maximum 
number of meetings each year from twenty-four to thirty. 


An Act to declare it a misdemeanor to break or attempt to break into a motor 
vehicle or any compartment thereof, or to break or attempt to break any pump, 
tank or vessel containing kerosene, gasoline or lubricating oil with intent to steal 
or in perpetration of any criminal offense; and to provide a punishment therefor; 
and to repeal Act No. 335 of the Acts of the General Assembly for the year 1935. 


An Act to amend Section 2288, Volume 1I, Code of Laws, South Carolina, 1932, 
relating to the registration for elections in incorporated cities and towns so as to 
provide the time and manner of opening and closing books of registration for 
regular elections in towns with a population of less than three hundred persons, 
and to provide for the custodian and the manner of selecting the custodian of such 
registration books. 


An Act to provide for election of school trustees for Sardis School District No. 
12 in Florence County. 


An Act to provide additional compensation for the Clerk of Court of Union County 
for the recording of certain instruments containing more than one thousand (1,000) 
words, 


An Act to amend Section L of Act No. 884 of the Acts of 1934 entitled, “An Act 
to provide for the filing, recordation, and indexing of a plat, or blue print, tracing 
photostatic or other copy of plat of real estate; to fix the fee for filing, recording, 
and indexing same, and to provide for the reference to the boundaries, metes, 
courses or distances delineated or shown on such recorded plat, or blue print, 
tracing photostatic or other recorded copy of such plat, in a deed, mortgage, or 
other instrument conveying an interest in, or creating a lien, real property; and for 
the effect of such reference,” by exempting Charleston County from the provisions 
thereof, 


An Act to prohibit the fraudulent watering of Salt Meats and to provide penalties 
therefor, 


An Act to provide for election of school trustees for Johnsonville School District 
No. 55 in Florence County. 


An Act to provide for fixing the compensation of county officials of Horry County, 
South Carolina, and to provide for the payment into the treasury of Horry County, 
South Carolina, all fees received by or entitled to be received by any county officer 
ef Horry County, South Carolina.

An Act to amend Section 2170, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, with ref- 
erence to disposition of lands acquired by the Forfeited Land Commission of the 
several counties at tax sales. 


An Act to require eight copies of the Reports of the Supreme Court, two copies 
of the Journals and Reports of the General Assembly, eight copies of the Acts and 
Joint Resolutions, and eight sets of the 1932 Code of Laws, be transmitted to the 
library of Congress, Washington, D. C. 


A Bill to amend an Act entitled, “An Act to define alcoholic and non-alcoholic 
and non-intoxicating beverages; to legalize and regulate the manufacture, sale, pos- 
session, transportation, and use of alcoholic liquors; to provide for licensing manu- 
facturing and dealers; to lay a license tax on alcoholic and non-alcoholic and non- 
intoxicating beverages; to allocate the revenue therefrom; to provide for the ad- 
ministration and enforcement hereof and making appropriations therefor; to repeal 
Section 1902 of the South Carolina Code of Laws of 1932; to prohibit billboard 
advertising; to forbid violations hereof and to provide penalties therefor,’’ approved 
the 14th day of May, 1935, so as to give the Tax Commission power to make 
rules and regulations governing the sale and disposition of alcoholic liquors legally 
in their hands by reason of rejected shipments. 


An Act to repeal an Act entitled, “‘An Act to provide for ascertaining the correct 
amount to be paid to high school districts in Darlington County for pupils attending 
high schools in districts other than the one in which they reside where there is no 
high school in their resident district; and to levy and collect the necessary tax to 
reimburse such high school districts for the expense of pupils attending their schools 
from other districts,” known as Act No, 259 of the Acts of 1935, 


An Act to permit any fraternal benefit society, company or order, or subordinate 
body thereof to reinsure its insurance in recognized companies subject to the au- 
thority and approval of the Insurance Commissioner of South Carolina. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled, “An Act to amend an Act entitled, ‘An Act 
relating to voting precincts in Horry County, being Act No. 98 of the Acts of 1929, 
by striking out on line 7 of Section I the word “Blanche” and inserting in lieu 
thereof the word “Joiner Swamp,” the same being Act No. 607 of the Acts of 1932, 
by providing a precinct in Horry County to be known as Hickory Hill. 


An Act to empower building and loan associations to exchange their assets for shares 
in other building and loan associations; to convey their assets to trustees or hold- 
ing corporations for liquidation in exchange for certificates of interest or shares; to 
sell their shares to the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation and to make direct re- 
duction loans. 


An Act to amend Section 8039, Volume 111, Code of Laws, South Carolina, 1932, 
by permitting fraternal benefit societies or companies in, South Carolina to increase 
the amount of insurance now allowed by law to One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars 
on children from ten years and upwards,

An Act to authorize and empower the city council of any municipal corporation to 
establish a city hospital commission and to appoint the trustees thereof. 


An Act relating to the termination of parol contracts for the use and occupancy of 
real property in the Counties of Dillon, Darlington, Florence, Horry, Marion, George- 
town, Williamsburg and Edgefield. 

A Bill to fix the amount of bond for the sheriff of Greenwood County. 


An Act to amend the law as to certified public accountants and to authorize and 
direct certification of the State Auditor. 
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An Act to repeal Section 5204, Volume 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
providing for annual registration of licenses to practice dentistry in the State of 
South Carolina. 


An Act to amend Section 5210, Volume 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina 1932, 
relating to revocation of licenses of dentists in South Carolina, so as to further 
define the method of suspension or revocation of licenses and unprofessional conduct 
and to further regulate the advertising of prices for professional services, 


An Act to amend Section 5216, Code of Jaws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to 
compensation and expenses of the State Board of Dental Examiners and the dis- 
bursement thereof, so as to further provide for such compensation and expenses; 
to provide that the license fees collected from applicants be turned in to the State 
Treasury; to provide for selection of the secretary and treasurer of said board 
of examiners and to provide for his compensation. 


An Act to amend Section 2805, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, so as to 
provide for the pledging of securities in lieu of bond to protect the deposit of trust 
funds in banks, and to provide for the deposit of such securities with other banks 
for safe keeping. 


An Act to amend Section 8103 of Volume 111 of the 1932 Code of Laws of South 
Carolina so as to require foreign mutual insurance companies to make a deposit 
with the Insurance Commissioner. 


An Act to repeal Act No. 720 of the Acts of South Carolina, 1934, entitled, “An 
Act to authorize the issuance and execution of school claims or vouchers by the 
trustees of the school districts of Clarendon County for all disbursements of 
school funds.’’ 


An-Act to abolish the office of Commissioners of Public Works for the Town of 
Kingstree, in the County of Williamsburg, State of South Carolina, and to devolve 
the duties, powers, responsibilities, and authorities of the commissioners upon the 
mayor and council of the Town of Kingstree, and to declare certain provisions of 
Section 7281, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to election 
of Commissioners of Public Works and their terms of office. 


An Act to limit the length of seines and other nets in Charleston County and pro- 
vide a penalty. 


An Act to authorize and direct the State Highway Commission to take over the 
bridge across the Great Pee Dee River on U. S. Highway No. 1 and State Highway 
No. 9, at Cheraw, S. C., and to assume and pay outstanding bonds of the Town 
of Cheraw in the sum of Twenty-four Thousand ($24,000.00) Dollars, and interest 
thereon, issued by said Town of Cheraw for constructing said bridge. 


An Act to amend Section 5860, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to 
commutation or road tax in the various counties of this State, so as to provide that 
there shall be no commutation road tax in Anderson County. 

An Act to create Hartsville Memorial Library, to provide taxation for establishing, 
maintaining and operating the same; to create Hartsville Library Commission and 
define the duties thereof, 


An Act to authorize and empower the city council of any municipal corporation to 
establish a City Hospital Commission and to appoint the trustees thereof. 


An Act to change the fiscal year of Charleston County, 


An Act to exempt the Columbia Music Festival Committee from payment of ad- 
mission taxes. 
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An Act to create a County Constable Commission for Pickens County, to prescribe 
its powers and duties, to provide for the appointment of constables in said county, 
prescribe their powers and duties and provide for their compensation; and to repeal 
Acts Nos. 83 and 334 of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina for the year 1933. 


An Act to amend Section 1-A, relating to use of sinking fund, of an Act entitled,

GENERAL AND PERMANENT LAWS 


(593, 1935 Acts) No. 610. 


AN ACT to Provide a System of Workmen’s Compensation in 
the State of South Carolina, and to Further Provide for Se 
curing the Payment of Such Compensation. 


Section 1. Short Title—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That this Act shall be known 
and cited as “The South Carolina Workmen’s Compensation Act.” 

§ 2. Definitions—When used in this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires— 


1232 STATUTES AT LARGE [No. 610 


(a) The term “employment” includes employment by the State 
and all political subdivisions thereof, and all public and quasi-public 
corporations therein and all private employments in which fifteen 
or more employees are regularly employed in the same business or 
establishment, except agriculture and domestic service. 

(b) The term “employee” means every person engaged in an 
employment under any appointment or contract of hire or apprentice- 
ship, express or implied, oral or written, including aliens, and also 
including minors, whether lawfully or unlawfully employed, but 
excluding persons whose employment is both casual and not in the 
course of the trade, business, profession or occupation. of his em- 
ployer, and as relating to those so employed by the State, the term 
“employee” shall include all officers and employees of the State, 
except only such as are elected by the people, or by the General 
Assembly, or appointed by the Governor, either with or without the 
confirmation of the Senate; as relating to municipal corporations 
and political subdivisions of the State, the term “employee” shall 
include all officers and employees thereof, except such as are elected 
by the people or elected by the council or other governing body of 
said municipal corporation or political subdivision, who act in purely 
administrative capacities, and to serve for a definite term of office. 
Any reference to an employee who has been injured shall, when the 
employee is dead, include also his legal representative, dependents, 
and other persons to whom compensation may be payable. 

(c) The term “employer” means the State and all political sub- 
divisions thereof, all public and quasi-public corporations therein, 
every person carrying on any employment and the legal representa- 
tive of a deceased person or the receiver or trustee of any person. 

(d) The term “person” means individual, partnership, association 
or corporation. , 

(e) “Average weekly wages” shall mean the earnings of the in- 
jured employee in the employment in which he was working at the 
time of the injury during the period of fifty-two weeks immediately 
preceding the date of the injury, divided by fifty-two, but if the 
injured employee lost more than seven consecutive calendar days at 
one or more times during such period, although not in the same 
week, then the earnings for the remainder of such fifty-two weeks 
shall be divided by the number of weeks remaining after the time so 
lost has been deducted. Where the employment prior to the injury 
extended over a period of less than fifty-two weeks, the method of 
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dividing the earnings during that period by the number of weeks 
and parts thereof during which the employee earned wages shall be 
followed ; provided results fair and just to both parties will be there- 
by obtained. Where, by reason of a shortness of time during which 
the employee has been in the employment of his employer or the 
casual nature or terms of his employment, it is impracticable to 
compute the average weekly wages as above defined, regard shall 
be had to the average weekly amount which during the fifty-two 
weeks previous to the injury was being earned by a person of the 
same grade and character employed in the same class of employ- 
ment in the same locality or community. 

But where for exceptional reasons the foregoing would be unfair, 
either to the employer or employee, such other method of computing 
average weekly wages may be resorted to as will most nearly ap- 
proximate the amount which the injured employee would be earning 
where it not for the injury. 

Wherever allowances of any character made to an employee in 
lieu of wages are specified part of the wage contract they shall be 
deemed a part of his earnings. 

(f) “Injury” and “personal injury” shall mean only injury by 
accident arising out of and in the course of the employment, and 
shall not include a disease in any form, except where it results 
naturally and unavoidably from the accident. 

(g) The term “carrier” or “insurer” means, any person or fund 
authorized under Section 67 to insure this Act, and includes self- 
insurers, 

(h) The term “commission” means the South Carolina Industrial 
Commission, to be created under the provisions of this Act. 

(i) The term “disability” means incapacity because of injury to 
earn the wages which the employee was receiving at the time of 
injury in the same or any other employment. 

(j) The term “death” as a basis for a right to compensation means 
only death resulting from an injury. 

(k) The term “compensation” means the money allowance pay- 
able to an employee or to his dependents as provided for in this 
Act, and includes funeral benefits provided herein. 

(1) The term “child” shall include a posthumous child, a child 
legally adopted prior to the injury of the employee, and a stepchild 
or acknowledged illegitimate child dependent upon the deceased, but 
does not include married children unless wholly dependent upon 
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him. “Grandchild” means a child as above defined of a child as 
above defined. “Brother” and “sister” include stepbrothers and 
stepsisters, halfbrothers and half-sisters, and brothers and sisters 
by adoption, but does not include married brothers nor married sisters 
unless wholly dependent on the employee. “Child”, “grandchild”, 
“brother”, and “sister” include only persons who at the time of the 
death of the deceased employee are under eighteen years of age, or 
wholly dependent upon the employee. 

(m) The term “parent” includes step-parents and parents by 
adoption, parents-in-law, and any person who for more than three 
years prior to the death of the deceased employee stood in the place 
of a parent to him, if dependenton the injured employee. 

(n) The term “widow” includes only the decedent’s wife living 
with or dependent for support upon him at the time of his death; or 
living apart for justifiable cause or by reason of his desertion at 
such time. 

(o) The term“widower” includes only the decedent’s husband 
who at the time of her death lived with her and was dependent for 
support upon her. 

(p) The term “adoption” or “adopted” means legal adoption prior 
to the time of the injury. 

(q) The singular includes the plural and the masculine includes 
the feminine and neuter. 

(r) In all claims for compensation for hernia or rupture, resulting 
from injury by accident arising out of and in the course of the em- 
ployee’s employment, it must be definitely proven to the satisfaction 
of the Industrial Commission : 

First. That there was an injury resulting in hernia or rupture. 

Second. That the hernia or rupture appeared suddenly. 

Third. That it was accompanied by pain. 

Fourth. That the hernia or rputure immediately followed an ac- 
cident. 

Fifth. That the hernia or rupture did not exist prior to the ac- 
cident for which compensation is claimed. 

All hernia or rupture, inguinal, femeral or otherwise, so proven to 
be the result of an injury by accident arising out of and in the course 
of the employment, shall be treated in a surgical manner by a radical 
operation. If death results from such operation, the death shall be 
considered as a result of the injury, and compensation paid in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 38. In non-fatal cases, if it 
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is shown by special examination, as provided in Section 27, that the 
injured employee has a disability resulting after the operation, com- 
pensation for such disability shall be paid in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

In case the injured employee refuses to undergo the radical opera- 
tion for the cure of said hernia or rupture, no compensation will be 
allowed during the time such refusal continues. If, however, it is 
shown that the employee has some chronic disease or is otherwise in 
such physical condition that the Commission considers it unsafe for 
the employee to undergo said operation, the employee shall be paid 
compensation in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

§ 3. Pending Litigation—The provisions of this Act shall not 
affect pending litigation. 

§ 4. Acceptance of Provisions—Must Give Notice of Contrary. 
—From and after the taking effect of this Act every employer and 
employee, except as herein stated, shall be presumed to have ac- 
cepted the provisions of this Act respectively to pay and accept 
compensation for personal injury or death by accident arising out 
of and in the course of the employment, and shall be bound thereby, 
unless he shall have given, prior to any accident resulting in injury 
or death, notice to the contrary in the manner herein provided. 

§ 5 (a). Waive Exemption—Notice of Non-Acceptance—No- 
tice of Waiver of Exemption—Giving—File with Commission— 
Admissible Evidence.—Either an employer or employee, who has 
exempted himself by proper notice from the operation of this Act, 
may at any time waive such exemption, and thereby accept the 
provisions of this Act by giving notice as herein provided. 

The notice of non-acceptance of the provisions of this Act and 
notice of waiver of exemption heretofore referred to shall be given 
thirty days prior to any accident resulting in injury or death: Pro- 
vided, That if any such accident occurred less than thirty days after 
‘the date of employment, notice of such exemption or acceptance giv- 
en at the time of employment shall be sufficient notice thereof. The 
notice shall be in writing or print, in substantially the form prescribed 
by the Industrial Commission, and shall be given by the employer by 
posting the same in a conspicuous place in the shop, plant, office, 
room, or place where the employee is employed, or by serving it per- 
sonally upon him; and shall be given by the employee by sending the 
same in registered letter, addressed to the employer at his last known 
residence or place of business, or by giving it personally to the em- 
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ployer or any of his agents upon whom summons in civil action may 
be served under the laws of the State. 

A copy of the notice in prescribed form shall also be filed with 
the Industrial Commission. In any suit by an employer or an em- 
ployee who has exempted himself by proper notice from the appli- 
cation of this Act, a copy of such notice duly certified by the In- 
dustrial Commission shall be admissible in evidence as proof of 
such exemption. 

§ 5 (b). Employers Waive Exemption.—Any person, firm or 
corporation employing employees in the State of South Carolina 
and exempted from the mandatory provisions of this Act may come 
in under the terms of this Act and receive the benefits hereof and 
be subject to liabilities hereof by filing with the Industrial Com- 
mission a written notice of their desire to be subject to the terms 
and provisions of this Act. Should said notice be given before August 
1, 1935, then the said person, firm, or corporation shall come under 
the terms of this Act on its effective date, that is, September 1, 
1935, but should the said notice be given after August 1, 1935, then 
they shall come under the provisions of this Act and be affected 
thereby thirty days after the date of said notice. 

§ 6. Effect on Contracts of Service by Employer and Em- 
ployee.—Every contract of service between any employer and em- 
ployee covered by this Act, written or implied, now in operation 
or made or implied prior to the taking effect of this Act, shall, 
after the Act has taken effect, be presumed to continue, subject 
to the provisions of this Act; and every such contract made sub- 
sequent to the taking effect of this Act shall be presumed to have 
been made subject to the provisions of this Act, unless either party 
shall give notice, as provided in Section 5, to the other party to such 
contract that the provisions of this Act other than Sections 15, 16, 
17, and 66, are not intended to apply. 

A like presumption shall exist equally in the case of all minors, 
unless notice of the same character be given by or to the parent or 
guardian of the minor. 

§ 7. Employer Cannot Relieve Liability—No contract or 
agreement, written or implied, no rule, regulation, or other device 
shall in any manner operate to relieve any employer, in whole or 
in part, of any obligation created by this Act, except as herein other- 
wise expressly provided. 
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§ 8. Public Divisions and Their Employees Cannot Reject Pay- 
ment and Acceptance of Compensation.—Neither the State nor 
any municipal corporation within the State, nor any political sub- 
division thereof, nor any employee of the State or of any such 
corporation or subdivision, shall have the right to reject the pro- 
visions of this Act relative to payment and acceptance of compensa- 
tion, and the provisions of Sections 5, 6, 15, 16, and 17 shall not 
apply to them. 

§ 9. Injuries, Deaths, and Accidents Occurring Prior to Bf- 
fectiveness of Act.—The provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
injuries or deaths, nor to accidents which occurred prior to the taking 
effect of this Act. 

§ 10. Employer Secure Payment of Compensation—Extent of 
Liability—Every employer who accepts the compensation provi- 
sions of this Act shall secure the payment of compensation to his 
employees in the manner hereinafter provided; and while such 
security remains in force, he or those conducting his business shall 
only be liable to any employee who elects to come under this Act 
for personal injury or death by accident to the extent and in the 
manner herein specified. 

§ 11. Employee or His Representative Cannot Get Relief 
from Employer Hereunder and Third Person—Relief from One 
Bars Alternate Remedy—Compensation of Minors Injured While 
Unlawfully Employed—Employer, on Filing Claim by Employee, 
Pursue Rights of Such Employee Against Others—Employee En- 
titled to Sums Recovered by Employer Over Compensation Re- 
ceived from Employer—Insurance Carrier May Be Subrogated to, 
and Enforce, Rights of Employer.—The rights and remedies here- 
in granted to an employee where he and his employer have accepted 
the provisions of this Act, respectively, to pay and accept com- 
pensation on account of personal injury or death by accident, shall 
exclude all other rights and remedies of such employees, his personal 
representative, parents, dependents or next of kin, as against em- 
ployer at common law, or otherwise, on account of such injury, loss 
of service, or death: Provided, however, That when such employee, 
his personal representative or other person may have a right to 
recover damages for such injury, loss of service, or death from 
any person other than such employer, he may institute an action at 
law against such third person or persons before an award is made 
under this Act, and prosecute the same to its final determination; 
but either the acceptance of an award hereunder, or the procurement 
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and collection of a judgment in an action at law, shall be a bar to 
proceeding further with the alternate remedy. In all cases where an 
employer and employee have accepted the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act, as hereinbefore provided, any injury to a minor while 
employed contrary to the laws of this State shall be compensable 
under this Act the same and to the same extent as if said minor 
employee was an adult. 

The acceptance of an award under this Act against an employer 
for compensation for the injury or death of an employee shall operate 
as an assignment to the employer of any right to recover damages 
which the injured employee or his personal representstive or other 
person may have against any other party for such injury or death; 
and such employer shall be subrogated to any such right, and may 
enforce, in his own name or in the name of the injured employee 
or his personal representative the legal liability of such other party. 
If the injured employee, his personal representative or other person 
entitled so to do, has made a claim under this Act against his em- 
ployer, and has not proceeded against such other party, the employer 
may, in order to prevent the loss of his rights by the passage of time, 
institute such action prior to the making of an award hereunder. 

The amount of compensation paid by the employer, or the amount 
of compensation to which the injured employee or his dependents 
are entitled, shall not be admissible as evidence in any action brought 
to recover damages, but any amount collected by the employer under 
the provisions of this Section in excess of the amount paid by the 
employer, or for which he is liable, shall be held by the employer 
for the benefit of the injured employee or other person entitled 
thereto, less such amounts as are paid by the employer for reason- 
able expenses and attorney’s fees when approved by the Commis- 
sion: Provided, That no compromise settlement shall be made by 
the employer or insurance carrier in the exercise of such right of 
subrogation without the approval of the Industrial Commission being 
first had and obtained. 

When any employer is insured against liability for compensation 
with any insurance carrier, and such insurance carrier shall have 
paid any compensation for which the employer is liable or shall have 
assumed the liability of the employer therefor, it shall be subrogated 
to all the rights and duties of the employer, and may enforce any 
such rights in its own name or in the name of the injured employee 
or his personal representative: Provided, however, Nothing herein 
shall be construed as conferring upon insurance carriers any other 
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or further rights than those existing in the employer at the time of 
the injury to his employee, anything in the policy of insurance to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

§ 12. Performance of Statutory Duty.—Nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to relieve any employer or employee from penalty 
for failure or neglect to perform any statutory duty. 

§ 13. Compensation When Injury or Death Caused by In- 
toxication or Wilfulness——No compensation shall be payable if the 
injury or death was occasioned by the intoxication of the employee 
or by the wilful intention of the employee to injure or kill himself 
or another. When the injury or death is caused by the wilful failure 
of the employer to comply with any statutory requirement or any 
lawful order of the Commission, compensation shall be increased 
ten per cent. When the injury or death is caused by the wilful failure 
of the employee to use a safety appliance or perform a statutory 
duty or by the wilful breach of any rule or regulation adopted by the 
employer and approved by the Commission and brought to the knowl- 
edge of the employee prior to the injury, compensation shall be re- 
duced ten per cent. The burden of proof shall be upon him who 
claims an exemption of forfeiture under this Section. 

§ 14. Exemptions—Not to Admit Act as Evidence, or Argue, 
in Tort Actions Not Arising Hereunder.—(a) This Act shall not 
apply to railroads or railroad employees nor in any way repeal, 
amend, alter or affect the laws of this State, relating to the liability 
of railroads for injuries to employees;, nor, upon the trial of any 
action in tort for injuries not coming under the provisions of this 
Act, shall any provision herein be placed in evidence or be permitted 
to be argued to the jury. 

(b) This Act shall not apply to casual employees, farm laborers, 
Federal employees in South Carolina and domestic servants; nor to 
any person that has regularly employed in service less than fifteen 
employees in the same business within this State, nor to employees 
or employers principally engaged in the business of operating a saw 
mill, planing mill, and/or manufacturing of shipping containers, nor 
to logging operations and work incident thereto, nor to employees 
or employers engaged in the production of turpentine, nor to steam 
laundries, rock quarries, sand mines, and oil mills, unless such em- 
ployees and employers voluntarily elect to be bound by this Act, as 
provided for in Section 5, Subdivision (b). 

(c) This Act shall not apply to State, County or Municipal pris- 
oners and convicts. 
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(d) This Act shall not apply to persons, firms, or corporations 
engaged in selling agricultural products for the producers thereof on 
commission or for other compensation, paid by the producers, pro- 
vided the product is prepared for sale by the producer. 

§ 15. Action by Employee Working Hereunder Against Em- 
ployer Not Operating Hereunder—Defenses Not Allowed.—An 
employer who elects not to operate under this Act shall not, in any 
suit at law instituted by an employee subject to this Act to recover 
damages for personal injury or death by accident, be permitted to 
defend any such suit at law upon any or all of the following grounds: 

(a) That the employee was negligent. 

(b) That the injury was caused by the negligence of a fellow 
employee. 

(c) That the employee has assumed the risk of the injury. 

§ 16. Action by Employee Not Operating Hereunder Against 
Employer Operating Hereunder—Procedure—Defenses Allowed. 
—An employee who elects not to operate under this Act shail, in 
any action to recover damages for personal injury or death brought 
against an employer accepting the compensation provisions of this 
Act, proceed at common law, and the employer may avail himself 
of the defenses of contributory negligence, negligence of a fellow 
servant, and assumption of risk, as such defenses exist at common 
law. 

§ 17. Action by Employee Not Operating Hereunder Against 
Employer Not Operating Hereunder—Defenses Not Allowed.— 
When both the employer and the employee elect not to operate under 
this Act, the liability of the employer shall be the same as though he 
alone rejected the terms of this Act, and in any suit brought against 
him by such employee the employer shall not be permitted to avail 
himself of any of the common law defenses cited in Section 15. 

§ 18. Settlements.—Nothing herein contained shall be construed 
so as to prevent settlements made by and between the employee and 
employer so long as the amount of compensation and the time and 
manner of payment are in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act. A copy of such settlement agreement shall be filed by employer 
with and approved by the Industrial Commission. 

§ 1814. Payment of Compensation—Penalties for Failure to 
Pay or Send Proper Notices to Commission.—Compensation under 
this Act shall be paid periodically, promptly, and directly to the per- 
son entitled thereto, unless otherwise specifically provided. 
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(a) The first installment of compensation payable under the terms 
of an agreement shall become due on the fourteenth day after the 
employer has knowledge of the injury or death, on which date all 
compensation then due shall be paid. Thereafter compensation shall 
be paid in installments weekly, except where the Commission deter- 
mines that payment in installments should be made monthly or at 
some other period. 

(b) The first installment of compensation payable under the 
terms of an award by the Commission, or under the terms of a 
judgment of the court upon an appeal from such an award, shall 
become due seven days from the date of such an award or from the 
date of such a judgment of the court, on which date all compensa- 
tion then due shall be paid. Thereafter compensation shall be paid 
in installments weekly, except where the Commission determines that 
payment in installments shall be made monthly or in some other 
manner, 

(c) Upon making the first payment, and upon suspension of pay- 
ment for any cause, the employer shall immediately notify the Com- 
mission, in accordance with a form prescribed by the Commission, 
that payment of compensation has begun or has been suspended, as 
the case may be. 

(d) If any installment of compensation payable in accordance 
with the terms of an agreement approved by the Commission with- 
out an award is not paid within fourteen days after it becomes due, 
as provided in subdivision (a) of this section, or if any installment 
of compensation payable in accordance with the terms of an award 
by the Commission is not paid within fourteen days after it becomes 
due, as provided in subdivision (b) of this section, there shall be 
added to such unpaid installment an amount equal to 10 per centum 
thereof, which shall be paid at the same time as, but in addition to, 
such installment, unless such non-payment is excused by the Com- 
mission after a showing by the employer that owing to conditions 
over which he had no control such installment could not be paid 
within the period prescribed for the payment. 

(e) Within sixteen days after final payment of compensation has 
been made, the employer shall send to the Commission a notice, in 
accordance with a form prescribed by the Commission, stating that 
such final payment has been made, the total amount of compensation 
paid, the name of the employee and of any other person to whom 
compensation has been paid, the date of the injury or death, and the 
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date to which compensation has been paid. If the employer fails to 
so notify the Commission within such time, the Commission shall 
assess against such employer a civil penalty in the amount of $25.00. 

§ 19. Rights of Employees of Sub-Contractors—Rights and 
Liability of Contractor and Sub-Contractors—(a) Where any 
person (in this section referred to as “owner’’), undertakes to per- 
form or execute any work which is a part of his trade, business or 
occupation and contracts with any other person (in this section re- 
ferred to as “subcontractor”) for the execution or performance by 
or under such subcontractor of the whole or any part of the work 
undertaken by such owner, the owner shall be liable to pay to any 
workman employed in the work any compensation under this Act 
which he would have been liable to pay if the workman had been 
immediately employed by him. 

Where any person (in this section referred to as “contractor’’) 
contracts to perform or execute any work for another person, which 
work or undertaking is not a part of the trade, business or occupa- 
tion of such other person and contracts with any other person (in 
this section referred to as “subcontractor’’) for the execution or 
performance by or under the subcontractor of the whole or any part 
of the work undertaken by suchcontractor, then the contractor shall 
be liable to pay to any workman employed in the work any com- 
pensation under this Act which he would have been liable to pay 
if that workman had been immediately employed by him. 

Where the subcontractor, as the term is hereinbefore used, in 
turn contracts with still another person (in this section also referred 
to as “subcontractor”) for the performance or execution by or under 
such last subcontractor of the whole or any part of the work under- 
taken by the first subcontractor, then the liability of the owner or 
contractor, as those terms are hereinbefore used, shall be the same 
as the liability imposed by the preceding paragraphs of this sub- 
section. 

Where compensation is claimed from or proceedings are taken 
against the owner or contractor, as those terms are hereinbefore 
used, then, in the application of this Act reference to the owner or 
contractor shall be substituted for reference to the subcontractor, 
except that the amount of compensation shall be calculated with 
reference to the earnings of the workman under the subcontractor 
by whom he is immediately employed. 

(b) Where the principal contractor is liable to pay compensation 
under this section, he shall be entitled to indemnity from any person 
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who would have been liable to pay compensation to the workman 
independently of this section or form an intermediate contractor, 
and have a cause of action therefor. 

(c) Nothing in this section shall be construed as preventing a 
workman from recovering compensation under this Act from a 
subcontractor instead of from the principal contractor, but he shall 
not collect from both. 

(d) A principal contractor when sued by a workman of a sub- 
contractor shall have the right to call in that subcontractor or any 
intermediate contractor or contractors as defendant or co-defendant. 

§ 20. Priority of Rights of Compensation.—All rights of com- 
pensation granted by this Act shall have the same preference or 
priority for the whole thereof against the assets of the employer as 
is allowed by law for any unpaid wages for labor. 

§ 21. Claims for Compensation Not Assignable—Compensa- 
tion Exempt From Creditors’ Claims and Taxes—Employee Not 
to Pay for Benefits Hereunder—Penalty for Employer Deduct 
Funds for Benefits—Employee Cannot Waive Benefits.—No claim 
for compensation under this Act shall be assignable, and all com- 
pensation and claims therefor shall be exempt from all claims of 
creditors and from taxes. 

No agreement by an employee to pay any portion of premium paid 
by his employer to a carrier or to contribute to a benefit fund or 
department maintained by such employer for the purpose of pro- 
viding compensation or medical services and supplies as required by 
this Act shall be valid, and any employer who makes a deduction for 
such purpose from the pay of any employee entitled to the benefits 
of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $500.00. 

No agreement by an employee to waive his rights to compensa- 
tion under this Act shall be valid. 

§ 22. Accidents—Injured Employee, or Representative Give 
Notice.—Every injured employee or his representative shall im- 
mediately on the ocurrence of an accident, or as soon thereafter 
as practicable, give or cause to be given to the employer a written 
notice of the accident, and the employee shall not be entitled to phy- 
sician’s fees nor to any compensation which may have accrued under 
the terms of this Act prior to the giving of such notice, unless it 
can be shown that the employer, his agent or representative, had 
knowledge of the accident, or that the party required to give such 
notice had been prevented from doing so by reason of physical or 
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mental incapacity, or the fraud or deceit of some third person; but 
no compensation shall be payable unless such written notice is given 
within thirty days after the occurrence of the accident or death, un- 
less reasonable excuse is made to the satisfaction of the Industrial 
Commission for not giving such notice, and the Commission is sat- 
isfied that the employer has not been prejudiced thereby. 

§ 23. Notice of Accident—Content—Service.—The notice pro- 
vided in the foregoing section shall state in ordinary language the 
name and address of the employee, the time, place, nature, and cause 
of the accident, and of the resulting injury or death; and shall be 
signed by the employee or by a person on his behalf, or in the event 
of his death, by any one or more of his dependents, or by a person 
in their behalf. 

No defect or inaccuracy in the notice shall be a bar to compensa- 
tion unless the employer shall prove that his interest was prejudiced 
thereby, and then only to such extent as the prejudice. 

Said notice shall be given personally to the employer or any of 
his agents upon whom a summons in civil action may be served 
under the laws of the State, or may be sent by registered letter 
addressed to the employer at his last known residence or place of 
business. 

§ 24 (a). Must File Claim Within One Year of Accident or 
Death.—The right to compensation under this Act shall be forever 
barred unless a claim is filed with the Industrial Commission within 
one year after the accident, and if death results from the accident, 
unless a claim be filed with the Commission within one year there- 
after. 

§ 24 (b). Sue Claims Adjudged Without Jurisdiction of Com- 
mission within One Year after Final Judgment.—If any claim for 
compensation is hereafter made upon the theory that such claim, or 
the injury upon which said claim is based, is within the jurisdiction 
of the Industrial Commission under the provisions of this Act 
and if the Commission, or the Supreme Court on appeal, shall ad- 
judge that such claim is not within the Act, claimant, or if he dies 
his person representative, shall have one year after the rendition 
of a final judgment in the case within which to commence an 
action at law. 

§ 25. Medical, Hospital, Surgical, Etc., Treatment and Sup- 
plies—Artificial Members.—Medical, surgical, hospital, and other 
treatment, including medical and surgical supplies as may reasonably 
be required, for a period not exceeding ten weeks from date of 
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injury to effect a cure or give relief and for such additional time as 
in the judgment of the Commission will tend to lessen the period of 
disability, and in addition thereto such original artificial members 
as may be reasonably necessary at the end of the healing period shall 
be provided by the employer. In case of a controversy arising be- 
tween employer and employee, the Industrial Commission may order 
such further medical, surgical, hospital, or other treatment as may 
in the discretion of the Commission be necessary. During the whole 
or any part of the remainder of disability resulting from the injury 
the employer may, at his own option, continue to furnish or cause 
to be furnished, free of charge to the employee, and the employee 
shall accept an attending physician, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Industrial Commission, and in addition such surgical and hospital 
service and supplies as may be deemed necessary by said attending 
physician or the Industrial Commission. The refusal of the employee 
to accept any medical, hospital, surgical or other treatment when 
provided by the employer, or ordered by the Industrial Commission, 
shall bar said employee from further compensation until such refusal 
ceases, and no compensation shall at any time be paid for the period 
of suspension unless in the opinion of the Industrial Commission 
the circumstances justified the refusal, in which case the Industrial 
Commission may order a change in the medical or hospital service. 
If in an emergency on account of the employer’s failure to provide 
the medical care as herein specified a physician other than provided 
by the employer is called to treat the injured employee, the reasonable 
cost of such service shall be paid by the employer if ordered so to do 
by the Industrial Commission. 

§ 26. Liability of Employer for Such Treatment—Malprac- 
tice.—The pecuniary liability of the employer for medical, surgical, 
hospital service or other treatment required, when ordered by the 
Commission, shall be limited to such charges as prevail in the same 
community for similar treatment of injured persons of a like stand- 
ard of living when such treatment is paid for by the injured person, 
and the employer shall not be liable in damages for malpractice by 
a physician or surgeon furnished by him pursuant to the provisions 
of this section, but the consequences of any such malpractice shall 
be deemed part of the injury resulting from the accident and shall 
be compensated for as such. 

§ 27. Examination of Injured—Facts Learned by Doctors Not 
Privilege—Autopsy.—After an inquiry, and so long as he claims 
compensation, the employee, if so requested by his employer or or- 
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dered by the Industrial Commission, shal 1 submit himself to ex- 
amination, at reasonable times and places, by a duly qualified physi- 
cian or surgeon designated and paid by the employer or the Industrial 
Commission. The employee shall have the right to have present at 
such examination any duly qualified physician or surgeon provided 
and paid by him. No fact communicated to or otherwise learned by 
any physician or surgeon who may have attended or examined the 
employee, or who may have been present at any examination, shall 
be privileged, either in hearings provided for by this Act or any 
action at law brought to receover damages against any employer who 
may have accepted the compensation provisions of this Act. If the 
employee refuses to submit himself to or in any way obstructs such 
examination requested by and provided for by the employer, his 
right to compensation and his right to take or prosecute any pro- 
ceedings under this Act shall be suspended until such refusal or ob- 
jection ceases, and no compensation shall at any time be payable for 
the period of compensation, unless in the opinion of the Industrial 
Commission the circumstances justify the refusal, or obstruction. 
The employer, or the Industrial Commission, shall have the right in 
any case of death to require an autopsy at the expense of the party 
requesting the same. 

§ 28. Commencement of Compensation—No compensation 
shall be allowed for the first seven calendar days of disability re- 
sulting from an injury, except the benefits provided for in Section 
25: Provided, however, that in case the injury results in disability 
of more than twenty-eight (28) days, the compensation shall be 
allowed from the date of the disability. 

§ 29. Total Disability—Rate of Compensation.—Where the in- 
capacity for work resulting from the injury is total, the employer 
shall pay, or cause to be paid, as hereinafter provided, to the injured 
employee during such total disability, a weekly compensation equal 
to 50 per centum of his average weekly wages, but not more than 
twenty-five dollars, nor less than five dollars, a week; and in no 
case shall the period covered by such compensation be greater than 
five hundred weeks, nor shall the total amount of all compensation 
exceed five thousand five hundred ($5,500.00) dollars. 

§ 30. Partial Disability—-Rate of Compensation.—Except as 
otherwise provided in the next section hereafter, where the in- 
capacity for work resulting from theinjury is partial, the employer 
shall pay, or cause to be paid, as hereinafter provided, to the injured 
employee during such disability, a weekly compensation equal to 
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50 per centum of the difference between his average weekly wages 
before the injury and the average weekly wages which he is able 
to earn thereafter, but not more than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars 
a week, and in no case shall the period covered by such compensation 
be greater than three hundred weeks from the date of injury. In 
case the partial disability begins after a period of total disability, 
the latter period shall be deducted from the maximum period herein 
allowed for partial disability. 

§ 31. Schedule of Disability For Certain Injuries——In cases 
included by the following schedule, the disability in each case shall 
be deemed to continue for the period specified, and the compensa- 
tion so paid for such injury shall be specified therein, to wit: 

(a) For the loss of a thumb, fifty per centum of the average week- 
ly wages during sixty (60) weeks. 

(b) For the loss of a first finger, commonly called the index fin- 
ger, fifty per centum of the average weekly wages during thirty-five 
(35) weeks. 

(c) For the loss of a second finger, fifty per centum of average 
weekly wages during thirty (30) weeks. 

(d) For the loss of a third finger, fifty per centum of average 
weekly wages during twenty (20) weeks. 

(e) For the loss of a fourth finger, commonly called the little 
finger, fifty per centum of average weekly wages during fifteen 
(15) weeks. 

(f) The loss of the first phalange of the thumb or any finger 
shall be considered to be equal to the loss of one-half of such thumb 
or finger, and the compensation shall be for one-half the periods of 
time above specified. 

(g) The loss of more than one phalange shall be considered the 
loss of the entire finger or thumb: Provided, however, that in no 
case shall the amount received for more than one finger exceed the 
amount provided in this schedule for the loss of a hand. 

(h) For the loss of a great toe, fifty per centum of the average 
weekly wages during thirty (30) weeks. 

(j) For the loss of one of the toes other than a great toe, fifty 
per centum of the average weekly wages during ten (10) weeks. 

(k) The loss of the first phalange of any toe shall be considered 
to be equal to the loss of one-half of such toe, and the compensation 
shall be for one-half the periods of time above specified. 

(1) The loss of more than one phalange shall be considered as 
the loss of the entire toe. 
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(m) For the loss of a hand, fifty per centum of the average week- 
ly wages during one hundred and fifty (150) weeks. 

(n) For the loss of an arm, fifty per centum of average weekly 
wages during two hundred (200) weeks. 

(o) For the loss of a foot, fifty per centum of average weekly 
wages during one hundred twenty-five (125) weeks. 

(p) For the loss of a leg, fifty per centum of average weekly 
wages during one hundred and seventy-five (175) weeks. 

(q) For the loss of an eye, fifty per centum of average weekly 
wages during one hundred (100) weeks. 

(r) The loss of both hands, or both arms, or both feet, or both 
legs, or both eyes, or any two thereof shall constitute total and 
permanent disability, to be compensated according to the provisions 
of Section 29. 

(s) For the compelete loss of hearing in one ear, fifty per centum 
of average weekly wages during seventy (70) weeks; for the com- 
plete loss of hearing in both ears, fifty per centum of average week- 
ly wages during one hundred fifty (150) weeks. 

(t) Total loss of use of a member or loss of vision of an eye 
shall be considered as equivalent to the loss of such member or eye. 
The compensation for partial loss of or for partial Joss of use of 
a member or for partial loss of vision of an eye shall be such pro- 
portion of the payments above provide for total loss as such partial 
loss bears to total loss. Loss of both arms, hands, legs, or vision in 
both eyes shall be deemed permanent total disability, and shall be 
compensated under Section 29. 

In case of serious facial or head disfigurement, the Industrial Com- 
mission shall award proper and equitable compensation not to ex- 
ceed $2,500.00. 

The weekly compensation payments referred to in this Section shall 
all be subject to the same limitations as to maximum and minimum as 
set out in Section 29: Provided, however, that the foregoing schedule 
of compensation shall not be. deemed to apply and compensate for 
serious disfigurement resulting from any injury to any employee 
received while in and about the duties of his employment. And pro- 
vided, further, that the Industrial Commission created by this Act 
shall have power and authority to make and award a reasonable com- 
pensation for any serious bodily disfigurement received by any em- 
ployee within the meaning of this Act, not to exceed Twenty-five 
Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars.

§ 32. Compensation of Injured Employee Refusing Employ- 
ment.—I{f an injured employee refuses employment procured for 
him suitable to his capacity and approved by the Industrial Com- 
mission he shall not be entitled to any compensation at any timé 
during the continuance of such refusal. 

§ 33. Employees Previously Disabled—If an employee has a 
permanent disability or has sustained a permanent injury in service 
in the Army or Navy of the United States, or in another employ- 
ment other than that in which he received a subsequent permanent 
injury by accident, such as specified in Section 31, he shall be en- 
titled to compensation only for the degree of disability which would 
have resulted from the later accident if the earlier disability or in- 
jury had not existed. 

§ 34. Compensation of Employee Injured While Drawing 
Compensation for Previous Disability—If an employee receives an 
injury for which compensation is payable, while he is still receiving 
or entitled to compensation for a previous injury in the same em- 
ployment, he shall not at the same time be entitled to compensation 
for both injuries, unless the later injury be a permanent injury such 
as specified in Section 31; but he shall be entitled to compensation 
for that injury and from the time of that injury which will cover 
the longest period and the largest amount payable under this Act. 

§ 35. Compensation of Employee Receiving Permanent In- 
jury After Sustaining Another Permanent Injury in Same Em- 
ployment—Compensation for Total Permanent Disability Incurred 
After Previous Permanent Partial Disability—I{ any employee 
receives a permanent injury as specified in Section 31, after having 
sustained another permanent injury in the same employment, he shall 
be entitled to compensation for both injuries, but the total compensa- 
tion shall be paid by extending the period and not by increasing the 
amount of weekly compensation, and in no case exceeding five 
hundred weeks. 

If an employee has previously incurred permanent partial dis- 
ability through the loss of a hand, arm, foot, leg or eye, and by 
subsequent accident incurs total permanent disability through the 
loss of another member, the employer’s liability is for the subse- 
quent injury only. 

§ 36. Certain Employees Injured while Employed Out of State 
Receive Compensation.—Where an accident happens while the em- 
ployee is employed elsewhere than in this State which would entitle 
him or his dependents to compensation if it had happened in this 
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State, the employee or his dependents shall be entitled to compensa- 
tion, if the contract of employment was made in this State, if the 
employer’s place of business is in this State, and if the residence of 
the employee is in this State; provided his contract of employment 
was not expressly for service exclusively outside of the State: Pro- 
vided, however, if an employee shall receive compensation or damages 
under the laws of any other State nothing herein contained shall be 
construed so as to permit a total compensation for the same injury 
greater than is provided for in this Act. 

§ 37. Payment of Compensation When Employee Injured 
Dies.—When an employee receives or is entitled to compensation 
under this Act for an injury covered by Section 31, and dies from 
any other cause than the injury for which he was entitled to 
compensation, payment of the unpaid balance of compensation shall 
be made to his next of kin dependent upon him for support, in 
lieu of the compensation the employee would have been entitled 
to had he lived: Provided, however, that if the death is due to a 
cause that is compensable under this Act, and the dependents of 
such employee are awarded compensation therefor, all right to un- 
paid compensation provided by this section shall cease and determine. 

§ 38. Methods of Paying Compensation When Employee’s 
Death Results Proximately From Accident.—If death results prox- 
imately from the accident and within two years thereafter, or while 
total disability still continues, and within six years after the accident, 
the employer shall pay for or cause to be paid, subject, however, to 
the provisions of the other sections of this Act in one of the methods 
hereinafter provided, to the dependents of the employee, wholly 
dependent upon his earnings for support at the time of accident, 
a weekly payment equal to fifty (50%) per cent of his weekly wages, 
but not more than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, nor less than five 
($5.00) dollars, a week for a period of three hundred and fifty weeks 
from the date of the injury, and burial expenses not exceeding two 
hundred ($200.00) dollars. If the employee leaves dependents only 
partly dependent upon his earnings for support at time of the in- 
jury, the weekly compensation to be paid, as aforesaid, shall equal 
the same proportion of the weekly payments for the benefit of 
persons wholly dependent as the amount contributed by the employee 
to such partial dependents bears to the annual earnings of the 
deceased at the time of his injury. When weekly payments have 
been made to an injured employee before his death, the compensation 
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to dependents shall begin from the date of the last of such payments, 
but shall not continue more than three hundred and fifty weeks from 
the date of the injury. Compensation under this Act to aliens not 
residents (or about to become nonresidents) of the United States or 
Canada shall be the same in amount as provided for residents, ex- 
cept that dependents in any foreign country shall be limited to sur- 
viving wife and child or children, or if there be no surviving wife 
or child, or children, to surviving father or mother whom the em- 
ployee has supported, either wholly or in part for the period of three 
years prior to the date of the injury, and except that the Commission 
may, at its option, or upon the application of the insurance carrier 
shall, commute all future installments of compensation to be paid 
to such aliens by paying or causing to be paid to them one-half of 
the commuted amount of such future installments of compensation 
as determined by the Commission. : 

§ 39. Dependents—Partial Dependents.—A widow, a widower, 
and/or a child shall be conclusively presumed to be wholly de- 
pendent for support upon the deceased employee. In all other cases 
questions of dependency, in whole or in part, shall be determined 
in accordance with the facts as the facts may be at the time of the 
accident; but no allowance shall be made for any payment in lieu 
of board and lodging or services, and no compensation shall be 
allowed unless the dependency existed for a period of three months 
or more prior to the accident. If there is more than one person 
wholly dependent, the death benefit shall be divided among them; 
the persons partly dependent, if any, shall receive no part thereof. 
If there is no one wholly dependent, and more than one person 
partially dependent, the death benefit shall be divided among them 
according to the relative extent of their dependency. The widow 
or widower, and all children of deceased employees, shall be con- 
clusively presumed to be dependents of deceased and shall be 
entitled to receive the benefits of this Act for the full periods 
specified in the Act. 

§ 40. Distribution of Compensation When Deceased Employee 
Leaves no Dependents—‘‘Next of Kin’’ Defined—Second Injury 
Fund.—If a deceased employee leaves no dependents, the employer 
shall pay to the next of kin as herein defined the commuted amount 
provided for in Section 38 of this Act for whole dependents, less 
burial expenses which shall be deducted therefrom but if the deceased 
left no next of kin as herein defined, then one-half of said commuted 
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amount shall be paid to the Industrial Commission to be held and 
disbursed by it in the manner hereinafter provided. One-half of 
said amount shall be retained by the Industrial Commission and 
the other one-half paid to the personal representative of the deceased 
to be by him distributed to the next of kin as defined in the statutes 
of distribution, but if there be no next of kin as defined in the 
statutes of distribution, then the personal representative shall pay 
the same to the Industrial Commission after payment of costs of 
administration. For the purpose of this section the term “next of 
kin” shall include only the father, mother, widow, child, brother 
or sister of the deceased. Amounts paid to the Industrial Com- 
mission under this section shall constitute a Second Injury Fund to 
be held by the Commission and disbursed by it in unusual cases of 
second injury as follows: (1) To provide additional compensation 
in case of second injuries referred to in Section 33: Provided, how- 
ever, such additional compensatio n when added to the compensation 
awarded under said section shall not exceed the amount which would 
have been payable for both injuries had both been sustained in the 
subsequent accident; (2) to provide for the injured employee who 
has sustained permanent total disability in the manner referred to 
in Section 31 compensation in addition to the compensation which 
shall be awarded under said section, such additional compensation, 
however, when added to the compensation awarded under said 
section shall not exceed the compensation for permanent total dis- 
ability as provided in Section 29. The additional compensation herein 
provided for is to be paid out of the Second Injury Fund exclusively 
and only to the extent which the assets of said Fund shall permit. 

§ 41. Total Compensation.—The total compensation payable 
under this Act shall in no case exceed Five Thousand Five Hundred 
($5,500.00) Dollars. 

§ 42. Payments Made by Employer When Not Due and Pay- 
able—Any payments made by the employer to the injured employee 
during the period of his disability, or to his dependents, which 
by the terms of this Act were not due and payable when made 
may, subject to the approval of the Industrial Commission, be de- 
ducted from the amount to be paid as compensation: Provided, That 
in the case of disability such deductions shall be made by shortening 
the period during which compensation must be paid, and not by 
reducing the amount of the weekly payment. 
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§ 43. Pay Compensation Monthly or Quarterly Instead of 
Weekly.—The Industrial Commission, upon application ‘of either 
party, may in its discretion, having regard to the welfare of the 
employee and the convenience of the employer, authorize com- 
pensation to be paid monthly or quarterly instead of weekly. 

§ 44. Accelerate Payment of Compensation—Whenever any 
weekly payment has been continued for not less than six weeks, 
the liability therefor may, in unusual cases, where the parties agree 
and the Industrial Commission deems it to be to the best interests of 
the employee or his dependents, or where it will prevent undue 
hardships on the employer or his insurance carrier, without prejudic- 
ing the interest of the employee or his dependents, be redeemed, 
in whole or in part, by the payment by the employer of a lump sum 
which shall be fixed by the Commission, but in no case to be less 
than ninety (90%) per cent of, nor to exceed the commutable value 
of the future installments commuted at six (6%) per cent. per 
annum which may be due under this Act. The Commission, however, 
in its discretion, may at any time in the case of a minor who has 
received permanently disabling injuries, either partial or total, pro- 
vide that he be compensated, in whole or in part, by the payment of 
a lump sum, the amount of which shall be fixed by the Commission 
but in no case to be less than ninety (90%) per cent. of, nor to 
exceed the commutable value of the future installments which may 
be due under this Act. 

§ 45. Trustees Administer Lump Sum Settlements—When- 
ever the Industrial Commission deems it expedient, any lump sum, 
subject to the provisions of the foregoing section, shall be paid by 
the employer to some suitable person or corporation appointed by 
a Court of competent jurisdiction in the county wherein the accident 
occurred, as trustee, to administer the same for the benefit of the 
person entitled thereto, in the manner provided by the Commission. 
When the amount to be paid hereunder is in excess of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars, said trustee shall be required to give sufficient 
bond approved by the Probate Court or Clerk of the Court of 
Common Pleas. The receipt of such trustee for the amount as paid 
shall discharge the employer or any one else who is liable therefor. 

§ 46. Commission Review Rewards.—Upon its own motion or 
upon the application of any party in interest on the ground of a 
change in condition, the Industrial Commission may review any 
award, and on such review may make an award ending, diminish- 
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ing, or increasing the compensation previously awarded, subject to 
the maximum or minimum provided in this Act, and shall imme- 
diately send to the parties a copy of the order of the award. No 
such review shall affect such award as regards any moneys paid, 
but no such review shall be made after twelve months from the date 
of the last payment of compensation pursuant to an award under 
this Act. 


§ 47. Payment of Compensation by Employer—Persons Who 
May Receive—Liability of Employer.—(a) Whenever payment of 
compensation is made to a widow or widower for her or his use or 
for her or his use and the use of the child or children, the written 
receipt thereof of such widow or widower shall acquit the employer. 


(b) Whenever payment is made to any person eighteen years of 
age or over, the written receipt of such person shall acquit the em- 
ployer. In case where an infant or minor under the age of eighteen 
shall be entitled to receive a sum or sums amounting in the aggregate 
to not more than three hundred ($300.00) dollars as compensation 
for injuries, or as a distributive share by virtue of this Act, the 
father, mother, or natural guardian upon whom such infant or minor 
shall be dependent for support shall be authorized and empowered to 
receive and receipt for such moneys to the same extent as a guardian 
of the person and property of such infant or minor duly appointed 
by proper Court, and the release or discharge of such father, mother, 
or natural guardian shall be full and complete discharge of all claims 
or demands of such infant or minor thereunder. 


(c) Whenever any payment of over three hundred ($300.00) dol- 
lars is made to a minor under eighteen years of age, or to a de- 
pendent child over the age of eighteen years, the same shall be made 
to some person or corporation appointed by the Probate Court as a 
guardian and the receipt of such guardian shall acquit the employer. 


(d) Payment of death benefits by an employer in good faith to 
a dependent subsequent in right to another or other dependents shall 
protect and discharge the employer, unless and until such dependent 
or dependents prior in right shall have given notice of his or their 
claims. In case the employer is in doubt as to the respective rights 
of rival claimants, he may apply to the Industrial Commission to de- 
cide between them. 

§ 48. Injured Employee Incompetent or Under 18 Years of 
Age.—If an injured employee is mentally incompetent or is under 
eighteen years of age at the time when any right of privilege accrues 
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to him under this Act, his guardian, trustee, or committee may in 
his behalf claim and exercise such right or privilege. 

§ 49. Giving of Notice of Claim by Person Mentally Incom- 
petent or Minor.—No limitation of time provided in this Act for 
the giving of notice or making claim under this Act shall run against 
any person who is mentally incompetent, or a minor dependent, as 
long as he has no guardian, trustee, or committee. 

§ 50. Payment of Compensation to Employee Working for 
Several Employers at Time of Injury.—Whenever an employee, 
for whose injury or death compensation is payable under this Act, 
shall at the time of the injury be in joint service of two or more 
employers subject to this Act, such employers shall contribute to the 
payment of such compensation in proportion to their wages liability 
to such employee: Provided, However, That nothing in this section 
shall prevent any reasonable arrangement between such employers 
for a different distribution as between themselves of the ultimate 
burden of compensation. 

§ 51. South Carolina Industrial Commission—Appointment— 
Terms—Qualifications—Chairman.—There is hereby created a 
Commission, to be known as the South Carolina Industrial Com- 
mission, consisting of five commissioners who shall devote their en- 
tire time to the duties of the Commission. The Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall appoint the mem- 
bers of the Commission—two for a term of two years, two for a 
term. of four years, and one for a term of six years. Upon the ex- 
piration of each term as above mentioned, the Governor shall, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint a successor 
for a term of six years, and thereafter the term of office of each 
commissioner shall be six years. Not more than two appointees shall 
be persons who, on account of their previous vocation, employment, 
or affiliation can be classed as representatives of employers; and 
not more than two appointees shall be persons who, on account of 
their previous vocation, employment, or affiliations, can be classed 
as representatives of employees, covered by this Act. One member, 
to be designated by the Governor, shall act as chairman, and such 
member so selected as chairman shall not be one who, on account 
of his previous vocation, employment, or affiliation, can be classed 
either as representative of employers or as representative of em- 
ployees. 

§ 52. Commission—Salaries—Secretary—Clerical Help—Ex- 
penses—Annual Report.—(a) The salary of the chairman of said 
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Industrial Commission shall be Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol- 
lars a year, and the salary of each of the other commissioners shall 
be Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars a year, such salaries to be 
payable in monthly installments. 

(b) The Commission may appoint a secretary whose duties shall 
be prescribed by the Commission, and whose salary shall be not 
more than Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars a year, and who, up- 
on entering upon his duties, shall give bone in such sum as may be 
fixed by the Commission, and who may be removed at the will of the 
Commission. The Commission may also employ such clerical or 
. other assistance as it may deem necessary, and fix the compensation 
of all persons so employed, such compensation to be in keeping with 
the compensation paid to persons employed to do similar work in 
other State departments. 

(c) The members of the Commission and its assistants shall be 
entitled to receive from the State their actual and necessary expenses 
while traveling on the business of the Commission, but such expenses 
shall be sworn to by the person who incurred the same, and shall be 
approved by the chairman of the Commission before payment is 
made. 

(d) All salaries and expenses of the Commission shall be audited 
and paid out of the State Treasury, in the manner prescribed for 
similar expenses in other departments or branches of the State serv- 
ice; and to defray such salaries and expenses a sufficient appropria- 
tion shall be made under the general appropriation Act as made to 
other departments, commissions, and agencies of the State govern- 
ment. 

(e) The Commission shall publish annually for free distribution 
a report of the administration of this Act, together with such recom- 
mendations as the Commission deems advisable. 

§ 53. Commission—Offices—Deputies—Sessions—Hearings. — 
(a) The Commission shall be provided with adequate offices in the 
Capitol, or some other suitable building in the city of Columbia, 
in which the records shall be kept and its official business transacted 
during regular business hours; it shall also be provided with neces- 
sary office furniture, stationery, and other supplies. 

(b) The Commission may appoint deputies, who shall have the 
power to subpoena witnesses and administer oaths, and who may 
take testimony in such cases as the Commission may deem proper. 
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Such testirnony shall be transmitted in writing to the Commission, 
and the Commission shall fix the compensation of such deputies. 

(c) The Commission or any member thereof may hold sessions 
at any place within the State as may be deemed necessary by the 
Commission. 

(d) Hearings before the Commission shall be open to the public 
and shall be stenographically reported, and the Commission is au- 
thorized to contract for the reporting of such hearings. The Com- 
mission shall by regulation provide for the preparation of a record 
of the hearings and other proceedings. 

§ 54. Commission—Rules—Process and Procedure—Issuance 
and Service of Subpoenas—Subpoena and Examine Witnesses 
and Records—Depositions—Pay of Witnesses —(a) The Commis- 
sion may make rules, not inconsistent with this Act, for carrying out 
the provisions of this Act. Processes and procedure under this Act 
shall be as summary and simple as reasonably may be. The Com- 
mission or any member thereof, or any person deputized by it, shall 
have the power, for the purpose of this Act, to subpoena witnesses, 
administer or cause to have administered oaths, and to examine or 
cause to be examined such parts of the books and records of the 
parties to a proceeding as relate to questions in dispute. Any party 
to a proceeding under this Act may, upon application to the Com- 
mission, which application shall set forth the materiality of the evi- 
dence to be given, cause the depositions of witnesses residing within 
or without the State to be taken, the costs to be taxed as other costs 
by Commission. Such depositions shall be taken after giving the 
notice and in the manner prescribed by law for depositions in ac- 
tions at law, except that they shall be directed to the Commission, 
the commissioner, or the deputy commissioner before whom the 
proceedings may be pending. 

(b) The county sheriffs and their respective deputies shall serve 
all subpoenas of the Commission or its deputies, and shall receive 
the same fees as are now provided by law for like services; each 
witness who appears in obedience to such subpoena of the Com- 
mission shall receive for attendance the fees and mileage for wit- 
nesses in civil cases in courts of the county where the hearing is 
held. 

(c) The Court of Common Pleas shall, on application of the — 
Commission or any member or deputy thereof, enforce by proper 
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proceedings the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the pro- 
duction and examination of books, papers, and records. 

§ 55. Commission—Print and Distribute Forms—Report Ac- 
cidents—Study, Investigate and Report Injuries and Means of 
Preventing Injuries —(a) The Commission shall prepare and cause 
to be printed, and upon request furnish, free of charge to any em- 
ployee or employer, such blank forms and literature as it shall deem 
requisite to facilitate or prompt the efficient administration of this 
Act. 

(b) The Commission shall tabulate the accident reports received 
from employers in accordance with Section 66, and shall publish the 
same in the annual report of the Commission and as often as it may 
deem advisable, in such detailed or aggregated form as it may deem 
best. The name of the employer or employee shall not appear in such 
publications, and the employers’ reports shall be private records 
of the Commission, and shall not be open for public inspection ex- 
cept for the inspection of the parties directly involved, and only to 
the extent of such interest. These reports shall not be used as evi- 
dence by or against any employer in any suit at law brought by any 
employee for the recovery of damages. 

(c) The Commission shall make studies and investigations with 
respect to safety provisions and the causes of injuries in employ- 
ments covered by this Act, and shall from time to time make to 
the General Assembly and to employers and carriers such recom- 
mendations as it may deem proper as to the best means of prevent- 
ing such injuries. 

(d) In making such studies and investigations the Commission 
is authorized (1) to cooperate with any agency of the United States 
charged with the duty of enforcing any law securing safety against 
injury in any employment covered by this Act, or with any State 
agency engaged in enforcing any laws to assure safety for employees 
and (2) to permit any such agency to have access to the records of 
the Commission. In carrying out the provisions of this section the 
Commission or any officer or employee of the Commission is au- 
thorized to enter at any reasonable time upon any premises, tracks, 
wharf, dock, or other landing place, or to enter any building, where 
an employment covered by this Act is being carried on and to 
examine any tool, appliance, or machinery used in such employment. 

§ 56. Compromises—Voidable Unless Reported to and Ap- 
proved by Commission.—If after seven days after the date of the 
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injury or at any time in case of death, the employer and the injured 
employee or his dependents reach an agreement, in regard to com- 
pensation under this Act, a memorandum of the agreement in the 
form prescribed by the Industrial Commission, accompanied by a 
full and complete medical report, shall be filed with and approved 
by the Commission ; otherwise such agreement shall be voidable by the 
employee or his dependents. If approved by the Commission, there- 
upon the memorandum shall for all purposes be enforceable by the 
court’s decree as hereinafter specified. 

§ 57. Failure of Employer and Injured Employee to Agree— 
Disagreement After Agreement—Have Hearing—Notify Parties 
—Place.—If the employer and the injured employee or his depend- 
ents fail to reach an agreement in regard to compensation under this 
Act within fourteen days after the employee has knowledge of the 
injury or death, or if they have reached such an agreement which 
has been signed and filed with the Commission, and compensation 
has been paid or is due in accordance therewith, and the parties 
thereto then disagree as to the continuance of any weekly payment 
under such agreement, either party may make application to the 
Industrial Commission for a hearing in regard to the matters at 
issue, and for a ruling thereon. Immediately after such application 
has been received the Commission shall set the date for a hearing, 
which shall be held as soon as practicable, and shall notify the parties 
at issue of the time and place of such hearing. The hearing shall be 
held in the city or county where the injury occurred, unless other- 
wise agreed to by the parties and authorized by the Industrial Com- 
mission. 

§ 58. Hearing.—The Commission or any of its members shall 
hear the parties at issue and their representatives and witnesses, and 
shall determine the dispute in a summary manner. The award, to- 
gether with a statement of the findings of fact, rulings of law, and 
other matters pertinent to the questions at issue shall be filed with 
the record of the proceedings, and a copy of the award shall im- 
mediately be sent to the parties in dispute. The parties may be heard 
by a deputy, in which event he shall swear or cause the witnesses to 
be sworn, and shall transmit all testimony to the Commission for its 
determination and award. 

§ 59. Review Award.—lIf application for review is made to the 
Commission within fourteen days from the date when notice of the 
award shall have been given, the Commission shall review the award, 
and, if good grounds be shown therefor, reconsider the evidence,

receive further evidence, rehear the parties or their representatives, 
and, if proper, amend the award. 

§ 60. Award—Effect — Appeal — Payment of Compensation 
During Appeal.—The award of the Commission, as provided in Sec- 
tion 58, if not reviewed in due time, or an award of the Commission 
upon such review, as provided in Section 59, shall be conclusive 
and binding as to all questions of fact; but either party to the dispute 
may, within thirty days from the date of such award, or within thirty 
days after receipt of notice to be sent by registered mail of such 
award, but not thereafter appeal from the decision of said Com- 
mission to the Court of Common Pleas of the county in which the 
alleged accident happened, or in which the employer resides or has 
his principal office, for errors of law under the same terms and con- 
ditions as govern appeals in ordinary civil actions. In case of an 
appeal from the decision of the Commission, on questions of law, said 
appeal shall operate as a supersedeas for thirty days only, and there- 
after employer shall be required to make payment of the award 
involved in said appeal or certification until the questions at issue 
therein shall have been fully determined in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act. 

§ 61. Judgment—Lien—Default in Payments — Execution.— 
Any party in interest may file in the Court of Common Pleas of 
the county in which the injury occurred a certified copy of a memo- 
randum of agreement approved by the Commission, or of an order 
or decision of the Commission, or of an award of the Commission 
unappealed from or of an award of the Commission affirmed upon 
appeal; whereupon said court shall render judgment in accordance 
therewith, and notify the parties. Such judgment shall have the 
same effect and all proceedings in relation thereto shall thereafter be 
the same, as though said judgment had been rendered in a suit duly 
heard and determined by said Court: Provided, if the judgment 
debtor shall file a certificate duly issued by the Industrial Commis- 
sion, showing compliance with Section 67 of this Act, with the Clerk 
of the Court in the county or counties where such judgment is dock- 
eted, then such clerk shall make upon the judgment roll an entry 
showing the filing of such certificate, which shall operate as a dis- 
charge of the lien of the said judgment, and no execution shall be 
issued thereon: Provided, further, that if at any time there is de- 
fault in the payment of any installment due under the award set 
forth in said judgment the court may, upon application for cause

and after ten days notice to judgment debtor, order the lien of such 
judgment restored, and execution or other proper process may be 
immediately issued thereon for past due installments and for future 
installments as they may become due. 

§ 62. Cost—Payment.—If the Industrial Commission or any 
Court before whom any- proceedings are brought under this Act 
shall determine that such proceedings have been brought, prosecuted, 
or defended without reasonable grounds, it may assess the whole 
cost of the proceedings upon the party who has brought or defended 
them. 

§ 63. Commission Appoint Doctor to Examine Injured Em- 
ployee—Compensation.—The Commission or any member thereof 
may, upon the application of either party, or upon its own motion, 
appoint a disinterested and duly qualified physician or surgeon to 
make any necessary medical examination of the employee, and to 
testify in respect thereto, Said physician or surgeon shall be allowed 
traveling expenses and a reasonable fee to be fixed by the Commis- 
sion, not exceeding Ten ($10.00) Dollars for each examination and 
report, but the Commission may allow additional reasonable amounts 
in extraordinary cases. 

The fees and expenses of such physician or surgeon shall be 
paid by the State. 

§ 64. Commission Approve Fees of Attorneys, Physicians and 
Hospitals—Penalty for Receiving Unapproved Fee or Soliciting 
Employment.—(a) Fees for attorneys and physicians and charges 
of hospitals for services under this Act shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Commission; but no physician shall be entitled to 
collect fees from an employer or insurance carrier until he has made 
the reports required by the Industrial Commission in connection 
with the case. , 

(b) Any person (1) who receives any fee, other consideration, or 
any gratuity on account of services so rendered, unless such consid- 
eration or gratuity is approved by the Commission or such court, or 
(2) who makes it a business to solicit employment for a lawyer or 
for himself in respect of any claim or award for compensation, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall, for 
each offense, be punished by a fine of not more than Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars or by imprisonment not to exceed one year, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

§ 65. Commission Determine Unsettled Matters.—Ali questions 
arising under this Act, if not settled by agreements of the parties 
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interested therein, with the approval of the Commission, shall be 
determined by the Commission, except as otherwise herein provided. 

§ 66. Employers Keep Record of Injuries—Report Certain to 
Commission—Penalty.—(a) Every employer shall hereafter keep a 
record of all injuries, fatal or otherwise, received by his employees 
in the course of their employment on blanks approved by the Com- 
mission. Within ten days after the occurrence and knowledge there- 
of, as provided in Section 22, of an injury to an employee, causing 
his absence from work for more than three days, a report thereof 
shall be made in writing and mailed to the Industrial Commission on 
blanks to be procured from the Commission for this purpose. 

(b) The records of the Commission, insofar as they refer to acci- 
dents, injuries, and settlements, shall not be open to the public, but 
only to the parties satisfying the Commission of their interest in 
such records and for the right to inspect them. 

(c) Upon the termination of the disability of the injured em- 
ployee, or if the disability extends beyond a period of sixty days, 
then, also, at the expiration of such period the employer shall make 
a supplementary report to the Commission on blanks to be procured 
from the Commission for the purpose. 

(d) The said report shall contain the name, nature, and loca- 
tion of the business of the employer, and name, age, sex, and wages 
and occupation of the injured employee; and shall state the date 
and hour of the accident causing injury, the nature and cause of the 
injury, and such other information as may be required by the Com- 
mission. 

(e) Any employer who refuses or neglects to make the report re- 
quired by this section shall be liable for a penalty of not less than 
Five ($5.00) Dollars and not more than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dol- 
lars for each refusal or neglect. The fine herein provided may be as- 
sessed by the Commission in an open hearing, with the right of re- 
view and appeal as in other cases. In the event the employer has 
transmitted the report to the insurance carrier for transmission by 
such insurance carrier to the Industrial Commission, the insurance 
carrier wilfully neglecting or failing to transmit the report shail be 
liable for the said penalty. 

§ 67. Employer Insure Liability Hereunder or Make Arrange- 
ment Therefor.—Every employer who accepts the provisions of this 
Act relative to the payment of compensation shall insure and keep 
insured his liability thereunder in any authorized corporation, as- 
sociation, organization, or in any mutual insurance association 
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formed by a group of employers so authorized, or shall furnish to 
the Industrial Commission satisfactory proof of his financial ability 
to pay direct the compensation in the amount and manner and when 
due, as provided for in this Act. In the latter case the Commission 
may require the deposit of an acceptable security, indemnity or bond 
to secure the payment of the compensation liabilities as they are in- 
curred, 

§ 68. Employer File With Commission Evidence of Compli- 
ance With § 67—Penalty for Failure to Secure Payment of Com- 
pensation—(a) Every employer accepting the compensation pro- 
visions of this Act shall, within thirty days after this Act takes 
effect, file with the Commission, in form prescribed by it, and there- 
after annually or as often as may be necessary, evidence of his 
compliance with the provisions of Section 67, and all others relating 
thereto. 

(b) Any employer required to secure the payment of compensa- 
tion under this Act who refuses or neglects to secure such compen- 
sation shall be punished by a fine of ten cents for each employee 
at the time of the insurance becoming due, but not less than one 
dollar nor more than fifty dollars for each day of such refusal or 
neglect, and until the same ceases; and he shall be liable during con- 
tinuance of such refusal or neglect to an employee either for com- 
pensation under this Act or at law in the same manner as provided 
in Section 15. 

The fine herein provided may be assessed by the Commission 
in an open hearing with the right of review and appeal as in other 
cases. 

§ 69. Certificate of Compliance With § 67—Issuance—Revo- 
cation.— Whenever an employer has complied with the provisions of 
Section 67, relating to self-insurance, the Industrial Commission shall 
issue to such employer a certificate, which shall remain in force for 
a period fixed by the Commission, but the Commission may, upon 
at least sixty days’ notice and a hearing to the employer, revoke the 
certificate upon satisfactory evidence for such revocation having 
been presented. At any time after such revocation the Commission 
may grant a new certificate to the employer upon his petition. 

§ 70. Insurer—Notice to—Jurisdiction of—Bound by Awards 
—Liability When Employers Insolvent.—All policies insuring the 
payment of compensation under this Act must contain a clause to 
the effect that, as between the employer and the insurer, the notice 
to or acknowledgment of the occurrence of the injury on the part of 
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the insured employer shall be deemed notice or knowledge, as the 
case may be, on the part of the insurer; that jurisdiction of the in- 
sured for the purpose of this Act shall be jurisdiction of the insurer, 
that the insurer shall in all things be bound by and subject to the 
awards, judgments, or decrees rendered against such insured em- 
ployer, and that insolvency or bankruptcy of the employer and/or 
discharge therein shall not relieve the insurer from the payment of 
compensation for disability or death sustained by an employee dur- 
ing the life of such policy or contract. 

§ 71. Payment of Compensation by Insurer.—No policy of in- 
surance against liability arising under this Act shall be issued un- 
less it contains the agreement of the insurer that it will promptly 
pay to the person entitled to same all benefits conferred by this 
Act, and all installments of the compensation that may be awarded 
or agreed upon, and that the obligation shall not be affected by anv 
default of the insured after the injury or by any default in giving 
notice required by such policy, or otherwise. Such agreement shall 
be construed to be a direct promise by the insurer to the person 
entitled to compensation enforceable in his name. 

§ 72. Policy Insuring Payment of Compensation—Terms— 
Form.—(a) Every policy for the insurance of the compensation 
herein provided, or against liability therefor, shall be deemed to 
be made subject to the provisions of this Act. No corporation, as- 
sociation, or organization shall enter into any such policy of insur- 
ance unless its form shall have been approved by the Insurance 
Commissioner. 

(b) This Act shall not apply to policies of insurance against loss 
from explosion of boilers or fly-wheels or other similar single ca- 
tastrophe hazards: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to relieve the employer from liability for injury or death 
of an employee as a result of such explosion or catastrophe. 

§ 73. Insurance Commissioner Approve Rates for Policies In- 
suring Payment of Compensation—Insurance Carriers—Tax on 
Premiums—Report and Pay Tax Semi-Annually—Collection of 
Tax—Penalty for Violating Section—Giving Notice to Carriers 
—wWithdrawal of Carrier From State—(a) To secure fair, rea- 
sonable, adequate and non-discriminatory rates for Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Insurance in this State the Commissioner of Insurance 
shall approve the rate for each classification under which such busi- 
ness is written, which rate and classification shall be the same for all 
insurers. The Commissioner of Insurance shall, in approving such 
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rates, make use of the experience data which, from time to time, 
may be available and of such other helpful information as may be 
obtainable. For the purpose of uniformity and equality the Depart- 
ment shall approve a system of merit rating for use in the writing 
of such insurance in this State. No system of merit rating except 
the one so approved shail be used in this State. 

Every carrier of insurance, including the parties to any mutual 
insurance association, shall be members of a non-partisan rating 
bureau. The stock and non-stock carriers which are members of such 
bureau shall be represented in the bureau management and on all 
committees of such bureau. One-half of the members of each com- 
mittee shall be chosen by the stock companies and one-half by the 
non-stock companies. In case of a tie vote on any committee, the 
Commissioner of Insurance shall cast the deciding vote. 

(b) Each such insurance carrier shall report to the State Insur- 
ance Commissioner in accordance with such reasonable rules as the 
Insurance Commissioner may at any time prescribe, for the purpose 
of determining the solvency of the carrier and the adequacy of its 
rates ; for such purpose the Commissioner of Insurance may inspect 
the books and records of such insurance carrier, and examine its 
agents, officers, and directors under oath. 

(c) Every person, partnership, association, corporation, whether 
organized under the laws of this or any other state or country, every 
mutual company or association and every other insurance carrier 
insuring employers in this State against liability for personal injuries 
to their employees, or death caused thereby, under the provisions of 
this Act, shall as hereinafter provided, pay a tax upon the premium 
received whether in cash or notes, in this State, or on account of 
business done in this State, for such insurance in this State, at the 
rate of 214 per cent. of the amount of such premium, which tax 
shall be in lieu of all other taxes on said premiums, which tax shall 
be assessed and collected as hereinafter provided: Provided, however, 
that such insurance carriers shall be credited with all canceled or 
returned premiums actually refunded during the year on such insur- 
ance, including any unusued premiums refunded or credited to policy- 
holders as dividends. 

(d) Every such insurance carrier shall, for the six months ending 
December thirty-first, nineteen hundred and thirty-five, and semi- 
annually thereafter, make a return, verified by the affidavit of its 
president and secretary, or other chief officers or agent , to the Com- 
missioner of Insurance, stating the amount of all such premiums and 
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credits during the period covered by such return. Every insurance 
carrier required to make such return shall file the same with the 
Commissioner of Insurance within thirty days after the close of the 
period covered thereby, and shall at the same time pay to the State 
Insurance Commissioner a tax of $2.50 on each one hundred dollars 
of such premiums ascertained, as provided in sub-section (c) here- 
-of, less returned premium on canceled policies including any unused 
premium refunded or credited to policyholders as dividends. 


(e) If any such insurance carrier shall fail or refuse to make the 
return required by this Act, the said Commissioner of Insurance shall 
assess the tax against such insurance carrier at the rate herein pro- 
vided for, on such amount of premium as he may deem just, and 
the proceedings thereon shall be the same as if the return had been 
made. 


(£) If any such insurance carrier shall withdraw from business in 
this State before the tax shall fall due, as herein provided, or shall 
fail or neglect to pay such tax, the Commissioner of Insurance shall 
at once proceed to collect the same; and he is hereby empowered 
and authorized to employ such legal process as may be necessary 
for that purpose, and when so collected he shall pay the same into 
the State Treasury. The suit may be brought by the Commissioner 
of Insurance, in his official capacity, in any court of this State 
having jurisdiction. Reasonable attorney’s fees may be taxed as 
costs therein, and process may issue to any county of the State, 
and may be served as in civil actions, or in case of unincorporated 
associations, partnerships, inter-indemnity contracts, upon any agent 
of the parties thereto upon whom process may be served under the 
laws of this State. 

(g) Any person or persons who shall in this State act or assume 
to act as agent for any such insurance carrier whose authority to do 
business in this State has been suspended, while such suspension re- 
mains in force, or shall neglect or refuse to comply with any of the 
provisions of this section obligatory upon such persons or party, or 
who shall wilfully make a false or fraudulent statement of the busi- 
ness or conditions of any such insurance carrier, or false or fraud- 
ulent return as herein provided, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than ten nor more than ninety days, 
or both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 
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(h) Whenever by this Act, or the terms of any policy contract, 
any officer is required to give any notice to an insurance carrier, 
the same may be given by delivery, or by mailing by registered letter 
properly addressed and stamped, to the principal office or general 
agent of such insurance carrier within this State, or to its home 
office or to the Secretary, General Agent, or chief officer thereof 
in the United States, or the State Insurance Commissioner. 

(i) Any insurance carrier liable to pay a tax upon premiums 
under this Act shall not be liable to pay any other or further tax 
upon such premiums under any other law of this State. 

(j) Upon the withdrawal of any insurance carrier from doing 
business in the State that has any outstanding liability under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, the Insurance Commissioner shall 
immediately notify the South Carolina Industrial Commission and 
thereupon the said South Carolina Industrial Commission shall issue 
an award against said insurance carrier and commute the install- 
ments due injured employee or employees and immediately have 
said award docketed in the Court of Common Pleas of the county 
in which the claimant resides and the said South Carolina Industrial 
Commission shall then cause suit to be brought on said judgment in 
the state of the residence of any such insurance carrier and the 
proceeds from said judgment, after deducting costs, if any, of the 
proceeding, shall be turned over to the injured employee or em- 
ployees, taking from such employee or employees the proper receipt 
in satisfaction of his claim. 

§ 74. Saving Clause—If any section of the provisions of this 
Act be decided by the courts to be unconstitutional or invalid, the 
same shall not affect the validity of this Act as a whole or any part 
thereof other than the part so decided to be unconstitutional or in- 
valid. 

§ 75. Collection of Fines and Penalties —The Industrial Com- 
mission shall have the power by civil action brought in its own 
name to enforce the collection of any fines or penalties provided by 
this Act and fines or penalties collected by the Commission shall 
become a part of the fund referred to in Section 76, 

§ 76. Appropriation.—For the purpose of paying salaries and 
expenses of the Commission and its necessary employees in making 
preparations and putting this Act into operation, the sum of Forty 
Thousand Dollars, if so much be necessary, is hereby appropriated. 
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§ 77. Effective Dates—Sections 51 to 55, inclusive, and Sec- 
tion 76, shall become effective June 1st, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-five, and the remainder of this Act shall become effective 
September first, nineteen hundred and thirty-five. 


§ 78. Repeal.—All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to be Known as ‘‘Public Works Eminent Domain Law’’, 
to Provide for Condemnation of Real Property in this State 
by the United States of America, the Federal Emergency Ad- 
ministration of Public Works, and Any Other Agency or 
Instrumentality of the United States of America, by the State 
of South Carolina and Any County, City, Town, Municipal 
Corporation, Authority, and Any Other Subdivision, Agency 
or Instrumentality Thereof, and by Any Corporation or As- 
sociation Engaged in Any Public Works Project as Therein 
Defined; and to Provide for the Procedure and Costs There- 
in and to Exempt Certain Counties from the Provisions 
Hereof. 


Section 1. Short Title —Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: This Act may be referred to as the 
“Public Works Eminent Domain Law.” 


§ 2. Legislative Declaration—(a) It is hereby declared that 
widespread unemployment exists throughout the State, making it 
impossible for many people in the State to support themselves and 
their families; that these conditions create a public emergency and 
constitute a menace to the health, safety, morals and welfare of the 
people of the State; that it is essential that public works projects, 
financed in whole or in part by the United States of America or by 
the State, be commenced as soon as possible in order to reduce and 
telieve this unemployment and prevent irreparable injury to the 
people of the State; that to this end, it is necessary to provide a 
method for the expeditious acquisition of any lands necessary for 
such public works projects; that such public works projects are 
hereby declared to be in furtherance of the public welfare and to be 
public uses and purposes for which public money may be spent and 
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private property acquired; and the necessity in the public interest 
for the provisions hereinafter enacted is hereby declared as a matter 
of legislative determination. 

(b) Without limitation upon the generality of the foregoing para- 
graph hereof, it is hereby declared that unsanitary or unsafe dwelling 
accommodations exist in various areas of the State and that conse- 
quently many persons of low income are forced to reside therein; 
that these conditions cause an increase in and spread of disease and 
crime, constitute a menace to the health, safety, morals and welfare 
of the citizens of the State, impair economic values, and are not be- 
ing, and cannot within a reasonable time be, corrected by the invest- 
ment of private capital available for profit-making enterprises that 
the clearance, replanning and reconstruction of the areas in which 
unsanitary or unsafe housing conditions exist and the provision of 
safe and sanitary -dwelling accommodations for persons of low in- 
come are public uses and purposes for which private property may be 
acquired. 

§ 3. Definitions —The following terms whenever used or re- 
ferred to in this Act shall have the following respective meanings 
unless a different meaning clearly appears from the context: 

(a) “Public Works project” shall mean any work or undertaking 
which is financed in whole or in part by a Federal agency, as herein 
defined, or by a State public body, as herein defined. 

(b) “Federal agency” shall mean the United States of America, 
the Federal Emergency Administration of Public Works, or any 
other agency or instrumentality, corporate or otherwise, of the 
United States of America. 

(c) “State public body” shall mean this State or any County, City, 
Town, municipal corporation, authority, or any other subdivision, 
agency or instrumentality, corporate or otherwise, thereof. 

(d) “Authorized corporation” shall mean any corporation or as- 
sociation engaged or about to engage in any pbulic works project, as 
herein defined, for a public use; Provided, That the construction of 
said public works project and its conduct thereafter by the corpora- 
tion or association shall be subject to regulation or supervision by a 
Federal agency, as herein defined, or a State public body, as herein 
defined, whether by virtue of an agreement, provision of law or 
otherwise. 

(e) ‘Real property” or “property” or “land” shall include all 
lands, including improvements and fixtures thereon, lands under 
water, all easements and hereditaments, corporeal or incorporeal, and 
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every estate, interest and right, legal or equitable, in lands or water, 
and all rights, interests, privileges, easements, encumbrances, and 
franchises relating to the same, including terms for years and liens 
by way of judgment, mortgage or otherwise. 

(f£) “Court” shall mean the Court in which jurisdiction over pro- 
ceedings hereunder is vested by the provisions of Section 4 hereof, 
or any Judge thereof. 

(g) “Petitioner” shall mean the one by whom proceedings for 
the acquisition of real property, as herein defined, are instituted 
hereunder pursuant to the provisions of Section 4 hereof. 

§ 4. Federal and State Agencies Acquire Property Here- 
under.—Any Federal agency, State public body or authorized cor- 
poration may institute proceedings hereunder for the acquisition of 
any real property necessary for any public works project. 

Such proceedings may be instituted in the Common Pleas Court 
in any County in which any part of the real property or of the pro- 
posed public works project is situate. The Court, whether during a 
term or during a vacation, shall cause said proceeding to be heard and 
determined without delay. All condemnation proceedings shall be 
preferred cases, and shall be entitled to precedence over all other 
civil cases. 

The petitioner may enter upon the land proposed to be acquired 
for the purpose of making a survey and of posting any notice thereon 
which is required by this Act: Provided, That such survey and post- 
ing of notice shall be done in such manner as will cause the least pos- 
sible inconvenience to the owners of the real property. 

§ 5. Petition to Institute Proceedings.—A proceeding may be 
instituted hereunder by the filing of a petition which shall be suff- 
cient if it sets forth: 

(a) The name of the petitioner. 

(b) A description of theproperty, sufficient for the identification 
' thereof, to which there may be attached a plat or map thereof. 

(c) A statement that the acquisition of such property by the pe- 
titioner is necessary for a public works project and a brief general 
description of said public works project. 

(d) A statement that the proceedings are being instituted under 
this Act. 

(e) A suitable prayer for relief. 

§ 6. Condemn Several Parcels of Land in One Action When 
in Same Project.—Any number of parcels of land, whether owned 
by the same or different persons and whether contiguous or not, may 
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be included and condemned in one proceeding, provided such par- 
cels are to be used for a single public works project. 

§ 7. Notice—Publication—-File—Service.—Notice of such pro- 
ceedings shall be given by one publication in a newspaper having a 
general circulation in each County in which any part of the property 
sought to be condemned is located. Such publication shall be at least 
twenty days and not more than ninety days prior to the date set for 
the hearing on the validity of the proceedings. Such notice shall be 
in substantially the following form (the blanks being appropriately 
filled) :

Notice of such proceedings shall also be given (a) by posting a 
copy of the above notice in conspicuous places on the real property 
sought to be condemned, (b) by filing a copy thereof in the office of 
the Clerk of the Court in which such proceedings are pending, and 
(c) by filing a copy thereof in the proper office or offices for the filing 
of lis pendens in each County in which any part of the real property 
is situated, and, also by personal service of a copy of said notice on 
the owner of the property, and on all persons having a lien or liens 
over the same in the manner now required by law, and in all other 
cases by serving by publication as now provided by law. 

Such publication, posting and filing and service shall constitute a 

‘legal and sufficient notice to all persons having any interest in or lien 
upon the property described in said notice. The filing of such notice 
in the aforesaid County office shall also be a constructive notice of 
the proceeding to any person who subsequently acquires any interest 
in or lien upon said property, and the petitioner shall take all property 
condemned under this Act free of the claims of any such person. 

§ 8. Rights Waived if Objections Not Filed—Judgment— 
Minors—Incompetents.—All persons who have not filed written ob- 
jections with the Court prior to the time of the hearing specified in 
the notice prescribed by Section 7 hereof, shall be deemed to have 
waived the right to file objections as to the sufficiency and validity 
of the petition, the proceedings and the relief sought thereby, and 
as to the right of the petitioner to take title and possession prior to 
final judgment, as authorized by Section 16 hereof. 

The Court, at the time specified in said notice, after hearing and 
determining all issues of fact and law raised by the objections which 
have been filed, if any there be, shall enter a final judgment with 
respect to such issues, and thereafter there shall remain for deter- 
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mination only the amount of the compensation to be paid and the 
persons entitled thereto. 

If any infant or other person under a legal disability shall not have 
appeared in the proceedings by his duly authorized legal representa- 
tive, the Court shall appoint a guardian ad litem to represent such 
person’s interest in the proceedings before the Special Master. 

§ 9. Court Appoint Special Master Determine Damages and 
Compensation for Property if Jury Trial Not Requested.—The 
Court, at the time of said hearing, shall, unless a jury trial is de- 
manded, appoint a Special Master to fix the amount of damages and 
compensation for the taking and condemnation of the property de- 
scribed in the petition and the persons entitled thereto, and to report 
thereon to the Court. The Special Master shall be a disinterested per- 
son, not related to any one having an interest in or lien upon the 
property sought to be condemned. The compensation of said Special 
Master shall not exceed Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars per day plus travel 
and subsistence expenses. , 

The Special Master immediately after his appointment shall sub- 
scribe to an oath that to the best of his ability he will truly find and 
return the compensation for the taking and condemnation of the 
property and the persons entitled thereto. 

§ 10. Special Master Notify Interested Parties—Post Notices 
on Property—Hearing—Powers.—Immediately after his appoint- 
ment and taking of oath, the Special Master shall cause notice to 
be sent by registered mail to all persons who have appeared in the 
proceedings, or to their attorneys of record, and to all others having 
any interest in or lien upon the property sought to be condemned, as 
shown by the record of the proper County office or offices for the 
recording of documents pertaining to such real estate, and to all 
guardians ad litem appointed pursuant to the provisions of Section 
8 hereof, such notice to be addressed to such persons at their re- 
spective last known addresses. Such notice shall be substantially in 
the following form (with blanks appropriately filled) :

§ 11. Determination of Value of Land—Admissible Evidence. 
—For the purpose of determining the value of the land sought to be 
condemned and fixing just compensation therefor, in a hearing be- 
fore a Special Master or in a trial before a jury, the following evi- 
dence (in addition to other evidence which is relevant, material and 
competent) shall be relevant, material and competent and shall be 
admitted as evidence and considered by the Special Master or the 
jury, as, the case may be, to-wit: 

(a) Evidence that a building or improvement is unsafe or un- 
sanitary or a public nuisance, or is in a state of disrepair, and of 
the cost to correct any such condition, notwithstanding that no ac- 
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tion has been taken by local authorities to remedy any such con- 
dition. 

(b) Evidence that any State public body, charged with the duty of 
abating or requiring the correction of nuisances or like conditions 
or demolishing unsafe or unsanitary structures, issued an order 
directing the abatement or correction of any conditions existing with 
respect to said building or improvement or the demolition of said 
building or improvement, and of the cost which compliance with any 
such order would entail. 

(c) Evidence of the last assessed valuation of the property for 
purposes of taxation and of any affidavits or tax returns made by 
the owner in connection with such assessment which state the value 
of such property and of any income tax returns of the owner show- 
ing sums deducted on account of obsolescence or depreciation of such 
property. 

(d) Evidence that such buildings and improvements are being 
used for illegal purposes or are being so overcrowded as to be 
‘dangerous or injurious to the health, safety, morals or welfare of 
the occupants thereof, and the extent to which the rentals therefrom 
are enhanced by reason of such use. 

(e) Evidence of the price and other terms upon any sale or the 
rent reserved and other terms of any lease or tenancy relating to 
such property or to any similar property in the vicinity when the 
sale or leasing occurred or the tenancy existed within a reasonable 
time of the hearing. 

The award of compensation shall not be increased by reason of 
any increase in the value of the property resulting from the public 
works project to be placed thereon. 

No allowance shall be made for improvements begun on property 
after the publication of the notice specified in Section 7 hereof, ex- 
cept upon good cause being shown. 

§ 12. Time for Special Master Make Report.—The report of 
the Special Master must be filed with the Clerk of the Court in 
which said proceeding is pending within thirty days after the date 
of the taking of the oath, unless further time is granted by the Court. 
The Court shall grant additional time for the filing of the report 
only on a showing that the report cannot, with all due diligence, be 
prepared within the time fixed. 

§ 18. Hearing on Objections—Service of Notices of Filing of 
Report, Time File Objections and Hearing—Upon the filing of 
such report by the Special Master, the Court, without delay, shall fix 
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a date for the hearing of any objections filed thereto. Notice that 
said report has been filed, that all objections thereto must be filed 
with the Court within ten days after the date of the mailing of such 
notice and that the Court has fixed a certain date (which shall be 
stated therein) for the hearing of such objections, shall be given 
by sending a copy of such notice by registered mail to all persons 
who have appeared in the proceeding or their attorneys of record at 
their last known addresses. Upon the expiration of ten days after 
the mailing of such notice, all objections to the report shall be 
deemed waived by all persons who have not filed written objections 
with the Court. 


§ 14. Court Amend, Approve or Reject Report—Appoint An- 
other Special Master—Final Judgement—Surrender of Property. 
—If no objections are filed to the Special Master’s report, the Court 
(but only on motion of the petitioner unless title to the property has 
vested in the petitioner) shall enter a final judgment fixing the com- 
pensation to be paid for the property and the persons entitled to such 
compensation. If any objections are filed to the Special Master’s 
report, the Court on the date specified in the aforesaid order shall 
hear and determine such questions of law and fact as are raised by 
such exceptions and may approve, disapprove or modify the Special 
Master’s findings or may reject the Special Master’s report in toto. 
In the event the Special Master’s report is rejected in toto, the Court 
shall at once appoint another Special Master in the same manner 
that the first Special Master was appointed, and such Special Master 
shall have the same powers and duties as the Special Master first 
appointed, except that notice of the time for filing claims and of 
the hearing of the Special Master may be given by registered mail 
to all persons who have appeared in the proceedings or their attorneys 
of record at their last known addresses, and no other notice shall be 
necessary. If the Court shall approve the Special Master’s report, 
with or without modifications, the Court (but only on motion of 
the petitioner unless title to the property has previously vested in 
the petitioner) shall enter a final judgment, fixing the compensation 
to be paid for such property and the persons entitled to such com- 
pensation. , 

If title to said property has not previously been vested in the 
petitioner, the title and right to possession of said property shall 
vest in the petitioner immediately upon the entry of such final judg- 
ment and upon the deposit in Court by the petitioner of the amount 
of the judgment fixed by the Court as the compensation for such 
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property. Upon the entry of such judgment and the vesting of title 
aforesaid, the Court shall designate the day (not exceeding thirty 
days thereafter, except upon good cause shown) on which the 
parties in possession of said property shall be required to surrender 
possession to the petitioner. 

§ 15. Jury Trial—That in the event, in and by the return pro- 
vided for in Section 7 of this Act, any person or corporation having 
an interest in or lien upon the property sought to be acquired, shall 
demand a jury, the Court shall, in lieu of referring the matter to a 
Special Master, order that the cause be entered for trial before a jury 
upon Calendar One of said Court, and thereupon said cause shall be 
tried as soon as practicable, it having the right of way over all other 
cases pending trial. That the issues to be determined by such trial 
shall be (1) the amount of compensation to be paid for such prop- 
erty, and (2) to whom such compensation is to be paid, according to 
the rights, title and interest of the various parties in and to said 
property. That the cause to be so tried, may, within the discretion 
of the Court, in addition to the property to which the party de- 
manding a jury trial has an interest in or lien upon, include any and 
all other property embraced in said proceedings. 

§ 16. Enter Judgment on Rendition of Verdict by Jury—Title 
and Possession Go to Petitioner on Deposit of Amount of Ver- 
dict—New Trials—Cancel Lis Pendens on Failure of Petitioner 
to Comply.—That upon the rendition of the verdict by the jury in 
causes tried as in this Act provided, the Court (but only on motion 
of the petitioner unless title has vested in the petitioner) shall enter a 
final judgment in accordance with said verdict, and the law of this 
State, fixing the compensation to be paid for the property involved in 
the cause so tried, and designating the parties entitled to such com- 
pensation. If title to such property has not previously been vested in 
petitioner, the title and right of possession of said property shall vest 
in the petitioner immediately upon the entry of such final judgment, 
and upon deposit into Court by the petitioner of the amount of the 
judgment fixed by the Court in accordance with the verdict of the 
jury and the lien of this judgment, as the compensation for such 
property. Upon the entry of such judgment, and the vesting of title as 
aforesaid, the Court shall designate the day (not exceeding thirty 
days thereafter, except upon good cause shown) on which the parties 
in possession of said property shall be required to surrender posses- 
sion of same to the petitioner ; Provided, Nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to prohibit the granting of new trials by the Court as provided 
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by law in other civil cases: Provided, Further, That upon entry of 
final judgment as above provided, the Court may, if the title to the 
property has not vested in the petitioner, within its discretion, fix a 
time within which the petitioner shall deposit into Court the amount 
of such judgment. That in the event judgment is not entered by the 
Court within a period of sixty days after the rendition of the verdict 
of the jury, for the reason that the petitioner has failed to make mo- 
tion for same, or in the event that petitioner, after the rendition of the 
verdict, fails to make the deposit within the time prescribed by the 
Court, as provided for in Section 16 of this Act, the Court, on mo- 
tion of any party to the proceedings, shall order the lis pendens, re- 
garding the property for which the jury determined the compensation 
canceled, and thereupon it shall be deemed that the petitioner has 
abandoned said proceedings. 

§ 17. Judgment—Record—Admissible Evidence——Upon the 
rendition of the final judgment vesting title in the petitioner, the 
clerk of the Court shall make and certify, under the seal of the Court, 
a copy or copies of such judgment, which shall be filed or recorded 
in the proper County office or offices for the recording of documents 
pertaining to the real property described therein, and such filing or 
recording shall constitute notice to all persons of the contents there- 
of. A copy of the judgment certified by the Clerk of the Court aa 
aforesaid shall be competent and admissible evidence in any proceed- 
ings at law or in equity. 

§ 18. Petitioner File Declaration of Taking—Secure Title on 
Deposit of Estimated Compensation—Determination of Ultimate 
Compensation.—At any time or after the filing of the petition re- 
ferred to in Section 5 hereof, and before the entry of final judg- 
ment, the petitioner may file with the clerk of the Court a declara- 
tion of taking signed by the duly authorized officer or agent of the 
petitioner declaring that all or any part of the property described 
in said petition is to be taken for the use of the petitioner. 

Said declaration of taking shall be sufficient if it sets forth: (1) 
a description of the property, sufficient for the identification thereof, 
to which there may be attached a plat or map thereof; (2) a state- 
ment of the estate or interest in said property being taken; and (3) a 
statement of the sum of money estimated by the petitioner to be just 
compensation for the property taken. 

Upon the filing of said declaration of taking and the deposit in 
Court, to the use of the persons entitled thereto, of the amount of 
the estimated compensation stated in said declaration, and in case 
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the petitioner is an authorized corporation, upon the petitioner giv- 
ing such security as the Court may direct under the provisions of 
this section, title to the property specified in said declaration shall 
vest in the petitioner and said property shall be deemed to be con- 
demned and taken for the use of the petitioner, and the right to just 
compensation for the same shall vest in the persons entitled thereto. 
Upon the filing of the declaration of taking, the Court shall designate 
a day (not exceeding thirty days after such filing, except upon good 
cause shown) on which the parties in possession shall be required to 
surrender possession to the petitioner. In the event that the petitioner 
is an authorized corporation, the Court, prior to directing surrender 
of possession to the petitioner, shall require such security to be given, 
in addition to the amount deposited in Court, as will reasonably as- 
sure the payment of any amount ultimately determined as the com- 
pensation to be paid. 

The ultimate amount of compensation shall be fixed in the manner 
heretofore specified. If the amount so fixed shall exceed the amount 
so deposited in Court by the petitioner, the Court shall enter judg- 
ment against the petitioner in the amount of such deficiency, to- 
gether with interest at the rate of six per centum per annum on such 
deficiency from the date of the vesting of title to the date of the 
entry of the final judgment (subject, however, to abatement for use, 
income, rents or profits derived from such property by the owner 
thereof subsequent to the vesting of title in the petitioner) and the 
Court shall order the petitioner to deposit the amount of such de- 
ficiency in Court. 

§ 19. Withdraw or Dismiss Petition.—At any time prior to the 
vesting of title to the property in the petitioner, the petitioner may 
withdraw or dismiss its petition with respect to any or all of the 
property therein described. 

§ 20. Rights of Persons Having Interest in Property Divested 
on Vesting of Title in Petitioner—Upon vesting of title to any 
property in the petitioner, all the right, title and interest of all per- 
sons having any interest therein or lien thereupon shall be divested 
immediately, and such persons thereafter shall be entitled only to re- 
ceive compensation for such property. 

§ 21. Money Paid Into Court by Petitioner for Use of Persons 
Entitled Thereto—Disbursement.—The payment into Court by the 
petitioner of the amount of any award or the deposit in Court of 
the amount estimated by the petitioner to be the just compensation 
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for the property taken or condemned, shall be deemed to be a pay- 
ment or deposit of money for the use of the persons entitled thereto. 
Such payment or deposit shall constitute a payment to the persons 
entitled thereto to the extent of the moneys so paid or deposited into 
Court. 

Any such payment shall be as valid and effectual in all respects 
as if it were made by the petitioner directly to the person entitled 
thereto or, in the case of a person under legal disability, to his 
guardian, whether or not (a) such person or his whereabouts is 
known or unknown (b) such person is under a legal disability, or 
(c) there are adverse or conflicting claims to such awards. 

The money paid into Court shall be secured in such manner as may 
be directed by the Court and shall be paid out by the Special Master, 
except in cases tried before a jury, and in such cases said money shall 
be paid out by the clerk of said Court, to the persons found to be 
entitled thereto by the final judgment of the Court. 

§ 22. Awards Paid to Persons Not Entitled Thereto—Re- 
covery.—If an award shall be paid to a person not entitled thereto, 
the sole recourse of the person to whom it should have been paid 
shall be against the person to whom it shall have been paid. In such 
event the person entitled to the award may sue for and recover the 
same, with lawful interest and costs of suit, as such money had and 
received to his use by the person to whom the same shall have been 
paid. 

§ 23. Appeal—Bond.—Any time within thirty days from the 
filing of any interlocutory or final order or judgment by the Court, 
any person or persons of record in the proceedings, who shall have 
filed exceptions at any stage of the proceedings within the time and 
in the manner specified, may appeal therefrom, but only with respect 
to those questions or issues which were raised by such exceptions. 

The taking of an appeal shall not operate to stay the proceedings 
under this Act except when the person or persons appealing shall have 
obtained a stay of the execution of the judgment or order appealed 
from, in which event the proceedings shall be stayed only with re- 
spect to the person or persons appealing and their respective interests 
in the proceedings. Upon the taking of an appeal, the proceedings 
shall be deemed severed as to the person or persons appealing and 
their respective interests in the proceeding. 

Any interlocutory or final order or judgment shall be final and 
conclusive upon all persons affected thereby who have not appealed 
within the time herein prescribed. 
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Any petitioner, other than an authorized corporation, may appeal 
without giving bond; but any other person or persons appealing shall 
give bond, with good and sufficient surety, to be approved by the 
Court, conditioned to pay all costs taxed against appellant on such 

appeal. 

’ § 24, Court Award Less Than Offer of Compromise—Payment 
of Cost.—If the petitioner, prior to the making of the award, shall 
have tendered to an interested person. for his property or deposited 
in Court for such property an amount which such interested person 
refused to accept or agree to as just compensation, all costs shall be 
assessed against such person in the event that the aforesaid amount 
tendered or deposited is equal to or in excess of the award fixed or 
confirmed by the Court with respect to such parcel. 

§ 25. Cumulative—Eminent Domain—Procedure.—The powers 
conferred by this Act shall be in addition and supplemental to and 
not in substitution for the power conferred by any other law. The 
power of eminent domain may be exercised hereunder notwithstand- 
ing that any other law may provide for the exercise of said power 
for like purposes and without regard to the requirements, restric- 
tions or procedural provisions contained in any other law. 

Procedure hereunder, which is not prescribed herein, shall be that 
which is otherwise prescribed by the law of the State. 

§ 26. Saving Clause.—lIf any provision of this Act, or the ap- 
plication of such provision to any person or circumstances, shall be 
held invalid, the remainder of the Act, and the application of such 
provision to persons or circumstances other than those as to which 
it is held invalid, shall not be affected thereby. 

§ 27. Counties Exempted.—tThe provisions of this Act shall not 
apply to the counties of Laurens, Lexington, Greenwood, Jasper, 
Horry, Saluda, Dillon, Cherokee, Chesterfield, Kershaw. 

§ 28. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gover- 
nor. .

AN ACT to Create a Board of Civil Service Commissioners in 
Cities of the State of South Carolina Having a Population of 
not More than Twenty-nine Thousand and not Less than 
Twenty-eight Thousand at the Last Federal Census; Cities 
Having a Full Paid Fire Department or a Fire Department 
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Having Paid Members in the State of South Carolina; to 
Provide a Civil Service System Based Upon Examination 
and Investigation as to Merit, Efficiency and Fitness for 
Appointment, Employment and Promotion of all Officers and 
Men Appointed in Said Fire Departments and Respective 
Cities; to Regulate the Transfer, Reinstatement, Suspension - 
and Discharge of Said Officers and Firemen and Police De- 
partment. 


Section 1. Civil Service Commission for Certain Cities of 
28,000 to 29,000—Appointment—Salary—Terms.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There is 
hereby created in every city, town or municipality in the State of 
South Carolina having a population of not more than twenty-nine 
thousand and not less than twenty-eight thousand at the last Federal 
census, A. D., 1930; having a full paid Fire Department, or a Fire 
Department and Police Department having paid members, a Civil 
Service Commission which shall be composed of three persons, Pro- 
vided, however, that this Act shall not operate to create such com- 
mission in any city, town, or other commission having a general 
jurisdiction over the service of the Fire Department and Police De- 
partment, and which existing commission substantially performs the 
same functions and duties and substantially exercises the same 
powers as those conferred upon the Civil Service Commission by 
this Act. The members of such commission shall be appointed by 
the person or group of persons who, acting singly or in conjunction, 
as a Mayor, city manager, council, common council, commission, 
or otherwise, is or are vested by the law with power and authority 
to select, appoint or employ the Chief of a Fire Department or 
Police in any such city prior to the enactment of this Act. The mem- 
bers of this commission shall receive a salary not to exceed Three 
Hundred ($300.00) Dollars per annum. The term of office of such 
commissioners shall be for six years, except that the first three 
members of such commission shall be appointed for different terms, 
as follows: One to serve for a period of two years, one to serve for a 
period of four years and one to serve for a period of six years. Two 
members of such commission shall constitute a quorum. 

§ 2. Application of Act—Cities Affected—The provisions of 
this Act shall apply to all cities, towns and municipalities of the 
State of South Carolina having a population of not more than twen- 
ty-nine thousand and not less than twenty-eight thousand at the last 
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Federal census, A. D., 1930, having a paid Fire Department or Police, 
or a Fire Department having paid members, except such cities, towns 
or municipalities as having an existing commission having personnel 
jurisdiction over the Fire Department as set forth in Section 1, and 
all present incumbents and future appointees shall be subject to 
Civil Service. 

§ 3. Include Paid Employees of Fire and Police Departments 
—Appointments, Promotions, Suspensions, Etc.—The classified 
Civil Service and provisions of this Act shall include all paid em- 
ployees of the Fire Department and Police Department of each city, 
town, or municipality coming within the purview of this Act, in- 
cluding the Chief of that Department and Police. All appointments 
to and promotions in said department shall be left to the discretion 
of the City Council and Chief of the Department, with the excep- 
tion of the office of Chief which shall be elected by City Council. 
No person shall be reinstated in, or transferred, suspended, or dis- 
charged from any such place, position, or employment contrary to 
the provisions of this Act. 

§ 4. Commission—Organization—Duties.—After appointment, 
the commission shall organize by electing one of its members chair- 
man and hold meetings as may be required for the proper discharge 
of their duties. It shall be the duty of the Civil Service Commission: 
(a) To make suitable rules and regulations not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act. Such rules and regulations shall provide 
in detail the manner in which examinations may be held. (b) All 
tests shall be practical, and shall consist only of subjects which will 
fairly determine the capacity of persons examined to perform duties 
of the position to which appointment is to be made, and may include 
tests of physical fitness and/or of manual skill. (c) The rules and 
regulations adopted by the commission shall provide for a credit of 
10 per cent in favor of all applicants for appointment under Civil 
Service, who, in time of war, or in any exepdition of the armed 
forces of the United States, have served in and been honorably 
discharged from the armed forces of the United States, including the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, and the American Red Cross. These 
credits apply to entrance examinations only. (d) Provide for, form- 
ulate, and hold competitive tests to determine the relative qualifica- 
tions of persons who seek employment in any class or position, and 
as a result thereof establish eligible lists for the various classes of 
positions, and to provide that men laid off because of curtailment of 
expenditures, reduction in any part in force, and for like causes, 
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shall be the last man or men, including probationers, that have been 
appointed to said fire department or police. Such removal shall be 
accomplished by suspending in numerical order, commencing with 
the Iast men appointed to said fire department and police depart- 
ment, all recent appointees to said fire department or police depart- 
ment, until such reductions necessary shall have been accomplished: 
Provided, further, That in the event the said fire department and 
police department shall again be increased in numbers and said fire- 
men and policemen suspended under the terms of this Act shall be 
reinstated before any new appointments to the said fire department 
or police department shall be made. 

§ 5. Incumbents.—For the benefit of the public service and to 
prevent delay, injure, or interruption therein by reason of the en- 
actment of this Act, all persons holding a position in the fire depart- 
ment or police department of any such including the Chief thereof, 
when this Act takes effect, who shall have served in such position 
for a period of at least six months last past continuously, are hereby 
declared eligible for appointment for a period of ten years (10) 
under Civil Service to the offices, places, position or employments 
which they shall then hold, respectively, without examination or other 
act on their part, and not on probation; and every such person is 
hereby automatically adopted and inducted for a period of ten (10) 
years into Civil Service, into such office, place, position, or employ- 
‘ment which such person then holds as completely and effectively to 
all intents and purposes as if such person has been appointed for 
a period of ten (10) years thereto under Civil Service after ex- 
aminations and investigation. 

§ 6. Applicants—Qualifications—(a) An applicant for a po- 
sition of any kind under Civil Service, must be a citizen of the 
United States of America and an elector of the county in which he 
resides, who can read and write the English language, and must have 
been a resident of said city for at least one year. 

(b) An applicant for a position of any kind under Civil Service 
must be of an age of not more than (35) thirty-five years and not 
less than (21) twenty-one years, in ordinary good health, of good 
moral character and of temperate habits ; these facts to be ascertained 
in such manner as the commission may deem advisable. 

§ 7. Terms of Employment—Cause for Suspension, Demotion, 
Discharge, Etc.—The tenure of every one holding an office, place, 
position or employment under the provisions of this Act shall be 
only during good behavior, and any such person may be removed or 
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discharged, suspended without pay, demoted, or reduced in rank, or 
deprived of vacation privileges for any of the following reasons: 

(a) Incompetency, inefficiency or inattention to or dereliction of 
duty; 

(b) Dishonesty, intemperance, immoral conduct, insubordination, 
discourteous treatment of the public, or a fellow employee, or any 
other act of omission or commission tending to injure the Public 
Service; or any other wilful violation of the provisions of this Act 
or the rules and regulation so adopted hereunder ; 

(c) Conviction of a felony, or a misdemeanor, involving moral 
turpitude ; 

(d) Any other act or failure to act which in the judgment of the 
Civil Service Commissioners is sufficient to show the offender to be 
unsuitable and unfit person to be employed in the public service. 

§ 8. Procedure to Remove, Suspend, Demote or Discharge— 
Appeal.—No person in the classified Civil Service who shall have 
been appointed for a period of ten years or inducted into Civil 
Service under provisions of this Act, shall be removed, suspended, 
demoted or discharged except for cause, and only upon the written 
accusation of the appointing power, or any citizen or taxpayer, a 
written statement of which accusation, in general terms shall be 
served upon the accused, and a duplicate filed with the commission. 
The Chief of the Fire Department and Police may suspend a mem- 
ber pending the confirmation of the suspension by the regular ap- 
pointing power under the Act which must be within three days. Any 
person so removed, suspended, demoted or discharged may within 
ten days from time of his removal, suspension, demotion or dis- 
charge, file with the commission a written demand for an investiga- 
tion. The investigation shall be confined to the determination of the 
question of whether such removal, suspension, demotion or discharge 
was or was not made for political or religious reasons and was or 
was not made in good faith or cause. After such investigation the 
commission may, if in its estimation the evidence is conclusive, af- 
firm the removal, or if it shall find that the removal, suspension, or 
demotion was made for political or religious reasons, or was not 
made in good faith for cause, shall order the immediate reinstate- 
ment or reemployment of such person in the office, place, position 
or employment from which such person was removed, suspended, 
demoted or discharged, which reinstatement shall, if the commis- 
sion so provided in its discretion, be retroactive, and entitle such per- 
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son to pay or compensation from the time of such removal, suspen- 
sion, demotion or discharge. The commission upon such investiga- 
tion in lieu of affirming the removal, suspension, demotion or dis- 
charge may modify the order of removal, suspension, demotion or 
discharge by directing a suspension, without pay, for a given period, 
and subsequent restoration of duty, or demotion in classification, 
grade, or pay; the findings of the commission shall be certified, in 
writing to the appointing power, and shall be forthwith enforced by 
such officer. 

All investigations made by the commission pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this section shall be by public hearing, after reasonable 
notice to the accused of the time and place of such hearing, at which 
hearing the acused shall be afforded an opportunity of appearing in 
person and by counsel, and presenting his defense. If such judgment 
or order be concurred by the commission or a majority thereof, the 
accused may appeal therefrom to the Court of original and unlimited 
jurisdiction in civil suits of the county wherein he resides. 

Such appeals shall be taken by serving the commission, within 
thirty days after the entry of such judgment or order, a written 
notice of appeal, stating the grounds thereof, and demand that a 
certified transcript of the record and all papers on file in the office of 
the commission affecting or relating to such judgment or order, be 
filed by the commission with such Court. The commission shall, with- 
in ten days, after the filing of such notice, make, certify and file 
such transcript with such Court. The Court of original and unlimited 
jurisdiction in civil suits shall thereupon proceed to hear and de- 
termine such appeal in a summary manner ; Provided, however, That 
such hearing shall be to the determination of whether the judgment 
or order of removal, discharge, demotion or suspension made by 
the commission, was or was not made in good faith for cause, and 
no appeal to such Court shall be taken except upon such ground or 
grounds. 

§ 9. Offices and Employees Hereunder.—All offices, places, po- 
sitions and employments coming within the purview of this Act, shall 
be created by the person or group of persons who, acting singly or 
in conjunction, as a mayor, city manager, and chief, common council, 
commission or otherwise, is or are vested by law at an prior to the 
taking effect of this Act, with power and authority to select, appoint, 
or employ any person coming within the purview of this Act, and 
nothing herein contained shall infringe upon the power and au- 
thority of any such person or group of persons, or appointing power, 
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to fix the salaries and compensation of employees employed here- 
under. 

§ 10. Civil Suits—Counsel.—lIt shall be the duty of the com- 
mission to begin and conduct all civil suits which may be necessary 
for the proper enforcement of this Act and of the rules of the com- 
mission. The commission shall be represented in such suits by the 
chief legal officer of the city, but said commission may in any case 
be represented by special counsel appointed by it. 

§ 11. Liability of Employees for Political Service.—No person 
in office, place, position or employment subject to Civil Service, is 
under any obligations to contribute to any political fund or to render 
any political service to any person or party whatsoever, and no per- 
son shall be removed, reduced, in grade or salary, or otherwise prej- 
udiced for refusing so to do. No public officer, whether elected or 
appointed, shall discharge, promote, demote or in any manner change 
the official rank, employment or compensation of any person under 
Civil Service, or promise or threaten so to do, for giving or with- 
holding or neglecting to make any contribution of money, or serv- 
ices, or any other valuable thing, for any political purpose. 

§ 12. Cities Affected Enact Proper Legislation to Put this Act 
in Effect.—The various cities affected by the provisions of this Act 
shall immediately upon taking effect thereof, enact appropriate leg- 
islation for carrying this Act into effect, and the failure upon the 
part of the duly constituted authorities of any such cities so to do 
shall be considered a violation of this Act and be punishable as such. 

§ 13. Appointment of Commission.—Immediately after taking 
effect on this Act, it shall be the duty of the duly constituted au- 
thorities in each city, subject to the provisions of this Act, to ap- 
point and create a Civil Service Commission as provided for in 
Section 1, hereof, and the failure upon the part of said duly con- 
stituted authorities, or any of them, so to do, shall be deemed a 
violation of this Act, and shall be punishable as such. 

§ 14. Commission to Organize and Put Act in Effect.—It shall 
be the duty of each commission appointed subject to the provisions 
of this Act, to immediately organize and see to it that the provisions 
thereof are carried into effect. 

§ 15. Penalty——Any person who shall wilfully violate any of 
the provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $100.00 nor more than $1,000.00, or by imprisonment in the 
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County Jail for not longer than one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. The Court of original and unlimited jurisdiction in 
Civil Suits shall have jurisdiction of all such offenses defined by 
this Act. 

§ 16. Definitions —As used in this Act, the following mentioned 
terms shall have the following described meanings: 

The term “Commission” means the Civil Service Commission 
herein created, and the term “Commissioner” means any one of the 
three commissioners of that Commission. 

The term “Appointing Power” includes every person or group 
of persons who, acting singly or in conjunction, as a Mayor, City 
Manager, Council, Common Council, Commission, or otherwise, is 
or are, vested by law with power, and authority to select, appoint, 
or employ any person to hold any office, place, position or employ- 
ment, subject to Civil Service. 

The term “Appointment” includes all means of selecting, appoint- 
ing employing any person to hold any office, place, position or em- 
ployment subject to Civil Service. 

The term “City” includes all cities, town and municipalities hav- 
ing a full paid Fire Department, Police Department or a Fire De- 
partment having paid members. 

The term “Full Paid Fire Department or Police Department or 
a Fire Department having paid members” means a Fire Department 
the officers and firemen employed in which are paid regularly by 
the city and devote their whole time to fire fighting. 

§ 17. Saving Clause—If any section, sub-section, subdivision, 
sentence, clause or phrase of this Act, shall for any reason be held 
unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this Act. 

§ 18. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed insofar as they conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

§ 19. This Act shall take effect upon approval by the Governor.

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Not Exceeding Three (3) Per Cent of the Assessed Value of 
all Taxable Property Within the Corporate Limits of the 
Said Town. 


Section 1. § 7437, 1932 Code, Amended—Tax Levy, Town of 
Summerville.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 7437 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina (1932) be, and the same is hereby, amended by adding 
thereto the following, to wit: “Provided further, That the Town 
Council of the Town of Summerville may levy as herein provided 
an annual tax not exceeding three (3) per cent of the assessed value 
of all taxable property within the corporate limits of the said Town”, 
—so that the said Section 7437, when so amended, shall read as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 7437. Municipal Tax Levy—Penalty—Tax Executions. 
The said town council shall have power to impose, by ordinance, 
published at least twenty days an annual tax not exceeding one and 
one-fourth (1 1/4) per cent in cities containing over five thousand 
inhabitants, and not over two (2) per cent in towns containing be- 
tween one thousand and five thousand inhabitants, or the assessed 
value thereof on all real estate lying within the corporate limits of 
said city or town, and all personal property within the same includ- 
ing bonds and stocks of banks, and insurance companies and other 
corporations, the real estate of churches and school associations from 
which said churches and school associations draw a revenue, or 
which are intended to be rented out for such purpose, except such 
as is exempt from taxation under the Constitution and laws of this 
State; Provided, That the city council of the City of Spartanburg 
shall have power to impose by such an additional annual tax of not 
exceeding ten and one-half (1074) mills, on the assessed value of 
such property within its limits. Such tax shall be levied by the city 
or town authorities on the property within the corporate limits, as 
assessed for taxation for county and State purposes. The said coun- 
cil shall also have power to provide for the payment of a penalty

virtue of such execution shall take place in front of the city or 
town hall or other public place designated by ordinance in such city 
or town. The said clerk and the said chief of police, or other officer 
so designated as aforesaid, shall be allowed the same fees and costs 
in the enforcement of such executions, and for sales thereunder as 
are allowed, respectively, to the county treasurer and sheriff, which 
fees and costs shall be enforcible and collectible in the same manner 
as fees and costs under county and State tax executions, and on sale 
thereunder. In addition to the annual tax authorized under this sec- 
tion such city and town council shall have the right to levy such 
further annual tax as may be necessary to pay the interest on all 
outstanding bonds issued by said city or town and to create the neces- 
sary sinking funds for the redemption of said bonds at their re- 
spective maturities.

AN ACT to Provide for Primary Election of Municipal Officers 
for the Town of Brookland, Lexington County 


Section 1. Primary Election of Municipal Officers, Town of 
Brookland.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That on the fourth Tuesday in August of every 
year in which the Mayor and the members of the Town Council are 
to be elected, for the town of Brookland, Lexington County, au- 
thority is hereby conferred for the holding of municipal primary 
elections. Each major political party is authorized to open books of 
enrollment sixty days prior to the date fixed for the holding of pri- 
mary election and continue the same open for forty-five days. All 
such persons who are now entitled to register in primary elections, 
under the general law of the State, shall be entitled to register, Pro- 
vided, that only persons residing in the incorporate limits of the said 
town may register or enroll for such primary elections. 

On the first Tuesday in June of the year in which the primary 
election is to be held, under the provisions of this Act, each major 
political party shall have the right to assemble and elect a municipal 
chairman and a municipal executive committeemen, not in excess of 
five, who shall make all rules and regulations and make provisions 
for the primary election of such party, not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act, and the provisions of law generally applicable to 
primary elections in this State. It shall be the duty of the municipal 
chairman and of the municipal executive committeemen, acting as a 
body, to provide the necessary books of enrollment or registration, 
and give such public notice as in their judgment will bring to the at- 
tention of a great majority of those residing in the municipality, of 
the purpose of the primary and of the prerequisites for participating 
therein. This said body shall designate the managers and fix such 
number of voting places as in its judgment will accomodate the vo- 
ters. It shall not only be the duty of the managers to hold the elec- 
tion, but it shall be the duty of the managers to make provision for 
the enrollment or registration of those entitled to register in such pri- 
mary. In the event that any persons have registered or enrolled who 
are not entitled to be enrolled, the municipal chairman and municipal 
committeemen are authorized to go over the rolls and purge the same 
within the first ten days immediately after the closing of the books 
or enrollment or registration. 
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Those who wish to offer as candidates in any such primary shall 
file a' written pledge with the municipal chairman, not less than thirty 
days before the primary election, and pay a fee not in excess of Ten 
($10.00) Dollars, as may be fixed by the municipal chairman and 
the municipal committeemen. 

All details of the election not covered by the provisions of this 
Act and not covered by the general primary law of the State, are 
left to the municipal chairman and the municipal executive com- 
mitteemen, and they are empowered and authorized to prescribe the 
necessary rules and regulations and make such special provision for 
the enforcement of this Act as may not be covered by the express 
provisions of law hereinabove referred to.

rights of way for the said construction, including lands for borrow 
and material pits. In order to secure the said rights of way and other 
necessary lands the said county officials may exercise any or all of 
the usual powers of condemnation lawfully authorized to be exer- 
cised by them in the case of other county roads. 

§ 2. State Highway Commission May Act for Counties— 
Counties Liable for Damages.— With the approval of the State High- 
way Commission, the said county officials may designate the State 
Highway Department, acting through its agents and employees, as 
agents of the county in securing necessary rights of way and other 
lands, In case of such designation, the State Highway Commission, 
or any three members thereof, may exercise the powers of condem- 
nation, for and on behalf of the county, following the procedure es- 
tablished by law to govern the condemnation of property for State 
Highway purposes; provided that any and all payments to be made 
or obligated, on account of rights of way and other lands acquired 
for the purposes herein contemplated, shall be made by the county 
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on order of the State Highway Department ; Provided further, that 
any person, firm or corporation having any claim on account of dam- 
ages to property, injuries to person or death, growing out of any 
such construction as is herein contemplated, shall have such right 
of action against the county concerned as is now authorized by law 
and the remedy thus afforded shall be exclusive.

Cherokee Fish and Game Club.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there is 
created hereby a Fish and Game Club for Cherokee County, to be 
known as Cherokee Fish and Game Club.

said jury box within the time aforesaid, that it shall be prepared as 
aforesaid within ten days from discovery of the failure to so prepare 
the same, or on notice from any one in interest ; Provided, That such 
jury box when so prepared shall be used until the next jury box is 
prepared ; Provided, further, That in the cities of Spartanburg, Co- 
lumbia and Charleston the said boxes shall be prepared as set forth,

Upon the filing of the said declaration, and the receipt 
of the charter fee hereinafter provided for, and upon the payment 
to him of the fee of $2.50 for the recording of the declaration, the 
Secretary of State shall issue to the baord of corporations a certified 
copy of their declaration, which shall constitute the charter of said 
corporation, authorizing the same to begin business under the name. 
and for the purpose indicated in the written declaration, a copy of 
which charter shall be recorded in the office of the register of mesne 
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conveyances or clerk of court of each county where such corporation 
shall have an office or place of business, said copy shall be recorded 
thirty days after date of issuance of the same. A copy of the cer- 
tificate issued by the Scretary of State to the board of corporations, 
and known as the charter, when attested and certified by the Sec-

AN ACT to Establish an Unpaid Commission on Interstate Co- 
operation 


Section 1. South Carolina Commission on Interstate Coopera- 
tion—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: There is hereby established the South 
Carolina Commission on Interstate Cooperation, which shall en- 
courage and arrange conferences with officials of other states and 
of other units of government; carry forward the participation of 
this State as a member of the Council of State Governments, both 
regionally and nationally; and formulate proposals for cooperation 
between this state and other states. 

§ 2. Senate Committee on Interstate Cooperation—There is 
hereby established a standing committee on Interstate Cooperation 
of the Senate, to consist of five Senators. The members and chairman 
of this committee shall be designated in the same manner as is cus- 
tomary in the case of the members and chairmen of other standing 
committees of the Senate. The Lieutenant-Governor may serve ex- 
officio as one of the five members of this committee. 

§ 3. House Committee on Interstate Cooperation.—There is 
hereby established a similar standing Committee on Interstate Co- 
operation of the House of Representatives, also to consist of five 
members; and the members and chairman of this committee shall 
be designated in the same manner as is customary in the case of 
the members and chairmen of other standing committees of the 
House of Representatives. 

§ 4. Members of Commission—The said Commission on Inter- 
state Cooperation shall be composed of fifteen members, namely: 
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The five members of the Committee on Interstate Cooperation of 

the Senate, 

The five members of the Committee on Interstate Cooperation of 

the House of Representatives, and 

Five officials of the State Government, named by the Governor, 

one of whom shall be designated by him as the Chairman of 
the Commission, the said State Officials, when so named, to 
serve ex-officio. . 

The Governor shall be an honorary member of the Commission. 

§ 5. Boards and Committees—The Commission shall establish 
such committees as it deems advisable, to conduct conferences and 
to formulate proposals concerning subjects of intergovernmental co- 
operation. Subject to the approval of the Commission, the members 
of every such committee shall be appointed by the Chairman of the 
Commission. State Officials who are not members of the Commission 
on Interstate Cooperation may be appointed as members of any 
such committee, but at least one member of the Commission shall 
be a member of every such committee. The Commission may pro- 
vide such rules as it considers appropriate concerning the member- 
ship and the functioning of any committee which it establishes. The 
Commission may provide for advisory boards for itself and for its 
various committees, and for the service of private citizens on such 
boards. 

§ 6. Reports—Compensation—Powers.—The Commission shall 
report to the Governor and to the Legislature within fifteen days 
after the convening of each regular legislative session, and at such 
other times as it deems appropriate. Its members and the members 
of all committees which it establishes shall serve without compensa- 
tion, but they shall be paid their necessary expenses in carrying out 
their obligations under this Act. The Commission may employ a 
secretary and a stenographer; it may incur such other expenses as 
may be necessary for the proper performance of its duties; and it 
may, by contributions to the Council of State Governments, par- 
ticipate with other states in maintaining the said Council’s regional 
and central secretariats, and its other governmental service. 

§ 7. Terms.—tThe said standing committee of the Senate and the 
said standing committee of the House of Representatives, shall 
function during the regular sessions of the legislature and also during 
the interim periods between such sessions ; their members shall serve 
until their successors are designated ; and they shall respectively con- 
stitute the Senate and House Councils of the American Legislators’ 
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Association for this state. The terms of each Administration mem- 
ber of the commission appointed by the Governor shali extend until 
the next Gubernatorial inauguration and thereafter until his suc- 
cessor is appointed. 

§ 8. Secretary of State Request Each State to Establish 
Similar Commission.—The Secretary of State shall forthwith com- 
municate the text of this measure to the Governor, to the Senate 
and to the House of Representatives of each of the other states of 
the Union, and memorialize each legislature which has not already 
done so, to enact a law similar to this measure, thus establishing a 
similar Commission with like duties and powers, and thus joining 
with this State in the common cause of reducing the burdens which 
are imposed upon the citizens of every state by governmental con- 
fusion, competition and conflict. 

§ 9. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

That a copy or duplicate of such instrument be furnished to the re- 
cording officer; and Bamberg County is specifically exempted from 
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the provisions of Section 3636 and Section 3637, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, as to the instruments named in this Act.

AN ACT Creating the Cherokee County Hospital Commission; 
the Purchase or Construction of a County Hospital, Providing 
for a Loan of Thirty-five Thousand Dollars Therefor, and a 
Tax Levy to Pay the Same; Making Provisions for the Oper- 
ation of Said Hospital, and Providing for a Loan of Five 
Thousand Dollars Therefor, and a Tax Levy to Pay the Same. 
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Section 1. Cherokee County Borrow to Buy or Erect and 
Equip Hospital—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Board of County Commissioners 
of Cherokee be, and it is hereby, authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to borrow not exceeding Thirty-five Thousand ($35,000.00) 
Dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding five (5%) per cent per 
annum, and to deposit said sum so borrowed with the County Treas- 
‘urer of said County, to the credit of the Cherokee County Hos- 
pital Board hereinafter created, to be paid out by said County Treas- 
urer upon warrant-or warrants of said Hospital Board, for the 
purposes hreeinafter provided in Sections 2 and 4. The amount so 
borrowed shall be evidenced by seven serial notes of equal amount. 
One of the said notes shall be payable each year beginning one year 
after the date thereof. The said notes are to be executed by the 
County Supervisor and the County Treasurer of Cherokee County. 
The full faith, credit and taxing power of Cherokee County are 
hereby irrevocably pledged for the payment of the interest and prin- 
cipal of the notes executed under the authority of this Section. 

§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of the 
notes authorized under Section 1 of this Act, and interest on same, 
there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property of Cherokee 
County an annual levy sufficient to pay all interest and to retire the 
said notes within a period of seven years. It shall be the duty of the 
County Auditor of Cherokee County to levy the said tax as pro- 
vided in this Section, and it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer 
of Cherokee County to collect the tax so levied as other taxes are 
now collected by law, and to pay all interest due on the notes an- 
nually and to pay and retire one-sevenths of the principal sum bor- 
rowed each year until all notes have been paid in full with interest, at 
which time the tax provided in this Section shall no longer be levied. 

§ 3. Cherokee County Hospital Board.—That there is hereby 
created a Board to be known as the “Cherokee County Hospital 
Board”, consisting ofseven members. Each member of the Cherokee 
County Legislative Delegation shall appoint two of these members 
and the six so appointed shall elect the seventh member of said 
Board. The term of office of said members of the Board shall be for 
one, two, three, four, five, six, and seven years, respectively, to be 
determined by lot at their first meeting, and until their successors 
have been appointed and qualify. At the expiration of each such

§ 4. Board Purchase, or Construct and Equip Hospital—That 
the said “Cherokee County Hospital Board” shall be, and is hereby, 
authorized and empowered to purchase for the said County the 
existing City Hospital in Gaffney, S. C., an d its equipment, or to 
construct and equip a hospital in said county suitable to the needs of 
Cherokee County, as may by said Board in its judgment be deemed 
to the best interests of said County.

Section 1. § 7726, 1932 Code, Amended—Publication of Notice 
of Chartering of Business Corporations—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 7726, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same is hereby 
amended, by inserting after the word “notice” and before the word 
“of” on line 7, of said section, the following: “in a newspaper 
published and circulated in the County where the principal place of 
business is to be located,” so that said section when so amended shall 
read as follows: 

“Section 7726: The charter for every corporation, except rail- 
road, railway, turnpike, and canal and steamboat corporations, shall 
be issued by the Secretary of State, Two or more pérsons desiring 
to form a corporation for any purpose or purposes whatsoever, or 
two or more combined (except for municipal purposes, and except 
also for railroad, railway, turnpike, canal, and steamboat corpora- 
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tions), may, after having given three days’ public notice in a news- 
paper published and circulated in the County where the principal 
place of business is to be located, of their intention to do so, file 
with the secretary of State a written declaration signed by themselves, 
setting forth (1) the names and residences of the declarants; (2) 
the name of the proposed corporation, which shall be different from 
the name of any previously chartered corporation; (3) the place at 
which it proposes to have its principal place of business, if any, or be 
located ; (4) the general nature of the business, if any, which it pro- 
poses to do; (5) the amount of capital stock, if any, and how and 
when payable; (6) the number of shares into which the capital stock 
is divided and the par value, if such there be, of each share; (7) 
that not less than fifty per cent. of the proposed capital stock has been 
subscribed by bona fide subscribers. That, after due notice, at a meet- 
ing of the subscribers, a majority of whom in value was present in 
person or by proxy, the organization of the company had been com- 
pleted by the election from themselves of a board of directors, trus- 
tees, or managers, giving the names of said directors, which board 
shall manage the affairs of the corporation until their successors 
shall have been elected and shall have qualified according to the con- 
stitution and by-laws of the corporation; that the board of directors, 
trustees, or managers, have secured the payment of the subscription 
to the capital stock, either in whole or in such installments as it shall 
see fit: Provided, The said amount shall not be less than twenty per 
cent. of the amount subscribed by each stockholder. That the said 
board of directors, trustees, or managers, have elected from their 
number a president, and that they have elected such other person or 
persons as they may see fit as secretary and treasurer, the latter of 
which officers shall be named in the declaration: Provided, Further, 
That in case of continuing building loan associations and other cor- 
porations of a like nature issuing stock in monthly series, the decla- 
ration may name an amount as the initial capital stock and a larger 
amount as the ultimate capital stock, to which the issue of the monthly 
series may extend according to the by-laws of said corporation; and 
when not less than fifty per cent of the initial capital stock shall 
have been subscribed by bona fide subscribers, the meeting of the 
stockholders and other proceedings provided for in sections 7726 to 
7756, inclusive, may be had: Provided, Further, That the stock- 
holders of such corporation shall have the power at their meeting 
to adopt a by-law providing for the issuing of preferred stock, hav- 
ing such special privileges and to be issued in such amounts and in 
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such manner as they shall establish by their said by-laws: Provided 
Further, That in the event that a newspaper is not published and cir- 
culated in the county where the principal place of business of the 
proposed corporation is to be located, it will be sufficient to publish the 
notice hereinabove required in any newspaper generally circulated 
in such County.

AN ACT to Provide for Fixing the Compensation of County Of- 
ficials of Horry County, South Carolina, and to Provide for 
the Payment Into the Treasury of Horry County, South 
Carolina, All Fees Received by or Entitled to be Received by 
Any CountyOfficer of Horry County, South Carolina. 


Section 1. Each Officer Receive Annual Salary, Horry County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the annual salary of each of the County officers of Horry 
County, South Carolina, shall be as fixed annually in the Supply Act 
of Horry County, S. C., for each year respectively, Provided, That 
if such salary be omitted from the said Supply Act of any year, 
the salary as fixed in the Supply Act of the last previous year fixing 
such salary shall remain in force and effect. 

§ 2. Pay Into County Treasury all Fees Received.—All fees 
now prescribed or hereafter prescribed by law to be paid to said 
officers shall be paid by them to the County Treasurer and placed 
by him in the General County fund. Provided, That all such fees so 
collected by any and all officials of Horry County shall be paid to 
the County Treasurer on or by the tenth of each month following such 
collection.

Section 1. Building and Loan Associations Sell Assets to 
Other Associations or Federal Savings and Loan Associations— 
Accept Stock for Assets.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: Any building and loan association 
organized and existing under the laws of this State, at a meeting 
called and held in accordance with the 'aws of this State, by an af- 
firmative vote of a majority of its shareho!ders voting in person 
or by proxy, may authorize the sale of all or any portion of its assets 
to a Federal savings and loan association or building and loan associ- 
ation, and may authorize the taking of stock in the association so 
purchasing such assets as payment for said assets. At the option 
of the vendor association, the shares of the vendee association given 
in payment of such assets may be issued to the several shareho'ders 
of the vendor association proportionately as their interests appear 
on the books of such association. 

§ 2. Building and Loan Associations Convey Their Assets for 
Liquidation in Exchange for Certificates of Shares.—Any bui!ding 
and loan association organized and existing under the laws of this 
State, at a meeting called and held in accordance with the laws of this 
State, by an affirmative vote of a majority of its shareholders voting 
in person or by proxy, may authorize the transfer and conveyance 
of all or of any of its assets to a responsible trustee or trustees or 
to a ho'ding corporation for the purpose of orderly liquidation, the 
consideration for such transfer and conveyance to be the issuance 
to the shareholders or such association of certificates of beneficial 
interest in case of transfer to a trustee or trsutees and debentures 
or stock in case of transfer to a liquidating corporation, in either case 
such certificates or beneficial interest, stock or debentures to be issued 
to such shareholders in proportion to the book value of their respective 
stockholdingsin the association making such transfer and conveyance. 

§ 3. Building and Loan Associations Sell Their Shares to 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation.—Notwithstanding the provisions 
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of any other law of this State to the contrary, any building and loan 
association organized and existing under the laws of this State may 
sell its shares to the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation upon such 
terms and conditions as may be imposed by the Home Owners’ Loan 
Act of 1933 as amended or by the Rules and Regulations of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board. 

§ 4. Building and Loan Associations Make Direct Reduction 
Loans.—Direct reduction of principal loans may be made by any 
building and loan association organized and existing under the laws of 
this State upon a resolution of the Board of Directors of such as- 
sociation permitting borrowing members to repay their mortgage 
indebtedness by the periodic reduction of principal method. The 
principal of each such loan shall be determined periodically, not 
less frequently than each month, and each payment shall be applied 
first to the payment of any advances made for the account of the 
mortgagor under the provisions of the mortgage; second, to the pay- 
ment of interest accrued prior to the date of such payment and the 
remainder to the reduction of principal. Interest shall be computed 
only on unpaid balances. Mortgages securing such loans may provide 
for the deposit with the association by the mortgagor of periodic 
installments in addition to the regular payments, sufficient to meet 
the taxes and insurance incident to the property covered by such 
mortgage. 

§ 5. Effect of §§ 1 and 2 on Creditors’ Right.—The provisions 
of Section 1 and 2 of this Act shall not prejudice the rights and 
remedies of creditors provided by law for the collection of their 
debts. 

§ 6. Saving Clause—I{ any provision of this Act or the ap- 
plication thereof to any person, corporation or circumstance is held 
invalid, the remainder of the act and the application of such pro- 
visions to other persons, corporations or circumstances shall not be 
affected thereby.

any fraternal benefit society authorized to do business in this State 
may write policies or certificates of insurance on such juvenile 
members not to exceed the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars, provided, the conditions set forth in Section 8040, Volume 
111, Code of Laws South Carolina 1932 are complied with by such 
fraternal benefit Society or Company,” so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: , :

Any such society may at its option organize and 
operate branches for such children, and membership in local lodges 
and initiations therein shall not be required of such children, nor 
shall they have any voice in the management of the society. The 
total benefits payable as above provided shall in no case exceed the 
following amounts at ages at next birthday at time of death, re- 
spectively, as follows: Two, thirty-four dollars; three, forty dollars; 
four, forty-eight dollars; five, fifty-eight dollars; six, one hundred 
and forty dollars; seven, one hundred and sixty-eight dollars; eight, 
two hundred dollars; nine, two hundred and forty dollars; from the

tablish City Hospital Commission—Trustees.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the City 
Council of any municipal corporation in the State of South Carolina 
of more than 5,000 inhabitants and less than 10,000 inhabitants, which 
has acquired, constructed or caused to be constructed a hospital, shall 
have the power and authority to establish a City Hospital Commission 
to operate and manage the same, and may appoint or elect the trus- 
tees thereof, and may fix by ordinance, establishing the City Hos- 
pital Commission, the number of trustees thereof, to be elected or 
appointed by the City Council, and their respective terms of office, 
and shall so provide that the original trustees when appointed shall 
serve originally for varying terms in office so that the term or terms 
of office of the several members of the said Commission may not ex- 
pire at the same time, and upon the expiration of the term or terms 
of office of the trustees originally appointed the City Council may 
‘ appoint or elect their successors; and in the event of any vacancy by 
death, resignation or otherwise in the membership of the said City 
Hospital Commission, the vacancy or vacancies may be filled by elec- 
tion or appointment by the City Council for the unexpired term. 

§ 2, Duties and Powers.—That the City Hospital Commission 
shall have control and management of the hospital and authority to 
select the employees and officers of the said hospital, including its 
medical and surgical staff, and may fix the charges and fees to be 
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paid for the services of the hospital, and may adopt such rules and 
regulations concerning its management as it may see fit. The said 
Commission shall select its chairman and Secretary, and minutes 
of all meetings shall be kept and be subject to the inspection of the 
City Council or its representatives, and shall submit annual reports 
to the City Council, or oftener if desired. It may provide for such 
compensation as may be necessary or advisable for the payment of 
any of its employees and officers in the conduct and management of 
the said Hospital, together with the expenses of the hospital, with au- 
thority to make such repairs or alterations from time to time as may . 
be necessary, and construct or cause to be constructed or erected such 
additional buildings as may be necessary or advisable; all of which 
shall be paid for solely from the income of the hospital, which the

(b) Filed with the Insurance Commissioner a copy of its by-laws 
certified to by its secretary. 
(c) Appointed the Insurance Commissioner its agent for the service 
of processes in any action, suit or proceeding in any court of this 
State, which authority shall continue as long as any liability shall 
remain outstanding in this State. 
(d) Filed a financial statement under oath, in such form as the 
Insurance Commissioner may require, and have complied with other 
provisions of the law applicable to the filing of papers and furnishing 
information by stock companies on application for authority to trans- 
act the same kinds of insurance. 
(e) If organized. without the United States, make and maintain 
the deposit, if any, required of a like mutual insurance company 
formed in this State for transacting the same kinds of insurance in 
the country or state in which such foreign company is domiciled. 
(£) Its name shall not be so similar to any name already in use by 
any such existing corporation, company or association organized or 
licensed in this State as to be confusing or misleading. 
(g) It shall have established an office within the State of South 
Carolina. 
(h) Shall deposit with the Insurance Commissioner an approved 
bond or approved securities, in the discretion of the Commissioner, 
‘in the amount of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. 
(2) Upon compliance by any such company organized outside of 
this State with the provisions of this Section, such company shall be 
licensed and authorized to transact business in this State subject to 
the provisions of the following section, and to the annual renewal of 
its license at the time provided for the renewal of license of stock 
insurance companies transacting the same kind of insurance.

AN ACT to Create Hartsville Memorial Library, to Provide Tax- 
ation for Establishing, Maintaining and Operating the Same; 
to Create Hartsville Library Commission and Define the Duties 
Thereof. 


Section 1. Libraries Authorized for Hartsville Township, 
Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: Hartsville Township of Darlington County, 
South Carolina, hereby is authorized to acquire, own and operate a 
public library, or public libraries, within the territorial limits of such 
Township. 

§ 2. Hartsville Memorial Library Commission.—There hereby 
is created and established a Commission for Hartsville Township, 
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Darlington County, South Carolina, to be known as Hartsville Me- 
morial Library Commission. 

§ 3. Commissioners.—Hartsville Memorial Library Commission 
shall be composed of three (3) individuals, who shall be qualified 
electors of Darlington County, South Carolina, and residents of 
Hartsville Township. The membership of the Commission shall be 
composed of the three individuals appointed and commissioned by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Darlington 
County Legislative Delegation as members of Hartsville Community 
Center Building Commission, pursuant to the provisions of an Act 
approved April 12, 1934, creating Hartsville Community Center 
Building Commission. The members of Hartsville Community Center 
Building Commission as constituted at the time of the passage of 
this Act, and their respective successors in office, shall ex-officio be 
members of and constitute Hartsville Memorial Library Commission. 
The Commissioners of Hartsville Memorial Library Commission shall 
organize by electing one of their members as Chairman and another 
as Secretary. The members so chosen as Chairman and Secretary 
shall serve in such capacities until the expiration of their respective 
terms or until the sooner termination of their services as Commis- 
sioners, except that the Commissioners by vote of two-thirds of the 
entire Commission may at any time effect changes in the office of 
Chairman and/or Secretary. : 

§ 4. Establish and Maintain Libraries—Acquire Sites, Etc.— 
Manage.—Said Commission is authorized and empowered to acquire 
by donation or purchase a suitable site, or sites, for one or more 
public libraries to be located within Hartsville Township, Darlington 
County, for the location and erection of a public library or libraries 
therein, and to receive and accept the title to said site or sites in the 
name of Hartsville Memorial Library Commission and their suc- 
cessors in office and assigns, in fee; to improve or remodel structures 
located thereon and/or to erect thereon suitable structure or struc- 
tures for the maintenance and operation of such libraries; to acquire 
by rental or lease suitable space for the maintenance and operation of 
a public library or libraries within Hartsville Township, Darlington 
County, South Carolina; to establish, equip, maintain and operate 
such library or libraries, and to acquire by purchase loan and/or do- 
nation, supplies, books, magazines, periodicals and other materials 
or articles appropriate or advisab'e for the purposes herein authorized. 
-The said Commission shall have the charge and control of the manage-

ment of said Hartsville Memorial Library or Libraries and is em- 
powered and directed to enter into contracts and agreements with 
individuals, firms, corporations and associations for the erection or 
construction of the libraries herein authorized, for the purchase of 
books, supplies, equipment and other materials or articles for the 
efficient operation, maintenance and repair of such libraries, and for 
the employment of such labor and/or clerical and library help as shall 
be necessary or advisable. 

§ 5. Donations—Disbursements.—The said Commission shall 
have and is hereby granted full power and authority to receive and 
accept for and on behalf of the Commission, its successors in office 
and assigns, donations of land, labor, service, materials, furnishings, 
books, periodicals and other materials and things for the acquiring 
of site or sites, erection, construction and equipping of such libraries ; 
and is specifically authorized to enter into contracts and agreements 
with donors for the suitable marking or naming of equipment, rooms, 
books, buildings and other features of such library or libraries to 
commemorate the memory of individuals or otherwise, as may be 
agreed upon between the Commission and the donor or donors; and 
such contracts and agreements shall be valid and binding upon said 
Commission and its successors in office. 

All funds received by the Commission, (other than proceeds of 
taxes levied as hereinafter provided) shall be deposited to the credit 
of the Commission in a special account or accounts in a bank or 
banks which shall be members of the Federal Reserve System. Nec- 
essary expenditures for the acquiring, construction, efficient operation, 
maintenance and repair of the library or libraries, as well as of the 
building or buildings therefor, shall be paid by check or draft against 
such account or accounts, on the authorization of the Commission and 
over the signature of the Secretary or Chairman of the Commission. 
The Commission shall keep and maintain a complete and accurate 
record of all gifts, receipts and revenues, as well as of all expendi- 
tures for the acquisition, operation, construction, maintenance and 
repair of such library or libraries; and shall make an annual report 
to the Darlington County Legislative Delegation setting forth in de- 
tail all gifts, receipts and revenues, and of all expenditures made 
or incurred, and shall file with the Clerk of Court for Darlington 
County a copy of such report. The annual report shall be as of June 
30 in each year after date hereof, and shall be filed within sixty oo 
after that date in each year. 
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§ 6. 4% Mill Levy for—Disbursement.—For the purpose of 
acquiring site or sites, for the construction of library building or 
buildings, for the purchase of equipment, books or other articles or 
things, for the maintenance or operation of library or libraries as 
herein authorized, and/or for the payment of other expense of 
operating or maintenance of such library or libraries, the Auditor 
for Darlington County hereby is directed to levy annually upon all 
taxable property in Hartsville Township, Darlington County, South 
Carolina, a tax of one-half mill; which tax shall be collected by and 
deposited to the credit of the Treasurer of Darlington County, South 
Carolina, in a special account in a bank or banks which shali be mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve System and withdrawn only on the war- 
rant of said Hartsville Memorial Library Commission, for the pur- 
poses herein authorized; provided; however, that no tax shall be 
levied hereunder unless and until a petition signed by a majority 
of the qualified electors of Hartsville Township, Darlington County, 
South Carolina, shall have been filed with the Clerk of the Court of 
Common Pleas for Darlington County praying for the levy of a tax 
not exceeding one-half (44) mill for one or more of the purposes in 
this section enumerated, and until the Hartsville Memorial Library 
Commission shall have certified over the signature of the Members 
of such Commission as to the filing of such petition. 

§ 7. Commissioners—Compensation—Bond.—The members of 
said Commission shall receive no compensation for their services, but 
shall be reimbursed for all actual and necessary expenses in con- 
nection with their duties. Each of said Commissioners shall enter into 
a bond of $2,000.00 for the faithful performance of their duties, the 
premium on which bonds shall be paid as part of the cost or expense 
of maintaining or operating the library or libraries herein authorized ; 
provided, it shall be deemed compliant with this section if bonds 
furnished by the Commissioners as Members of Hartsville Com- 
munity Center Building Commission shall be amended to cover faith- 
ful performance of the duties of the Commissioner as member of 
both commissions, with aggregate liability of $2,000.00 on the pare of 
the surety or sureties in the case of each Commissioner. 

§ 8. Form Voluntary Library Association—Said Commission 
shall cause to be formed a voluntary library association composed of 
residents of Hartsville Township, Darlington County, South Caro- 
lina, which association shall select its own officers, and advisory 
board and such committees as appear to it desirable. The advisory 
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board of such Association shall advise with the Commission any 
matters involving the operation of the library or libraries. 

§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts, to the extent that the same are in- 
consistent herewith, hereby are repealed. 

§ 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the City Council of Any 
Municipal Corporation to Establish a City Hospital Commis- 
sion and to Appoint the Trustees Thereof. 


Section 1. Certain Cities over 5,000 and less than 10,000 Es- 
tablish City Hospital Commission—Trustees.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the City 
Counci! of any municipal corporation in the State of South Carolina 
of more than five thousand inhabitants and less than ten thousand in- 
habitants, which has acquired, constructed or caused to be constructed 
a hospital, shall have the power and authority to establish a City Hos- 
pital Commission to operate and manage the same, and may appoint 
or elect the trustees thereof, and may fix by ordinance, establishing 
the City Hospital Commission, the number of trustees thereof, to be 
elected or appointed by the City Council, and their respective terms of 
office, and shall so provide that the original trustees when appointed 
shall serve originally for varying terms in office so that the term or 
terms of office of the several members of the said Commission may not 
expire at the same time, and upon the expiration of the term or terms 
of office of the trustees originally appointed, the City Council may ap- 
point or elect their successors; and in the event of any vacancy by 
death, resignation or otherwise in the membership of the said City 
Hospital Commission, the vacancy or vacancies may be filled by elec- 
tion or appointment by the City Council for the unexpired term. 

§ 2. Powers and Duties.—That the City Hospital Commission 
shall have control and management of the hospital and authority 
to select the employees and officers of the said hospital, including its 
medical and surgical staff, and may fix the charges and fees to be 
paid for the services of the hospital, and may adopt such rules and 
regu’ations concerning its management as it may see fit. The said Com- 
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mission shall select its Chairman and Secretary, and minutes of all 
meetings shall be kept and be subject to the inspection of the City 
Council or its representatives, and shal] submit annual reports to the 
City Council, or oftener if desired. It may provide for such com- 
pensation as may be necessary or advisable for the payment of any 
of its employees and officers in the conduct and management of the 
said hospital, together with the expenses of the hospital, with au- 
thority to make such repairs or alterations from time to time as may 
be necessary, and construct or cause to be constructed or erected such 
additional buildings as may be necessary or advisable; all of which 
shall be paid for solely from the income of the hospital, which the 
Commission shall have authority to use for such purposes ; and it may 
accept gifts or legacies for the benefit of the said hospital; provided, 
however, that the City Hospital Commission shall not have authority 
to bind the City to any obligation for the payment of any expenses in 
connection with the management, operation or construction of the 
said hospital, or for repairs or for any new buildings or construction, 
or otherwise without first obtaining the consent and approval of the 
City Council, and shall incur no obligations that shall bind the city or 
City Council in any way without first obtaining the consent thereto 
of the said City Council. 

§ 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Section 1. Fiscal Year, Charleston County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from 
and after the passage of this Act, the Fiscal Year of Charleston 
County shall begin on July First of each year and end on June 
Thirtieth of the following calendar year. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

Section 1. Functions of Columbia Music Festival Committee 
Exempt from Admission Tax.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The Columbia Music Festival 
Committee is hereby exempt from the payment of any admission taxes 
to the State of South Carolina in any function at which they may 
charge admission fees.

AN ACT to Create a County Constable Commission for Pickens 
County, to Prescribe Its Powers and Duties, to Provide for 
the Appointment of Constables in Said County, Prescribe 
Their Powers and Duties and Provide for Their Compen- 
sation; and to Repeal Acts Nos. 83 and 334 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina for the 
Year 1933. 


Section 1. County Constable Commission, Pickens County.— 
Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There is hereby created a County Constable Commission for Pickens 
County, which shall consist of three reputable citizens of said County 
to be designated as hereinafter provided and whose term of office 
shall be for a period of two years from April Ist, 1936. 

§ 2. Commissioners.—Said Commission shall be composed of 
the following citizens to wit: Dr. C. M. Tripp, G. Max Perry and 
Waco Holliday. 

§ 3. Appoint and Direct Constables——That said County Con- 
stable Commission is empowered and charged with the duty to ap- 
point and remove for cause not more than two County Constables 
for the County of Pickens; and shall make and enforce all necessary 
rules and regulations for the guidance of said County Constables in 
the performance of their duties and not inconsistent with law; and 
shall direct generally the work and activities of said County Con- 
stables. 
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§ 4. Constables—Duties and Powers.—The duty of said County 
Constables, to be appointed as aforesaid, shall be to quell all dis- 
turbances and apprehend all violators of the law in Pickens County, 
aid in the protection of game and fish, make arrests, cooperate with 
the Sheriff and Sheriff’s Deputy in the enforcement of law; and shall 
perform all the duties of Magistrate’s Constables, for all the Mag- 
istrates of said county, except the Magistrate’s work at Pickens, 
which shall be done by the Deputy Sheriffs of Pickens County; that 
said County Constables are hereby charged with all the duties and 
clothed with all the powers of which peace officers are charged and 
vested under the laws of this State. In serving and enforcing civil 
processes of Magistrate’s Court, as above provided, the County Con- 
stables, and Deputy Sheriffs may change the schedule of fees pro- 
vided by law for Magistrate’s Constables. 

§ 5. Constables—Report and Settle Monthly.—Said County 
Constables shall pay over to the Treasurer of Pickens County 
monthly all fees and monies collected by them in the performance 
of their duties, except for civil work in Magistrate’s Court; and 
shall, on or before the tenth (10th) day of each month, file with the ~ 
said Commission a written report of their work, acts and doings 
for the previous month. 

§ 6. Constables—Bond.—Before entering upon their duties the 
County Constables appointed, as herein before provided, shall enter 
into bond in the penal sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties as such 
officers, the premiums thereon to be paid by the County of Pickens. 

§ 7. Constables—Term.—The terms of office for said County 
Constables shall be for two years from April 1st, 1936, or until their 
successors are appointed and qualified. 

§ 8. Compensation.—That the members of said County Constable 
Commission shall serve without pay; and the County Constables 
shall receive such compensation for their services as shall be fixed 
for them from year to year in the Pickens County Supply Act. 

§ 9. Vacancy.—That in case of any vacancy the said Commission 
be, and the same is hereby, authorized and empowered to fill such 
vacancy for any unexpired term as the same might occur. 

§ 10. Act 83, 1933 Acts, Repealed—Police Commission, Pickens 
County.—That Act No. 83 of the Acts of the General Assembly for 
the year 1933, entitled “An Act to Create a Police Commission for 
Pickens County, to Prescribe its Powers and Duties, to Provide for 
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the Appointment of Rural Policemen of said County, Prescribe Their 
Powers and Duties and Provide for Their Compensation,” be, and 
the same is hereby, repealed. 

§ 11. Act 334, 1933 Acts, Repealed—Magistrates’ Constables, 
Pickens County.—That Act No. 334 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly for the year 1933, entitled “An Act to Provide for the Ap- 
pointment of Magistrates’ Constables in Pickens County and to Pro- 
vide for Payment of Their Salaries,’ be, and the same is hereby, 
repealed. 

§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

1-A of Act No. 644, Acts of the General Assembly, 1932, be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by striking out the said Section and substi- 
tuting in lieu thereof the following, to wit: 

“Section 1-A. The Board of Trustees of the City Schools of the 
City of Sumter, South Carolina, may, on written direction of the 
Senator from Sumter County, in lieu of requiring security for the 
deposit of its Sinking Fund, either use the proceeds of said Sinking 
Fund to purchase and retire its bonds for which said Sinking Fund 
was created, or invest the proceeds of said Sinking Fund in obli- 
gations of the United States of America, the State of South Carolina, 
or any of its political sub-divisions.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Create the North Charleston Park and Playground 
Commission and to Define Its Duties and Powers. 


Section 1. North Charleston Park and Playground Commis- 
sion.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That there is hereby created the North Charleston Park and 
Playground Commission which shall be composed of the following: 
The Trustees of School District No. 4, Charleston County ; two resi- 
dents of North Charleston who shall be selected in the following 
manner, one (1) selected by the North Charleston Holding Company, 
its successors or assigns and one (1) member selected by the North 
Charleston Water and Sewer Commission. The members of the 
Commission other than the said Trustees shall hold office for a term 
of two (2) years and until their successors have been appointed. 

§ 2. Gifts —The Commission herein created is given the power 
to acquire by gift or otherwise real and personal property and to 
hold the same in trust for the uses and purposes provided for in 
this Act. 

§ 3. Create, Operate and Maintain Parks and Playgrounds,— 
The said Commission shall have the power to lay-out, create, develop, 
maintain and operate a system of parks and playgrounds within 
North Charleston for the use and benefit of residents, institutions 
and schools located in North Charleston. 

§ 4. Such Property Tax Exempt.—Any property, whether real 
or personal, owned and held by said commission within said area 
and for the use and purposes set forth in this Act shall be exempt 
from county, school and State taxes. ; 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Darlington County Supply Bill in the 
Event One Is Not Passed by the General Assembly. 


Section 1. When No Supply Bill Enacted, Supply Bill of 
Previous Year Effective, Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in any year 
in which the General Assembly shall fail to enact a County Supply 
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Bill for Darlington County, the County Supply Bill of the previous 
year shall be and continue in full force and effect twelve (12) months 
from the date when the supply bill for the previous year expired 
of its own limitation; Provided, That the Auditor of Darlington 
County shall be required to levy and the Treasurer of said County 
shall be required to collect sufficient amount of tax on the taxable 
property of Darlington County to pay each and every item of the 
appropriation made in the said previous Darlington County Supply 
Bill; Provided, Further, That in the event it is found necessary for 
the officers of Darlington County to borrow money under the emer- 
gency provision in the previous County Supply Bill which is con- 
tinued of force by this Act, then the County Auditor and the County 
Treasurer shall, after a majority approval of the Darlington County 
Legislative Delegation, levy and collect a sufficient tax to pav the 
amount so borrowed for said emergency and the authority is hereby 
given to pledge said tax levy for emergency as security for the money 
so borrowed. 

§ 2. Cumulative—This Act shall not be construed to repeal any 
of the provisions now of force for the operation of Darlington 
County’s fiscal affairs, but shall be in addition to all such provisions. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Act No. 200 of the Acts of South Carolina, 
1933, Entitled ‘‘An Act to Amend Section 7414, Volume 3,, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, Etc.’’, so as to Au- 
thorize the Levy of a Tax Not Exceeding Twenty (20) Mills 
for Ordinary Purposes in the Town of Summerton, Clarendon 
County. ; 


Section 1. Act 200, 1933 Acts, Amended—Tax Levy, Town of 
Summerton.—Be it enacted by the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 1 of Act No. 200 of the Acts of South Carolina, 1933, en- 
titled “An Act to amend Section 7414, Volume 3, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, Etc.”, be and the same is hereby amended by 
adding at the end of said Section the following: “Provided Further, 
in the Town of Summerton, Clarendeon County, the Town Council 
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shall have power to impose by ordinance an annual tax for ordinary 
purposes not exceeding twenty (20) mills on all real and personal 
property within the corporate limits of said Town,” so that, when 
so amended, said Section shall read as follows: 

Section 1: “That Section 7414, Volume 3, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, be and the same is hereby amended by insert- 
ing after the word “dollars” and before the word “provided”, on 
line 4 of said Section, the following: ‘Provided, That the Town 
Council of the Town of Prosperity, in the County of Newberry, 
shall have authority to levy such tax for ordinary purposes not to 
exceed one dollar on the one hundred dollars’, so that said section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 7414: The said Town Council shall also have power by 
ordinance to impose an annual tax upon all real and personal property 
within the corporate limits of said town, but such tax must not ex- 
ceed fifty cents on the one hundred dollars: Provided, that the Town 
Council of the Town of Prosperity, in the County of Newberry, 
shall have authority to levy such tax for ordinary purposes not to 
exceed one dollar on the one hundred dollars: Provided, the Town 
Council of the Towns of Moncks Corner and St. Stephens, in Berke- 
ley County, South Carolina, shall have power by ordinance to impose 
an annual tax on all real and personal property within the corporate 
limits of said towns, but such tax must not exceed fourteen mills, 
provided no increase of said levy above five mills shall be made until 
the same is submitted to the qualified electors in said towns and ap- 
proved by them, and it shall also have power, by ordinance, to Ivey 
an annual tax upon any business or occupation conducted within the 
corporate limits. The taxes so levied shall constitute a lien upon the 
property upon which it is levied paramount to all liens, except 
the lien for State and County taxes. For the purpose of collecting 
the same, said Town Council shall be, and is hereby, empowered to 
issue executions against all property on the hand of some officer 
for collection, who shall have all the rights as now conferred upon 
sheriffs for the enforcement of tax executions: Provided, that said 
licenses shall be granted according to the gross income of the per- 
sons, firms or corporations, required to pay such licenses, or upon 
the amount of capital invested in said business: Provided, Further, 
in the Town of Summerton, Clarendon County, the Town Council 
shall have power to impose by ordinance an annual tax for ordinary 
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purposes not exceeding twenty (20) mills on all real and personal 
property within the corporate limits of said Town. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Election of School Trustees for Gaskin 
School District No. 50 in Florence County. 


Section 1. Election of Trustees, Gaskin School District No. 
50, Florence County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion in Florence County shall, on the first Tuesday in April, 1936, and 
on the same day in April of each year thereafter, calla meeting of the 
electors of Gaskin School District No. 50, in Florence County, to be 
held at some suitable place in said District, which said meeting shall 
be advertised each year, three weeks before the said date fixed and 
in three conspicuous places in. said District, and at such meeting the 
electors attending shall organize at a mass meeting, consider their 
school needs and shall nominate and recommend to the County Board 
at the meeting held on the said day, one trustee to fill the vacancy 
occurring in 1936, and at each annual meeting thereafter the vacancies 
occurring on the said Board shall be filled in the same manner; Pro- 
vided, That each Trustee shall be appointed for only three years; 
Provided, Further, That the County Superintendent of Education may 
fill any vacancy occurring in the Board of Trustees between elections, 
but such appointment to fill such a vacancy shall be only until the 
succeeding mass meeting herein provided for. 

§ 2. Trustees Report Annually—That at such annual meetings 
in said District the Trustees shall make a report to the meeting of 
financial affairs of the District, which shall include an itemized state- 
ment of all expenditures for the previous year, together with such 
recommendations as they may deem proper, which report with the 
minutes of the mass meetings of the electors, shall be forwarded by 
the Secretaries of the meetings to the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation and filed for record in his office as a public document.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2272, Volume II, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, Providing for the Opening ond Closing 
of the Books of Registration so as to Further Define the Time 
for Opening and Closing the Books of Registration in Spartan- 
burg County. 


Section 1. § 2272, 1932 Code Amended—Time Open and 
Close Books of Registration, Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sec- 
tion 2272, Volume II, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating 
to the opening and closing of books of Registration, be, and the same 
is hereby, amended by adding at the end thereof the following : “Pro- 
vided, that in Spartanburg County the Supervisors of Registration 
open the books of Registration on July 15th, and remain open con- 
tinuously every day, except Sunday, to, and including, August 15th”; 
so that said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 2272: The Supervisors of Registration for the several 
counties of this State shall in every general election year, or in any 
year in which any special election is to be held subsequent to the first 
day of September, hold in each and every town, city, or industrial 
community containing three hundred inhabitants or more, in their 
respective counties, at such time as may be designated by the board of 
registration, after two weeks’ notice published or posted in such town 
or city, one meeting, at which shall be registered such qualified elec- 
tors of the county as may present themselves. The books of registra- 
tion shall also be open on the first Monday of each month, at the Court 
House, for the registration of electors entitled to registration under 
said Constitution, and be kept open for three successive days in 
each and every month until thirty days before a general election, 
when they shall be closed until the general election shall have taken 
place: Provided, that such persons as shall become of age during the 
said thirty days shall be entitled to registration before the closing of 
books, if otherwise qualified. After each general election the reg- 
istration books shall be opened for the registration of electors entitled 
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to registration under the Constitution, on the first Monday in each 
month, at the court house, until thirty days preceding any general 
election, when the same shall be closed until said general election shall 
have taken place. The registration books shall be in like manner 
closed thirty days before any special election. In those counties of this 
State having more than fifty thousand inhabitants, as shown by the 
last preceding United States census, in every general election year, 
when the registration books are opened in the month of August, 
they shall be kept open continuously every day except Sunday, at the 
court house, up to and including the 15th day of August of said year 
for the registration of qualified electors, and this particular pro- 
vision shall in no wise affect the registration of electors in the counties 
having less than fifty thousand inhabitants, and any additional cost 
incurred by reason of the particular provision in regard to keeping 
of books open in August in those counties of over fifty thousand in- 
habitants shall be paid by such respective counties.

Provided, that in Spartanburg County the 
supervisors of Registration open the books of registration on July 
15th, and remain open continuously every day except Sunday to, and 
including, August 15th. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for and Require Boats Licensed to Trawl for 
Shrimp to Carry Registration Numbers and to Provide Penal- 
ties for Violations. 
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Section 1. Paint Registration Numbers on Boats Licensed to 
Trawl for Shrimp.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: Each and every boat hereafter licensed by 
the State Board of Fisheries to trawl] for shrimp in this State, at the 
time of the issuance of such licenses, shall be assigned by said Board 

’a number under which such boat or boats shall be registered and 
operated. The number so assigned to any such boat shall be painted 
on each side of the bow and stern thereof in distinctive numerals at 
least two (2) feet in height and four (4) inches in width, and the 
paint used for said purpose shall be different from and in clear contrast 
in color to the boat on which applied so that said registration number 
may be easily and definitely determined at a great distance. 

§ 2. Operating such Boat without Number Painted thereon— 
Penalty.—Any person operating a boat, licensed to traw! for shrimp, 
without having the registration number affixed thereon as required by 
the terms of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not less than Ten 
($10.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, 
or imprisoned for a period of not less than ten (10) days nor more 
than thirty (30) days for each and every offense.

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State, and also from such of the creeks, not navigable, lying therein, 
as may contain phosphatic rock and deposits, belonging to the State 
and not previously granted. Such licenses may be for a term not ex- 
ceeding five (5) years, renewable at the pleasure of the Board”; “ and 
said board is empowered and authorized to make a firm contract 
for the royalty to be paid the State of South Carolina which shall 
not be increased during the life of the license, any present statute 
to the contrary notwithstanding.”

5 Days from Date of Execution—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 8875, Volume 
111, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as amended by an Act 
entitled “An Act to Amend Section 8875, Volume 111, Code of Laws 
of South Caro‘ina, 1932, Relating to the Recordation of Certain 
Instruments, so as to Affect the Rights of Subsequent Creditors or 
Purchasers for Valuable Consideration without Notice, etc.” Ap- 
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proved April 9th, 1934, known as Act No. 889, of the Acts of 1934,

lord and tenant for a longer period than twelve months; all statu- 
tory liens on buildings and lands for materials or labor furnished 
on them; all statutory liens on ships and vessels; all certificates or 
renunciation of dower, contracts for the purchase and sale of real 
property; all assignments, satisfactions, releases and contracts in the 
nature of subordinations, waivers, and extensions of landlords’ liens, 
laborers’ liens sharecroppers liens, and of all other liens on real or 
personal property, or both, created by law or by agreement of the 
parties; except assignments and satisfactions of conditional sale 
contracts securing the purchase money of motor vehicles and re- 
frigerators ; and generally all instruments in writing now required by

Treasurer ; and if the said taxes, penalties and assessments are not 
paid on or before the first day of March next thereafter, an ad- 
ditional penalty of one per centum thereon shall be added by the 
County Auditor on the couny duplicate and collected by the County 
Treasurer ; and if the said taxes, penalties and assessments are not 
paid on or before the first day of April next thereafter, an addition 
penalty of four per centum thereon shall be added by the County 
Auditor on the county duplicate and collected by the County Treas-

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by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sec- 
tion 3479, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be and the same 
is hereby amended by adding at the end of said Section the fol- 
lowing to-wit: “In the County of Orangeburg the bond of the Sheriff 
shall be Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars.” 

That Section 3486, Volume 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, relating to bond of Deputy Sheriffs be amended by adding at 
the end of said Section the following: “Provided that the bond which 
may be required of Deputy Sheriffs in Orangeburg County shall be 
Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars,” so that said Sections 
when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 3479: The Sheriffs of the several counties, before re-

Section 1. Trustees, Tinker Creek School District, Barnwell

and every two years thereafter, the voters residing in Tinker Creek 
School District No. 40, in Barnwell County, shall elect by a majority

And, for the purpose of said 
election, the Superintendent of Education of Barnwell County shall 
provide a ballot box, appoint three (3) managers, designate the place 
of election and give two (2) weeks’ prior notice thereof by publica- 
tion of the same in some newspaper having circulation in said dis- 
trict.

Sanitary and Drainage Commission Establish Chain 
Gang, Charleston County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The Sanitary and Drainage Com- 
mission of Charleston County is hereby authorized and empowered 
to use any prisoners confined in the Charleston County Jail, who 
have been convicted and have received sentences of less than six

projects financed in whole or in part by funds received from the 
Federal Government. The said Commission, in using said prisoners, 
shall not be required to maintain separate establishment or establish- 
ments in taking care of the said prisoners, but may keep the same 
in the county jail; provided that the Sheriff shall not be responsible 
for the safekeeping of any such convict, except while at the jail. 
For the purposes of this Section, all of the powers, authority and 
duties in connection with chain gangs conferred and imposed upon 
County Supervisors and County Boards of Commissioners under 
Sections 3835, 3836, 3841, 3843, 3844, 3846 and 3847 of the Code of 
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Laws of South Carolina, 1932, are hereby conferred, imposed and de- 
volved upon the said Commission. The funds required for the main- 
tenance and operation of said chain gang or chain gangs are hereby 
authorized to be expended from the funds provided for the operation 
. of said Commission. 

Provided, that the Sanitary and Drainage Commission of Charles- 
ton County is hereby authorized and empowered to use aforemen- 
tioned prison labor in the maintenance and construction of roads 
situate within the limits of incorporated towns of less than three 
thousand (3000) population when application is made to the Com- 
mission by the Mayor and Council of such towns. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Section 1. Trustees, Hugging Oak School District No. 20, 
Hampton County—Election.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That on the third Tuesday 
in April, 1935, and on the same date every year thereafter, the school 
patrons of Hugging Oak School District No. 20, in Hampton 
County, shall elect by a majority vote from the resident electors of 
said district one (1) trustee for said school district, said election 
to be held at the school house in said district. And, for the purpose

Section 1. Trustees for High School, Town of McClellanville. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of the McClellanville High 
School, situate at McClellanville, South Carolina, shall be composed 
of five members, three of whom shall be the Trustees for School 
District No. 1 in said County, and the other two members of said 
Board shall be selected as follows, to wit: The three Trustees of said 
School District No. 1 shall, within ten days after the approval of this 
Act by the Governor, appoint as a member of said Board one of the 
Trustees of School District No. 7 in said county, and shall also 
appoint as a member of the said Board a qualified elector residing 
in either School District No. 1, 7 or 8 of said county. That the three 
school trustees of School District No. 1 shall hold office as Trus- 
tees of said high school for and during the time of the tenure of their 
office as Trustees of School District No. 1; and their successors 
in office, as trustees of School District No. 1, shall likewise be Trus- 
tees of said high school. That the term of office of the two Trustees 
of said high school, appointed as above provided, shall be for a 
period of one year from the date of their appointment, and their 
successors in office shall be appointed in like manner and hold office 
for a like term. 


§ 2. Organize—Powers and Duties—Compensation.—That 
within ten days after the appointment of the two trustees mentioned in 
Section 1 of this Act the Chairman of the Board of Trustees for 
School District No. 1, Charleston County, shall forthwith call a 
meeting and organize the Trustees appointed as well as those now 
serving as Trustees in School District No. 1, into a Board of Trus- 
tees for the McClellanville High School, and that the Trustees shall 
forthwith elect a Chairman and other officers as may be necessary to 
carry on properly the function of their duties as Trustees, of the 
said High School;—and that the Board of Trustees of the said 
high school at McClellanville, thus organized, shall be considered as 
a Board of Trustees as is all other Boards of Trustees in Charleston 
County, and this Board of Trustees shall contro!, manage, operate, 
govern and determine all matters and things pertaining to the high 
school in the same manner as any other Board of Trustees of a high 
school in Charleston County and that the Trustees of the said high 
school shall receive such compensation as is now paid to the Trus- 
tees of other high schools in the county, if any.

AN ACT to Provide for the Method of Leasing Property Owned 
by Charleston County or the Forfeited Land Commission 
for Charleston County. 


Section 1. Charleston County Commissioners Lease Certain 
Property—Terms—Procedure.—Be it enacted by the General As- . 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board of County Com- 
missioners of Charleston County are authorized and empowered 
to lease any property title to which is vested in either Charleston 
County or the Forfeited Land Commission for Charleston County, 
for such terms and on such conditions as said Board, or a majority 
thereof, may deem to be for the best interest of said County, in the 
manner hereinafter provided for; Provided, However, that no lease 
shall be made of any property adjoining or contiguous to any road, 
bridge or highway in Charleston County except upon the consent of 
the Sanitary and Drainage Commission for Charleston County: 

(a) Such property shall be advertised at least once in a newspaper 
published in Charleston County in which advertisement attention 
shall be directed to the property sought to be leased and sealed pro- 
posals shall be invited for leasing. 


(b) No lease shall be made for a term longer than two (2) years, 
unless consent thereto shall be given in writing by the Senator and 
a majority of the Char'eston County Delegation to the South Carolina 
General Assembly. 

(c) Such lease shall be awarded to the highest responsible bidder : 
Provided, That in instances where a bid other than the highest bid 
is contemplated to be accepted, at least 5 days’ notice shall be given 
to the Charleston Delegation to the General Assembly by a letter di- 
rected to the secretary of the delegation and such bid shall not be 
finally accepted without approval by said delegation or a majority 
thereof. 
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(d) Such lease or leases shall be executed in the name of Charles- 
ton County by the Supervisor or Treasurer of Charleston County, 
and shall be kept on file in the office of the County Treasurer.

AN ACT to Require Motor Vehicles Manufactured or Assembled 
After January 1, 1937 to be Equipped with Glass of a Par- 
ticular Kind Known as ‘‘Safety Glass’’; and to Provide 
Penalty for Violation of the Act. 


Section 1. Operate Motor Vehicles Manufactured or As- 
sembled on or after January 1, 1937, without Safety Glass Unlaw- 
ful.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That on and after January 1, 1937, and except as here- 
inafter otherwise provided, it shall be unlawful to operate on any 
public highway or street in this State, any motor vehicle which is 
registered in the State of South Carolina and which shall have been 
manufactured or assembled on or after January 1, 1937, unless such 
motor vehicle be equipped with safety glass wherever glass is used in 
partitions, doors, windows or windshields. 

§ 2. ‘Safety Glass’’ Defined—The term “safety glass” as used 
in this Act shall be construed as meaning glass so treated or com- 
bined with other materials as to reduce, in.comparison with ordinary 
sheet glass or plate g!ass, the likelihood of injury to persons by 
objects from external sources or by glass when the glass is cracked 
or broken. 

§ 3. Issuance of Licenses to such Motor Vehicles—The Di- 
vision of Motor Vehicles shall approve and maintain a list of the 
approved types of glass, conforming to the specifications and re- 
quirements for safety glass as set forth in this Act and in accordance 
with the standards recognized by the United States Bureau of 
Standards, and shall not issue a license for any motor Vehicle sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Act, unless such motor vehicle be 
equipped as herein provided with such approved types of glass. 
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§ 4. Dealers and Owners Certify Type of Glass.—The Division 
of Motor Vehicles shall require dealers to certify in bills of sale and 
owners in certificate of title the type of glass used in partitions, 
doors, windows and windshields of each car sold and whether it 
was manufactured or assembled after the date of effectiveness of 
this Act. : 

§ 5. Penalty—The operator, owner or custodian of any motor 
vehicle which is operating in violation of the provisions of this Act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by 
a fine of Ten ($10.00) Dollars or ten (10) days in jail or both. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

goods containing two per cent. of ammonia or under, and a variability 
of one-third of one per cent. for goods containing two and three 
per cent ammonia, and a variability of one-half of one per cent. for 
goods containing over three per cent. ammonia, and the several ma- 
terials in each of these two classes shall be named on the bag or on 
a tag attached thereto, and it shall be permissible for the manu- 
facturer to substitute one or more materials in either class of ap- 
proximately equal agricultural value for other materials of the same 
class: Provided, That where there is a contract of agreement be- 
tween a’ manufacturer and a purchaser of fertilizer that the ferti- 
lizer will be manufactured by the use of certain definite sources and 
amounts of ammonia and potash, the fertilizer must be manufactured 
from these materials without substitution of other materials and

AN ACT to Provide for the Greenville Court Library, Its Manage- 
ment and Control by Board of Commissioners, and to De- 
fine the Powers and Duties of Said Board, and to Provide 
for the Operation and Maintenance of Said Library and 
Taxing of Costs for the Support Thereof. 


Section 1. Court Library Commission, Greenville County— 
Appointment—Terms—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby 
created a Greenville Court Library Commission, to be known as the 
Court Library Commission of Greenville County, which shall be 
composed of five members, consisting of the resident Circuit Judge 
of the 13th Judicial Circuit, and the Judge of the Greenville County 
Court, who shall be ex-officio members of said Commission, the re- 
maining three shall be practicing members of the Greenville Bar 
Association in good standing, who shall be appointed by the Governor 
upon recommendation of a majority of the members of said Associa- 
tion duly assembled at its annual meeting of said Association for the 
election of officers. The first Commissioners shall be appointed for 
a term of one, two and three years respectively. Thereafter Com- 
missioners shall be appointed for a term of three years, and shall 
hold office until their successors have been appointed and qualified. 
Vacancies shall be filled in the same manner. All Commissioners 
shall serve without pay and shall be eligible for reappointment. 

§ 2. Organize—Meetings—Powers and Duties—As soon as 
convenient after the appointment of its members said Commission 
shall organize by the election of the Chairman and Treasurer and 
such other officers as may be deemed expedient. Thereafter said 
Commission shall hold regular meetings at least twice a year and 
special meetings at the call of its Chairman or a majority of its 
members. Said Commission shall be vested with complete and ex- 
clusive control of the Greenville Court Library and shall maintain 
said Library for the use and benefit of all courts of Greenville County 
and the Judges thereof, including all visiting judges, the officials of 
Greenville County and all subdivisions thereof, including the City 
of Greenville, and in addition thereto, for the members of the Green- 
ville Bar Association as hereinafter provided. Said Commission shall 
make and promulgate such rules, regulations and orders providing 
for the use, management, control and operation of said Library as 
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it may deem proper and advisable. It shall have the right to re- 
ceive, deposit and disburse funds; to accept donations of books, 
funds and other property for the use and benefit of said Library; to 
dispose of books and other equipment deemed unnecessary or obso- 
lete; to purchase books and other necessary material and to make 
any expenditures which it may deem reasonable and necessary for 
the proper unkeep and orderly management of said Library, provided 
no purchases or expenditures shall be made unless there are on hand 
sufficient funds for the payment thereof. It shall be the duty of said 
Commission to make annual reports to the Greenville Bar Association 
on the conduct of said Library, including a detailed staterrent as to the 
receipt and disbursement of funds. Said Library shall be housed by 
the County of Greenville and until a more suitable location can be 
obtained said Commission shall place the same with the Greenville 
County Library to be maintained as a separate library unit. 

§ 3. Members of Greenville Bar Association Use Library— 
Pay Annual Charge and Fines.—The Commission is authorized 
and directed to frame rules and regulations permitting the use of said 
Library by the members of the Greenville Bar Association who are 
in good standing. One of said regulations shall require the payment 
of a reasonable annual charge to be determined by the Commission, 
and no member of the Bar shall be permitted to use said Library 
until this had been paid. The Commission shall have the right and 
power to fix and assess fines for vidlation of the rules and regu- 
lations promulgated for the operation of said Library and may deny 
the use thereof to any member of the Bar failing to comply therewith. 
All funds derived under this Section shall be used by the Commission 
for the purchase of books, legal periodicals, and other necessary 
library supplies and equipment. Any balance may be used toward 
operating expenses of the library. 

§ 4. Tax on Judgments to Support Library.—There shall be 
taxed by the Clerk of Court of Greenville County in each case on 
which judgment is entered in the office of the Clerk of Court for 
Greenville County from any court the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar, 
which shall be collected at the time of the entry of said judgment 
by the Clerk of Court for Greenville County, and the accumulated 
funds therefrom shall be paid quarterly by the said Clerk of Court 
to the Greenville Court Library Commission, which funds shall be 
used by said Commission in providing for the expense of the operation 
of said Library. 
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§ 5. Saving Clause—That if any part, portion, clause or pro- 
vision of this Act, or any of its subsections, shall be declared invalid, 
such invalidity shall in nowise effect the remainder of said Act.

have the authority, and it is required, to pay the costs of adver- 
tising and sale of forfeited lands for taxes in Chester County which 
are purchased by the Auditor for it, any costs of sale of said lands 
after purchase and for any repairs of the property determined by the 
said Commission to be necessary during the time the land is held 
by the said Commission. The payment to be made by the said Com- 
mission from any funds in its hands from the sale or rent of lands now 
held by it or which may be acquired by it in the manner above

AN ACT to Amend Section 1 of Act No, 324 of the Acts of 1935, 
Entitled ‘‘An Act to Reduce the Prevalence of Rabies,’’ Etc., 
by Providing for the Designation by the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals for Aiken County of the Per- 
son Authorized to Vaccinate or Inoculate, and to Provide that 
Fees and Charges Received for Vaccination and Inoculation 
Shall be Used for the Purchase of Vaccine. 


Section 1. Act 324, 1935 Acts, Amended—Vaccination and 
Inoculation of Dogs against Rabies, Aiken County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
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Section 1 of Act No. 324 of the Acts of 1935, entitled “An Act to 
Reduce the Prevalence of Rabies,” etc., be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by changing the period at the end of the first sentence of said 
Section to a comma, and adding at the end of said first sentence the 
following proviso, to wit: 

“Provided, That in Aiken County the licensed veterinarian, phy- 
sician, druggist, or other person authorized to perform the vaccina- 
tion or inoculation shall be designated by the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals for Aiken County. That all charges 
and fees charged and received for such inoculation and vaccination 
shall be turned over to and used by the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals of said County for the sole purpose of purchasing 
additional supplies of vaccine”; so that said Section, when so 
amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 1: The owner, or the person having possession of, any 
dog four (4) months or more of age shall annually on or before 
the first day of July have the same vaccinated or inoculated against 
rabies by a licensed veterinarian, physician, druggist, or other person 
designated by a governing Board of any municipality or of any 
County, Provided, That in Aiken County the licensed veterinarian, 
physician, druggist, or other person authorized to perform the vac- 
cination or inoculation shall be designated by the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals for Aiken County. The person 
administering the vaccine or serum shall issue his certificate in tripli- 
cate, one for himself, one for the owner, and one for the County 
Treasurer or Tax Co!lector, giving the name, age, breed, sex and 
identifying marks of the dog and the date of the treatment. The cer- 
tificate shall have written in ink or printed across its face the fol- 
lowing inscription: “Warning! Inoculation is not a sure preventative 
against rabies. Take all precautions to protect your dog. That all 
charges and fees charged and received for such inoculation and vac- 
cination shall be turned over to and used by the Society for Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals of said County for the sole purpose of 
purchasing additional supplies of vaccine.” Provided, Further, that 
in no case shall the charge for vaccinating and/or inoculating a dog 
be greater than one dollar. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create the Newberry County Park Commission and 
to Define Its Power. 


Section 1. Newberry County Park Commission.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There is 
hereby created a body corporate to be known as the Newberry County 
Park Commission. 

§ 2. Duty—The Commission shall be charged with the care, 
management, control and development of the property heretofore 
acquired by the City and County of Newberry for a County Park 
and other purposes. 

§ 3. Members—Terms—Report Annually.—The Commission 
shall be composed of five Members, two of whom shall be elected by 
the City Council of Newberry, two by the County Delegation of New- 
berry County and one by the other four so elected ; the said members 
shall serve for periods of two, four and six years to be decided by lot 
between them; and the said Commission shall report annually to the 
City Council of Newberry and to the County Commissioners of New- 
berry County.

AN ACT to Amend Section 5414, Volume IT, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, Relating to the Public School System 
in Georgetown County, so as to Confer Additional Authority 
and Power Upon the County Board of Education in Respect 
to Enlarging, Repairing, Maintaining and Constructing 
School. Buildings, and in Respect to Other Matters Look- 
ing to the Improvement and Development of the School 
System of Said County, and to Empower the Said Board to 
Borrow Not in Excess of the Anticipated Amount of Esti- 
mated Revenue for School Purposes and to Pledge All An- 
ticipated Revenue and the Full Faith and Credit of the 
County for the Payment of the Principal and Interest of 
Such Loans and to Authorize and Direct an Annual Tax 
Levy to Meet the Requirements of the Schools of the County 
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as Provided for and Authorized Under the Said Section as 
Amended by This Act. 


Section 1. § 5414, 19382 Code Amended—Further Powers for 
Georgetown County Board of Education.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That sub-sec- 
tion 5 of section 5414, Code of Laws of 1932, be, and the same is 
hereby, amended by striking out the same and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 

Sub-Section 5: The County Board of Education shall have charge of, 
manage, direct and supervise all the schools of the County. They 
shall have charge of all school buildings, grounds and property in 
the County, and it shall be their duty to keep such buildings and prop- 
erty in the best repair possible with available funds. It shall also 
be their duty to construct and enlarge such school buildings as may 
be necessary. The County Board of Education, and they only, shall 
purchase all furniture, supplies and equipment of whatever nature or 
kind to be used by the schools of the County and shall pay for the 
same by regularly issued warrants, approved by the Board and signed 
by the Chairman and countersigned by the Clerk of, said Board. 
That sub-section 12 of the said Section 5414, be, and the same is 
hereby, amended by striking out the same and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 

Sub-Section 12: The County Board of Education is hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow any sum not in excess of the anticipated 
amount of revenue estimated to be available for school purposes for 
any scholastic year, and to pledge for the payment of such loan or 
loans and the interest thereon all anticipated revenues and the 
full faith and credit of Georgetown County. The said loan may be 
made in such manner and on such terms as the said Board deems best. 
The proceeds of such loan or loans shall be turned over to the 
County Treasurer, who shall place the same to the credit of the 
County Board of Education. 

That sub-section 20 of the said Section 5414, be, and the same is 
hereby, amended by striking out the same and inserting in lieu there- 
of the following: 

Sub-Section 20: To this end the County Board of Education shall 
on or before the Ist day of August of each year make up a budget 
of the amount of money which will be necessary to run the schools 
of the County for the ensuing scholastic year to which amount 
shall be added such sum as may be necessary for the purposes of en- 
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larging, repairing, maintaining and constructing school buildings; 
Provided, That the said County Board of Education shall also be 
authorized and empowered to accept gifts or grants made to it in 
assistance of enlarging, repairing, maintaining and constructing 
school buildings. From this amount they shall deduct the estimated 
revenue to be derived from the three mills constitutional tax and 
all other funds received or to be received as aid to schools from the 
State or for other educational purposes and all other revenues from 
any source, including the taxes levied under this Section, and shall 
then determine the number of mills required to be levied to raise 
the amount of money necessary for any such scholastic year. The 
Board shall then notify the County Auditor in writing of its findings 
and the County Auditor sha!l levy an annual tax upon all taxable 
property of the County, sufficient to meet the aforesaid requirements 
which said tax shall be collected by the County Treasurer in ime same 
manner as are other county taxes collected.

AN ACT to Facilitate the Enforcement of Revenue Laws of This 
State by Requiring Licensed Shrimp Trawlers to Unload 
at a Point in This State and Pack and Stamp Shrimp; to Pro- 
vide Penalties for the Violation of This Act; to Provide for 
Confiscation of Property Used in Its Violation. 


Section 1. Licensed Shrimp Trawlers Unload and Pack and 
Stamp Shrimp before Shipping or Transporting Shrimp out of 
State.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That from and after the approval of this Act, all boats 
licensed by this State to trawl for shrimp in the waters of the State 
of South Carolina shall land or dock at some point in South Carolina, 
and shall unload their catch of shrimp, and pack and properly stamp 
the same before shipping or transporting it to another State or the 
waters thereof. 

§ 2. Penalty.—Any person, firm or corporation violating the 
provisions of this Act shall upon conviction thereof be fined not 
exceeding five hundred: ($500.00) dollars or imprisoned not ex- 
ceeding one vear. or both in the discretion of the Court. 
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§ 3. Part of Coastal Fisheries Law—Confiscate——This Act 
shall be a’ part of the Coastal Fisheries Law, and any equipment or 
property used in the violation of any of the provisions of this Act 
shall be confiscated, as provided for in Section 3404 of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1932.

AN ACT to Designate Certain Areas of the Coastal Waters of 
’ Charleston County in This State as Sanctuaries for the Propa- 
gation of Marine Life and to Prohibit Trawling Therein, and 

to Provide Penalties for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. Areas Designated as Sanctuaries for Marine Life, 
Charleston County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That in order to aid in preserving and in- 
creasing the supply of small fish, shrimp and other forms of marine 
life and to provide areas where the ocean bottom and spawning beds 
‘and the waters over the same may have a chance to function accord- 
ing to natural laws without unnatural disturbance by trawling or 
other means unduly agitating the same, and at the same time leave 
open amp‘e other areas wherein the trade of commercial fisheries, 
shrimping and trawling may be plied under regulations provided by 
law, there shall be and are hereby established and set apart as 
Sanctuaries for Marine life the following areas or portions of the 
Coastal Waters and Ocean beds of Charleston County in the State 
of South Carolina, to wit: 

(1) That portion or area lying North East of the North Jetty 
at the Mouth of Charleston Harbor and the line of said North Jetty 
extetided as far to the Seaward as the territory or jurisdiction of the 
State extends, and lying South-West of a line running Southeast 
(True), starting at a point on the North East shore of the Inlet 
known as Capers Inlet on the Capers Island side of said Inlet, which 
point is where the North East shore of said Inlet at mean high water 
intersects the ocean Beach Line of Capers Island and which line runs 
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from said point South-East (True) as far to the Seaward as the terri- 
tory or jurisdiction of the State extends; the area so designated. being 
all that lies to the South East of the ocean Beaches or Shores of Sul- 
livan’s Island, the Isle of Palms, and Dewees Island, and -South 
East of the said Beach Lines extended across all intervening In'ets 
or Breaks in the Beach Lines, and between the two lines herein above 
designated and extending into the Ocean, as far as the jurisdiction or 
territory of the State extends. 

(2) That portion or area lying South West of a line running due 
South East (True), starting at a point on the South West Shore of 
the Inlet known as Morris Island Lighthouse Inlet on the Folly 
Island side of said Inlet, which point is where the South West shore 
of said Inlet.at mean high water intersects the ocean Beach Line 
of Folly Island, and which line runs from said point South-East 
(True) as far to the Seaward as the territory or jurisdiction of the 
State extends, and lying North-East of a line running South-East 
(True), starting at a point on the North East shore of the Inlet 
known as Stono Inlet on the Folly Island side of said Inlet, which 
point is where the North East shore of said Inlet at mean high water 
intersects the Ocean Beach Line of Folly Island, and which line 
runs from said point South-East (True) as far to the Seaward as 
the territory or jurisdiction of the State extends; the area so desig- 
nated being all that lies to the South East of the Ocean Beach or 
Shore of Fo!ly Island, and between the two lines hereinabove desig- 
nated and extending into the Ocean as far as the jurisdiction or 
territory of the State extends. 

(3) That portion or area lying North-East of a line running 
due South-East (True), starting at a point on the North East shore 
of the mouth of South Edisto River on the Edisto Island side of 
said Inlet, at the place now known as Edisto Beach, formerly as 
McConkey’s Beach, which point is where the North East Shore of 
said River at its mouth at mean high water intersects the Ocean 
Beach Line of the said Edisto Beach, and which line runs from said 
point South-East (True) as far to the Seaward as the territory or 
jurisdiction of the State extends, and lying South-West of a line 
running South-East (True), starting at a point on the South West 
shore of the Inlet known as Frampton’s Inlet on the Edingsville 
Beach side of said Inlet, which point is where the South West 
Shore of said Inlet at mean high water intersects the Ocean Beach 
Line of Edingsville Beach on Edisto Island, and which line runs from

said point South-East (True) as far to the Seaward as the territory 
or jurisdiction of the State extends; the area so designated being 
all that line to the South East of the Ocean Beaches or Shores of 
Edisto Island known as Edisto Beach and Eddingsvi:le Beach, and 
between the two lines hereinabove designated and extending into 
the Ocean as far as the jurisdiction or territory ofthe State extends. 


§ 2. Not to Trawl, Etc., in such Areas—Penalty.—Any per- 
son, firm or corporation who after the approval of this Act shall 
trawl or shall drag or tow or cause or permit to be dragged or towed 
behind any boat or vessel powered by gas, steam, electricity, oil, sail 
or any motive power other than man power with oars or poles, any 
trawl or net or other device, contrivance or appliance for scooping 
or otherwise taking shrimp or fish or other forms of Marine life upon 
or over the ocean bed or in the waters over the same within any of 
the areas hereinbefore set apart as Sanctuaries for Marine Life or any 
part thereof, or who shall cause, suffer or permit any such boat or 
boats owned or operated by such person, firm or corporation, or the 
crew thereof, to trawl or drag as aforesaid within any part of said 
areas, and any person or member of the crew engaging or partici- 
pating in the same, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this Act 
and shall upon conviction be fined not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or be im- 
prisoned for not less than five (5) nor more than thirty (30) days for 
the first offence, and for the second and each subsequent offence shall 
be fined not less than One Hundred and Ten ($110.00) Dollars nor 
more than Two Hundred and Fifty ($250.00) Dollars or be im- 
prisoned for not less than thirty (30) nor more than sixty (60) days. 

§ 3. Not to Drag or Tow Nets, Etc. Over or Through such 
Areas.—Any person, firm or corporation, dragging or towing be- 
hind any such boat or vessel as defined in Section 2 of this Act, 
any net, trawl, or other device or appliance within any of the areas 
hereinbefore set apart as Sanctuaries whether or not the said net, 
trawl or other device or appliance is at the time actually in contact 
with the ocean bottom or not, and whether the same is being used at 
the time for the catching of shrimp, fish or other form of Marine Life, 
or for the purpose of washing or cleaning of the nets or not, shall 
be deemed guilty of a violation of this Act and shall be subject to 
the same penalties hereinbefore prescribed in Section 2 of this Act. 

§ 4. No Effect on Navigation or other Forms of Fishing.— 
Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to interfere with 
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or abridge the free use of the said areas or any part thereof for all 
the purposes of navigation and all purposes of fishing otherwise than 
by nets and trawls in the manner hereinabove prohibited. 

§ 5. Areas Open to Trawling Boats.—All areas of the Coastal 
Waters of Charleston County lying outside of the Creeks, Rivers, 
Inlets, Bays, Harbors and Sounds or other inland waters, other than 
and excepting the areas hereinbefore specifically set apart as Sanctu- 
aries, shall be open to the use of Trawling Boats and Vessels under 
such regulations as are now or may hereafter be provided by law. 

§ 6. Erect Range Markers.—As an aid more easily to distinguish 
the Sanctuary areas from the open areas and to aid in the enforce- 
ment of this Act day markers may be placed by or under the direc- 
tion of the State Board of Fisheries on the beaches on the range 
of the respective lines hereinbefore designated, which when placed 
shall control the range, but the absence of any such range markers 
shall not affect or impair the operation or enforcement of this Act 
as the lines can be determined from U. S. Coast and Geodetic 
Survey Chart No. 1239 dated July 1930 and corrected to December 
19, 1935. The expense of erecting such range markers shall be de- 
frayed by the State Board of Fisheries. 

§ 7. Enforcement.—It shall be the duty of the State Board of 
Fisheries to enforce the provisions of this Act. 

§ 8. Effect——Nothing in this Act shall be taken to impair or 
affect the Act in Code 1932, Section 3410, prohibiting trawling for 
shrimp in any stream, bay or river, or Code 1932, Section 3408, 
providing a closed Season on shrimp or prawn, or any other law 
regulating or affecting trawling in any of the Coastal waters or 
Ocean beds lying outside of the areas set aside in this Act as Sanctu- 
aries. 

§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4950, Volume 2,, Code fo Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, Relating to Fees for Sheriffs, so as 
to Further Define Fees Which may be Collected by the 
Sheriff in Florence County. : 
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Section 1. § 4950, 1932 Code, Amended—Fees of Florence 
County Sheriff—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 4950, Volume 2, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1932, relating to fees for sheriffs, be 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following: “Provided, 
That in Florence County the Sheriff shall receive no fees or ex- 
penses for transporting prisoners within the State and shall only 
receive actual expenses for transporting prisoners from a point with- 
out the State to a point within the State,” so that said Section when 
amended shall read as follows: : 

Section 4950: Except in Anderson County, for entering every writ, 
summons, process, execution or other paper in writ or execution 
book, and making endorsements thereon, twenty-five cents; for 
serving writs, summons, notice or rule, not otherwise herein speci- 
fied, besides mileage, one dollar; mileage from courthouse to de- 
fendant or witness’s residence, or place where found, going and 
returning each way, per mile five cents: Provided, Said sheriff shall 
charge mileage for only the actual number of miles traveled by 
himself or deputy, and in case more than one party or witness in 
the same case or parties or witnesses in different cases are served 
on one trip the mileage fee herein provided shall be prorated and 
charged according to the number of parties served; commitment 
and release of prisoner, each fifty cents; conveying lunatics to the 
asylum, two dollars per day and actual necessary expenses : Provided, 
“The sheriff may, in extreme cases, call not more than two constables, 
and be allowed therefor one dollar per day and actual expenses; 
issuing each venire for grand jury, fifteen dollars; serving venire 
for petit jurors, twenty-five dollars; serving subpoena writ, and 
mileage for each ticket, fifty cents; serving bench or other warrants 
‘scire facias from the court of sessions, or writ of attachment for con- 
tempt, besides mileage, one dollar and fifty cents; search for persons 
or goods not found and return on the execution of non est inventus 
‘or nulla bona, fifty cents; each execution returned to clerk’s office 
on schedule, twenty-five cents; levying executions or attachments, 
besides mileage, one dollar; dieting prisoners in jail, per day, thirty 
cents; executing convict, including all charges and expenses, twenty 
dollars; bringing up prisoner under habeas corpus to be paid by 
prisoner if able, if not, by the county, besides mileage and necessary 
expenses, one dollar; conveying prisoners from one place to another, 
for every mile, going and returning, besides all necessary expenses, 
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six cents ; commissions on all moneys collected by him, if under three 
hundred dollars, two per cent; if over that sum, two per cent, for 
the first three hundred dollars and one per cent. for the balance, 
and one-half of one per cent. on all sums paid to plaintiff, his agent 
or attorney, on execution lodged with the sheriff execution lodged 
to hind, with order not to levy, fifty cents; for advertising defend- 
ant’s property, in addition to printer’s bill, one dollar; drawing and 
executing a deed of conveyance or taking a mortgage, two dollars; 
drawing and executing each bill of sale when required by pur- 
chaser, two dollars, no sheriff shall charge more than one bill of sale 
for property bought at the same sale by the same party; for exe- 
cuting a writ of habere facias possessionem besides mileage, one 
dol'ar; transferring money bonds or other securities for money to 
party, one-half of one per cent. ; for selling land under decree of court, 
in lieu of commissions and all other charges, except for advertising, 
two dollars; for serving notice on each set of managers of election, 
besides mileage, one dollar ; summoning freeholders to try suggestions 
of fraud, five dollars; for every fine paid before levy, fifty cents; 
for every fine paid after levy and before sale, one dollar; for the 
service of execution of papers issued by a magistrate the sheriff or 
his deputy serving or executing the same shall be allowed the same 
fees as are allowed to constables: Provided, That the Sheriff of 
Charleston and Aiken Counties shall receive for dieting prisoners 
in jail per day, twenty-five cents only: Provided, Further, That in 
Barnwell County the Sheriff shall receive no fees or costs for dieting 
prisoners: Provided, That in Clarendon County and Sumter County 
the charges, costs and fees provided by this section shall be col- 
lected by the sheriff in advance of the rendering of any service or 
performance of any act and all such except mileage shall be paid 
by him monthly to the treasurer of their respective counties for

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of the Members of the 
Board of School Trustees of Certain School Districts in 
Berkeley County. 


Section 1. Trustees, High School District No. 10, School Dis-

AN ACT to Permit the Sale of Real Estate on Insufficiency of 
Assets of Deceased Persons to Pay Debts and to Provide the 
Procedure Thereof. 


Section 1. Probate Judge Sell Real Estate of Deceased to Pay 
Debts—When.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Judges of Probate of the several coun- 
ties of this State shall have the power as hereinafter provided, if the 
personal estate of any intestate, testator or testatrix in the hands of 
the administrators or executors, or if the assets set apart by the last 
Will and Testament be insufficient to pay the debts of the deceased, 
to sell all or so much of the real estate of such deceased person as 
will pay the outstanding debts of the said deceased. 

§ 2. Probate Judge Summons Heirs and Devisees when Pe- 
tition for Sale Made—Decide Issues—Sale—Disposition of Re- 
ceipts—On application to the Probate Judge, at any time after the 
qualification of any executor or administrator, by a creditor or credi- 
tors of the deceased, or the administrator or executor by petition in 
writing, setting forth the indebtedness of the deceased, the deficiency 
of assets, and showing the ownership of real estate by the deceased, 
the Judge of Probate shall forthwith issue a summons to the heirs at 
law or devicees of the estate requiring them to appear before him at 
his office at such time as may be fixed in the summons to show cause, 
if any they might have, why such real estate should not be sold. ‘The 
form of said summons to be as follows:

ment of the costs and expenses thereof, the Judge of. Probate shall 
pay over to the executor or administrator the net proceeds of such 
sale who shall administer it in like manner as proceeds of personal 
property coming into his hands: Provided, nothing herein shall be 
construed to abridge homestead exemptions. 

§ 3. Service of Summons and Petition—Minors—Parties Ac- 
cept Service and Consent to Sale—The copy of the summons and 
petition above referred to shall be served on the parties interested in 
like manner as summons and complaints are served in civil actions in 
the Circuit Courts, and if there be minors the Probate Judge shall 
appoint Guardians Ad Litem who shall be served with a copy of the 
said summons and petition, and the appointment and acceptance of 
such guardianship shall be endorsed on the petition; Provided, that 
nothing herein contained shall preclude any of the parties from ac- 
cepting service of the summons and petition, or from consenting to 
the sale as prayed for, in the petition. 

§ 4. Probate Judge File Notice of Pendency of Action—Ef- 
fect.—That upon the filing of the petition, the Probate Judge shall 
file in the office of the Clerk of Court of Common Pleas a notice of 
pendency cf action authorized by Section 432 of the Code of 1932, 
and that upon the filing of the said notice, it shall have the same force 
and effect as notice of pendency of action filed in an action in the 
Court of Common Pleas. 

§ 5. Non-Residents—Parties with Unknown Residences.—If 
any of the parties reside beyond the limits of this State, or whose 
residence is unknown, and do not consent in writing to the said sale, 
the Judge of Probate shall advertise for his or her or their appear- 
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ance by publication of the summons as provided by the code of civil 
procedure, and if such party shall not appear and show sufficient 
cause within the time named in the summons, then the Judge of Pro- 
bate shall enter of record his, her or their consent as confessed and 
shall proceed with the sale. 

§ 6. Handling of Proceeds by Executor or Administrator— 
Bond.—That the regular bond of the administrator or executor shall 
protect the creditors, heirs at law and devisees in the handling of the 
proceeds of sale by the executor or administrator, but in case no such 
bond has been given then the Judge of Probate shall require the giv- 
ing of a-bond by such executor or administrator in such amount as 
shall be sufficient to protect the interest of all interested parties, which 
shall be at least the amount of the sum turned over to such executor 
or administrator as proceeds of the said sale. 

§ 7. File Papers in Probate Judge’s Office—Return of Exe- 
cutor or Administrator Show Distribution of Funds.—The Judge 
of Probate shall file and keep in his office the original petition with 
due proof of servicé thereon and all original papers connected with 
the sale, and shall require from such executor or administrator his 
annual or final returns showing the distribution of the funds re- 
ceived by him. 

§ 8. Repeal.—That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed, and this is declared to be the only pro- 
cedure for the sale of lands in aid of assets by the Court of Pro- 
bate. 

§ 9. Date Effective —This Act shall-take effect immediately upon 
the approval of the Governor.

Section 1. Amendment Proposed to Article XJ, § 6, State Con- 
stitution—Area of School Districts—Exclude Florence, Abbe- 
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ville, Orangeburg, Sumter, Union, Darlington, Charleston, Lan- 
caster, Bamberg, Beaufort, Berkeley, Dorchester, Colleton, Dil- 
lon, York, Lee, Williamsburg, Horry, Georgetown, Jasper, Chester- 
field, Edgefield and Anderson Counties Therefrom.—Be it re- 
solved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Article XI, Section 5, Constitution of 1895, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by adding at the end the following proviso: Pro- 
vided, further, That the limits of area of School Districts imposed 
by this Section shall not apply to Florence, Abbeville, Orangeburg, 
Sumter, Union, Darlington, Charleston, Lancaster, Bamberg, Beau- 
fort, Berkeley, Dorchester, Colleton, Dillon, York, Lee, Williams- 
burg, Horry, Georgetown, Jasper, Chesterfield, Edgefield and An- 
derson Counties, but in said counties School Districts shall be of such 
area as the General Assembly may prescribe.

‘Provided, further, That the 
limits of area of School Districts imposed by this Section shall not 
apply to Florence, Abbeville, Orangeburg, Sumter, Union, Darling- 
ton, Charleston, Lancaster, Bamberg, Beaufort, Berkeley, Dorches- 
ter, Colleton, Dillon, York, Lee, Williamsburg, Horry, Georgetown 
Jasper, Chesterfield, Edgefield, and Anderson Counties, but in said 
counties School Districts shall be of such area as the General As- 
sembly may prescribe-—Yes—No—.”

AN ACT to Provide for a Purchasing Agent for Allendale County, 
and for the Purchase of Supplies, Equipment and Material 
for Said County. 


Section 1. Purchasing Agent, Allendale County—Appoint- 
ment—Term—Removal—Vacancy—Compensation.— Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there 
is hereby created the office of Purchasing Agent for Allendale 
County, who shall be employed by the County Board of Commis- 
sioners, upon the recommendation of the legislative delegation of 
said County, and shall hold office for a term of four (4) years: Pro- 
vided, That he may be removed or discharged for cause at any time 
by the said County Board, after being fully informed of the charges 
against him and an opportunity to be heard, and to offer evidence, 
and to be represented by counsel at such hearing or hearings. In case 
of a vacancy caused by death, resignation, removal, or otherwise, 
his successor shall be chosen in like manner, for a term of four 
years. His compensation shall be annually fixed by the County 
Board of Commissioners, with the written approval of the said 
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legislative delegation, and shall be paid as other county employees 
are paid. 

§ 2. County Officers File Requisitions Monthly for Supplies, 
Etc.—Other Purchases Prohibited—It shall be the duty of each 
officer and department of Allendale County to file with said Purchas- 
ing Agent on or before the first Tuesday of each calendar month a 
requisition duly signed by official or person making such requisition 
of the requirements of such officer or department, for next follow- 
ing month, and no such officer or department shall make any pur- 
chase of supplies, equipment or materials except through said Pur- 
chasing Agent, as provided in this Act. 

§ 3. County Board Approve Requisitions—Advertise for Bids 
and Award Contracts—Emergency Supplies—The Purchasing 
Agent shall, upon receiving the requisitions of officers and depart- 
ments of the County, submit the same to the County Board of Com- 
missioners, and said Board shall approve, modify or disapprove the 
same. Thereafter the Purchasing Agent shall advertise for sealed 
bids or proposals upon the supplies, equipment or materials author- 
ized by the County Board to be purchased, by posting such adver- 
tisements upon the County bulletin board at the Court House; bids 
shall close at Noon on third Tuesday of each month and the pur- 
chases shallbe made from the lowest responsible bidder or bidders 
meeting the specifications provided in the advertisements; the Pur- 
chasing Agent reserving the right to reject any or all bids ; Provided, 
however, That any such advertisement shall be published in a news- 
paper published in said County when so required by said County 
Board, when the purchases to be made are larger than the usual 
monthly purchases of said County ; Provided, further, That in cases 
of emergency or immediate need, certified to by the officer or depart- 
ment making the requisition, purchases not exceeding in amount fifty 
dollars may, with the approval of said County Board, be made forth- 
with without advertisement for bids, That the purchases made as 
herein provided shall be paid for by the County Treasurer upon the 
warrants of said purchasing agent. 

§ 3. Records—Report Monthly.—That the Purchasing Agent 
shall keep a complete record of all requisitions, copies of all adver- 
tisements, all bids, and purchases made, and shall monthly report in 
writing on such matters in detailed form to the legislative delegation 
and to the County Board. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

25, 1930, by Adding Thereto a New Section to be Known as 
Section 4-A, Relating to and Controlling Primary Elections 
to be Held in the City of Rock Hill,’’ and Known as Act No. 
614 of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina for 1932, Approved February 19, 1932, and pro- 
viding for Compensation to be Paid to the Commissioners of 
Election, Fixing the Time for the Opening and Closing of the 
Books of Registration and the Time When the Commissioners 
of Election Shall Receive and Tabulate the Returns and De- 
clare the Result of Primary Elections. 


Section 1. Act 614, 1932 Acts, Amended—Primary Elections 
for Nomination of Mayor and Aldermen, City of Rock Hill.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That an Act entitled “An Act to Amend An Act Entitled ‘An Act to 
Provide for a Commission Form of Government for Cities of More 
than Eight Thousand Inhabitants,’ Known as Act No. 735 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of 1930, Approved February 25, 1930, 
by Adding Thereto a New Section to be Known as Section 4-A, 
Relating to and Controlling Primary Electioris to be Held in the 
City of Rock Hill,” and known as Act No. 614 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina for 1932, Ap- 
proved February 19, 1932, be, and the same is hereby, amended (1) 
by striking from Paragraph 3, line 2 of Section 4-A, Page 1140, 1932 
Acts of the General Assembly, the words, “And they shall serve 
without pay and,” and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “The 
chairman of the Commissioners of Election shall receive as compen- 
sation Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per annum and the other Commis- 
sioners of Election shall be paid Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars per 
annum and they shall serve;” and, (2) by striking from paragraph 
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9, page 1141, 1932 Acts of the General Assembly, line 5, the words, 
“Beginning with the year 1932 and every four years thereafter there 
shall be a new general enrollment of all voters and at such time the 
books shall be opened by the Commissioners of Election at least 
thirty days before any Primary Election and shall be closed one day 
before the said election,” and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
“Beginning with the year 1936 and every two years thereafter there 
shall be a new general enrollment of all voters, and the books of en- 
rollment shall be opened on the first Tuesday in October of each 
year and shall remain open until and be closed on the second Tues- 
day in November of each year;” and, (3) by striking from para- 
graph 12, line 19, page 1142, the words, “Who shall within twenty- 
four (24) hours thereafter,” and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: “Who shall meet in the City Hall at Rock Hill on Thurs- 
day, on or before twelve o’clock noon, following the primary elec- 
tion, to be held on the first Tuesday in December, and said Commis- 
sioners of Election shall tabulate the returns and declare the result 
of the primary election and;” so that Section 4-A of Act No. 614, 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 4-A. There shall be in the City of Rock Hill, South 
Carolina, a primary election for the nomination of a Mayor and 
Alderman, called and conducted as hereinafter provided; and the 
qualification as to suffrage shall be enforced. 

That no primary shall be held for any political party unless that 
party, through its president or chairman of its city organization shall 
notify the Mayor of the City at least five (5) days before the first 
Tuesday in October of any election year that the said party desires 
such primary election. The Mayor shall immediately call said elec- 
tion to be held on the first Tuesday in December and shall then 
notify the Commisisoners of Election who shall have printed in one 
newspaper in the City of Rock Hill notice of said election, showing 
the number of the Ward or Voting Precinct, the place or places 
where the enrollment book shall be found in said Ward, the place 
in said Ward where the election shall be conducted, and this notice 
shall be published once every two weeks until said election. 

The said election shall be conducted by three (3) Commissioners 
of Election for each party and they shall be appointed as follows: 
one for each party to be appointed by the City Council and two by 
the President of the respective party, and the Chairman of the Com- 
missioners of Election shall receive as compensation Fifty ($50.00) 
Dollars per annum, and the other Commissioners of Election shall be 
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paid Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars per annum, and they shall serve 
for a period of two years and until their successors are selected in 
a similar manner. In case of death or resignation of any one of said 
Commisisoners of Election before his term expires, the Mayor of 
the City of Rock Hill shall appoint his successor to serve for the 
unexpired time. 

The Commissioners of Election shall name three (3) Managers 
for each box, and these Managers shall receive for their services the 
sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars each. 


.No person shall be allowed to vote at said election unless he or 
she shall have placed his or her name on the enrollment book, in the 
manner and at the times hereinafter referred to, and that he or she 
shall take the following oath: “I solemnly swear that I am a mem- 
ber of this Club District; that I am a member of the .............. 
Party ; am duly qualified to vote in this election, and that I have not 
voted before in this election.” 


Each Ward in said City is hereby declared to be a Club or Voting 
District, except in Ward One, where there shall be two (2) Club or 
Voting Districts, and in all other Wards or Club Districts there 
shall be placed the enrollment book and voting boxes for voting as is 
designated by a majority of the Commissioners of Election. In Ward 
One there shall be placed an enrollment book and voting boxes with- 
in the following Division: Enrollment book and boxes for those re- 
siding East of Annafrel Street, Stonewall Avenue and those residing 
on Izard Street, shall be placed at or near Highland Park Mill, and 
for those residing other than the above division, shall be placed at or 
near the Rock Hill High School, and these places to be designated by 
said Commission of Election. 

There shall be provided necessary ballots printed on white paper, 
and on the top of said ballot or coupon shall be printed the name of 
the political party, and each ballot shall have a coupon at the top 
perforated so as to be easily detached, and in addition to the name 
of the party, there shall be printed thereon Ward number and Ticket 
number, the numbers to run seriatum for each Ward for each party, 
and on the ticket shall be printed the name of the candidates for 
Mayor and for Councilman. 

That at said election the person receiving the largest majority 
vote for each party shall be declared by the Commissioners of Election 
as elected for that party. But in case the election does not result 
in a larger majority, a second primary shall be held without further 
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advertisement, and on the second Tuesday in December, and shall 
be conducted in the same manner as the first primary except that 
there shall be printed on the ballots the names of the two candidates 
receiving the highest votes for the respective office in the first pri- 
mary, and the candidate receiving a plurality vote shall be declared 
by the Commissioners of Election as the nominee or nominees of 
the respective place and party. 

Beginning with the year 1936 and every two years thereafter 
there shall be a new general enrollment of all voters, and the books 
of enrollment shall be opened on the first Tuesday in October of each 
year and shall remain open until and be closed at twelve (12) o’clock 
noon on the second Tuesday in November of each year, and there 
shall be placed one book in each Ward, except in Ward One where 
there shall be two books, and the place where such books are lo- 
cated shall be designated by the Commissioners of Election, and these 
places shall be designated in the advertisement for the election, and 
these books shall remain open from nine (9) o’clock in the forenoon 
until four (4) in the afternoon. Each applicant for enrollment in his 
party shall be twenty-one (21) years of age, or shall become so be- 
fore the General Election of that year, shall have resided in the State 
for two (2) years, in the County of York six (6) months and in the 
City of Rock Hill sixty (60) days just preceding the application. 

That during the said four (4) years, the said enrollment books, 
when so placed as above, shall be held in the custody of the City 
Clerk and Treasurer of the City, who shall during this period and for 
thirty (30) days previous to any primary election permit any person 
or persons to enroll in his or her respective Ward book under the 
same terms and conditions as other enrollment. Each applicant for 
enrollment shall be required to, in person, write upon the Club 
Book his or her full name, immediately thereafter his or her age, 
occupation, street address and if the name be illegible the person in 
charge of the book shall immediately write the name beneath the 
signature. In case of the inability of the applicant to write, he may 
make his mark to be witnessed by the person in charge of the book 
and this person shall fill in the other requirements. When the en- 
rollment books have closed the person in charge thereof shall de- 
liver same to the City Clerk and Treasurer who shall retain same 
until demanded by the Commissioners of Election for the opening of 
the voting and within twenty-four (24) hours after said election one 
of said Managers shall deliver said book to the City Clerk and 
Treasurer of said City. 
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Each candidate shall on or before twelve (12) o’clock noon five 
(5) days before said election take the following oath: “As candidate 
for the OMe 0854s ecrseewrsdnts vatee ensues in the Primary Elec- 
tion to be held on the first Tuesday in December, I hereby state that 
I am qualified to vote at the General Election following the Primary 
Election and hereby pledge myself to abide the result of said Pri- 
mary Election and will support the nominee thereof or not vote at 
the said General Election.” And upon failure on the part of any candi- 
date to sign said pledge, the managers of said election shall not count 
any vote cast for such person. That in case of death of any candidate 
after the time required for filing such p!edge, then additional candi- 
dates may file a pledge up to one day previous to said election. 

The Managers of Election shall open the polls at eight (8) o’clock 
in the forenoon and close same at seven (7) P. M. of the same day 
and shall then proceed to publicly count the votes, calling to their as- 
sistance such help as may be necessary, and after tabulating the votes 
shall certify the same to the Commissioners of Election, who shall 
meet in the City Hall at Rock Hill on Thursday, on or before twelve 
(12) o’clock noon, following the primary election, to be held on the 
first Tuesday in December, and said Commissioners of Election shall 
tabulate the returns and declare the result of the Primary Elections 
and deliver the ballot box containing the ballots, poll list and all 
other papers, except the Club Roll Book, to the City Clerk and Treas- 
urer who shall keep same in a secure place for a period of five (5) 
days, when same shall be destroyed unless during that time there is 
filed with said Clerk and Treasurer a written contest of said election; 
then the said City Clerk and Treasurer shall hold same until final 
determination by the Commissioners of Election of said contest, after 
which same shall be destroyed. 

That in case the Managers find more ballots in the box than names 
on the poll list, the managers sha!l draw out the excess and immedi- 
ately destroy them. 

In every election to be held under this Act there shall be provided 
one booth for every one hundred (100) enrolled voters or a majority 
fraction thereof, these booths to be made of cheap material and shall 
not be less than thirty-two (32) inches wide, thirty-two (32) inches 
deep and six feet high, and shall be provided with a curtain hanging 
from the top in front to within three (3) feet of the floor, and shall 
have a suitable shelf on which the voter can prepare his or her ticket. 

That the City of Rock Hill, South Carolina, shall pay all ex- 
penses of said election or elections including a reasonable amount to be 
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paid the person in whose possession the enrollment books are placed 
during the time it is open for enrol'ment, except no amount shall be 
paid the City Clerk and Treasurer when same is in its possession. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide the Method of Obtaining a Jury in Cases 
Where There is Relationship, Connection or Disqualification 
on the Part of Jury Commissioners Who Made Up the Regu- 
lar Jury Box. 


Section 1. Give Notice of Motion to Quash Panel of Petit 
Jurors because of Disqualification of Jury Commissioners.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
No motion to quash any panel of Petit Jurors shall be made because of 
any relationship, connection or other disqualification on the part of 
the Jury Commissioners, or any of them, who made up the Jury 
box, unless notice of such motion in writing be given at least ten 
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days before the convening of any Court to the adverse party, or 
his attorney, which notice shall set forth the ground or grounds 
for the making of the motion. Failure to give such notice shall be 
deemed a waiver of any and all rights in reference thereto. 

§ 2. Procedure to Obtain Jurors when Disqualification Exists. 
~—In case said notice be given and the party upon whom it is served 
shall concede or it shall be determined by the Court that such re- 
lationship, connection or disqualification exists, then the moving 
party shall apply to the resident Circuit Judge, or the presiding Judge 
of the Circuit, either at chambers or in term time, setting out by 
way of affidavits the said facts, whereupon the said Judge shall order 
the Jury Commissioners who are not related, connected or disquali- 
fied, to make up a special Jury box composed of the names of two 
hundred and forty persons, who are qualified to serve as Jurors, from 
which said special box there shall be drawn the names of thirty-six 
Jurors, who shall be summoned and required to attend as extra 
Jurors and from said extra panel a Jury shall be obtained to try the 
case in which the regular panel is disqualified. In case all of the 
said Jury Commissioners are disqualified, then the Judge shall desig- 
nate three others who shall perform the said duty. 

§ 3. Term of Extra Panel—The said extra or special panel 
shall be discharged as soon as the need for it ceases. 

§ 4. Application—This Act shall apply to all cases now pending 
or which shall hereafter be brought. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be, and the 
same are hereby, repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Return of Real Estate Situate in Two or More 
Counties for Taxes—Payment of Taxes.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Ali lands situate in 
two or more counties shall be returned for taxation to the County 
Auditor of the respective counties in which said lands are situate, 
based on the acreage in each county, and the taxes assessed thereon 
shall be paid to the County Treasurer of the county in which each 
portion of the land so assessed is situate.

AN ACT to Provide for Rural Policemen in Horry County. 


Section 1. Rural Policemen, Horry County—Appointment— 
Term—Removal.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: Immediately after the approval of this Act 
by the Governor, the Sheriff of Horry County, upon the approval! of 
the members of the General Assembly of said County, shall appoint 
from resident voters of said County, not more than four able-bodied 
men of good character, who shall be known as County Rural Po- 
licemen, and whose term of office shall be for one year, subject, how- 
ever, to removal by the Sheriff at any time in his discretion. 

§ 2. Compensation—The salary of said Rural Policemen and 
compensation by way of expenses shall be as annually fixed by the 
Delegation from Horry County in the General Assembly in the an- 
nual County Supply Act. 

§ 3. Duties—That it shall be the duty of said Policemen to pa- 
trol and police the County, especially in the rural districts, and to 
prevent or detect and prosecute for violations of the criminal law 
of every kind, making arrests upon their own initiative, as well as 
upon complaint of information, and to report all their acts, and all 
known or suspected violations of the criminal law to the Sheriff of 
the County once a week, or oftener, if required, and they shall appear 
before the Court of General Sessions on the first day of each term 
thereof and report to the Solicitor the conditions with reference 
to lawlessness in the County, and during the term of the Court to be 
subject to the direction of the Court. 

§ 4. Sheriff Direct Activities—Further Duties—lIt shall be 
the duty of the Sheriff upon making the appointment of such Po- 
licemen, to designate the territory in which each of said Policemen 
shall work, and said Policemen shall at all times be under the direct 
supervision of the Sheriff of Horry County, and as additional duties 
of said Policemen, they shall patrol the entire County at least twice 
a week by sections, remaining on duty at night when occasion or cir- 
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cumstances suggest the propriety thereof, to prevent or detect crime, 
or to make an arrest, and they shall always be on duty for not less 
than ten hours a day, except when granted occasional indulgence or 
leaves of absence by the Sheriff. They shall frequent railroad depots, 
filling stations, stores and other public places where people congre- 
gate or disorder is probable, or vagrants may be loafing, or alcoholic 
liquors may be sold, bartered or given away, and they shall, as often 
as practicable, ride by houses that are off the public highway and in 
lonely parts of the County, especially such as are without male pro- 
tectors, and shall use every means to prevent or detect, arrest and 
prosecute for breaches of the peace, drunkenness, using obscene or 
profane language, boisterous conduct or discharging of firearms on 
the public highway or at any public place or gathering, carrying 
weapons contrary to law, gambling, vagrancy, setting out fire, cruelty 
to animals or children, violation of the child labor laws, violation of 
the liquor and game laws, lynching and for the violation of any and 
every law which is detrimental to the peace, good order and good 
morals of the community. 

§ 5. Powers.—That said policemen shall have the usual au- 
thority of arresting for crime without warrant committed within 
their view, and sha!l have all of the authority now devolved by law 
upon Deputy Sheriffs of said County. 

§ 6. Bond—Oath—That each of said Policemen shall, before 
entering upon the discharge of his duty, enter into bond in the sum 
of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, with sufficient surety to be ap- 
proved by the County Board of Commissioners of the County of 
Horry, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties, and 
for such damage as may be sustained by reason of his malfeasance 
in office or abuse of his discretion, and shall, in addition to the oath 
now provided by law for County Officials and Peace Officers, take 
and subscribe to the following oath or affirmation, to wit: 

“T further solemnly swear (or affirm) that during my term 
of office as County Policeman I will study the Act creating my 
office and prescribing my duties, and will be alert and vigilant 
to enforce the criminal laws of the State and to detect and bring 
to punishment every violation of the same, and will conduct 
myself at all times with due consideration to all persons, and 
will not be influenced in any matter on account of personal bias 
or prejudice. So help me, God.” 

The said bond and oath shall be filed and kept with the Clerk of 
Court of Horry County.

sembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby created the 
Aiken County Library Commission which shall be composed of 
three (3) members to be appointed as follows: One member by the 
Farm Women’s Council, one member by the Aiken County Dele-

thereafter by said organization or such officer thereof as it may desig- 
nate, and the Superintendent of Education of Aiken County to be 
the third member.

Section 1. Act 211, 1933 Acts, Amended—Greenville County 
Board of Commissioners Fix Salary of Business Secretary—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Gov- 
ernment of Greenville County by a County Board of Commissioners, 
and to Define the Powers and Duties of said Board”, being Act No. 
211 of the Acts of 1933, be, and the same is hereby amended by strik- 
ing from said Section the following: “whose salary shall not exceed 
the sum of Thirty-six Hundred ($3600.00) Dollars per year” and 
insert in lieu thereof the following “The salary of such Secretary 
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shall be fixed by the Board in their discretion’, so that the said 
Section when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 1: That the government of Greenville County is vested 
in a Board to be known as the County Board of Commissioners of 
Greenville County, which shall be composed of three members, to- 
wit: R. E. Henry, R. W. Arrington, and L. H. Stringer, all of 
Greenville, South Carolina, who shall hold office during the present 
tenure of office of the present Greenville County members of the 
House of Representatives. The said Board shall have full and com- 
plete control of all of the business and financial affairs of the county, 
including the right to designate the depositories of all county funds. 
Said Board is hereby authorized to employ a full time business 
Secretary. The salary of such Secretary shall be fixed by the Board 
in their discretion. Further, Said Board is hereby authorized to 
employ whatever clerical assistance it may deem necessary. Said 
Board shall have office space in Room No. Fourth Floor of 
the Greenville County Court House Building, and shall provide busi- 
ness methods of handling the county’s finances, and no claim or 
accounts for anything whatsoever, except the salaries which are 
fixed by law, shall ever be paid, except such items as have been ap- 
proved by the Board; and no special levies shall be made in any 
school district in said county without the written approval of said 
Board, nor shall any bonds be issued or sold by any political sub- 
division of said county without written approval of said Board. Im- 
mediately upon the appointment of the members of said Board as 
herein provided, they shall meet and organize and elect one of the 
said members as Chairman of the Board.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

who is now required by law to furnish bond for the faithful per- 
formance of his official duties shall have the said bond recorded 
in the office of the Clerk of Court for the said County immediately 
upon its execution and shall pay the Clerk for recording the said 
bond the fee now required by law for recording real estate mort- 
gages. That upon the payment of the said fee, the Clerk of Court 
shall issue to every such officer his certificate of recording. 

§ 2. Not Receive Salary until Bond Filed.—The salary of every 
bonded officer in Chester County who fails to comply with the pro- 


visions of this Act shall be withheld until he or she shall comply . | 


therewith. The certificate required herein to be issued by the Clerk 
of Court shall be sufficient evidence of the recording of any bond.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Providing for the Assent of the State of 
South Carolina to the Provisions and Purposes of an Act of

Whereas, There has been enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, “An Act to provide for résearch into basic laws and prin- 
ciples relating to agriculture and to provide for the further develop- 
ment of cooperative agricultural extension work and the more com- 
plete endowment and support of land-grant colleges”, approved June 
29, 1935, (Public No. 182—74th Congress) ; and 
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Whereas, The provisions of the Act and the purpose of the grants 
of money authorized by the Act are made subject to the legislative 
assent of the several states and territories ; now therefore, 

§ 1. Legislature Gives Assent to Act of Congress Providing for 
Agricultural Research; Development of Cooperative Agricultural 
Extension Work; and Endowment and Support of Land-Grant 
Colleges—Use of Grants.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the assent of the Legislature 
of the State of South Carolina, required by the said Act, be, and 
the same is hereby, given to the provisions and requirements of said 
Act, and that the Trustees of the Clemson Agricultural College be, 
and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to receive the grants 
and to use them for the benefit of the State of South Carolina in 
accordance with the terms and conditions expressed in the Act of 
Congress aforesaid: Provided, That the grants for the more com- 
plete endowment and support of land-grant colleges shall be equally 
divided between the Clemson Agricultural College and the Colored 
Normal, Industrial and Agricultural College as now provided by law. 

§ 2. This Resolution shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Compensation or Salary of the Clerk of Court 
for McCormick County and to Provide for the Disposition 
of Fees, Costs and Charges Collected by jhe Clerk of Court 
of Said County. 


Section 1. Clerk of Court, McCormick County—Compensation. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That from and after the expiration of the present term of 
office of the Clerk of Court for McCormick County in January, 1937, 
the salary of the Clerk of Court of said County shall be Twelve 
Hundred ($1200.00) Dollars per year, payable in equal monthly in- 
stallments of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars each, which salary 
shall be in lieu of all fees, costs, and charges now collected by the 
Clerk of Court and retained by him as a portion of his compensa- 
tion, 

§ 2. Collect and Account for Fees—That the Clerk of Court 
of McCormick County. shall, after the effective date of this Act, 
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collect all costs, fees and charges as now provided by law for such 
services as he shall render as Clerk of Court, in advance and before 
the filing of any papers or instruments for recordation. He shall keep 
an accurate itemized account of all such fees collected, and on or 
before the tenth day of each calendar month deliver a copy thereof, 
duly verified, to the Treasurer of McCormick County and shall, at 
the same time, pay over to the Treasurer all fees, costs and charges 
collected by him during the preceding calendar month. And all such 
funds as shall be paid to the Treasurer shall be placed in the County 
Ordinary Fund to be used as other County Ordinary Funds are used. 

§ 3. Make Monthly Report and Settlement to Receive Salary. 
—Before the monthly salary of the Clerk of Court shall be paid, the 
Board of County Commissioners shall ascertain from the Treasurer 
of McCormick County if the monthly report provided for herein 
has been filed and the fees paid over for the preceding calendar 
month, as provided for in this Act. And no salary shall be paid to 
the Clerk of Court for any month unless such statement has been 
filed and the moneys turned over to the County Treasurer for the 
preceding calendar month. Copies of each monthly report or state- 
ment of the Clerk of Court shall be retained by the Treasurer of 
McCormick County and by the Clerk of Court, respectively. 

§ 4. Bond Liable for Uncollected Fees.—The official bond of 
the Clerk of Court shall be liable for any loss sustained by Mc- 
Cormick County because of the failure of the Clerk of Court to 
collect and pay over the fees, costs and charges pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect on January 1, 1937.

AN ACT to Create the Office of Tax Collector in Allendale County, 
to Provide for the Appointment and Compensation of Such 
Officer and to Define His Duties. 


Section 1. Tax Collector, Allendale County—Appointment— 
Term—Removal.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The office of Tax Collector is hereby 
created and established in Allendale County effective upon the ap- 
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proval of this Act. The Tax Collector for said County shall be ap- 
pointed by the Senator and Representative of said County. He shall 
hold office for a term of two years from the date of his appoint- 
ment and until his successor shall be appointed and qualified. He 
shall be subject to removal at any time by the Senator and Repre- 
sentative, in their discretion. 

§ 2. Compensation—Bond—Sheriff and Constables Assist.— 
The salary of the Tax Collector shall be $125.00 per month, payable 
monthly, and in addition he shall be allowed his traveling expenses 
not to exceed in the aggregate the sum of $300.00 per annum, which 
shall be paid by order of the County Board of Commissioners upon 
an itemized and verified claim, not exceeding in any month ten per 
cent (10%) of the total allowance for the year. Before taking office 
the Tax Collector of the said County shall give bond in the sum of 
Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties and in the usual form. The premium of 
said bond shall be paid by the County Treasurer on the warrant of 
the County Board of Commissioners. The Tax Collector may call 
on the Sheriff of the County and any constable in the County to 
render him such aid and assistance as may be necessary, which shall 
be rendered without other costs than those now provided by law, in 
the ejectment of any occupant or tenant in possession of any prop- 
erty at any time when ejectment shall be lawful and proper in the 
discharge of his duty as such officer. 

§ 3. Executions—Cost.—The County Treasurer for Allendale 
County shall issue all tax executions for delinquent taxes to the 
Sheriff for delivery to the Tax Collector, adding to the amount of 
delinquent taxes due on each execution Two ($2.00) Dollars in ad- 
dition to the costs now provided by Jaw for the County Treasurer 
and Sheriff, and in addition to the penalties now or hereafter pro- 
vided by law, which, when collected by the Tax Coliector shall be 
paid over to the Sheriff for delivery to the Treasurer; and the Tax 
Collector is prohibited from charging, receiving or demanding any 
costs, commissions, or expenses for himself from any taxpayer. 

§ 4. Duties—Receive Partial Payments on Executions.—It 
shall be the duty of the Tax Collector to make diligent effort to col- 
lect all delinquent taxes for which executions shall have been issued. 
He shall assist the County Auditor in listing on the tax books any 
personal or real property which he may find unlisted, or which has 
escaped taxation, and shall furnish the County Auditor with the name 
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of any taxpayer whom he may find to be subject to taxation that is 
not listed on the tax books for poll or commutation tax or otherwise, 
and shali assist in placing all dogs in the county on the tax books. 
The Tax Collector is authorized and directed to receive partial 
payments upon all tax executions as now or hereafter provided by 
law, and to issue official receipts therefor. 

§ 5. Keep Records—Report and Settle Bi-Monthly—Nulla 
Bonas.—The Tax Collector shall keep a complete record of all tax 
executions turned over to him and shall list them in a Tax Exe- 
cution Book which shall show the amount of said tax, the name of the 
taxpayer, a statement of the property against which the execution 
is issued, the execution number, school district and township, and 
the date and amount of any payments thereon, He shall, on the first 
and fifteenth day of each month make a sworn and itemized report 
of all collections,to the County Treasurer and the Sheriff, filing a 
copy thereof with the County Auditor, and shall pay over to the 
Sheriff on the first and fifteenth of each month the amount of all 
collections made by him for delivery to the County Treasurer. All 
executions found after investigation to be uncollectible shall be re- 
ported to the Sheriff, the County Treasurer, and the County Auditor, 
who are authorized to enter such as “nulla bona”; provided the Tax 
Collector shall state in writing his reasons for failure to collect and 
the Sheriff and the County Treasurer, and the County Auditor shall 
approve the same before “nulla bona” shall be entered. 

§ 6. Certain Powers and Duties of Sheriff Devolved.—All 
powers, duties, and authority now vested in the Sheriff as to the 
collection of delinquent taxes, seizure and sale of the property, and 
delivery of possession thereof, are likewise conferred upon the Tax 
Collector, but the making of deeds to any property sold under the 
provisions hereof is reserved to the Sheriff as now provided by law. 

§ 7. Levy and Sale—Manage Property Bid in for County and 
State.—It shall be the duty of the Tax Collector to levy upon and 
sell any property subject to sale under any uncollected tax execution 
received by him, so that any such sale shall be made within the 
current year within which the tax execution is received by him; and 
he shall levy upon any property within the time to advertise and 
sell the same during the current year under any such executions as 
have not been paid in full, except as otherwise provided by law. Upon 
the sale of any property under execution for delinquent taxes, the 
Tax Collector shall follow the procedure now or hereafter provided 
by law for Sheriff’s sales; and in the event there shall not be a

purchaser at said sale for the amount of the taxes delinquent on any 
property so sold, the same shall be bid in for the benefit of the 
county and State by the County Auditor and the Tax Collector in 
such event shall take charge of the property upon the expiration of 
the time allowed by law for the redemption thereof, and shall eject any 
tenant or occupant therefrom, and proceed to rent out the same to the 
best advantage, and he shall be entitled to retain ten per cent (10%) 
of all rents collected for additional services in renting out and col- 
lecting rents for said property, paying the remaining ninety per cent 
(90%) thereof to the County Treasurer at the end of the month 
when collected. 

§ 8. Keep Record of Property Bid in for County and State.— 
The Tax Collector shall keep a record of all real estate sold here- 
under and bought in for the benefit of the State and County, in his 
charge and control, and said records shall show a brief description 
of said real estate, its location, the amount of delinquent taxes 
charged against it, with costs, interests and expenses, and cumulative 
taxes, if any, and also the name or names of the owner or owners 
at the time the execution against it was issued. Said records shall 
show a credit for all amounts collected for rents thereof less his 
commission as herein provided, and such book of record shall be 
opened to public inspection. 

§ 9. Sheriff Turn over to Tax Collector Executions.—As early 
as practicable after the approval of this Act, the Sheriff shall turn 
over to the Tax Collector all tax executions in his hands, together 
with such information concerning the same as shall be desirable 
or necessary to aid the Tax Collector in performance of his duties 
hereunder. 

§ 10. Office—Supplies and Equipment.—The said Tax Col- 
lector shall be assigned office space in the Court House by the Cus- 
todian of the said building, and such office equipment, books and sup- 
plies as are necessary, by the County Board of Commissioners. 

§ 11. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 12. This Act shall be effective immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Supplying of Textbooks on a Rental 
System to the School Children of York County; to Establish 
Methods of Distribution, Care and Use of Said Books; and to 
Provide for the Purchase of Such Books. 


Section 1. York County Board of Education Rent Textbooks 
to Its School Children—-Charge—Texts.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Board of. Education of York County is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, in its discretion, to provide textbooks for use in the public 
schools of York County on a rental system whereby the children in 
the public schools of the County will pay an annual rental fee to be 
set up and determined by the County Board of Education of said 
County, said rentals to be paid annually in advance upon the opening 
of school or upon the admission of children to the schools. No child in 
the public school of the County will be required to pay any larger 
amount for the use of books than set up by the County Board, nor 
to buy outright or otherwise acquire any textbook. Nothing contained 
herein shall be construed to app!y to materials which will be consumed 
or rendered worthless in any one year, such as pencils, tablets, work 
books, drawing material, etc. Provided, ‘The County Board shall not 
be required to use or select State adopted textbooks. 

§ 2. Contract for Books——The County Board of Education is 
hereby authorized to negotiate and execute contracts with the pub- 
lishers whereby the County will rent or buy outright the books to be 
used in the public schools, with discretion in the County Board of 
Education to make rental contracts and/or purchase contracts as it 
may be to the best advantage of the County. Any contracts made with 
publishers of textbooks may be made so as to divide the payment to 
publishers for rental or purchase over a period of not more than 
five (5) years, the reasonable life of a textbook: Provided, however, 
That nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the County Board 
of Education from purchasing or renting additional books as ne- 
cessity may arise. The County Board of Education is hereby author- 
ized to issue its negotiable notes with interest not exceeding five 
(5) per cent., said notes to be paid from the rentals above provided 
for the use of said books by the school children and from funds ac- 
cruing to the County Board of Education not otherwise pledged, and 
pledge the credit of the County for the payment of said contract. 
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§ 3. Handling, Distribution and Care of Books.—The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
which rules and regulations when not in conflict with the terms and 
purposes of this Act, shall have full legal force and effect. Said rules 
and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books in 
various schools of the County by the County Superintendent of 
Education, who shall perform said duties without additional com- 
pensation; and shall establish a method of distribuing said books 
to the school children and to provide for the reasonable use, care 
and safety of said books, with reasonable penalties for the abuse or 
destruction of said books to fall upon those using said books. 

§ 4. School Authorities Cooperate —All superintendents, princi- 
pals and teachers in the public schools of York County are hereby 
directed and required to cooperate fully with the County Board of 
Education in the proper and orderly administration of the terms of 
this Act and the County Board of Education is hereby authorized to 
promulgate rules to provide cooperation by the superintendents, 
principals and teachers and to establish penalties ‘for failure to co- 
operate by withholding salaries and/or otherwise. 

§ 5. Deposit and Disbursement of Receipts—All funds col- 
lected hereunder shall be deposited with the County Treasurer and 
placed in a special fund to be paid out on warrants drawn by the 
County Board of Education for the exclusive purpose herein stated. 

§ 6. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act or any provisions hereof be and the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 7. Date Effective——This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1936, 
but the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to enter into such contracts prior to that time as may be 
advisable, said contracts to take effect on July 1, 1936.

AN ACT to Provide for Alternate, or Substitute, Jurors to Serve 
When Any of the Original Grand or Petit Jurors Drawn for 
the Year’s First Term of Criminal Court are Incapacitated, 
Disqualified or Excused. 


Section 1. Alternate Jurors for Original Grand or Petit Jurors 
Drawn for Year’s First Term of Criminal Court.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there shall 
be drawn and summoned annually in the same manner and at the 
same time as the original twelve (12) Grand Jurors are drawn and 
summoned, three (3) additional Jurors to act, first in the place and 
stead of any of the original eighteen (18) Grand Jurors who may be 
incapacitated, disqualified or excused; and who, when not needed 
for Grand Jury service, may likewise serve as Petit Jurors during 
the first term of Criminal Court for the year. 

§ 2. Keep Separate—Order of Service-——The names of such 
three (3) alternate, or substitute, Jurors shall be kept separate, and 
numbered in the order drawn; and in such order, unless excused 
by the Presiding Judge, shall be held to serve when found necessary.

AN ACT to Create an Agricultural Board of Control, Providing 
for the Levy and Assessment on Taxable Property in York 
County, South Carolina, to be Expended by It to Terrace 
Farm Lands in York County, South Carolina. 


Section 1. Agricultural Board, York County—Appointment— 
Term—Compensation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That there shall be created in York 
County, South Carolina, an Agricultural Board consisting of five 
members who will receive their actual expenses while in the dis- 
charge of their duties and shall be appointed by a majority of the 
members of the General Assembly for York County, South Caro- 
lina, for a term of two years and whose terms of office shall begin 
upon the approval of this Act by the Governor. Their successors 
shall be appointed likewise for a period of two years by a majority 
of the members of the General Assembly for York County. 

§ 2. Duties—The duties of the Agricultural Board shall be to 
promote the control of soil conservation within York County, and 
to promote such other farm practices that will tend toward the im- 
provement of farm lands and the increase of the taxable values 
thereof. 

§ 3. Borrow.—That the said Agricultural Board is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow from the York County Sinking 
Fund Commission or from any other available sources, at a rate 
of interest not to exceed five (5%) per cent, the sum of Eight Thou- 
sand ($8,000.00) Dollars, the said principal and interest to be due 
and payable in two years from the date of the borrowing of said 
sum, and the said Board is further authorized and empowered to 
pledge as security for the payment of said principal and interest 
the equipment purchased by said Board and any and all net proceeds 
derived from the operation of the Soil Conservation Project, and 
further is authorized and empowered to pledge the full faith and 
credit of York County, South Carolina. 
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§ 4. Purchase Farm Equipment—Contract to Terrace Lands, 
Etc.—The Supervisor for York County shall use the funds so bor- 
rowed for the purchase of suitable terracing equipment and other 
heavy duty farm equipment to be used in the promotion of the work 
outlined in Section 1, and the said Agricultural Board shall, in co- 
operation with the Soil Conservation Service now located at Rock 
Hill, S. C., enter into contracts with farmers for .the terracing and 
other aids of lands, and contract with the farmers for the use of the 
equipment above described and shall fix the price per hour for the 
use of said equipment; However, such amount shall be sufficient to 
pay for all operating expenses and of a sufficient amount so that 
One ($1.00) Dollar per hour shall be paid to the Treasurer of York 
County to be used by him solely for the purpose of paying off the 
indebtedness hereinbefore referred to. 

§ 5. Use of Equipment.—That the equipment so purchased shall 
only be used for the purpose of improving lands of the land owners 
situate in York County, and at the expiration of this work, the time 
to be determined by the said Agricultural Board, in cooperation with 
the Soil Conservation Service, all equipment so purchased shall 
be delivered to the County Supervisor for York County, South Caro- 
lina, to be used by him for general county work and any and all 
funds on hand in the County Treasurer’s hands shall be placed by 
said County Treasurer in the general fund for York County. 

§ 6. Adopt Rules and Regulations —The said Board along with 
the Soil Conservation Service at Rock Hill, shall adopt such rules 
and forms to be used in carrying out the terms of this Act, as shall 
be necessary. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Compensation for Magistrates and 
Magistrates’ Constables in Chester County, South Carolina, 
and to Add Other Duties. 


Section 1. Magistrates, Chester County—Compensation.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Magistrates of Chester County, South Carolina, shall re-{, 
ceive the following salaries, said salaries to be paid monthly: 

First District (Chester Township), $1,200.00; Second District 
(Lewisville Township), $230.00; Third District (Landsford Town- 
ship), $280.00; Fourth District (Rossville Township), $230.00; 
Fifth District (Baton Rouge Township), $230.00; Sixth District 
(Halsellville Township), $230.00; Seventh District (Hazelwood 
Township), $100.00; Eighth District (Blackstocks Township), $230- 
.00; Ninth District Great Falls, $800.00. Provided, That the Mag- 
istrate of the First District shall be allowed Ten ($10.00) Dollars 
per month for Clerk hire, beginning March 1st, 1936. 

§ 2. Compensation of Magistrates’ Constables—Duties of Con- 
stable in Second District.—That the Magistrates’ Constables for 
Chester County, South Carolina, shall receive the following salaries, 
said salaries to be-paid monthly : 

First District, $600.00; Second District, $240.00; Third District, 
$120.00; Fourth District, $300.00; Fifth District, $120.00; Sixth 
District, $80.00; Seventh District, $40.00; Eighth District, $90.00; 
Ninth District, $650.00; Industrial Deputy Sheriff at Elizabeth 
Heights (———————), $120.00. 

Provided, That in addition to the regular duties which the Con- 
stable in the Second District is required to discharge, he shall be re-

AN ACT to Provide for the Establishment of Community Can- 
neries in Each of the Several Townships of Union County. 


Section 1. Establish Community Cannery in Each Township, 
Union County—Operation—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Power and authority are 
hereby conferred for the establishment of a community cannery 
in each of the several Townships of Union County in the following 
manner: On the first Monday in April, 1936, there shall be held at 
a central point in each Township to be designated by the Farm 
Demonstration Agent of Union County a mass meeting of the farmers 
of that Township for the purpose of determining whether or not 
they wish to take advantage of the provisions of this Act for the 
establishment of a community cannery in such Township, The meet- 
ing shall be organized by the election of a President and Secretary 
and shall adopt rules for its procedure. If it be determined by a ma- 
jority vote that it is desirable to establish a cannery for that com- 
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munity there shall be nominated a Board of Directors consisting of 
five persons who shall be residents of the Township and interested in 
the promotion and successful operation of the cannery for the bene- 
fit of the entire community, and whose names and addresses shall 
be transmitted to the Farm Demonstration Agent and upon receipt 
thereof, it shall be the duty of such Agent to appoint the nominees 
as members of the Board of Directors of the Community cannery in 
that Township and who shall ho'd office for a period of two years and 
until their successors have been elected and appointed as provided 
herein for the original appointment ; and for the purpose of nominat- 
ing successors such mass meetings shall be held on the first Monday 
in April, 1938, and every two years thereafter in the Townships 
desiring the establishment or continuation of community canneries. 
Vacancies occurring for any cause shall be filled by appointment 
by the Farm Demonstration Agent. The Farm Deomonstration Agent, 
the Home Demonstration of the County and the Agricultural Teacher 
in the public school in the Township shall be advisory members of 
each such Board. It shall be the duty of each Board to provide a site 
and building for the installation and operation of machinery suitable 
for canning agricultural products, vegetables, grains, fruits, and any 
and all products suitable for human consumption, in accordance with 
specifications, which shall be furnished them by the Farm Dem- 
onstration Agent, and all such sites and buildings shall be approved 
by said agent. Upon appointment the Board shall meet and designate 
one of their number as Chairman and one as Secretary-Treasurer. 
The Boards shall have power to establish such rules and regulations 
as may be necessary for the practical and successful operation of 
the respective canneries, including the right to fix such reasonab!e 
charges for the use thereof as it finds absolutely necessary to defray 
the expenses of acquiring and preserving the site and building, the 
repair of the machinery and the expense of operating the same. The 
Boards shall also promote such instructional and advisory measures 
among the farmers who reside in their Township as are calculated 
to assist and encourage them in the production and conservation of 
foods necessary for them, their families and those dependent upon 
them, to the end that each farm in the County may become self- 
sustaining throughout the year in so far as such foods are concerned. 
§ 2. Appropriation for Machinery.—There is hereby appropri- 
ated for each Township the sum of One Hundred and Seventy-five 
($175.00) Dollars for the purchase and establishment of machinery 
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in such canneries as may be established under the provisions of this 
Act. The appropriation herein made shall be charged to the ap- 
propriation for the upkeep and maintenance of public buildings. 
The purchase of such machinery shall be made by the respective 
Township Boards subject to the approval of the Farm Demonstration 
Agent, and the funds hereby appropriated shall be paid out on 
claims therefor, approved by the Farm Demonstration Agent and 
filed by the Chairman and Secretary-Treasurer of the respective 
Boards.

AN ACT to Create a Commission for the Township of Fort Mill, 
in York County, South Carolina, for the Purpose of Having 
Jurisdiction Over the Employment and Control of a Health 
Nurse for Said Township; and to Provide for the Raising of 
Funds to Meet the Expense of Same. 


Section 1. Health Nurse Commission, Fort Mill Township, 
York County—Appointment—Terms—Vacancy.—Bé it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there is 
hereby created a commission of three (3) persons, residents of the 
township of Fort Mill, in York County, South Carolina, to be known 
as Health Nurse Commission, to be now composed of S. W. Foster, 
Rev. A. W. Shaw and Mrs. O, T. Culp, who shall serve for a period 
of two (2) years from the date of the approval of this Act by the 
Governor, after which period their successors shall be appointed by 
the Governor. upon the recommendation of a majority of the members 
of the General Assembly from York County; any vacancy in said 
Commission, for any cause, shall be filled for the unexpired time by 
the remaining members of said Commission. 

§ 2. Employ Nurse—Discharge—Prescribe Duties.—It shall be 
the duty of said Commission to employ a health nurse for the town- 
ship of Fort Mill and prescribe her duties, and to discharge her 
whenever deemed necessary or proper by said Commission, or a ma- 
jority thereof. 
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§ 3. Tax Levy Provide Funds—Borrow.—In order to provide 
sufficient funds to pay the compensation and expenses of said nurse 
and other expenditures deemed wise by the said Commission, or a 
majority thereof, the County Auditor for York County, South Caro- 
lina, is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to fix and levy a 
one-half (44) mill tax on all of the property in Fort Mill township, 
in York County, South Carolina, to be collected by the Treas- 
urer of York County, South Carolina, as all other taxes are collected. 
Provided, That the Commission herein appointed and their suc- 
cessors are authorized and empowered to borrow a sufficient sum 
to pay the salary of said nurse each year hereafter, until receipt of 
funds from said taxes, the amount so borrowed not to at any time 
exceed the amount that said millage will amount to, at the best rate 
of interest obtainable; and the said Commission, or a majority of 
them, are authorized and empowered to pledge, as security for said 
loan, the amount received from said millage. 

§ 4. Use of Surplus.—That if the said millage should amount to 
more than the amount necessary to pay the salary of said nurse and 
her expenses, then the said Commission is hereby empowered and 
authorized to expend the balance in such manner as they deem right 
and proper for the relief of the sick and needy. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

Section 1. Change Area or Boundary Lines of School Dis- 
tricts, Greenville County—Method.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Neither the area nor 
boundary lines of any school district in Greenville County shall 
be decreased, increased, altered, or changed in any way except by a 
majority vote, by the electors of each of the school districts to be 
decreased, increased, altered or changed in an election held in said 
school district for that purpose. If it is desired to change the area or 
boundary line in any school district in Greenvil'e County, the change

AN ACT to Create an Agricultural Extension Board for Chero- 
kee County to Conserve the Soils in Said County and to Pro- 
vide the Manner of Obtaining Funds to be Used by the Board 
in the Purchase of Necessary Equipment, and to Define the 
Duties and Powers of the Said Board. 


Section 1. Cherokee County Agricultural Extension Board— 
Appointment—Terms—Compensation.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby cre- 
ated for Cherokee County a Board to be known and designated as the 
Cherokee County Agricultural Extension Board which shall be 
composed of five members and who shall be selected and appointed 
by a majority of the Legislative Delegation from the County. The 
regular terms of office of the Members of the Board shall be for 
two years, and until their successors have been duly selected and 
appointed: Provided, That the initial terms of the Board shall be as 
follows: Two shall be appointed for two years and three for one 
year and the designation of the length of the respective terms to 
be made by the Legislative Delegation. The members of the Board 
shall be paid a per diem of Three ($3.00) Dollars for not exceeding 
twelve (12) days during any one year. The Members of the Board 
sha!l organize by electing one of their number as Chairman and by 
selecting a Treasurer, which latter officer shall be required to give 
a bond in such amount as may be fixed by the Board for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, which duties shall be prescribed by 
the Board. The books and accounts of the Treasurer shall be deemed

public books and records of the County and shall be audited as other 
public records of the County are audited. 

§ 2. Duties and Powers.—It shall be the duty of the said Board 
to promote the conservation of the agricultural lands in Cherokee 
County and to prevent as far as possible soil erosion of such lands 
and to this end the Board is authorized and empowered to establish 
such definite plans as in its judgment wi'l accomplish such purpose 
and to purchase such machinery, including tractors, terracing equip- 
ment or plows and heavy duty farm machinery and which shall be 
used in the promotion of the general policy outlined in this Act; 
Provided, That no more than two (2) units of power terracing equip- 
ment shall be purchased. The said Board is empowered to contract 
with farm land owners for the services of an engineer in running 
and establishing lines of terracing and for the construction and build- 
ing of terraces and for the doing of any and everything in connection 
therewith to conserve the said lands from waste by surface water, and 
to establish and fix a basis or rate of charge for all such services. 
The funds received under all such contracts shall, after the pay- 
ment of the necessary operating expenses and the other expenses 
provided for in this Act, be used to pay the principal and interest 
on the purchase of the machinery and equipment and/or the princi- 
pal and interest on any sums borrowed to purchase any such ma- 
chinery or equipment as authorized herein. 

§ 3. Borrow Purchase Machinery.—The said Cherokee County 
Agricultural Extension Board is authorized and empowered to bor- 
row, as the same may be needed, not exceeding Nine Thousand 
($9,000.00) Dollars from the County Sinking Fund Commission 
or from the County Sinking Fund Commission and the Federal 
Farm Credit Administration or any corporation or Federal Agency 
operating under its contro!, and the County Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion is hereby authorized and directed to loan to the said Board the 
full amount necessary within the limits above stated for the purchase 
of not more than two (2) complete power terracing units, if the 
said Board elects to borrow the full amount needed from the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission, otherwise such amount of the Nine Thousand 
($9,000.00) Dollars as the Board determines to borrow from the 
said Sinking Fund Commission. All purchases by the Board shall be 
pursuant to a resolution duly adopted and entered upon the minutes, 
which shall be kept and preserved by the Treasurer of the Board. 
Contracts for the purchase of machinery and obligations evidencing 
any sum or sums of money borrowed pursuant to authority herein 
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conferred upon the Board shall be executed by the Chairman of the 
Board and countersigned by the Treasurer. The maturities of all 
such obligations, as well as the rate or rates of interest which they 
bear, shall be fixed and determined by the Board, except that as 
to the maturities of the obligations and the rates of interest thereon 
representing the sum borrowed from the County Sinking Fund 
Commission, as to which the said Commission and the Board shall 
agree; Provided, That the rate of interest shall not exceed four 
(4%) per centum per annum. Provided, That if the said Agricultural 
Extension Board shall experience any difficulty in borrowing the 
whole or any portion of the sums herein authorized to be borrowed 
from the County Sinking Fund Commission to such an extent that 
the work provided for in this Act shall. be unreasonably delayed, 
then the County Board of Commissioners of Cherokee County is 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow in the name of the 
County and to execute the necessary obligations therefor, the whole 
or a portion of the sums herein authorized to be borrowed at such 
rate of interest and having such maturities as the County Board of 
Commissioners shall fix, and turn the proceeds over to the Cherokee 
County Agricultural Extension Board to be used for the purposes 
above stated. The said Board shall have the right to pledge the full 
faith, credit and taxing power of the County to retire such obli 
gations, but no tax shall be levied therefor until and unless the sums 
realized by the Extension Board shall prove insufficient to meet 
the principal and interest of such obligations and in case the County 
Board of Commissioners does borrow such sums, then the net in- 
come of the Agricultural Extension Board is hereby p!edged to se- 
cure the payment of all such obligations.

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Section 1. Road Connecting U. 8. Highways Nos. 25 and 221 
Added to State Highway System in Lieu of Portion of State 
Highway No. 10, Laurens County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That that portion of 
State Highway No. 10 lying between Waterloo and Saluda River 
in Laurens County is hereby taken out of the State Highway System

AN ACT to Amend Section 4 of Act No. 295 of the Acts of South 
Carolina, 1933, Entitled ‘‘An Act to Authorize the Trustees 
of the School Districts in Chester County to Establish School 
Bus Routes, to Call for Bids for Drivers to Operate the Same, 
to Provide for the Letting of Contracts with the Approval of 
the County Board of Education in Chester County, and to 
Further Regulate the Same, and to Limit the Additional 
Levy of Special School Taxes’’, so as to Provide for Com- 
pensation of Bus Operators on a Mileage Basis in Chester 
County. 


Section 1. Act 295, 1933 Acts, Amended—Compensation of 
Operators of School Buses, Chester County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 4 
of Act No. 295 of the Acts of South Carolina, 1933, entitled “An 
Act to Authorize the Trustees of the School Districts in Chester 
County to Establish School Bus Routes, to Call for Bids for Drivers 
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to Operate the Same, to Provide for the Letting of Contracts With 
the Approval of the County Board of Education in Chester County, 
and to Further Regulate the Same, and to Limit the Additional Levy 
of Special School Taxes”, be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing, as Section 4: 

“Section 4. Each bidder shall submit a sealed bid to the chairman 
of the board of trustees within the limit prescribed in the advertise- 
ment and shall set forth the name, the number and the one way mile- 
age of the route and the amount of bid per mile on the route and 
shall be signed by the bidder. Each board of trustees shall have the 
right to reject any and all bids. Each successful bidder shall be under 
the supervision and control of the trustees with whom the contract 
is made, The board of trustees in each district concerned shall select 
from among the bids the lowest responsible and acceptable bidder 
and shall recommend said bidder to the County Board of Education 
for approval, and shall set forth the name, the number and the one 
way mileage of each route, together with the name of the bidder 
approved or selected and his per mile bid. In no case shall any con- 
tract be valid or legal until approved by the County Board of Edu- 
cation. Each successful bidder shall be required to carry Liability 
Insurance in such amount as the County Board of Education may 
determine to have the trustees duly advertise, and all such policies 
must be taken with a company or companies of reputable standing 
and must be filed in the office of the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation on or before the opening day of the schools concerned. Pro- 
vided, That if, at any time during the three (3) years existence of 
any contract, the Board of Trustees in any school district in Chester 
County realizes the necessity of changing the mileage of any bus 
route, whether by addition or subtraction of miles, then each and 
every successful bidder shall be required to accept the same rate per 
mile as his original bid called for. This provision shall apply in either 
adding mileage to or subtracting mileage from the original mileage 
of the route affected. Provided, Further, That the trustees shall in- 
clude this provision in each and every advertisement for bids pro- 
vided for in this Act.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Provide an Equalizing Fund for High Schools in 
Spartanburg County. 


Section 1. Tax Levy for Equalizing Fund for High Schools, 
Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby levied a tax of 
two (2) mills on all the taxable property of Spartanburg County for 
the purpose of providing an equalizing fund for the accredited High 
Schools in Spartanburg County, provided, that any accredited High 
School which does not desire to levy said tax or to participate in the 
proceeds of this levy may signify in writing to the County Board of 
Education on or before June 15th of this year and on or before 
March Ist., of each year hereafter that it does not desire to partici- 
pate in the proceeds or benefits of this Act and this Act affects in no 
way the levies of such High School District giving notice of non- 
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participation ; for the participating accredited High School Districts 
the two (2) mills herewith levied shall be in lieu of two (2) mills of 
the present special levy in the respective High School Districts and 
shall be in lieu of the two (2) mills for such time as this Act is ef- 
fective. Provided Further, That any High School District established 
and maintained under the provisions of Sections 5598, 5599, 5600 
and 5601, Code of Laws of South Carolina (1932) and school dis- 
tricts from which such high school district was established under the 
provisions of the foregoing sections of the Code, which do not de- 
sire to levy said tax, or to participate in the proceeds of this levy, 
may signify in writing to the County Board of Education on or be- 
fore May first (1) of this year, and on or before March first of each 
year hereafter, that it does not desire to participate in the proceeds 
or benefits of this Act; and this Act affects in no way the levies of 
such high school district, or such school districts from which such 
high school district was established, giving notice of non-participa- 
tion, 

§ 2. Distribution of Proceeds.—The proceeds of the two (2) 
mills shall be distributed to the accredited High School Districts, 
which do not express a desire to be eliminated, on the basis of the 
number of High School teachers qualifying for State aid in the re- 
spective participating High School Districts.

Record Plats or Blue Prints of Subdivisions of Real 
Estate for Sale-—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That in all cases where real property is subdi- 
vided for the purpose of sale and where the same is sold or offered 
for sale according to a plat of a survey thereof, the person or per- 
sons or corporation first offering such property for sale, as the case 
may he, are required to file a plat or blue print of such survey in the 
office of the Clerk of Court of the County in which such real estate 
jis situate. In the event that the owner fails to comply with the above 
provisions he shall become liable te the purchaser or to any subse-

shall be found necessary to procure and record such plat. The said 
sum to be recovered by any such grantee provided he be interested 
as owner of all or a portion of the subdivided property at the time 
of the institution of the action for the enforcement of the liability 
hereby created.

Section 1. Act 599, 1935 Acts, Amended—License Tax on 
Wineries Using only Fruits Produced on Premises of Owners.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That Sub-section 4(a), Section 2 of Act No. 599 of the Acts 
of the General Assembly 1935, entitled “An Act to Legalize the Sale, 
Manufacture, Possession, Storage and Transportation of Beer, etc., 
approved April 14, 1933, as Amended, be and the same is hereby 
amended by inserting after the word “issued” and before the word 
“each” line 10 of said sub-section 4(a) the following: “Provided, 
However, the owner and operator of any such winery who consumes, 
in the operation thereof, only the fruits produced on his own farm 
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or premises shall be subject to the payment of a license fee of only 
five ($5.00) dollars per annum”, so that when so amended said sub- 
section 4(a) of Section 2 of said Act shall read as follows: 

Section 4(a): Any person, firm or corporation desiring to con- 
struct, maintain or operate a brewery or winery under the provisions 
of this Act shall first apply to the South Carolina Tax Commission 
for a permit so to do; such application shall be in writing in such 
form as the South Carolina Tax Commission may prescribe, and 
such person, firm or corporation so applying for such permit shall 
be subject to the payment of an annual license tax upon each brew- 
ery, and on each commercial winery, to be established and operated, 
of one hundred ($100.00) dollars, which shall be paid to and col- 
lected by the South Carolina Tax Commission before permit is is- 
sued ; Provided, However, the owner and operator of any such winery 
who consumes, in the operation thereof, only the fruits produced on 
his own farm or premises shall be subject to the payment of a license 
fee of only five ($5.00) dollars per annum. Each and every license 
or permit shall expire on the thirty-first day of December of each and 
every year. The fees charged for permits for the operation of brew- 
eries and wineries, as provided herein, shall be prorated quarterly on 
January Ist, April 1st, July 1st and October Ist of each year, and any 
brewer or commercial wine manufacturer commencing business dur- 
ing one of these quarters shall be required to pay for the quarter 
in which business is commenced and for the quarters during the re- 
mainder of the year, but no refund shall be made to a dealer who 
ceases business after securing a permit.

Section 1. Provide Adequate Sewerage and Running Water 
before Selling Lots in Real Estate Developments in Counties 
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with City over 60,000.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That in all Counties containing a city 
of over 60,000 population according to the 1930 United States Cen- 
sus, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to sell, 
offer for sale, agree to sell, or otherwise dispose of any lots or other 
portions of any real estate development in any such County, unless 
and until such person, firm or corporation shall have secured from 
the County Health Officer of the County in which the property lies, 
and has filed with the Clerk of Court of said County, the certificate 
of such Health Officer to the effect that adequate sewerage has been 
provided in and for such real estate development, and that adequate 
arrangements have been made for the purpose of furnishing running 
water to the property in such real estate development to insure rea- 
sonable and adequate health and sanitary conditions therein. 

§ 2. Provide Adequate Streets and Roads before Selling Lots 
in such Developments.—That in all Counties containing a city of 
over 60,000 population according to the 1930 United States Census, 
it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to sell, offer 
for sale, agree to sell, or otherwise dispose of any lots or other por- 
tions of any real estate development in any such County, unless and 
until such person, firm or corporation shall have secured from the 
Sanitary and Drainage Commission or the County Board of Com- 
missioners of the County in which the property lies, a certificate to 
the effect that adequate roads and streets have been provided in such 
real estate development to afford access to properties therein, in ac- 
cordance with the representations made in or included in the pros- 
pectus or proposed contract or deed upon the basis of which the lot 
or lots in such development are offered for sale. 

§ 3. Penalty.—Each violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act shall be a misdemeanor, and upon conviction the person, firm or 
corporation so convicted shall be fined not less than twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars nor more than one hundred ($100.00) doilars nor 
imprisoned not less than ten (10) days nor more than thirty (30) 
days. . 

§ 4. Intent—Effect on Sales.—It is the intent of this Act to 
require the vendors of the type of real estate herein referred to com- 
ply with the restriction of this Act but the validity of a sale of such 
real estate shall not be impaired by the vendor’s failure to so com- 
ply, and the provisions of this Act shall not attach to any person, 
firm or corporation other than the person, firm or corporation who 
shall first lay out the sub-division. 
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§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish a New Voting Precinct Known as Parham 
in Union County. 


Section 1. Parham Voting Precinct, Union County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The voting precincts in Union County shall be the same as now pro- 
vided by law, except in Bogansville Township in said County, there 
is hereby established a new voting precinct to be known as Parham. 
The voting in said precinct shall be at the school house in said town- 
ship known as Parham school house. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create and Establish a State Board of Bank Control, 
and to Vest the Same with the Power of Supervision Over 
Banks, Banking Institutions, Building and Loan Associations, 
Cash Depositories, and All Institutions Doing Any Kind of 
Banking or Building and Loan Business, Including the Pro- 
mulgation of Rules, Regulations and Instructions for the 
Direction, Control and Protection of All Such Institutions, 
the Conservation of Their Assets, and the Liquidation There- 
of, and to Provide Penalties for the Violation of the Pro- 
visions of This Act or of Such Rules and Regulations. 


Section 1. State Board of Bank Control—Appointment— 
Terms—Vacancies—Compensation—Definitions.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: A State Board 
of Bank Control is hereby created and established, which shall be 
composed of five members, one of whom shall be the State Treas- 
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urer as an ex-officio member, who shall be chairman. The remaining 
four members shall be appointed by the Governor, two of whom 
shall be engaged in commercial banking and recommended by the 
State Banker’s Association, one shall be engaged in Building and 
Loan Association business and recommended by the said Associa- 
tions and one shall be in the Cash Depositories business and recom- 
mended by the representatives of the Cash Depositories affiliated with 
the State Banker’s Association. As soon as practicable after this Act 
is approved by the Governor, he. shall appoint four members of the 
said Board, one to serve for the term of one year, one for the term 
of two years, one for the term of three years, one for the term of 
four years, such terms to become effective the first of July, 1936, and 
upon the expiration of these terms of office, successors of the same 
classification shall be appointed for a term of four years. All ap- 
pointed members of said Board shall serve for the term indicated or 
until their successors are appointed and have qualified, and all va- 
cancies shall be filled in the same manner as regular appointments. 
The members of the Board, other than the State Treasurer, shall 
each receive a per diem of $5.00 for every day they are engaged in 
the business of the Board, not exceeding forty days per annum, and 
all of the members of the Board shall also be paid their actual neces- 
sary traveling and subsistence expenses incurred in the discharge of 
their duties under the provisions of this Act. The said State Board of 
Bank Control is hereinafter referred to in this Act as the Board. 
And except where otherwise specifically provided, the term “bank” 
or “banks” as used in this Act shall be construed to include cash de- 
positories and all institutions doing any kind of banking business, 
and the term “building and loan association” or “building and loan 
associations” as used in this Act shall be construed to include all in- 
stitutions doing any kind of building and loan business. 

§ 2. Supervise, Regulate, and Protect Banks and Building 
and Loan Associations——The Board is hereby vested with power 
of supervision over all banks and building and loan associations now 
or hereafter authorized to do business, and to provide regulations 
and instructions for the direction, control and protection of all such 
institutions, the conservation of their assets and the liquidation there- 
of, as may be necessary or proper to effectuate the purposes of this 
Act, and all such rules, regulations and instructions shall have like 
force and effect as if promulgated under the existing banking laws. 

§ 3. Approved.Applications for Charters of Banks and Build- 
ing and Loan Associations and Establishment of Branch Banks.— 
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No bank or building and loan association hereafter incorporated shall 
be granted a charter by the Secretary of State, unless and until the 
Board has approved such application in writing ; nor shall any branch 
bank be established without the approval in writing by the Board. 
Before any such application for the incorporation of a bank or build- 
ing and loan association, or the establishment of a branch bank shall 
be approved, the Board shall make an investigation to determine 
whether or not the applicants have complied with all the provisions 
of law and whether in the discretion of the Board, they are qualified 
to operate such institution and whether the establishment of such 
Bank or Building and Loan Association or of such branch bank 
would serve the public interest, taking into consideration local cir- 
cumstances and conditions at the place where such bank or building 
and loan association or branch bank, proposes to do business. 

§ 4. Examining Department—Chief Examiner.—The Board is 
authorized and directed to set up an examining department, appoint- 
ing a Chief Examiner in charge and with such assistants, to be ap- 
pointed by him, subject to the consent of the Board, as may be neces- 
sary to perform the duties incidental to the work of the Board. The 
term of office of the Chief Examiner and his assistants shall be at the 
pleasure of the Board. 

§ 5. Compensation of Chief Examiner and Assistants.—The 
salaries of the Chief Examiner and his assistants shall be fixed by the 
Board, provided the salary of the Chief Examiner shall not exceed 
the sum of $3,600.00 per annum, and the salaries of his assistants 
shall not exceed the sum of $2,750.00 per annum, each, plus necessary 
travel and subsistence expenses. 

§ 6. Examinations—The Board shall have made at least two 
examinations every year of all banks and building and loan associa- 
tions in this State, and for each examination, it shall collect and pay 
over to the State Treasurer the following fees, to-wit: For the ex- 
amination of each bank or branch bank (not including cash deposi- 
tories) and of each building and loan association, $40.00 for the first 
$25,000.00 of resources, plus three cents for each additional $1,000- 
.0O of resources, determined at the time of such examination. The 
fees for examination of cash depositories shall be as follows: For 
those depositories with resources of less than $50,000.00, the sum of 
$15.00; for those with resources of over $50,000.00, the sum of 
$25.00. Provided, that any examination made under the authority of 
any agency of the Federal Government may be accepted by the Board, 
in its discretion, as equivalent to an examination made under the 
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terms of this Act. Provided, Further, that any bank with a capital 
of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, shall be examined for a fee 
of Twenty ($20.00) Dollars. 

§ 7, Take over Records of Present State Board of Bank Con- 
_ trol—Offices.—The Board shall take over all the records of the pres- 
ent State Board of Bank Control; and shall arrange for such office 
space as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act, 
but such office space shall be in the State Office Building if the same 
is available. 

§ 8. Conserve Assets of Banks and Building and Loan As- 
sociations—Conservators—Powers and Duties—Examinations— 
Terminate—Deposits—Reorganize.—(a) Whenever it shall deem it 
necessary in order to conserve the assets of any bank for the benefit of 
the depositors and other creditors thereof, the Board may appoint a 
conservator for any bank and require of him such bond and security 
as the Board deems proper. The Conservator, who shall serve at the 
pleasure of an d under the direction of the Board, shall take posses- 
sion of the books, records, and assets of every description of such 
bank, and take such action as may be necessary to conserve the as- 
sets thereof, pending further disposition of its business as provided 
by law. Such conservator shall have all rights, powers, and privileges 
now possessed by or hereafter given receivers of insolvent banks 
and shall be subject to the obligations and penalties not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act, to which receivers are now or may 
hereafter become subject. During the time that such conservator re- 
mains in possession of such bank, the rights of all parties with re- 
spect thereto, shall, subject to the other provisions of this subsec- 
tion, be the same as if a receiver had been appointed therefor. All ex- 
penses of any such conservatorship, shall be paid out of the assets 
of such bank and shall be a lien thereon which shall be prior to any 
other lien. The conservator shall receive as salary, an amount to be 
fixed by the Board. The conservator may employ an attorney or at- 
torneys at such reasonable compensation as may be agreed upon. 
Provided, the same shall be subject to the written approval of the 
Board. 

(b) The Board may cause to be made at any time such examina- 
tion of the affairs of any bank as it may deem necessary to inform it 
as to the financial condition of such bank, and the examiner shall 
make a report thereon to the Board at the earliest practicable date. 

(c) If the Board becomes satisfied it may safely be done and that 
it would be in the public interest, it may, in its discretion terminate 
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the conservatorship and permit such bank to resume the transaction 
of its business subject to such terms, conditions, restrictions and 
limitations as it may prescribe. 

(d) While such bank is in the hands of a conservator, the Board 
may require the conservator to set aside and make available for 
withdrawal by depositors and payment to other creditors, on a rata- 
ble basis, such amounts as in the opinion of the Board may safely 
be used for this purpose; and the Board may, in its discretion, but 
only if local conditions render it advisable, permit the conservator to 
receive deposits, but deposits received while the bank is in the hands 
of a conservator shall not be subject to any limitation as to payment 
or withdrawal, and such deposits shall be segregated and shail not 
be used to liquidate any indebtedness of such bank existing at the 
time that a conservator was appointed for it, or any subsequent in- 
debtedness incurred for the purpose of liquidating any indebtedness 
of such bank existing at the time such conservator was appointed. 
Such deposits received while the bank is in the hands of a conserva- 
tor, shall be kept on hand in cash, invested in the direct obligations 
of the United States, or of the State of South Carolina, either or 
both, or deposited with such bank or banks as may be designated by 
the Board. 

(e) Any bank in the hands of a conservator may be reorganized: 
(1) When the B oard shall be satisfied that the plan of reorganiza- 
tion is fair and equitable as to all depositors, other creditors and 
stockholders, and is in the public interest, and shall have approved 
the plan subject to such conditions, restrictions and limitations as it 
may prescribe, and (2) When, after reasonable notice of such re- 
organization, both depositors and other creditors representing at 
least seventy-five (75%) per cent in amount of the total deposits and 
other liabilities, and stockholders owning at least two-thirds of its 
outstanding capital stock as shown by the books of the bank, shall 
have consented in writing to the plan of reorganization; Provided, 
however, that claims of depositors or other creditors which will be 
satisfied in full under the provisions of the plan of reorganization 
shall not be included among the total deposits and other liabilities of 
the bank in determining the seventy-five (75%) per cent thereof as 
above provided. When such reorganization becomes effective, all 
books, records and assets of the bank shall be disposed of in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the plan and the affairs of the bank shall 
be conducted by its board of directors in the manner provided by the 
plan and under the conditions, restrictions and limitations, which

may have been prescribed by the Board. In any reorganization which 
shall have been approved and shall have become effective as provided 
herein, all depositors and other creditors and stockholders of such 
bank, whether or not they shall have consented to such plan of re- 
organization, shall be fully and in all respects subject to and bound 
by its provisions, and claims of all depositors and other creditors 
shall be treated as if they had consented to such plan of reorganiza- 
tion. 

(f£) After fifteen days have elapsed from the time the affairs of 
the bank shall have been returned to its directors by the conservator 
either with or without a reorganization as provided in sub-section (e) 
hereof, the provisions of sub-section (d) hereof with respect, to the 
segregation of deposits received while it is in the hands of a conser- 
vator and with respect to the use of such deposits to liquidate the in- 
debtedness of such bank shall no longer be effective: Provided, that 
before the conservator shall return the affairs of the bank to its di- 
rectors, he shall cause to be published in a newspaper in the city, 
town or county in which such bank is located, and if no newspaper 
is published in such city, town or county, in a newspaper to be se- 
lected by the Board, published in this State, a notice in form ap- 
proved by the Board, stating the date on which the affairs of the 
bank will be returned to its directors and that the said provisions of 
sub-Section (d) will not be effective after the expiration of fifteen 
days from such date; and on the date of the publication of such no- 
tice, the conservator shall immediately send to every person who is a 
depositor in such bank under sub-Section (d) a copy of such notice 
by registered mail addressed to the last known address of such per- 
son as shown by the records of the bank, and the conservator shall 
send a smiliar notice in like manner to every person making deposits 
in such bank under sub-Section (d) after the date of such newspaper 
publication and before the time when the affairs of the bank are re- 
turned to its directors. . 

(g) The foregoing provisions of this section shall apply mutatis 
mutandis to building and loan associations. 

§ 9. Liquidate Certain Banks and Building and Loan As- 
sociations.—(a) When the Board shall conclude that any bank for 
which a conservator has been or hereafter shall be appointed, is insol- 
vent, or in imminent danger of insolvency, and it is necessary in order 
to protect the interests of depositors and creditors to liquidate such 
bank, it shall order the liquidation thereof; and when liquidation 
shall have been so ordered the same shall be under and by the con- 
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servator appointed for such bank and shall continue until the liquida- 
tion of such bank has been completed. Any such conservator shall be 
vested with the same powers and duties as receivers of banks under 
existing laws, except as in its discretion the Board shall fix or limit 
the liquidation expenses of such bank. The liquidation of all such 
banks shall be under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed 
by the Board, and the conservator shall have the right to apply to a 
court of competent jurisdiction for direction and instruction on 
questions of law arising in the liquidation of any such bank. The 
foregoing provisions of this section shall apply mutatis mutandis to 
building and loan associations. 

(b) The terms hereof shall not be applicable to banks at present 
in liquidation under a receivership appointed by the order of Court 
and this Act shall not annul, invalidate or remove any receiver en- 
gaged at present in the liquidation of any bank. 

(c) Nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent the 
Board from appointing the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation 
Conservatcr or Receiver of any closed bank and the Board is here- 
by expressly authorized in its discretion to so appoint the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation as Conservator or Receiver of any 
closed bank as provided for under the terms of Section 264, Title 12, 
United States Code Annotated. (49 Statute 684), and the provisions 
of Act No. 339 of the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina for 1935. 

§ 10. Conservators—Qualifications——No person shall be ap- 
pointed conservator of any institution under the provisions of this 
Act who- was an officer, director, or attorney of such institution at 
the time the Board determined to create such conservatorship, or who 
within two years prior to that time had been such officer, director or 
attorney. 

§ 11. Penalty.—Any violation of the provisions of this Act or 
of any of the duly promulgated rules and regulations issued by the 
Board under the authority or this Act shall be deemed a misde- 
meanor and shall be punishable by a fine of uot exceeding $5,000.00, 
or imprisonment not exceeding one year or both. 

§ 12. Saving Clause.—If any provisions of this Act are declared 
unconstitutional or the applicability thereof to any person or circum- 
stances is held invalid, the constitutionality or validity of the re- 
mainder of the Act and the applicability of such provisions otherwise 
shall not be affected thereby. 
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§ 13. Succeed Board Created under Act 1209, 1934 Acts.—The 
Board hereby created together with the powers and duties herein de- 
volved upon it shall succeed to the Board created under the provi- 
sions of Act 1209 of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina of the year, 1934. 

§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 15. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act to Amend Subdi- 
visions (1) and (3) of Section 3757, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, Relating to Magistrates and Constables in 
the County of Charleston by Making Further Provisions Re- 
specting the Territorial Jurisdictions of the Several Mag- 
istrates, by Abolishing the Office of Magistrate at Ten Mile 
Hill in Charleston County and by Making Further Provisions 
Relative to Magistrates in Charleston County’’ by Providing 
for the Jurisdiction of Criminal Offenses and Causes of Ac- 
tion Arising in Districts Where the Office of Magistrate is 
Vacant or the Magistrate is Dead, Disqualified, or Otherwise 
Incapable of Serving. ‘ 


Section 1. § 3757, 1932 Code, Amended—Jurisdiction of Mag- 
istrates, Charleston County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2 of an Act en- 
titled “An Act to Amend Sub-Divisions (1) and (3) of Section 
3757, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, Relating to Magis- 
trates and Constables in the County of Charleston by making further 
Provisions respecting the Territorial Jurisdictions of the Several 
Magistrates, by Abolishing the Office of Magistrate at Ten Mile 
Hill in Charleston County and by making further provisions rela- 
tive to Magistrates in Charleston County” be, and the same is, hereby 
amended by adding the following proviso at the end of said Sec- 
tion: “Provided, That in case the office of Magistrate of any district 
in Charleston County is vacant and in cases where the Magistrate of 
a district is dead, disqualified or otherwise incapable of serving, all 
criminal offenses committed, or having been committed, within his 
jurisdiction and all causes of action arising, or having arisen, there- 
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in shall be within the jurisdiction of and triable by any other Magis-

Section 2: That Sub-division (3) of Section 3757 of the 1932

in lieu thereof the following, to be known as Sub-division (3) of 
Section 3757: 

“(3) The Magistrates of the County of Charleston, outside of the 
City of Charleston, shall be located as follows: One in Second St. 
James Goose Creek Parish, whose jurisdiction shall be limited to 
and include all territory in the Parishes of First St. James Goose 
Creek, Second St. James Goose Creek, and St. Phillip’s and St. 
Michael’s ; the office of Magistrate at Ten Mile Hill in the County 
of Charleston be and the same is hereby abolished; said Magistrate 
of Second St. James Goose Creek Parish shall have the right to ap- 
point two constables; one in the Parish of St. Andrew’s, whose 
jurisdiction shall be limited to the territory in said parish, and he 
shall have the right to appoint one constable; one on Edisto Island, 
whose jurisdiction shall be limited to the territory included in Edisto 
Island ; one on Wadmalaw Island, whose jurisdiction shall be limited 
to the territory included in Wadmalaw Island; two on John’s Island, 
whose jurisdiction shall be limited to the territory included in John’s 
Island ; one on James Island, whose jurisdiction shall be limited to 
the territory included in James Island; one on Sulliyan’s Island, 
whose jurisdiction shall be limited to the territory included in Sulli- 
van’s Island and the Isle of Palms; one in the twon of Mt. Pleasant, 
whose jurisdiction shall be limited to the territory included in said 
town and Christ Church Parish, one at Awensdaw Bridge, on Awens- 
daw Creek, which divides the parish of St. James Santee from 
Christ Church Parish, whose jurisdiction shall be limited to the terri- 
tory included in St. James Santee Parish; one on Christ Church 
Parish, to be located at or near Seven mile Stone, whose jurisdiction 
shall be limited to the territory included in Christ Church Parish ; 
one at McClellanville, whose jurisdiction shall be limited to the terri- 
tory in the parish of St. James Santee; three in St. Paul’s Parish, 
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one of whom shall be located at or near Meggetts, one at Adams 
Run, and one at Warrens Gross Roads, whose jurisdiction shall in- 
clude all territory of Charleston County to the North of the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad, and bounding on the East on a line running due 
North from Rantowles to the Dorchester County line, and West by 
the Edisto River. 

The salaries for all magistrates and magistrates’ constables in 
Charleston County, with the exception of the magistrates in the City 
of Charleston and the magistrates at Second St. James Goose Creek 
Parish, St. Andrew’s Parish and St. James Santee shall receive a 
salary of $500.00 per annum, and constables of such magistrates 
shall receive a salary of $250.00 per annum. The salaries of the 
magistrates and the constables in the City of Charleston and the 
parishes of Second St. James Goose Creek and St. Andrew’s shall 
be fixed annually in the Charleston County Supply Bill. Provided, 
That in case the office of Magistrate of any district in Charleston 
County is vacant and in cases where the Magistrate of a district is 
dead, disqualified or otherwise incapable of serving, all criminal of- 
fenses committed, of having been committed, within his jurisdiction 
and all causes of action arising, or having arisen, therein shall be 
within the jurisdiction of an triable by any other Magistrate in 
Charleston County other than the Ministerial Magistrates within the 
City of Charleston. An in all cases in which the Magistrate before 
whom the matter is presented shall deem it necessary to prescribe a 
change of venue, the venue thereof may thus be transferred to any 
other Magistrate in Charleston County other than the three (3) 
Ministerial Magistrates in the City of Charleston. 

§ 2. This Act is not intended to repeal any Act or parts of Acts 
but is intended cumulative to all existing laws.

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of Special Constables 
to Serve in Six Mile and Pumpkintown Communities in 
Pickens County, and to Fix Their Compensation. 


Section 1. Police Protection for Six Mile and Pumpkintown | 
Communities, Pickens County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That, in order to provide 
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proper and more adequate policy protection for Six Mile and Pump- 
kintown communities in the County of Pickens, which places are of 
considerable distance from the residence of existing County Officers 
and are entitled to some special consideration, the following officers 
are hereby created and provided for: 

§ 2. Appoint Constables for Magistrates at Six Mile and 
Pumpkintown.—That the Pickens County Constable Commission is 
hereby authorized and directed to appoint a Magistrate’s constable 
to serve under the magistrates at Six Mile and Pumpkintown for a 
term of two years, beginning May 1, 1936. 

§ 3. Bond.—That said magistrates’ constables shall be commis- 
sioned by the respective magistrates at Six Mile and Pumpkintown 
and shall give bond as required by law in the sum of $1,000.00, the 
premium on which shall be paid by the County of Pickens. 

§ 4. Duties and Powers.—That said Magistrates’ constables 
shall assist the present County constables in performing all the mag- 
istrate’s work, coming before the magistrate by whom they are com- 
missioned only; and shall be clothed with all the power and authority 
of other peace officers within the limitation of their duties herein 
prescribed. : 

§ 5. Compensation.—That said Magistrates’ constables shall turn 
over to the County of Pickens all moneys arising on the criminal 
side of the Court but may retain as a part of their compensation the 
regular fees allowed by law upon the civil side of Court, and shall 
be paid by the County of Pickens, out of the contingent fund, upon 
the written authority of a majority of the Pickens County delegation 
the sum of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars per month.

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South Carolina, 1932, be and the same is hereby amended by adding 
after the word “mortgagee” on line 5 of said section the following:

AN ACT to Amend Section 7869 Code of Laws for 1932 Per- 
taining to Amount that may be Borrowed from a Bank by 
Any Person Other than a Director or Stockholder Thereof 
by Providing for Additional Amounts Where Loan is Secured 
by Shipping Documents, Warehouse Receipts and Other 
Documents Covering Certain Property. 


Section 1. § 7869, 1932 Code, Amended—Amounts Borrow 
from Banks.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 7869, Volume 3, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, pertaining to the amount that may be borrowed 
from a bank by any person other than a director or stockholder be 
amended by inserting the following after the word “borrowed” on 
line 10 of sai d Section: ; 

“Provided, that the obligations of any person, copartnership, as- 
sociation, or corporation in the form of notes or drafts secured by 
shipping documents, warehouse receipts or other such documents 
transferring or securing title covering readily marketable, nonper- 
ishable staples when such property is fully covered by insurance, 
if it is customary to insure such staples, shall be subject under this 
Section to a limitation of fifteen (15) per centum of such capital and 
surplus in addition to such ten (10) per centum of such capital and 
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surplus when the market value of such staples securing such obliga- 
tions is not at any time less than one hundred and fifteen (115) per 
centum of the face amount of such obligation and to an additional 
increase of limitation of five (5) per centum of such capital and sur- 
plus in addition to such twenty-five (25) per centum of such capital 
and surplus when the market value of such staples securing such ad- 
ditional obligation is not at any time less than one hundred and 
twenty (120) per centum of the face amount of such additional ob- 
ligation and to further increases of limitation of five (5) per centum 
of such capital and surplus in addition to such thirty (30) per cen- 
tum of such capital and surplus for each and every additional five 
(5) per centum of the market value of such staples securing such 
additional obligations to a total limitation of fifty (50) per centum 
of such capital and surplus, but this exception shall not apply to ob- 
ligations of any one person, copartnership, association, or corporation 
arising from the same transaction or secured upon the identical 
staples for more than ten months,” so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 7869: The total liabilities to any such bank or any per- 
son other than a director or officer thereof, or of any company, cor- 
poration or firm, for money borrowed, including in the liabilities of 
a company or firm the liabilities of the several members thereof, 
shall at no time exceed one-tenth part of the amount of the capital 
stock of any such bank actually paid in and its surplus, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the directors of the bank, in which xase they may 
be extended to fifteen (15) per cent. of the capital stock actually 
paid in and the surplus of said bank; but the discount of bills of ex- 
change drawn in good faith against existing values and the discount 
of commercial or business papers shall not be considered as money 
borrowed: Provided, that the obligations of any person, copartner- 
ship, association, or corporation in the form of notes or drafts secured 
by shipping documents, warehouse receipts or other such documents 
transferring or securing title covering readily marketable, nonper- 
ishable staples when such property is fully covered by insurance, if 
it is customary to insure such staples, shall be subject under this 
Section to a limitation of fifteen (15) per centum of such capital 
and surplus in addition to such ten (10) per centum of such capital 
and surplus when the market value of such‘staples securing such ob- 
ligations is not at any time less than one hundred and fifteen (115) 
per centum of the face amount of such obligation and to an addi-

restriction of this section shall not apply to existing loans now in the 
process of liquidation.”

AN ACT to Amend Sub-section I of Section 3413 of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, so as to Reduce the Di- 
mensions of the Bars and Mesh of Purse-nets and Seines 
Used in Taking Non-food Fish from the Waters of This State. 


Section 1. § 3413, 1932 Code, Amended—Dimensions of Bars 
and Mesh of Purse-nets and Seines Use Catch Non-food Fish.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Sub-section 1 of Section 3413 of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, be. and the same is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word “one” between the word “than” and the word 
“each” on line 6 of said Sub-section and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “three-fourths”, and by striking out the word “two” between 
the words “‘than” and “inches” on line 7 of said Sub-section and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the words “one and one-half”, so that when 
so amended the said Sub-section 1 of Section 3413 shall read as fol- 
lows: 


“3413 (1). From and after the passage of this section it shall be 
lawful for any person, firm or corporation to fish for and catch with 
purse-nets and seines menhaden and other non-food fish known as 
menhaden fish within the waters of this State, which shall include 
the Atlantic Ocean lying within the distance of three miles from the 
shores of this State: Provided, That no purse-net or seine with bars 
of less than three-fourths inch or a mesh of less than one and one- 
half inches shall be used for the purpose of catching non-food fish 
as herin provided.”

AN ACT to Create Courts of Domestic Relations in All Counties in 
This State Containing a City Having Over 60,000 Population 
According to the 1930 United States Census; and to Provide 
the Powers, Authority and Jurisdiction Thereof. 


Section 1. Short Title—Applicable to Counties with City over 
60,000.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: This Act shall be known as the “domestic relations court 
act” and may be so cited and shall apply to all counties in this State 
containing a city having a population of over 60,000, according to 
the 1930 United States Census. 

§ 2. Definitions.—Certain words as used in this Act have the 
following meaning for the purposes thereof : 

(1) Court means the “Domestic Relations Court of the County 

(2) Judge means the judge of the domestic relations court of the 
county. 

(3) The words part, division, clerk, probation officer, employee, 
officer, shall be construed as if followed by the words “of the do- 
mestic relations court of the county.” 

(4) Surety means a person or corporation executing an under- 
taking or depositing cash in lieu thereof. 

(5) The person for whom support is asked shall be known as the 
petitioner. 

(6) The person legally chargeable with the support of a wife or 
child shall be known as the respondent. 

(7) Child means a person actually or apparently under sixteen 
years of age. 

(8) Adult means a person sixteen years of age or older. 

(9) Delinquent child means a child over seven and under sixteen 
years of age (a) who violates any law of the United States or of this 
State or any municipal ordinance, or who commits any act which if 
committed by an adult would be an offense punishable otherwise 
than by death or life imprisonment; (b) who is incorrigible, ungov- 
ernable or habitually disobedient and beyond the control of his par- 
ents, guardian, custodian or other lawful authority; (c) who is 
habitually truant; (d) who, without just cause and without the con- 
sent of his parent, guardian or other custodian, deserts his home or 
place of abode; (e) who engages in any occupation which is in vio- 
lation of law; (£) who begs or who solicits alms or money in public 
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places; (g) who associates with immoral or vicious persons; (h) 
who frequents any place the maintenance of which is in violation of 
law; (i) who habitually uses obscene or profane language; or (j) 
who so deports himself as wilfully to injure or endanger the morals 
or health of himself or others, 

(10) Juvenile delinquency is the commission by a child over seven 
and under the age of sixteen years of any of the offenses enumer- 
ated in the foregoing definition of a delinquent child. 

(11) Neglected child means a child under sixteen years of age 
(a) who is without proper guardianship; (b) who has been aban- 
doned or deserted by either or by both of its parents or by any other 
person or persons lawfully charged with its care and custody; (c) 
whose parent, guardian or person with whom the child lives, by rea- 
son of cruelty, mental incapacity, immorality or depravity is unfit 
properly to care for such child; (d) whose parent or guardian has 
been sentenced to imprisonment for crime; (e) who is under unlaw- 
ful or improper supervision, care, custody or restraint by any per- 
son; (f) who wanders about without lawful occupation or restraint, 
or who is unlawfully kept out of school; (g) whose parent, guardian 
or custodian neglects or refuses, when able to do so, to provide neces- 
sary medical, surgical, institutional or hospital care for such child; 
(h) who is found in any place the maintenance of which is in vio- 
lation of law; (i) who is in such condition of want or suffering or 
is under such improper guardianship or control as to injure or en- 
danger the morals or health of himself or others. 

(12) Destitute child means a child who through no neglect on the 
part of his parent, guardian, or custodian is destitute or homeless, or 
in a state of want or suffering due to lack of food, clothing, shelter, 
or medical or surgical care. 

(13) Physically handicapped child means a person under twenty- 
one years of age who, by reason of a physical defect or infirmity, 
whether congenital or acquired by accident, injury or disease, is or 
may be expected to be totally or partly incapacitated for education or 
for remunerative occupation, but shall not include the deaf and blind. 

(14) The words place, placed, commitment, and committed in- 
clude replace, replaced, recommitment and recommitted respectively. 

§ 3. Domestic Relations Court for Counties with City over 
60,000.—T here is hereby established in and for all counties in the 
State containing a city of over 60,000 population according to the 
1930 United States Census, a court of domestic relations to be known 
as the “Domestic Relations Court of the County of ............. e 
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which shall be a court inferior to the circuit court, and shall have the 
powers and jurisdiction herein provided. 

§ 4, Divisions of the Court.—The court shail comprise two di- 
visions to be known as the “Children’s Court” and the “Family 
Court”, respectively. 

§ 5. Judge.—The Judge of such Court shall be appointed by the 
concurrence of four of the following five officials, to wit: the resident 
judge of the circuit in which such county lies, the circuit solicitor of 
said circuit, probate judge of the county, the recorder or judge of the 
police court of the city containing more than 60,000 population and 
the judge of the county court or other court in said county inferior 
to the circuit court. The appointment shall be in writing and signed 
by the appointing officials and such written appointment so signed 
shall be and constitute the warrant of the Judge of the Domestic 
Relations Court of said county, and the Governor shall forthwith is- 
sue a commission to him upon receipt of notice of said appointment. 
No person shall be eligible to appointment as judge unless such per- 
son shall have been admitted to practice as an attorney and counselor 
at law of the Supreme Court of the State of South Carolina at least 
ten years prior to the date of such appointment, and shall have re- 
sided in said county at least ten years. In making such appointments 
- the said officials shall select persons who because of their character, 
personality, tact, patience and common sense are especially qualified 
for the work of the Court. During his term of office he shall not en- 
gage directly or indirectly in any other business or profession but 
shall devote his entire time and capacity, so far as the public interest 
demands, to the duties of his office. During his term of office he shall 
not practice in any other court of the State, nor shall he hold any other 
public office, nor shall he act as referee or receiver. No judge, officer, 
or employee of the Court shall demand nor receive for his own use 
any fees or perquisites of office. The salary of the Judge shall be 
$3000.00 per annum, payable monthly as county officers are paid. 

§ 6. Judge—Term—Removable—Vacancy.—The Judge shall 
hold office for a term of seven years, and until his successor has been 
appointed and qualified, and he shall be removable for cause by the 
concurrence of four of the five appointing officials after a full hear- 
ing at which he shall be fully informed as to any charge against him 
and shall be entitled to be present and have counsel, and to offer evi- 
dence. When a vacancy occurs in the office of Judge it shall be filled 
by appointment in the manner of the original appointment, as pro- 
vided in Section 5, for a term of seven years. 
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§ 7. Judge Make Certain Rules and Regulations.—It shali be 
the duty of the Judge to make rules and regulations governing the 
following subjects: 

1. Regarding practice and procedure in the court of his county: 

2. Regarding probation ; 

3. Regarding the receipt and payment of funds for the support 
of wives or children. 

4. Regarding the conduct and control of officers and employees. 
Such rules shall be printed within a reasonable time after their adop- 
tion and copies shall be available for the public and, insofar as the 
same are not in conflict with existing provisions of law, and of this 
act, shall have the force of law. 

§ 8. Attendance of Clerk and Probation Officer—Court Rec- 
ords—Investigations—Subpoenas.—The Judge shall prescribe the 
hours for the attendance of the Clerk and Probation Officer. He shall 
cause to be established and supervised a system for keeping the rec- 
ords of the court and its various divisions. The Judge shall on his 
own initiative or on complaint, cause to be investigated all matters 
pertaining to the Court or to the officers or employees thereof, and 
‘shall take such steps as may be necessary or proper in respect there- 
to. He may take testimony under oath with regard to any matter 
concerning the Court, and may issue or cause to be issued a subpoena 
requiring witnesses to appear and testify and to produce books and 
papers in regard to all matters relevant to such inquiry. 

§ 9. Clerk—Probation Officer—Appointment—Term—Vacancy 
—Salary—Bond.—The Judge shall have control over the of- 
ficers of the Court which shall be a clerk and a Probation officer. 
Both officers shall be appointed by the Judge for a term of two yéars 
but may be reappointed at the expiration of that term. Any vacancy 
shall be filled by the Judge. Any officer may be removed by the Judge 
for cause, provided-tha t written charges must be first submitted. 

The salary of the clerk shall be fixed by the Judge at a figure not 
exceeding $1200.00 per annum and shall be paid by the County 
Treasurer in monthly installments. Before taking office the clerk 
shall give a bond of $5000.00 conditioned on the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties. 

The salary of the Probation officer shall likewise be fixed by the 
Judge at a figure not exceeding $1500.00 per annum and shall be 
paid by the County Treasurer in monthly installments. Before tak- 
ing office the Probation officer shall give a bond of $5000.00 condi- 
tioned on the faithful performance of his duties. 
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§ 10. Duties of Clerk of Children’s Court.—The clerk of the 
children’s court shall have the following duties, among others: 

1, Records. He shall cause to be kept a complete and accurate 
record of all the proceedings in the various divisions of the court and 
of all money received and disbursed. 

2. Reports. He shall report in writing to the Judge each month 
the number, character and disposition of the cases coming before the 
court in its various divisions and handled, the amounts of money re- 
ceived and disbursed by the court for support, and such other infor- 
mation as the Judge may require. He shall keep or cause to be kept 
such records of children as shall be prescribed or approved by the 
Judge, and shall make to the Judge such statistical and other reports 
concerning children as he shall deem to be necessary or as the Judge 
shall require. 

3. Annual report; budget. It shall be his duty to prepare and sub- 
mit to the Judge prior to January tenth of each year the annual re- 
port of the court for the preceding calendar year. It shall also be his 
duty on or before the tenth day of January to prepare and submit 
to the Judge the tentative budget for the expenses of the court for 
the ensuing calendar year. 

4. Expenditure of funds. He shall be responsible for seeing that 
no funds appropriated for the court are illegally or improperly ex- 
pended. 

5. Seal. He shall be the custodian of the court’s records and offi- 
cial papers and of the official seal of the court, and shall affix it to 
certificates of the court’s records and to such other papers as the 
Judge may require. 

6. Act as clerk of court. He shall have all the powers of a clerk 
of court and shall act as such in the work of the court. 

7. Bonds. He shall cause to be kept an accurate record of all bonds 
furnished, both for bail and for support, which shall include the 
names of sureties, of the person on whose behalf given, the date and 
the amount, and such other information as may be required by the 
director of administration. 

8. Bureau of information. He shall maintain a bureau of informa- 
tion for the public and shall promptly report to the Judge the nature 
and circumstances of all complaints made relative to the court or its 
officers or employees. 

§ 11. Clerk of Court—Prepare Papers—Handle Funds—Re- 
port.—Petitions for support and complaints for non-support and pe- 
titions relating to a child and all legal process shall be prepared by the 
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clerk of court and shall be filed by him. He shall have custody of 
all bonds and cash deposited, and when such funds are to be applied 
for the benefit of a petitioner he shall turn them over to the support 
bureau for that purpose. He shall report in writing to the Judge at 
least once in each month the fines imposed and received. The clerk 
shall pay over the amount of all fines received by him to the County 
Treasurer on or before the fifth day of each month. 

§ 12. Probation Officer—The Judge shall appoint a probation 
officer who shall report to him at frequent intervals on the conduct 
of probation in the various divisions of the court. Subject to the di- 
rection of the Judge, he shall have charge of the probation work of 
the court. He shall formulate uniform methods for the probation 
work of the court and develop processes in the technique of case- 
work, including investigation, interviewing, use of records, analysis 
of information, diagnosis, plan of treatment, correlation of effort by 
individuals and agencies, and methods of influencing human behavior. 

§ 13. Duties of Probation Officer.—It shall be the duty of the 
probation officer, unless the court otherwise directs, to make a prompt 
and thorough investigation, before, during or after hearing, concern- 
ing the history, character and circumstances of any case assigned to 
him. His reports shall be submitted to the court and they shall in- 
clude such facts as may aid the court in correcting conditions respon- 
sible for the appearance of the case in court and in planning for the 
future welfare of the parties involved. Every probation officer shall 
keep himself informed as to the conduct and condition of all proba- 
tioners under his supervision and shall visit them as often as may be 
necessary, and shall report thereon to the court in such manner and 
at such times as the Court shall require. He shall visit the petitioner ” 
and the home at such times as the rules of the Court shall prescribe. 
It shall be the duty of each probation officer assigned to the work of 
supervision in the family court to secure the prompt payment by the 
persons under his supervision of such sums as have been ordered by 
the court to be paid for support, and to report promptly to the Court 
any failure by the probationer to make such payments, or to comply 
in any important respect with the conditions of his probation. The 
probation officer shall keep accurate accounts of all moneys and other 
articles collected or taken from the persons under his supervision 
and shall make a report of the same to the Court. He shall keep an 
accurate record of all money received by him from his probationers 
in the family court, or on their behalf, and shall report this in de- 
tail each week to the Court. He shall report promptly to the Court 
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any conduct of the probationer or other circumstances that in his 
judgment is in violation of the conditions of probation or that would 
’ lead the court to modify those conditions or revoke the probation. The 
probation officer shall be vested with the power and authority con- 
ferred by law upon constables. 

§ 14. Oaths—Acknowledgments.—The Judge and Clerk shall 
have power to administer oaths and take acknowledgements. 

§ 15. Receipts and Disbursements.—Each day at the close of the 
day the Clerk shall deposit in a bank approved by the Court all funds 
then on hand. He shall keep a careful and accurate record of all 
money received and paid out in accordance with the rules of the 
court, He shall cause to be given or sent to each person making pay- 
ments to such bureau a receipt upon a printed form to be signed in 
the name of the court with his name signed thereto, with a state- 
ment of the amount of money received and from whom and on whose 
behalf. Each such receipt shall carry a serial number, which shall 
also appear upon a carbon copy on an identical form, on which the 
information filled in on the original shall appear. He shall cause to 
be promptly transmitted to the probation officer in charge of each 
case information with regard to all payments made relative thereto 
and shall report specifically to such officer all instances where re- 
quired payments have not been made within a two weeks’ period. No 
such carbon copy shall for any reason be destroyed. It shall be the 
duty of the Judge at least once a month to carefully examine and 
check over these carbon copies and the records of all money received 
and paid out in said part. 

§ 16. Probation Officer Make Investigations—Supervise Pro- 
bationers.—It shall be the duty of the probation officer to interview 
petitioners for support, to obtain from them and from others, as far 
as possible, all information necessary to a constructive plan of treat- 
ment and the proper handling of their cases by the court, to obtain 
from the appropriate departments of government and from private 
agencies stich information with regard to the previous records of 
stich persons and their families as may be appropriate, and to visit 
such petitioners and their homes, as well as such members of their 
families as may be necessary. He shall promptly report to the Court 
in writing the results of its investigations and without attempt to 
_ color the facts or influence the court’s decision. He shall supervise 
persons placed on probation by the court and to see that the condi- 
tions of probation are carried out by the probationer, and to aid by 
counsel and advice, and in other ways, in maintaining the families 
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under their care as social units, and to bring about harmonious re- 
lations in the home. ; 

§ 17. Terms of Court—Hours.—The Court shall be open and 
sessions of court shall be held every day in the year except Sundays 
and legal holidays. The Court shall be open and ready for the trans- 
action of business on all such days at ten o’clock in the morning, 
and shall not close before two o’clock in the afternoon on week days 
nor before noon on Saturdays. The Judge shall be in actual attend- 
ance thereon during such hours, except for a reasonable recess, 

§ 18. Court Quarters, Furniture, Supplies, Etc—The Court 
established by this Act shall occupy and use such quarters as shall be 
assigned by the clerk of the Court of Common Pleas and General 
Sessions of the county in the Court house for the Court established 
by this Act. All furniture, equipment, supplies and other property or 
service in the custody or use of or allotted to said courts shall be 
provided by the County Supervisor, Until quarters shall have been 
assigned in the court house, as aforesaid, the Judge, with the written 
approval of the Senator and a majority of the members of the House 
of the county, shall arrange to secure temporary quarters for the 
Court as convenient to the court house as may be practicable, the ex- 
pense to be defrayed from the contingent fund provided for the 
Court. The stationery and printing of the Court shall also be defrayed 
from such contingent fund. 

§ 19. Attendance of Children at Court.—So far as possible a 
waiting room shall be provided for the care of children brought to 
court by petitioners. Unless directed by the Court, children shall not 
be permitted in the court room, except where the proceedings are in 
relation to the child. 

§ 20. Inspection of Court Records.—The records of any case, 
in the children’s court, by order of the Court, may be withheld from 
indiscriminate public inspection in the discretion of the Judge, but 
such records shall be open to inspection by the parent, guardian, next 
friend or attorney of the child. Any duly authorized agency, associa- 
tion, society or institution to which a child is committed may cause 
an inspection of the record of investigation to be had, and may in the 
discretion of the court obtain a copy of the whole or a part of such 
record. 

§ 21. Court Seal—The Court shall have an official seal in such 
form as may be prescribed bv the Judge. 

§ 22. County and Municipal Authorities Cooperate—Institu- 
tions Report on Children—Request Other Agencies Cooperate — 
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It is hereby made the duty of every county and municipal officer and 
employee to render such assistance and cooperation as shall be with- 
in his jurisdictional power, te further the objects of this Act. All in- 
stitutions or other agencies to which any child shall be committed 
are hereby required to give to the court or its representative such in- 
formation concerning such child as the court or a justice thereof may 
require, The court is authorized to seek the cooperation of all socie- 
ties or organizations, public or private, having for their object the 
protection or aid of children, to the end that the court may be as- 
sisted in every reasonable way to give the children within its juris- 
diction such care, protection and assistance as will best enhance their 
welfare, 

§ 23. Enforce Court Orders and Decrees.—All of tHe provisions 
of the State law relating to civil and criminal contempts shall apply 
to this Court, and the Court and the Judge thereof shall have all 
the power and authority of the Circuit Court, or a Judge thereof, 
to enforce its orders and decrees by punishment for contempt, as 
in the equitable jurisdiction of the Circuit Courts of South Carolina. 


§ 24. Appeals—An appeal may be taken to the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of the County by any party to the proceeding from any 
final order or judgment of the Court, by the service within five (5) 
days after the entry of said order or judgment, of written notice of 
appeal, containing the grounds of alleged error. All notices of or in 
connection with appeals shall be served upon the Judge and upon 
the attorney for the County Board of Commissioners as well as upon 
the appellee or his attorney. In all proceedings in which the County 
is participating the attorney for the County Board of Commissioners 
shall conduct the appeal to final termination, but the consent or ap- 
proval of the attorney for the County Board of Commissioners to 
other appeals shall not be necessary. 

When notice of appeal is served as herein provided, the Judge 
shall within ten (10) days make return to the Court of Common 
Pleas of the County upon the appeal concisely setting forth the perti- 
nent and material facts, the grounds of the decision appealed from, 
copies of all papers filed in the record, and a copy of such testimony 
as may have been taken, or a memorandum of evidence, if testimony 
was not taken in the matter. The return shall be verified on oath by 
the Judge. 

In family court cases the appeal shall not operate as a stay of 
proceedings in respect to the order and no stay shall be granted, un- 
less the appellant deposits with the Clerk of Court from which the 
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appeal is taken the sum of $100.00 in cash, which may be applied to 
the support of the petitioner during said appeal, or unless he gives 
sufficient surety by a written undertaking approved by the Judge 
of the Court, that during the pendency of such appeal he will pay 
the amount directed to be paid to the family court for the support 
of the petitioner. Failure to make such payments automatically va- 
cates such stay. 

The Court of Common Pleas may reverse or affirm wholly or 
partly, or may modify the decisions brought up for review. If a 
new trial is ordered it shall be had in the domestic relations court. 
All appeals under this Act shall have preference in the Court of 
Common Pleas over all other civil actions and proceedings. 

§ 25. Counsel for Court.—The attorney for the County Board 
of Commissioners shall act as counsel for the Court, and, at the 
direction of the Court, shall represent either party to a controversy 
who has no counsel, in cases where the opposing party is represented 
by counsel, and shall take charge of all legal proceedings on behalf 
of the Court where the Court’s action is under review. 

§ 26. Jurisdiction of Children’s Court—(1) Children. The 
children’s court in each county shall have exclusive original juris- 
diction within such county to hear and determine all cases or pro- 
ceedings involving the hearing, trial, parole, probation, remand or 
commitment of children actually or apparently under the age of 
sixteen years, or who were under the age of sixteen years when the 
act or offense is alleged to have been committed, or the right of 
action in such case or proceeding accrued, who are, or who are alleged 
to be (a) delinquent, (b) pyhsically handicapped (c) material wit- 
nesses, (d) tnental defectives, (e) neglected, and shall also have juris- 
diction to appoint guardians of the person of such children and to 
grant orders for the adoption of such children. Such court shall 
also have jurisdiction in such proceedings to determine the ques- 
tion of the rightful custody of such children if their custofy is sub- 
ject to controversy and insofar as such custody or controversy re- 
lates to their immediate care. The Court may refer to any magistrate 
having jurisdiction any delinquent child who it may conclude should 
be tried in the criminal courts. 

(2) Adults; liability for support of children. The children’s court 
shall also have jurisdiction whenever the issues involving a delin- 
quent or neglected child are before the court, to inquire into and 
determine the liability of any parent or other person who is charged 
with failure to provide for the maintenance of any such child, when 
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such person is required by law to provide for its care arid mainten- 
ance; and to inquire into and determine the liability of the parent 
of any child committed by the court, pursuant to any provision of 
law to a duly authorized association, agency, society, or institution, 
and the liabilty of any other person required by law to support or 
maintain any such child; and if judgment be rendered affirming the 
liability of any such parent or other person to pay for the main- 
tenance, in whole or in part, of such child, and the court is satisfied, 
after proper investigation and hearing that such parent or other 
person is able to contribute towards its support, the court may 
be order require of such parent or other person the weekly or 
monthly payment toward the maintenance or support of any such 
child such sum of money as the court shall deem fair and equitable, 
and may specify in the order the place where and the person, of- 
ficer or agency to whom such payments shall be made; and if the 
sum paid shall be for the maintenance of a child committed by the 
court it shall be credited to the agency, association, society or in- 
stitution having custody of the child, or to the city, or county hav- 
ing the burden of its care and maintenance. Proceedings under this 
subdivision may be instituted by a duly authorized agency, associa- 
tion, society or institution or by an interested party or on the court’s 
own motion. The court may issue a summons or in a proper case a 
warrant or other process to secure or compel the attendance of any 
necessary person, and such order, when made, shall be enforceable 
and subject to exectttion as are orders and injunctions of courts of 
equity in this State: 

(3) The children’s court shall, except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided, have exclusive original jurisdiction in all cases against persons 
charged with a failure to obey any order of the court made pursuant 
to the provisions of this section, and any violation of an order made 
pursuant to the provisions of this section shall be punishable as a 
contempt of court. 

§ 27. Institute Proceedings with Petition—Petitioners—Title. 
——The parent or custodian of any child, an official of a child welfare 
board, any public official charged by law with the care of the poor, 
the recognized agents of any duly authorized agency, association, 
society or institution, or any person having knowledge or informa- 
tion of a nature which convinces such person that a child is neglected 
or delinquent, or that any child, by reason of its condition, environ- 
ment or of its own acts is, in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, subject to the jurisdiction of the children’s court, or any person 
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who has suffered injury through the delinquency of such child or 
is concerned in its guardianship or adoption, may institute a pro- 
ceeding respecting such child by filing with the court a petition, 
verified by affidavit, which petition shall state such facts as will bring 
the child within the jurisdiction of the court. The petition shall in- 
clude the name and street address of the child and of its parents or 
other person or persons having the guardianship, custody, control 
or supervision of such child, or the person with whom it is domiciled, 
if the same be known to the petitioner, or shall set forth that they 
are unknown if that be the fact; and the petition shall conclude with 
a prayer to the court for such action or relief as the law provides. 
The title of the proceeding shall be “Domestic Relations Court of 
the County of ......... eee ee eee Children’s Court, In the mat- 
ter Of eon ca bases od Soe OoeE eaten a child under the age of six- 
teen years.” 

§ 28. Judge Direct Summons—Witnesses.—Upon the filing of 
a petition the Judge may, either forthwith or after an investigation 
which he may direct to be made, cause a summons to be issued, 
which shall be signed by him or by the clerk of the court, requiring 
the child and its parent, guardian, custodian or other person or 
persons having control of such child, or with whom it is domiciled, to 
appear at the court at a time and place named to show cause why 
such child should not be dealt with according to law. The court may 
also issue a subpoena or in a proper case a warrant or other process 
to secure or compel the attendance of any person whose testimony 
or presence at a hearing or proceeding is deerned by the court to 
be necessary ; and any person who wilfully fails or refuses to obey 
any process of the court shall be guilty of a contempt of court, and, 
may be punished therefor as in the courts of equity in this State. 

§ 29. Service of Summons, Warrants and Other Process.— 
Service of a summons shall be made by delivery of a true copy there- 
of to the person summoned. If after reasonable effort personal serv- 
ice shall not have been made the court or a justice thereof at any 
stage of the proceedings may make an order providing for substituted 
service of the summons in the manner provided for substituted serv- 
ice in civil process in courts of record. The service of a summons 
must be made at least twenty-four hours before the time stated 
therein for such appearance; but if so requested by a parent, guar- 
dian, or other person having the custody or control of the child, the 
Judge shall not proceed with the hearing or proceeding earlier than 
three days after such service. In case the summons cannot be served, 
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or the person or persons served fail to obey the same, and in any 
case when it shall be made to appear to the court that a summons 
will be ineffectual, or that the welfare of a child requires that such 
child or its parent, guardian or other person having its custofy or 
control, shall be brought forthwith into the custody of the court, a 
warrant may be issued by the court either against the child, the par- 
ent, guardian or other person having its custody or control. All papers, 
warrants or other process shall be served by any peace officer of 
the county in which the court is located, when such officer is directed 
so to do by the court or a justice thereof. 

§ 30. Arrest of Children—Duty of Officers—Duty of Mag- 
istrates as to Certain Children—Confinement.—(1) Whenever any 
child is arrested, with or without a warrant, it shall be the duty of 
the officer having such child in charge immediately to notify the 
parent, guardian or other person responsible for its custody or con- 
trol, or the person with whom such child is domiciled, that such child 
has been taken into custody; and forthwith and with all convenient 
speed the officer shall directly and without his being first taken to 
the police station house take such child to the children’s court lo- 
cated in the countv in which the offense, if any, was committed, if 
the court is in session, and if not in session then to the police station 
or county jail and the officer making arrest shall immediately make 
and file a petition as hereinbefore provided. But nothing herein con- 
tained shall be held to prohibit the acceptance of bail or recognizance 
as provided by law. 

(2) When a child alleged to be delinquent or neglected is brought 
before any magistrate or other court for hearing or trial, and it is 
found that such child is actually or apparently under the age of six- 
teen years, such magistrate or court shall immediately, by order 
transfer the case or proceeding to the children’s court located in the 
county having jurisdiction of the case, and shall direct that-the child 
shall forthwith be delivered to this court, if it be in session, and if 
it is not in session, then to the police station or county jail. 

(3) Where a child is taken to the police station or the county jail, 
such child shall be kept separate and apart from adults confined 
therein. 

§ 31. Procedure when Not Prescribed.—Where the method of 
procedure in a case, action or proceeding in which the court has 
jurisdiction is not prescribed by this act, such procedure shall be the 
same as provided by law for other courts exercising like jurisdiction,

or by the rules adopted by the court, and the court shall have such 
jurisdiction as may be necessary to enable it to carry out and enforce 
the provisions of this act. 

§ 32. Children Testify without Being Under Oath.—In taking 
the testimony of children the court may, in its discretion, dispense 
with the formality of placing them under oath. 

§ 33. Hearings—All cases in which children are directly in- 
volved shall be heard separately and apart from the trial or hearing 
of cases against adults, except where adults and children are involved 
in the same case, which cases shall be heard as may be provided by 
the rules of the court. The court shall have power upon the hearing 
of any case involving any child, to exclude the general public from 
the room wherein the said hearing is held, admitting thereto only 
such persons as may have a direct interest in the case. 

§ 34. Arrests—Discharge—Release.—If it appears from the pe- 
tition that the interests of justice require the immediate apprehension 
of a child the judge may endorse or cause to be endorsed upon the 
summons an order that the officer serving the same shall at once take 
such child into custody, or he may issue a warrant as provided by 
law. 

Any child in custody may be discharged by the court, or pending 
the final disposition of any case the child affected may be released 
on bail or paroled in the custody of a parent, guardian, probation 
officer or other person and the Judge may direct that such child shall 
be brought before the court at a time specified. 

§ 35. Adjourn Hearings—Guardian ad Litem—Judgment.— 
Upon the return of the summons or other process or after any child 
has been taken into custody, and at the time set for the hearing, the 
court shall proceed to hear and determine the case. The court from 
time to ‘time may adjourn the hearing and inquire into the habits, 
surroundings, conditions and tendencies of the child so as to enable 
the court to render such order or judgment as shall best conserve the 
welfare of the child and carry out the objects of this act. During such 
adjournments the child may be placed in the custody of a parent, 
guardian, relative or other fit person and under the supervision of 
a probation officer, if the court so directs. At any stage of a pro- 
ceeding the Judge may, in his discretion, appoint any suitable person 
to be the guardian ad litem of the child for the purposes of the pro- 
ceeding. 
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The court, if satisfied by competent evidence, may adjudicate 
the child to be delinquent or neglected, and in such case shall render 
judgment as follows: 

(a) Suspend sentence during good behavior. 

(b) Place the child, if delinquent, on probation or, if neglected, 
under supervision to remain in his own home or in the custody of a 
relative or other fit person, subject, however, to the supervision of the 
probation officer and to the further orders of the court; 

(c) Commit the child to the care and custody of a suitable insti- 
tution maintained by the state or any subdivision thereof, including 
the reformatories of South Carolina, or to the care and custody of a 
duly authorized association, agency, society or institution. 

(d) Impose a fine in a sum not to exceed two hundred dollars, or 
in the alternative to remand, commit or place on probation as herein 
provided ; 

(e) Continue the proceeding and place the child in its own home 
or in the custody of a relative or other suitable person, or a duly 
authorized association, agency, society or institution, for a certain 
designated period subject.to the orders of the court; 

(f) Discharge the child, if a neglected child, to the custody ot such 
officer, board or department as may be authorized to receive children 
as public charges, who shall provide for such child as in the case 
of a destitute child or as otherwise authorized by law; or 

(g) Render such other and further judgment or make such other 
order or commitment as the court may be authorized by law to make. 

A child may be placed and continued on probation for such time 
as the court or justice may deem proper, but such period shall not be 
longer than five years, nor shall it continue in any case beyond the 
twenty-first birthday of any child. Such probationary period, however, 
may extend beyond the time such child attains the age of sixteen 
years. In case of a violation of the probationary condition, or of the 
condition of a suspended sentence, the court may impose on the pro- 
bationer any penalty or penalties which it might have imposed before 
placing him on probation, and in any case where the court shall have 
adjudged a child to be delinquent, or neglected, and shall have placed 
him on probation subject to the supervision of a probation officer, the 
court in the manner aforesaid may commit such child for a violation 
of the conditions of his probation at any time during such proba- 
tionary period irrespective of his age at the time of such violation. 
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§ 36. Effect of Judgment, Confession, Etc.—No adjudication 
under the provisions of this act shall operate as a disqualification of 
any child subsequently to hold office or as a forfeiture of any right 
or privilege or to receive any license granted by public authority ; 
and no child shall be denominated a criminal by reason of such ad- 
judication, nor shall such adjudication be denominated a conviction. 
Neither the fact that a child has been before the children’s court for 
hearing nor any confession, admission or statement made by him to 
the court or to any officer thereof while he is under the age of six- 
teen years sha!l ever be admissible as evidence against him or his 
interest in any other court. Nothing in this section contained, how- 
ever, shall be construed to prevent any court, in imposing sentence 
upon an adult after conviction, from receiving and considering the 
records and information on file in the children’s court with ref- 
erence to such adult when he was a child. 

§ 37. Examine Children—Medical and Surgical Care——The 
court in its discretion, either before, during or after a hearing, may 
cause any child within its jurisdiction to be examined by a physician 
duly licensed as such by the state of South Carolina or by a psychol- 
ogist or psychiatrist, appointed or designated for the purpose by the 
court. If it shall appear to the court that any child within its juris- - 
diction is mentally defective, the court may cause such child to be 
examined and if such child sha!l be found to be mentally defective, 
the court may commit such child. In the case of a physically handi- 
capped child the court may issue an order for his (a) maintenance, 
(b) surgical, (c) medical or therapeutic treatment, (d) hospital 
care, (e) appliances and devices, (f) home teaching, (g) trans- 
portation, (h) education, (i) tuition, or (j) scho!arships. Whenever 
a child within the jurisdiction of the court and under the provisions 
of this act appear to the court to be in need of medical or surgical 
care a suitable order may be made for the treatment of such child 
in its home, in a hospital or other suitable institution, and the court 
may, after a proper hearing, issue an order that the person or per- 
sons charged with the liability under the law to support such child, 
shall pay the expenses of such treatment in the manner provided 
elsewhere in this act for the support or partial support of children 
committed by the court. 

§ 38. Modify and Vacate Orders and Judgments—Grant New 
. Trial—(1) Any order or judgment made by the court in the case 
of any child committed by virtue of any proceeding, may be vacated 
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and set aside or modified, as provided by law. But no petition for rev- 
ocation or modification affecting a juvenile delinquent shall be enter- 
tained by the court within thirty days after the date of his commit- 
ment. 

(2) In any juvenile delinquency proceeding the court may stay 
execution, set aside or arrest judgment, or grant a new trial or hear- 
ing on any of the grounds, authorizing any court of criminal juris- 
diction so to do. The court also may, in the exercise of its powers 
of protection over a neglected child, make such an order regardless 
of whether a motion therefor was made before or after final judg- 
ment or commitment. The court may entertain an application to that 
effect by a duly authorized agency, association, society, or insti- 
tution, or by any interested person acting on behalf of the child, or 
“may act on its own motion on giving proper notice to interested parties 
or to any agency, association, society or institution having custody 
of the child. 

§ 39. Judge Visit Institutions where Delinquent Children Com- 
mitted.—At least once each year it shall be the duty of the Judge to 
visit each institution to which a delinquent child shall have been 
committed by the court during the year. 

§ 40. Concurrent Jurisdiction with Probate Judge—The Court 
shall have all the duties, power, authority and jurisdiction now vested 
by law in the Probate Judge of the County, in respect of delinquent 
or neglected children, which shall be concurrent with that of the 
Probate Judge, who is hereby authorized to refer any case brought 
before him to the said court. Such jurisdiction shall include the power 
to commit to the reformatories of the State in proper cases. 

§ 41. Construction—This Act shall be construed to the end that 
the care, custody and disciptine of the children brought before the 
court shall approximate as nearly as possible that which they should 
receive from their parents, and that as far as practicable they shall 
be treated not as criminals but as children in need of aid, encourage- 
ment and guidance. 

§ 42, Family Court—Jurisdiction—The family court shall have 

(1) Jurisdiction within the county to hear and determine all pro- 
ceedings to compel the support of a wife, or child, or step-child; 
and 

(2) In proceedings properly brought before the court for the sup- 
port of a wife, or child, or step-child it shall have 
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Jurisdiction for the protection and disposition of neglected or de- 
pendent minors. 

(3) Jurisdiction within the county in all cases or, proceedings 
against persons charged with failure to obey an order of the court 
made pursuant to authority conferred by law. 

§ 43. Powers.—In the exercise of its jurisdiction the court shall 
have power 

(1) To order support of a wife or child or step-child or both, 
irrespective of whether they are likely to become a public charge. 

(2) To include in the requirements of an order for support the 
providing of necessary shelter, food, clothing, care, medical atten- 
tion, expensed of confinement, the expense of educating his child, 
the payment of funeral expenses, and other proper and reasonable. 
expenses. 

(3) To require of persons legally chargeable with the support 
of a wife, or child, or step-child and who are possessed of sufficient 
means or who are able to earn such means, the payment weekly, or at 
other fixed periods, of a fair and reasonable sum for such support, 
or as a contribution towards such support, according to the means of 
the persons so chargeable; provided, however, that the amount that 
the court may require a respondent to pay for the support of the 
petitioner shall not exceed $25.00 a week. 

(4) To make all orders for support run until further order of 
the court, except that orders for support of a child shall run un- 
til the child is twenty-one years of age; or, where there are physical 
or mental disabilities of the child or other exceptional circumstances 
that warrant it, in the discretion of the court during any period and 
beyond the child’s minority as such physical or mental disabilities 
may continue. 

(5) To require the support of a wife who needs support where 
there are no children, even though there is no physical or mental 
disability. 

(6) To make an order for support of a wife by the husband, even 
though she may have left the home, in cases where the husband’s 
conduct or condition or his cruel or inhuman behavior made it unsafe, 
improper or undesirable for her to continue to live with him. 

(7) In case where a child is involved to make an “order of pro- 
tection”, in assistance or as a condition of an order for support, 
setting forth conditions of behavior to be observed for a specified 
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time which shall be binding upon husbands or wives, or both, as 
circumstances may require, and which must be reasonable. 

Such orders may require either spouse 

(a) To stay away from the home or from the other spouse or 
children ; 

(b) To permit the other to visit the children at stated periods ; 

(c) To abstain from offense conduct against the other or against 
the children; 

(d) To give proper attention to the care of the home; 

(e) To refrain from acts of commission or omission that tend 
to make the home not a proper place for the other spouse or the 
children. 

(8) To award the custody of the children, during the term of such 
order of protection, to either spouse, or to an appropriate relative 
within the second degree. But nothing in this act contained shall vest 
in the family court the power to place out or board out any child or 
to commit a child to an institution or agency, except as provided in 
subdivisions eighteen and nineteen of this section. 

(9) To determine the manner in which sums order paid for sup- 
port shall be paid and applied. 

(10) To require a person ordered to support another to give se- 
curity by a written undertaking that he will pay the sums ordered 
by the court for such support, and when appropriate to discharge any 
such undertaking. 

(11) In lieu of requiring an undertaking, to suspend sentence 
and place on probation a person who has failed to support another 
as required by law, and to determine the conditions of such proba- 
tion and require them to be observed; to revoke such suspension ot 
sentence and probation, where circumstances warrant it, and to dis- 
charge a respondent from probation. 

(12) To commit to jail as for contempt of court for a term not 
to exceed twelve months a person who fails to obey the lawful 
orders of the Court. Such commitment shall not prevent the court 
from subsequently committing him for failure to thereafter comply 
with such orders. 

(13) To release on probation prior to the expiration of the full 
term a person committed to jail for failure to obey an order of the 
court or upon conviction for non-support, where the court is satis~ 
fied that the best interests of the family and the community will be 
served thereby. 
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(14) To modify or vacate any order issued by the court. 

(15) To order either before, during or after a hearing, a mental, 
physical and psychiatric examination of the petitioner or respondent. 

(16) To commit for purposes of observation, in the manner 
provided by law for a probate judge, or as provided in Section 
6239 of the Code of Laws of 1932, a person before the court who 
the court has reason to believe may be insane. 

(17) To exclude the public from the court room in a proper case. 

(18) To punish any person guilty of a contempt of the court as 
provided by law. 

(19) To send process or other mandates in any matter in which 
it has jurisdiction into any county of the State for service or exe- 
cution in like manner and with the same force and effect as similar 
process or mandates of the Circuit Courts as provided by law. 

(20) To compel the attendance of witnesses. 

(21) To make any order necessary to carry out and enforce 
the provisions of this Act. 

§ 44. Concurrent Jurisdiction with Circuit Court in Separa- 
tions, Divorces and Custody of Children—Procedure.—The Court 
shall have a!l of the power, authority and jurisdiction now by law 
vested in the Circuit Courts of the State in actions for separation, 
divorce from bed and board, and custody of children. Such juris- 
diction shall be concurrent with that of the Circuit Courts. The pro- 
ceedings shall follow those of the Circuit Courts, except that appeais 
shall be in the first instance to the Court of Common Pleas of the 
County. 

§ 45. Petition for Support of Wife or Child —Nothwithstand- 
ing the provisions of any other law, a wife or child or step-child 
may file with the Court a petition that the Court order the persons 
legally chargeable with their support to support said petitioner as re- 
quired by law. Such petition shall be under oath and may be made 
on information and belief and may be filed on behalf of such wife or 
child or step-child by the parent or guardian of the child, or other 
person in loco parentis, or by any public official having a duty or re- 
sponsibility relative thereto, or by the representative of an incor- 
porated charitable or philanthropic society having a legitimate interest 
in the petitioner. It shall not be necessary as a condition precedent 
to the filing of such a petition for the petitioner to make a demand 
upon the respondent for support. 
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§ 46. Petition —The petition shall be in the name of the person 
for whom support is asked, and sha!l be in such form as may be 
prescribed by the Court. The person for whom support is asked 
shall be known as the petitioner and the person legally chargeable 
with such support shall be known as the respondent. The terms com- 
plainant and defendant shall not be used. 

§ 47. Public Officials Cooperate—Banks Give Information.— 
It shail be the duty of all public officials and employees, when so 
requested, to render such assistance and cooperation to the court 
as shall be within their power, to further the purposes of this Act. 
Banks and other fiduciary institutions are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to report to the court, when so requested, full information 
relative to any funds therein deposited by the petitioner or respondent. 

§ 48. Interview Respondent.—Upon the receipt of an applica- 
tion for support the Clerk of the Court shall mail or deliver to the 
respondent a written notice informing him of the fact that such ap- 
plication has been made and asking him to call at the court or ar- 
range for an interview so that his side of the case may be fairly 
presented. His statements and other information with regard to him 
shall be recorded on a form to known as the “respondent’s state- 
ment” which shall become part of the case history. Such statements 
shall be inquired into by the probation officer. Care shall be taken 
not to disturb the respondent’s relations with his employers. 

§ 49. Compromise Issues—Judge Approve.—Except where the 
circumstances indicate it to be undesirable, in all cases where an 
application for support has been made, an effort shall be made by 
the Judge to restore harmonious relations between the petitioner and 
the respondent and to adjust the issues raised by the application 
through conciliation and agreement. Where an agreement for the 
support of the petitioner is brought about it must be reduced to writ- 
ing and submitted to the court for approval. The Court where pos- 
sible shall see both parties, and shall inquire of each whether the 
agreement, which he must state to them, is what they have agreed 
to. If it is, and the court shall approve it, the court without further 
hearing may thereupon enter an order for the support of the pe- 
titioner by the respondent in accordance with such agreement, which 
shall be binding upon the respondent, and shall in all respects be 
a valid order as though it had been made after process had been 
issued out of the court. The court record shall show that such order 
was made upon agreement. 
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§ 50. Issue Summons when Parties Cannot Agree—Refuse.— 
The court after receiving the petition, in cases where no agreement 
has been reached by the respondent and petitioner, shall in a proper 
case catise a summons to be issued, which shall be signed by the 
court or by the clerk of the court, requiring the respondent to appear 
at the court at a time and place named to show cause why the order for 
support prayed for by the petition shall not be made. Summons 
shall be in such form as may be prescribed by the Court. A summons 
shall not be refused without giving the petitioner an opportunity to 
be heard by and present witnesses to the court. 

§ 51. Issuance and Service of Warrants—When a petition is 
presented to the court and it shall appear 

(a) that the summons cannot be served; or 

(b) that the respondent has failed to obey the summons; or 

(c) that the respondent is likely to leave the jurisdiction; or 

(d) that in the opinion of the court a summons would be inef- 
fectual ; or 

(e) that the safety of the petitioner is endangered ; or 

(£) that a respondent on bail or on parole has failed to appear, 
the court may issue a warrant, in the form prescribed in the next 
section, directing that the respondent be arrested and brought be- 
fore the court. Warrants and other process may be served by any 
peace officer, or by the probation officer. The Court shall make rules 
relative to the service of warrants. Warrants issued by the court 
shall be valid throughout the state. 

§ 52. Form of Warrant.—A warrant of arrest may be sub- 
stantially in the following form, the blanks being filled in:

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§ 53. Service of Summons and Process——Summons and proc- 
ess other than warrants may be served through the mails, but a de- 
fault order shall not be entered or a warrant issued thereon for 
failure to obey a summons or process thus served except on proof 
that it was received by the respondent. Personal service of summons 
or other process shall be made by the delivery of a true copy thereof 
to the person summoned, or by leaving the same at his residence with 
a person of discretion, In all cases service of summons must be made 
within a reasonable time before the time stated therein for such 
appearance, as may be provided by the rules of the court. 

§ 54. Hear and Determine Issues.——Upon the return of the sum- 
mons, the court shall proceed to hear and determine the case. The re- 
spondent shall be informed of the contents of the petition and shall 
be given opportunity to be heard and to subpoena and present wit- 
nesses. If the court finds that the respondent is chargeab!'e with the 
support of the petitioner and should be compelled to provide such 
support, the court shall make an order requiring such respondent 
to pay weekly, or at other fixed periods, a fair and reasonable sum 
for, or towards, the support of the petitioner, and to observe such 
conditions of behavior as the court may determine. ; 

§ 55. Rules of Court—Adjournment—Temporary Support.— 
Hearings shall be conducted in accordance with such rules as the 
court may adopt. The court may adjourn the hearing from time to 
time for proper cause. Where the petitioner’s needs are so urgent 
as to require it, the court may make a temporary order for support 
pending a final determination. 

§ 56. Arrests —When a respondent is brought before the court 
upon an arrest the court shall proceed as upon the return of the sum- 
mons as provided in sections fifty-four and fifty-five, and he may be 
admitted to bail, or released on parole, in the court’s discretion, to 
such time or times as the Court may fix for the hearing or hearings 
in the proceeding. 

§ 57. Counsel—Witnesses—Presumptions.—At the commence- 
ment of a hearing under the provisions of sections fifty-four and 
fifty-five, the court shall inform the respondent of his right to the 
aid of counsel at every stage of the proceeding and before any further 
proceedings are had ; and in the case of a trial shall also inform him of 
the charge against him. In any such hearing or trial wives and hus- 
bands shall be competent witnesses against each other; a husband 
or father sha'l, prima facie, be presumed to have sufficient means 
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to support his wife and children; a dependent adult without means 
to maintain herself shall be presumed to be likely to become a public 
charge. 

§ 58. Failure to Support.—Where a respondent shall neglect or 
refuse to obey an order for support made under the provisions of 
section fifty-four and the court is satisfied thereof by competent 
proof, it may with, or without notice, issue a warrant to commit the 
respondent to jail until the order is obeyed or until the respondent 
is discharged according to law, but in no event for a period exceeding 
twelve months. 

§ 59. Place on Probation.—In the case of a respondent who shall 
have neglected or refused to obey an order for support as provided 
in sections fifty-four and fifty-eight the court may suspend sentence 
or the execution of the warrant, as the case may be, and place him 
on probation under such conditions as the court may determine. No 
person, however, shall be placed on probation unless an order to that 
effect is made by the court. 

§ 60. Revoke Probation—Effect.—The court may at any time, 
where circumstances warrant it, revoke the probation of a respond- 
ent. Upon such revocation the respondent shall be brought to court 
and shall be dealt with by the court as if there had been no proba- 
tion, and to that end with, or without a further hearing, the court 
may make any order that might have been made at the time of such 
probation. 

§ 61. Admit to Bail—Bond.—lIf the respondent be admitted to 
bail, the condition of the undertaking shall be for his future ap- 
pearance according to the terms thereof, or in default of such ap- 
pearance, that the surety will pay to the clerk of the court a specified 
sum as therein set forth. Insteand of entering into such an undertak- 
ing a respondent may deposit money in an amount to be fixed by the 
court. If the respondent fails to appear in accordance with the terms 
of the undertaking, the court shall enter the fact of such non-ap- 
pearance upon the record, and the undertaking for his appearance, 
or the money deposited in lieu thereof, shall be forfeited and upon 
order of the court the sum recovered shall be applied by the clerk of 
the court for the benefit of the petitioner. The court may, however, 
in its discretion remit such forfeiture. 

§ 62. Arrests when Court Not in Session.—If a respondent is 
arrested under a warrant of the family court at a time when the 
family court is not in session, he shall be taken to the most acces- 
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sible magistrate and arraigned before him. The prodtiction of the war- 
rant shall be evidence of the filing of a proper information, and the 
magistrate shall thereupon hold the respondent, admit to, fix or 
accept bail, or parole him for trial before the family court. All sub- 
sequent proceedings shall be had in the family court. 


§ 63. Duty of Magistrates as to Certain Persons—Whenever 
a person is brought before a magistrate and, in the opinion of such 
magistrate, the person should properly be brought to the family 
court, the magistrate shall thereupon transfer such case to the family 
court and direct that the persons involved be taken thereto. 

§ 64. Visit Persons in Jail—Where a respondent has been com- 
mitted to jail he shall be visited shortly after such commitment by 
the probation officer assigned for duty for the purpose of seeing 
whether he is then likely to obey the order of the court if released. 
A report in writing shall be made to the court by the probation of- 
ficer, setting forth the nature of the interview thus had. The time 
of making the initial visit and subsequent visits to respondents in 
jail, which shall be made at reasonably frequent intervals, shall be 
at such times as the rules of the court may prescribe. Written: re- 
ports shall be made of all such interviews. These shall be part of the 
case history. 

§ 65. Give Bond Provide Support.—The court may require the 
respondent to give to the clerk a written undertaking with sufficient 
surety approved by the court that the respondent will abide by the 
order for support. The required amount of the principal of such 
undertaking shall not exceed the total payments for support re- 
quired for three years and shall be stated in the order for support. 
The respondent may deposit such sum in cash with the clerk. The form 
of the undertaking and the form and manner of justification of the 
surety shall conform to the rules of the court. 

§ 66. New Bond.—The court may at any time thereafter, before 
or after there has been a default, if all arrears have been paid in 
case there shall have been a default on such undertaking, accept a 
new undertaking in lieu of the original undertaking, and the court 
shall enter an order discharging such undertaking. 

§ 67.. Default.—A default in the terms of the order shall con- 
stitute a breach of the undertaking. When there has been a default 
the court shall cause an affidavit to be drawn, verified and filed by 
any person familiar with the facts. The surety shall thereupon be 
personally served with notice of such default and shall be required 
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to attend at the court on a day certain and show cause why judg- 
ment should not be entered on the undertaking and the amount 
thereof applied to the relief of the petitioner for the amount in de- 
fault. If the surety appears and pays the amount in arrears the court 
may remit the forfeiture. Inability to serve the surety shall not be 
prejudicial to the renewal of proceedings against the respondent. 

§ 68. Court Decide if Default Exists—Effect of Judgment.— 
If the surety contests the default the court shall hear and determine 
the issue. In the event that the court finds that a default has been 
suffered, it shall make an order specifying the amount in default and 
forfeiting the undertaking or cash deposit to the extent of such de- 
fault. A certified copy of such order sha'l be filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of the County with a certified 
copy of he undertaking and thereupon the said clerk shall docket the 
same in the book kept by him for the docketing of judgments, as 
if the same was a transcript of a judgment for the amount of such 
sum in default. The certified copy of the undertaking and of the 
order shall be the judgment record. Such judgment sha!] be in lien 
on all of the real estate, as in the case of other judgments entered 
therein, and collectible out of the real and personal property of the 
surety. An execution may be issued ‘to collect the amount thereof in 
the same manner as upon a judgment recovered in any court of rec- 
ore. It shall be the duty of the attorney for the County Board of 
Commissioners to take the necessary proceedings to collect such judg- 
ment. 

§ 69. Use of Funds Forfeited or Defaulted—Death of Re- 
spondent.—(1) All sums collected from the surety by judgment as 
well as forfeited cash deposits shall be applied by the clerk of court 
to the support of the petitioners for whose benefit the order for 
support was made. Subsequent defaults shall be proceeded upon in 
the same manner until the amount of the principal of the undertaking 
or the cash deposited has been recovered in full. 

(2) Where the respondent, or any one in his behalf, shall have 
deposited with the court monies as surety for compliance with the 
terms of the order of support and the respondent sha!l have died, 
the court may make an order directing the payment to the petitioner 
of all monies still in possession of the court in conformance with 
the other of support. 

§ 70. Relieve Surety of Liability—A surety may at any time 
surrender a respondent to the court. The respondent shall thereupon 
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be dealt with as provided in the order for support. If the arreas on 
the order for support with interest thereon are paid in full, the court 
may make an order discharging the surety of any further liability and’ 
directing the return of the balance of the cash on he a to the per- 
son entitled thereto. 

§ 71. Order of Liability Ceased.—Whenever the liability on an 
undertaking has ceased, the court shall make an order to that effect. 

§ 72. Require New or Additional Security.—After an under- 
taking has been given or cash has been deposited and it shall appear 
upon proof of affidavit either 

(a) that a judgment entered upon default can not be collected ; or 

(b) that the liability of the surety has ceased ; or 

(c) that the money deposited has been applied in full; or 

(d) that personal service cannot be effected upon the surety or 
the person depositing the cash; or 

(e) if for any reason the court shall find that there is not sufficient 
security ; 
the court may issue a warrant for the arrest of the respondent, and 
require him to give new or additional! security. In default thereof the 
court may commit him under the original order in the manner here- 
inabove provided. 

§ 73. Effect of Other Laws.—All laws and parts of laws, whether 
general, local or special, which are inconsistent with or in conflict 
with or repugnant to any provision of this Act shall be deemed not 
to apply. 

§ 74. Jurisdiction of Other Courts Not Affected —Nothing in 
this Act contained shall be deemed to limit, abridge, or impair the 
jurisdiction of the Circuit Court, Prqbate Court or of any court 
of record. 

§ 75. Saving Clause—I{ any provision of this Act is he!d by 
the courts to be invalid, such decision shall not atest the validity of 
the rest of the Act. 

§ 76. Date Effective-——This Act shall take effect July first, nine- 
teen hundred and thirty-six.

AN ACT to Provide for Supplying Free Textbooks to the School 
Children of Marlboro County; to Establish Methods of Dis- 
tribution, Care and Use of Said Books; and to Provide for 
the Payment Therefor. 


Section 1. Marlboro County Board of Education Rent Its 
School Children Textbooks—Charge—Texts.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Board of Education of Marlboro County is hereby authorized and 
empowered to provide free textbooks for use in the public schools 
of Marlboro County in its discretion. The said County Board of 
Education is hereby authorized and empowered in such cases as to 
it seem appropriate, to make a rental charge for the use of said text- 
books, said rental fee, if charged, to be paid annually in advance upon 
the opening of school or upon the admission of children to the schools. 
The County Board shall not furnish under the terms of this Act 
materials which shall be consumed or rendered worthless in any one 
year, such as pencils, tablets, work books, drawing materials, etc. 
Provided, 'That the County Board shall not be required to use or select 
State adopted textbooks, but it shall be lawful for the public schools 
of Marlboro County to use such books as may be selected by the 
County Board of Education. : 

§ 2. Contract with Publishers—The County Board of Edu- 
cation is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute contracts with 
publishers whereunder the County will rent or buy the books to be 
used in the public schools, with discretion in the County Board of 
Education to make rental contracts and/or purchase contracts as 
it may appear to the best advantage of the County. Any contracts 
made with publishers of textbooks may be made so as to divide the 
payment to publishers for rental or purchase over a period of not 
more than five (5) year, the reasonable life of textbooks. Provided, 
However, That nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the 
County Board of Education from purchasing or renting additional 
books as the necessity shall or may arise. The County Board of Edu- 
cation is hereby authorized to issue its negotiable notes with interest 
not exceeding four (4%) per cent, and in an amount not exceeding 
Ten Thousand ($10,000) Dollars, and extending in maturities over 
a period not exceeding five (5) years, said notes to be callable and to 
be retired from funds hereinafter provided. 
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§ 3. Handling, Distributing, and Care of Books.—The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
which rules and regulations when not in conflict with the terms and 
purposes of the Act shall have full legal force and effect. Said rules 
and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books in 
various schools of the County by the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, and/or Superintendents and/or principals and/or teachers 
in the schools, who sha!l perform said duties without additional com- - 
pensation ; and shall establish a method of distributing said books to the 
school children and to provide for the reasonable use, care and safety 
of said books, with reasonable penalties for the abuse or destruction 
of said books to fall upon those using said books or in charge of 
their distribution and use. 

§ 4. School Authorities Cooperate.—AlIl superintendents, princi- 
pals, and teachers in the schools of Marlboro County are hereby di- 
rected and required to cooperate fully with the County Board of 
Education in the proper and orderly administration of the terms 
of this Act and the County Board of Education is hereby authorized 
to promulgate rules to provide cooperation by the superintendents, 
principals, and teachers and to establish penalties for failure to 
cooperate by withholding salaries and/or otherwise. 

§ 5. Appropriation—Deposit of Funds—Notes.—For the pur- 
pose of providing funds for the purposes set forth in this Act, there 
is hereby set aside and appropriated annually from the revenue ac- 
cruing annually to Marlboro County from the insurance premium 
tax the sum of Twenty-five Hundred ($2500.00) Dollars: annually, 
should so much be necessary. All funds designated under this Act 
for the purpose of using free textbooks and all other funds trans- 
ferred or collected under the provisions of this Act, shall be de- 
posited with the County Treasurer in the General Fund of the County, 
but carried on the books of the County Treasurer as a separate ac- 
count. All notes which may be issued under the terms of this Act shall 
be signed by the County Treasurer of Marlboro County, and shall 
constitute valid and binding obligations of said County, for the re- 
payment of which the full faith, credit and taxing power of Marl- 
boro County are hereby pledged. 


§ 6. Intention —It is the intention of this Act to vest in the 
County Board of Education authority to limit the provision of free 
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textbooks to such grade or grades as to it may seem advisable or 
necessary, but no provision shall be made for free textbooks in a 
high school grade or in high school grades until provision has been 
made for free textbooks in all grammar school grades in Marlboro 
County. : 

§ 7. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act or any provisions hereof be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 8. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1936, 
but the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to enter into such contracts prior to that time as may be ad- 
visable, said contracts to take effect on July 1, 1936.

Operate Manufacturing Plants of State Peniten- 
tiary as State Enterprises.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That in the event that any manu- 
facturing and sel:ing contract shall be abrogated by the manufact- 
urer, or, in the event the Board of Directors of the South Carolina 
Penitentiary may deem it more profitable to operate any such in- 
dustry as a State owned and operated enterprise, the said Board of 
Directors of the South Carolina Penitentiary are hereby authorized 
and empowered to conclude all agreements with any or all such 
manufacturers and to operate such p'ants and equipment as and for 
the State of South Carolina. 

§ 2. Materials—Expenses of Manufacture—Sale of Products. 
—In connection with the operation of such manufacturing plants, the 
Board of Directors of the South Carolina Penitentiary are au- 
thorized to purchase materials entering into the manufacture of the 
products thereof, and to incur such other costs and expense as may 
be involved in the manufacture of such products. The Board of 
Directors is further authorized and empowered to provide for ‘the 
sale of such products in any manner that may be deemed advisable 
by the said Board of Directors, either through selling representatives 
or by contracts with selling agencies. 

§ 3. Funds Use—Deposit Receipts—-The Board of Directors 
are hereby authorized to use a sufficient amount of the appropriation 
and other current revenue of the South Carolina Penitentiary for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act and all revenue 
received from the operation of such manufacturing plant shall be 
deposited in the State Treasury to the credit of the Appropriation 
Account of the South Carolina Penitentiary.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4 of Act No. 45 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of South Carolina, 1935, Relating to the 
Tax Collector for Anderson County, Approved February 
27, 1935, so as to Further Designate what Fees Such Tax 
Collector may Retain. 


Section 1. Act 45, 1935 Acts, Amended—Compensation of 
Tax Collector, Anderson County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 4 of Act No. 
45 of the Acts of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1935, 
relative to the tax collector for Anderson County, approved February 
27th, 1935, be, and the same is hereby amended by inserting between 
the word “sale” and the word “shall” on-line 14 of said Section the 
following: ‘and mileage collected from the taxpayers”, so that said 
Section when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 4. The tax collector herein provided shall levy and col- 
lect from such defaulter, in addition to the taxes due, the following 
fees in the execution of his office, to wit: For serving each warrant, 
One ($1.00) Dollar and mileage at the rate of four (4¢) cents for 
each mile actually traveled in executing the warrant; the actual cost 
of advertising the sale; for making sale and executing deed of con- 
veyance and putting purchaser in possession, Three ($3.00) Dol- 
lars; and for all sums levied as aforesaid, five (5%) per cent. and

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of money authorized by the Act are made subject to the legislative 
assent of the several states and territories; Now, Therefore: 
_ Section 1. Legislature Assent to ‘‘Soil Conservation and Do- 
mestic Allotment Act’’—Clemson Agricultural College Author- 
ized Carry Out Provisions thereof in Presenting State Plans, Ad- 
ministering, Receiving and Disbursing Grants thereunder.—Be it 
resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
‘That the assent of the legislature of the State of South Carolina, 
“required by the said Act, be and the same is hereby given to the 
provisions and requirements of said Act, and that the trustees of 
the Clemson Agricultural College be, and they are hereby author- 
ized and empowered; (1) to receive the grants and use them for 
the benefit of the State of South Carolina in accordance with the 
terms and conditions expressed in the Act of Congress and as it may 
be hereafter amended by Congress, and in accordance with such 
rues and regulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture under the authority delegated to him by Congress in the 
Act; (2) to submit to the Secretary of Agriculture prior to such time 
and in such manner and form as the Secretary prescribes a state 
plan to effectuate the purposes of the Soil Conservation and Do- 
mestic Allotment Act for the year to which such plan is applicab‘e; 
(3) to provide for such methods of administration and such par- 
ticipation in the administration of the plan by county and community 
_ committees or associations of agricultural producers organized for 
such purpose as the Secretary of Agriculture finds necessary for the 
effective administration of the plan; (4) to provide for the sub- 
mission to the Secretary of Agricu‘ture of such reports as he finds 
- necessary to ascertain whether the plan is being carried out accord- 
ing to its terms and for compliance with such requirements as the 
Secretary may prescribe to assure the correctness of and make pos- 
sible the verification of such reports; (5) to submit to the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina an annual report for each 
year covering the administration and operation of such plan.

amended by adding after the word “residence” on line 5 the fol- 
lowing, “place of business” and by adding at the end of said Section 
the following, “Provided, That the Board is hereby specifically di- 
rected to revoke any license so issued when the party to whom such 
license is issued changes his place of business or handles his busi- 
ness from a place other than that set forth in his application and 
license without the written consent of the Chief Inspector ;” so that 
said Section when so amended sha'l read as follows: 


“Section 3380: Each person desiring to fish for market, shall, 

before engaging therein, fite with the board of fisheries or the chief 
' inspector, an application for license, showing the number and kind 
of seines or other apparatus he proposes to use, duly verified by oath, 
and showing his name, age, color, residence, place of business, and 
the waters wherein he proposes to fish, and upon the approval of 
the board of fisheries or the chief inspector being endorsed thereon 
together with the amount of such license as may be required therefor, 
he may, upon payment thereof to any county treasurer, receive the 
license. The amount of such license shall be a sum equal to the fee 
or tax prescribed for the different kinds and amounts of apparatus 
shown upon the application therefor, except where otherwise pro- 
vided herein. Provided, That the Board is hereby specifically di- 
rected to revoke.any license so issued when the party to whom such 
license is issued changes his place of business or handles his busi- 
ness from a place other than that set forth in his application and 
license, without the written consent of the Chief Inspector.”

be and the same is hereby amended by inserting after the word “resi- 
dence” on line 4 thereof the following, “place of business” and by 
adding at the end of said Section the following, “provided that the 
Board is hereby specifically directed to revoke any license so issued: 
when the party to whom such license is issued changes his place of 
business or handles his business from a place other than that set 
forth in his application and license” without the written consent 
of the Chief Inspector, so that said section when so amended shall 
read as follows: 

“Section 3378: Any person desiring to obtain a license for the 
taking, canning, packing or shipping of shellfish within this State 
for market shall take and subscribe to an oath according to the 
form provided by the board of fisheries, showing his name, age, 
color, citizenship, residence, place of business, kind of license ap- 
plied for and waters in which he proposes to take shellfish ; and upon 
the same being approved in writing by endorsement thereon by the 
chairman of the board of fisheries or the Chief Inspector, he may de- 
liver the same to any county treasurer to deliver to him a license ac-~ 
cordingly. Provided, That the Board is hereby specifically directed 
to revoke any license so issued when the party to whom such license 
is issued changes his place of business or handles his business from 
a place other than that set forth in his application and license with- 
out the written consent of the Chief Inspector.

AN ACT to Prohibit the Taking of Shad from the Ashepoo River 
in Colleton County for a Period of Ten Years and to Provide 
Penalty Therefor. 


Section 1. Not to Take Shad from Ashepoo River in Colleton 
County for Ten Years.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the taking of shad from the Ashe- 
poo River and its tributaries in Colleton County for a period of ten 
(10) years from and after the approval of this Act is hereby pro- 
hibited. Any person, firm or corporation violating the provisions of 
this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and punished by 
a fine of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or imprisonment for a 
period of thirty (30) days or both fine and imprisonment at the dis- 
cretion of the Court: Provided, That the provisions of this Act shall 
not apply to the State Board of Fisheries taking shad to be used in 
hatcheries.

AN ACT to Amend Section 3711, Volume 2, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, Relating to the Drawing of Juries in 
Magistrates’ Courts, by Providing for a Jury Box in Spartan- 
burg Township, in Spartanburg South Carolina. 


Section 1. § 3711, 1932 Code, Amended—Drawing of Juries 
in Magistrates’ Court, Spartanburg Township, Spartanburg 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 3711, Vol. 2, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, be and the same is hereby amended by adding at 
the end of said Section the following provisos: “Provided, further, 
that the two Magistrates in Spartanburg Township,. Spartanburg 
County, South Carolina, be and they are hereby required to make 
up and have at all times a Jury Box in which shall be placed the 
names of all of the persons residing in Spartanburg Township, whose 
names are in the regular County Jury Box and made up by the 
Jury Commissioners of Spartanburg County. Provided, further, 
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that the Magistrates and Constables in said Spartanburg Township 
shall secure from the Jury Commissioners on or before the Ist of 
January of each year a list of all persons residing in Spartanburg 
Township contained in the regular county jury box or boxes and 
shall prepare same for use in the drawing of jurors in the Mag- 
istrates’ Courts as provided in the above proviso, so.that said Section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 3711. In civil cases the parties may agree on a jury; but 
when they do not agree, and also in criminal causes, a jury shall be 
selected in the following manner: The sheriff, constables or other 
officers appointed by the Magistrate, shall write and fold up eigh- 
teen ballots, each containing the name of a respectable voter of the 
vicinity ; he shall deliver the ballots to the magistrate, who shall put 
them into a box, and shake them together, and the officer shall draw 
out one and the person so drawn shall be one of the jury, unless 
challenged by either party; and the officer shall thus proceed until 
he shall have drawn six who shall not have been challenged ; neither 
party being allowed more than six challenges; but if the first twelve 
drawn shall be challenged, and the parties do not agree to a choice, the 
last six shall be the jury; and when any of the six jurors so drawn 
cannot be had, or are disqualified by law to act in such case, and the 
parties do not supply the vacancy by agreement, the officer shall 
proceed to prepare, in the manner before directed, ballots for three 
times the number thus deficient, which shall be disposed of and drawn 
as above provided: Provided, in the trial of all civil cases in the 
Magistrates’ Court, it shall be the duty of the sheriff, constable or 
other officer appointed by the Magistrate to furnish the parties or 
their attorneys with a list of eighteen of the jurors to be drawn and 
selected by ballot from the whole number of jurors who are drawn, 
the names on said lists to be numbered from one to eighteen, from 
which said list the parties or their attorneys shall alternately strike, 
until there shall be but six left, which shall constitute the jury to 
try the case. Provided, Further, That the two Magistrates in Spartan- 
burg Township, Spartanburg County, South Carolina, be and they 
are hereby required to make up and have at all times a jury box 
in which shall be placed the names of all of the persons residing in 
Spartanburg Township, whose names are in the regular County Jury 
Box and made up by the Jury Commissioners of Spartanburg 
County. Provided, Further, That the Magistrates and Constables 
in said Spartanburg Township shall secure from the Jury Commis- 
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sioners on or before the Ist of January of each year a list of all 
persons residing in Spartanburg Township contained in the regular 
county jury box or boxes and shall prepare same for use in the draw- 
ing of jurors in the Magistrates’ Courts as provided in the above 
proviso,”

AN ACT to Create the County Health Board of Charleston 
County, and to Prescribe Its Powers, Authority and Duties, 
and Provide Penalties for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. County Health Board of Charleston County—Ap- 

pointment—Terms—Vacancy.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: There shall be a County 
Health Board of Charleston County, which shall consist of five (5) 
members, four (4) of whom shall be appointed by a majority of the 
Charleston County Legislative Delegation and one of whom shall be 
appointed by the City Council of Charleston. They shall be com- 
missioned by the Governor and shall ho!d office for the terms herein 
provided, but in the absence of a formal Commission from the Gov- 
ernor a letter in writing addressed to the appointees by the appoint- 
ing body shall be a sufficient warrant for the members of said Board 
to function as hereinafter provided for. 
Of the four (4) appointed by the Charleston County Delegation, one 
shall hold office for a term of one (1) year, the second shall hold 
office for two (2) years; the third shall hold office for three (3) 
years and the fourth shall hold office for four (4) years from the 
date of appointment. The one (1) appointed by the City Council of 
Charleston sha!l hold office for a period of five (5) years from 
the date of his appointment. At the expiration of each of the terms 
herein provided for a successor shall be named whose term shall be 
for five (5) years from the date of the expiration of the term of 
his predecessor. In the event of any vacancy on the Board caused 
by death, resignation or inability to serve, a successor shall be named 
for the balance of the unexpired term. 
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§ 2. Health Officer—Appointment—Term.—The County Health 
Board shall employ a county health officer for Charleston County who 
shall serve in such capacity so long as his services are satisfactory, 
and who shall be subject to removal for cause by the Health Board 
at any time. No person shall be appointed to fill this office unless he 
shall be a graduate of a reputable medical college and otherwise 
qualified to carry on public health work. 

§ 3. Employees—The County Health officer may employ, sub- 
“ject however to the approval of the County Health Board being first 
‘given, a Chief Sanitary Inspector, and such other personnel nec- 
essary to suitably supervise and maintain satisfactory health con- 
ditions in Charleston County. All or any of these employees may be 
discharged by the County Health Officer for cause subject to the ap- 
proval of the County Health Board. The salaries of all employees 
shall be fixed by the County Health Board subject to the approval of 
the Charleston County Delegation to the General Assembly. 

§ 4. Duties of Health Officer, Sanitary Inspector, and Nurses. 
—The County Health officer, the sanitary inspector and the public 
health nurses herein provided shall have jurisdiction in the County 
of Charleston, within and without the City of Charleston and shall 
inspect frequently the sanitary conditions throughout the city and 

county, and give information by bulletins, and provide communica- 
tions as to the need of promoting health and preventing disease, They 
shall discuss as far as practicable all causes of disease, and when any 
disease is contagious or infectious they shall, where practicable, effect 
an isolation or quarantine of such cases so as to prevent the spread of 
disease. They shall be charged with the duties of enforcing all health 
or sanitary laws of the State and regulations of the State Board of 
Health, and all health and sanitary ordinances of the City of Charles- 
ton. 

§ 5. Rules and Regulations—Penalty.—The County Health 
Board is hereby empowered to make reasonable rules and regulations 
for the promotion of health and the prevention of disease within 
Charleston County. Any person violating any rule or regulation of 
the said Board, after he or she shall have been notified thereof in writ- 
ing by the Board or any of its authorized agents, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be imprisoned for not less 
than three (3) days or more than ten (10) days or pay a fine of not 
less than Five ($5.00) Dollars or more than Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars. Each day that any such regulation is not obeyed, after one 
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notice of the violation thereof, shall constitute a separate offense. 
Notice by registered mail shall be sufficient notice. The penalty herein 
provided shall be in addition to other penalties or remedies provided 
by law. 

§ 6. Duties of Board.—The County Health Board shall cooperate 
with and assist the various hospitals, health and charitable insti- 
tutions in Charleston County to which an appropriation is given by 
Charleston County and shall make annually a report to the Charles- 
ton County Delegation to the General Assembly concerning the 
needs and conditions of those institutions. It shall have full power ~ 
and authority to direct the disposition of cases of insanity and of 
contagious diseases and may direct the commitment of persons found 
to be lunatics to the State Asylum in Columbia. 

§ 7. Physicians Report Patients Having Contagious or In- 
fectious Disease.—Any physician attending any patient in the County 
of Charleston, who has a contagious or infectious disease shall within 
twenty-four (24) hours after diagnosing such disease report to the 
county health office the name and residence of such person and 
nature of the disease. . 

§ 8. Books, Stationery, Printing, Postage, Etc—The County 
Health Board shall furnish the county health officer with such books, 
stationery and postage as may be necessary for his office and in ad- 
dition shall pay the cost of printing such bulletins the county health 
officer to contract for the printing of such bulletins as may be nec- 
essary and to certify the bill as correct to the County Health Board, 
who shall draw their warrants upon the County Treasurer in pay- 
ment thereof. 

§ 9. Appropriation—An appropriation from the funds of 
Charleston County shall be made to adequately carry on the work 
outlined herein: Provided, that the sum of money appropriated for 
this purpose shall not be exceeded. 

§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 11. This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1936.

AN ACT. to Limit the Expenditures of the Board of County Com- 
missioners of Lancaster County. 


Section 1. Expenditures of Board of County Commissioners 
Limited, Lancaster County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board of County Com- 
missioners of Lancaster County are hereby expressly forbidden to 
expend in any one quarter of the year for road and bridge purposes 
a sum in excess of one-fourth of the total amount appropriated 
annua!ly in the Lancaster County Supply Bill for that purpose. The 
said Board is hereby expressly forbidden to borrow any funds or 
to obligate the County of Lancaster to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion for the purchase of any material for any such purposes during 
any one quarter in an amount in excess of such quarterly sum. 

§ 2. Duty of County Treasurer.—The Treasurer of Lancaster 
County is also expressly forbidden to honor a claim against the 
County for road and bridge services for labor or material where the 
same have been contracted in vio'ation of the provisions of Section 
1 hereof. 

§ 3. Emergency.—Should such situation arise as to make it 
advisable in the public interest then the County Board may expend in 
a particular quarter an amount in excess of one-fourth of the amount 
appropriated, and the Treasurer may pay such amounts in excess 
of one-fourth of the amount appropriated, provided the County 
Board of Commissioners and the County Treasurer shall have writ- 
ten instructions to do so, signed by a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation, including the Senator. 

§ 4. Not to Borrow unless Authorized.—Provided, further that 
the County Board of Commissioners shall have no authority what- 
ever to borrow funds for Lancaster County except upon the written 
authority of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the 
Senator. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon the ap- 
proval of the Governor.

Section 1. § 3474, 1932 Code, Amended—Filling of Vacancies 
in Office of Sheriff, Berkeley County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assemb!y of the State of South Carolina: That Section 3474 of 
the Acts of 1932 relating to how Vacancies filled, be, and the same is 
hereby, amended by adding after the word “Governor” on line 3 the 
following :; “Except in Berkeley County where such appointment shall 
be made upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation,” so that said Section when so amended shall read as 
fol'ows : 

“Section 3474: In the event that a vacancy shall, at any time, oc- 
cur in the office of Sheriff in any county of this State, whether from’ 
death, resignation, disqualification, or other cause, the Governor, 
except in Berkeley County where such appointment shall be made 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation 
sha!l have full power to appoint some suitable person, who shall be 
an elector of such county, and who, upon duly qualifying, according to 
law, shall be entit'ed to enter upon and hold the office until the next 
general election for county Sheriffs, and shall be subject to all of 
the duties and liabilities incident to said officer, during-the term of his 
service in said office.” : 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon becoming a law.

AN ACT to Provide for the Supplying of Textbooks on a Rental 
System to the School Children of Greenwood County; to 
Establish Methods of Distribution, Care and Use of Said 
Books; and to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Greenwood County Board of Education Rent Text- 
books to Its School Children—Charge—Texts.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
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County Board of Education of Greenwood County is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered in its discretion to provide textbooks for 
use in the public schools of Greenwood County on a rental system 
whereby the children in the public schools of Greenwood County 
will pay an annual rental fee to be set up and determined by the 
County Board of Education of said County, said rentals to be paid 
annually in advance upon the opening of school or upon the ad- 
mission of children to the schools. No child in the public schools 
of the County will be required to pay any larger amount for the use 
of books than set up by the County Board, nor to buy outright or 
‘otherwise acquire any textbook. Nothing contained herein shall 
be construed to apply to materials which will be consumed or rendered 
worthless in any one year, such as pencils, tablets, work books, draw- 
ing materials, etc. Provided, The County Board shall be required 
to use or select State adopted textbooks. 

§ 2, Contract for Books.—The County Board of Education is 
” hereby authorized to negotiate and execute contracts with the pub- 
lishers whereby the County will rent or buy outright the books to 
be used in the public schools, with discretion in the County Board of 
Education to make rental contracts and/or purchase contracts as it 
may be to the best advantage of the County. Any contracts made with 
publishers of textbooks may be made so as to divide the payment to 
publishers for rental or purchase over a period of not more than three 
(3) years, the reasonable life of textbooks ; Provided, However, That 
nothing hereir shall be construed to prevent the County Board of 
Education from purchasing or renting additional books as the ne- 
cessity shall or may arise. The County Board of Education is hereby 
authorized to issue its negotiable notes with interest not exceeding 
four (4%) per cent, said notes to be paid from the rentals above 
provided for the use of said books by the school children. 

§ 3. Handling, Distribution and Care of Books.—The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered, and directed. 
to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
which rules and regulations when not in conflict with the terms and 
purposes of this Act, shall have full legal force and effect. Said 
rules and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books 
in various schools of the County by the County Superintendent of 
Education, and/or Superintendents and/or principals and/or teachers 
in the schools, who shall perform said duties without additional com- 
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pensation ; and shall establish a method of distributing said books to 
the school children and to provide for the reasonable use, care and 
safety of said books, with reasonable penalties for the abuse or de- 
struction of said books to fall upon those using said books or in 
charge of their distribution and use. 

§ 4. School Authorities Cooperate—All superintendents, prin- 
cipals and teachers in the schools of Greenwood County are hereby 
directed and required to cooperate fully with the County Board of 
Education in the proper and orderly administration of the terms 
of this Act and the County Board of Education is hereby authorized 
to promulgate rules to provide cooperation by the superintendents, 
principals and teachers and to establish penalties for failure to co- 
operate by withholding salaries and/or otherwise. 

§ 5. Deposit of Receipts—All funds collected hereunder shall 
be deposited with the County Treasurer and be segregated for the 
administration of this Act. 

§ 6. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act or any provision hereof be and the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 7. Time Effective —This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1936, 
but the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to enter into such contracts prior to that time as may be ad- 
visable, said contracts to take effect on July 1, 1936.

AN ACT to Devolve Upon the County Board of Directors of Dar- 
lington County the Duty and Power of Granting, Leasing and 
Conveying All Property Acquired or to Be Acquired by the 
County Through Delinquent Tax Sales. 


Section 1. Darlington County Board of Directors Sell, Lease 
or Rent Property Acquired through Tax Sales.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The County 
Board of Directors of Darlington County shall have full and com- 
plete power and authority, in its discretion, and upon such terms and 
conditions as it may deem best to convey, lease and rent all lands 
now owned or hereafter to be acquired through or by virtue of de- 
linquent tax sales. All deeds and other instruments in writing nec- 
essary to be executed shall be executed by the Chairman of the 
County Board of Directors and attested by the Clerk thereof. The 
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said County Board of Directors of Darlington County shall pro- 
ceed at once to take charge of all lands acquired through delinquent 
tax sales, and shall rent or lease the same or so much thereof as it may 
be able to rent or lease and on such terms and conditions as it may 
deem best, waiving the rent or rents thereon for fertilizer for such 
tenant or tenants as to the said Board may seem best: Provided, That 
no lands acquired at tax sa’e shall be rented, leased or conveyed 
without the unanimous consent of the County Board of Directors; 
And Provided, Further, That no land shall be sold and conveyed 
until such lands have been duly advertised in the two papers published 
in Darlington County for at least three (3) issues of such papers. 

§ 2, Conveyances—Time Bring Actions Recover.—In all cases 
of sale the deed of conveyance of the County Board of Directors 
of Darlington County where executed to a private person or a cor- 
poration shall be held and taken as prima facie evidence of a good 
title in the holder and that all proceedings have been regular and 
all requirements of the law have been complied with. No action for 
the recovery of land sold by the County Board of Directors of Dar- 
lington County under the provisions of this Act or for the recovery 
or possession thereof shall be maintained unless brought within two 
years from the date of said sale. 

§ 3. Ail Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide Pay for Bailiffs and Jurors (Grand and Petit) 
in Darlington County, and to Appropriate Money Therefor. 


Section 1. Compensation of Jurors and Bailiffs, Darlington 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That hereafter the pay for all jurors and court bail- 
iffs in Darlington County shall be as follows: Foreman of Grand 
Jury, $5.00 per day and ten cents (10¢) mileage one way; all other 
jurors, Grand and Petit, and all court bailiffs, $3.00 per day and 
ten cents (10¢) mileage one way. 

§ 2. Tax Levy Provide Funds.—The County Auditor of Dar- 
lington County is authorized and directed to levy, and the Treasurer 
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and Tax Collector to collect sufficient funds for the purposes of 
this Act. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are re- 
pealed. : 
_ § 4. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT to Permit Property Owners to Catch Fish by the Use of 
Traps in Their Own Ponds for Propagation Purposes After 
Receiving a Permit. 


Section 1. Owners of Private Ponds Catch Fish therein for 
Propagation Purpeses—Permit Necessary.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That persons 
owning private ponds in this State are allowed to catch fish therein 
for propagation purposes only after the issuance of a permit from 
the Chief Game Warden. 

§ 2. Issuance of Permit.—The Chief Game Warden is author- 
ized and empowered to issue such rules and regulations as in his 
judgment is proper concerning the issuance of such permit, the 
length of time that each permit will be of force, and the conditions 
on which issued; and he shall have full power and authority to re- 
voke such permits in his discretion. 

No permit shall be issued except it be endorsed in writing by the 
game warden of the county in which it is to be used. 

§ 3. Penalty.—All violations of law shall be enforced, and with 
penalties as now provided, except as hereby expressly changed. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a Forfeited Land Commission for Dorchester 
County, to Prescribe the Method of Appointment of the Mem- 
bers Thereof, and to Define Their Duties. 
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Section 1. Forfeited Land Commission, Dorchester County— 
Members—-Appointment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the number of members of 
the Forfeited Land Commission of Dorchester County be, and is 
hereby, changed from the present number of members to two (2) 
members, and the mode or manner of selecting the members of the 
said Forfeited Land Commission be, and is hereby changed from the 
present mode or method of selection to appointment by the Legisla- 
tive Delegation of Dorchester County in the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina. 

§ 2. Term—Vacancies.—That from and after the passage and 
approval of this Act by the Governor, the members of the Forfeited 
Land Commission of Dorchester:County shall be appointed by the 
Legislative Delegation of Dorchester County in the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina, and that their term of office 
shall be four (4) years and until their successors shall be appointed 
and qualified. That the said Legislative Delegation shall also have 
the power to fill any vacancy arising in the membership of the said 
Forfeited Land Commission on account of the death, resignation or 
otherwise, for the unexpired term. That the said Legislative Delega- 
tion shall have the power to fill any and all vacancies arising in the 
membership of the said Forfeited Land Commission, from any and 
all causes whatsoever, either for the full or unexpired term. 

§ 3. Bond.—That each member of the said Forfeited Land Com- 
mission shall give bond in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars, the premiums on the said bond to be paid by the County of 
Dorchester as in case of other county officers. 

§ 4. Duties and Powers.—That the said Forfeited Land Com- 
mission is hereby vested with all the rights, powers, duties and priv- 
ileges with which Forfeited Land Commissions are now vested under 
the general law, and in addition thereto, the following: 

(1) To perfect the title to any property which the said Forfeited 
Land Commission may have title to. 

(2) To improve any lands or make repairs upon property owned 
by the said Forfeited Land Commission, provided the cost of im- 
provement shall not exceed the revenues derived from the said lands, 
in each particular instance. 

(3) To lease any lands of the said commission on such terms as 
they shall think best, and waive rent liens to enable tenants to obtain 
advances to make crops. 

(4) To sell all or any lands owned by the said Forfeited Land 
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Commission at such price or prices as they shall deem advantageous, 
either for cash or on credit, as they shall deem best, taking such 
steps to secure the payment of the purchase price as they shall deem 
best. 

(5) To employ an agent to actually superintend the said Jands, 
growing upon the same, and actively keep watch over the same, col- 
lecting rents and otherwise, and to obtain such clerical help as they 
may need. 

(6) To be provided with an office in the Court House and with 
authority to purchase such office equipment as is necessary in its 
opinion for the conducting of the said commission, including station- 
ery, stamps, iron safe and such other items of furniture and fixtures, 
including typewriter and desk, as they may deem necessary, all of 
the said equipment to be paid for out of the gross revenue coming 
to the commission. 

§ 5. Compensation—That the members of the said Forfeited 
Land Commission shall receive for their services each year, collec- 
tively, ten (10) per cent of the gross sales price of any and all lands 
or property sold in that year, and ten (10) per cent. of the gross 
revenues and income otherwise received, the same to be paid out 
of the funds in the hands of the said Forfeited Land Commission. 

§ 6. Report and Settle for Property Handled.—That the said 
Forfeited Land Commission shall turn over to the County Treasurer 
the net cash on hand as to each particular item of land or property 
disposed of or handled just as soon as the said Forfeited Land Com- 
mission is in position to make a final report on the said item, that is, 
just as soon as the said item of land or property is finally disposed 
of insofar as the said Forfeited Land Commission is concerned, only 
one report being necessary as to each item of property or land, and 
such final report to show gross receipts, disbursements for expenses, 
all deductions, and net amount of cash turned over to the said County 
‘Treasurer. 

§ 6. Duties of Incumbents—That the said Forfeited Land 
Commission as heretofore constituted, shall upon the passage of this 
Act, turn over to the said Forfeited Land Commission as now con- 
stituted all property, lands and assets in its hands, with a full and 
derailed itemized statement as to each and every item of land or 
property, sold or in any way handled by them, together with all title 
deeds and other papers in its hands, said report to be made our in 
duplicate, one copy to be filed with the Forfeited Land Commission 
as now constituted and the other copy to be filed with the County 
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Treasurer, said report to be filed within thirty (30) days after the 
approval of this Act. 

§ 7. Certain Conveyances Validated.—That all conveyances or 
deeds made by the former Forfeited Land Commission, where signed 
by not less than two (2) members be and the same are hereby vali- 
dated and confirmed. 

§ 8. Agree on Acts—Records—Clerical Help—Attorneys.— 
That in the case of the Forfeited Land Commission, as now con- 
stituted, the same consisting of only two (2) members, that the 
concurrence of both members shall be necessary to the validity of 
any act or thing done by the said Forfeited Land Commission. That 
the said Forfeited Land Commission ‘shall keep a full and detailed 
set of books or records of their actings and doings, showing every- 
thing in detail, and to that end may employ such clerical assistance 
as they may need, paying for same out of the gross receipts, the 
costs as to each particular item of property not to exceed the gross 
receipts from such item of land or property. That in the case of 
perfecting land title, where Court proceedings are necessary, the 
said Forfeited Land Commission may employ attorneys, and pay 
them for their services, the same to be paid out of the gross receipts 
from the particular item of land or property, and not to exceed the 
gross receipts derived from such item of land or property. 

§ 9. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be, and 
the same, are repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 10. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Colleges and Universities Get Copies of Acts and 
Joint Resolutions and Legislative Journals——Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the State 
Librarian is hereby authorized to furnish, upon request, copies of 
Acts and Joint Resolutions and the permanent Journals of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, to any recognized college or university in this State. 
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§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Supplying of Textbooks on a Rental 
System to the School Children of South Carolina; to Es- 
tablish Methods of Distribution, Care and Use of Said Books; 
to Provide School Books for Said Rental System, and Es- 
tablish the State School Book Commission and Prescribe Its 
Duties and Powers. 


Section 1. State School Book Commission—Members—Terms— 
Compensation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: There is hereby created and established a Com- 
mission to be known as the State School Book Commission, the same 
to be composed of the Governor, the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, the Director of the Division of Textbooks, hereinafter es- 
tablished, one member of the State Board of Education, to be desig- 
nated by the State Board of Education and three County Superin- 
tendents of Education to be selected by the Association of County 
Superintendents of Education, and the Director of the Division of 
Textbooks, all of whom shall serve ex officio. The Three County 
Superintendents of Education and the member of the State Board 
of Education shall serve for a term of three years and until their 
successors are appointed. The three County Superintendents of Edu- 
cation and the member of the State Board of Education shall be 
paid the usual per diem paid to members of State Commissions and 
their travel and maintenance expenses as provided by law for the 
days upon which they are actually engaged in the discharge of the 
duties herein conferred upon them.. 

§ 2. Operate Rental System for School Textbooks in Certain 
Counties and School Districts—Institutions of Higher Learning 
Establish Textbook Rental Systems.—That the State School Book 
Commission is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to provide 
all the textbooks for use in the public schools of South Carolina on 
a rental system. whereby the pupils in the public schools will pay an 
annual rental in an amount to be fixed by the State School Book 
Commission and in its discretion graduated as to grades and to be 
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sufficient to pay all the costs of the administration of this Act and 
the purchase of any books necessary to be acquired by the State 
School Book Commission. Said rentals shall be paid by or for each 
pupil annually in advance upon the opening of school or before any 
pupil is allowed the use of said books. No pupil in the public schools 
of the State shall be required to pay any larger amount for the use 
of the books than above authorized nor to buy outright or otherwise 
acquire any textbook, but any pupil may purchase, if he so desires, 
the books to be ussd by him, in which event no rental fee will be 
charged to said pupil. The State School Book Commission shall not 
be required to furnish materials which shall be consumed or ren- 
dered worthless in any one year, such as pencils, tablets, work- 
books, drawing materials, etc. Provided, however, That nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall abrogate the power of such school districts 
or counties as now have or hereafter may have the right to set up 
rental or free textbook systems and all rentals received by said 
districts or counties from rental of books belonging to said districts 
cr counties shall be retained by the said districts or counties: Pro- 
vided, farther, ‘That school districts enrolling five thousand (5000) or 
more school pupils may have the right to set up rentals or free text- 
book systems and choose and purchase their own textbooks, and all 
rentals received by said districts from rental of books belonging to 
said districts shall be retained by said districts: Provided, further, 
That any State Institution of higher learning may, in the discretion 
of the respective boards of trustees or other governing body, set up 
a textbook rental system in the same manner as is provided in this 
Act for school districts and to choose or purchase their own text- 
books, and all funds received by said institutions from rental of books 
belonging to said institution shall be retained by them, respectively. 
Provided, further, That upon the resolution of the Legislative Dele- 
gation of the county affected, any County or School District, as the 
case may be, may abandon its rental or free system of textbooks 
and accept the provisions of this Act. Upon any such County or 
School District abandoning its rental or free system and accepting 
the provisions of this Act, it shall be the duty of the State School 
Book Commission to make, or cause to be made, an investigation 
and to determine the value to the State of any textbooks belonging 
‘to said County or District which can reasonably be of use to the 
State under this Act, and to purchase useful books from said County 
or District, either paying cash therefor, or in such installments as 
may be agreed upon between the State School Book Commission 
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on the one hand and the County Board of Education, or Trustees, 
as the case may be, on the other hand. In the event it be agreed 
upon to pay therefor in installments, then the State School Book 
Commission shall enter into reimbursement agreements with said 
officials to pay said installments in the future. Provided, further, 
That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to any school district 
in which the Board of Trustees of said school district shall file 
before August 1, 1936, with the State School Book Commission a 
written statement, approved by the Senator and at least one-half of 
the Representatives from such County, to the effect that it does 
not elect to come under the provisions of this Act: Provided, further, 
That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to any County in 
which the County Board of Education shall file before August 1, 
1936, with the State School Book Commission a written statement, 
approved by the Senator and at least one-half of the Representatives 
from such County, to the effect that it does not elect to come under 
the provisions of this Act. 

§ 3. Textbooks—Adoption of Contracts for Textbooks.—For 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act and to provide 
school books for said rental system, the State Board of Education 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to use for a period of 
at least three (3) years from the effective date of this Act the school 
books adopted by the State Board of Education in October, 1934, and 
all textbooks now in use under the State adoption plan in the schools 
of South Carolina for which purpose said adoption and. all contracts 
made thereunder are hereby ratified and confirmed. The State Board 
of Education is hereby authorized and empowered, in its discretion, 
to postpone, alter, amend or modify the terms of future State adop- 
tion of contracts for textbooks. 

§ 4. Division of Textbooks—Director—Appropriation.—For 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act the State 
Superintendent of Education is hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to establish a Division of Textbooks within the State De- 
partment of Education, and to appoint a Director of said division, 
hereinafter referred to as the Director, whose term of office shall be 
for a period of three (3) years. For the faithful performance of 
his duties said Director shall enter into such bond in such penal 
amount as may be fixed by the State School Book Commission and 
approved by the Attorney General of the State. As compensation 
for services, said Director shall receive an annual salary of Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, payable monthly, and, in addition 
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thereto, shall be allowed traveling expenses incurred in the perform- 
ance of his duties not exceeding the sum of Nine Hundred ($900.00) 
Dollars per annum, and, in addition, Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) 
Dollars per annum shall be allowed for stenographic and bookkeep- 
ing help. During the first year an additional sum of Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars may be used for extra clerical and stenographic 
work. There is hereby appropriated the sum of Five Thousand ($5,- 
000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing said rental system and of paying the costs and expenses of 
said system until the first rentals are collected. 

§ 5. Depositories—Distribution and Care of Books—Payment 
of Expenses—Sales——The State School Book Commission is hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to adopt, establish and promul- 
gate such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this Act, which rules and regulations when not in 
conflict with the terms and purposes of this Act, shall have full legal 
force and effect. Said rules and regulations shall provide a system 
of depositories for said books in various counties of the State, which 
depositories may be designated as the State School Book Commis- 
sion may deem best; and shall establish a method of distributing 
said books to the pupils and to provide for the reasonable use, care 
and safety of said books, with reasonable penalties, for the abuse or 
destruction of said books to fall upon those using said books or 
in charge of their distribution and use. The various counties, through 
their properly constituted authorities, are hereby required to furnish 
a sufficient and proper place for depositing or storing of books used 
in said counties. All necessary expenses in administering the terms 
of this Act shall be paid from the rentals collected hereunder. The 
State School Book Commission shall provide by proper rules and 
regulations for payment by the pupils, its parent or legal guardian, 
for the loss of or damage, if any, to any books, ordinary wear and 
tear excepted. Provided, That the State School Book Commission 
may require all publishers of textbooks, with whom textbook con- 
tracts have been made, to maintain a joint agency or depository, in 
some city in the State to be located at some suitable and convenient 
distributing point, at which general depository each textbook pub- 
lisher shall keep on hand a sufficient stock of books to supply the 
requirements of the State, through which Central Depository all 
textbooks shall be distributed. Any person or school not controlled 
by the State, or book dealer in any county in the State may order 
books from the general depository, and the books so ordered shall 
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be furnished for cash at cost plus actual expenses: Provided, further, 
That the State School Book Commission shall make proper arrange- 
ments for the sale of textbooks to those pupils who desire to purchase 
them, and the same shall be sold at cost plus actual expenses. 

§ 6. Field Workers.—In order to carry out the intent and pur- 
pose of this Act, the Director is authorized to appoint five (5) field 
workers who shall be charged with the duties assigned by the Di- 
rector and to perform any and all duties required by the provisions 
of this Act, and not inconsistent with the terms thereof. As compen- 
sation for their services the said field workers shall each receive 
the sum of One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per month for 
twelve months in each year, and, in addition thereto, actual traveling 
expenses incurred while in the discharge of their duties, such ex- 
penses not to exceed Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per year for 
any field worker. 

§ 7. School Authorities Cooperate—The County Superintend- 
ents and Boards of Education in the various counties of the State are 
hereby directed and required to cooperate with the State School 
Book Commission in the administration of the terms of this Act and 
the rules and regulations to be established by the State School Book 
Commission in such manner as may be requested or required by the 
State School Book Commission. All superintendents, ‘principals and 
teachers in the schools of South Carolina are hereby directed and 
required to cooperate fully with the State School Book Commis- 
sion and County Boards of Education in the proper and orderly ad- 
ministration of the terms of this Act, and the State School Book 
Commission is hereby authorized to promulgate rules to provide co- 
operation by the superintendents, principals, and teachers and to es- 
tablish penalties for failure to co-operate. 

§ 8. Contract for Books.—The State School Book Commission 
is hereby authorized to negotiabe and execute contracts with the pub- 
lishers of school books whereby the State will rent from the pub- 
lishers or buy outright the books to be used in the public schools, 
with discretion in the State School Book Commission to make rental 
contracts and/or purchase contracts as it may be to the best ad- 
vantage of the State. Any contracts made with publishers of text- 
books may be made so as to divide the payment to publishers for 
rental or purchase over a period of three (3) years: Provided, 
however, That nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the State 
School Book Commission from purchasing or renting additional 
books as the necessity shall or may arise. The State School Book 
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Commission is hereby authorized to issue its negotiable notes with 
interest not exceeding Three and One-half (344%) per cent per 
annum and to pledge all books purchased and all rentals collected 
hereunder, after the payment of all administrative expenses, for the 
discharge of said rental or purchase contracts. The full faith, credit 
aud taxing power of the State are pledged for the payment of said 
notes. The State School Book Commission, in its discretion, may 
borrow upon the same terms as above authorized, from any avail- 
able source, the money with which to purchase said school books, 
at a rate of interest not to exceed Three and One-half (344%) per 
cent per annum: Provided, That no notes hereunder shall be issued 
without the written approval of the State Finance Committee: Pro- 
vided, further, That if the State School Book Commission should 
decide to purchase outright the books to be used in the schools of 
this State, the same shall be purchased at the lowest possible prices 
and, so far as existing contracts for State adopted books will permit, 
at competitive bidding: Provided, further, For the purpose of carry- 
ing out the provisions of this Act, and enabling the State to avail 
itself to the fullest extent of Federal aid in the form of grants or 
otherwise, that are now or may become available for use in the State 
for this and other purposes, the Governor is authorized, empowered 
and directed to procure from any and all sources available such 
emounts of funds as may be needed and not in conflict with the terms 
and purposes of this Act. 

§ 9. Duties and Liability of School Districts—The Director 
shall hold each school district in South Carolina responsible for the 
proper protection, use and care of all school books allotted to said 
districts under the terms of this Act. The said school district shall 
make reports to the Director when required by the Director as to the 
books on hand and the condition of the same, and shall, within 
thirty (30) days after the end of each school term, return all school 
books allocated to said districts to the place or places required by 
the Director. The Director shall, as soon as practicable, after the 
close of each school term, determine the loss and damage, if any, 
ordinary wear and tear excepted, sustained by said books in any 
school district, and shall make demand for the payment of the same 
upon the various districts against which loss and damage shall have 
been assessed with appeal by parties feeling themselves aggrieved to 
the State School Book Commission, Said district shall forthwith 
pay said loss and damage, and, that upon proper certification by the 
Director and County Superintendent of Education, County Auditors 
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and County Treasurers of the respective Counties in which these 
school districts are located, are hereby authorized, empowered, and 
directed to levy sufficient millage in or upon any school district 
and/or other educational unit sufficient to pay any loss due the said 
State School Book Commission for any loss, damage or rentals due 
by the said school districts and/or other educational units under 
the terms of this Act, Provided, That in the event there is sufficient 
funds on deposit to the credit of the school district and/or other 
educational unit, the trustees of said school district or the County 
Board of Education are directed to draw a warrant against such funds 
to cover an amount of said loss or shortage in rental funds accruing 
under the terms of this Act, in which case no levy shall be made. 

§ 10. Collection and Payment of Rentals.—The rentals pro- 
vided hereunder shall be collected by the various school districts in 
the State and each school district shall pay the amount of said rentals 
due for the use of books by the pupils in said district within thirty 
(30) days from the date of the opening of the schools or the admis- 
sion of new pupils to said schools. No school books shall be delivered 
to any school child on a rental plan until the rentals have been fully 
paid. 

§ 11. Books from Quarantined Homes—Disinfect All Books.— 
The said Director, in conjunction with the State Board of Health, 
shall adopt rules and regulations governing the fumigation and/or 
disposal of textbooks from quarantined homes, and for the regular 
disinfection of all textbooks used in the public schools of the State. 
As far as may be practicable the Director shall provide for the re- 
tention of all necessary school books for use by the school districts 
within said districts. 

§ 12. Waive Rentals—When.—At the beginning of the fourth 
year of operation hereunder, and earlier if funds be available, the 
State School Book Commission is hereby authorized and directed to 
waive rentals for as many of the grammar school grades as available 
funds will permit; and at the beginning of the sixth year, or earlier 
if funds be available, said Commission shall waive rentals for as 
many of the high school grades as available funds will permit, to the 
end that textbooks shall be supplied to the school children of the 
State without charge at the earliest possible date. 

§ 13. Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act, or any provision hereof, be, and the same hereby are, repealed. 

§ 14. Date Effective —This Act shall take effect June 1, 1936.

Section 1. Act 232, 1935 Acts, Amended—Continue Business or 
Receive Refund of Portion of License Fee on Death of Alcoholic 
Liquor Dealer.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 5 of an Act entitled: ““An Act to 
Define Alcoholic and Non-alcoholic and Non-intoxicating Beverages ; 
to Legalize and Regulate the Manufacture, Sale, Possession, Trans- 
portation and Use of Alcoholic Liquors, Etc.” and designated as Act 
232 of the Acts of 1935, be and the same is hereby amended by add- 
ing at the end of said section the following: “Provided, Further, 
That in the event of the death of any person who may have acquired 
a license as a retail or wholesale dealer in alcoholic liquors during the 
term for which said license is issued that the personal representative 
of such deceased person, with the consent of the probate court as re- 
quired by law and subject to approval by the Tax Commission as a 
proper party to conduct such business upon the same basis as an 
original applicant, may continue to operate such business for and 
during the life of said license, or may elect to discontinue such busi- 
ness upon the death of the licensee and in such event the tmearned 
license tax shall be returned or refunded to the estate or personal 
representative of the deceased licensee”, so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 5. The licenses shall be issued annually upon compliance 
with the provisions of this Act and the payment to the Tax Commis- 
sion of the following fees, which shall be in addition to the license 
taxes hereinafter provided, to wit: (a) Manufacturer’s license, Two 
Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars; (b) Wholesaler’s license, Two 
Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars; (c) Retailer’s license, Two Hundred 
Fifty ($250.00) Dollars. All licenses shall expire on June 30 of each 
year ; Provided, However, ‘That licenses issued before June 30, 1935, 
shall remain in full force and effect until June 30, 1936: Provided, 
Further, That persons obtaining licenses on or after January 1, and 
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before June 30 of any year may obtain the same for the remainder 
of the license year upon the payment of one-half of the license fees 
above provided: Provided, Further, That in the event of the death 
of any person who may have acquired a license as a retail or whole- 
sale dealer in alcoholic liquors during the term for which said license 
is issued that the personal representative of such deceased person, 
with the consent of the probate court as required by law and subject 
to approval by the Tax Commission as a proper party to conduct 
such business upon the same basis as an original applicant, may con- 
tinue to operate such business for and during the life of said license, 
or may elect to discontinue such business upon the death of the li- 
censee and in such event the unearned license tax shall be returned 
or refunded to the estate or personal representative of the deceased 
licensee.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor,

AN ACT to Create a New State Highway Commission; to Pre- 
scribe a Statewide Program of Highway Construction by 
Said Commission and to Provide for the Financing Thereof; 
to Provide for the Election of District Highway Commis- 
sioners; to Constitute District Highway Commissioners as 
the State Highway Commission; to Fix the Term of Office of 
District Highway Commissioners: To Direct the State High- 
way Commission to Reduce Annually the Principal of its Out- 
standing Obligations; to Limit the Aggregate Amount of 
Certificates of Indebtedness and Reimbursement Obligations 
that may be Issued in Any One Year; to Direct How and By 
Whom State Highway Certificates of Indebtedness may be 
Issued and Sold Hereafter, and to Provide Funds for the 
Construction of the State Highway System and for Refinanc- 
ing Purposes; to Reduce the Annual License Fees on Certain 
Motor Vehicles; to Require the Payment Thereof, and to 
Provide Penalties for Violations. 


Section 1. State Highway Commission—Duties and Powers— 
Election—Terms—Compensation—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by the 
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General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: (a) The several 
Judicial Circuits of the State as now or hereafter constituted are for 
the purposes of this Act hereby constituted and created highway 
districts of the State of South Carolina, to be designated by numbers 
corresponding to the numbers of the respective Judicial Circuits. For 
each of said Highway Districts there shall be chosen in the manner 
and for the terms of office hereinafter provided a highway commis- 
sioner to be known as district highway commissioner. The several 
commissioners so chosen shall as a body constitute the State High- 
way Commision of South Carolina. The State Highway Commission 
thus constituted shall succeed, replace and supersede the State High- 
way Commission created and established under the provisions of 
Section 5867, Code of Laws of 1932, and shall be and is hereby 
vested with all the power and authority and is charged with all the 
duties and shall assume and discharge all the obligations of the said 
State Highway Commission created by Section 5867, Code of Laws 
of 1932, and all other laws relating thereto. 

(b). The district highway commissioners provided for in Sec- 
tion 1 hereof shall be chosen after the following manner for the 
terms herein provided for. Within fifteen (15) days after the effec- 
tive date cf this Act, the Legislative Delegations representing the 
counties of each highway district herein created shall meet upon writ- 
ten call of a majority of the members of the delegations of each 
highway district at a time and place to be designated for the purpose 
of electing a highway commissioner to represent each highway dis- 
trict. A majority present, either in person or by written proxy, of the 
members of the legislative delegations representing in the General 
Assembly a given highway district shall constitute a quorum for the 
purpose of electing a district highway commissioner, but no person 
shall be declared elected district highway commissioner who shall. 
fail to receive a majority vote of all the members of the legislative 
delegations from the highway district affected. The joint legislative 
delegations of each highway district shall be organized by the elec- 
tion of a chairman and a secretary and such joint legislative delega- 
tions, in meeting assembled, shall adopt such rules as they deem 
proper to govern the election. Any absentee may vote by written 
proxy. When the election is completed the chairman and secretary 
of joint legislative delegations of each highway district shall imme- 
diately transmit the name of the person elected to the Secretary of 
State, who shall forthwith issue to such person, after he has taken 
the usual oath of office, a certificate of election as district highway 
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commisisoner. The Governor shall thereupon forthwith issue a com- 
mission to such person and pending such issuance the aforemen- 
tioned certificate of election shall be a sufficient warrant to such per- 
son to perform all of the duties and functions of his office as com- 

missioner. Each district highway commissioner shall serve until his 
' successor shall have been elected and qualified. Each district high- 
way commissioner shall receive compensation in the amount of One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per annum and official expenses as here- 
tofore provided by law for members of the State Highway Commis- 
sion. 

In the event that the legislative delegations from any given dis- 
trict or circuit shall fail to meet and elect a district Highway Com- 
missioner within fifteen days as required by this section, then and in 
such event, the Secretary of State within fifteen days shall call a 
meeting, by written notice, to the legislative delegations of such dis- 
trict or circuit for the purpose of electing a district Highway Com- 
missioner to represent the district or circuit affected: Provided, That 
in case a district Highway Commissioner shall not be elected within 
thirty days after the effective date of this Act, the office of High- 
way Commissioner for that district shall be vacant until a Commis- 
sioner is elected and qualified. 

(c) The district highway cotnmissioner from each of the Second, 
Ninth, Tenth, Twelfth and Fourteenth Highway Districts shall be 
elected for a term of office to expire on the fifteenth day of April, 
1938; the district highway commisisoner from each of the Third, 
Eighth, Eleventh, and Thirteenth Highway Districts shall be elected 
for a term of office to expire on the fifteenth day of April, 1939; and 
the district highway commisisoner from each of the First, Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth and Seventh Highway Districts shall be elected for a 
term of office to expire on the fifteenth day of April, 1940. Any va- 
cancy as district highway commissioner occurring by death, resigna- 
tion or removal shall be filled by election in the same manner as pro- 
vided in Subsection (b) hereof and for the unexpired term. Upon 
the expiration of the terms of office provided in this Section the dis- 
trict highway commissioner from each of the fourteen highway dis- 
tricts shall be elected for a term of four years. The term of office of 
each district highway commissioner shall expire on the fifteenth day 
of April of the appropriate year. Any vacancy as district highway 
commissioner occurring, or approaching on account of the expiration 
of the term of office may be filled by election as provided in Subsec- 
tion (b) hereof any time within sixty days prior to the expiration of 
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said term of office, or afterwards, but the incumbent shall continue in 
office until the expiration of his term and a successor shall have been 
elected and qualified. : 

(d) In order to provide for rotation in office as district highway 
commissioner it is hereby provided that no district highway commis- , 
sioner elected under the provisions of this Act shall succeed himself 
in office and no county within a given highway district shall have a 
district highway commissioner for two successive terms. No county 
shall twice have a commissioner until there shall have been a com- 
plete rotation of the office among the counties of a district. After 
the expiration of the first terms of office herein provided for, the 
legislative delegations of any county entitled to a district highway 
commissioner under the provisions of this Act shall nominate three 
suitable persons for the office, one of whom shall be elected district 
highway commissioner by a majority vote of all of the members of 
the legislative delegations representing the highway district af- 
fected. Provided, further, that in the event a district Highway Com- 
missioner shall not be elected within thirty days after the expiration 
of the term of office to be filled, the office of Highway Commissioner 
for that district shall be vacant until a commissioner is elected and 
qualified. 

§ 2. Issuance and Sale of State Highway Certificates of In- 
debtedness and Reimbursement Obligations—Amount Limited— 
Use of Funds Therefrom—Aggregate Principal Indebtedness of 
State Highway Department Limited—Construction Program.— 
(a) To the end that the aggregate principal indebtedness of the 
State Highway Department on account of the construction of the 
State Highway System may be reduced from year to year and funds 
be provided for the continuance of the construction of the State 
Highway System, neither State Highway certificates of indebtedness 
nor reimbursement obligations pursuant to reimbursement agree- 
ments with counties or road districts shall hereafter be issued or sold 
in any calendar year under the terms and provisions qf existing laws 
as amended, limited or qualified by the terms and provisions hereof, 
unless the aggregate principal of any such certificates of indebted- 
ness and/or reimbursement obligations shall be less by Five Hun- 
dred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars than the total aggregate prin- 
cipal indebtedness retired during the calendar year next preceding of 
like obligations ‘issued or assumed before the passage hereof; Pro- 
vided, That in no event shall the aggregate principal indebtedness of 
the State Highway Department on account of the construction of 
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the State Highway System be greater than the said indebtedness of 
said department as of the first day of January, nineteen hundred and 
thirty-four. The term ‘reimbursement obligations’ as used in this Act 
includes all payments made or to be made by the State Highway 
Commission to or on behalf of counties, road or bridge districts, on 
account of the construction of the State Highway System, under the 
’ provisions of Chapters 126 and 127, Volume III, Code of Laws of 
1932, and any other laws requiring the State Highway Commission 
to reimburse counties, road or bridge districts, or municipalities, on 
account of the construction of the State Highway System, including 
obligations hereafter created pursuant to reimbursement agreements 
with counties or road districts. The limitations or restrictions im- 
posed by this section shall not apply to certificates of indebtedness 
which may be issued for the purpose of paying the principal of out- 
standing notes or certificates of indebtedness or reimbursement obli- 
gations. 

(b): No State Highway certificate of indebtedness shall be is- 
sued or sold unless the same shall be within the limitations of the 
powers conferred herein, nor shall any said certificates of indebted- 
ness be issued and sold unless and until the conditions prescribed in 
Chapter 127, Volume 111, Code of Laws of 1932, as heretofore and 
hereby amended, changed or modified, shall have been complied with. 
The duty is hereby imposed solely upon the State Treasurer to is- 
sue, sell and sign said certificates of indebtedness in the name of the 
State when the conditions prescribed herein and by Chapter 127, 
Volume 111, Code of Laws of 1932, as heretofore and hereby 
amended, changed or modified have been fully complied with and the 
State Highway Commission shall have transmitted to the State 
Treasurer a written request for the issuance of such certificates of 
indebtedness embodying a statement showing compliance with the 
terms hereof, and the information required by sub-divisions (a), 
(b), (c) and (d) of Section 5947, Volume 111, Code of Laws of 
1932. The power and authority to find and determine the sufficiency 
of the motor vehicle revenues (the five cents gasoline tax and the 
motor vehicle license tax) for the purposes of this Act are hereby 
imposed solely upon the State Highway Commission. The said cer- 
tificates of indebtedness herein authorized shall be signed by the State 
Treasurer and the great seal of the State shall be affixed to or im- 
pressed upon them and attested by the Secretary of State. No provi- 
sion hereof shall be held or construed to affect the legality of exist- 
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ing or now outstanding obligations of the State Highway Department 
on account of the construction of the State Highway System. 

(c): Funds derived from the sale of certificates of indebtedness 
herein authorized or funds derived from the sale of reimbursement 
obligations shall be used by the State Highway Department for the 
construction of the State Highway System, including matching Fed- 
eral Aid. The State Highway Department shall within the next two 
years, or as soon as practicable, construct or let to contract the high- 
ways designated for construction herein. The term “highway” in- 
cludes bridges, drainage structures, rights-of-way and borrow pits. 

(d): The highways herein authorized and directed to be con- 
structed are as follows:

“Subsection (e): The aggregate amount of State Highway certif- 
icates of indebtedness herein authorized and directed to be issued 
and sold by the State Treasurer for the purpose of financing the con- 
struction of the highway projects enumerated in Subsection (d) 
hereof is hereby limited to the estimated cost of said projects, as de- 
termined by the State Highway Department, less the amount of Fed- 
eral aid funds available for such projects, as determined by the State 
Highway Department. This subsection shall not apply to the issu- 
ance of State Highway certificates of indebtedness for the purpose 
of paving the principal of State Highway certificates of indebtedness 
or notes previously issued or for the purpose of making reimburse- 
ments to counties or road districts as required by law. 

“Subsection (f): For the purpose of refinancing outstanding 
obligations of the State Highway Department on account of the con- 
struction of the State Highway System and for raising monies neces- 
sary to retire and pay State Highway certificates of indebtedness or 
reimbursement obligations as they mature or become due, the duty 
is hereby imposed solely upon the State Treasurer to issue and sell 
State Highway certificates of indebtedness under the terms and con- 
ditions prescribed in Chapter 127, Volume III, Code of Laws of 
1932, as heretofore and hereby amended, changed or modified. The 
amount of said certificates of indebtedness which shall be issued and 
_ sold by the State Treasurer during any calendar year for the purpose 

of this section shall be determined by the State Highway Commis- 
sion, but in no event shall the aggregate principal indebtedness of 
the State Highway Department, on account of the construction of 
the State Highway System, be greater than the said aggregate prin- 
cipal indebtedness of said department as of the first day of January, 
nineteen hundred and thirty-four. — 

“Subsection (g): It is not the intention of this Act to restrict or 

_ limit the State Highway Department in its duty and authority to co- 
operate with the Federal highway authorities under the provisions 
of the applicable statutes. 

§ 3. License Fees for Passenger Motor Vehicles, Motorcycles, 
and Certain Trucks and Trailers—Collection—Payment—Penal- 
ties.—Subsection (a): For the license year beginning on the first 
day of November, 1936, and annually thereafter, each resident owner 
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of a motor vehicle, as hereinafter specified, shall pay to the State 
Highway Department, in lieu of all other State, county and mu- 
nicipal licenses, an annual license fee as follows: 

(1) For each passenger motor vehicle weighing not over two thou- 
sand (2,000) pounds, the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar; and for each 
additional five hundred (500 Ibs.) pounds of weight, or fraction 
thereof, the additional sum of One ($1.00) Dollar. 

(2) For each motorcycle the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar. 

(3) For each truck of a capacity of not exceeding one (1) ton, 
the sum of Four ($4.00) Dollars. 

(4) For each truck of a capacity of more than one (1) ton but 
not more than one and one-half (1-1/2) tons, the sum of Seven and 
50/100 ($7.50) Dollars. 

(5) For each truck trailer of a capacity of not more than one (1) 
ton, the sum of Four ($4.00) Dollars. 

(6) For each truck trailer of a capacity of more than one (1) 
ton, but not more than one and one-half (114) tons, the sum of 
Seven and 50/100 ($7.50) Dollars. 

Provided, that in case of solid tires used on any truck and/or 
trailer, the annual license fee herein imposed shall be doubled. 

Subsection (b): ‘The annual license fee imposed by this Act 
shall in each case be payable as a whole and shall not be payable in 
installments for any portion of any license year : 

Provided, that during the month of October of any license year 
any motor vehicle included in the terms and provisions of this Act 
and being registered for the first time may be registered for the re- 
maining portion of the then current license year upon the payment 
of a license fee of One ($1.00) Dollar. 

Subsection (c): This Act shall not repeal or affect in any way 
the provisions of Chapter 162, Volume III, Code of Laws of 1932, 
and/or the provisions of Chapter 128, Volume III, Code of Laws of 
1932, 

Subsection (d): The provisions of law now in effect as to the 
collection of motor vehicle license fees and penalties for non-pay- 
ment thereof shall apply to the license fees imposed by this Act. 

Subsection (e): The manufacturer’s weights and capacities for 
said vehicles shall be accepted in fixing said license fees. Said license 
fees shall be in lieu of all other State, municipal or county license 
fees. 


§ 4. Saving Clause—If any section, subsection, paragraph, sen- 
tence, clause or provision of this Act shall be held unconstitutional or 
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invalid for any reason the same shall not affect, impair or invalidate 
any of the remaining sections, subsections, paragraphs, sentences, 
clauses or provisions. 

§ 5. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed to the 
extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be construed as re- 
pealing any other Act or Acts authorizing the issuance and sale of 
bonds or other obligations for the construction of the State Highway 
System but shall be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 6. Time Effective-—This Act shall take effect upon its ap-' 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Further Regulate the Hours Per Day an Employee 
May Work in Cotton, Rayon, Silk, or Woolen Textile Mills in 
This State. 


Section 1. Definitions—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: For the purposes of this Act “em- 
ployer” includes every person, firm, corporation, partnership, stock 
association, agent, manager, representative or foreman, or other per- 
sons having control or custody of any employment or of any em- 
ployee in any cotton, rayon, silk, or woolen mill in this State. “Em- 
ployee” includes both males and females. 

§ 2. Hours Work Employees—No employer shall employ or 
suffer or permit an employee to work for more than forty (40) 
hours in any one week or for more than eight (8) hours in any one 
day of twenty-four (24) consecutive hours, (or on more than five 
days in any period of seven consecutive days. If the work during 
any one day is not continuous but is divided into two or more periods, 
the employer shall provide that all such periods fall within twelve 
(12): consecutive hours. Provided, the provisions of this Act shall 
apply to all employees working inside or outside of any cotton or 
woolen mill in this State. 

§ 4. Post This Statute on Premises.—Every employer shall post 
and keep conspicuously posted in or about the premises wherein any 
employee is employed a printed copy of this Act, to be furnished by 
the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries. 
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§ 5. Schedule of Hours of Employment.—Every employer shall 
post and keep conspicuously posted in every room wherein any em- 
ployee is employed a schedule of hours of employment which shall 
contain the maximum number of hours each employee shall be em- 
ployed during each day of the week, with the total hours per week, 
the hours of commencing and stopping, and the time allotted for 
the daily meal period. An employer may permit employees to begin 
work after the time for beginning and to cease work before the 
time for ending stated in such schedule, but he shall not otherwise 
employ them except as stated in such schedule. Said schedule of 
hours, except in case of emergency, shall not be changed after the 
beginning of work on the first day of the week without the authority 
of the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries. An 
emergency shali be any unusual condition beyond the control of 
the management suddenly arising, and, in order to be met, requires 
a change in schedule of hours. Said schedule shall be on a form 
provided by the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and In- 
dustries and shall remain the property of said Commissioner. 

§ 6. Employer Keep Time Book.—Every employer shall keep 
a time book or record, which shall state the name, address, and 
occupation of each employee, the number of hours worked by him 
on each day of the week and the amount of wages paid to him each 
pay period. Such time book or record shall be kept on file for at 
least one year after the entry of the record and shall be open to 
the inspection of the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and 
Industries and his duly authorized representatives. Any employer 
who fails to keep such a time book or record, or knowingly makes 
any false statement therein, or refuses to exhibit such time book or 
record upon the request of the Commissioner or his representatives 
in accordance with the requirements of this Act, shall be deemed to. 
have violated this Section. 

§ 7. Enforcement.—lIt shall be the duty of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, Commerce and Industries to enforce all the provisions 
of this Act. The Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and In- 
dustries, and his authorized representatives may enter and inspect as 
often as practicable all establishments or places of employment cov- 
ered by this Act, and for the purpose of enforcing compliance with 
the provisions of this Act, shall have free access to any cotton, rayon, 
silk, or woolen mill in this State. 
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§ 8. Employer Not Hinder or Delay Enforcement.—No em- - 
ployer shall hinder or delay the Commissioner of Agriculture, Com- 
merce and Industries or any of his authorized representatives in the 
performance of their duties in the enforcement of this Act, or refuse 
to admit, or lock out, any inspector from any place which he is au- 
thorized by the provisions of this Act to enter and inspect, or refuse 
to give any inspectors information required for the proper enforce- 
ment of this Act. 

§ 9. Penalty—Any employer violating any of the provisions of 
this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars 
aor fore than une hundred ($100.00) dollars, or imprisonment not 
to exceed thirty (30) days, for each and every offense, 

§ 10. Saving Clause.—If any provisions of this Act, or of the 
application of such provisions to any person or circumstance, shall 
be held invalid, the remainder of this Act, or the application of such 
provision to persons or circumstances other than those as to which 
it is held invalid, shall not be affected thereby. 

§ 11. Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 12. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor. Provided, that the provisions of 
this Bill shall become effective when and after the State of Georgia 
and State of North Carolina shall have adopted similar bills providing 
the same requirements as to number of hours an operative may work,

Same Shall be Administered. 


Section 1, Anderson County Furnish Free Textbooks for Its 
Schools.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The County Board of Education of Anderson 
County is hereby authorized and empowered to furnish textbooks 
free for use in the public schools of Anderson County; Provided, 
That introduction of this system shall be on a gradual basis in the 
discretion of the County Board of Education, Provided, Further, 
That for the school year 1936-37 only readers for the elementary 
grades shall be furnished. Provided, Further, That the County 
Board shall in no one year spend an amount greater than Ten Thou- 
sand ($10,000.00) Dollars, except, however, for the school year 
1936-1937 the County Board may spend more than Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars, but not more than Fifteen Thousand ($15,- 
000.00) Dollars. Provided, Further, ‘That no material consumed 
or rendered worthless in any one year by usage shall be furnished 
under the terms of this Act. 

§ 2. Provide Books on Rental System—Rentals——The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized and empowered in its 
discretion to enter into such agreements or arrangements with the 
local boards of trustees as shall be mutually agreed upon to provide 
textbooks for use in the public schools of Anderson County on a 
rental system whereby the pupils shall be able to obtain the use 
of books by paying an annual rental fee in advance, amount to be 
set by the County Board of Education: Provided, That this section 
shall apply only to the grades and/or subjects wherein free text- 
books are not furnished. Provided, Further, no rental fee shall be 
greater than one-third the amount of the purchase price of book. 

§ 3. Contracts Limited.—Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to authorize the County Board to contract a debt greater than 
the difference between the current income and the current approved 
budget for expenditures as shown in the annual supply bill. 

§ 3. Establish Rules and Regulations—School Districts Co- 
operate—Help—Textbooks.—(1) The County Board of Education 
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is hereby authorized, empowered, and directed to set up rules govern- 
ing the provisions of Sections 1, 2 and 3; to provide for the co- 
operation of the different school districts; Provided, That no county 
aid shall be disbursed to any school district failing to cooperate 
with the provisions of Section 1 of this Act. 

(2) The County Board of Education is hereby authorized to 
employ such help as is necessary for the carrying out of the terms 
of this Act. 

(3) The Anderson County Board of Education shall not be 
bound by the State adoption of textbooks so far as the furnishing 
of free textbooks is concerned.

System to the School Children of Fairfield County; to Es- 
tablish Methods of Distribution, Care and Use of Said Books;

Section 1. Fairfield County Provide Textbooks for Its Schools 
on Rental System—Rentals—Textbooks.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Board of Education of Fairfield County is hereby authorized and 
empowered in its discretion to provide textbooks for use in the pub- 
lic schools of Fairfield County on a rental system whereby the chil- 
dren in the public schools of the County will pay an annual rental 
fee to be set up and determined by the County Board of Education 
of said County, said rentals to be paid annually in advance upon 
the opening of school or upon the admission of children to the schools. 
No child in the public schools of the County will be required to pay 
any larger amount for the use of books than set up by the County 
Board, nor to buy outright or otherwise acquire any textbook. Noth- 
ing contained herein shall be construed to apply to materials which 
will be consumed or rendered worthless in any one year, such as 
penci!s, tablets, work books, drawing materials, etc. Provided, The 
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County Board shall not be required to use or select State adopted 
textbooks. 

§ 2. Contract with Publishers—The County Board of Edu- 
cation is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute contracts with 
the publishers whereby the County will rent or buy outright the 
books to be used in the public schools, with discretion in the County 
Board of Education to make rental contracts and/or purchase con- 
tracts as it may be to the best advantage of the County. Any con- 
tracts made with publishers of textbooks may be made so as to di- 
vide the payment to publishers for rental or purchase over a period 
of not more than five (5) years, the reasonable life of textbooks: 
Provided, However, That nothing herein ‘shall be construed to pre- 
vent the County Board of Education from purchasing or renting 
additional books as the necessity shall or may arise. The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized to issue its negotiable 
notes with interest not exceeding four (4%) per cent, said notes to 
be paid from the rentals above provided for the use of said books 
by the school children and from funds accruing to the County Board 
of Education not otherwise pledged. 

§ 3. Handling, Distribution and Care of Books.—The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
which rules and regulations when not in conflict with the terms and 
purposes of the Act, shall have full legal force and effect. Said 
rules and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books 
in various schools of the County by the County Superintendent of 
Education, and/or Superintendents and/or principals and/or 
teachers in the schools, who shall perform said duties without ad- 
ditional compensation; and shal! establish a method of distributing 
said books to the school children and to provide for the reasonable 
use, care and safety of said books, with reasonable penalties for 
the abuse or destruction of said books to fall upon those using said 
books or in charge of their distribution and use. 

§ 4. School Authorities Cooperate—All superintendents, prin- 
cipals, and teachers in the schools of Fairfield County are hereby 
directed and required to cooperate fully with the County Board 
of Education in the proper and orderly administration of the terms 
of this Act and the County Board of Education is hereby authorized 
to promulgate ru‘es to provide cooperation by the superintendents, 
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principals, and teachers and to establish penalties for failure to co- 
operate by withholding salaries and/or otherwise. 

§ 5. Deposit of Funds.—All funds collected hereunder shall be 
deposited with the County Treasurer and be segregated for the 
administration of this Act.

Section 1. § 2170, 1932 Code, Amended—Majority of Members 
of Forfeited Land Commission Act for Commission—Certain 
Conveyances Validated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2170, Volume II, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as amended by Act No. 159, 
of the Acts of the General Assembly for the year 1933, be, and the 
same is hereby amended by adding the words “or by a majority of 
the members thereof” in the following lines and at the places indi- 
cated, to wit: in Line 18 after the words “title thereto”; in line 
19 after the words “Forfeited Land Commissions”; in line 22 after 
the words “of any county”; in line 26 after the words “Forfeited 
Land Commission”; and amend further by adding the following

mission to the county treasurer of their respective counties. And the 
County Treasurer shall, at the close of his fiscal year, divide such 
funds, after deducting the expense as warrants drawn on him by 
the forfeited land commission of his county, between the county and 
state in proportion to their respective interests, the county’s part 
to be placed in the general county fund, and the State’s part to be 
turned over to the sinking fund commission to be applied to reduction 
of the State debt. Provided, That if any tract of land is sold for 
less than the taxes and penalties due thereon that in such case the 
proceeds of such sale shall be divided between the State and County 
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in the proportion of the amount of taxes and penalties due each of 
them. All deeds for lands sold under the authority of this Section 
shall be made by the forfeited land commission of the County 
holding title thereto, or by a majority of the members thereof. Pro- 
vided, That all conveyances heretofore made to and by the several 
forfeited land commissions, or by a majority of the members thereof, 
are hereby declared valid and of full force and effect; and to have 
been made in accordance with the provisions of this amendment. 
Provided, Further, That the Forfeited Land Commission of any 
county, or a majority of the members thereof, may require the 
sheriff or other officer authorized by law to execute a deed to any 
land which may be bid in by the county auditor, to convey the said 
- land to any purchaser to whom the same may be sold by such For- 
feited Land Commission, or a majority of the members thereof, 
after the said land has been bid in by the county auditor, and before 
the same has been conveyed to the said Forfeited Land Commission. 
Provided that all conveyances of real property heretofore made 
by the Sheriff or other officer authorized by law to execute such 
conveyances pursuant to authority and direction of any Forfeited 
Land Commission or of a majority of the members thereof, be, and 
all such are hereby declared valid and effectual to convey title ac- 
cording to their respective terms, notwithstanding that the same may 
have been made by the Sheriff or other officer pursuant to authority 
or direction of only a majority of the members of any such com- 
mission.”

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Board of Edu- 
cation of Chester County to Establish a Textbook Rental 
System for the Schools of Said County and to Promulgate 
Rules and Regulations to Operate the Same and to Borrow 
Funds with Which to Purchase Textbooks for Cash or Pur- 
chase Them with Notes. 


Section 1. Chester County Establish Textbook Rental System 
for Its Schools—Rentals—Textbooks.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized and empowered, in its 
discretion, to provide textbooks by the rental system for the schools 
of Chester County. It shall have full authority to select from the 
adopted list of the State Board of Education, in cooperation with 
a committee of superintendents, principals and teachers in the schools 
of Chester County, selected by the County Board of Education, a 
list of such books as they deem best suited for use in the schools 
of the County. The County Board of Education and this committee 
shall state the basal order in which books shall be used in the schoo!s 
of the County and the use in this order shall be required of all the 
teachers in the County. No revised edition of any books adopted for 
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use in the schools of the County shall be used within a six-year period 
without the approval of the County Board of Education. A rental 
system is hereby established in the County whereby the children 
in all grades will pay an annual rental to be set up and determined 
by the County Board of Education; said rentals to be paid in ad- 
vance upon the opening of schools or upon the admission of chil- 
dren to the schools. Parents who prefer to do so may pay the full 
purchase price for books and own them. Nothing shall be handled that 
will become worthless in any part of a year. Work books, drawing 
and writing material may be handled, provided local firms refuse to 
do so, but the full sale price must be collected when sold. It is the 
intention of this Act that rentals will apply only to adopted text- 
books and nothing else. The said Board shall not be required to 
furnish or rent books to children who have suitable State adopted 
textbooks which they may use and the said Board shall adopt such 
rules and regulations as it may determine best to enforce this proviso. 

§ 2. Purchase Books.—The County Board of Education is here- 
by authorized to purchase textbooks with notes or cash from the 
State Board of Education, or from such legalized agency as may 
be handting and selling textbooks for the schools in the State. Noth- 
ing in this Act shall be construed to prevent the County Board of 
Education from purchasing State Adopted books direct from the 
publishers if it appears best to do so. ; ; 

§ 3. Handling, Distribution, and Care of Books.—The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
which rules and regulations when not in conflict with the terms and 
purposes of this Act shall have full legal force and effect. Said ru'es 
and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books in 
the various schools of the County by the County Superintendent of 
Education and/or superintendents and.or principals and/or teachers 
in the schools, who shall perform such duties without additional 
compensation and shall establish a method of distributing said 
books to the school children and collecting all monies for same, and 
to provide for the reasonable use, care and safety of said books with 
reasonable penalties for the abuse and destruction of same to fall 
upon those using said books. 

§ 4. School Authorities Cooperate—All superintendents, prin- 
cipals and teachers in the schools of the County are hereby directed 
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and required to cooperate fully with the County Board of Education 
in the proper and orderly administration of the terms of this Act, 
and the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to promu!gate rules to provide cooperation by the super- 
intendents, principals and teachers, and for failure to cooperate to 
withhold salaries or otherwise. 


§ 5. Appropriation—Use—The Treasurer of Chester County 
is hereby authorized and directed to set out the sum of Thirty-three 
Hundred ($3,300.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, from the 
County-wide one-mill tax levy for schools before distribution is made 
to the school districts of the proceeds of this one-mill tax. This sum 
shall be used to carry out the provisions of this Act. Provided, 
That no more than Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars shall be 
used for salary or mileage or clerk to anyone employed by the 
County Board of Education to enforce this Act. Provided, Further, 
That if the school attendance teacher or officer, as provided by the 
State-wide law, shall be employed by the County Board of Edu- 
cation to administer this Act in addition to his duties as such officer, 
not more than Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars of this money 
shall be used to supplement his State salary. 

§ 6. Issue Notes to Supplement Appropriation—That in ad- 
dition to the Thirty-three Hundred ($3,300.00) Dollars provided in 
Section 5, the County Board of Education is héreby authorized to 
issue negotiable notes with interest not exceeding five (5%) per cent 
to run for not longer than two years and to be in such denominations 
and payable at such times as the County Board of Education may de- 
cide, the proceeds of which may be used to supplement the Thirty- 
three Hundred ($3,300.00) Dollars in carrying out the provisions 
of this Act, the said notes to be paid from funds derived from the 
rental of and sale of textbooks provided for in this Act. Provided, 
That no notes shall be issued except upon the request of the entire 
Board of Education with the approval of the entire County Legis- 
lative Delegation. Provided, Further, That the said notes shall be 
issued and executed by the County Treasurer, and countersigned 
by the County Superintendent of Education, and the Chairman 
of the Board of County Directors. 

§ 7. Issue Notes for Books.—That instead of paying cash for 
textbooks as provided herein, the County Board of Education may 
purchase such books from the sources provided in Section 2 by 
giving notes to the seller in payment thereof to be repaid by sale 
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of and rental of such books to the school children. Provided, That 
the said notes shall be executed according to and as provided in 
Section 6. 

§ 8. Duties of Patrons—Trustees Cooperate—Employ Help.— 
All patrons of the schools using rental books are hereby required to 
abide by such rules and regulations as the County Board of Edu- 
cation may make in regard to safely storing same while the schools 
are not in session. That all books rented by the patrons are the 
property of the County. All school trustees in the districts of the 
County are hereby required to cooperate with the County Board 
of Education in executing such rules as may be made for safely 
storing school books. The County Board of Education is hereby 
authorized to employ such assistance as they may deem necessary to 
efficiently carry out the provisions of this Act. 

§ 9. Time Effective—The provisions of this Act shall be ef- 
fective as to the rental of textbooks to children beginning July 1, 
1936, but for ‘other purposes on the approval of the Governor. 

§ 10. Security for Notes—The County Treasurer is author- 
ized to pledge the full faith, credit and taxing power of the County, 
and also the proceeds from rentals and sales of textbooks as se- 
curity for any notes issued by authority of this Act.

AN ACT to Provide for Supplying Free Textbooks to the School 
Children of Cherokee County; to Establish Methods of Dis- 
tribution, Care and Use of Said Books; and to Provide for 
the Payment Therefor. 


Section 1. Cherokee County Provide Free Textbooks for Its 
Schools—Textbooks.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Education 
of Cherokee County is hereby authorized and empowered to provide 
free textbooks for use in the public schools of Cherokee County. 
The County Board shall not furnish under the terms of this Act 
materials which shall be consumed or rendered worthless in any one 
year, such as pencils, tablets, work books, drawing materials, etc. 
Provided, That the County Board shall not be required to use or 
select State adopted textbooks, but it shall be lawful for the public 
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schools of Cherokee County to use such books as may be selected by 
the County Board of Education. 

§ 2. Contract with Publishers——The said County Board of 
Education is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute contracts 
with publishers whereunder the County will rent or buy the books 
to be used in the public schools, with discretion in the County Board 
of Education to make rental contracts and/or purchase contracts 
as it may appear to the best advantage of the County. Any con- 
tracts made with publishers of textbooks may be made so as to divide 
the payment to publishers for rental or purchase over a period of 
not more than five (5) years, the reasonable life of textbooks. 
Provided, However, That nothing herein shall be construed to pre- 
vent the County Board of Education from purchasing or renting 
additional books as the necessity shall or may arise. The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized to issue its negotiable notes 
with interest not exceeding four (4%) per cent, and in an amount 
not exceeding Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, and ex- 
tending in maturities over a period not exceeding five (5) years, 
said notes to be callable and to be retired from funds hereinafter 
provided. 

§ 3. Handling, Distribution, and Care of Books.—The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
which rules and regulations, when not in conflict with the terms and 
purposes of the Act, shall have full legal force and effect. Said 
rules and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books 
in various schools of the County by the County Superintendent of 
Education, and/or Superintendents and/or principals and/or 
teachers in the schools, who shall perform said duties without addi- 
tional compensation ; and shall establish a method of distributing said 
books to the school children and to provide for the reasonable use, 
care and safety of said books, with reasonable penalties for the 
abuse or destruction of said books to fall upon those using said 
books or in charge of their distribution and use. 

§ 4. School Authorities Cooperate——All superintendents, prin- 
cipals, and teachers in the schools of Cherokee County are hereby 
directed and required to cooperate fully with the County Board of 
Education in the proper and orderly administration of the terms of 
this Act and the County Board of Education is hereby authorized 
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to promu'gate rules to provide cooperation by the superintendents, 
principals, and teachers and to establish penalties for failure to 
cooperate by withholding salaries and/or otherwise. 

§ 5. Appropriation—Use—Deposit.—For the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for the purposes set forth in this Act, there is hereby 
set aside and appropriated annually all of the liquor, wine, and 
beer revenues accruing annually to Cherokee County. Should such 
liquor, wine and beer revenues be insufficient to provide necessary 
annual payments, then the County Superintendent of Education 
shall make up said deficiency, if any, by a transfer upon the proper 
warrant signed by him of sufficient funds from the three (3) mill 
constitutional levy. All funds designated under this Act to be used 
for the purpose of providing free textbooks and all other funds 
transferred or collected under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
deposited with the County Treasurer in the General fund of the 
County, but carried on the books of the County Treasurer as a 
separate appropriate account. 

§ 6. Provide Grammar Books First.—lIt is the intention of this 
Act to vest in the County Board of Education authority to limit 
the provision of free textbooks to such grade or grades as to it may 
seem advisable or necessary, but no provision shall be made for free 
textbooks in a high school grade or in high school grades until pro- 
vision has been made for free textbooks in all grammar school 
grades in Cherokee County. 

§ 7. Repeal_—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act or any provision hereof, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 8. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect July 1, 1936, 
but the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to enter into such contracts prior to that time as may be ad- 
visable, said contracts to take effect on July 1, 1936.

AN ACT to Amend Section 7300 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, as Amended, Empowering Cities and Towns 
to Furnish Light and Water Beyond the Corporate Limits, 
so as to Authorize and Empower Cities and Towns Having 
a Population of Over 60,000 to Contract for a Greater Period 
than Two Years, and for Purposes Other than Lighting and 
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Manufacturing, and Regardless of Whether or Not the Per- 
sons, Firms, Corporations, Cities or Towns Contracted with 
are Contiguous or Not. 


Section 1. § 7300, 1932 Code, Amended—Cities over 60,000 
Contract Furnish Electric Current and Water beyond Their Cor- 
porate Limits—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 7300 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, as amended by Act No. 646 of the Acts of 
1934, and as amended by Act No. 242 of the Acts of 1935, be, and 
the same is hereby, further amended by adding at the end of said 
section the fo'lowing provisions, to-wit: “The limitations of two 
years imposed by this section shall not apply to cities and towns 
having a population of over 60,000, according to the 1930 United 
States census; and such cities and towns having a population of 
over 60,000 according to said census are hereby expressly authorized 
and empowered to enter into contract or contracts as set forth above, 
with persons, firms, corporations or other cities or towns without 
the corporate limits of said city, whether contiguous to the corporate 
limits or not, either for lighting or manufacturing or any other 
purposes, for any period or periods, not exceeding fifty (50) years,” 
so that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 7300. All cities and towns in this State owning water 
and light plants are hereby authorized and empowered, through the 
proper officials of the said city or town, to enter into contract with 
persons, firms or corporations without the incorporate limits but 
contiguous thereto, to furnish said persons, firm or corporation 
electric current or water from said water and light plant of said 
city, and to furnish the same upon such terms, rates and charges 
as may be fixed by the contract or agreement between the parties in 
this behalf, either for lighting or manufacturing purposes, when in 
the judgment of said city or town council, it is for the best interest 
of the municipality so to do. No such contract shall be for a longer 
period than two years, but may be renewed from time to time for a 
like period; Provided, That in the town of Eau Claire, in Richland 
County, the town council shall have a right to contract for the sale 
of water for a period beyond the term of office of the town council 
not to exceed ten (10) years; Provided, The limitations imposed by 
this Section shall not apply to cities or towns having a population of 
over 50,000 and not more than 60,000 as shown by U. S. Govern- 
ment census of 1930. Said cities or towns having a population of 
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over 50,000 and not more than 60,000 as shown by U. S. Govern- 
ment census of 1930 are hereby given the express power to contract 
as set forth above, with persons, firms, corporations or other cities 
or towns without the corporate limits of said city, whether contig- 
uous to the corporate limits or not, and are further given the right 
to contract for a period not exceeding twenty-five years. The limi- 
tation of two years imposed by this section shall not apply to cities 
and towns having a population of over 60,000, according to the 
1930 United States census; and such cities and towns having a 
population of over 60,000 according to said census are hereby ex- 
pressly authorized and empowered to enter into contract or con- 
tracts as set forth above, with persons, firms, corporations or other 
cities or towns without the corporate limits of said city, whether 
contiguous to the corporate limits or not, either for lighting or 
manufacturing or any other purposes, for any period or periods, 
not exceeding fifty (50) years. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Section 1. Act 161, 1935-Acts, Repealed—Nomination of Game 
Warden, Kershaw County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to 
Repeal an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Provide for the Nomination of 
Game Warden in Kershaw County’, Approved February 17, 1934; 
and to Provide for the Appointment of Game Warden for Kershaw 
County upon the Recommendation of the Fish and Game Associa- 
tion of Kershaw County, and to Provide for His Removal for 
Cause”, approved April 12, 1935, and designated as Act No. 161, of 
the Acts of 1935, be and the same is hereby repealed. Provided, ‘That 
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the Game Warden selected pursuant to the provisions of the said 
Act shall hold as provided for by law and until his successor shall 
have been selected as provided in Section 2 hereof, unless sooner re- 
moved according to law. 

§ 2. Game Warden, Kershaw County—-Nomination—Appoint- 
ment—Term—Vacancy—Removal.—That a game warden for Ker- 
shaw County shall be nominated in the democratic primary of 1936 
and in the democratic primary every two years thereafter, and his 
term of office shall be for two (2) years or until his successor is ap- 
pointed and qualified as now provided by law. Upon a warden being 
nominated, the Chairman of the Democratic Executive Committee of 
said County shall certify to the Governor of the State the person 
nominated as game warden in such primary, and upon receiving such 
certificate the Governor shall appoint the person so certified as game 
warden to fill the next regular term commencing next after the pri- 
mary election. Vacancies occurring shall be filled by appointment by 
the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legis- 
lative Delegation including the Senator. 

Provided, That upon failure of the County Game Warden to do 
his duty, it is made the duty of the Chief Game Warden of the State 
to remove said game warden from office and to fill said unexpired 
term by appointment, such appointee, however, to be approved by 
the Legislative Delegation from the County. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Create a Forfeited Land Commission Revolving Fund, 
to be Used in Paying the Expenses of Land Sales by the 
Forfeited Land Commission of Lexington County. 


Section 1. Forfeited Land Commission Revolving Fund, Lex- 
ington County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: There is hereby created a Forfeited Land 
Commission Revolving Fund in Lexington County in the sum of 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars. There shall be set aside by the 
Treasurer of Lexington County the said sum of Five Hundred 
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($500.00) Dollars, from any funds available, and designated as the 
Forfeited Land Commission Fund. Such Fund shall be subject to

Act 278, 1935 Acts, Repealed—Jasper County Hos- 
pital—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Act No. 278 of the Acts of South Carolina, 1935, 
entitled, ‘‘An Act to Create the Jasper County Hospital Association, 
Provide for the Appointment of a Board of Regents, and to Fix the

Section 1. Act 884, 1934 Acts, Amended—Recording of Plats, 
Charleston County—Fee.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 1 of Act No 884 of 
the Acts of 1934 entitled ‘An Act to provide for the filing, recorda- 
tion and indexing of a plat, or blue print, tracing, photostatic or 
other copy of plat of real estate; to fix the fee for filing, recording 
and indexing same; and to provide for the reference to the bound- 
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aries, metes, courses, or distances delineated or shown on such re- 
corded plat or blue print, tracing, photostatic or other recorded copy 
of such plat, in a deed, mortgage, or other instrument conveying an 
interest in, or creating a lien on, real property; and for the effect 
of such reference’, be and the same is hereby amended by striking 
out said Section 1 and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be 
known as Section 1 of said Act, to wit:

“Provided, That this Section shall not apply in Charleston Coun- 
ty,’ so that said Section 4 when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 4. The fee for filing, recording and indexing be such 
plat or blue print, tracing, photostatic or other copy of such plat 
shall be 25¢ for each separate piece, parcel or lot of land not to 
exceed the sum of $1.00. Provided, that this Section shall not apply 
in Charleston County.’

Section 1. § 2531, 1932 Code, Amended—Admissions to Ath- 
letic Contests in which Junior American Legion Team Is Par- 
ticipant Exempt from Taxes.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That subdivision (1) of 
Section 2531, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by inserting at the end of said subdivision 
the following: “Provided, Further, That no tax shall be charged or 
collected on admissions to athletic contests in which a Junior Ameri- 
can Legion athletic team is a participant; provided, the proceeds do 
not inure to any individual or player in the form of salary or other- 
wise”, so that said subdivision, when so amended, shall read as 
follows: 

Section 2531: (1) There shall be levied, assessed, collected and 
paid upon all paid admissions to places of amusement, public bathing 
places and public dance halls, or elsewhere, within the State of South

other than motion pictures when presented in community houses that 
are publicly owned and publicly controlled, and the proceeds do not

AN ACT to Amend Sections 6587, 6589 and 6592, Volume 3, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, Pertaining to the Labeling 
of Concentrated Commercial Feeding Stuff, so as to Eliminate 
Therefrom Carbohydrates. 


Section 1. §§ 6587, 6589, and 6592, 1932 Code. Amended— 
Labeling of Concentrated Commercial Feeding Stuff—Carbo- 
hydrates Eliminated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That Sections 6587, 6589 and 6592, 
Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, pertaining to the 
labeling of concentrated commercial feeding stuff, be amended by 
striking out all of said sections and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing to be Sections 6587, 6589 and 6592: 

Section 6587: Every lot or parcel of concentrated commercial 
feeding stuff sold, offered or exposed for sale within this State shall 
have affixed thereto, or printed thereon in a conspicuous place on the 
cutside thereof, a legible and plainly printed statement, in the English 
language, clearly and truly certifying the weight of the package (pro- 
vided that all concentrated commercial feeding stuffs shall be in 
standard weight bags or packages of 25, 50, 75, 100, 125, 150, 175, 
or 200 pounds) ; the name, brand or trademark under which the 
article is sold; the name and address of the manufacturer, jobber or 
importer ; the name of each and all ingredients of which the article 
is composed ; a statement of the maximum percentage it contains of 
crude fiber, and the percentage of crude fat, and percentage of crude 
protein ; all three constituents to be determined by the methods in 
use at the time by the Association of Official Agricultural Chemist 
of the United States. 

Section 6589: Each and every manufacturer, importer, jobber, 
agent or seller, before selling, offering or exposing for sale in this 
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State any concentrated commercial feeding stuff, shall, for each and 
every feeding stuff bearing a distinguished name or trademark, file 
for registration with the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce 
and Industries a copy of the statement required in Section 6587, and 
accompany said statement, on request, by a sealed glass jar or bottle 
containing at least one pound of such feeding stuff to be sold, ex- 
posed or offered for sale, which sample shall correspond within rea- 
sonable limits to the feeding stuff which it represents, in the percent- 
age of crude protein, crude fat, and crude fiber which it contains. 
Section 6592: Each and every manufacturer, importer, jobber, 
agent or seller of any concentrated commercial feeding stuff, as de- 
fined in Section 6588, shall pay to the Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Commerce and Industries, who shall deposit same in the State Treas- 
ury on or before the tenth day of each month, as other funds, an 
inspection tax of 25 cents per ton for each ton of such commercial 
feeding stuff sold, offered or exposed for sale or distributed in this 
State, and shall affix to, or accompany each car shipped in bulk and 
to each bag, barrel or other package of such concentrated com- 
mercial feeding stuff, a stamp to be furnished by the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries, stating that all charges 
specified in this section have been paid: Provided, Whenever, any 
concentrated commercial feeding stuff, as defined in Section 6588, 
is kept for sale in bulk, stored in bins or otherwise, the manufacturer, 
dealer, jobber or importer keeping the same for sale shall keep on 
cards of proper size, upon which the statement or statements in Sec- 
tion 6587 is, or are plainly printed; and if the feeding stuff is sold 
at retail in bulk, or if it is put up in packages belonging to the pur- 
chaser, the manufacturer, dealer, jobber or importer shall furnish 
the purchaser with one of said cards upon which is, or are, printed 
the statement, or statements, described in this Section, together with 
sufficient tax stamps to cover same: Provided, That the inspection 
tax of 25 cents per ton shall not apply to whole seeds and grains 
when not mixed with other seeds or materials: Provided, Further, 
That upon demand said inspection stamps shall be redeemed by the 
department issuing said stamps upon surrender of same, accom- 
panied by an affidavit that the same have not been used: Provided, 
That nothing in this article shall be construed to restrict or prohibit 
the sale of concentrated commercial feeding stuff in bulk to each 
other by importers, manufacturers or manipulators who mix con- 
centrated commercial feeding stuff for sale; but importers, manu- 
facturers and manipulators shall attach to such feeding stuff a tag 
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stating that it is to be used for mixing purposes only, and this tag 
shall give the number of pounds in bulk or package, the name of 
the manufacturer, the name of the stuff and its analysis, showing 
crude protein, crude fat, and crude fiber, and a duplicate of said 
tag shall be sent to the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and 
Industries, together with a request for inspection. The Commissioner 
of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries is hereby impowered to 
prescribe the form of such tag stamps. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 9085, Volume 3, Code of Laws, 1932, 
Relating to Homesteads, so as to Provide for Notice to Credi- 
tors Generally and Prohibit an Attack on Homesteads Hereto- 
fore Set Off Without Notice After Six (6) Months from the 
Approval of This Act. 


Section 1. § 9085, 1932 Code, Amended—Giving of Notice to 
Set off Homestead—Time Attack Homesteads Set off without 
Notice—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 9085, Volume 3, Code of Laws, 1932, 
relating to homestead be amended by adding after the words “to 
wit”, on line eleven of said Section the following: “He shall give 
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public notice by advertising his intention to set off such homestead 
on behalf of the person demanding same, once a week for four weeks, 
in some newspaper published in the county where the land lies, and 
in case no paper is published in the county, then by posting the notice 
in the Court House and in three other public places, for a like length 
of time”. 

Amend further by adding at the end of said Section the following: 

“All homesteads which may have heretofore been set off to the 
head of any family without notice shall not be attacked or set aside 
for lack of notice after six (6) months from the approval of this 
Act.,” so that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 9085: A homestead in lands, whether held in fee or any 
lesser estate, to the value of one thousand dollars, or so much there- 
of as the property is worth if its value is less than one thousand 
dollars, with the yearly products thereof, shall be exempt to the head 
of every family residing in this State from attachment, levy or sale, 
in mesne or final process issued from any court, upon any judgment 
obtained upon any right of action arising subsequent to the ratifica- 
tion of the Constitution of the State of South Carolina in 1868. And 
it shall be the duty of the Sheriff or other officer before selling the 
real estate of any head of a family resident in this State to cause a 
homestead as above stated to be set off to said person in the manner 
following, to-wit: He shall give public notice by advertising his 
intention to set off such homestead on behalf of the person demand- 
ing same, once a week for four weeks, in some newspaper published 
in the county, where the land lies, and in case no paper is published 
in the county, then by posting the notice in the Court House and 
in three other public places, for a like length of time. He shall cause 
three appraisers to be appointed, one to be named by the creditor, 
one by the debtor and one by himself, who shall be discreet and 
disinterested men, in no wise related to either party, and resident 
in the county, and who shall be sworn by a magistrate, or other officer 
authorized by law to administer oaths, to impartially appraise and 
set off by metes and bounds a homestead not to exceed in value one 
thousand dollars. The said appraisers shall make return of their 
action in the premises under their hands and seals to the sheriff or 
other officer within thirty days after they shall have been appointed 
as aforesaid, for record in the office of the Clerk of Court, giving 
the metes and bounds as well as the value of the homestead set off, 
for which purpose they shall be authorized to call in the aid of a 
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surveyor if they, or a majority of them, deem it necessary. If no 
complaint shall be made by any creditor or the debtor within thirty 
days after the return of the appraisers has been filed, the proceed- 
fings in the case shall be final. If exceptions to said return be filed 
by any creditor or the debtor within thirty days after the filing 
thereof, the same shall be tried de novo upon testimony taken in 
open Court, and the court out of which the process issued may, upon 
good cause being shown, order a reappraisement and reassignment of 
the homestead by other appraisers appointed by the Court. Should 
the creditor or debtor neglect or refuse, after ten days’ notice from 
the officer in whose hands the process is lodged, to nominate an 
appraiser, the said officer shall appoint the same. All homesteads 
which may have heretofore been set off to the head of any family 
without notice shall not be attacked or set aside for lack of notice af- 
ter six (6) months from the approval of this Act.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed.

to the South Carolina Rural Rehabilitation Corporation, De- 
claring It to be a Governmental Agency, Providing for Its 
Regulation and Board of Directors, Exempting Its Property 
from Taxation, and Authorizing It to Accept Grants, Loans 
and Assistance. 


Section 1. South Carolina Rural Rehabilitation Corporation 
Transfer Its Assets.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
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the State of South Carolina: That the South Carolina Rural Re- 
habilitation Corporation be, and it is hereby, authorized to bargain, 
sell, convey, transfer or assign to the Resettlement Administration, 
an agency of the United State of America, created by Executive 
Order of the President of the United States, No. 7027, dated April 
30, 1935, pursuant to the Emergency Relief Appropriation Act of 
1935, or to the Administrator of the Resettlement Administration, 
or to the successors of either, any or all of its assets and property, 
whether real, personal, or mixed, so that the administration of the 
assets and expenditure of the funds of said corporation may be 
co-ordinated with expenditures of the Resettlement Administration 
for relief and rural rehabilitation purposes in the State of South 
Carolina. Provided, That no real estate shall be conveyed by the 
Corporation to the Resettlement Administration except pursuant to 
an agreement which shall permit and provide for the payment of 
State, County and local taxes thereon.

be Built in York County. 


Section 1. Act 564, 1927 Acts, Amended—Construct Road 
from York to Smyrna.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Au- 
thorize and Direct the Building by the Chain Gang of Certain Roads 
in York County,” and known as Act No. 564 of the Statutes at 
Large, 1927, be and the same is hereby amended as follows: 

By striking out all the words beginning with the word “they” on 
line six of Section 1 and running to the end of the said section and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: “They shall immediately, af- 
ter completion of the Clover-Piedmont Road which is now under 
construction, begin and carry to completion the construction by the 
chain gang of the road beginning at the intersection of South Caro- 
lina Highways Nos. 16 and 5 at York Court house and running 
thence in a westerly direction via A. L. Black’s store, to intersect 
with State Highway No. 5 at or near Smyrna. The said highway 
shall be built to conform to specifications of the South Carolina 
Highway Department as a soft surface road and the location of 
the same shall be made by the engineers of the said State Highway 
Department,” so that said section when so amended shall read as 
follows: 

Section 1: When the County Supervisor and County Commis- 
sioners of York County shall have constructed the roads provided for 
and set forth in Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act to authorize 
and direct the building by the chain gang of a certain road in York 
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County,” known as Act No. 919, approved the 24th day of Feb- 
ruary, A. D., 1926, they shall immediately, after completion of the 
Clover-Piedmont Road which is now under construction, begin and 
carry to completion the construction by the chain gang of the road 
beginning at the intersection of South Carolina Highways Nos. 16 
and 5 at York Court House and running thence in a westerly direc- 
tion via A. L. Black’s store, to intersect with State Highway No. 5 
at or near Smyrna. The said highway shall be built to conform to 
specifications of the South Carolina Highway Department as a soft 
surface road and the location of the same shall be made by the en- 
gineers of the said State Highway Department. 

§ 2° Same—State Highway Commission Maintain Said Road 
—Duties and Powers of York County Commissioners and Super- 
visor.—That said Act be further amended by adding the following 
to be known as Sections 3, 4 and 5 of said Act: 


Section 3: Upon the completion of the said State Highway, the 
State Highway Commission is hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to receive the same in the State Highway System for main- 
tenance, Provided, That the length of the said highway shall not 
exceed approximately ten (10) miles, as provided in Act No. 331 of 
the General Assembly, 1935. The said distance, which is to be cal- 
culated from the town limits of York to the town limits of Smyrna 
and not to include the streets within the said towns, shall be main- 
tained under the general law pertaining to state highways. 

Section 4: After completing the highway herein especially des- 
ignated for construction, the County Supervisor and County Com- 
missioners of York County shall then retain the said county chain 
gang in York, Broad River and Kings-Mountain Townships, and 
continue to do such road work as may be approved by the County 
Supervisor and County Board of Commissioners, until the said sec- 
tions of York, Broad River and Kings Mountain Townships shall 
have received their fair and just proportions of road work, and they 
shall not move the county chain gang from the above sections until 
all roads have been worked and placed in good condition. 

Section 5: That the said County Supervisor and County Commis- 
sioners of York County shall, for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of this Act, have full power and authority to relocate 
and condemn rights of ways and condemn top soil for the said road, 
as are vested in the State Highway Commission and county road 
authorities for the purpose of building roads in the State Highway 
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System. The road from York to Smyrna, with a spur branch road 
connecting Kings Mountain National Park area from the southern 
or eastern boundary, shall be built of standard width, and in such 
way as to meet the specifications and requirements of roads which 
are built by or for the State Highway Commission. 

§ 38. Same—Change Section Numbers.—That said Act be fur- 
ther amended by changing the numbers of Sections 3 and 4 of said 
Act to Nos. 6 and 7, respectively.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Hartsville School District 
No. 82, in Darlington County, to Borrow Money for Ordinary 
School Purposes in Anticipation of Taxes for Any Current 
Year, and to Pledge Taxes Collected for Such Year for the 
Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Hartsville School District No. 32, Darlington 
County, Borrow Annually.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees in School 
District No. 22 in Kershaw County. 


Section 1. Trustees, School District No. 22, Kershaw County 
—Elect.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That upon petition of one-third of the qualified 
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electors living in the district, the County Board of Education of 
Kershaw County shall order an election to be held on the second 
Tuesday in June, 1936, and every two years thereafter, an election 
for school trustees shall be held at the school building in District No. 
22 in Kershaw County for trustees in said district. Those voting in 
said election shall possess all the qualifications and meet all the re- 
quirements to vote in the Democratic primary of this State. 

§ 2. Term.—The term of office of the trustees herein authorized 
to be elected shall be for a period hereinafter provided for. 

§ 3. Terms.—At the first election herein authorized to be held, 
the person receiving the highest number of votes shall hold office for 
a period of five years; the two persons reveiving the next highest 
number of votes shall hold office for a period of three years; the 
two persons receiving the third highest number of votes shall hold 
office for a period of two years. 

§ 4. Time of Elections—On the second Monday in June of 
every two years, thereafter, an election shall be held to fill the va- 
cancy, or vacancies, on the Board of Trustees of said District, and 
the person, or persons, receiving a majority of votes cast at said 
election shall be declared trustee, or trustees, as the case may be. 

§ 5. Trustees Conduct Elections—Appointment—Vacancy.— 
It shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees to act as managers of 
said election and they shall give ten (10) days notice of the time and 
place of holding same, and the expenses of said election shall be paid 
upon warrants approved by the Superintendent of Education out of 
funds of said school district. It shall be the duty of the County Su- 
perintendent of Education to appoint as trustees the person, or per- 
sons, elected at the primary herein provided. Should a vacancy oc- 
cur on the Board of Trustees by resignation, death, or otherwise, 
then the County Superintendent of Education is hereby empowered 
to appoint some suitatle and competent patron of said district to act 
as trustee for the unexpired term and until an election is held to fill 
said vacancy. 

§ 5-A. Irregularities —No irregularity in the notice of appoint- 
ment of managers or notice of time and place, shall in any way de- 
feat the election held on the date prescribed.

§ 2. Board of County Commissioners, Horry County—Appoint- 
ment—Term—Removal.—tThere shall be in and for the County of 
Horry a Board of Commissioners to be known as the Board of 
County Commissioners, composed of five (5) members who shall all 
be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the 
Legislative Delegation of said County, except the Chairman who shall 
be appointed as hereinafter provided, and who shall serve for two 
(2) years and until their respective successors are appointed and 
qualified; Provided, That the Commissioners nominated, recom- 
mended and appointed hereunder shall first begin their term of office 
January 1, 1937, or as soon thereafter as they shall qualify.

He shall hold his office at the will and pleasure of said 
Board and receive such annual salary as the Board of County Com- 
missioners may fix, payable monthly upon the warrants of said 
Board: Provided, That the salary fixed as herein provided shall not 
exceed the appropriation made for such salary. 

§ 5. Duties and Powers.—That the said County Board of Com- 
missioners shall have all the powers and duties heretofore imposed 
by law upon the County Road Commissioner, the County Supervisor, 
the Township Supervisor and the County Board of Commissioners.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Proposing an Amendment to Section 
32, of Article 3 of the Constitution of South Carolina of 1895 
so as to Empower the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina to Enact Legislation to Provide for the Care of or 
Extend Financial Assistance to Needy Individuals Under 
Certain Conditions. 


Section 1. Proposed Amendment to § 32, Art. ITI, State Con- 
stitution—General Assembly Enact Legislation Provide Care or 
Extend Financial Assistance to Certain Needy Individuals.—Be 
it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The following amendment to Section 32 of Article 3 of the Consti- 
tution of South Carolina of 1895, be agreed to by two thirds of the 
members elected to each House of the General Assembly by adding 
at the end of said Section the following: 

“Provided, However, the General Assembly may provide for the 
care of or extend financial assistance to needy dependent children 
under the age of sixteen who would otherwise be deprived of sup- 
port and care, and to persons who are blind, and to needy individuals 
who have obtained the age of sixty-five years and who, by reason of 
age or other infirmities, are unable to support themselves and would 
otherwise suffer; that any adult person making application for such 
assistance must show that he or she has been a resident in the State 
of South Carolina for at least five of the last nine years, and has re- 
sided therein continuously for one year immediately preceding the 
date of such application, but that no individual aided under this pro- 
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vision shall receive more than Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per month 
from any public funds.” 

§ 2. Submission to Electors—The question of adopting the 
foregoing proposed amendment to the Constitution shall be submitted 
to the qualified electors of the State of South Carolina at the next 
General Election for representatives, and there shall be furnished at 
each voting precinct in the State a sufficient number of ballots in 
form as follows: 

‘For amendment to Section 32 of Article 3 of the Constitution of 
South Carolina of 1895, as proposed by a Joint Resolution of the 
General Assembly in the Session of 1936, providing as follows: 

“Provided, However, the General Assembly may provide for the 
care of or extend financial assistance to needy dependent children un- 
der the age of sixteen who would otherwise be deprived of support 
and care, and to persons who are blind, and to needy individuals who 
have obtained the age of sixty-five years and who, by reason of age 
or other infirmities, are unable to support themselves and would 
otherwise suffer; that any adult person making application for such 
assistance must show that he or she has been a resident in the State 
of South Carolina for at least five of the last nine years, and has 
resided therein continuously for one year immediately preceding the 
date of such application, but that no individual aided under this pro- 
vision shall receive more than Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per month 
from any public funds.” 

“Yes—No.” 

“Those voting in favor of said amendment shall deposit a ballot 
with the word ‘No’ erased therefrom and those opposing the adoption 
of said amendment shall deposit a ballot with the word ‘Yes’ erased 
therefrom. ‘Erased’ as here used shall mean the striking through of 
such words with a pen or pencil. 

§ 3. This Resolution shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT to Create a Department of Labor. 


Section 1. Department of Labor—Commissioner of Labor— 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Commerce—Duties and Powers.

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Carolina: A Department of Labor is hereby created and established 
under the supervision and direction of a Commissioner to be known 
as the Commissioner of Labor. He shall have charge of the adminis- 
tration of the Department of Labor and the enforcement of all rules 
and regulations which it is the duty of the department to administer 
and enforce, and shall direct all inspections and investigations ex- 
cept as otherwise provided. The Department of Agriculture, Com- 
merce and Industry shall hereafter be called the Department of Agri- 
culture and Commerce, and the Commissioner thereof shall be called 
the Commissioner of Agriculture and Commerce, and all Sections of 
the Code of 1932 and Acts of the General Assembly of South Car- 
olina relating to the said Department or Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, Commerce and Industry are hereby amended accordingly. On 
and after the effective date of this Act there shall be transferred to 
the Commissioner of Labor so much of the powers and duties vested 
in the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industry pur- 
suant to Sections 3227, 3228 and 3230, Code of Laws of 1932, as 
relate to labor and industrial conditions; and in accordance there- 
with, said Commissioner shall have the powers heretofore granted 
to the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industry, pur- 
suant to Section 3230, Code of Laws of 1932, to enter manufactur- 
ing establishments, providing he shall do so in an orderly manner. 


§ 2, Commissioner—Appointment—Term—Salary—Vacancy. 
—The Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
shall appoint the Commissioner of Labor from three persons whose 
names shall be submitted to him by the South Carolina Federation 
of Labor, The term of office of the Commissioner of Labor shall be 
for two years and until his successor is appointed and qualified. His 
salary is hereby fixed at Thirty-two Hundred ($3200.00) Dollars 
per year. Any vacancy by death or resignation in the office shall be 
filled by appointment of the Governor until the session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly next ensuing. 


§ 3, Further Duties and Powers of Commissioner.—In addition 
to the other powers and duties conferred upon the Commissioner of 
Labor by this article, the said Commissioner shall have authority and 
be charged with the duty: 


(a) To appoint and assign to duty such clerks, stenographers, and 
other employees in the various divisions of the department, with ap- 
proval of said director of division, as may be necessary to perform 
the work of the department, and fix their compensation, subject to 
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the approval of the General Assembly or such other agency of gov- 
ernment as may be designated by the General Assembly, The Com- 
missioner of Labor may assign or transfer employees from one di- 
vision to another, or may combine the clerical and inspection forces 
of two or more divisions, as he may consider necessary and advisable. 

(b) To make such rules and regulations with reference to the 
work of the department and of the several divisions thereof as shall 
be necessary to properly carry out the duties imposed upon the said 
commissioner and the work of the department. 

(c) The Commissioner of Labor shall have the power to sub- 
poena witnesses, to take and preserve testimony, examine witnesses, 
administer oaths, and under proper restriction enter any public in- 
stitution of the State, any factory, store, workshop, laundry, public 
eating-house, or mine, and interrogate any person employed therein 
or connected therewith, or the proper officers of a corporation, or 
file a written or printed list of interrogatories and require full and 
complete answers to the same, to be returned, under oath, within 
thirty (30) days of the receipt of said list of questions. 

(d) He shall secure the enforcement of all laws relating to the 
inspection of factories, mercantile establishments, mills, workshops, 
public eating-places, and commercial institutions in the State and to 
aid in the work shall have power to appoint factory inspectors and 
other assistants. The duties of such inspectors and other assistants 
shall be prescribed by the Commissioner of Labor. 

(e) The Commissioner of Labor, his assistants and factory in- 
spectors shall visit and inspect at reasonable hours, as often as prac- 
ticable, the factories, mercantile establishments, mills, workshops, 
public eating-places, and commercial institutions in the State, where 
goods, wares, or merchandise are manufactured, purchased, or sold, 
at wholesale or retail. 


(f) It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Labor to enforce 
the provisions of this section, and to prosecute all violations of law 
relating to the inspection of factories, mercantile establishments, 
mills, workshops, public eating-places, and commercial institutions in 
this State before any Justice of the Peace or Court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

(g) It shall be the duty of every employer to keep posted in a con- 
spicuous place in every room where five or more persons are em- 
ployed printed notice stating the provisions of the law relative to the 
employment of adult persons and children and the regulation of 
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hours and working conditions. The Commissioner of Labor shall 
furnish the printed form of such notice upon request. 

(h) It shall be the duty of the solicitor of the circuit or the prose- 
cuting attorney of the city or county court, upon the request of the 
Commissioner of Labor, or any of his assistants or deputies, to prose- 
cute any violation of law, which is made the duty of the said Com- 
missioner of Labor to enforce. 

§ 4. Commissioner Report.—The said Commissioner of Labor 
shall collect, assort, systematize and present in an annual report to 
the Governor and to the General Assembly such statistical details 
heretofore collected by the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce 
and Industry, pursuant to South Carolina Code of Laws of 1932, 
Section 3233, sub-Sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 9, as are within the 
purposes of this Act, together with such other matters as he may 
deem advisable or for the public welfare. 

§ 5. Factory Inspectors—Appropriations—For the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this Act, the two factory inspectors 
now employed by the Department of Agriculture, Commerce and 
Industries are hereby transferred to the Department of Labor herein 
created together with whatever amounts are appropriated for the 
salaries of said factory inspectors for the fiscal year 1936-37. For 
the further support and operation of the Department of Labor here- 
in created there is hereby appropriated from the general fund of the 
State the sum of Thirteen Thousand ($13,000.00) Dollars for the 
fiscal year 1936-37, this appropriation to be in addition to the amounts 
to be transferred from the Department of Agriculture, Commerce 
and Industries. The funds herein provided for the support and 
operation of the said Department cf Labor shall be expended upon 
warrants of the Comptroller General approved by the Commissioner 
of Labor, and such expenditures shall be classified according to regu- 
lar budget classification. The Department of Labor shall hereafter 
be supported by an appropriation to be made annually by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. . 

§ 5-A. Exemptions.—The provisions of this Act shall not apply 
to the timber, lumber and turpentine industries, and to farming. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Create a County Board of Health for Anderson 
County, and to Prescribe Its Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. County Board of Health, Anderson County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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That from and after the passage of this Act, Anderson County, 
South Carolina, shall have and maintain a County Board of Health, 
under the direction and control of the State Board of Health, as 
now provided by law, for the direction and control of Local Boards 
of Health in incorporated cities, towns and villages. 

§ 2. Appointment.—That the said County Board of Health 
shall be composed of a member of the County Teachers’ Association, 
duly elected and appointed by the said County Teachers’ Association ; 
a member of the County Council of Farm Women; duly elected and 
appointed by the said County Council of Farm Women; a member 
of the County Tuberculosis Association duly elected and appointed 
by the said County Tuberculosis Association ; three (3) members of 
the County Medical Society, duly appointed and elected by the 
County Medical Society; one licensed dentist of Anderson County 
duly appointed by the licensed dentists of Anderson County ; a bona 
fide resident of the county duly elected and appointed by the County 
Delegation to the General Assembly; a bona fide resident of the 
County duly elected and appointed by the State Board of Health. 
That immediately upon their election their names shall be certified 
to the State Board of Health. 


§ 3. Term—Appointment.—The members of the County Board 
of Health, functioning as such, are to serve for a term of one year 
and until their successors have been elected and qualified. Provided, 
That if for any reason the members of the said County Board of 
Health are not appointed, it shall be the duty of the State Board of 
Health to forthwith appoint such duly qualified residents of the 
County, to serve on the said County Board of Health as may be 
necessary. 

§ 4. Duties and Powers.—That the County Board of Health 
is hereby vested with all the rights, powers, duties, privileges and 
responsibilities that are now imposed by law upon local Boards of 
Health in incorporate cities, towns and villages. 

§ 5. Employees.—That all personnel that may be employed in 
the county health unit shall be recommended by the Anderson County 
Board of Health and approved by the State Board of Health. 

§ 6. Jurisdiction—That the said County Board of Health is 
hereby empowered with jurisdiction over all that area lying in the 
county beyond the incorporate limits of cities, towns and villages. 
Provided, Further, That if the duly constituted authorities of any in- 
corporate city, town and village, desire to relinquish their own rights, 
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duties, powers and privileges as provided by law, they shall have the 
right to do so, and forthwith shall become within and under the 
jurisdiction and authority of the said County Board of Health. 

§ 7. Appropriate Necessary Funds—Disbursement.—That the 
necessary appropriation be provided by members of the General As- 
sembly to carry out the provisions of this Act for the County Board 
of Health and County Health Department, and that the said moneys 
so appropriated shall remain in the custody of the county authorities 
to be paid out upon properly prepared vouchers of the County 
Health Department. Said vouchers having been approved for pay- 
ment by the County Board of Health. 

§ 8. Secretary—Services County Health Departments and Dis- 
trict Health Departments Render.—The Director of the County 
Health Department shall be Secretary of the County Board of 
Health; he shall be the custodian of books, papers, instruments or 
appliances belonging to said Board of Health or that may be in- 
trusted to his care; he shall summon the Board to meetings and 
shall attend all meetings of the Board unless otherwise ordered, and 
shall discharge the duties appertaining to the office of secretary. 

The County Health Departments and District Health Departments 
carrying on their duties shall be expected and directed to render the 
following services: The control of contagious diseases, by locating 
and isolating cases, quarantining those exposed and inducing strict 
bedside precautions, and by giving all forms of biologicals which 
have been recognized as preventive by the State Board of Health; 
Provided, That the same shall only be given to the indigent with the 
consent of the family physician, or in the event of threatened 
epidemics or as directed by the State Board of Health examination 
of school and pre-school children; the inspection of all food manu- 
facturing and vending establishments, school houses and other public 
buildings ; infant and maternity welfare work and all approved forms 
of modern sanitation, especially of the rural homes; and such other 
activities as may be directed by the State Board of Health. 

§ 9. Repeal—All Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed..

AN ACT to Require the Licensing of Cow and Hog Buyers in 
Clarendon County, Provide for Reports Thereby, Prescribe 
the Duties of the Magistrates of Said County in Connection 
Therewith, to Prohibit the Buying of Such Animals After 
Sunset and Before Sunrise, and to Make Any Violation of 
the Terms of This Act a Misdemeanor and Prescribe Penal- 
ties Therefor. 


Whereas, because of the peculiar conditions existent on the farms 
in Clarendon County and the customs of the farmers in caring for 
their cows and hogs their ownership is frequently confused and the 
present habits of buyers thereof in purchasing such animals from 
anyone in possession thereof has led to frequent losses of such ani- 
mals by their owners; Now Therefore 

Section 1. License Required Purchase Cows and Hogs, Claren- 
don County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: From and after the effective date of this Act no 
person, for himself or another, shall be permitted to buy in Claren- 
don County a cow or hog, or cows or hogs, from the owner or 
owners thereof or from any other person without having first pro- 
cured from a Magistrate of said County a license for each day on 
which such purchase or purchases occur or for each trip (if less than 
a day) into or about the County in which such purchase or sale is 
consumated and any said Magistrate shall issue such license, keeping 
a duplicate thereof on permanent file, on which license shall appear 
the name, age, color, Post Office address, vehicle number and other 
matter of description of the licensee, the date for which such license 
is issued, the signature of the licensee, to be signed and dated by the 
Magistrate so issuing the same; and for such service such Magis- 
trate shall be paid by the licensee the sum of fifty cents, which said 
Magistrate may retain as his fee and expense for the performance 
of his duties hereunder. 

§ 2. Licensees File Reports with Magistrates——At the end of 
the day for which any such license was issued, or after the comple- 
tion of the licensee’s purchasing for that day, he shall report to the 
Magistrate issuing the license or a constable designated for the pur- 
pose, and exhibit his purchases to said Magistrate or constable and 
file with him a description of the animals purchased, including the 
names of the persons from whom each animal has been purchased, 
and the color, sex, mark and approximate weight of each such ani- 
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mal, such report to be sworn to before the Magistrate or constable 
who shall check the report and determine its accuracy by actually 
viewing the animals described therein, which report shall be per- 
manently retained on file by the Magistrate. 

§ 3. Hours Purchase Cows and Hogs.—It shall be illegal, and 
a violation hereof constituting a misdemeanor for anyone to pur- 
chase any cow or hog in Clarendon County after sunset or before 
sunrise. 

§ 4. Penalty.—Any violation of the terms hereof shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor and anyone convicted thereof, or pleading guilty 
thereto, shall be subject to a fine not exceeding $100.00 or imprison- 
ment not exeeding thirty days. 

§ 5. Purchases Exempted.—The terms of this Act (except Sec- 
tion 3) shall not apply to purchases made by or for (and delivered 
within the county to) any person, firm or corporation regularly con- 
ducting a farm, meat market or store in said county, or purchasing 
such animals for possession within said county for the purpose of 
fattening or pasturing them. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

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—Be it enacted by the General Assemnly of the State of South 
Carolina: That from and after the approval of this Act and 
the development of a fish hatchery, or hatcheries, within the Coun- 
ties of Lexington, Newberry, Richland and Saluda by the Works 
Progress Administration, or any other agency of the United States 
Government not more than twenty-five (25%) per cent annually of 
the funds collected and accruing to the said counties, in any one year, 
from the sale of hunting licenses and from the fur tax referred to 
in sub-Section 3 of Section 1790 of Volume 1, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, may be used for the maintenance and opera- 
tion of a fish hatchery, or hatcheries, and the distribution of fish from 
said hatcheries to the streams and lakes in the counties of Lexing- 
ton, Newberry, Richland and Saluda.

AN ACT to Provide for Rural Peace Officers in Chesterfield 
County. 


Section 1. County Rural Peace Officers, Chesterfield County— 
Appointment—Term—Removal.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Immediately after the ap- 
proval of this Act by the Governor, the Sheriff of Chesterfield Coun- | 
ty, upon the approval of the members of the General Assembly of 
said County, shall appoint from resident voters of said County, not 
more than two (2) abel-bodied men of good charater, who shall be 
known as County Rural Peace Officers, and whose term of office 
shall be for one year, subject, however, to removal by the Sheriff 
at any time in his discretion. The term of office shall begin the first 
day of July, 1936. 

§.2. Compensation.—The salary of said Rural Peace Officers 
and compensation by way of expenses shall be as annually fixed by 
the Delegation from Chesterfield County in the General Assembly in 
the annual County Supply Act. 

§ 3. Duties—That it shall be the duty of said Peace Officers to 
patrol and police the County, especially in the rural districts, and to 
prevent or detect and prosecute for violations of the criminal laws 
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of every kind, making arrests upon their own initiative, as well as 
upon complaints or information, and to report all their acts, and 
all known or suspected violations of the criminal law to the Sheriff 
of the County once a week, or oftener, if required, and they shall 
appear before the Court of General Sessions on the first day of 
each term thereof and report to the Solicitor the conditions with 
reference to lawlessness in the County, and during the term of the 
Court be subject to the direction of the Court. , 


§ 4. Sheriff Control Activities—Further Duties—It shall be 
the duty of the Sheriff upon making the appointment of such Peace 
Officers to designate the territory in which each of said policement 
shall work, and may change said Peace Officers from one territory 
to another at his discretion, and said Peace Officers shall at all times 
be under the direct supervision of the Sheriff of Chesterfield County, 
and as additional duties of said Peace Officers they shall patrol the 
entire County at least twice a week by sections remaining on duty 
at night when occasion or circumstances suggest the propriety there- 
of to prevent or detect crime, or to make an arrest, and they shall 
always be on duty for not less than ten hours a day, except when 
granted occasional indulgence or leaves of absence by the Sheriff. 
They shall frequent railroad depots, filling stations, stores and other 
public places where people congregate or disorder is probable, or 
vagrants may be loafing, or alcoholic liquors may be sold, bartered 

" or given away, and they shall, as often as practicable, ride by houses 
that are off the public highway and in lonely parts of the County, 
especially such as are without male protectors, and shall use every 
means to prevent or detect, arrest and prosecute for breaches of the 
peace, drunkenness, using obscene or profane language, boisterous 
conduct or discharging of firearms on the public highway or at any 
public place or gathering, carrying weapons contrary to law, gambling, 
vagrancy, setting out fires, cruelty to animals or children, violation 
of the child labor laws, violation of the liquor and game laws, lynch- 
ing and for the violation of any and every law which is detrimental to 
the peace, good order and good morals of the community. 

§ 5. Powers.—That said peace officers shall have the usual au- 
thority of arresting for crime without warrant committed within 
their view, and shall have all of the authority now devolved by . 
law upon Deputy Sheriffs of said County. 

§ 6. Bond—Oath.—That each of said peace officers shall, before 
entering upon the discharge of his duty enter into bond in the sum 
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of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, with sufficient surety to be 
approved by the County Board of Commissioners of the County of 
Chesterfield, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties, 
and for such damage as may be sustained by reason of his mal- 
feasance in office or abuse of his discretion, and shall in addition 
to the oath now provided by law for County Officials and Peace 
Officers, take and subscribe to the following oath or affirmantion, 
to-wit: 

“T further solemnly swear (or affirm) that during my term of 
offce as County.Peace Officer I will study the Act creating my office 
and prescribing my duties, and will be alert and vigilant to enfroce 
the criminal laws of the State and to detect and bring to punishment 
every violation of the same, and will conduct myself at all times with 
due consideration to all persons, and will not be influenced in any 
matter on account of personal bias or prejudice. So help me, God.” 

The said bond and oath shall be filed and kept with the Clerk of 
Court of Chesterfield County. 

§ 7. Cooperate with Law Enforcement Officers.—The rural 
peace officers shall cooperate with all law-enforcement officers of 
said County, including Constables for Magistrates. 

§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Nomination and Appointment of 
School District Trustees for Chesterfield County; to Establish 
the Term of Office of Such School Trustees, and to Exempt 
Cheraw School District from the Terms Thereof. 


Section 1. School Trustees, Chesterfield County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Board of Education of Chesterfield County shall, before 
March 1, 1937, and before March 1st each year thereafter call a meet- 
ing of the electors of each school district in the county, which said 
meeting shall be duly advertised, and at such meeting the electors 
attending shall organize as a mass meeting and consider their school 
needs, and shall nominate and recommend to the County Board of 
Education, at the first mass meeting, three of the qualified electors 
in their district to be appointed by the County Board as a district 
board of trustees, and it shall be the duty of the County Board of 
Education to appoint such nominees or other electors of such dis- 
trict as trustees of such district on or before April 1, 1937, to serve 
from said date for terms of one, two and three years, respectively, 
as designated by the said Board; and thereafter one trustee shall be 
appointed annually for each district for a term of three years and 
until his successor is appointed and qualifies; and electors in each 
district at each annual mass meeting nominating an elector for ap- 
pointement as trustee and the county board always appointing the 
nominee or nominees of the mass meeting unless, in its judgment, 
there be some valid reason to the contrary: Provided, That in those 
districts that have five trustees, that at their first mass meeting the 
qualified electors shall nominate and recommend to the County Board 
of Education five of the qualified electors in their district to be ap- 
pointed by said board as district trustees, and it shall be the duty of 
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the County Board of Education to appoint such nominees, subject 
to provisions hereinabove set forth, to serve from such date for 
terms of one, two, three, four and five years, respectively, as des- 
ignated by the Board, and thereafter one trustee shall be appointed 
annually for each such district for a term of five years, and until 
his successor has been appointed and qualifies. Provided, That the 
county board may, at any time, fill a vacancy in a board of trustees: 
And Provided, Further, That the County Board may, at any time, 
remove a district trustee for cause: Provided, Further, That the 
present trustees of the county schools remain in office until their 
present term expires: Provided, Further, This Act shall not apply 
to Cheraw School District. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Create the County Board of Commissioners of Green- 
ville County, to Name Its Personnel, to Provide for the Elec- 
tion of Their Successors, to Define Its Duties and Powers, to 
Validate the Actions of a Board Heretofore Operating as the 
County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County, and to 
Repeal an Act Entitled, ‘An Act to Provide for the Govern- 
ment of Greenville County by a County Board of Commis. 
sioners, and to Define the Powers and Duties of Said Board,’ 
Approved the 6th Day of April, 1933, and Acts Amendatory 
Thereto. 


Section 1. County Board of Commissioners, Greenville County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There is hereby created a commission which shall be known 
as the County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County and 
which shall have the powers, duties and personnel hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 

§ 2. Members—Election—Said commission shall be composed 
of three (3) members who shall be C. O. Milford, L. H. Stringer 
and R. W. Arrington, who shall hold office until December 1, 1936, 
or until their successors have been elected in the manner hereinafter 
provided, commissioned and qualified. Upon the expiration of the 
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initial term of office of each of the three (3) above-mentioned com- 
missioners, three (3) successors shall be elected by a majority of 
the Greenville County Legislative Delegation to the General Assem- 
bly for a term of two years, and in like manner successors shall 
thereafter be named upon the expiration of the term of any of the 
commissioners. 


§ 3. Vacancy.—Any vacancy on the Board shall be filled by ap- 
pointment of the Governor of South Carolina upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Greenville County Delegation, by and with 
the consent of the remaining member or members of the said board. 


§ 4. Governor Commission.—Upon the passage of this Act the 
Governor of South Carolina shall issue commissions to each of the 
three (3) commissioners named in Section 2 hereof and upon the 
election of their successors, and subsequent commissioners, the Gov- 
ernor shall issue commissions to those persons hereafter elected as 
a member of the said board of commissioners. No member of the 
board shall receive any renumeration for his services as a member 
of the board. 


§ 5. Rules and Regulations—Meetings—Have No Interest in 
Contracts—The Commissioners shall effect their own organization 
and make rules and regulations governing their own officials and the 
officials and administration of the department of the county’s gov- 
ernment touching any of its business and financial affairs; they shall 
hold stated meetings at least once a month, and such meetings as shall 
be necessary to properly and efficiently control and manage the coun- 
ty’s affairs and to carry out the functions of their office, and shall 
keep minutes of their meetings and shall make and file with the 
secretary of the legislative delegation of Greenville County quarterly 
statements showing sums borrowed and unpaid and cash balances 
on hand. No member of the board shall ever participate directly 
or indirectly, in negotiations relating to, or in determination of, any 
matter or thing in which his personal interest would be served by 
any particular decision on account of relationship, enterprise, busi- 
ness, location,, or otherwise; any violation of this provision shall 
operate as a forfeiture of office, and the appointment of any mem- 
ber of the board shall be revoked by the Governor on written report, 
signed by a majority of the Greenville County Legislative Delega- 
tion, that he has violated this provision. 


§ 6. Control Finances—Employees.—The said board shall have 
full and complete control of all of the business and financial affairs 
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of the county, including the right to designate the depositories of 
all county funds. Said board is hereby authorized to employ a full 
time business secretary whose salary shall be fixed in the absolute 
discretion of said board of commissioners, The said board is hereby 
authorized to employ whatever clerical assistance it may deem neces- 
sary. It shall provide business methods of handling the county’s 
finances, and no claim or accounts for anything whatsoever, except 
the salaries which are fixed by law, shall be paid, except such items 
as have been approved by the board; and no special levies shall be 
made in any school district in said county without the written ap- 
proval of said board, nor shall any bonds be issued or sold by any 
political subdivisions of said county without written approval of 
said board. : 

§ 7. Act as Advisory Board—Approve Notes, Bonds, Etc.— 
Said Board shall confer with the Greenville County Legislative 
Delegation as often as may be necessary and shall act as an ad- 
visory board to the various officials of Greenville County, and the 
school trustees of the several school districts in the county. No 
notes, bonds or other evidences of indebtedness, except bank checks 
or drafts shall be binding upon the County of Greenville or any 
school district thereof unless approved by the said County Board 
of Commissioners by resolution adopted by a majority of said Coun- 
ty Board of Commissioners at a duly called meeting of the said 
. board. It is expressly provided that it is not the intention of this 
section to qualify, enlarge, change, amend or repeal existing law re- 
ferring to the issue and sale of any notes, bonds or other evidences 
of indebtedness and the provisions of this section are intended to 
provide additional and further safeguards to the execution and is- 
suance of such obligations. 

§ 8. Bond Certain Employees.—The said board shall provide 
that no employee of the board who may handle any moneys or funds 
of Greenville County or any political subdivision thereof shall enter 
upon the discharge of the duties of his office without first securing a 
bond executed by a surety company regularly licensed to do business 
in this State in such form and in such amount as, in its discretion, 
may be fixed by the said Board of Commissioners. The premiums on 
such bonds shall be paid by the County Treasurer of Greenville 
County out of the general funds of the county. 

§ 9. Acts and Obligations Confirmed.—All of the actions and 
resolutions of the present commission, operating as the County 
Board of Commissioners of Greenville County, and all obligations 
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heretofore issued, made or done by the said board are hereby ratified, 
validated and confirmed as fully and effectually as heretofore done 
by sanction and approval of law. 

§ 10. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith

City of Greenville Provide by Ordinance Fire 
Limits and Regulations Covering Construction, Alteration, Etc., 
of Buildings.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the City Council of the City of Green- 
ville, South Carolina, is hereby empowered to provide by ordinance 
fire limits and regulations covering the construction, alteration, equip-

Tax Collector to make diligent effort to collect all delinquent taxes 
for which executions shall have been issued. He shall add and collect 
interest at the rate of one (1%) per cent. per month, or fraction 
thereof, upon the amount of any execution from the date such ex- 
ecution is issued until final payment is made, such interest to be 
calculated only upon the balance remaining unpaid where he has 
accepted installment payments.” And by inserting the following: 
“Tt shall be the duty of the Tax Collector to make diligent effort 
to collect all delinquent taxes for which executions have been issued. 
He shall add and collect interest at the rate of one-fourth of one 
(1%) per cent. per month, or fraction thereof, upon the amount 
of any executions for taxes due in 1935 or any subsequent year 
from the date such execution is issued until the November following, 
thereafter he shall add and collect interest at the rate of one-half 
of one (1%) per cent. per month, or fraction thereof, upon the

He shall add and collect interest at the rate of one- 
fourth of one (1%) per cent. per month, or fraction thereof, upon 
the amount of any executions for taxes due in 1935 or any sub- 
sequent year from the date such execution is issued until the No- 
vember following, thereafter he shall add and collect interest at the 
rate of one-half of one (1%) per cent. per month, or fraction 
thereof, upon the amount due such interest to be calculated only 
on the balance remaining unpaid; Provided, However, It shall be 
the duty of the Tax Collector of Orangeburg County that on all 
back taxes now accrued or accumulated that when the party or 
parties in arrears shall pay all taxes in full, provided the same be 
paid in full before the first day of January 1937, the penalty pro- 
vided for shall be reduced fifty (50%) per cent. up to and in- 
cluding such penalty on the taxes for 1934 and preceding years. He 
shall assist the County Auditor in listing on the Tax Books any 
personal or real property which he may find to be not so listed, or

at the intersection of U. S. Highway No. 52 and road known as 
Strawberry Ferry Road, and running in the direction of Cypress 
Gardens, along the said Strawberry Ferry Road and road leading 
from said Strawberry Ferry Road to Cypress Gardens, and terminat- 
ing at or near the Seaboard Air Line Railroad right of way and 
the Dean Hall Plantation, be, and the same is hereby, made a part 
of the State Highway System of this State.

AN ACT to Prohibit Operating Upon the Tails of Horses, Asses 
or Mules, Except for the Life or Health of the Animal, and to 
Provide Penalties for the Violation of This Act. 


Section 1. Operate upon Tails of Horses, Asses or Mules, ex- 
cept for Life or Health, Unlawful —Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Any person, firm or corpora- 
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tion who cuts the tissue, tissues, muscle or muscles of the tail of any 
horse, ass or mule, mare or gelding, or otherwise operates upon it 
in any manner for the purpose or with the effect of altering the 
natural carriage of the tail, except where such cutting or operation 
is necessary for the health or life of said animal, as certified te in 
writing by a licensed veterinarian; and any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who causes, procures or knowingly permits, such cutting or 
opération to be done, and any person who assists in or is voluntarily 
present at such cutting or operation, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

§ 2. Penalty.—Any person, firm or corporation convicted of vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this Act shall be fined not less than 
fifty nor more than one hundred dollars, or imprisoned not less 
than fifteen nor more than thirty days.

Section 1. Preferred Stock and Capital Notes Issued by Banks 
Operating in State Exempt from Taxes.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all Preferred 
Stock and/or Capital Notes heretofore or hereafter issued by Na- 
tional banks and State banks operating in South Carolina, and/or 
any conversion thereof, under the authority and direction of the 
Comptroller of the Currency of the United States and/or the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corporation shall be exempt from taxation. 

§ 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt From Taxation Certain Real Estate Belong- 
ing to Eleemosynary Institutions and Educational Institu- 
tions in the State. 


Whereas many schools, colleges, and other institutions of learn- 
ing, and many charitable institutions in the nature of asylums for the 
infirm, deaf and dumb, blind, idiotic and indigent persons, and many 
orphanages, in this State having trust or endowment funds, have 
hitherto invested them in obligations secured by mortgages of real 
estate in this State; and, 

Whereas on account of economic conditions many of these insti- 
tutions have been compelled to take title to such real estate ; and, 


Whereas said trust or endowment funds were exempt from taxa- 
tion under an expressed provision of the Constitution of this State 
as long as they were represented by obligations of indebtedness 
above referred to; and, 

Whereas in keeping with the spirit of the Constitution it is de- 
sirable that the exemption from taxation of such trust or endow- 
ment funds shall continue and shall apply to said property even 
though it may temporarily be represented by titles to real estate, 
Now Therefore, 

Section 1. Certain Real Estate of Orphanages and Education- 
al Institutions Exempt From Taxes.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all real estate 
owned, now or hereafter, by orphanages and educational institutions 
in this State, acquired under proceedings for the foreclosure of mort- 
gages securing loans made by orphanages and educational institutions 
as investments of their endowment funds, and also trust funds, be 
and the same is hereby exempt from taxation, including taxes due 
at the time of foreclosure sale and now unpaid, for a period of five 
years, unless the income from said property during that period be- 
comes sufficient to pay the taxes. Provided, That Cherokee County 
be exempted from the provisions of this bill. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. , 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4724, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, so as to Change the Commutation Road Tax in Pickens

Section 1. § 4724, 1932 Code, Amended—Commutation Road 
Tax, Pickens County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That Section 4724, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out in line 3 thereof the word “three” and by inserting in lieu 
thereof the word “one” and by changing the word “dollars” im- 
mediately thereafter to the word “dollar” so that when so amended 
the said Section 4724 shall read as follows: 

“Section 4724, Hereafter all persons within Pickens County who 
shall under the law be subject to perform labor upon the public 
roads within said County may, in lieu of such labor, pay a commu-

AN ACT to Repeal Act No. 802, of the General Assembly of 1934, 
Concerning Carnivals and Traveling Shows in Darlington 
County. 


Section 1. Exhibiting of Carnivals and Traveling Shows, Dar- 
lington County—Act 802, 1934 Acts, Repealed.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Act No. 
802, of the General Assembly of South Carolina for 1934, approved 
March 23, 1934, relating to carnivals and traveling shows in Darling- 
ton County, Provided, However, That not more than one carnival or 
traveling show may exhibit under the auspices of the Darlington 
County Fair, and one at the Hartsville Fair, and one under the 
auspices of the American Legion at Darlington and one under aus- 
pices of the American Legion at Hartsville, during any calendar 
year. 
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§ 1-A. Enforcement—Games of Chance.—That it shall be the 
duty of the Sheriff and/or his deputies to enforce the provisions 
of this Act, -and failure to do same shall constitute cause for re- 
moval from office. That no games of chance of any nature shall be 
permitted at any carnival or traveling show in Darlington County. 

§ 2. This Act to take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT. to Provide for a County Board of Education of Aiken 
County, to Define Its Duties, and Fix the Compensation of the 
Members Thereof. - 


Section 1. County Board of Education, Aiken County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Board of Education of Aiken County shall be 
composed of one member from each of the three (3) County Road 
Districts who shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the Aiken County Delegation. The terms 
of the members of the Board of Education first appointed by the 
Delegation shall expire: The short term July 1, 1937, the two (2) 
year term July 1, 1938, and the three (3) year term July 1, 1939, 
the Delegation designating which member shall serve for one, two 
and three years respectively. The successors of the Board of Edu- 
cation, or vacancies, shall also be appointed by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of the majority of the Delegation and _ shall 
serve for a period of three (3) years or until their successor shall 
have qualified. Provided, Any of the members of said Board of Edu- 
cation shall be removed by the Governor upon the recommendation 
of the Grand Jury. 

Wherever the word “Board” is used herein, it shall refer to the 
Aiken County Board of Education. 

§ 2. Duties and Powers—Construction of Act.—That upon the 
qualification of the members of the Board created under the pro- 
visions of this Act, said Board shall be clothed with all the powers 
and charged with all the duties as now provided by Jaw for the 
County Board of Education, and shall have executive financial and 
administrative control of all the public schools in Aiken County : That 
is to say, any act of any employee or appointed member of the school 
system of Aiken County, is subject to the rules and regulations of 
the Board, not inconsistent with law nor shall the provisions of 
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this Act be construed to repeal any special provisions applicable to 
individual districts, nor to lessen the force and effect of any pro- 
visions of any special Acts governing school districts. 


§ 3, Meetings—The Board shall meet from time to time as re- 
quested by the Chairman of the Board to formulate and promulgate 
rules and regulations for the schools of Aiken County or for any 
other purpose pertaining to the school system of Aiken County not 
inconsistent with law. : 

§ 4. Approve Contracts of Employment.—The Board is spe- 
cially charged with the examination of every contract for the em- 
ployment of teachers and bus drivers and any other employee of the 
schools in said County, and no contract shall be binding upon the 
Board or upon any School District, nor shall any part of the money 
called for in such contract be paid until the same is approved by the 
Board. Provided, However, When any teacher’s contract is approved 
by the Board said teacher shall not be removed until the expiration 
of said contract except for cause. 

§ 5. Finances.—The Board is specially charged with preserving 
sinking funds, and where they have been destroyed, to build them 
up so as to carry out the law creating them. Each Board of Trustees 

_is required to submit a budget when requested by the Board for 
their school District, provided, said budjet shall not be effective 
unless approved by the Board. The Board shall have the power, 
with the approval of the Trustees, to fix the levy for each school 
District. Any order given to the Auditor and Treasurer of the Coun- 
ty by the Board with regard to fixing levies shall be observed by 
said officials in the levying and collecting of taxes. Provided, The 
Board is required to see that there are no duplications in transporta- 
tion or teaching and that no children are transported from one School 
District to another at additional cost unnecessarily. 

§ 6, Claims—School Terms.—The Board is required to promul- 
gate and observe rules for the approval and payment of claims and 
for the issuance of vouchers so as to keep a complete check thereon 
in the office of the Board and so as to prevent the circulation of 
pay warrants when there are no funds available to pay same. The 
Board. shall also adopt a methodical manner of paying claims ac- 
cording to their priorities, to the end that no discrimination shall 
be used against any teacher or their employee. And no school claim 
shall be paid by the Treasurer of Aiken County until approved by 
the County Superintendent of Education and the Chairman of the 
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Board. And said Board is given full power to fix the length of the 
school. term for each school District, fix dates for the opening and 
closing of school terms and shall have the power to establish holi- 
days. 

§ 7. Clerk—The County Superintendent of Education is au- 
thorized to employ a clerk or stenographer at a salary to be fixed 
by the Board, who shall act for the Board also, said clerk or stenog- 
rapher being subject to dismissal at the pleasure of the Board. 

§ 8. Duties of Chairman of Board—Powers of Superintendent 
of Education.—It sha'l be the duty of the Chairman of the Board of 
Education at least once each week to sign pay warrants that are due, 
if funds are available, and it shall be the further duty of the Chair- 
man to assist the Superintendent of Education when requested to 
help in any reasonable way to carry out the rules and régulations 
of the Board. The Superintendent of Education shall be in full charge 
of the school system of Aiken County and he shall have full power 
to act, provided, no decision of his shall be in conflict with the rules 
and regulations of the Board. Provided, Further, Any one shall 
have a right to appeal any action of the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion to the Board, and when the Board has reviewed the appeal and 
rendered a decision said decision shall be binding. Provided, Further, 
Any one shall have the right to appeal to the State Board of Educa- 
tion within thirty (30) days from the decision of the Board. 

§ 9. County Board Fund.—The Board is given power to cause 
the levy of two mills, when necessary, to be placed on all property 
of the county, to be used in a fund to be known as the County Board 
Fund, which the Board may use in its discretion for the helping 
of weak schools and for such educational purposes as it may deem 
proper. 

§ 10. Fix Levies in Overdrawn Districts—Borrow Operate 
Schools.—In view of the fact that several of the Districts of Aiken 
County are overdrawn, the Board is required to specially examine 
the budgets for these Districts and fix such levies therein as will 
gradually relieve them of the overdraft, and at the same time, operate 
the schools, ; and looking to the thorough, full and complete opera- 
tion of every school in Aiken County, the Board is hereby given 
full power to borrow money and to pledge tax levies and revenues 
of the Districts affected for the re-payments of the same with in- 
terest, and to cause levies covering the same to be fixed, subject to 
the limitations, however, described in this Act. 
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§ 11. County Treasurer Custodian of Funds—Disbursements. 
—The Treasurer of Aiken County shall be the custodian of all funds, 
and he shall honor no pay warrant on the same until approved as 
set forth herein. 


§ 12. Appoint Certain Trustees—When any election for trus- 
tees is called by the Board under Section 5508 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, or under any other special act for trustee election 
and no candidate announces for election, then it shall be the duty 
of the Board to fill such vacancy by appointment. 


§ 13. Unpaid Claims—Borrow Operate Schools—Payment of 
Deficits —That the Board examine into all pay warrants and claims 
heretofore issued and yet outstanding and unpaid, and if they find 
said claims or warrants to be proper, shall approve them for pay- 
ment when funds are available to pay the same; and the Board has 
full power to refinance all of said outstanding claims and to pledge 
the resources of the County for the payment of any loan made to 
them for that purpose; and the County Board shall likewise have 
power to borrow any money necessary to operate the schools within 
the limitations prescribed herein, and pledge the resources of the 
County for the payment of the same, together with interest thereon, 
upon such terms as they may think proper ; and if causing overdrawn 
districts to repay their indebtedness or deficit can be done without 
borrowing, the County Board is authorized to set forth a revolving 
account to the end that the indebted districts may gradually pay back 
to the County Board Fund the amount of deficit owing by them, 
and the County Board shall cause the distribution of said funds to 
be made to the districts it belonged to, and the Board shall have 
power to fix any equitable interest rates on said deficits that may be 
proper, if in their judgment, the district whose money has been 
used by the overdrawn districts has caused expense in borrowing 
to operate its own schools. 


§ 14. Compensation of Board and County Superintendent of 
Education.—The Chairman of said Board of Education, who shall be 
designated by the Aiken County Legislative Delegation, shall re- 
ceive as compensation for his services the sum of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars per month, and the two other appointive members 
of the said Board, while actually engaged in the discharge of their 
duties, shall receive only their actual expenses incurred in connection 
therewith; Provided, That the County Superintendent of Educa- 
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tion shall receive no additional compensation to that provided by 
Law for him as County Superintendent of Education. 

§ 14(a). Term of Present Board.—That until the board is or- 
ganized as provided herein, the present Board of Education shall 
operate hereunder as according to the provisions hereof. 

§ 15. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 16. Time Effective——This Act shall take effect July 1, 1936.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of Certain Past and Future 
Indebtedness of School Districts of Lancaster County and 
for the Operative Costs of the Districts by a County-wide 
Levy and for the Operation of Schools Under a County-wide 
Budget. 

Section 1. Annual Tax Pay Certain Debts of School Districts, 
Lancaster County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That in order to provide a fair, just and 
equitable means of providing funds to pay the existing bonded in- 
debtedness of the school districts in Lancaster County and the in- 
debtedness now due and owing by said districts, for equipment and 
buildings, as well as such indebtedness as may hereafter be incurred 
for equipment and buildings in the said school districts by the same, 
under the provisions hereof, there is hereby levied annually upon all 
the property in Lancaster County, a tax sufficient to pay the prin- 
cipal sums and the interest on such bonds, and the principal sums 
and interest on such indebtedness, and the principal sums and in- 
terest on such indebtedness as may hereafter be incurred, under the 
terms hereof, as they respectively mature. 

§ 2. Determination and Collection of Tax—Debts for Equip- 
ment and School Buildings—Sinking Fund.—The amount of the 
annual tax necessary shall be determined by a majority of the leg- 
islative delegation, including the Senator, The Auditor is hereby di- 
rected to levy such mileage as is determined by the delegation and 
the Treasurer is directed to collect such tax as other taxes are col- 
lected. The proceeds of the tax as collected shall be applied by the 
Treasurer to the purpose for which the same was levied and col- 
lected. Provided, before any indebtedness for equipment or school 
buildings hereafter incurred shall be payable, under the provisions 
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of this Act, the County Board of Education and a majority of the 
legislative delegation, including the Senator shall first approve of 
the incurring of such indebtedness by any such district; Provided, 
Further, that the levies herein provided for shall be in lieu of the 
levies for bonds or sinking funds for the payments of bond principal 
and interest now in existance in the several districts; Provided, 
Further, that the County Treasurer is hereby authorized to place 
all school bond or sinking fund monies now on hand and hereafter 
to be collected in one fund and all bond interest payments shall be 
made from this fund. 


§ 3. Annual Tax to Operate Schools.—That in order to pro- 
vide the necessary funds for the annual operation of all schools in 
Lancaster County in excess of all funds received from the State aid 
allotment for schools in Lancaster County, the County Board of 
Education of Lancaster County shall meet annually with the boards 
of trustees of the various schools of the county for the purpose of 
determining the necessary funds for the operation of the schools for 
the coming year. The County Board of Education shall make a 
budget for the entire county, with each school as an integral part of 
the county school budget. The County Board of Education shall 
have authority to determine the amounts of the budgets of the 
various districts of the county. After determining the total amount 
necessary for the operation of all the schools of the county for any 
fiscal year, the board shall inform the legislative delegation of such 
amount and a majority of the delegation, including the Senator, 
shall authorize the Auditor to levy such tax as will be sufficient. The 
Auditor is hereby directed to levy and the Treasurer is hereby di- 
rected to collect such tax as other taxes are levied and collected. 

§ 4. Collection and Disbursement of School Funds—Salaries 
of Teachers and Officials—Tuition.—All funds for school purposes 
shall be collected by the County Treasurer as all other taxes are now 
collected and the same shall be disbursed to the various schools of 
Lancaster County by order of the County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion as school funds are now disbursed; Provided, that in no case 
shall expenditures exceed the total of the school budget; Provided, 
Further, that the Salaries of all classroom teachers shall be paid on 
the basis of the State schedule for salaries of teachers; Provided, 
Further, that where contracts are made with teachers for salaries 
less than the State schedule such lesser salaries only shall be paid. 
All superintendents and principals of schools of ten or more teachers, 
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and high schools, shall be based on the 1934-35 salary schedule plus 
an increase not in excess of fifteen (15%) per cent. Provided, Fur- 
ther, that no pupil within the borders of Lancaster County shall be 
charged any tuition, but all pupils shall be required to attend schools 
as approved by the County Board of Education. 

§ 5. Buses Transport Children—Funds Necessary.—The 
County Board of Education is hereby authorized and directed to 
ascertain the number of school buses necessary for the transporta- 
tion of the children to and from school for the entire county and 
the amount of money necessary to supplement the State aid for 
transportation shall be included in the school budget. 

§ 6. Fund Supplement School Building Fund.—The County 
Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to place to the credit of 
the County Board of Education Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) Dol- 
lars from sinking funds on hand, this sum to be used to supple- 
ment other funds for the construction of various school buildings 
in Lancaster County. 

§ 7. Lancaster County Public Library—The County Board of 
Education is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to have 
the county library building, which is provided for in the 1936 school © 
building program, constructed on the southwest corner of the county 
jail lot, facing on Gay Street, in the Town of Lancaster. The said 
board is authorized, empowered and directed to take over the pres- 
ent library, books and equipment, and to control and operate a 
library in’the new building, which shall be known as the Lancaster 
County Public Library. The said board is authorized and empowered 
to make such rules and regulations for the operation of the said 
library as may be necessary. 

§ 8. Amount Use Operate Library and Purchase Books.—The 
Board of Education is hereby authorized to expend not to exceed 
the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars per year for the 
operation of the library and the purchase of books. 

§ 9. Contingent Fund.—The Board of Education is hereby au- 
thorized to set aside annually the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars, above and beyond the total of the various district budgets. 
This sum shall be known as a contingent fund, and from it, the 
board is authorized to expend for such necessary items as may not 
be included in the budgets or otherwise provided for. 

§ 10. Clerical Work.—The Board of Education is authorized and 
directed to discontinue the payment of any salaries for secretaries

or clerks to the local school boards of Lancaster and Kershaw. The 
clerical work heretofore performed by the local secretaries or clerks 
shall be and is hereby transferred to the office of the Superintendent 
of Education. 


§ 11. Meetings of Board.—The Board of Education shall meet 
as often as shall be deemed wise and necessary, and shall meet, at 
least, once each month. 


§ 12. Trustees—Appointment—Election.—The Board of Edu- 
cation is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to appoint the 
trustees for the various school districts of Lancaster County as 
vacancies may occur; Provided, that if and when, a situation arises 
in any district, where, in the judgment of the board an election is 
advisable in the public interest, then the board may order a primary 
to nominate a trustee or trustees. The Board is hereby empowered 
to make such rules and regulations governing such primary, as, in 
its judgment is necessary. 


§ 13. Contract for Transportation of Children.—The Board of 
Education is hereby authorized and empowered to, make a contract 
or contracts with a person, firm or corporation to transport pupils 
‘to and from the various schools in Lancaster County under such 
terms and conditions as will be in the public interest. Provided, that 
the board shall award no contract until, at least ten days notice has 
been given by publication in a newspaper published in Lancaster 
County. 


§ 14. Supervisor of Schools—The County Board of Education 
is hereby authorized, in its discretion, to employ a supervisor for 
the schools of Lancaster County at a salary, including expenses, of 
not exceeding Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars per year. 


§ 15. Application—The provisions of this Act shall not be 
held to include or refer to the obligation authorized to be issued by 
the County Board of Commissioners under the terms of Act No. 
528, of the Acts of the General Assembly of the year, 1933; and 
the extent of Act No. 830 of the Acts of the General Assembly for 
the year 1932, shall not be nullified, except that Section 7 of Act 
No. 830, Acts of 1932, be, and are hereby, repealed. 


.§ 16. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such in- 
consistency. 
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§ 17. Saving Clause.—Should any part of this Act be adjudged 
invalid by any Court of competent jurisdiction, such judgment shall 
not effect or invalidate the remainder of this Act.

AN ACT to Create the James Island Park Commission in Charles- 
ton County; to Provide for Its Personnel and to Define Its 
Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. James Island Park Commission, Charleston County. 
-—There is hereby created a Commission which shall be known as 
the James Island Park Commission, It shall be composed of three 
(3) members, each of whom shall hold office for a term of two 
(2) years from the date of their appointment and until their suc- 
cessors shall have been duly appointed and qualified; one of whom 
shall be appointed by the Trustees of School District No. 3 of 
Charleston County, South Carolina, and the remaining two (2) be 
a majority of the Charleston Delegation to the General Assembly. A 
letter addressed to each appointee by the appointing bodies shall be 
a sufficient warrant to the said appointees to perform the duties and 
functions herein granted to and conferred upon the James Island 
Park Commission. 

§ 2. Duties and Powers.—The said Commission shall have charge 
of and supervise all parks and play grounds within the territorial 
limits of School District No. 3 of Charleston County including 
specifically the athletic field adjoining the Riverland Terrace School. 
It shall have full power to accept gifts or grants and to expend any 
sum or sums of moneys which it may become possessed of, and in 
general, power to do all things necessary to properly maintain and 
equip said parks or play grounds. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

Section 1. Duties and Powers of Remaining Member of Legis- 
lative Delegation in Event of Vacancy, Allendale County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
In the event of a vacancy occurring in the office of the Senator or 
Representative in the Legislature from Allendale County, all duties

AN ACT to Fix the Number of Trustees of Ninety Six School 
District No. 13 in Greenwood County, to Prescribe Their 
Term of Office and Provide a Method of Election of the Same. 


Section 1. Trustees, Ninety-Six School District No. 13, Green- 
wood County—Number Increased.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trus- 
tees of Ninety-Six School District No. 13, Greenwood County, be 
and the same is hereby increased from three members to -five mem- 
bers. That the two new members be elected by the qualified electors 
of the said District as soon after the passage of this Act as the 
County Board of Education can arrange for an election after due 
notice. 

§ 2. Terms—Vacancy—Election.—That the terms of the said 
five members shall be for two years, except the two members now 
serving, who shall finish out their unexpired terms, and the three 
newly elected members shall serve until April Ist, 1938. That here- 
after the term of office of any member shall expire on April Ist. 
The County Board of Education of Greenwood County shall provide 
for an election to fill such vacancy, said election to be held on the 
second Tuesday in March of any such year, and shall be after two 
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weeks notice by posting said notice at three public in the said Town 
and by inserting a copy of the said notice in at least two issues of 
any newspaper published in the said County. The County Board of 
Education of Greenwood County shall have full authority to pro- 
vide the manner of conducting said elections. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled, ‘‘An Act to Fix a Closed 
Season for Fishing in Certain Clear Water Streams in Dil- 
lon, Florence, Georgetown, Horry and Marion Counties, and 
to Provide Punishment for the Violation of Same’’, Known 
as Act 297 of the Acts of 1935, by Permitting Fishing with 
Hook and Line and Rod and Reel During Closed Season. 


Section 1. Act 297, 1935 Acts, Amended—Fish with Hook 
and Line and Rod and Reel During Closed Season, Florence, 
Georgetown, Horry and Marion Counties.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act 
entitled, “An Act to Fix a closed season for fishing in certain clear 
water streams in Dillon, Florence, Georgetown, Horry and Marion 
Counties, and to provide punishment for the violation of same”, be, 
and the same is hereby, amended by adding a Section to be known 
as Section 2-A as follows: 

“Section 2-A: That in the Counties of Florence, Georgetown, 
Horry and Marion fishing with hook and line and rod and reel shall 
be permitted during the closed season. This exemption from the pro- 
visions of this Act shall not extend the fishing season with set hooks, 
nets, fish traps or any devices for the catching of fish except one pole 
and hook and line or rod and reel with one line for each person so 
fishing”, so that said Act when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 1: After the passage of this Act there shall be a closed 
season against fishing in Dillon, Florence, Georgetown, Horry and 
Marion Counties, in the waters of Little Pee Dee River, Lumber 
River, Waccamaw River, and Black River, or any of their tributaries, 
from the 15th day of May until the 1st day of July of each year. 
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Section 2: During the closed season established in Section 1 of 
this Act, if any person is caught on the waters of the rivers named 
in Section 1 hereof, or any of their tributaries, having in his posses- 
sion any fishing tackle, or wares of any kind whatever, used for 
the purpose of taking fish from said waters, it shall be prima facie 
evidence that he is fishing and catching fish, and shall be punished 
according to the provisions of this Act. 

“Section 2-A: That in the Counties of Florence, Georgetown, 
Horry and Marion fishing with hook and line and rod and reel shall 
be permitted during the closed season. This exemption from the 
provisions of this Act shall not extend the fishing season with set 
hooks, nets, fish traps or any devices for the catching of fish except 
one pole and hook and line or rod and reel with one line for each 
person so fishing.” 

Section 3. Any person convicted of violating any provisions 
of this Act shall be fined not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor 
more than Thirty ($30.00) Dollars, or be required to work upon the 
public works of the respective counties not less than ten (10) days 
nor more than thirty (30) days, or both, in the discretion of the 
Court. 

Section 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT Declaring Textile Hall Corporation in the County of 
Greenville, State of South Carolina, an Eleemosynary So- 
ciety; to Rebate All Taxes Assessed Against the Same and to 
Exempt the Same from Future Taxation. 


Whereas on September 5, 1923, Textile Hall Corporation sur- 
rendered its charter and reorganized as Textile Hall Corporation 
(the same name) without stockholders and without possibility of 
profit to any person or persons, and since that time has operated 
under Paragraph 23 of Section 2578 of the Code of Laws of 1932, 
and has not paid any taxes, federal, county, state or municipal; and 

Whereas Textile Hall, its sole property is used for county con- 
ventions, political meetings, religious services, civic gatherings, teach- 
ers’ conventions, commencements of the public schools, for the assem- 
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bly and examination of workers in Civilian Conservation Corps, 
and for numerous other civic, religious, educational, cultural and 
community activities, including fairs, expositions, and public gather- 
ings of a similar nature, and is recognized as one of the largest 
mechanical societies for the advancement of industry in the United 
States ; and 

Whereas a question has recently arisen as to its exemption from 
taxes and its directors, all of whom serve without cost, and its offi- 
cers, are apprehensive that if taxes are levied the income from the 
building will not be sufficient therefor and may result in the fore- 
closure and sale of this important public institution; and 

Whereas it has been shown that it has reduced its bonded and 
floating debt to the extent of Eighty-Five Thousand ($85,000.00) 
Dollars in the past fifteen years and if operated on the present scale 
will eventually belong to the citizens of this state without debt, and 
may then be taxed or its income otherwise turned over to the City, 
County and State without restriction. 

Section 1. Textile Hall Corporation, City of Greenville—Elee- 
mosynary Society—Taxes Against Rebated—Exempt from Taxes. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Textile Hall Corporation in the City of Greenville, County 
of Greenville, State of South Carolina, is by this Act declared to be 
an eleemosynary society and not used for the purposes of profit and 
all taxes heretofore assessed against said society or institution and 
which have noc been paid are hereby rebated and the said Textile 
Hall Corporation is hereafter exempt from taxes by the State, Coun- 
ty or municipality. 

§ 2. Rebate Taxes—Remove from Tax Books.—Upon the ap- 
proval of this Act the Comptroller General of the State of South 
Carolina is authorized and directed to rebate any state taxes due 
against the property described in Section 1 hereof and give the 
_ Treasurer of Greenville County credit for same in its annual settle- 
ment; and the Auditor of Greenville County is authorized and 
directed to remove said property from-the Tax Books of said Coun- 
ty, and the Clerk of the City of Greenville is likewise authorized and 
directed to remove said property from the Rax Books of the City 
of Greenville for the purposes of taxation. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Insurance of All Public Buildings of 
the State and of the Several Counties of the State and of 
Public School Buildings by the Sinking Fund Commission, to 
Repeal Sections 2180-2195, Inclusive, of the Code of Laws of 
1932, and to Authorize the Sinking Fund Commission to Make 
Loans for the Purpose of Installing Sprinkler Systems in 
Such Buildings. 


Section 1. Sinking Fund Commission Insure State Public 
Buildings and State Supported Institutions.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all insurance 
on public buildings and on the contents thereof of the State of South 
Carolina and of all institutions supported in whole, or in part, by the 
State of South Carolina, shall be carried by the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission: Provided, That no insurance shall be carried on the State 
House. 

§ 2. Sinking Fund Commission Insure Public Buildings of the 
Counties.—That all insurance on public buildings and the contents 
thereof of the several counties of the State of South Carolina shall 
be carried by the Sinking Fund Commission. 

§ 3. Insurance of School Buildings—That all insurance of 
public school buildings and on the contents thereof, whether such 
buildings are held and operated under the general school laws or 
law applicable to specia! school districts only, shall be carried by the 
Sinking Fund Commission, and the Sinking Fund Commission is 
hereby required to insure all public school houses and public school 
buildings against loss or damage by and from windstorms without 
additional charge for premium therefor, Provided, That should any 
existing school building or any school building hereafter to be con- 
structed be abandoned for use for school purposes, the Sinking Fund 
Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to cancel or re- 
duce all insurance carried by them on such abandoned school build- 
ings and their contents, and the Sinking Fund Commission shall not 
be required to renew existing insurance or write any insurance on any 
such building and its contents, the use of which for school purposes 
has been discontinued: Provided, ‘That before the cancellation or re- 
duction of any insurance the Secretary of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission shall give notice to the proper authorities that such cancella- 
tion or reduction is to be made at least ten days prior to cancellation. 
The Sinking Fund Commission is hereby authorized and empowered 
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to cancel any policy of insurance on any public building when in 
their judgment, because of dilapidation and depreciation such public 
building is no longer an insurable risk; Provided, That before can- 
cellation the Secretary of the Sinking Fund Commission shall give 
notice to the proper authorities that such cancellation or reduction 
is to be made at least ten (10) days prior to cancellation. 


§ 4. Officials in Charge of Such Buildings Insure—That the 
proper officer, official or officials, or trustees having by law the care 
and custody of State and county buildings and of public school build- 
ings shall insure such buildings under the provisions herein set forth. 


§ 5. Premium Rate.—That all insurance carried by the Sinking 
Fund Commission as provided for in this Act shall be carried at 
a premium rate to be determined by the Sinking Fund Commission, 
not in excess of the rate which, in the opinion of said Commission, 
would be charged by reliable old line insurance companies for carry- 
ing this insurance. 

§ 6. Payment of Premiums.—That the premium on all policies 
of insurance issued by the Sinking Fund Commission shall be paid 
by the officer, official or trustee having the property insured under 
their care and custody, upon demand of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion, and in the event that there be no funds on hand with which to 
make said payment when demand is made then payment shall be 
made out of the first funds available for such institution, county, or 
school district, and until paid the premium due the Sinking Fund 
Commission shall be preferred claim: Provided, That the Sinking 
Fund Commission may charge interest at the rate of five (5) per 
cent per annum on all amounts due and unpaid as premium on pol- 
icies issued. ; . 

§ 7. Reinsure.—That the Sinking Fund Commission may rein- 
sure upon terms which the Commission may deem most advantageous 
in reliable insurance company or companies, such portion of their 
insurance liability as is commensurate with the principles of safe 
underwriting, and shall from time to time, prescribe such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary in placing and handling this reinsur- 
ance. 

§ 8. Use of Funds—Insurance Sinking Fund—Reduce Pre- 
miums.—That all funds paid over to the Sinking Fund Commission 
as premiums on policies of insurance, and all money received from 
interest on loans and deposits, and from any other source connected 
with the insurance of public property, provided for herein, shall be 
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held by the Sinking Fund Commission as an insurance sinking fund, 
for the purpose of paying all fire and windstorm losses for which 
they are liable, and the expenses necessary to the proper conduct 
of said insurance of public property by the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion, and shall be invested by them as are other funds in their hands. 
Provided, That when the Insurance Sinking Fund, herein provided 
for, reaches the sum of five (5%) per cent of the total insurance 
in force, then annually thereafter the Sinking Fund Commission 
shall proportionately decrease the premium of insurance to an 
amount which will be sufficient to maintain the insurance fund at 
five (5%) per cent of the total insurance in force: Provided, That 
if in their judgment the income from the investment of the Insurance 
Sinking Fund is sufficient to maintain the insurance fund at five 
(5%) per cent of the total insurance in force, no premium shall 
be charged for the ensuing year. Provided, Further, That no building 
or property at present insured, or that shall be insured hereafter by 
the Sinking Fund Commission shall cease to pay premiums until five 
(5) annual payments shall have been paid even though such pay- 
ments increase the Insurance Sinking Fund, herein provided for, 
beyond the sum equal to five (5%) per cent of the total insurance 
in force. ; 

§ 9. How Insurance Effected—That the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission shall notify the officers, officials or trustees having the care 
and custody of the buildings insured under the provisions of this 
Act, in writing, in advance of the expiration of policies of insurance 
on such buildings, and the officer, official or trustee so served with 
written notice shall immediately make application to the Sinking 
Fund Commission for the renewal of said insurance and shall for- 
ward, with their application, the amount of premium due the Sinking 
Fund Commission, on the insurance applied for: Provided, That in 
the event no funds are available with which to pay the premium at 
the time application is made, the officer, official or trustee making 
application shali so state, and the amount, with interest, shall be paid 
by them out of the first funds available, as provided in Section 6 of 
this Act. 

§ 10. Certain School Officials Inform Commission of School 
Buildings.—That the State Superintendent of Education and the 
County Superintendent of Education of the several counties of the 
State shall furnish to the Sinking Fund Commission, on request, 
a complete list, showing the location of each and every school build- 
ing in their county, the number of the school district in which such 
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buildings are located and the names and addresses of the trustees 
having the buildings in charge. 

§ 11. Officials in Charge of Buildings Insured Furnish In- 
formation.—That all officers, officials and trustees having the care 
and custody of the buildings insured under the terms of this Act 
shall furnish to the Sinking Fund Commission, on request, full 
information in regard to the character of construction, value, loca- 
tion, exposures, and any other information requested. 

§ 12. Penalty.—That any officer, officia! or trustee, upon whom 
the duties provided in this Act devolves, who fails or refuses to 
carry out the provisions of this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in a sum not less than 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Collars, nor more than One Hundred ($100.- 
00) Dollars, or imprisonment not less than ten nor more than thirty 
(30) days. 

§ 18. Value of Buildings.—That the value of all public buildings 
shall be based on the actual cost of such buildings. If the Sinking 
Fund Commission and the officers, officials, or trustees having such 
buildings in their care and custody, cannot agree on a value the value 
' shall be fixed by three appraisers, to be appointed and paid as pro- 
vided in Section 15 of this Act. 

§ 14. Amount of Insurance.—That the amount of insurance to 
be carried on all buildings and on the contents thereof as provided 
herein, shall be fixed by the Sinking Fund Commission after con- 
sultation with the officer, officials or trustees having such buildings 
in their care and custody: Provided, That the amount of insurance 
to be carried, as fixed by them shall in no event exceed the value of 
‘the building and contents to be insured after reasonable deduction 
for depreciation. 

§ 15. Losses—Adjustment and Payment.—That in the event 
of loss or damage by fire, lightning or windstorm, when an agree- 
ment as to the extent of such loss or damage cannot be arrived at 
between the Sinking Fund Commission and the officials having 
charge of the said property, the amount of such loss or damage to 
be paid by the Sinking Fund Commission shall be determined by 
three appraisers, one to be named by the Sinking Fund Commission, 
one by the officer, official or trustee having the damaged or destroyed 
building in charge, and the two so appointed shall select a third. These 
appraisers shall file their written report with the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, and a duplicate copy with the insured. The cost of the ap- 
praisal shall be borne, one-half’ by the Sinking Fund Commission

and one-half by the insured: Provided, That the amount paid by the 
Sinking Fund Commission, as fixed by the appraisers, shall, in the 
event the building so damaged or destroyed is a county building or 
a public school building, be paid over to the County Treasurer of 
the county in which the building is located, to be by said County 
Treasurer paid out as required by law, upon the proper warrant or 
order of the proper official or trustees, for the repair, restoration or 
rebuilding of the property damaged or destroyed; and in the event 
the property so damaged or destroyed; is State property, then the 
amount shall be paid over to the officer, official or officials having 
the property in their care and custody, to be expended by them for 
the repair, restoration or rebuilding of the property damaged or 
destroyed. 

§ 16. Cover Roofs of Public Buildings with Fireproof and 
Incombustible Material—That every public building hereafter 
erected, enlarged or re-roofed, whether owned by the State, County 
or School District, shall have the roof of such building, also the 
roof top and sides of all roof structures, including dormer windows, 
covered with fireproof and incombustible material. 


§ 17. Sprinkler System—Losses.—That the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to make contracts with 
responsible manufacturers of sprinkler systems for the installation 
of approved sprinkler systems in state institutions. In the event that 
such contracts are made, the, Sinking Fund Commission is authorized 
to make loans to the institutions involved for the payment of such 
sprinkler systems, or to accept in said contracts any terms deemed 
advisable which may be agreed upon with the said manufacturers as 
to the payment therefor. Such contracts shall be made only when, 
in the judgment of the Commission, the resultant reduction in the 
premium rate, together with any funds which may be made available 
from other sources, will be sufficient to repay loans made by the 
Sinking Fund Commission or to pay for the said sprinkler systems 
according to contract terms within a period of time satisfactory to 
the Sinking Fund Commission, and it is specifically provided that no 
reduction in the premium rate shall be allowed until such ioans have 
been discharged, or until payment has been made in full for the in- 
stallation of such sprinkler systems. The Sinking Fund Commission 
is further authorized and empowered to employ an inspector, or in- 
spectors, whose duty shall be to protect the property of the state 
from damage or defacement in connection with the installation of 
sprinkler systems, and to charge the cost thereof to the institution

or institutions involved as a part of the cost of the installation of such 
sprinkler systems. The Sinking Fund Commission is further author- 
ized to make loans to owners (other than the state) or property in- 
sured by the Sinking Fund Commission for the purpose of installing 
sprinkler systems when, in the judgment of the Commission, the re- 
duction in premium rate will be sufficient to retire such loan, or 
loans, within a period of time satisfactory to the Commission, and 
it is specifically provided, and shall be embodied in such loan agree- 
ments, that there shall be no reduction in the premium rate until such 
loans have been liquidated. 

It is further specifically provided, and shall be embodied in all 
loan agreements authorized herein that, in the event of total or par- 
tial loss of any building on which the Sinking Fund Commission 
carries a loan for the installation of sprinkler systems, there shall 
be deducted from the amount of insurance payable, and credited on 
such loans, a proportion of said loan equal to the proportion which 
the amount of the loss payable bears to the total amount of insurance 
carried on said building, or in the case of institutions where insurance 
is carried on two or more buildings, the deduction and loan credit 
shall be a proportion of the loan equal to the proportion which the 
loss payable bears to the aggregate insurance carried on all such 
buildings. 

§ 18. §§ 2180-2195, 1932 Code Repealed.—Sections 2180, 2181, 
2182, 2183, 2184, 2185, 2186, 2187, 2188, 2189, 2190, 2191, 2192, 
2193, 2194, and 2195 of the Code of Laws of 1932 are hereby re- 
pealed. 

§ 19. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 20. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section One of Act No. 874 of the Acts of 
the General Assembly of 1932, Entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide 
for the Number of Magistrates and Magisterial Districts in 
Newberry County,’’ as Amended by Act No. 773 of 1934 and 
by Act No. 75 of the Acts of 1935, so as to Further Define 
the Territorial Limits of Magisterial Districts Numbers One 
and Two. 
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Section 1. Act 874, 1932 Acts, Amended—Territorial Limits 
of Magisterial Districts Nos. 1 and 2, Newberry County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section one of Act No. 874 of the Acts of the General Assembly 
of 1932, entitled “An Act to provide for the number of magistrates 
and magisterial districts in Newberry County,” as amended by Act 
No. 773 of 1934 and by Act No. 75 of the Acts of 1935, be amended 
by striking out the description of Magisterial Districts Nos. one and 
two, beginning with the words “Number One” on line six of said 
Section and ending with the words “Number Eight” on line twelve 
of said Section, and by inserting in lieu thereof the following : ‘“Num- 
ber One shall consist of that part of Township Number Three lying 
North and East of Enoree River, Township Number Four and that 
part of Township Number Five lying North and East of State High- 
way Number Two. Magisterial District Number Two shall consist 
of Township Number One, Township Number Two and that part 
of Township Number Three lying South and West of Enoree River, 
and that part of Township Number Five lying South and West of 
Highway Number Two, Township Number Six and Township Num- 
ber Eight,” so that said Section, when so amended, shall read as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. The County of Newberry shall be divided into six 
(6) Magisterial Districts, to be designated as Magisterial District 
Number One; Magisterial District Number Two; Magisterial Dis- 
trict Number Three and Magisterial District Number Four; Magis- 
terial District Number Five, Magisterial District Number Six. Mag- 
isterial District Number One shall consist of that part of Township 
Number Three lying North and East of Enoree River, Township 
Number Four and that part of Township Number Five lying North 
and East of State Highway Number Two. Magisterial District Num- 
ber Two shall consist of Township Number One, Township Number 
Two and that part of Township Number Three lying South and 
West of Enoree River, and that part of Township Number Five 
lying South and West of Highway Number Two, Township Num- 
ber Six and Township Number Eight; Magisterial District Num- 
ber Three shall consist of that part of Township Number Nine, not 
including the Wheeling School District, the Little Mountain School 
District, and Township Number Ten not including the Central 
School District. Magisterial District Number Four shall consist of 
Central School District and Townships Numbers Eleven and Twelve, 
not including Red Knoll School District. Magisterial District Num- 
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ber Five shall consist of Wheeling, Little Mountain and Red Knoll 
School Districts, and Magisterial District Number Six shall consist 
of Township Number Seven. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Regulate the Practice of General Contracting in 
South Carolina. 


Section 1. Definitions.—Be it enacted by the Genera! Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That for the purpose of this Act a 
general contractor is defined to be one who, for a fixed price, commis- 
sion, fee or wage, undertakes to construct or superintend the con- 
struction of any building, highway, sewer, grading or any improve- 
ment or structure where the cost of the undertaking is Seven Thou- 
sand Five Hundred ($7,500.00) Dollars or more; and anyone who 
shall engage in constructing or superintending the construction of any 
structures or any undertakings or improvements above mentioned in 
the State of South Carolina costing Seven Thousand Five Hundred 
($7,500.00) Dollars or more, shall be deemed and held to have en- 
gaged in the business of general contracting in the State of South 
Carolina. 

§ 2. State Licensing Board for Contractors.——There shall be 
a State Licensing Board for Contractors consisting of five mem- 
bers who shall be appointed by the Governor within thirty 
days after this Act becomes effective. At least one member of 
such board shall have as a larger part of his business the con- 
struction of highways; at least one member of such board shall have 
as the larger part of his business the construction of public utilities ; 
at least one member shall have as the larger part of his business the 
construction of buildings. The members of the first board shall be 
appointed for one, two, three, four and five years, respectively, their 
terms of office expiring on the thirty-first day of December of said 
years. Thereafter, in each year, the Governor in like manner shall 
appoint to fill the vacancy caused by the expiration of the term of 
office a member for the term of five years. Each member shall hold 
over after the expiration of his term until his successor shall be duly 
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appointed and qualified. If vacancies shall occur in the board for 
any cause, the same shall be filled by the appointment of the Gover- 
nor. The Governor may remove any member of the board for mis- 
conduct, incompetency or neglect of duty. 


§ 3. Board—Oath—Each member of the board shall, before 
entering upon the discharge of the duties of his office, take and file 
with the Secretary of State an oath in writing to properly perform 
the duties of his office as a member of said board and to uphold the 
Constitution of South Carolina and the Constitution of the United 
States. 

§ 4. Board—Organize—Officers—Powers.—The said board 
shall, within thirty days after its appointment by the Governor, meet 
in the City of Columbia, at a time and place to be designated by the 
Governor, and organize by electing a chairman, a vice-chairman and 
a treasurer, and they may employ a secretary, each to serve one year. 
Said board shall have power to make such by-laws, rules and regu- 
lations as it shall deem best, provided the same are not in conflict 
with the laws of South Carolina, The treasurer shall give bond in 
such sum as the board shall determine, with such surety as shall be 
approved by the board, said bond to be conditioned for the faithful 
performance of the duties of his office and for the faithful account- 
ing of all moneys and other property as shall come into his hands. 


§ 5. Board—Seal—The board shall adopt a seal for its own 
use. The seal shall have the words “Licensing Board for Contractors, 
State of South Carolina”, and the secretary shall have charge, care 
and custody thereof. 

§ 6. Board—Meetings.—The board shall meet twice each year, 
once in April and once in October, for the purpose of transacting 
such business as may properly come before it. At the April meeting 
in each year the board shall elect officers. Special meetings may be 
held at such times as the board may provide in the by-laws it shall 
adopt. Due notice of each meeting and the time and place thereof 
shall be given to each member in such manner as the by-laws may 
_ provide. Three members of the board shall constitute a quorum. 

§ 7. Duties of Secretary—Use of Funds.—The secretary shall 
keep a record of the proceedings of the said board and shall receive 
and account for all moneys derived from the operation of this Act. 
Any funds remaining in the hands of the treasurer to the credit of 
the board after the expenses of the board for the current year have 
been paid shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the State of South 
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Carolina. The board has the right, however, to retain at least ten 
per cent of the total expense it incurs for a year’s operation to meet 
any emergencies that may arise. 

§ 8. Secretary Keep Records of Board—Register of Appli- 
cants for Licenses—Roster of Licensed General Contractors— 
Board Report Annually.—The secretary shall keep a record of the 
proceedings of the board, and a register of all applicants for licenses 
showing for each the date of application, name, qualifications, place 
of business, place of residence, and whether license was granted or 
refused. The books and register of this board shall be prima facie 
evidence of all matters recorded therein. A roster showing the names 
and places of business of all licensed general contractors shall be 
prepared by the secretary of the board during the month of January 
of each year; such roster shall be printed by the board out of funds — 
of said board as provided in section seven, and a copy mailed to and 
placed on file with the clerk of each incorporated city, town and 
county in the State. On or before the first day of March of each year 
the board shall submit to the Governor a report of its transactions 
for the preceding year, and shall file with the Secretary of State a 
copy of such report, together with a complete statement of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the board, attested by the affidavits of 
the chairman and the secretary, and a copy of the said roster of li- 
censed general contractors. 

§ 9. Licenses—File Application—Examinations.—Anyone here- 
after desiring to be licensed as a general contractor in this State shall 
make and file with the board thirty days prior to any regular or 
special meeting thereof a written application on such form as may 
then be by the board prescribed for examination by the board, which - 
application shal! be accompanied by Twenty ($20.00) Dollars. If 
said application is satisfactory to the board, then the applicant shall 
be entitled to an examination to determine his qualifications. If the 
result of the examination of any applicant shall be satisfactory to 
the board, then the board shall issue to the applicant a certificate to 
engage as a general contractor in the State of South Carolina. Any- 
one failing to pass such examination may be re-examined at any regu- 
lar meeting of the board without additional fee. Certificate of license 
shall expire on the last day of December following the issuance or re- 
newal, and shal! become invalid on that date unless renewed. Renewal 
may be effective any time during the month of January, by the pay- 
ment of a fee of Ten ($10.00) Dollars to the secretary of the board. 
The board may classify and limit the certificate granted to any ap- 
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plicant and it shall be the responsibility of the board or the members 
of said board to ascertain from reliable sources, whether or not the 
past performance record of an applicant is good, and whether or not 
he has the reputation of paying his labor and material bills as well 
as carrying out other contracts that he may have entered into: Pro- 
vided, That any person, firm or corporation that is legally engaged in 
the business of general contracting in the State of South Carolina on 
' the date of the approva! of this Act shall be entitled to a certificate 
of license as provided for in this Act, upon making application and 
paying the fee of Twenty ($20.00) Dollars as herein prescribed, 
without submitting to an examination, if such application and pay- 
ment of fee be made within ninety days after the approval of this 
Act. 

§ 10. Licenses—Revoke—Re-issue—Lost—Prosecute for Oper- 
ating or Bidding Without License—The board shall have the 
power to revoke the certificate or license of any general contractor 
licensed hereunder who is found guilty of any fraud or deceit in ob- 
taining a license, or gross negligence, incompetence or misconduct 
in the practice of his profession. Any person may prefer charges 
of such fraud, deceit, negligence, or misconduct against any general 
contractor licensed hereunder. Such charges shall be in writing and 
sworn to by the complainant and submitted to the secretary of the 
board. Such charges, unless dismissed without hearing by the board 
as unfounded or trivial, shall be heard and determined by the board 
within three months after the date in which they were preferred. 
A time and place for such hearing shall be fixed by the board. A 
copy of the charges, together with the notice of the time and place 
of hearing, shall be legally served on the accused at least fifteen days 
before the fixed date for the hearing, and in the event that such 
service cannot be effected fifteen days before such hearing, then the 
date of hearing and determination shall be postponed as may be neces- 
sary to permit the carrying out of this condition. At said hearing 
the accused shall have the right to appear personally and by counsel 
and to cross-examine witnesses against him, her or them, and to pro- 
duce evidence of witnesses in his, her or their defense. If after said 
hearing the board unanimously votes in favor of finding the accused 
guilty of any fraud or deceit in obtaining license, or of gross negli- 
gence, incompetency or misconduct in practice, the board shall re- 
voke the license of the accused. The board is further authorized to 
prosecute anyone accused as above prescribed for operating, bidding 
or attempting to operate or bid, without having first been granted a 
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certificate of license authorizing him or them to practice general con- 
tracting in South Carolina. 


The board may re-issue a license to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion whose license has been revoked: Provided, That three or more 
‘ members of the board vote in favor of such re-issuance for reasons 
the board may deem sufficient. 


A certificate of license to replace any certificate lost, destroyed, 
or mutilated may be issued subject to the rules and regulations of 
the board. 


§ 11. Violations—Penalty—Any person, firm or corporation 
not being duly authorized who shall attempt to practice general con- 
tracting in this State, except as provided for in this Act, and any 
person, firm or corporation presenting or attempting to file as his 
own the license certificate of another or who shall give false or 
forged evidence of any kind to the board or to any member thereof 
in maintaining a certificate of license or who falsely shall impersonate 
another or who shall use an expired or revoked certificate of license, 
and any architect, engineer, owner or others, who receives or con- 
siders a bid from anyone not properly licensed under this Act, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall for each such offense of 
which he is convicted be punished by a fine of not more than Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or imprisonment of three months, or 
both fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 12. Duties of Architects and Engineers—Secretary Furnish 
Tax Commission Names of Certain Contractors——All architects 
and engineers preparing plans and specifications for work to be 
constructed in the State of South Carolina shall include in their 
invitations to bidders and in their specifications a copy of this Act 
or such proportions thereof as are deemed necessary to convey to the 
invited bidder whether he be a resident or non-resident of this State, 
and whether a license has been issued to him or not, the information 
that it will be necessary for him to show evidence of license before 
his bid is opened or considered. It shall be the duty of the secretary 
of the board to make a monthly report from and after the ratification 
of this Act to the South Carolina Tax Commissioner, setting out 
in detail the name of contractor, the location of the structure, or 
work, and the estimated cost of said structure or work, where the 
same shall exceed in value Seven Thousand Five Hundred ($7,- 
500.00) Dollars for all contracts let coming to his notice and not 
theretofore reported by him. 
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§ 12-A. Exemptions.—The provisions of this Act shall not ap- 
ply to contracts being performed on military reservation work, navy 
yard work and marine training station work. 

§ 13. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such in- © 
consistency. 

§ 14. Time Effective——This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT, to Authorize and Direct the Auditor of Dorchester 
County to Levy an Annual Tax of Twenty (20) Mills on All 
Taxable Property in Harleyville School District No. 9 in Dor- 
chester County to be Used for School Purposes and to Provide 
for the Collection of Same. 


Section 1. Annual Tax, Harleyville School District No. 9, Dor- 
chester County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Auditor of Dorchester County is hereby 
authorized and directed to levy on all of the taxable property in 
Harleyville School District No. 9 in Dorchester County, for the 
year 1936 and annually for each year thereafter, a tax of twenty 
(20) mills to be used for school purposes in said district. The tax 
herein authorized and directed to be levied shall be collected as other 
taxes are collected, and placed to the credit of said District as are 
other operating funds for school purposes. 

§ 2. § 5356, 1932 Code, Not Apply to Said District.—That as 
long as the provisions of this Act are carried into effect the provisions 
of Section 5356 Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, limiting the 
number of mills of special taxes to Fifteen (15) mills shall not ap- 
ply to said District. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt from Income Tax All Donations Made by 
South Carolina Corporations to the American Red Cross. 


Section 1. Donations Made by South Carolina Corporations 
to American Red Cross Exempt from Income Tax.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: All sums 
of money paid to the American Red Cross as a donation by any 
corporation, duly chartered and existing as such under the laws of 
South Carolina, shall be exempt from all income tax imposed by the 
laws of this State; and deductions for any such donations shall be 
allowed in the annual income tax return of any such corporation. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of a Textbook Rental 
System for Newberry County and to Empower the County 
Board of Education of Said County to Promulgate Rules and 
Regulations for the Operation of Such System. 


Whereas, There was, at the 1936 session of the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina, passed, ratified and approved an Act 
to provide for the supplying of textbooks on a rental system for the 
school children of South Carolina, etc. ; and, 

Whereas, By the terms of said Act any County may elect not to 
come under the provisions of said Act; and, 

Whereas, It is unknown at this time whether or not the County 
of Newberry may elect not to come under the provisions of said 
Act and may desire to create a textbook rental system for said 
County ; Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Newberry County Establish School Book Rental 
System.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of- 
South Carolina: That in the event the County of Newberry should 
determine not to operate under the provisions of the State Textbook 
Rental System Act, the County Board of Education of Newberry 
County is hereby authorized and empowered to establish a textbook 
rental system for the County of Newberry.

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§ 2. Adopt Rules and Regulations.—If it should be determined 
by the County Board of Education of Newberry County to create a 
textbook rental system for said County, the County Board of Edu- 
cation is hereby given full power and authority to promulgate such 
tules and regulations as said Board may deem for the best interests 
of the educational system of the said County for the operation of 
said textbook rental system. 

§ 3. Enforce Rules and Regulations—Textbooks.—When the 
County Board of Education of Newberry County has determined to 
establish a textbook rental system under the provisions of this Act 
and shall publish the rules and regulations and requirements for 
the proper operation of such system, they shall have the power and 
authority to enforce such rules and regulations as they may prescribe. 
The said Board shall have the power and authority to limit the oper-

Not Operate Motor Vehicles on Front Beach at 
Pawley’s Island.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That it shall be unlawful for any person 
to operate a motor vehicle on the front beach at Pawley’s Island 
between low and high water mark at any season of the year.

Section 1. Close Jasper County Offices at Noon Saturdays and 
Certain Thursdays.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That all County Officers for the County of 
Jasper are authorized to close their respective offices at twelve o’- 
clock noon on each and every Saturday throughout the year ; and said 
officers are likewise authorized to close their said respective offices 
at twelve o’clock noon on each and every Thursday, and to keep 
the same closed for the remainder of the day, during the months of 
June, July and August.

AN ACT to Permit the Renting or Lending of Text Books to the 
School Children of Marion County; to Establish Methods of 
Distribution, Care and Use of Said Books; and to Provide for 
the Payment of the Cost Thereof. 


Section 1. Marion County Establish School Book Rental 
System and Furnish Free School Books.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The County Board of 
Education of Marion County is hereby authorized and empowered, 
if and when in its discretion it may be deemed advisable, to provide 
text books for use in the public schools of Marion County, either 
on a rental system or a free system, or on a system in part rental and 
in part free. And the County Board may in its discretion set up a 
gradual free system on the basis of grades, commericing with the 
lower grades. If any rental system is used the school children affected 
thereby shall be required to pay an annual rental fee to be set up and 
determined by the County Board, the same to be paid annually in ad- 
vance upon the opening of school or upon the admission of children 
to the schools. No child in the public schools of the county shall 
be required to pay any larger amount for the use of books than 
that fixed by the County Board. If any free system is used the 
County Board shali have full power and authority to adopt and en- 
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force rules and regulations insuring the preservation and return of 
the books, the intent being that the books shall be lent and not 
given outright. Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to 
apply to materials which will be consumed or rendered worthless 
in any one year, such as pencils, tablets, note books, drawing ma- 
terials, and the like. The State adopted text books only shall be 
used, Provided, That the said County Board of Education, if it 
should decide to pruchase outright, any or all of the books to be 
used in the schools of the county, shall purchase the same at the 
lowest possible price and by competitive bidding, regard being had 
to the mechanical make up and contents of the books submitted, as 
well as the prices bid; Provided, Further, That the said County 
Board of Education may purchase such books as it may decide to 
purchase outright direct from the publishers and may store, dis- 
tribute and handle them in such manner as it may deem wise, without 
regard to existing State or County Depositories ; and Provided, Fur- 
ther, That the above stipulation as to the exclusive use of State 
adopted text books shall not apply in case or to the extent a free 
system is set up. 

§ 2. Contract with Publishers——The County Board of Educa- 
tion is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute contracts with 
the publishers whereby the county will rent or buy outright the 
books to be used in the public schools, with discretion in the County 
Board of Education to make any such rental contracts or purchase 
contracts as may be to the best advantage of the county. Any con- 
tracts made with publishers of text books may be made so as to di- 
vide the payment to publishers for rental or purchase over a period 
of not more than three (3) years, the reasonable life of text books; 
Provided, However, that nothing herein shall be construed to prevent 
the County Board of Education from purchasing or renting addi- 
tional books as the necessity shall or may arise. The County Board: 
of Education is hereby authorized for this purpose to issue nego- 
tiable notes bearing interest not exceeding four (4) per cent per 
annum; said notes to be paid from the rentals above provided for 
the use of said books by the school children; but the County Board 
may, if it deems it to be wise, with the written approval of the Coun- 
ty Legislative Delegation, use any surplus funds which may be 
available towards the cost of furnishing such text books or the 
payment of said notes. 

§ 3. Handling, Distribution, and Care of Books.—The County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered, and directed 
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to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
which rules and regulations when not in conflict with the terms and 
purposes of this Act, shall have full legal force and effect. Said rules 
and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books in 
various schools of the County by the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation with the cooperation of the superintendents, principals and 
teachers in the schools, who shall perform such duties without ad- 
ditional compensation ; and shall establish a method of distributing 
said books to the school children and to provide for the reasonable 
use, care, and safety of said books, with reasonable penalties for the 
abuse or destruction thereof to fall upon those using said books or 
in charge of their distribution and use. 

§ 4. School Officials Cooperate——All superintendents, principals 
and teachers in the schools of Marion County are hereby directed 
and required to cooperate fully with the County Board of Educa- 
tion in the proper and orderly administration of the terms of this 
Act, and the County Board of Education is hereby authorized to 
promulgate rules to provide cooperation by the superintendents, prin- 
cipals and teachers and to establish penalties for failure to cooperate 
by withholding salaries or otherwise. 

§ 5. Deposit of Funds.—All funds collected hereunder shall be 
deposited with the County Treasurer and be segregated for the 
administration of this Act. 

§ 6. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act or any provision hereof are hereby repealed. 

§ 7. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1936, 
but the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to enter into such contracts prior to that time as may be 
advisable, said contracts to take effect on July 1, 1936; Provided, 
However, That this Act shall be construed to be merely permissive 
and enabling and the County Board of Education is vested with full 
discretion to determine if and when such system or systems shall 
be established. And, Provided, Further, that this Act shall in no 
event become effective unless the County of Marion, in the manner 
therein provided shall elect not to come under the provisions of the 
South Carolina Rental Text Book Law approved May 11, 1936.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Create an Agricultural Board of 
Control, Providing for the Levy and Assessment on Taxable 
Property in Fairfield County, South Carolina, to be Expended 
by It to Terrace Farm Lands in Fairfield County, South Caro- 
lina. 

Section 1. Agricultural Board, Fairfield County.—Be it re- 
solved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
there shall be created in Fairfield County, South Carolina, an Agri- 
cultural Board consisting of five members who will receive their ac- 
tual expenses while in the discharge of their duties and shall be ap- 
pointed by a majority of the members of the General Assembly for 
Fairfield County, South Carolina, for a term of two years and whose 
terms of office shall begin upon the approval of this Act by the Gov- 
ernor. Their successors shall be appointed likewise for a period of 
two years by a majority of the members of the General Assembly 
for Fairfield County. 

§ 2. Duties—The duties of the Agricultural Board shall be to 
promote the control of soil conservation within Fairfield County, 
and to promote such other farm practices that will tend toward the 
improvement of farm lands and the increase of the taxable values 
thereof. 

§ 3. Borrow.—That the said Agricultural Board is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow from the Fairfield County Sink- 
ing Fund Commission or from any other available sources, at a rate 
of interest not to exceed five (5%) per cent, the sum of Four 
Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars, the said principal and interest to be 
due and payable in two years from the date of the borrowing of said 
sum, and the said Board is further authorized and empowered to 
pledge as security for the payment of said principal and interest the 
equipment purchased by said Board and any and all net proceeds 
derived from the operation of the Soil Conservation Project, and 
further is authorized and empowered to pledge the full faith and 
credit of Fairfield County, South Carolina. 

§ 4. Use Funds Borrowed Purchase Farm Equipment.—The 
Supervisor for Fairfield County shall use the funds so borrowed for 
the purchase of suitable terracing equipment and other heavy duty 
farm equipment to be used in the promotion of the work outlined in 
Section 1, and the said Agricultural Board shall, in cooperation with 
the Soil Conservation Service now located at Winnsboro, S. C., en- 
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ter into contracts with farmers for the terracing and other aids of 
lands, and contract with the farmers for the use of the equipment 
above described and shall fix the price per hour for the use of said 
equipment ; However, such amount shall be sufficient to pay for all 
operating expenses and of a sufficient amount so that One ($1.00) 
Dollar per hour shall be paid to the Treasurer of Fairfield County to 
be used by him solely for the purpose of paying off the indebtedness 
hereinbefore referred to. 

§ 5. Use of Equipment.—That the equipment so purchased shall 
only be used for the purpose of improving lands of the land owners 
situate in Fairfield County, and at the expiration of this work, the 
time to be determined by the said Agricultural Board, in cooperation 
with the Soil Conservation Service, all equipment so purchased shall 
be delivered to the County Supervisor for Fairfield County, South 
Carolina, to be used by him for general county work and any and 
all funds on hand in the County Treasurer’s hands shall be placed by 
said County Treasurer in the general fund for Fairfield County. 

§ 6. Rules and Regulations—The said Board, along with the 
Soil Conservation Service at Winnsboro, shall adopt such rules and 
forms to be used in carrying out the terms of this Act, as shall be 
necessary. 

§ 7. Purchase of Machinery.—All machinery authorized to be 
purchased under this Act shall be purchased in accordance with the 
existing law relative to the purchase of machinery in Fairfield 
County. 

§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 9. This Resolution shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide a Form of County Government for Darling- 
ton County and to Repeal Certain Provisions of Law Relating 
Thereto, 


Section 1. Board of Directors, Darlington County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There 
is hereby created for Darlington County a Board known and desig- 
nated as the Board of Directors of Darlington County, which shall 
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be composed of three members, the Chairman of the Sinking Fund 
Commission, the Chairman of the County Board of Education and 
the Chairman of the Darlington County Highway Commission, all 
ex-officio, to be charged with the duties and responsibilities herein 
provided as additional duties and responsibilities of their respective 
offices, and the salaries provided to be for additional work hereby 
demanded of said original offices. The said Board shall meet at the 
County Courthouse and organize by electing one of their number 
as Chairman. The permanent Secretary of the Board shall be the 
Clerk of the Supervisor and whose selection is hereinafter provided 
for. Each of the said members shall give bond for the faithful per- 
formance of his duty under the provisions of this Act in the sum of 
$5,000.00, the premiums on which bonds shall be paid by the County. 


§ 2. Duties and Powers.—lIt is made the general duty of the 
said Board of Directors, and for the discharge of which full power 
and authority are hereby conferred, to organize and conduct the ad- 
ministration of the County’s business, financial and fiscal affairs, 
upon a systematic, economical and efficient basis. To that end said 
Board shall, in connection with the office of the County Supervisor 
and Purchasing Agent, provide and maintain at the county seat an 
office for the transaction of business, which shall be open as nearly 
as practicable upon every business day of the year, wherein shall be 
kept all books of account, contracts, correspondence and other rec- 
ords of official business, and shall inaugurate and maintain a system 
of receiving and disbursing funds and of keeping accurate check up- 
on same, and of accounting and bookkeeping that will properly safe- 
guard the public interest and accurately file and show the cost of 
maintaining the public institutions and property of the county and 
of performing public work of every character and the cost of the sev- 
eral activities of the county and shall maintain and keep in repair 
and in efficient operative condition all county property and county 
institutions except bridges, highways and roads, which are more 
specifically hereinafter provided for. All of the duties, obligations 
and functions heretofore imposed by law upon the County Commis- 
sioners and the County Supervisor of Darlington County and there- 
after imposed upon the Board of County Directors of said County, 
.except as hereinafter limited and provided for, are imposed upon the 
Board of Directors as created under the terms of this Act. 


§ 3. Finances—The Board of Directors shall pass such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary to the proper handling of all 
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monies and finances of Darlington County and shall at the same 
time direct the payment thereof and prepare statements of the finan- 
cial condition of the county and shall fix the levy to meet the operat- 
ing expenses of said county each year. 


§ 4. Report to Legislative Delegation —On or before December 
31st of each year the said Board shall prepare and submit to the 
Legislative Delegation of the said county an itemized statement of 
all needful appropriations together with the estimated revenues ac- 
cruing to the county from special sources and in such form that the 
same may be used as the basis for the annual county appropriation 
bill. It is also made the duty of the Board to make recommendations 
to the Delegation in respect to needful legislation in the interest of 
an efficient administration of the affairs of the county. 


§ 5. County Supervisor and Purchasing Agent.—The office 
of County Supervisor and Purchasing Agent is created. The term of 
office shall be for four (4) years, beginning January 1, 1937, and 
until a successor shall be appointed and qualified. It shall be filled by 
the Board of Directors with the approval of the Legislative Delega- 
tion. The appointee to this office should be a person of experience 
and possess the finest business ability. He shall give bond for the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office in the sum of Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars and shall be subject to removal by 
a majority vote of the combined members of the Board of Directors 
and of the Legislative Delegation of the County. Any vacancy in 
the office shall be filled as provided for the original appointment. 


§ 6. Duties of County Supervisor and Purchasing Agent.—It 
is made the duty of the County Supervisor and Purchasing Agent 
to purchase all goods, office equipment and supplies, wares, mer- 
chandise, supplies, groceries and other articles which may be needed 
by the County from time to time, but all such purchases shall be 
made under such regulations, rules and restrictions and in such man- 
ner as may be directed by the Board of Directors. The said Super- 
visor and Purchasing Agent shall have full supervision, guidance and 
direction of maintaining and upkeep of county highways, except as 
limited herein. He shall be the custodian of all public buildings and 
other real property, all road machinery and chain-gang camp equip- 
ment; and with respect to the public buildings and other real prop- 
erty, he shall be subject to the direction of the Board of Directors, 
and with respect to the road machinery and chaingang camp equip- 
ment, he shall be subject to the direction of the Darlington County 
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Highway Commission, hereinafter created; but in all such matters 
it is made his duty in the first instance to care for the property and 
bring to the attention of the Board of Directors any and every mat- 
ter which, in his opinion, is needful in the proper care and disposi- 
tion of all such property. The said Supervisor and Purchasing Agent 
shall receive such salary as the Board of Directors shall fix with the 
approval of the Legislative Delegation of the county. He shall em- 
ploy a clerk to be approved by the Board of Directors and who shall 
receive such salary as shall be fixed by the Board of Directors, with 
the approval of the Legislative Delegation. The clerk so employed 
shall serve as the Clerk and Secretary to the Board of Directors and 
shall perform such duties as may be prescribed by the Supervisor and 
Purchasing Agent not inconsistent with any provisions in respect 
thereto as may be fixed by the Board of Directors. The said Clerk 
shall also serve as the Clerk to the Darlington County Highway Com- 
mission and shall perform such duties as may be fixed by such Board 
not inconsistent with the duties of the position as may be prescribed . 
by the County Board of Directors. The clerk shall give bond for the 

faithful performance of his duties in the sum of $2,000.00. 


§ 7... County Officials and Employees Furnish Information.— 
Each County Officer, head of any department, head of any agency, or 
employee of Darlington County, shall, upon request of the Board of 
Directors, furnish it with such detailed information with respect to 
the status of the affairs of the County with which such office or posi- 
tion has to do, financially or otherwise; and in such form and as 
often as may be required by the said Board of Directors. Any officer 
or employee failing to comply with any such request shall be sub- 
ject to removal from office or position by a majority vote of the 
members of the Board of Directors and the Legislative Delegation 
from the County. 


§ 8. Duties and Powers of Directors as to Forfeited Lands.— 
The powers and duties hereby devolved upon and vested in the pres- 
ent Board of County Directors of Darlington County with respect to 
forfeited lands and being the same heretofore exercised by the For- 
feited Land Commission of Darlington County are hereby devolved 
upon the County Board of County Directors as created and estab- 
lished under the provisions of this Act. 


§ 9. Compensation of Directors——Each member of the Board 
of Directors (other than the Chairman of Darlington County High- 
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way Commission, whose compensation is hereinafter provided for) 
shall receive the sum of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars per month. 


§ 10. Present Board of County Directors Abolished—When.— 
The Board of County Directors of Darlington County as provided 
for in Sections 4227 and 4228, Code of Laws,. 1932, as amended by 
Act 145 of the Acts of 1933, from and after January 1, 1937, is 
abolished. 


§ 11. Darlington County Highway Commission—There is 
hereby established for Darlington County a Commission to be known 
and designated as the Darlington County Highway Commission, The 
Commission shall be composed of six members, one of whom shall 
be selected as hereinafter provided from each of six districts into 
which the County is divided as provided herein. District No. 1 to be 
composed of all that territory including Darlington No. 1, Darling- 
ton No, 2, Darlington No. 3, Mechanicsville No. 1 and Palmetto pre- 
cincts; District No. 2 to be composed of all that territory including 
Hartsville No. 1, Hartsville No. 2, Hartsville No. 3, Clyde and 
Pond Hollow precincts; District No. 3 to be composed of all that 
territory including Lamar and Philadelphia precincts; District No. 4 
to be composed of all that territory including Society Hill, Antioch 
and Mechanicsville No. 2 precincts ; District No. 5 to be composed of 
all that territory including Lydia, Swift Creek and Leavensworth 
precincts ; District No. 6 to be composed of all that territory includ- 
ing High Hill and Lake Swamp precincts. The regular terms of of- 
fice of the members of the said Commission shall be for four years 
and until their successors have been elected and qualified. Provided, 
That the initial terms of office of the members selected from Districts 
Nos. 2, 4 and 6 shall be for only two years, and at the end of their 
terms the same shall run for the regular period of four years. One 
member of the Commission shall be selected from each of the said 
Districts by the qualified electors thereof. Upon their election the 
Commission shall meet at the Courthouse and organize by selecting 
one of their number as Chairman of the Darlington County High- 
way Commission. The Chairman shall give bond in the sum of $5,- 
000.00; Provided, That he is not required to give more than one 
bond under all of the provisions of this Act, but may give bond 
which will suffice for every public duty devolved upon him under this 
Act. All other members of the Commission shall give bond for the 
faithful performance of their duties in the sum of $2,000.00. 
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§ 12. Duties and Powers of Highway Commission.—The Dar- 
lington County Highway Commission is chargeable with and re- 
sponsible for the construction, proper maintenance and upkeep of 
the highways, roads and bridges in Darlington County and the dis- 
tribution and provision of all road machinery, chain-gang and camp 
equipment. The said Board shall have general charge of the chain- 
gang and shall generally direct the Supervisor in respect to his duties 
in reference to highways, roads and bridges, who shall act as execu- 
tive officer of the said Commission with respect to such work. The 
Commission shall have the power to direct the sections of road or 
area of the County in which the chain-gang shall be placed and the 
length of time that such gang shall be kept in any particular area or 
section of the County or on any particular project. In his District 
each of the Commissioners, with respect to road construction, shall 
have the same power and authority now exercised by Directors in 
the respective Districts from which they were selected. The com- 
pensation of each member of the Commission shall be $20.00 per 
month; Provided, That the Chairman of the Commission shall re- 
ceive $30.00 per month, which shall be inclusive of the compensation 
for his services as a member of the Board of Directors. 

§ 13. Highway Commission—Vacancies——Any vacancy occur- 
ring for any cause in the membership of the Commission shall be 
filled by the Legislative Delegation, unless the unexpired term is 
for more than two years and occurs prior to the time when entries 
are made in the Democratic Primary, and in such event such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Delegation, only until such time when a suc- 
cessor shall have been named in the general election held next after 
the occurring of the vacancy, and when such successor. shall have 
been so named he shall only serve for the remainder of the unexpired 
term, 

§ 14. Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 15. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor, Provided, there shall be no change in the 
officers of the County or in the administration of the affairs of the 
County until January 1, 1937. :

Section 1. Salary of Superintendent of Schools, Ridgeland, 
Jasper County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the salary of the Superintendent of 
Schools in Ridgeland, Jasper County, shall be the sum of Twenty- 
seven Hundred ($2700.00) Dollars per annum.

AN ACT to Make It Unlawful for Any School Official to Require 
Any Teacher to Board or Live at a Specified Place; and to 
Provide the Punishment for Any Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. School Officials Cannot Designate Places Teachers 
Board.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That it shall be unlawful for any Trustee of any 
public school or any Superintendent or other official thereof to re- 
quire any teacher to board or live at any teacherage or specified place. 
Provided That provisions of this Bill shall not apply to the Trus- 
tees and Superintendents of any public schools in Newberry County. 

§ 2. Teachers Choose Boarding Places.—That each individual 
teacher shall have the right to choose his or her boarding place, and 
in so doing his rights to teach shall not be voided by the Trustees of 
any such School Board or Superintendent or other official. 

§ 3. Penalty—Any School Trustee or Superintendent who shall 
violate the above provisions shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be fined not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars, nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or be im- 
prisoned for not less than ten (10) days nor more than thirty (30) 
days, in the discretion of the Court. 

§ 4. All Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish a Township Form of Government for Folly 
Island, Charleston County, State of South Carolina. 


Section.1. Township of Folly Island, Charleston County—Ter- 
ritorial Limits.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: There is hereby created the township of Folly 
Island, Charleston County, the territorial limits of which shall be 
the territorial limits of the island in Charleston County known as 
Folly Island. . 

§ 2. Commissioners—Appointment—Terms.—The said town- 
ship shall be governed by a board of five (5) township commis- 
sioners who shall be selected by a majority of the Charleston County 
Delegation to the General Assembly for respective terms of one, 
two, three, four and five years, and who shall hold office until their 
successors have been selected and qualified as is hereinafter pro- 
vided. At the expiration of any of the initial terms of office suc- 
cessors shall be selected for a term of five (5) years. Upon the selec- 
tion of an individual to the office of township commissioner the sec- 
ertary of the Charleston delegation shall notify the appointee and 
the Governor of the State of the appointment. Upon receipt of this 
notification the Governor shall issue to such person a commission, 
but pending the issuance of such commission the letter of the secre- 
tary,of the Charleston delegation shall be a sufficient warrant for the 
appointee to perform the duties and functions of the office herein- 
after set out. 

§ 3. Qualification of Commissioner.—Any qualified elector of 
Charleston County shall be eligible to hold office as a township com- 
missioner. 

§ 4. Meetings—Enact and Enforce Ordinances.—The Board of 
Township Commissioners shall meet at least once a month. They 
shall have the power to establish rules of procedure to govern the 
conduct of such meetings, and at such meetings may enact ordinances 
and regulations pertinent to the health and general welfare of the 
island and its inhabitants and may provide for penalties for the in- 
fringement for the violations of its ordinances not exceeding thirty 
(30) days’ imprisonment and a fine of One Hundred ($100.00). Dol- 
lars. Said board is specifically authorized to regulate by ordinance 
‘the motor vehicle traffic on the streets, roads, by-ways and beaches 
‘on the said island and may provide penalties for the violation there- 
of, as is herein previously provided for. 
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§ 5. Enforcement of Ordinances—For the enforcement of the 
ordinances and regulations of the said commission specific authority 
is granted to the commissioners to appoint policemen and other law 
enforcement officers who shall be charged with the enforcement of 
the ordinances of the said township commission. 


§ 6, Tribunals Try Offenses.—The Civil and Criminal Court of 
Charleston and the various magistrates of Charleston County are 
hereby granted jurisdiction to try offences arising from violation of 
the ordinances of the township. 


§ 7. Impose Tax.—The said commission shall have the power 
to impose a tax of not exceeding two (2%) per cent. per annum on 
all taxable property located in the territorial limits of the said town- 
ship and may by ordinance provide for the collection of the said 
taxes and is specifically granted the power to impose the same penal- 
ties for the non-payment of taxes as is imposed by the State for the 
failure to pay State taxes when due. The tax so levied shall be a lien 
on the property on which it is imposed for a period of 3 years from 
the date of its levy. 


§ 8. Collection of Taxes.—The said taxes may be collected by 
the said Board of Township Commissioners of Folly Island, or its 
authorized agent or appointee, or by suit in any Court of competent 
jurisdiction ; and, in addition to said remedies, the said board is here- 
by authorized to proceed in a summary way for the collection of the 
taxes so levied, and any and all costs and penalties that may be by 
ordinance, be imposed for the non-payment thereof, in a manner 
similar to proceedings to collect State and County taxes by distress 
and sale of the defaulting taxpayers’ estate that now or hereafter 
may by law exist, and to that end may provide by ordinance, rules 
and regulations for the issue, by an officer of the said township 
board, of a warrant or execution in the name of the Board of Town- 
ship Commissioners for Folly Island, to the sheriff of Charleston 
County, commanding him to levy and sell the defaulting taxpayers’ 
estate. The form of the warrant and proceeding shall conform to the 
provisions of law for the collection of State and county taxes, and 
in general the said board may adopt so far as applicable the provi- 
sions of Sections 2853, 2854, 2855, 2857 and 2860, Volume II, of 
the Code of Laws of South Carolina for 1932, and Acts amendatory 
thereto. The taxes or assessments when collected by the sheriff, shall 
be paid into the treasury of said township, provided that the said 
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board is authorized to buy any such property for the said board in 
order to protect the lien of the township taxes. 

§ 9. Employees.—In order to enable the commission to satis- 
factorily conduct the fiscal affairs of the township specific authority 
is granted to it to employ such clerks and officers as the board in its 
absolute discretion deems necessary. 

§ 10. Repeal—aAli Acts 6r parts of Acts inconsistent herewith 
shall not supersede or control the provisions of this Act, save and 
except such penal statutes as may be inconsistent with or repugnant 
to the provisions hereof. 

§ 11. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Permit the Supplying of Textbooks on a Rental 
System to the School Children of School District No. 17, 
Sumter County; to Establish Methods of Distribution, Care 
and Use of Said Books; and to Provide for the Payment 
Thereof. 

Section 1. School District No. 17, Sumter County, Establish 
School Book Rental System.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the City Board of Education 
of the City of Sumter (known as School District No. 17), is here- 
by authorized and empowered, if and when in its discretion it may 
be deemed advisable, to provide textbooks for use in the public 
schools of the City of Sumter on a rental system whereby the chil- 
dren in the said city schools will pay an annual rental fee to be set 
up and determined by the City Board of Education of said city, such 
rentals to be paid annually in advance upon the opening of school 
or upon the admission of children to the schools. No child in the 
public schools of the said city shall be required to pay any larger 
amount for the use of books than set up by the said city board, nor 
to buy outright or otherwise acquire any textbook. Nothing contained 
herein shall be construed to apply to materials which will be con- 
sumed or rendered worthless in any one year, such as pencils, tablets, 
work books, drawing materials, etc. Provided, the said city board 
shall not be required to use or select State-adopted textbooks. 

§ 2. Contract with Publishers.—The City Board of Education 
of said city is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute contracts 
with the publishers whereby School District No. 17 of Sumter 
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County will rent or buy outright the books to be used in the public 
schools, with discretion in the said City Board of Education to make 
any such rental contracts or purchase contracts as it may be to the 
best advantage of the said school district. Any contracts made with 
publishers of textbooks may be made so as to divide the payment to 
publishers for rental or purchase over a period of not more than 
three (3) years, the reasonable life of textbooks: Provided, However, 
that nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the said City Board 
of Education from purchasing or renting additional books as the 
necessity shall or may arise. The said City Board of Education is 
hereby authorized to issue negotiable notes as evidence of, and se- 
curity for, any indebtedness incurred hereunder, with interest not 
exceeding four (4%) per cent per annum; said notes to be paid from 
the rentals above provided for the use of said books by the school 
children. 


§ 3. Handling, Distribution, and Care of Books.—The said 
City Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to adopt, establish and promulgate such reasonable rules and 
regulations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
Act, which rules and regulations when not in conflict with the terms 
and purposes of this Act, shall have full legal force and effect. Said 
rules and regulations shall provide a system for handling said books 
in said schools of the City of Sumter with the co-operation of the 
superintendents, principals and teachers in said schools, who shall 
perform any duties in connection therewith without additional com- 
pensation ; and shall establish a method of distributing said books 
to the school children of said District No. 17 of the County of 
Sumter and to provide for the reasonable use, care and safety of 
said books, with reasonable penalties for the abuse or destruction 
thereof to fall upon those using said books or in charge of their 
distribution and use. 


§ 4. School Officials Co-operate—The said superintendents, 
principals and teachers in the said schools of said district are hereby 
directed and required to co-operate fully with the City Board of 
Education of the City of Sumter in the proper and orderly adminis- 
tration of the terms of this Act, and the City Board of Education 
of said city is hereby authorized to promulgate rules to provide 
co-operation by the superintendents, principals and teachers of said 
school district, and to establish penalties for failure to co-operate 
by withholding salaries or otherwise.

Section 1. Annual Tax Levy for Carnegie Free Library,

AN ACT to Amend Section 1768, Volume 1, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, as Amended by an Act Entitled ‘‘An 
Act to Amend Section 1768, Volume 1, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina of 1932 by Exempting Anderson, Colleton, 
Spartanburg and Oconee Counties from the Provisions There- 
of, and by Declaring an Open Season for Hunting Foxes in 
Anderson, Colleton, Spartanburg and Oconee Counties’’, so 
as to Eliminate Spartanburg and Newberry Counties from 
the Provisions Thereof, and to Provide the Open Season for 
Hunting Fox or Foxes in Chesterfield County. 


Section 1. § 1768, 1932 Code, Amended—Hunting of Foxes, 
Chesterfield, Newberry and Spartanburg Counties.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 1768, Volume 1, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as 
amended by an Act entitled “An Act to Amend Section 1768, Volume 
1, Code of Laws of South Carolina of 1932 by exempting Anderson, 
Colleton, Spartanburg and Oconee Counties from the Provisions 
Thereof, and by Declaring an Open Season for Hunting Foxes in 
Anderson, Colleton, Spartanburg and Oconee Counties”, be and the 
same is hereby amended by striking from said Section the words 
“Spartanburg and Newberry” so that when said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 1768: It shall be unlawful to hunt, shoot, trap or kill any 
fox in this State, or to dig out of the ground or to push or drag out of 
a tree or log any fox or foxes in this State, except as hereinafter 
provided: Provided, That fox or foxes may be hunted or run with 
dogs in this State from September the 15th until the 15th day of 
February each year; and Provided, Further, That any person or 
persons may shoot, chase or kill any fox or foxes at any time that 
they are doing any damage upon the property of such person or per- 
sons or property under their control; and Provided, Further, It shall 
be unlawful to sell and ship live fox within the State; and Provided, 
Further, That no person or persons shall chase any fox or foxes as 
herein provided except on his or their own land or lands under his 
or their control....Any person or persons violating the provisions 
of this Section shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty- 
five dollars or by imprisonment for not more than thirty days; 
Provided, That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to hunting, 
shooting, trapping and killing of foxes in Anderson, Colleton and

AN ACT to Enlarge the Membership of the City Board of Edu- 
cation of School District + 17 of the County of Sumter, and 
to Provide for the Method of Appointment of Two New 
Members Thereof.

AN ACT to Establish for Orangeburg County a Forfeited Land 
Redemption Board and to Prescribe Its Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. Forfeited Land Redemption Board, Orangeburg 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
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South Carolina: There is hereby created for Orangeburg County a 
Forfeited Land Redemption Board composed of the Auditor, the 
Delinquent Tax Collector by virtue of their offices, and Watt E. 
Smith, J. W. Williamson, and J. M. Russell whose duties shall be as 
hereinafter prescribed. The Delinquent Tax Collector shall be Chair- 
man of the Board and shall call meetings of the Board as often as its 
duties demand. In case of the failure of any of the above named 
members to serve or in case of any subsequent vacancy new appoint- 
ments to the Board may be made by the tax collector upon recom- 
mendation of the Senator and a majority of the Representatives. 
from Orangeburg County. Each board member, except the ex of- 
ficio members, shall be paid three (3) dollars per day of actual serv- 
ice and mileage to the County seat and returning home at the rate of 
five (5) cents a mile. 

§ 2. Appraiser.—The said Board is authorized and empowered 
to appoint an Appraiser for the lands sold for delinquent taxes and 
bid in and, at the date of the filing of the application hereinafter 
provided for, owned by the Forfeited Land Commission of the 
County and which are bringing no revenue to the County. The said 
Appraiser shall hold his office or position at the will of the Board 
and shall receive such compensation as is hereinafter allowed or 
provided for. 

§ 3. Procedure Redeem Tax Lands When Value Deemed Less 
than Taxes and Costs.—Any party interested in such lands, either 
by himself or in conjunction with others, as owner, desiring to re- 
deem the same or any portion or parcel thereof and deeming the 
same to be of less value than the taxes, costs, fees and penalties due 
thereon, may file an application with the Delinquent Tax Collector 
of Orangeburg County within six months after the approval of this 
Act, which shall set forth the interest of the applicant, and that of 
others, if any, the location of the property with respect to school 
districts, its quantity, if farming or wooded lands, expressed in acres, 
and if city or town property, expressed in feet measurement, its 
boundaries, the amount of taxes due thereon, the date of sale, his 
estimate of the value of the property, the nature of improvements 
thereon and any other information which in the opinion of the party 
filing the application, will tend to reflect the true condition and value 
of the property, and the amount that he is willing to pay to redeem 
the said property. Upon the filing of such application with the De- 
linquent Tax Collector, if the same be not filed in duplicate, he shall 
make a copy thereof and turn the copy over to the Appraiser, who 
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shall inspect the property and report to the Board his conclusions 
upon the merits of the application, and if in his opinion an abatement 
or reduction should be allowed, recommend the amount thereof. 
Upon consideration of the application and of the report of the Ap- 
praiser, if the Board be of the opinion that it would be to the best 
interest of the County to allow an abatement or reduction in taxes, 
costs, fees and penalties and the property restored to the class of 
tax producing property it is authorized to do so, and the taxes, costs, 
fees and penalties upon the said property shall be the amount shown 
by the tax books less the amount of abatement or reduction as fixed 
in the finding and order of the Board. The amount so fixed to be due 
shall be payable in cash provided that the said Board may allow one- 
fourth of the said amount to be paid in cash and the balance to be paid 
in three annual installments, with interest thereon until paid at the 
rate of six (6) per cent per annum; Provided that no abatement or 
reduction as authorized herein shall affect the State’s portion of any 
such tax. 

§ 4. Compensation of Appraiser—Forms.—The compensation 
and expenses of the Appraiser shall be fixed by the Board and shall 
be based upon the actual number of days required in the performance 
of his duties hereunder and the actual number of miles traveled in 
reviewing the property and his work shall be so planned by the Board 
as to provide that he inspect as many pieces of property in the same 
community on one trip as practicable. A copy of the agreement under 
which any Appraiser appointed hereunder is to serve shall be filed 
with the Orangeburg County Highway Commission and his claim 
for services and expenses shall be filed with the said Commission 
and before the same is filed shall be approved by the Board created 
under this Act. It shall be the duty of the Board to Provide for the 
performance of duties of the Appraiser in as economic manner as ~ 
possible. The Board may provide such forms for use of applicants, 
reports of the Appraiser and for their findings and orders as in its 
judgment will contribute most effectively to the ends sought by this 
Act. The costs thereof shall be paid by the Orangeburg County 
Highway Commission out of the contingent fund on claims therefor 
of the Appraiser, approved by the Board filed with the said Com- 
mission. 

§ 5. Lands Exempted.—The provisions of this Act shall not ap- 
ply to land taken in by the County at tax sales where the former 
owner, or owners has made an agreement with the Delinquent Tax 
Collector to rent the land at a price which pays to the County a sum 
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equivalent to current annual taxes and a substantial installment on 
the delinquent taxes for which the land was sold so that when said 
taxes have been paid in full the former owner may regain ownership 
of his land.

Section 1. Certain Manufacturing Enterprises Exempt from

senger Cars with Cinder Deflectors or Wire Screens.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
it shall not be necessary to equip any air-conditioned railroad pas- 
senger coaches, Pullman cars and dining cars with cinder deflectors, 
or wire screens.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Create and Es- 
tablish a State Board of Bank Control, and to Vest the Same 
with the Power of Supervision Over Banks, Banking Insti- 
tutions, Building and Loan Associations,’ Approved May 9, 
1936, so as to Reduce the Examination Fees Chargeable to 
Certain Building and Loan Associations. 


Section 1. Act 802, 1936 Acts, Amended—Fees Examine Build- 
ing and Loan Associations.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 6 of an Act entitled, 
‘An Act to Create and Establish a State Board of Bank Control, 
and to Vest the Same With the Power of Supervision Over Banks, 
Banking Institutions, Building and Loan Associations, Cash De- 
positories, and all Institutions Doing Any Kind of Banking or 
Building and Loan Business, Including the Promulgation of Rules, 
Regulations and Instructions for the Direction, Control and Pro- 
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tection of All Such Institutions, the Conservation of Their Assetts, 
and the Liquidation Thereof, and to Provide Penalties for the Vio- 
lation of the Provisions of This Act or of Such Rules and Regula- 
tions”, approved May 9, 1936, be, and the same is hereby amended, 
altered and changed to read as follows: 

Section 6: The Board shall have made at least two examinations 
every year of all banks and for each examination, it shall collect 
and pay over to the State Treasurer the following fees, to-wit: For 
the examination of each bank or branch bank (not including cash 
depositories) $40.00 for the first $25,000.00 of resources, plus three 
cents for each additional $1,000.00 of resources, determined at the 
time of such examination. The fees for examination of cash de- 
positories shall be as follows: For those depositories with resources 
of less than $50,000.00, the sum of $15.00; for those with resources 
of over $50,000.00, the sum of $25.00. Building and Loan Associa- 
tions shall be examined once each year and for each such examina- 
tion the Board shall collect and pay over to the State Treasurer the 
following fees, to wit: Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars for the first 
$25,000.00 of resources, plus three cents for each additional one 
thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars of resources, determined at the time 
of such examination. Provided, that any examination made under 
the authority of any agency of the Federal Government may be ac- 
cepted by the Board, in its discretion, as equivalent to an examina- 
tion made under the terms of this Act, Provided, Further, that any 
bank with a capital of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, shall be 
examined for a fee of Twenty ($20.00) Dollars. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Enable and Authorize the County of Greenville, Any 
School District Therein and/or Any Municipal Corporation 
Therein to Borrow Funds Through the Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works, or Other Agency of the 
United States Government, or From any Person, Firm or Cor- 
poration, and to Provide for the Expenditure Thereof for- 
Public Purposes.and to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 
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Section 1. Greenville County or any of Its Political Subdivi- 
sions Borrow for Certain Projects.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County of Green- 
ville, any School District therein, and/or any municipal corpora- 
tion therein, is hereby enabled, authorized and empowered to borrow 
from or through the Federal Emergency Administration of Public 
Works, or any Agency of the United States Government, under the 
provisions of law and regulations now or hereafter governing the 
lending of funds, and/or from or through any person, firm or cor- 
poration, such sum, sums or amount of money as the governing board 
of the borrower may desire for the purpose of constructing, re- 
pairing and/or improving public buildings, school houses, teacher- 
ages, halls, auditoriums, community houses, cold storage plants, 
potato curing houses, and/or any other building or plant desired or 
deemed proper by the governing board of such borrower: Provided, 
Before any funds are borrowed under the terms of this Act, a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation from Greenville County shall 
first approve the purpose for and the amount of a loan to be ob- 
tained, as well as the terms under which the same shall be repaid. 


§ 2. Pledge for Payment.—That any borrower under this Act, 
with the approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from 
said County, is authorized and empowered to pledge any special taxes, 
income and/or revenue now or hereafter accruing to such borrower, 
and may also pledge the full faith and credit of the borrower for 
the prompt payment of such sum or sums as may be borrowed under 
this Act. 


§ 3. Issue Obligations—The funds borrowed under the terms 
of this Act may be evidenced in such manner as the contracting 
parties may determine, by serial coupon bonds, notes, certificates 
of indebtedness, or otherwise, and shall bear such interest as the 
contracting parties may determine, not to exceed a rate of four (4%) 
per cent per annum, and shall be payable at such time or times, and 
shall mature at such time or in such installments as the contracting 
parties may agree upon: Provided, However, That any funds bor- 
rowed under the terms of this Act shall not mature at a date later 
than twenty (20) years from the date of the borrowing of same. 


§ 4. Obligations Tax Exempt.—All obligations issued under the 


terms of this Act shall be exempt from the payment of all State, 
County and Municipal taxes. 
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§ 5. Cumulative.—The provisions of this Act shall be deemed to 
be cumulative to any authority or power heretofore conferred upon 
the County or School District in respect to the subject matter. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide a System of Unemployment Compensation in 
the State of South Carolina. 


Section 1. Short Title—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That this act shall be known and 
may be cited as the “South Carolina Unemployment Compensation 
Law”. 

§ 2. Declaration of State Public Policy—As a guide to the in- 
terpretation and application of this act, the public policy of this state 
is declared to be as follows: Economic insecurity due to unemploy- 
ment is a serious menace to the health, morals and welfare of the 
people of this state. Involuntary unemployment is therefore a sub- 
ject of general interest and concern which requires appropriate action 
by the General Assembly to prevent its spread and to lighten its 
burden which now so often falls with crushing force upon the un- 
employed worker and his family. The achievement of social security 
requires protection against this greatest hazard of our economic 
life. This can be provided by encouraging employers to provide more 
stable employment and by the systematic accumulation of funds 
during periods of employment to provide benefits for periods of un- 
employment, thus maintaining purchasing power and limiting the 
serious social consequences of poor relief assistance. The General 
Assembly, therefore, declares that in its considered judgment the 
public good, and the general welfare of the citizens of this state re- 
quire the enactment of this measure, under the police powers of the 
state, for the compulsory setting aside of unemployment reserves to 
be used for the benefit of persons unemployed through no fault of 
their own. 

§ 3. Benefits—(a) Payment or Benerits. Twenty-four months 
after the date when contributions first accrue under this act from 
any employer, benefits sha!l become payable from the fund to any 
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individual who thereafter is or becomes unemployed and eligible 
for benefits. All benefits shall be paid through the employment offices, 
at such times and in such manner as the commission may prescribe. 

(b) WereEexty BEeneFir AMouNT For ToTal, UNEMPLOYMENT. 
Each eligible individual who is totally unemployed in any week shall 
be paid with respect to such week, benefits (computed to the next 
highest multiple of twenty cents) at the rate of fifty per centum of 
his full-time weekly wages but not more than $15.00 per week, nor 
less than either $5.00 or three-fourths of his full-time weekly wage 
whichever is the lesser. 

(c) Weexty Benerir For Partia UNEMPLOYMENT’. Each eli- 
gible individual who is partially unemployed in any week shall be paid 
a partial benefit. Such partial benefit shall be an amount (computed 
to the next highest multiple of twenty cents) which if added to his 
wages for such week, would exceed his weekly benefit amount by 
the sum received for such partial employment, or, two dollars, which- 
ever is the lesser. 

(d) CHARGING oF BENEFITS AGAINST Past WEEKS OF EMPLOY- 
MENT. Each individual’s benefits shall be limited in accordance with 
the ratio provisions of subsection (e) of this section. In no event 
shall any one calendar week be chargeable as more than one week of 
employment. If during any one calendar week an individual has ren- 
dered services for more than one employer, his benefits shall be 
chargeable only against the week of employment for the employer by 
whom the plurality of his wages for such week was payable. An in- 
dividual’s benefit shall be charged against those of his weeks of em- 
ployment, against which benefits have not previously been charged 
hereunder, in the inverse chronological order in which such weeks 
occurred. 

(e) Ratio Provisions AND DuratTIon oF BENEFI'sS. Benefits shall 
be paid each unemployed and eligible individual, with respect to his 
total or partial unemployment occurring within any period of fifty- 
two consecutive weeks : 

(1) in the ratio of one-fourth of his weekly benefit amount to 
each uncharged week of employment occurring within the one hun- 
dred and four consecutive weeks preceding the close of his most 
recent week of employment, except that his aggregate benefits thus 
payable shall not exceed twelve times his weekly benefit amount dur- 
ing such fifty-two week period ; and thereafter 

(2) in the ratio of one-twentieth of his weekly benefit amount to 
each uncharged week of employment occurring within the two hun- 
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dred and sixty consecutive weeks preceding the close of his most 
recent week of employment. 


(£) DererMINATION OF FuLL-TIME WEEKLY WacE. The “full- 
time weekly wage” of any individual means the product obtained by 
multiplying his “hourly rate of earnings” by his “full-time weekly 
hours”, both of which shall be determined and redetermined at rea- 
sonable intervals in accordance with rules prescribed by the commis- 
sion. 


(1) An individual’s “full-time weekly hours” shall be determined 
as follows: There shall be added together the hours worked by the 
individual in all those weeks of employment, occurring within the 
52 weeks preceding the close of his most recent week of employment, 
in which he worked thirty hours or more, Such total hours shall be 
divided by the number of such weeks, and the resulting weekly aver- 
age shall constitute the employee’s full-time weekly hours, until a 
subsequent determination is made. If the application of the above 
method would be unreasonable or arbitrary as applied to a particular 
individual, the “full-time weekly hours” for such individual shall be 
determined in accordance with fair and reasonable methods pre- 
scribed by the commission. 


(2) An individual’s “hourly rate of earnings” shall be determined 
by dividing his total wages for all his weeks of employment during 
which he was employed for at least his full-time weekly hours, 
occurring within the 52 weeks preceding the close of his most re- 
cent week of employment, by the total number of hours of em- 
ployment within such weeks; the quotient so obtained shall be his 
hourly rate of earnings until a subsequent determination is made, 
provided that if the application of such method of determination 
would be unreasonable or arbitrary as applied to a particular indi- 
vidual, the “hourly rate of earnings” of such individual shall be 
determined in accordance with fair and reasonable methods pre- 
scribed by the commission. 


(3) The commission may, after fair notice and opportunity to 
be heard, determine the full-time weekly hours customarily worked, 
or the hourly rate of earnings customarily received (or both), by 
employees in any trade or industry or any type of employment there- 
in, in this state, in any part of this state, or in any establishment in 
this state. Such determination shall be made and published in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this Act for general commission 
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rules. Thereafter, until such determination is amended or rescinded, 
such weekly hours or such hourly rate of earnings, or both, shall be 
deemed to be the full-time weekly hours or the hourly rate of earn- 
ings, or both, of any individual employed in such trade or industry 
or type of employment or establishment for the greater part of his 
working time occurring within the 52 consecutive weeks preceding 
the close of his most recent week of employment, provided, that, 
upon showing of good cause therefor, the commission may exempt 
any such individual from the application of such determination if 
it finds that the application thereof to him would be impracticable 
or inequitable. 

§ 4. Benefit Elegibility Conditions—An unemployed individual 
shall be eligible to receive benefits with respect to any week only if 
it has been found by the commission that: 


(a) He has made a claim for benefits in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 6 (a) of this Act. 


(b) He has registered for work at the employment office desig- 
nated by the commission within such time limits and with such 
frequency and in such manner (such as in person or in writing) as 
the commission may by general rule prescribe, provided that failure 
to comply with this condition may be excused by the commission 
upon a showing of good cause therefor, 


(c) He is physically and mentally able to work, and is available 
for work. 

(d) Prior to any week for which he claims benefits for total un- 
employment, he has been totally unemployed for a waiting period 
of at least two weeks with respect to which he received no benefits 
but during which he was eligible for benefits in all other respects, 
except for the requirements of subsections (a) and (e) of this 
section, and was, not ineligible for benefits under any provision of 
section 5 of this Act. Such two weeks of total unemployment need 
not be consecutive, but shall be accumulated over the period of thirteen 
consecutive weeks preceding any week for which he claims benefits, 
provided that this requirement shall not interrupt the payment of 
benefits for consecutive weeks of total unemployment; and provided 
further that such two weeks of total unemployment occur after 
benefits first could become payable to any individual under this Act, 
and after the unemployed individual has had at least one week of 
employment. 
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(e) He has had at least thirteen weeks of employment within 
the fifty-two consecutive weeks preceding the close of his most 
recent week of employment. 

§ 5. Disqualification for Benefits—An individual shall be in- 
eligible for benefits: 

(a) For the week in which he has left work voluntarily without 
good cause, if so found by the commission, and for not less than one 
nor more than the five next following weeks, (in addition to the 
waiting period) as determined by the commission according to the 
circumstances in each case. 

(b) For the week in which he has been discharged for miscon- 
duct, if so found by the commission, and for not less than one nor 
more than the nine next following weeks, (in addition to the waiting 
period) as determined by the commission in each case according to 
the seriousness of the misconduct. 


(c) If the commission finds that, being totally unemployed and 
otherwise eligible for benefits, he has failed, without good cause, 
either to apply for available, suitable work when so directed by 
the employment office or the commission or to accept suitable work 
when offered him by the employment office or by an employer, or 
to return to his customary self-employment (if any) when so directed 
by the commission. Such ineligibility shall continue for the week in 
which such failure occurred and for not less than one nor more than 
the five next following weeks (in addition to the waiting period) as 
determined by the commission according to the circumstances in 
each case. 

(1) Work or self-employment shall be deemed suitable only if 
the commission finds that it can reasonably be expected to yield the 
individual aggregate wages for the duration of such work or self- 
employment greater than his weekly benefit amount for one week. 
In determining whether or not any such work is suitable for an in- 
dividual, the commission shall consider the degree of risk involved 
to his health, safety and morals, his physical fitness and prior train- 
ing and experience, his length of unemployment and prospects for 
securing local work in his customary occupation, and the distance 
of the available work from his residence. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this Act, no em- 
ployment shall be deemed suitable, and benefits shall not be denied 
under this Act to any otherwise eligible individual for refusing to ac- 
cept new work under any of the following conditions; (A) If the 
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position offered is vacant due directly to a strike, lockout, or other 
labor dispute; (B) If the wages, hours, or other conditions of the 
work offered are substantially less favorable to the individual than 
those prevailing for similar work in the locality; (C) If as a condi- 
tion of being employed the individual would be required to join a 
company union or to resign from or refrain from joining any bona 
fide labor organization ; 

(d) For any week in which it is found by the commission that 
his total or partial unemployment is due to a stoppage of work 
which exists because of a labor dispute at the factory, establishment 
or other premises at which he is or was last employed. 

Provided, Further, That if in any case separate branches of work, 
which are commonly conducted as separate business in separate 
premises, are conducted in separate departments of the same premi- 
ses, each such department shall for the purposes of this sub- 
Section be deemed to be a separate factory, establishment of other 
premises. 

(E) For any week with respect to which the individual is re- 
ceiving or has received remuneration in the form of 

1. Wages in lieu of notice, or any payment by way of com- 
pensation for the loss of wages; 

2. Compensation for temporary partial disability under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law of any State or under a 
similar law of the United States; or 

3. Old Age Benefits under Title II of the Federal Social 
Security Act, as amended; or under the Rail-road Retire- 
ment Act of 1935. 

Provided, That if such remuneration is less than the benefits 
which would otherwise be due under this Act, he shall be entitled 
to receive for such week if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced by 
the amount of such remuneration. 

§ 6. Claim for Benefits—(a) Fitinc. Claims for benefits shall 
be made in accordance with such rules as the commission may pre- 
_ scribe, at the employment office nearest either to the individual’s 
place or residence or to the place of his most recent employment. 
If the individual is partially unemployed, the commission may waive 
the filing of a claim directly by the individual himself if due notice 
of his unemployment is given to the commission by the employer, 
or is given to the employer by the commission, and such notice shall 
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serve as a claim for benefits. An employer shall give to each of his 
employees at the time-such employee becomes totally unemployed, 
a printed statement of the rules prescribed by the commission re- 
lating to the filing of claims for benefits. Such printed statement 
shall be supplied by the commission to each employer without cost 
to him. : 


(b) Initra, DETERMINATION. A deputy or representative desig- 
nated by the commission, and hereinafter referred to as a deputy, 
shall promptly examine the claim, and, on the basis of the facts found 
by him, may determine whether or not such claim is valid, and if 
valid, the week with respect to which benefits shall commence, the 
weekly benefit amount payable and the maximum duration thereof, 
or may refer such claim to an appeal tribunal or to the commission, 
which shall make the same determinations with respect thereto in 
accordance with the procedure prescribed in subsection (c) of this 
section. He shall promptly notify the claimant and his most recent 
employer of the decision and the reasons therefor, Unless the claim- 
ant or his most recent employer, within five calendar days after 
the delivery of such notification, or within seven calendar days after 
such notification was mailed to his last known address, files an ap- 
peal from such decision and applies for a hearing, such decision shall 
be final and benefits shall be paid or denied in accordance therewith. 
In the event that a hearing is requested, the payment of any bene- 
fits with respect to the period prior to the final determination of 
the commission, shall be made only after such determination; pro- 
vided that if an appeal tribunal affirms a decision of a deputy, or the 
commission affirms a decision of an appeal tribunal, allowing bene- 
fits, such benefits shall be paid regardless of any appeal which may 
thereafter be taken, but if such decision is finally reversed, no em- 
ployer’s account shall be charged with benefits so paid. 


(c) ApprEaLs. Unless such appeal is withdrawn, an appeal tribunal, 
after affording the parties reasonable opportunity for fair hearing, 
shall affirm or modify the findings of fact and decision of the deputy. 
The parties shall be duly notified of such tribunal’s decision, which 
shall be deemed to be the final decision of the commission, unless 
within ten days after the date of such decision, the commission acts 
on its own motion, or permits any of the parties, to initiate further 
appeal or review. 

(d) ApreaL TRIBUNALS. To hear and decide disputed claims, the 
commission shall establish one or more impartial appeal tribunals 
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consisting in each case of either a full-time salaried examiner, a 
commissioner, or a board consisting of three members, one of whom 
shall be a full-time salaried examiner or a commissioner, who shall 
serve as chairman, one of whom shall be an employer or representa- 
tive of employers and the other an employee or representative of 
employees ; each of the latter two members shall serve at the pleasure 
of the commission and be paid the per diem as fixed in the annual 
State Appropriation Bill for Boards, Commissions and Committees 
for each day of active service on such tribunal plus necessary ex- 
penses, as likewise fixed in the Appropriation Bill. No person shall 
participate on behalf of the commission in the hearing of any case 
in which he is an interested party. The commission may designate 
an alternate to serve in the absence or disqualification of any member 
of an appeal tribunal. The chairman shall act alone in the absence 
or disqualification of any other member and his alternate. In no 
case shall the hearings proceed unless the chairman of the appeal 
tribunal is present. In the event that a commissioner serves as a 
member of any appeal tribunal, such service shall not disqualify him 
from participating in a decision in the same case by the commission 
as a body. 

(e) Commission REvIEw. The commission shall have the power 
to remove or transfer the proceedings on any claim pending before 
an appeal tribunal; and may on its own motion (within ten days 
after the date of any decision by an appeal tribunal) affirm, modify 
or set aside any such decision on the basis of the evidence previously 
submitted in such case, or direct the taking of additional evidence. 

(£) Continuous JuRIspIcTIon. Jurisdiction over benefits shall be 
continuous. Upon its own initiative, or upon application of any 
party in interest, on the ground of a change in conditions, or becausé 
of a mistake as to fact, the commission may at any time review an 
award of benefits or the denial of a claim therefor, in accordance 
with the procedure prescribed in respect to claims, and in accordance 
with such review, issue a new decision which may award, terminate, 
continue, increase or decrease such benefits. Such new order shall 
not affect any benefits paid before the date thereof under authority 
of the prior order and shall be subject to review as provided in this 
section. 

(g) Procepurt. The manner in which claims shail be presented, 
the reports thereon required from the claimant and from employers, 
and the conduct of hearings and appeals shall be in accordance with 
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rules prescribed by the commission for determining the rights of the 
parties, whether or not such rules conform to common law or statu- 
tory rules of evidence and other technical rules of procedure. A full 
and complete record shall be kept of all proceedings in connection 
with a disputed claim. All testimony at any hearing upon a disputed 
claim shall be reduced to writing, but need not be transcribed unless 
the disputed claim is further appealed. 


(h) OatHs AND WitNEssES. In the discharge of the duties imposed 
by this act, the chairman of an appeal tribunal or duly authorized 
representative of the commission as designated by its rules shall 
have power to administer oaths and affirmations, take depositions, 
certify to official acts, and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of books, papers, correspondence, 
memoranda and other records deemed necessary as evidence in con- 
nection with the disputed claim or the administration of this act. 

(i) SuBpogNnas. In case of contumacy by, or refusal to obey a 
subpoena issued to any person, any court of this state, or judge 
thereof, within the jurisdiction of which the inquiry is carried on 
or within the jurisdiction of which said person guilty of contumacy 
or refusal to obey is found or resides or transacts business, upon 
application by the commission or its duly authorized representative, 
shall have jurisdiction to issue to such person an order requiring 
such person to appear before a commissioner, the commission, or 
its duly authorized representative, there to produce evidence if so 
ordered or there to give testimony touching the matter under in- 
vestigation or in question ; and any failure to obey such order of the 
court may be punished by said court as a contempt thereof. Any 
person who shall without just cause, fail or refuse to attend and 
testify or to answer any lawful inquiry or to produce books, papers, 
correspondence, memoranda and other records, if it is in his power 
so to do, in obedience to a subpoena of the commission shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than two hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonment for not longer than sixty days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, and each day such violation continues shall be deemed 
to be a separate offense. 

(j) Protection acatnst SELF-INCRIMINATION. No person shall 
be excused from attending and testifying or from producing books, 
papers, correspondence, memoranda, and other records before the 
commission or in obedience to the subpoena of the commission or any 
member thereof or any duly authorized representative of the commis- 
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sion in any cause or proceeding instituted by the commission, on the 
ground that the testimony or evidence, documentary or otherwise, 
required of him may tend to incriminate him or subject him to a 
penalty or forfeiture; but no individual shall be prosecuted or sub- 
jected to any penalty or forfeiture for or on account of any trans- 
action, matter, or thing concerning which he is compelled, after 
having claimed his privilege against self-incrimination, to testify or 
produce evidence, documentary or otherwise, except that such in- 
dividual so testifying shall not be exempt from prosecution and 
punishment for perjury committed in so testifying. 


(k) Wirness FEES. Witnesses subpoenaed pursuant to this section 
shall be allowed fees and mileage at a rate fixed by the commission 
but not to exceed that allowed witnesses in the Court of Common 
Pleas in such county. Such fees and all expenses of proceedings in- 
volving disputed claims shall be deemed a part of the expense of 
administering this act. 

(1) Appeal To Courts. Any decision, in the absence of an appeal 
therefrom as herein provided, shall become final ten days after the 
date thereof, and judicial review thereof shall be permitted only 
after any party claiming to be aggrieved thereby has exhausted his 
remedies before the commission as provided by this act. The commis- 
sion shall be deemed to be a party to any judicial action involving 
any such decision, and may be represented in any such judicial action 
by any qualified attorney who is a regular salaried employee of the 
commission and has been designated by it for that purpose, or at 
the commission’s request, by the attorney general. 


(m) Court Review. Within ten days after the decision of the 
commission has become final, any party aggrieved thereby may secure 
judicial review thereof by commencing an action in the Court of 
Common Pleas, either in the county in which the employee resides 
or the county in which he was last employed, against the commis- 
sion for the review of its decision, in which action any other party 
to the proceeding before the commission shall be made a defendant. 
In such action, a petition which need not be verified, but which 
shall state the grounds upon which a review is sought, shall be 
served upon a member of the commission or upon such person as 
the commission may designate and such service shall be deemed com- 
pleted service on all parties, but there shall be left with the party 
so served as many copies of the petition as there are defendants and 
the commission shall forthwith mail one such copy to each such 
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defendant. With its answer, the commission shall certify and file 
with said court all documents and papers and a transcript of all 
testimony taken in the matter together with its findings of fact and 
decision therein, The commission may also, in its discretion, certify 
to such court questions of law involved in any decision by it. In 
any judicial proceeding under this section, the findings of the com- 
mission as to the facts, if supported by evidence and in the absence 
of fraud, shall be conclusive, and the jurisdiction of said court shall 
be confined to questions of law. Such actions, and the questions so 
certified, shall be heard in a summary manner and shall be given 
precedence over all other civil cases except cases arising under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law of this State. An appeal may be taken 
from the decision of the Court of Common Pleas to the Supreme 
Court, in the same manner, but not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act, as is provided in civil cases. It shall not be necessary, 
in any judicial proceeding under this section to enter exceptions to 
the rulings of the commission and no bond shall be required for 
entering such appeal. Upon the final determination of such judicial 
proceeding, the commission shall enter an order in accordance with 
such determination. In no event shall a petition for judicial review 
act as a supersedeas. 


§ 7. Contributions—(a) Payment. (1) On and after July 1, 
1936, contributions shall accrue and become payable by each em- 
ployer for each calendar year in which he is subject to this act, 
with respect to wages payable for employment occurring during such 
calendar year except that for the six months’ period beginning July 
1, 1936, such contributions shall accrue and become payable with 
respect to wages payable for employment during the six consecutive 
calendar months beginning July 1, 1936. Such contributions shall 
become due and be paid to the commission at such times and in such 
manner as the commission may prescribe, and shall not be deducted, 
in whole or in part, from the wages of individuals in his employ. 


(2) In the payment of any contributions, a fractional part of a 
cent shall be disregarded unless it amounts to one-half cent or more, 
in which case it shall be increased to one cent. 


(b) Rate or Contrisution: Each employer shall pay contribu- 
tions equal to the following percentages of wages payable by him with 
respect to employment : 


(1) One and eight-tenths per centum with respect to employment 
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for the six months’ period beginning July 1, 1936, provided that if 
the total of such contributions at such one and eight-tenths per 
centum rate equals less than nine-tenths of one per centum of the 
annual pay roll of any employer for the calendar year 1936, such 
employer shall pay, not later than January 15, 1937, an additional 
lump sum contribution with respect to employment for such six 
months’ period beginning July 1, 1936, equal to the difference be- 
tween nine-tenths of one per centum of his annual pay roll for the 
calendar year 1936 and the total of his contributions at such one and 
eight-tenths per centum rate for such six months’ period beginning 
July 1, 1936. 

(2) One and eight-tenths per centum with respect to employment 
during the calendar year 1937; 

(3) Two and seven-tenths per centum with respect to employment 
during the calendar years 1938, 1939, 1940; and for the first six 
calendar months of the year 1941 ; and 

(4) With respect to employment after June 30, 1941, the per- 
centage determined pursuant to subsection (c) of this section. 

(c) Furure RatEs Basep on BENEFIT EXPERIENCE. The commis- 
sion shall maintain a separate account for each employer, crediting his 
account with all the contributions which he has paid on his own be- 
half during each calendar year, and charging his account with all 
amounts paid within such year as benefits which, under Section 3 
of this Act, were charged against weeks of employment in his serv- 
ice. But nothing in this Act shall be construed to grant any employer 
or his employees prior claims or rights to the amount paid by him to 
the unemployment compensation fund either on his own behalf or on 
behalf of his employees. All contributions to the fund shall be pooled 
and available to pay benefits to any employee entitled thereto under 
this Act irrespective of the source of such contributions. The com- 
mission shall, for the last six consecutive calendar months of the 
year 1941 and for each calendar year thereafter, classify employers 
in accordance with their actual experience in the payment of contri- 
butions on their own behalf and with respect to benefits charged 
against their accounts, with a view to fixing such contribution rates 
as will reflect such experience. The commission shall determine the 
contribution rate of each employer in accordance with the following 
requirements : 


(1) Each employer’s rate shall be two and seven-tenths per cen- 
tum, unless and until there shall have been thirty-six consecutive 
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calendar months as of July 1, 1941, or thereafter three calendar 
years throughout which an individual in his employ could have re- 
ceived benefits if unemployed and eligible. 


(2) Each employer’s rate for the six consecutive calendar months 
commencing July 1, 1941, or thereafter for the twelve months com- 
mencing January 1 of any calendar year, shall be determined on the 
basis of his record up to the beginning of such six months’ period 
or of such calendar year, respectively, If, at the beginning of such 
six months’ period or of such calendar year the total of all his con- 
tributions, paid on his own behalf for all past period exceeds the to- 
tal benefits charged to his account for all such periods, his contribu- 
tion rate shall be: 

(a) One and eight-tenths per centum, if such excess equals or ex- 
ceeds seven and one-half, but is less than ten per centum of his aver- 
age annual pay roll; 

(b) Nine-tenths of one per centum, if such excess equals or ex- 
ceeds ten per centum of his average annual pay roll. 

If the total of his contributions, paid on his own behalf for all 
past periods or for the past 60 consecutive calendar months, which- 
ever period is more advantageous to such employer for the purposes 
of this paragraph, is less than the total benefits charged against his 
account during the same period, his rate shall be three and six-tenths 
per centum, unless such employer shows to the satisfaction of the 
‘commission that such experience was due to an act of God, fire or 
other catastrophe or act of civil or military authority, directly affect- 
ing the place in which individuals were employed by him, in which 
case his rate shall be two and seven-tenths per centum. 

(3) No employer’s rate for the period of six calendar months 
commencing July 1, 1941, or for the period of twelve months com- 
mencing January 1 of any calendar year thereafter, shall be less than 
two and seven-tenths per centum unless the total assets of the fund 
excluding contributions not yet paid at the beginning cf such six 
months’ period or of such calendar year exceeds the total benefits 
paid from the fund within the last preceding twelve consecutive cal- 
endar months; and no employer’s rate shall be less than one and 
eight-tenths per centum unless such assets at such time were at least 
twice the total benefits paid from the fund within such last preceding 
twelve consecutive calendar months. 

§ 8. Period, Election, and Termination of Employer's Cover- 
age. (a) Any employing unit which is or becomes an employer sub- 
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ject to this act within any calendar year shall be subject to this Act 
during the whole of such calendar year. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (c) of this Sec- 
tion an employing unit shall cease to be an employer subject to this 
Act only as of the first day of January of any calendar year, if it 
files with the commission, prior to the fifth day of January of such 
year, a written application for termination of coverage, and the com- 
mission finds that there were no twenty different weeks within the 
preceding calendar year, within which such employing unit employed 
eight or more individuals in employment subject to this Act. For the 
purpose of this subsection, the two or more employing units men- 
tioned in paragraph (2) or (3) or (4) of section 19 (f) shall be 
treated as.a single employing unit. 

(c) An employing unit, not otherwise subject to this act, which 
files with the commission its written election to become an employer 
subject hereto for not less than two calendar years, shall, with the 
written approval of such election by the Commission, become an em- 
ployer subject hereto to the same extent as all other employers, as of 
the date stated in such approval, and shall cease to be subject hereto 
as of January 1 of any calendar year subsequent to such two cal- 
endar years, only if at least thirty days prior to such first day of 
January, it has filed with the commission a written notice to that 
effect. 

§ 9. Unemployment Compensation Fund. (a) EstasiisHMENT 
AND ControL,. There is hereby established a special fund to be known 
as the unemployment compensation fund which shall be administered 
separate and apart from all public monies or funds of the state. This 
fund shall consist of all contributions and monies paid into or re- 
ceived by it for the payment of benefits; of any property or securi- 
ties acquired through the use of monies belonging to the fund, and 
of interest earned upon any monies paid into or received by it. All 
monies in such fund shall be mingled and undivided. Subject to the 
provisions of this Act, the commission is hereby vested with full 
power, authority and jurisdiction over the fund, including all monies 
and property or securities belonging thereto, and may perform any 
and all acts, whether or not herein specifically designated, which are 
necessary or convenient in the administration thereof consistent with 
the provisions of this Act. 


(b) Wrruprawats. The fund shall be administered exclusively for 
the purposes of this Act, and monies withdrawn therefrom, except 
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for deposits in the Unemployment Trust Fund as provided in this 
Act, shall be used solely for the payment of benefits. Payment of 
benefits shall be made in accordance with the rules prescribed by the 
Commission consistent with the provisions of this Act. Withdrawals 
from the fund shall not be subject to any provisions of law requir- 
ing specific appropriations or other formal release by state officers 
of monies in their custody. 


(c) Connection, Deposit AND INVESTMENT. The State Treasurer 
shall be ex-officio the treasurer and custodian of the fund, and he shall 
administer the fund in accordance with the’ provisions of this Act 
and the directions of the commission and shall pay all warrants 
drawn upon it in accordance with such rules as the commission may 
prescribe. All constributions, upon receipt thereof by the commis- 
sion, shall be forwarded to the treasurer, who shall immediately de- 
posit them, together with any monies earned thereby while in his 
custody, and any other monies received by him for the payment of 
benefits from any source other than the Unemployment Trust Fund, 
with the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States of America, 
to the credit of the Unemployment Trust Fund established and main- 
tained pursuant to Section 904 of the Social Security Act, as 
amended, any provisions of law in this State relating to the deposit, 
administration, release or disbursement of monies in the possession 
or custody of the state or monies deposited in any fund created by 
the state to the contrary notwithstanding. All monies belonging to 
the unemployment compensation fund, and not otherwise deposited, 
invested or paid over pursuant to the provisions of this Act, may be 
deposited by the treasurer under the direction of the commission, in 
any banks or public depositories in which general funds of the state 
may be deposited, requiring the same security therefor as for gen- 
eral state funds, but no public deposit insurance charge or premium 
shall be paid out of monies in the unemployment compensation fund, 
any other provisions of the law to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
treasurer shall give a separate bond conditioned upon the faithful 
performance of his duties as custodian of the fund in an amount to 
be fixed by the commission, and in a form prescribed by law or ap- 
proved by the Attorney General. Premiums for the said bond shall 
be paid as provided in Section 13 of this Act. 

(d) WirHprawaLs oF Funps For PAYMENT oF BENEFITS. The 
commission through the treasurer acting as its fiscal agent shall requi- 
sition from time to time from the Unemployment Trust Fund such 
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amounts, not exceeding the amount standing to its account therein, 
as it deems necessary for the payment of benefits for a reasonable 
future period, but for no other purpose. Upon receipt thereof the 
treasurer shall deposit such monies in the unemployment compensa- 
tion fund in a special benefit account. The commission shall issue its 
requisition for payments to the Comptroller General of South Car- 
olina who shall draw his warrant in the usual form provided by law 
on the state treasurer who shall pay the same by check on the special 
benefit account of the unemployment compensation fund. Any bal- 
ance of monies so requisitioned which remains unclaimed or unpaid 
in the special benefit account of the unemployment compensation 
fund after the expiration of the period for which such sums were 
requisitioned shall either be deducted from estimates for, and may be 
utilized for the payment of, benefits during succeeding periods, or, 
in the discretion of the commission, shall be re-deposited with the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States of America, to the 
credit of the Unemployment Trust Fund, as provided in subsection 
(c) of this section. 

(e) MANAGEMENT oF FUNDS UPON DISCONTINUANCE OF UNEM- 
PLOYMENT Trust Funp. The provisions of subsections (a), (b), 
(c), and (d), to the extent that they relate to the Unemployment 
Trust Fund, shall be operative only so long as such Unemployment 
Trust Fund continues to exist and so long as the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States of America continues to maintain for 
this state a separate book account of all funds deposited therein by 
this state for benefit purposes, together with this state’s proportionate 
share of the earnings of such Unemployment Trust Fund, from which 
no other state is permitted to make withdrawals. If and when such 
Unemployment Trust Fund ceases to exist, or such separate book ac- 
count is no longer maintained, all monies, properties or securities 
therein, belonging to the Unemployment Compensation Fund of 
this state shall be transferred to the treasurer of the Unemployment 
Compensation Fund, who shall hold, invest, transfer, sell, deposit 
and release such monies, properties or securities in a manner ap- 
proved by the commission, in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act, provided that such monies shall be invested in the following 
readily marketable classes of securities: Bonds or other interest bear- 
ing obligations of the United States of America or of South Car- 
olina or any political subdivision thereof; and provided, further, that 
such investment shall at all times be so made that all the assets of 
the fund shall always be readily convertible into cash when needed 
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for the payment of benefits. The Treasurer shall dispose of securi- 
ties or other properties belonging to the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Fund only under the direction of the commission in accordance 
with the purposes and provisions of this Act. 


§ 10. Administrative Organization. (a) Commission. This Act 
shall be administered by the South Carolina Unemployment Com- 
pensation Commission. The said Commission shall consist of three 
members to be elected by the General Assembly, in joint session, for 
terms of four (4) years and until their successors have been elected 
and qualified. Any vacancy occurring shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor for the temporary period until the next session of 
the General Assembly, whereupon the General Assembly shall elect 
a commissioner to fill the unexpired term. The terms of office for 
the original commissioners shall commence upon their election and 
qualification and shall continue until the first day of July, 1940, and 
thereafter the terms of commissioners elected shall be for four years 
as above provided. Each commissioner shall receive an annual salary 
of thirty-six hundred ($3,600.00) -dollars, payable in monthly in- 
stallments. The commission shall elect one of its members as chair- 
man, and any two commissioners shall constitute a quorum and no 
vacancy shall impair the right of the remaining commissioners to 
exercise all of the powers of the commission through action of a 
quorum. 


(b) UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION AND EMPLOYMENT SERVICE 
Divisions. There is hereby created under the South Carolina Unem- 
ployment Compensation Commission two coordinate divisions, the 
South Carolina state employment service division created pursuant 
to section 12 of this Act, and a division to be known as the unemploy- 
ment compensation division, each of which shall be administered by a 
full-time salaried director, who shall be subject to the supervision and 
direction of the commission. Each division shall be responsible for 
the discharge of its distinctive functions. Each divison shall be a 
separate administrative unit with respect to personnel, budget, and 
duties, except insofar as the commission may find that such sepa- 
ration in the local offices is impracticable because of the small size 
of the territory served or of the volume of work performed. The 
commission is authorized to appoint, fix the compensation of, and 
prescribe the duties of the director of the unemployment compensa- 
tion division, provided that such appointment shall be made on a non- 
partisan merit basis, and to appoint, fix the compensation of and 
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prescribe the duties of the director of the South Carolina state em- 
ployment service division in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 12 of this Act. The salary of each director shall be not more 
than three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars a year, such salaries to be 
payable in monthly installments. The director of each division shall 
be responsible to the commission for the administration of his par- 
ticular division and shall have such powers and authority as may be 
vested in him by the commission. 

§ 11. Administration—(a) DuTizs AND Powers oF CoMMIS- 
sion. It shall be the duty of the commission to administer this Act; 
and it shall have power and authority to adopt, amend or rescind such 
rules and regulations, to employ such persons, make such expendi- 
tures, require such reports, make such investigations, and take such 
other action as it deems necessary or suitable to that end. Such rules 
and regulations shall be effective upon publication in the manner, 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, which the commis- 
sion shall prescribe. The commission shall determine its own organi- 
zation and methods of procedure in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act, and shall have an official seal which shall be judicially 
noticed. Not later than the first day of February of each year, the 
commission shall submit to the Governor and to the General Assembly 
a report covering the administration and operation of this Act during 
the preceding calendar year and shall make such recommendations 
for amendments to this Act as the commission deems proper. When- 
ever the commission believes that a change in contribution or benefit 
rates will become necessary to protect the solvency of the fund, it 
shall promptly so inform the Governor and the General Assembly, 
and make recommendations with respect thereto. 

(b) GENERAL CoMMISSION RULES. General commission rules which 
apply to all, or classes of, employing units, employees, or other 
persons or agencies, may be adopted, amended or rescinded by the 
commission only after public hearing or opportunity to be heard 
thereon, of which appropriate notice has been given through the 
press. Such rules shall become effective ten days after filing with 
the Secretary of State and publication in one or more newspapers 
of general circulation in this State. 

(c) Pusiication. The commission shall cause to be printed for 
distribution to the public the text of this Act, the commission’s 
general rules and its annual reports to the Governor, and any other 
material the commission deems relevant and suitable and shall furnish 
the same to any person upon application therefor. 
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(d) Personne. Subject to other provisions of this Act, the com- 
mission is authorized to appoint, fix the compensation (subject 
to the approval of the State Budget Commission unless otherwise 
fixed by the General Assembly), and prescribe the duties and powers 
of such officers, accountants, attorneys, experts and other persons 
as may be necessary in the performance of its duties. All positions 
shall be filled by persons selected and appointed on a nonpartisan 
merit basis. The commission shall not employ or pay any person who 
is an officer or committee member of any po‘itical party organization. 
The commission may delegate to any such person so appointed such 
power and authority as it deems reasonable and proper for the 
effective administration of this Act, and may in its discretion bond 
any person handling monies or signing checks hereunder. 

(e) Apvisory Counciis. The commission may appoint a state ad- 
visory council and local advisory councils, composed in each case of 
equal numbers of employer representatives and employee representa- 
tives who may fairly be regarded as representative because of their 
vocation, employment or affiliations, and of such members repre- 
senting the general public as the commission may designate. Such 
counci’s shall aid the commission in formulating policies and dis- 
cussing problems related to the administration of this Act and in 
assuring impartiality and freedom from political influence in the 
solution of such problems. Such advisory councils shall serve with- 
out compensation, but shall be reimbursed for actual traveling ex- 
penses. 

(£) EmployMENT STABILIZATION. The commission with the advice 
and aid of its advisory councils, and through its appropriate divisions, 
shall take all appropriate steps to reduce and prevent unemployment ; 
to encourage and assist in the adoption of practical methods of 
vocational training, retraining and vocational guidance; to investi- 
gate, recommend, advise and assist in the establishment and operation, 
by municipalities, counties, school districts and the state, of re- 
serves for public works to be used in times of business depression 
and unemployment; to promote the reemployment of unemployed 
workers throughout the state in every other way that may be 
feasible; and to these ends to carry on and pubtish the results of 
investigations and research studies. 

(g) Recorps aND Reports. Each employing unit shall keep true 
and accurate employment records, containing such information as the 
commission may prescribe. Such records shall be open to inspection 
and be subject to being copied by the commission or its authorized 
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representatives at any reasonable time and as often as may be neces- 
sary. The commission may require from any employing unit any 
sworn or unsworn reports, with respect to persons employed by it, 
which the commission deems necessary for the effective administra- 
tion of this Act. Information thus obtained shall not be published or 
be open to public inspection (other than to public employees in the 
performance of their pub‘ic duties) in any manner revealing the 
employing unit’s identity, but any claimant at a hearing before an 
appeal tribunal or the commission shall be supplied with information 
from such records, to the extent necessary for the proper presenta- 
tion of his claim. Any employee of the commission who violates any 
provision of this section shall be fined not less than $20 nor more 
than $200 or imprisoned for not longer than ninety days, or both. 

(h) StatEe-FEpERAL Cooperation. In the administration of this 
Act, the commission shall cooperate to the fullest extent consistent 
with the provisions of this Act, with the Social Security Board, created 
by the Federal Social Security Act, approved August 14, 1935, 
as amended; shall make such reports, in such form and containing 
such information as the Social Security Board may from time to 
time require and shall comply with such provisions as the Social 
Security Board may from time to time find necessary to assure the 
correctness and verification of such reports; and shall comply with 
the regulations prescribed by the Social Security Board governing 
the expenditures of such sums as may be allotted and paid to this 
State under Title 111 of the Social Security Act for the purpose of 
assisting in the administration of this Act. 

Upon request therefor the commission shall furnish to any agency 
of the United States charged with the administration of public works 
or assistance through public employment, the name, address, ordinary 
occupation and employment status of each recipient of benefits and 
such recipient’s rights to further benefits under this Act. 

§ 12. Employment Service—(a) State EMPpLoyMENT SERVICE. 
The commission shall create a division to be known as the South 

Carolina State Employment Service which shall establish and main- 
tain free public employment offices in such number and in such places 
as may be necessary for the proper administration of this Act and 
for the purpose of performing such duties as are within the purview 
of the Act of Congress, entitled “An Act to Provide for the Es- 
tablishment of a National Employment System and for Cooperation 
With the States in the Promotion of such System, and for Other 
Purposes,” approved June 6, 1933, (48 Stat. 113, U. S. Code, Title 
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29, Section 49 (c) as amended. Any existing free public employ- 
ment offices maintained by the State but not heretofore under the 
jurisdiction of the commission shall be transferred to the jurisdic- 
tion of such division by July 1, 1936, and upon such transfer all 
duties and powers conferred upon any other department, agency, 
or officer of this State relating to the establishment, maintenance 
and operation of free public employment offices shall be vested in 
said division. The said division shall be administered by a full-time 
salaried director, who shall be charged with the duty to cooperate 
with any official or agency of the United States having powers or 
duties under the provisions of the said Act of Congress, as amended, 
and to do and perform all things necessary to secure to this State 
the benefits of the said Act of Congress, as amended, in the pro- 
motion and maintenance of a system of public employment offices. 
The provisions of the said Act of Congress, as amended, are hereby 
accepted by this State, in conformity with Section 4 of said Act, and 
this State will observe and comply with the requirements thereof. 
The South Carolina State Employment Service division is hereby 
designated and constituted the agency of this State for the purposes 
of said Act. The commission is directed to appoint the director, other 
officers and employees of the South Carolina State Employment 
Service. Such appointments shall be made in accordance with regu- 
lations prescribed by the Director of the United States Employment 
Service. 


(b) Frnancrnc. All monies received by this State under the said 
Act of Congress, as amended, shall be paid into the special “employ- 
ment service account” in the unemployment compensation administra- 
tion fund, and said monies are hereby made available to the South 
Carolina State Employment Service to be expended as provided by 
this Section and by said Act of Congress. For the purpose of es- 
tablishing and maintaining free public emp!oyment offices, said di- 
vision is authorized to enter into agreements with any political 
subdivision of this state or with any private, non-profit organization, 
and as a part of any such agreement the commission may accept 
monies, services, or quarters as a contribution to the employment 
service account. 


§ 13. Unemployment Compensation Administration Fund. (a) 
Speciar Funp. There is hereby created in the state treasury a special 
fund to be known as the unemployment compensation administration 
fund. All monies which are deposited or paid into this fund are 
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hereby appropriated and made available to the commission. All 
monies in this fund shall be expended solely for the purpose of de- 
fraying the cost of the administration of this Act, and for no other 
purpose whatsoever. The commission shall issue its requisition ap- 
proved by the chairman for payment of such costs of administration 
to the Comptroller General of South Carolina, who shall draw his 
warrant in the usual form provided by law on the State Treasurer, 
who shall pay the same by check on the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Administration Fund. The fund shall consist of all monies ap- 
propriated by this State, and all monies received from the United 
States of America, or any agency thereof, including the Social Se- 
curity Board and the United States Employment Service, or from 
any other source, for such purpose. All fines and penalties collected 
pursuant to the administration of this Act are hereby appropriated to 
and shall be paid into this fund. All monies in this fund shall be 
deposited in the same manner and under the same conditions and 
requirements as is provided by law for other public funds in the 
State Treasury, unless otherwise provided in this Act. Any balances 
in this fund shall not lapse at any time but shall be continuously 
available to the commission for expenditure consistent with this Act. 
_ The State Treasurer shall give a separate and additional bond con- 
ditioned upon the faithful performance of his duties in connection 
with the unemployment compensation administration fund in an 
amount to be fixed by the commission and in a form prescribed by 
law or approved by the attorney general. The premiums for such 
bond and the premiums for the bond given by the Treasurer of the 
unemployment compensation fund under Section 9 of this Act, shall 
be paid from the monies in the unemployment compensation admin- 
istration fund. 

(b) EMPLoyMEnT SERvicE Account. A special “employment serv- 
ice account” shall be maintained as a part of the unemployment com- 
pensation administration fund for the purpose of maintaining the 
public employment offices established pursuant to Section 12 of this 
Act and for the purpose of cooperating with the United States Em- 
ployment Service. There is hereby appropriated to the employment 
service account of the unemployment compensation administration 
fund, from any money in the state treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, on July 1, 1936, the sum of Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) 
Dollars. In addition, there shall be paid into such account the monies 
designated in Section 12 (b) of this Act, and such monies as are 
apportioned for the purposes of this account from any monies re- 
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ceived by this State under Title 111 of the Social Security Act, as 
amended. : 

§ 14. Collection of Contributions—(a) INrEREst on Past DuE 
ContrizuTions. Contributions unpaid on the date on which they are 
due and payable, as prescribed by the commission, shall bear interest 
at the rate of one per centum per month from and after such date 
until payment plus accrued interest is received by the commission 
or the South Carolina Tax Commission, provided that the commis- 
sion may prescribe fair and reasonable general rules pursuant to 
which such interest shall not accrue during the first calendar year that 
any employer is subject to this Act. Interest collected pursuant to 
this subsection shall be paid into the unemp'oyment compensation 
administration fund. 

(b) CotLection. If any employer defaults in any payment of con- 
tributions or interest thereon, the commission shall certify to the 
South Carolina Tax Commission the name of the employer, the 
amount of contributions and interest due together with other neces- 
sary information in such manner and form as may be approved by 
the Commission, and the South Carolina Tax Commission shall 
proceed to collect all amounts due in accordance with the following 
procedure: 

(1) Immediately upon receipt of such certification, the South Car- 
olina Tax Commission shall notify the employer of the amount of 
contributions and interest due as certified by the Commission, If 
such amount is not paid within ten days thereafter, the Tax Commis- 
sion shall issue a warrant of execution, directed to the Sheriff of 
the County of the State commanding him to levy upon and sell the 
real and personal property of the employer found within his County 
for the payment of the amount thereof, with interest, and the costs 
of executing the warrant, and to return such warrants to the Tax 
Commission and to pay it the money collected by virtue thereof. 
Upon receipt of such execution, the Sheriff shall file with the Clerk 
of Court of his County a copy thereof and thereupon the Clerk of 
Court shall enter in his abstract of judgments the name of the em- 
ployer mentioned in the warrant and in proper columns the amount 
of the contribution, with interest and costs for which the warrant is 
issued and the date and hour when such copy is filed and shall index 
the warrant upon the index of judgments. The Sheriff shall there- 
upon proceed upon the warrant in all respects with like effect and 
in the same manner prescribed by law in respect to executions is- 
sued against the property upon judgments of a Court of record and 
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shall be entitled to the same fees for services in executing the war- 
rant to be collected in the same manner. The contributions, interest 
and costs prescribed herein shall be deemed a debt owing to the State 
by the party against whom the same shall be charged and shall be 
a lien upon all property of the party against whom the same shall 
be charged, but such lien shall be valid, so as to affect the rights of 
purchasers for value, mortgages or judgments or other lien cred- 
itors, only from the time when the warrant is entered upon the 
transcript of judgments in the County, in the case of real estate, 
where the real estate is situate, and, in the case of personal property, 
where the employer resides, if the employer be a resident of this 
State, or, if the employer be a non-resident, in the County where 
the personal property is situate. 

(2) The South Carolina Tax Commission shall certify to bhe 
Commission all contributions collected and shall deposit all such 
contributions immediately with the State Treasurer in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 9 (c). 

(3) In case of suit to enjoin the collection of the contributions 
herein provided, to test the validity of this Act, or for any other 
purpose, the Commission shall be made a party thereto, and it shall 
be the duty of the Attorney General, or special counsel for the Com- 
mission, to defend such suit in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 17. 

(c) Priorities UNDER Lecat, DissoLUTIONS OR DISTRIBUTIONS: 
In the event of any distribution of an employer’s assets pursuant to an 
order of any court under the laws of this State, including any 
receivership, assignment for benefit of creditors, adjudicated in- 
solvency, composition, or similar proceeding, contributions then or 
thereafter due shall be paid in full prior to all other claims ex- 
cept taxes but on a parity with claims for wages of not more than 
$250.00 to each claimant, earned within six months of the com- 
mencement of the proceeding. In the event of an employer’s ad- 
judication in bankruptcy, judicially confirmed extension proposal, 
or composition, under the Federal Bankruptcy Act of 1898 as 
amended, contributions then or thereafter due shall be entitled to 
such priority as is provided in Section 64 (b) of that Act (U. S. 
Code, Title 11, Section 104 (b) as amended. 

(d) If more or less than the correct amount of contributions is 
paid with respect to employment during any period, and such er- 
ror was without fraudulent intent, adjustments shall be made with- 
out interest and in accordance with regulations prescribed by the 
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Commission in computing contributions due and payable with re- 
spect to employment during subsequent contribution periods; or if 
such adjustments cannot be made, by collecting the amount of any 
deficient contributions in the manner prescribed in subsection (b) 
of this section, or by repaying the amount of any excessive contribu- 
tions from interest collected pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section, from fines and penalties collected pursuant to the adminis- 
tration of this Act and from other monies made available by the 
State for this purpose. 


§ 15. Protection of Rights and Benefits—(a) Waiver oF 
Ricuts Vor: No agreement by an individual to waive, release or 
commute his rights to benefits or any other rights under this Act shall 
be valid. No agreement by an employee or by employees to pay all 
or any portion of an employer’s contributions, required under this 
act from such employer, shall be valid. No employer shall directly 
or indirectly make or require or accept any deduction from wages 
to finance the employer’s contributions required from him, or re- 
quire or accept any waiver by an employee of any right hereunder. 
Any employer of officer of agent of an employer who violates any 
provision of this subsection shall, for each offense, be fined not less 
than $100. nor more than $1,000 or be imprisoned for not more 
than six months or both. 


(b) Limrration oF FEEs: No employee shall be charged fees of 
any kind in any proceeding under this act by the commission or its 
representatives or by any court or any officer (except an attorney) 
thereof. Any individual claiming benefits in any proceeding before 
the commission or a court may be represented by an attorney or other 
duly authorized agent; but no such attorney or agents shall either 
charge or receive for such services more than an amount approved 
by the commission. Any person who violates any provision of this 
subsection shall, for each such offense, be fined not less than $50.00 
nor more than $500.00 or imprisoned for not more than six months 
or both. 

(c) No AssEcNMENT OF BENEFITS, ExEMPTIoNs: No assignment, 
pledge or encumbrance of any right to benefits which are or may 
become due or payable under this act shall be valid; and such rights 
to benefits shall be exempt from levy, execution, attachment, or 
any other remedy whatsoever provided for the collection of debt; 
and benefits received by any individual, so long as they are not 
mingled with other funds of the recipient, shall be exempt from any 
remedy whatsoever for the collection of all debts except debts in- 
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curred for necessaries furnished to such individual or his spouse or 
dependents during the time when such individual was unemployed. 
No waiver of any exemption provided for in this subsection shall be 
valid. , 

§ 16. Penalties—(a) Whoever makes a false statement or repre- 
resentation knowing it to be false or knowingly fails to disclose a 
material fact, to obtain or increase any benefit or other payment un- 
der this act, either for himself or for any other person, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty nor more than fifty dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment for not longer than thirty days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment; and each such false statement or rep- 
resentation or failure to disclose a material fact shall constitute a 
separate offense. 

(b) Any employing unit or any officer or agent of an employing 
unit or any other person who makes a false statement or represen- 
tation knowing it to be false, or who knowingly fails to disclose a 
material fact, to prevent or reduce the payment of benefits to any 
individual entitled thereto, or to avoid becoming or remaining sub- 
ject hereto or to avoid or reduce any contribution or other payment ~ 
required from any employing unit under this act, or who wilfully 
fails or refuses to make any such contribution or other payment or 
to furnish any reports required hereunder or to produce or permit the 
inspection or copying of records as required hereunder, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $20 nor more than $200, or 
by imprisonment for not longer than sixty days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment ; arid each such false statement or representa- 
tion or failure to disclose a material fact, and each day of such 
failure or refusal shall constitute a separate offense. 


(c) Any person who shall wilfully violate any provision of this 
act or any rule or regulation thereunder, the violation of which is 
made unlawful or the observance of which is required under the 
terms of this act, and for which a penalty is neither prescribed 
herein nor provided by any other applicable statute, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $20 nor more than $200, or by im- 
prisonment for not longer than sixty days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, and each day such violation continues shall be deemed 
to be a separate offense. 

(d) Any person who, by reason of the non-disclosure or mis- 
representation by him or by another, of a material fact, (Irrespective 
of whether such non-disclosure or misrepresentation was known or 
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fraudulent) has received any sum as benefits under this Act while 
any conditions for the receipt of benefits imposed by this Act were 
not fulfilled in his case, or while he was disqualified from receiving 
benefits, shall be liable to repay to the commission for the unemploy- 
ment compensation fund, a sum equal to the amount so received by 
him, and such sum shall be collectible in the manner provided in 
section 14 (b) of this Act for the collection of past due contribu- 
tions. 

§ 17. Representation in Court—(a) In any civil action to en- 
force the provisions of this Act the commission and the State may 
be represented by any qualified attorney who is a regular salaried 
employee of the commission and is designated by it for this purpose 
or at the commission’s request, by the Attorney-General. In case the 
Attorney-General designates special counsel to defend, on behalf of 
the State, the validity of this Act, the expenses and compensation 
of such special counsel and of any experts employed by the com- 
mission in connection with such proceedings, may be charged to the 
unemployment compensation administration fund. 


(b) All criminal actions for violation of any provisions of this 
Act, or of any rules or regulations issued pursuant thereto, shall be 
prosecuted by the Attorney-General of the State; or by the solicitor 
of any circuit or any prosecuting attorney in any court of competent 
jurisdiction in the county in which the employer has a place of busi- 
ness or the violator resides. 

§ 18. Non-liability of State—Benefits shall be deemed to be due 
and payable under this Act only to the extent provided in this Act 
and to the extent that monies are available therefor to the credit of 
the unemployment compensation fund and neither the state nor the 
commission shall be liable for any amount in excess of such sums. 

§ 19. Definitions—As used in this Act, unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise: 


(a) (1) “Annual Payroll” means the total amount of wages pay- 
able by an employer (regardless of the time of payment) for employ- 
ment during a calendar year. 

(2) “Average Annual Payroll” means the average of the annual 
pay- payrolls of any employer for the last three or five preceding 
calendar years, whichever average is higher; except that as of July 
1, 1941, but not thereafter, the term “average annual payroll” shall 
mean the average of the total amount of wages payable by an em- 
ployer, regardless of the time and payment, for employment during 
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each of the three or five preceding twelve consecutive months’ periods, 
whichever average is higher. 

(b) “Benefits’ Means the money payments payable to an indi- 
vidual, as provided in this Act, with respect to his unemployment. 

(c) “Commission” Means South Carolina Unemployment Com- 
pensation commission. 

(d) “Contributions” Means the money payments to the state un- 
employment compensation fund, required by this Act. 

(e) “Employing Unit” Means any individual or type of organi- 
zation, including any partnership, association, trust, estate, joint stock 
insurance company or corporation, whether domestic or foreign, or 
the receiver, trustee in bankruptcy, trustee or successor thereof, or 
the legal representative of a deceased person, which has or subsequent 
of January 1, 1935, had in its employ one or more individuals per- 
forming services for it within this state. All individuals performing 
services within this state for any employing unit which maintains 
two or more separate establishments within this state shall be deemed 
to be employed by a single employing unit for all the purposes of 
this act. Whenever any employing unit contracts with or has under 
it any contractor or sub-contractor for any employment which is part 
of its usual trade, occupation, profession or business, unless the em- 
ploying unit as well as each such contractor or sub-contractor is an 
employer by reason of section 19 (f) or section 8 (c) of this act, 
the employing unit shall for all the purposes of this act be deemed 
to employ each individual in the employ of each such contractor or 
sub-contractor for each day during which such individual is engaged 
solely in performing such employment; except that each contractor 
or sub-contractor who is an employer by reason of section 19 (f) 
or section 8 (c) of this act shall alone be liable for the contributions 
measured by wages payable to individuals in his employ, and except 
that any employing unit who shall become liable for any pay con- 
tributions with respect to individuals in the employ of any such con- 
tractor or sub-contractor or who is not an employer by reason of 
section 19 (f) or section 8 (c) of this act, may recover the same 
from such contractor or sub-contractor. 

(£) “Employer” means: 

(1) Any employing unit which in each of twenty different weeks 
within either the current or the preceding calendar year (whether 
or not such weeks are or were consecutive) has or had in employment, 
eight or more individuals (not necessarily simultaneously and irre- 
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spective of whether the same individuals are or were employed in 
each such week). 

(2) Any employing unit which acquired its organization, trade or 
business, or substantially all the assets thereof from another which 
at the time of such acquisition was an employer subject to this act; 

(3) Any employing unit which acquired its organization, trade or 
business, or substantially all the assets thereof from another em- 
ploying unit and which, if treated as a single unit with such other 
employing unit would be an employer under paragraph (1) of this 
sub-section ; 

(4) Any employing unit which together with one or more other 
employing units, is owned or controlled (by legally enforcible means 
or otherwise) directly or indirectly by the same interests, or which 
owns or controls one or more other employing units (by legally en- 
forcible means or otherwise), and which, if treated as a single unit 
with such other employing unit, would be an employer under para- 
graph (1) of this sub-section; 

(5) Any employing unit which, having become an employer under 
paragraph (1), (2), (3), or (4), has not, under section 8, ceased to 
be an employer subject to this act; or 

(6) For the effective period of its election pursuant to section 
8(c) any other employing unit which has elected to become fully to 
this Act. 

(g) “Employment” means service, including service in interstate 
commerce, performed for wages or under any contract of hire, writ- 
ten or oral, express or implied, which service: (1) is performed in 
this State by an individual; or (2) is performed elsewhere, but is 
incidental to such service in this state, provided contributions are not 
required and paid with respect to such services performed elsewhere 
under an unemployment compensation law of any other State; or (3) 
is performed under a contract of hire made in this state, under which 
some service is performed in this state, provided that with respect to 
service performed without this state under such contract of hire con- 
tributions are not required and paid under an unemployment com- 
pensation law of any other state; but the term shall not include: 


(1) Service performed in this state incidental to service performed 
elsewhere, with respect to which service performed in this State, con- 
tributions are required and paid under an unemployment compensa- 
tion law of any other state; 
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(2) Service performed in the employ of this State, or of any poli- 
tical subdivision thereof, or of any instrumentality of this State 
or its political subdivisions ; 

(3) Service performed in the employ of any other state or its 
political subdivisions, or of the United States Government, or of 
an instrumentality of any other state or states or their political sub- 
divisions or of the United States. 

(4) Service with respect to which unemployment compensation is 
payable under an unemployment compensation system established 
by an Act of Congress, provided that the commission is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to enter into agreements with the proper 
agencies under such Act of Congress, which agreements shall become 
effective ten days after publication thereof in the manner provided 
in Section 11(b) of this Act for general commission rules, to pro- 
vide reciprocal treatment to individuals who have, after acquiring 
potential rights to benefits under this Act, acquired rights to unem- 
ployment compensation under such Act of Congress, or who have, 
after acquiring potential rights to unemployment compensation under 
such Act of Congress, acquired rights to benefits under this Act. 

(5) Agricultural labor: 

(6) Domestic service in a private home: 

(7) Service performed as an officer or member of the crew of a 
vessel on the navigable waters of the United States: 

(8) Service performed by an individual in the employ of his son, 
daughter, or spouse, and service performed by a child under the age 
of twenty-one in the employ of his father or mother; 

(9) Service performed in the employ of a corporation, community 
chest, fund, or foundation, organized and operated exclusively for 
religious, charitable, scientific, literary, or educational purposes, or 
for the prevention of cruelty to children or animals, no part of the 
net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any private shareholder 
or individual. 

(10) Service performed in the emp!oy of an insurance company 
by agents or representatives engaged in field Work. 

(h) “Employment office’ means a free public employment office, 
or branch thereof, operated by this State or maintained as a part 
of a state controlled system of public employment offices: 

(i) “Fund” means the unemployment compensation fund es- 
tablished by this act, to which all contributions required and from 
which all benefits provided under this act shall be paid.

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-" (j) “Partial unemployment” An individual shall be deemed “par- 
tially unemployed” in any week if his wages payable for such week 
fail to equal two dollars more than the weekly benefit amount he 
would be entitled to receive if totally unemployed and eligible. ~ 

(k) “State” inc'udes Alaska, Hawaii and the District of Columbia. 

(1) “Total unemployment’ an individual shall be deemed “totally 
unemployed” in any calendar week with respect to which no wages are 
payable to him. : 

(m) “Unemployment compensation administration fund” means 
the unemployment compensation administration fund established by 
this act, from which administrative expenses under this act shall be 
paid. 

(n) “Wages” means all remuneration payable for personal serv- 
ices, including commissions and bonuses and the cash value of all 
remeneration payable in any medium other than cash. Gratuities 
customarily received by an individual in the course of his employ- 
ment from persons other than his employing unit shall be treated as 
wages payable by his employing unit. The reasonable cash value 
of remuneration payable in any medium other than cash, and the rea- 
sonable average amount of gratuities, shall be estimated and de- 
termined in accordance with rules prescribed by the commission. 

(0) “Week” means calendar week, ending at midnight Saturday, 
or the equivalent thereof as determined in accordance with general 
rules of the commission, provided that prior to the approval of any 
such general rule, the commission finds that such rule will be fair and 
reasonable with respect to all affected parties. 

(p) “Week of employment” means each week occurring after 
December 31, 1936, and after an employer has become subject under 
section 19 (f) of this act, within which the individual performs any 
employment for such an employer, but does not include any week 
‘in which the plurality of such individual’s total working hours are 
performed without this state, with respect to which plurality of 
total working hours, contributions are required and paid under an 
unemployment compensation law of some other state, or compensa- 
tion is payable under an unemployment compensation law of the 
United States. 

(q) “Weekly benefit amount” an individual’s “Weekly benefit 
amount’ means the amount of benefits he would be entitled to re- 
ceive for one week of total unemployment. 

§ 20. Saving Clause—The General Assembly reserves the right 
to amend or repeal all or any part of this act at any time; and there 
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shall be no vested private right of any kind against such amendment 
or repeal. All the rights, privileges, or immunities conferred by this 
act or by acts done pursuant thereto shall exist subject to the power 
of the General Assembly to amend or repeal this act at any time. If 
the tax imposed by Title IX of the Federal Social Sectfrity Act, or 
any amendments thereto, or any other Federal Tax against which 
contributions under this Act may be credited shall for any cause be- 
come inoperative with the result that contributions under this Act, 
or some portion thereof, may no longer be credited against such 
Federal tax, then no further contributions shall be levied against 
employers under the provisions of this Act in this State, except 
any contribution which has already become due and has been unpaid ; 
and any unobligated funds in the State Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Fund or returned by the United States Treasurer because such 
Federal Social Security Act is inoperative shall be deposited in the 
General Fund of the State Treasurer. , 

§ 21. Separability of Provisions.—If any provision of this act, 
or the application thereof to any person or circumstance, is held in- 
valid the remainder of this act and the application of such provision 
to other persons or circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 

§ 22. Effective Date—This act shall take effect immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor. 

Should the Act or Acts of Congress under which the Federal 
Government contributes funds to the State for unemployment com- 
pensation be repealed or declared unconstitutional, so as to deprive 
this State of such fund, then the provisions of this Act shall im- 
mediately terminate.

AN ACT to Amend Section 6175, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, Relating to the Collection of Drainage Taxes, 
as Amended by an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act to Amend Section 
6175, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, so as to Provide 
that the State, County and School Taxes, and the Drainage 
Taxes or Assessments May be Segregated and Paid at Differ- 
ent Times,’’ Being Act No. 274 of the Acts of 1933, so as to 
Exempt Darlington County From the Provisions of Said Sec- 
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tion Authorizing Segregation of Drainage Taxes From Other 
Taxes. 


' Section 1. § 6175, 1932 Code, Amended-——Collection of Drain- 
age Taxes, Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 6175, relating 
to the collection of drainage taxes, as amended by an Act entitled 
“An Act to amend Section 6175, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932, so as to provide that the State, County and School Taxes, 
and the Drainage Taxes or Assessments may be segregated and paid 
at different times,” being Act No. 274 of the Acts of 1933, be 
amended by adding between the words “accordingly” and “Provided”, 
on line 13 of said Section the following: “Provided, that in Darling- 
ton County the drainage taxes or assessments shall not be segregated 
from State, County and School taxes, but in said County drainage 
taxes shall be collected at the same time as other taxes,” so that 
said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 6175: It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer of 
each county in which lands of any drainage district organized under 
this article are situated, to receive the “Drainage Tax Book” each 
year, and he is hereby empowered, and it shall be his duty to prompt- 
ly and faithfully collect the taxes therein set out and to exercise all 
due diligence in so doing: Provided, that upon the request of the 
taxpayer it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to segregate 
State, County and School taxes from the drainage taxes or assess- 
ments and permit said taxes or assessments to be paid at different 
times. Where any tract or part thereof has been divided and sold 
or transferred, the County Treasurer shall receive taxes on any 
part of any tract, piece or parcel of land, charged with such taxes 
_and give his receipt accordingly ; Provided, that in Darlington Coun- 
ty the drainage taxes or assessments. shall not be segregated from 
State, County and School taxes, but in said county drainage taxes 
shall be collected at the same time as other taxes; Provided, The 
Board of Supervisors shall ascertain and determine the amount of 
such taxes to be paid by each of such owners. The above and fore- 
going “Drainage Tax Book”, shall be the warrant and authority of 
the County Treasurer for making such demand and collection. The 
said County Treasurer shall make due return of all “Drainage Tax 
Book” immediately after the 31st day of December of each year to 
the Secretary of the Board of Supervisors of the aforesaid Drain- 
age District and shall pay over and account for all moneys collected 
thereon each vear to the treasurer of said district. Said County 
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Treasurer shall in said “Drainage Tax Book” verify by affidavit his 
said return. The said Secretary shall each year, within ten days after 
the return of said County Treasurer is delivered to him, prepare and 
certify to said County Treasurer a “Drainage Tax Book” containing 
the list of lands so returned by said County Treasurer as delinquent, 
deliver the same to him and take his receipt therefor, and said 
County Treasurer shall proceed to collect such delinquent drainage 
taxes and demand payment therefor in the manner as herein provided 
for the collection of current drainage taxes. Before receiving the 
aforesaid “Drainage Tax Book” the county treasurer of each county 
in which lands of the drainage district are located, shall execute to 
the Board of supervisors of the district a bond, with at least two 
good and sufficient sureties, or some surety or bonding company 
approved by said board, in the sum that is double the probable amount 
of any annual installment of said tax to be collected by him during 
any one year, conditioned that said county treasurer shall pay over 
and account for all taxes so collected by him according to law. Said 
bond after approval by the said Board of Supervisors, shall be de- 
posited with the Secretary of the Board of Supervisors, who shall be 
custodian thereof and who shall produce the same for inspection and 
use as evidence whenever and wherever lawfully requested so to do. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 977 of the Code of Laws of South Car- 
olina, 1932, Providing for the Swearing of Witnesses by the 
Foreman of the Grand Jury, so as to Provide for the Applica- 
tion of the Provisions of Said Section in the Counties of 
Aiken, Bamberg, and Barnwell. 


Section 1. § 977, 1932 Code, Amended—Foreman Grand Jury 
Swear Witnesses, Aiken, Bamberg, and Barnwell Counties.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina:

venting Cruelty to Animals in Said County. 


Section 1. Act 324, 1935 Acts, Amended—Vaccination and 
Inoculation of Dogs Against Rabies, Aiken County—Use of Fees. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That Section 1 of Act No. 324 of the Acts of 1935, entitled, 
‘An Act to Reduce the Prevalance of Rabies,’ etc., as amended by 
Act approved April 11, 1936, be, and the same is hereby amended 
by striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: 

‘Section 1: The owner, or the person having possession of, any 
dog four (4) months or more of age shall annually on or before the 
first day of July have the same vaccinated or inoculated against rabies 
by a licensed veterinarian, physician, druggist, or other person desig- 
nated by a governing Board of any municipality or of any County. 
The person administering the vaccine or serum shall issue his cer- 
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tificate in triplicate, one for himself, one for the owner, and oone for 
the County Treasurer or tax Collector, giving the name, age, breed, 
sex, and identifying marks of the dog and the date of the treatment. 
The certificate shall have written in ink or printed across its face 
the following inscription: “Warning! Inoculation is not a sure pre- 
ventative against rabies. Take all precautions to protect your dog. 
Provided, That in Aiken County, the licensed veterinarian, physician, 
druggist, or other person authorized to perform the vaccination or 
inoculation shall be designated by the Society for th Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals for Aiken County, and in case said Society shall 
fail to designate him, the County Commissioner shall do so; but 
the proper certificate of the inoculation and/or vaccination of a dog 
by a licensed veterinarian of said County shall be accepted. That all 
charges and fees charged and received for such inoculation and/or 
vaccination shall be turned over to and used by the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals of said county for the purpose of 
carrying on the work of inoculating and vaccinating dogs and pre- 
venting cruelty to animals, so long as it discharges the duties herein 
devolved upon it.’ 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Section 1. § 1768, 1932 Code, Amended—Hunting of Foxes, 
Anderson, Newberry and Oconee Counties.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 1768, 
Volume 1, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as maended by an 
Act entitled “An Act to amend Section 1768, Volume 1, Code’ of 
Laws of South Carolina of 1932 by exempting Anderson, Colleton, 
Spartanburg and Oconee Counties from the provisiosn thereof, and 
by declaring an Open Season for hunting foxes in Anderson, Colle- 
tori, Spartanburg and Oconee Counties,” be amended by striking out 
the word “Anderson” in the last proviso of said Section, so that said 
Section when so amended shall read as follows: 

Section 1768: It shall be unlawful to hunt, shoot, trap or kill 
any foxes in this State, or to dig out of the ground or to push or 
drag out of a tree or log any fox or foxes in this State, except as 
hereinafter provided: Provided, That fox or foxes may be hunted or 
run with dogs in this State from September the 15th until the 15th 
day of February each year: and, Provided, Further, That any person 
or persons may shoot, chase or kill any fox or foxes at any time that 
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they are doing any damage upon the property of such person or 
persons or property under their control: and, Provided, Further, It 
shall be unlawful to sell and ship live fox within the State; and, 
Provided, Further, That no person or persons shall chase any fox 
or foxes as herein provided except on his or their own land or lands 
under his or their control. Any person or persons violating the pro- 
visions of this Section shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty-five dollars or by imprisonment for not more than thirty 
days: Provided, That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
hunting, shooting, trapping and killing foxes in Colleton, Spartan- 
burg and Oconee Counties, or digging out of the ground or pushing 
or dragging out of a tree or log of foxes in said Counties. Provided, 
Further, that in Anderson County there shall be a closed season for 
hunting of foxes, which shall be from June Ist until the 15th day 
of September each year. Provided, In that portion of Oconee County 
lying to the east and south of a line coinciding with Highway 183 
from Pickens County line through Walhalla to Westminster and 
the Westminster-Atlanta highway to Tuglo River. it shall be unlaw- 
ful to hunt, trap, shoot, or in any manner take or kill any fox between 
the 1st day of April and the 1st day of October of each year: Pro- 
vided, Further, that in Newberry County there shall be a closed sea- 
son for the hunting of foxes from the 15th day of February until 
September 15th of each year.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of Trustees for School Dis- 
trict No. 22 in Kershaw County, and to Provide for Their 
Term of Office. 


Section 1. Trustees, School District 22, Kershaw County— 
Elect.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: Upon the petition of one-third of the qualified electors of 
School District No. 22 in Kershaw County the County Superinten- 
dent of Kershaw County shall issue a call for an election of trustees 
to be held on June 9th, 1936. The election to be held in the High 
School building of said district. The rules and regulations of Demo- 
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cratic party shall govern said election and all persons eligible to 
vote in a Democratic primary shall be eligible to vote in this election. 
The Club Roll books for the last Democratic primary shall be used 
for this election. 

§ 2. Election—Calling—Managers.—The Superintendent of 
Education of Kershaw County shall call such election and give eight 
(8) days notice of said election. Said notices shall be placed in at 
least three (3) public places in the district, the said eight (8) days 
prior to election provided, that in case the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion shall fail to call said election, any three (3) patrons of said 
school district may call such election and give such notice as is herein 
provided. Provided, Further, That Superintendent of Education shall 
appoint the Managers for said election. 

§ 3. Terms.—There shall be five (5) trustees elected. The three

Section 1. Officers, Richland County—Salaries.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
annual salary of each of the County officers of Richland County, 8. 
C., shall be as fixed annually in the Supply Bill of Richland County, 
S. C., for each year respectively, Provided, That if such salary be 
omitted from the said Supply Bill of any year, the salary as fixed in 
the Supply Bill of the last previous year fixing such salary shall re- 
main in force and effect. 

§ 2. Pay Fees to County Treasurer.—All fees now prescribed or 
hereafter prescribed by law to be paid to said officers shall be paid 
to the County Treasurer. 

§ 3. Clerical Help and Assistance.—That in addition to the sal- 
aries provided for in Section 1, the County Delegation shall, from 
year to year, provide for such clerical help and other assistance as

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of any Excess Credit on 
Federal Estate Tax to the State of South Carolina. 


Section 1. Estate Tax.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: A tax in addition to the inheri- 
tance tax imposed by existing law is hereby imposed upon the trans- 
fer of the net estate of every decedent dying after the enactment of 
this Act, whether a resident or non-resident of the State, where the 
inheritance tax imposed by existing law is in the aggregate of a les- 
ser amount than the maximum credit of eighty per cent of the Fed-. 
eral estate tax allowed by the Federal Estate Tax Act as contained 
in the Federal Revenue Act of 1926, because of said tax herein im- 
posed, then the inheritance tax provided for by law shall be increased 
by an estate tax on the net estate so that the aggregate amount of tax 
due this State shall be the maximum amount of credit allowed under 
said Federal Estate Tax Act; said additional tax shall be paid out of 
the same funds as any other tax against the estate. 

§ 2. Payment—lInterest.—The South Carolina Estate Tax shall 
be payable to the South Carolina Tax Commission, at the same time 
or times at which the Federal Estate Tax is payable and shall bear 
interest, if any, at the same rate and for the same period as such 
Federal Estate Tax. 

§ 3. Administration—Computation.—The administrative provi- 
sions contained in Act No. 792 of the South Carolina General Assem- 
bly approved April 4, 1932, wherever applicable, shall apply to the 
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collection of the tax imposed by this Section. The amount of the 
tax as imposed by Section 1 of this Act shall be computed in full ac- 
cordance with the Federal law in force at the time of the death of 
the decedent, known as Federal Revenue Act 1926.

the benefit of any individual” so that said paragraph as amended shall 
read as follows: 

(1) There shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid upon all paid 
admission to places of amusement, public bathing places and public 
dance halls, or elsewhere, within the State of South Carolina, a license 
tax of one ($0.01) cent for each ten ($.10) cents, or fractional part 
thereof : Provided, That no tax shall be charged or collected on ac- 
count of any stage play or any pageant in which local or non-pro- 
fessional talent or players are used, nor where tickets or admissions 
are sold by any incorporated college or university presenting any 
musical or purely literary entertainment or athletic contests : Provided, 
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Further, That the exemptions allowed in the last above proviso shall 
not apply in case the admissions inure to the benefit of any indi- 
vidual: Provided, Further, That no tax shall be charged or collected 
on admissions to athletic contests in which a Junior American Legion 
Athletic team is a participant; provided, the proceeds do not inure 
to any individual or player in the form of salary or otherwise.” 
Provided, Further, That no tax shall be charged or collected on ad- 
missions to high school or grammar school games or on general gate 
admissions to the State Fair or of any county or community fair:

AN ACT to Provide for the Maintenance and Establishment of 
a Public Circulating Library for the Use of all of the People 
in Darlington County. 


Section 1. Darlington County Vote on Establishment of Cir- 
culating Library.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That in order to ascertain the wishes of 
the people of Darlington County with respect to the establishment 
and maintenance of what is commonly called a public circulating 
library for the use of all of the people of the county there shall be 
submitted at the primary elections to be held in that county in August 
of 1936 the quéstion as to whether or not such a library shall be 
established and maintained at the public’s expense. The question 
shall be submitted on written or printed ballots which shall be 
substantially in the following form: 

In favor of— 
Opposed to— ; 

The establishment and maintenance of a public circulating library 
for the use of all the people in Darlington County. 

Those in favor of the establishment and maintenance of such 
library shall deposit a ballot with the words “opposed to” stricken 
out; those opposed to the establishment and maintenance of such 
library shall deposit a ballot with the words “in favor of” stricken 
out. 

§ 2. Ballots—Pay for—Managers Count and Certify Result,— 
The expense of providing such ballots shall be paid by the Board of 
Directors of Darlington County from the contingent fund of said 
county, The managers at all such election precincts shall receive 
the ballots and canvas the same, and certify the result thereof as 
provided by law and the rules of such primary elections. 

§ 3. Establish Library if Majority Favorable—In the event 
that a majority of the votes cast at such primary elections favor the 
establishment and maintenance of a public circulating library, such 
fact shall be certified to the County Board of Education by the Leg- 
islative Delegation from the County and it shall thereupon become 
the duty of the County Board of Education to establish such library. 

§ 4. Borrow Provide Funds—Annual Levy Support—Opera- 
tion.—Funds necessary to establish the same, not exceeding the sum 
of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, shall be furnished by the 
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County Board of Directors, who are authorized and empowered 
to borrow the same upon the note of the County, with such maturity 
as will be fixed by it and bearing a rate of interest not exceeding 
five (5%) per centum per annum, payable annually. The Auditor 
.of Darlington County, upon the request of the County Board of 
Directors, is authorized to levy and the Treasurer to collect a tax 
in any one year sufficient to meet the principal and interest of any 
such obligation maturing in that year. No such obligation, however, 
shall mature earlier than July 1, 1937. The necessary expenses for 
maintaining the said library shall be determined by the County Board 
of Education and upon the same being certified to the County Auditor 
by it, it shall become the duty of the Auditor and of the Treasurer 
to levy and collect annually a tax sufficient to meet the current ex- 
penses of maintaining the said circulating library. 

All such funds shall be expended for the purposes herein stated 
by the County Board of Education and it is hereby authorized and 
empowered to establish and promulgate rules covering the use of 
all books, papers and periodicals furnished as well as the equip- 
ment used to distribute the same. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with ths Act are here- 
by repealed.

AN ACT Requiring all Tourist Camps and Road Houses Operating 
in South Carolina to Register with the Governing Body in 
Each County in the State and to Provide a License for Op- 
erating Tourist Camps and Road Houses. 


Section 1. License Operate Tourist Camps and Road Houses.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That from and after the passage of this Act no person, firm or 
corporation shall maintain, operate, or own any tourist camp or road 
house where beds or lodging are had for hire without first obtaining 
from the Governing Board of the County in which such tourist camp 
or road house is located a license to be issued on the conditions here- 
inafter stated. 

§ 2. Owners of Tourist Camps and Road Houses Beyond 
Limits of Municipalities Apply for Licenses.—That after the pass- 
age of this Act every owner or operator of a tourist camp or road 
house proposed to be operated beyond the corporate limits of a town 
or city of this State shall file with the Governing Board of the 
County a written application for a license, which said application 
shall give the name’of the owner of the property, the name of the 
manager or operator, the general nature of the business proposed to 
be conducted, and such other information as the governing body may 
require. 

§ 3. Licenses—Issuance—Revocation.—Upon the filing of the 
said application, the governing body shall pass upon the said appli- 
cation and make their recommendations in writing to the Clerk of 
Court. If the majority of the said governirig body recommend the 
issuance of the said license, then the Clerk of Court shall issue the 
same for a period of one year from July 1st, 1936, upon payment of 
the license hereinafter prescribed. Provided, However, that the gov- 
erning body of the said County shall have a right, upon such show- 
ing as to them may seem proper, to revoke any license issued under 
the terms of this Act. 
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§ 4. License Fee—The license fee to be charged in connection 
with the above application shall be One ($1.00) Dollar. 

§ 5. Notify Operators—Counties Exempted.—From and after 
the passage of this Act the governing body of the respective Counties 
of this State shall notify in writing all owners or operators of tourist 
camps or road houses doing business in this State, of the passage of 
this law, and the owners or operators shall comply with the require- 
ments herein within ten (10) days after written notification. The fol- 
lowing counties are exempt from the provisions of this Act: Barn- 
well, Abbeville, Charleston, Aiken, Beaufort, York, Berkeley, Edge- 
field, Colleton, Newberry, Orangeburg, Horry, Spartanburg, George- 
town and Florence, Chester, Darlington, Marlboro, Richland, Sum- 
ter, Dorchester, Laurens, Clarendon, Allendale, Kershaw, Saluda, 
Bamberg, Williamsburg, Oconee, Chesterfield, McCormick, Lee, 
Calhoun, Anderson, Lexington and Greenville.

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1 of Section 3081, Volume 2, Code of Laws, South Carolina, 1932, 
by reducing certain electric rates on State lines from six (6) to Four

graph 1 of Code Section 3081 the following: “Provided further, 
That where buildings in which current is used for cooking purposes

AN ACT to Further Define Alcoholic and Non-Alcoholic Bev- 
erages; to Further Legalize and Regulate the Sale of Certain 
Alcoholic and non-Alcoholic Liquors; and to Change the Rate 
of Taxation on Alcoholic Liquors Containing Alcohol in Ex- 
cess of Fourteen (14%) Per Cent by Weight and Not in Ex- 
cess of Twenty-one (21%) Per Cent by Volume. 
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Section 1. Alcoholic and Non-Alcoholic Beverages—Defined— 
Sale—Tax.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: From and after the effective date of this Act, 
any other Acts or parts of Acts to the contrary notwithstanding, all 
beers, ales, porter, and all other similar malt or fermented beverages, 
containing not in excess of five (5%) per cent of alcohol by weight 
and all wines containing not exceeding fourteen (14%) per cent. of 
alcohol by weight, shall be and are hereby declared to be non-alco- 
holic and non-intoxicating beverages. There shall be levied and col- 
lected on all beers, ales, porter and other similar malt or fermented 
beverages by whatsoever name called, containing not more than five 
(5%) per cent of alcohol by- weight, and all wines containing not 
more than fourteen (14%) per cent of alcohol by weight offered for 
sale in this State, a license tax of fifteen (15¢) cents per gallon: 
Provided, However, That if such beer, ale, porter, wine and other 
similar malt or fermented beverages be offered for sale in bottles, or 
cans, there shall be levied and collected a tax of one (1¢) cent for 
every bottle, or can, containing not more than six (6) ounces or 
fractional quantity thereof. The license taxes above provided for on’ 
such beverages shall be distributed as now provided by law: Pro- 
vided, further, That champagne may also be sold in licensed liquor 
stores and shall be taxed at the rate provided in this section, any 
provisions of law to the contrary notwithstanding.

AN ACT to Validate Proceedings Had in Organizing Lowndes- 
ville High School District No. 3 of Abbeville County, South 
Carolina, and Authorizing Said District to Issue School Bonds 
in the Amount of $14,000.00 and to Provide Payment Thereof. 


Whereas, proceedings were had in 1932 by the Board of trustees 
of Lowndesville High School District No. 3 of Abbeville County, 
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South Carolina, creating said high school district comprising the 
following common school districts: Sextus School District No 6 of 
Abbeville County, the State of South Carolina; Corner School Dis- 
trict No. 1 of Abbeville County, the State of South Carolina; and 
Ridge School District No. 2 of Abbeville County, the State of South 
Carolina ; and, 

Whereas, The transcript of proceedings had in organizing 
Lowndesville High School District No. 3 of Abbeville County has 
been destroyed. 

Section 1. Lowndesville High School District No. 3, Abbeville 
County—Duties and Powers—Trustees.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Lowndesville 
High School District No. 3 of Abbeville County comprising the 
following districts: Sextus School District No. 6 of Abbeville Coun- 
ty, the State of South Carolina; Corner School District No. 1 of 
Abbeville County, the State of South Carolina; and Ridge School 
District No. 2 of Abbeville County, the State of South Carolina, is 
hereby declared to be a duly organized high school district, irrespec- 
tive of any irregularities in proceedings had or in the failure to 
take proceedings in organizing the ‘same. Said high school District 
is hereby declared to be vested with all of the powers and authority 
in addition to powers conferred by this Act, as now provided by the 
general laws of the State applicable to other high school districts 
and subject to all of the restrictions, limitations and other provisions 
as provided by the general laws of this State, and that the corporate 
name of said high school district is Lowndesville High School Dis- 
trict No. 3 of Abbeville County, the board of trustees of said school 
district, as now constituted, the same being J. G. Mann, J. H. Carlisle, 
Otto Nelson, Boozer Bonds and W. G. Shaw, is hereby declared to 
be the governing body of said high school district, provided, how- 
ever, that this Act shall in no way effect the appointment or election

§ 2. Issue Bonds.—The Board of trustees of Lowndesville High 
School District No. 3 of Abbeville County, be and the same is hereby 
authorized to issue and sell negotiable, serial, coupon bonds of said 
high school district in the amount of Fourteen Thousand ($14,000.- 
00) Dollars or so much thereof as the board of trustees may deem 
necessary. The only proceedings necessary to evidence the legality of 
said bonds shall be an appropriate resolution of the board of trus- 
tees, which said resolution shall prescribe the denomination or de- 
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nominations, time and place or places of payment of principal of 
and interest on said bonds and all other details not in conflict with 
this Act as the board of trustees may deem to the best interest 
of said schcol district, Said bonds may be registerable or payable 
to bearer, provided, however, that the last maturity of said bonds shall 
not be for a longer period than 20 years from the date of said bonds 
and that the interest rate thereon shall not exceed four (4%) per 
centum per annum, and provided, further, that said bonds shall be 
sold for not less than par and accrued interest. 


§ 3. Execution—Use of Proceeds—Payment.—That said bonds 
shall be signed by the Chairman and Clerk, respectively, of said 
Board of Trustees and the coupons attached thereto shall bear the 
lithographed or engraved facsimile signatures of the Chairman and 
Clerk respectively. Said bonds when authorized shall be sold at either 
public or private sale as the Board of Trustees may prescribe by 
resolution. The proceeds from the sale of the bonds shall be used to 
finance the cost of the construction of additions to existing school 
buildings and a new heating plant and sewage improvements for an 
existing school building in said school district. Said bonds when 
issued and sold in substantial compliance with this Act and pursuant . 
to a resolution adopted by the Board of Trustees of said school 
district authorizing the same shall be valid, legally binding and en- 
forceable obligations of said school district, irrespective of any 
irregularities had in proceedings authorizing the issuance and sale 
of the same, or any provisions of any special, general or local laws 
of this State and for the payment of the principal and interest there- 
of the full faith credit and taxing power of said school district is 
hereby irrevocably pledged. And there shall be levied annually an ad 
va'orem tax upon all taxable property within the territorial bound- 
aries of said school district of sufficient rate and amount to pay the 
principal of and interest on said bonds as the same become due and 
payable. 

§ 4. Cumulative—This Act shall be in addition to and not in 
substitution of powers granted to Lowndesville High School District 
No. 3 of Abbeville County under the general laws of this State ap- 
plicable to high school districts. Said high school district may issue 
bonds under authority of and in full compliance with the provisions 
of this Act, or said high school district may issue bonds under the 
general laws of this State authorizing high school districts to issue 
bonds.

Provided, That the appropriation for Item 3 of this Section shall 
be assessed against and collected from the Electric Light and Power

Provided, That the State Budget Commission is hereby authorized 
and empowered to negotiate and enter into an agreement with the 
Federal Government having as its objective the rehabilitation of the 
Catawba Indians and a final settlement with them so that the State 
may be relieved of their support. In the event that a co-operative 
agreement with the Federal Government can be effected, the said 
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State Budget Commission is hereby empowered to pledge on behalf 
of the State a sum not to exceed One Hundred Thousand ($100,- 
000.00) Dollars to be provided in not less than five (5) annual in- 
stallments for the carrying out of such agreement.

The patient or the family physician may 
obtain the services of the orthopedic surgeon of their choice, or the 
State Board of Health will refer them to the nearest and most con- 
veniently located orthopedic surgeon that is available. Upon appli- 
cation for aid to each individual case after aforesaid due investi- 
gation has been made, the State Board of Health is authorized to pay 
the necessary hospital expenses at the usual charity ward rate, and 
also to pay the cost of a brace or other appliance when necessary 
and when the same cannot be otherwise provided, but no part of 
this appropriation shall be used to pay for surgical treatment. That 
in the event funds are obtained from the Federal Government, or 
any of its subdivisions or agencies, for Aid to Crippled Children, 
that the same shall be disbursed by the State Board of Health as 
directed or budgeted by the Federal Government. Provided, Further, 
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That the State Board of Health is hereby authorized to apply to the 
Federal Government for financial or other aid for this work and 
receive any Federal Funds which may be obtained therefor, and 
that unless otherwise prohibited, such funds shal be deposited in 
the State Treasury and disbursed upon warrants of the Comptroller 
General, with the approval of the State Health Officer. Provided, 
Further, that this paragraph shall be inoperative if the General As- 
sembly by particular Act now or subsequently enacted shall make 
other definite provision for the administration of aid to crippled chil- 
dren.

_§ 57. It shail be the policy of all State institutions and all de- 
partments of the State Government to show a preference for ma- 
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terials and supplies of such satisfactory classes as are manufactured 
or produced in South Carolina but not to bar from competition the 
same classes of materials and supplies as are manufactured or pro- 
duced elsewhere. 

§ 58. That it shall be unlawful for any State institution or de- 
partment of the State Government to enter into a contract for the 
services of any person, or persons, based upon an increase of salary 
during a subsequent year, or years, which, in effect, would be antici- 
pating the action of the General Assembly with regard to salary in- 
creases: Provided, Further, That all State institutions and depart- 
ments are hereby forbidden to accept, in advance of legislative ac- 
tion, any gifts from the Federal Government or otherwise, which 
gifts, or donations are based and conditioned upon the State making 
an appropriation to match or-supplement such fund so donated by 
an outside agency. 

§ 59. That all monies can be expended only by drawing vouchers 
upon the Comptroller Generali, such vouchers to be accompanied by 
statements of expenditure classified according to the budget classifica- 
tion of objects of expenditure (as defined in the budget for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1935, and itemized in detail). 

§ 60. That transfers may be made within departments, or from 
one department to another, upon the written approval of the Con- 
tingent Fund Committee. 

§ 61. Every appropriation under the classification of A-1 Salaries 
for a designated position shall be paid in equal monthly or semi- 
monthly installments to the person holding such position, but in the 
case where a group appropriation is made for personal service, such 
appropriation shall be expended as may be determined by the officer 
in charge of such appropriations: Provided, That the appropriated 
salaries for specified positions or employees shall mean the maximum 
compensation for such positions, and in any case where the head of 
any department can secure the services for a particular position or 
work at a lower rate than the salary specified in this Act, authority 
for so doing is hereby given. 

§ 62. Section 8, Act No. 82, Acts of 1921, and Section 1 of Act 
No. 424, at page 805, of the Acts of 1920, are hereby re-enacted 
as provisions of this Act. 

§ 63. That when any officer or employee of the State shall use 
his or her automobile in travel for the transaction of necessary 
official business for the State, it is hereby provided that for the use 
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of such automobile there shall be charged against the State a rate 
of mileage not exceeding five (5) cents per mile, for the actual 
distance traveled, and the Comptroller General is hereby directed to 
enforce this provision: Provided, He or she files with Claim his 
or her affidavit as to mileage, place and business attended to. Pro- 
vided, Further, That when it is convenient to the business in hand, 
as expeditious as otherwise, and will result in a saving to the State, 
employees are hereby required to travel by rail, and the Comptroller 
General is hereby directed to enforce this provision. 

§ 64. That the legis‘ative members of State Boards and Com- 
missions shall serve in their respective capacities as members of 
said boards and commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed and qualified. 


§ 65. That the Superintendent ofthe Penitentiary is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to furnish, upon request of the Commission 
on State House and Grounds, necessary labor for the State Capitol 
and grounds, and upon request of the Governor such labor details 
for the Executive Mansion and the State Hospital as the Governor 
may deem necessary. 

§ 66. That all officers and employees of the State of South Caro- 
lina, or any agent thereof, while traveling on the business of the 
State, shall be paid at the rate of Three Dollars and Fifty Cents 
($3.50) per day as expenses, exclusive of transportation, for travel 
away from his official headquarters, or post of duty; and that no 
expense for subsistence shall be allowed at the official headquarters 
of officers, or place of residence of employees; that the place of 
residence of all traveling employees shall be designated as the official 
post of duty at which no expense shall be allowed. That Columbia 
shall be designated as the official post of all officers and employees 
engaged regularly at Columbia except members of Departments, 
Boards or Commissions or officers who are allowed a per diem and 
expense while away from their place of residence on official busi- 
ness. That the Comptroller General is hereby authorized and directed 
to require that all expense accounts for travel shall be submitted 
under oath, properly itemized and classified on standard, uniform 
forms for all officers and employees, to be furnished by the Comp- 
troller General, and the Comptroller General is hereby required to 
make a careful and thorough audit of all travel expense claims 
filed in his office and report to the next General Assembly any 
irregularities: Provided, Further, That the officers and employees 
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of the State traveling outside of the State on official business shall 
charge their actual expenses, not to exceed Six ($6.00) Dollars per 
day, exclusive of transportation. , 

§ 67. The Comptroller General is hereby authorized to deputize 
any Clerk or Clerks in his employ to sign, in his stead warrants 
drawn against the Treasury in payment of fixed appropriated items 
' including salaries and other routine payments and the State Treas- 
urer is hereby authorized to accept such signatures when notified 
by the Comptroller General : Provided, That the delegation of this au- 
thority shall in no way relieve the Comptroller General of responsi- 
bility. 

§ 68. That the net collections from sale of surplus power by the 
State Electrician and Engineer to the Broad River Power Com- 
pany shall, as collected, be turned over to the State Treasurer and 
credited to the General Fund of the State: Provided, That the State 
Electrician and Engineer is hereby authorized and empowered to 
build and maintain extension electric light and power lines and trans- 
formers, to and within the various State institutions where current 
is furnished by the State Electrician and Engineer, and pay for 
same out of fees collected from the sale of electric current: Provided, 
Further, That the State Electrician shall pay from the revenues of 
his Department for water consumed by the various institutions of 
the State, and shall collect from the various institutions for the 
amount of water consumed by them, and remit such collections to 
the State Treasurer. 

§ 69. That the State Auditor, is hereby empowered and directed 
to require the installation and adoption of a system of accounts in 
all State Departments and Institutions, which, in his opinion, is 
adequate for the needs of such department or institution, and that 
he may, from time to time, require the various departments and in- 
stitutions to supply information which he may deem necessary or 
expedient in the discharge of the duties of his office. 

§ 70. The name of any Department of the State Government may 
be used for the purpose of obtaining group insurance for the officers 
and employees of the State: Provided, That no part of the cost or 
expense shall be paid from State funds. 

§ 71. That the head of any institution of the State Government 
which by statute is placed under the supervision of the Board of 
Public Welfare may approve warrants for the expenditure of funds 
appropriated for such institutions in this Act. 
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§ 72. Where a lump sum appropriation is made for any of the 
institutions, expenditures for personal service shall be drawn from 
the Treasury monthly or semi-monthly as required except as may be 
otherwise provided herein: Provided, That the authorities of all 
institutions for which a lump sum appropriation is made shall make 
a quarterly itemized report to the Budget Commission of all ex- 
penditures: Provided, Further, That no part of such lump sum 
appropriations shall be used for Permanent Improvements unless 
specifically authorized herein or by other Statutes authorizing loans 
from the Public Works Administration. 


§ 73. That in all cases where the various counties have provided 
for the payment of taxes in installments no part of the cost of books, 
receipts or other records made necessary thereby shall be borne by 
the State: Provided, That any discount on the State’s portion of the 
taxes collected shall be absorbed by the County so that no discount 
shall be allowed on State taxes. 


§ 74. That except as otherwise hereinbefore provided the base 
pay of Legislative Clerks and Attaches, designated in Section 2 of 
this Bill, shall apply to a Session of forty legislative days, and that 
each clerk and attache shall receive additional compensation for such 
service at the same rate for each legislative day in excess thereof, 
the same to be paid from the approved accounts of the respective 
Houses. Provided, However, That Laborers and Porters shall be 
paid for six days of each week of the entire session. 


§ 75. That if necessary the Boards of Trustees of State insti- 
tutions of higher learning shall limit the admission of students now 
enrolled upon the basis of scholarship standing, .or upon any other 
basis determined upon by the respective Boards: Provided, Further, 
That no new State scholarships shall be granted to State institutions 
of higher learning, viz.: University of South Carolina, The Citadel, 
Clemson College, Winthrop College and the State Medical College. 


§ 76. That in the various institutions of higher learning no stu- 
dent shall be granted free tuition: Provided, That tuition for the 
scholastic year beginning July 1, 1936, and thereafter, shall be fixed 
by the respective Governing Boards of said institutions at not less 
than Sixty ($60.00) Dollars nor more than Seventy ($70.00) Dol- 
lars each for the residents of the State of South Carolina, and not 
less than One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars nor more than 
One Hundred and Seventy-five ($175.00) Dollars for non residents 
of the State of South Carolina: Provided, Further, That no student 
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activity fees shall be charged in excess of Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars 
per year; Provided, Further, That the tuition fees to be charged by 
said Governing Boards at the Medical College, and in the Law 
School of the University of South Carolina. and by the State Colored 
College shall not be subject to the above limitations. 

§ 77. The various institutions of higher learning are authorized 
to use tuition and other fees for the maintenance and operation of 
the several institutions, but no part of such fees shall be used for 
the construction of new buildings, or the purchase of additional 
lands, nor shall such fees be pledged in advance to secure loans for 
such purposes unless specifically authorized herein or by other 
Statutes authorizing loans from the Public Works Administration. 

§ 78. The State Highway Department is hereby authorized and 
empowered to purchase such reimbursement highway bonds of Ches- 
terfield County as were issued by said County on or about the 15th 
day of June, 1928, but said department shall purchase only such 
bonds, including interest coupons, as shall mature within one year 
from the Approval of this Act, and the purchase of said bonds, in- 
cluding interest coupons, by said department shall be made without 
waiving any rights whatsoever, in law or equity, which the present 
holders of said bonds may have, and which, by purchase or trans- 
fer, become vested in the State Highway Department and the State 
of South Carolina against Chesterfield County. The State Highway 
Department is authorized to purchase these bonds, and interest 
coupons, and take such assignments and transfers as shall vest in said 
State Highway Department and the State of South Carolina all the 
rights whatsoever that the bondholders now have, or at any time may 
have against Chesterfield County for the enforcement and collection 
of same: Provided, That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable 
property in Chesterfield County two (2) mills, which the Auditor 
of said County is hereby required to levy and the Treasurer of said 
County is required to collect and remit the proceeds thereof to the 
State Treasurer, who shall credit all amounts so received to the State 
Highway Fund. 

§ 79. The Governor, the Chairman of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee and the Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives shall constitute the State Budget Commis- 
sion. All of the powers and duties devolved upon the Governor, the 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee and the Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the House, in Section 3213 to 
Section 3222, inclusive, Code of Laws of 1932, are hereby devolved 
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upon the State Budget Commission. In addition thereto, the said 
State Budget Commission is hereby given full power and authority 
to make surveys, studies, and examinations of departments, insti- 
tutions and agencies of this State, as well as its problems, so as to 
determine whether there may be an overlapping in the performance 
of the duties of the several departments and institutions and agencies 
of the State, and for the purpose of determining whether the proper 
organization and system of accounting is maintained in such de- 
partments, institutions, commissions and agencies and to require 
and direct the installation of the same whenever it is necessary and 
proper, and to survey, appraise, examine and inspect, and determine 
the true condition of all property of the State, and what may be 
necessary to protect it against fire hazard or deterioration, and to 
conserve its use for State purposes and to make and issue and to 
enforce all necessary, needful and convenient rules and regulations 
for the enforcement of this provision. 


§ 80. Any maintenance appropriations made herein or by special 
. Act now or hereafter, are hereby declared to be maximum, condi- 
tional and proportionate, the purpose being to make them payable in 
full in the amount named herein, if necessary and then only in the 
event the aggregate revenues available during the period for which 
the appropriation is made are sufficient to pay them in full. The 
Budget Commission shall have full power and authority to survey 
the progress of the collection of revenue and the expenditure of 
funds by all Departments and institutions, and are hereby authorized 
to make such reductions of appropriations as may be necessary to 
prevent a deficit ; Provided, ‘That no institution or activity for which 
the General Assembly has herein provided shall be discontinued: 
Provided, Further, That the Commission shall have authority in its 
discretion to reduce appropriations for penal and charitable institu- 
tions on other than a proportional or pro rata basis: Provided Fur- 
ther, That no liability shall be imposed on the State for the unpaid 
portion of any appropriation which may be reduced hereunder. 


§ 81. That the per diem allowance of all Boards, Commissions 
and Committees shall be at the rate of Five Dollars ($5.00) per day. 


§ 82. That salaries paid to officers and employees of the State, 
including its several Boards, Commissions and Institutions, shall be 
in full for all services rendered, and no perquisites of office or of 
employment shall be allowed in addition thereto, but such perquisites, 
commodities, services or other benefits shall be charged for at the 
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prevailing local value and without the purpose or effect of increasing 
the compensation of said officer or employee; Provided, However, 
that this shall not apply to the Governor’s Mansion nor to anv State 
employee whose cash compensation shall be less than $1,000.00 per 
year. Provided, Further, That except as otherwise herein provided 
no salary shall be fixed at a higher rate than that paid for the year 
1935-36. 

§ 83. The State Finance Committee is hereby authorized to set- 
tle by compromise, in its discretion, any uncollected past due obli- 
gations held by the State, Provided, That any such compromise 
shall in the judgment of said Committee be in the interest of the 
State. Provided, Further, That the State Finance Committee is here- 
by authorized and empowered to refinance any indebtedness of the 
State when a sufficiently lower rate of interest can be obtained to 
justify the refinancing of such indebtedness. 

§ 84. That all income or revenue now on hand or hereafter re- 
ceived by each of the correctional or welfare State Institutions shall 
be remitted with reasonable promptness, but at least monthly, to 
the State Treasury for credit to the appropriation accounts of the 
respective institutions, and shall be withdrawn therefrom as needled 
and used for the current operation of the institutions. Provided, 
However, that the provisions of this Section shall not apply to 
donations received specifically for the comfort of the Inmates or 
Patients. , 

§ 85. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby suspended for the fiscal year beginning July 1, ae to the 
extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 86. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for School and County 
Purposes, for the Fiscal Year Beginning January 1, 1936, for 
Abbeville County and Direct the Expenditure Thereof, and 
Otherwise Relating to the Fiscal Affairs of Abbeville County,

Section 1. Lowndesville School District No. 3, Abbeville Coun- 
ty, Issue Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of Lowndesville 
School District No. 3 of Abbeville County, the State of South Caro- 
lina, be and the same is hereby authorized to issue and sell serial 
coupon bonds of said School District in the amount of $16,000.00 
or so much thereof as the Board of Trustees may deem necessary. 
The Board of Trustees of said School District shall adopt a resolu- 
tion authorizing the issuance of the bonds, which said resolution shall 
prescribe the denomination or denominations, time and place or 
places of payment of principal and interest, minimum of payment 
and other details in connection with the issuance of the bonds.

to property returned by each school district—the year 1934 taken as 
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a basis, amongst the respective School Districts of Abbeville County, 
unapportioned school taxes in the sum of Twenty-Two Thousand, 
One Hundred and Seventeen and 84/100 ($22,117.84) Dollars, 
which represents an accumulation of school taxes in the hands of 
the County Treasurer of Abbeville County, collected up to and in- 
cluding the 1931-1932 school year, and the amount going to each 
School District be placed to its credit. 

§ 2. Act 989, 1936 Acts, Repealed—That an Act entitled “An 
Act to Provide for the Distribution on a property Tax Basis, Ac- 
cording to the Millage Paid by Each School District—the year 1934

December 18, A. D., 1891, and Acts Amendatory Thereof, so 
as to Reduce the Minimum Bond of the Custodian of Funds 
of Said District from Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars to 
Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars. 


Section 1. Act 766, 1891 Acts, Amended—Bond of Custodian 
of Funds of New School District of Abbeville County Established 
in 1891.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 7 of an Act entitled “An Act to pro- 
vide for the establishment of a new school district for Abbeville 
County and to authorize the Issue of Bonds for said School District 
and to levy a Local Tax Therin”, Approved December 18, A. D. 
1891, and Acts amendatory thereof, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out in said Section 7 the words and figures 
“Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars” and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words and figures “Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars”, so that 
said Section 7 when so amended shall read as follows: 
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“Section 7. That for the purpose of paying the principal and in- 
terest on said bonds when due, it shall be the duty of the County 
Auditor of the County of Abbeville, or such other officer or officers 
as may be charged with the assessment of taxes, to compute annually 
the amount necessary to be raised, and to levy the same upon the 
real and personal property in said school district, and the amount so 
levied shall be collected by the County Treasurer of Abbeville County 
and held by him for the purpose of paying the said interest or prin- 
cipal, if any be due, and shall be used for no other purpose what- 
ever: Provided, That the Board of Trustees in regular session shall 
elect one of its members, or one person within the school district, 
who shall be known as custodian. The amount collected by the Coun- 
ty Treasurer annually for the payment of the principal of said bonds 
shall be paid over to the custodian of said school district who shall 
receipt for and collect all such amounts in such capacity. The said 
custodian shall be directly responsible to the Board of Trustees of 
said school district and the said custodian shall never pay out any 
of the said funds, either for investment or otherwise, except with 
the approval of at least five (5) members of the Board of Trustees 
in regular constituted session. The said custodian, with the approval 
of at least five (5) members of the Board of Trustees, shall be 
charged with the duty of investing and keeping invested, in munici- 
pal bonds or other bonds, such amounts as shall come into his hands, 
and the minutes of the Board of Trustees shall show all transactions 
of the Board. The custodian with such approval shall keep the funds 
invested at all times until the bonds of the said school district shall 
mature and shall then, under order of the Board of Trustees, apply 
the same to the payment of the bonded indebtedness of said school 
district, or such portion thereof, as the Board of Trustees may 
designate: Provided, However, That bonds of said school district 
shall be given preference at all times, and when purchased shall be 
immediately cancelled. 

“Provided, Further, upon election and before assuming office 
the said custodian shall file a surety bond covering his liability in 
the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, such bond to be 
increased according to the amount of funds in the sinking fund, 
the premium on such bond to be paid from the sinking fund: Pro- 
vided, Further, That the custodian shall receive for his services such 
amount as the Board of Trustees may agree upon. The custodian 
shall be chargeable with the custody of all papers, securities and 
evidences of indebtedness pertaining to said funds, and such papers, 
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securities and evidences of indebtedness shall be deposited with a 
bank designated by the Board of Trustees to be withdrawn at any 
time upon the signature of a majority of the Board of Trustees. 

All books of accounts of the custodian shall be audited by the 
Board of Trustees, or any person designated by the Board of Trus- 
tees, at least once a year, and a condensed statement shall be filed 
with the Clerk of the Board for the information of the general pub- 
lic. A statement to be compiled by the Clerk of the Board and pre- 
sented at the time of the election of such trustees.”

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of a Certain State High- 
way in Abbeville County Pursuant to the Reimbursement 
Agreement Between the State Highway Commission and 
Abbeville County, to Authorize the Making of Such Agree- 
ment and the Issuance of Abbeville County Bonds for the 
Said Purposes and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Abbeville County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of 
Abbeville County be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue 
serial coupon bonds of Abbeville County, upon the conditions here- 
inafter stated, for the purpose of raising monies to aid in financing 
the construction of a certain State Highway hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (474) Per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty 
(20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form 
and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half of the mem- 
bers of the Delegation from Abbeville County in the General As- 
sembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed by such 
County Officials as shall be designated by the Senator and at least 
one-half of the members of the Delegation from said County in the 
General Assembly, and the seal of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Abbeville County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the 
said bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding 
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any change in officials or seal occurring after the execution of the 
bonds. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued in- 
terest. They shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication of 
notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days be- 
fore such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder but 
the county shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the 
bonds for sale. 


§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of County Commissioners of Abbeville County 
shall have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such 
County with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reim- 
burse and repay said County for the monies to be advanced by the 
County to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agree- 
ment. The amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount 
necessary, as estimated by the State Highway Commission or the 
Chief Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in 
the reimbursement agreement. The said Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Abbeville County may, by the terms of said agreement, 
agree to advance to the State Highway Commission monies neces- 
sary for the purpose of this Act and the said Highway Commission 
may agree to reimburse and repay said County for all monies so ad- 
vanced, The said Board of County Commissioner of Abbeville Coun- 
ty and the State Highway Commission shall have all powers neces- 
sary to enable them to carry out said agreement. The State Highway 
Commission shall reimburse and repay said County as aforesaid out 
of the funds authorized by other laws to be used for the construction 
of the State Highway System and so much of said funds as may be 
necessary for the purpose of making such reimbursement is hereby 
pledged irrevicably for said purpose, except the money needed in 
order to make the payments to which said funds may have been pre- 
viously pledged, and said pledge is hereby made a part of the con- 
tract between said County and the holders of said bonds. All monies 
paid or reimbursed to the County by the State Highway Commis- 
sion pursuant to the provisions of this Act are hereby pledged irre- 
vocably for the purpose of paying the principal and interest of the 
bonds authorized to be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is 
hereby made a part of the contract between said County and the 
holders of said bonds. In fixing the time or times of maturity of 
said bonds the Board of County Commissioners of Abbeville County 
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shall consider the probable amounts to be received each year by way 
of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to arrange the 
time of maturity of said principal so that the levy of a tax will not 
be necessary in order to pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest.—In ad- 
dition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum of money 
to be advanced by the County as aforesaid the State Highway Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to repay and 
reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due on and af- 
ter the date or time that the roads herein designated would have been 
constructed by the State Highway Commission in a normal course 
of construction and without means provided by this Act, such time 
or times to be determined by the State Highway Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Abbeville County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Abbeville County 
is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable 
property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Abbe- 
ville County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax 
and apply it to said purposes, and there shall also be applied to the 
payment of said interest and to the reduction of said tax so much of 
the one cent gasoline tax as the County may receive from year to 
year, after the date of the approval of this Act, from the State Treas- 
urer, But all monies received by the County from the State Highway 
Department by way of reimbursement under the agreement herein 
provided for shall be applied to the payment of the said principal and 
interest and to the reduction of the payments by said taxes. It is the 
intention of this Act that all bonds issued hereunder shall be direct 
and general obligations of Abbeville County, payable primarily by 
means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—aAll bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all State, County or Municipal 
taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction—The construction herein author- 
ized shall include hard surface construction as determined by the 
State Highway Department. 

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage 
structures. 
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§ 9. Highway.—The highway, together with the necessary 
bridges to be constructed with the funds to be made vailable under 
the provisions of this Act, is namely: State Highway No. 71 from 
its intersection with State Highway No. 18 near the City of Abbe- 
ville to State Highway No. 82 in the Town of Lowndesville. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the pur- 
pose of which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall 
be held and construed to be cumulative thereto.

AN ACT to Enable and Empower Abbeville County to Borrow 
Money from the Federal Emergency Administration of Pub- 
lic Works or from Any Agency of the Federal Government 
to be Used for Certain Projects, and to Pledge the Gasoline 
Tax Therefor. 


Section 1. Abbeville County Borrow.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Abbeville 
County is hereby authorized and empowered to borrow from, in or 
through the Federal Emergency Administration of public works, or 
any other agency of the United States Government, such sum or 
sums of money, not exceeding One Hundred Thousand ($100,- 
000.00) Dollars as may be determined by the County Board of Com- 
missioners and approved by a majority of the Legislative Delegation 
of said County. 

§ 2. Issue Evidences of Indebtedness.—The said loan or loans 
shall be evidenced by serial coupon bonds or such other evidences of 
indebtedness as may be determined by the said Board upon approval 
of a majority of the said Legislative Delegation. That said bonds 
and/or other evidences of indebtedness shall bear interest at such 
rate and be payable at such times, and shall be issued at, and shall 
mature at such time or times, and shall be in such forms and de- 
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nominations, and shall be executed in such manner and signed by 
such officer or officers, as the Board may determine upon the approval 
of a majority of the said Legislative Delegation. That the signature 
or coupons of coupon bonds issued may be lithographed and may 
be authenticated by printed facsimile signature of the officer signing 
the bonds. The bonds and/or other evidence of indebtedness shall be 
delivered upon such basis relative to the par value of same and 
accrued interest, as the said Board may determine upon the approval 
of a majority of the said Legislative Delegation. 

§ 3. Payment.—One-half (4%) the gasoline tax or any part 
thereof that may be agreed upon by the lending agency and a majority 
of the Legislative Delegation from said County distributed to Abbe- 
ville County during the life of said bonds, and for such period there- 
after as may be necessary to pay up the same, shall be pledged and 
used and applied to the payment of the principal and interest on 
said bonds and/or other said evidences of indebtedness, notwithstand- 
ing any different use of said tax now prescribed. 

§ 4. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of said loans shall be used 
for such projects as may be determined by the County Board of 
Commissioners of said County; Provided, That no contract or con- 
tracts shall be let or entered into for or on any such project unless 
and until the same shali have been approved by a majority of said 
Legislative Delegation. The work of topsoiling and general road 
work may be done by the farmers and people living in the communi- 
ties where the cross county roads are to be improved. 

§ 5. Saving Clause.—The sections and provisions of this Act are 
separable and not matters of mutual essential inducement, and it is 
intended to confer the whole or any part of the powers herein pro- 
vided for, and if any of the sections or provisions or parts thereof 
are for any reason illegal, it is intended that the remaining sections 
and provisions or parts shall remain in full force and effect. 

§ 6. Evidences of Indebtedness Tax Exempt.—The said bonds 
and/or other evicences of indebtedness, both as to principal and 
interest, shall be exempt from all State, County and Municipal taxes 
in the hands of the holders. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act shall be, 
and the same are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

§ 2. Two (2) mills is hereby levied for the use of the County 
Board of Education to be used in their discretion. 

§ 3. The delegation reserves the right to recommend to the County 
Board of Education, the Auditor and Treasurer a levy for the pur- 
pose of extending the terms of weak schools, for the school year 
1936-1937, if in the judgment of the Delegation the County is able 
to do so; and if so recommended the Auditor shall put a levy on 
and the Treasurer shall collect the same, and said tax so collected 
shall be expended by the County Board for said purpose in ac- 
cordance with such rules and regulations as they may make for 
the expenditure thereof. 

§ 3-A. The County Officers are authorized to close on Saturdays 
at two o’clock P. M. 

§ 3-B. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court for 
Aiken County for the recording, filing, indexing and/or registering 
any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, or creat- 
ing a lien on crops growing or to be grown and/or personal prop- 
erty and made to any corporation or agency organized under the 
Act of Congress known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, a regional 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, 
the Farm Credit Administration, the Secretary of Agriculture of 
the United States, the United States of America, or any other cor- 
poration or agency which lends or rediscounts notes or other obli- 
gations with or procures loans from a Federal Intermediate Credit 
Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Corporation or the Government 
of the United States, or any department, agency, instrumentality 
or officer thereof shall be seventy-five (75¢) cents; Provided, That 
a copy or duplicate of such instrument be furnished to the recording 
officer. That Aiken County is specifically excepted from the pro- 
visions of Section 3635, Section 3636, and Section 3637, Volume 
11, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932. 

§ 4. The Delegation reserves the right to authorize the Sheriff’s 
office to collect the taxes on all the real estate that has heretofore 
been sold and bought in by the Commission and unredeemed; and 
upon the Delegation filing the authority with the Clerk of Court, 
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the Sheriff shall proceed to cause adjustments to be made, and 
where the property is not worth the taxes, or where the taxes should 
be reduced and costs, fees and commissions taken off, the Sherift’s 
office shall so recommend to the Treasurer, the Auditor and Chair- 
man of the Board of Education, and when said three officials ap- 
prove the recommendation of the Sheriff’s office, the Sheriff shall 
settle such taxes upon the basis so approved, and shall cause such 
real estate to be put back upon the tax books upon settlement with 
the State for the State taxes: Provided, That should the taxpayer, 
in whose name the property so adjusted shall be assessed, fail to re- 
deem said property within thirty (30) days from the date upon which 
he is notified of such adjustment, then the Sheriff shall make a 
good and sufficient deed, in fee simple (but not warranty), to any 
other person or persons paying such taxes on the said property; the 
purchaser to pay required revenue stamps and all expense incurred 
in connection with said sale; such sale to be subject to the approval 
of the aforesaid Treasurer, Auditor and Chairman of the Board of 
Education; the Delegation reserving the right to fix the compensa- 
tion to be paid for such services to the Clerk in the Sheriff’s office 
for his additional services in this respect, and when a settlement is 
made a duplicate of the settlement shall be filed in the office of the 
Clerk of Court, and kept there for examination and destruction by 
the Grand Jury of the County. And the provisions hereof likewise 
apply to property in execution and not sold, and after such adjust- 
ments of property, in cases of property sold or not sold, only such 
collectible proportion thereof shall stand as the tax against the prop- 
erty covered by such execution, and this provision shall apply as 
well to all such executions as shall heretofore have been amended or 
adjusted. 

§ 5. That no disabled war veteran shall be required to pay any 
license fee to the County of Aiken to carry on business therein; but 
said disabled veteran shall first, before carrying on such business, 
satisfy the officer who is to require the license fee that it is his 
business and that he is disabled. 

§ 6. The County Commissioners are authorized to pay any 
salaries of any officers whose services may be discontinued, such 
salaries to be paid up to the time of their discontinuance. 

§ 6-a. The Commissioners are authorized and directed to pay the 
County’s part of the rent for the warehouse where Government 
commodities are stored. 
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§ 7. The County Treasurer and all other officers shall require 
surety bonds for all deposits in such sums as shall make the said 
deposit safe, and the premium or premiums therefor, unless other- 
wise provided in the bid for depository agreement, shall be paid by 
the County Treasurer from County funds, unless the deposits con- 
sist of special funds, in which event premium or premiums shall be 
charged to that fund. 


§ 8. The Treasurer is authorized to transfer any funds in his 
office that may not be needed for any specific purpose to the Ordinary 
County Fund. 


§ 9. The County Commissioners, after providing for any in- 
terest to be paid during 1936, shall pay any money on hand on notes 
of the County, retaining from funds on hand funds authorized to 
be expended herein, only enough to provide for the items appro- 
priated, it being the purpose to deduct from this appropriation the 
amount already spent this year, and pay it on notes, the right to re- 
new notes being given only on certificates of Commissioners that it 
is necessary after thus taking into account. 


§ 10. Any balance brought forward from 1935, and funds re- 
ceived from any source, including County’s part of gasoline tax, and 
not otherwise appropriated, shall be used along with the levy pro- 
vided for herein to meet the appropriation herein authorized.’ 


§ 11. That any officer-or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions hereof shall be guilty of misconduct in office and subject 
to removal, in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


§ 12. That no bill or claim shall be paid or approved unless the 
same shall be itemized, and state fully, under oath, what it is for, 
giving the kind or quality of the thing or commodity which it rep- 
resents, in addition to the amount and time furnished. 


§ 13. The Treasurer and Auditor are authorized to reduce or 
increase the levy as in their judgment will be necessary to pay the 
amounts herein appropriated, after taking into account all other in- 
come of the County. 

§ 14. That the County Treasurer and County Commissioners of 
Aiken County, hereafter referred to as Commissioners or County 
Commissioners, shall ask for and receive bids from banks (Aiken 
County banks being given preference) for interest on deposits to 
the credit of the said County in such bank, or banks, as shall make 
the best terms for same and for loans desired by said Commissioners: 
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Provided, That such bank, or banks, shall give a surety or surety 
bond in a company or companies approved by said Commissioners 
to cover any loss on account of any such deposit. Provided, Further, 
That if the County Commissioners find it impracticable to obtain said 
surety bonds from any such bank or banks, they may divide the de- 
posits and loans in such shares and in such banks as may offer the 
best terms and furnish such bond, or bonds, or other valid first lien 
securities and collateral. A notice shall be inserted in one or more 
newspapers published in said County or sent to the bank of said 
County for bids on such deposits. And the said County Commis- 
sioners shall not borrow at any time more than enough to meet each 
month or quarter’s payroll unless they can get interest on their de- 
posits equal to approximately what other depositors receive from the 
bank they deposit with; and if the said County Commissioners find 
it practicable (and satisfactory terms are not otherwise offered them) 
they may borrow for the fiscal financial year, or any part of it, from 
any sinking fund under the control of the said Commissioners or 
the County Treasurer by executing their official note and paying 
not less than the rate of interest now being earned by such sinking 
fund; or, they may use any other money subject to their draft until 
taxes are paid, or other money received. 

§ 15. That no money shall be borrowed by the County or interest 
paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes makes 
it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay. the same, and no notes 
in excess of the sum appropriated, owing or borrowed, as provided 
by law, shall be made by any officer or employee of Aiken County, 
nor shall any sum appropriated be borrowed until it is necessary to 
use it, except as provided in the preceding Section. 

§ 16. That in case the County Commissioners of Aiken County 
and the Treasurer of Aiken County shall deem it proper to borrow 
any money to finance the County’s operations, or to pay any money 
owing by it, or to extend any obligation that Aiken County may 
owe, the County Commissioners are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue such notes or other County obligations as a ma- 
jority of said Commissioners and the Treasurer shall deem proper, 
making them in such denominations and for such length of time as 
they may deem proper ; and for the lowest rate of interest they may 
obtain ; and they have full power and authority to pledge taxes and 
to pledge the full taxing power of the County of Aiken for the pay- 
ment of said obligation ; but such obligations are not to exceed any 
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just obligations already incurred and the amount appropriated in 
this bill. 


§ 17. All written authorizations by the present Delegation here- 
tofore or hereafter made when filed with the Clerk of Court are 
ratified and made part hereof. 


§ 18. No alterations of this Act shall be made by any one during 
the year 1936, not herein expressly provided for. 


§ 19. That the sum hereinabove appropriated shall only be used if 
so much be necessary and, when not otherwise provided, salaries 
and expenses shall be paid monthly: Provided, That expenses shall 
not be paid except upon sworn, itemized, statements of same, not 
otherwise provided herein. 


§ 20. The County Superintendent of Education is required, if 
proof is made to him, that any valid obligation rests upon any school 
district in the County for money borrowed for such school and ac- 
tually used for school purposes in the district, to call the attention 
of the trustees to that fact, and if it is not paid in ten days there- 
after, he is required to cause the Auditor of the County to put on 
a sufficient levy in that district to pay said obligations, and the 
Auditor is required to put said levy on to be collected, the same 
to be paid out on order of the Superintendent of Education. 


§ 21. The Sheriff shall transfer any money on hand unclaimed 
to the County Treasurer, who shall place same in the Ordinary 
County Fund, to be used by the county for county purposes, taking 
his receipt for same, specifying the source thereof, if known, and 
should the Sheriff ever find it necessary to recall any part thereof, 
the same shall be refunded. 


§ 21-a. The County Commissioners are authorized and directed 
to employ attorneys not connected with any member of the Delega- 
tion or with the County’s Attorneys to bring the proper proceeding 
to reform, construe, or to otherwise affectuate the true intent and 
purpose of the County and the Aiken cottages with respect to prop- 
erty approximating seventy thousand dollars which was to be pledged

4, of Aiken County, the State of South Carolina, on the Is- 
suance of Not Exceeding Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars 
of Bonds by Said School District, for the Purpose of Erecting 
a Modern Grammar School Building and Auditorium in Said 
School District ; and to Validate the Issuance and Sale of Said 
Bonds. 


Section 1. Bond Election and Issue Validated, School District 
No. 4, Aiken County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the election held on the 13th day of 
August, 1935, in School District No. 4 of Aiken County, the State 
of South Carolina, commonly called Center School District No. 4, of 
Aiken County, the State of South Carolina, on the issuance of not 
exceeding Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars of bonds of said 
School District, the proceeds to be used for the purpose of erecting 
a modern grammar school building and auditorium in said School 
District, be, and the same is hereby, validated and declared to be 
legal in all respects, and any bond or bonds issued by said School 
District No. 4, of Aiken County, the State of South Carolina, pur- 
suant to said election, be, and the same are hereby, declared to be 
valid and legal in all respects as obligations of said School District, 
notwithstanding any irregularities which may have occurred in the 
calling and holding of said election, or the failure to comply with 
any Statutory requirements in relation thereto or in relation to the 
issuance and sale of said bonds.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of North Au- 
gusta School District Number 66 in Aiken County and the 
Treasurer of Aiken County to Borrow Not Exceeding the 
Sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose 
of Constructing a Gymnasium and/or Other Purposes; and to 
Provide for the Levy of a Tax to Retire the Loan. 


Section 1. North Augusta School District No. 66, Aiken 
County, Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of North Augusta School 
District Number 66, in Aiken County, and the County Treasurer of 
said County are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sum 
of money not exceeding Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars for 
the purpose of constructing a gymnasium for said school district 
and/or other school purposes for said district. The amount so bor- 
rowed shall be evidenced by note or notes to be executed by each 
member of the Board of Trustees of said School District and the 
County Treasurer and to bear interest at not exceeding six (6%) 
per cent. per annum, and shall be payable within a period of five (5) 
years from the date of the note. 

§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of the 
said loan and interest thereon there is hereby levied an annual tax 
upon all of the taxable property of the said North Augusta School 
District Number 66 sufficient to retire the loan, plus interest, within 
a period of five years. The entire proceeds of this special levy shall 
be paid over annually to the Sinking Fund Commission by the Coun- 
ty Treasurer to be applied on the principal and interest of the note 
given to secure the loan until said loan with interest is paid in full, 
at which time the tax shall no longer be levied. It shall be the duty 
of the Auditor of Aiken County to levy the said special tax and the 
duty of the County Treasurer of said County to collect the tax so 
levied as other taxes are now collected by law.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of 1935 Taxes and Years 
Previous Thereto in Aiken County in Installments Under 
Certain Conditions. 


Section 1. Pay 1935 Taxes and Prior Taxes in Installments, 
Aiken County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That any person, firm, or corporation in Aiken 
County desiring to pay 1935 taxes and years previous thereto in 
installments may be permitted to do so in five (5) annual installments. 
The first to be due and payable at the same time as the current taxes 
for the year 1936, and the succeeding installments shall be due at 
the same time in succeeding years. 

Provided, there shall be charged and collected on the State’s por- 
tion of the uncollected tax (including the constitutional tax) interest 
at the rate of six (6%) per cent per annum from the time execution 
is issued, or should be issued? until paid. 

§ 2. Effect of Failure Pay Current Taxes and Installments.— 
That in default of payment of any current taxes for any year and 
the installment of delinquent taxes due for that year, so that the 
same shall become in default, the entire balance of delinquent taxes 
against any property or taxpayer shall become due and collectible; 
and any sale of such property under execution shall be for the entire 
amount of Taxes unpaid; Provided, That upon payment after exe- 
cution and before sale of all unpaid yearly Taxes and all unpaid 
annual installments of delinquent Taxes which have become due as 
provided herein, including penalties, costs and lawful chargeable ex- 
penses in connection therewith, the balance of the delinquent Taxes 
then remaining unpaid shall be restored to the status provided by 
this Act, and charges as originally provided herein, along with the 
current Taxes. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed.

AN ACT to Authorize Gregg School District No. 22 in Aiken 
County to Borrow Not Exceeding $10,000.00 for the Purpose 
of Constructing and Equipping a School Building at Vau- 
cluse; to Authorize the Execution of Notes Evidencing the 
Debt Created Thereby, and the Levy of a Tax Sufficient to 
Pay the Same at Maturity. 


Section 1. Gregg School District No. 22, Aiken County, Bor- 
row Construct Building.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The Trustees of Gregg School Dis- 
trict No, 22 in Aiken County, with the consent and approval of the 
Aiken County Board of Education, are authorized and empowered 
to borrow, for and in the name of said school district, not exceeding 
the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
constructing and equipping a school building at the Town of Vau- 
cluse in said School District, the sarae to be acquired from either 
the South Carolina Sinking Fund Commission or any corporation 
or individual offering to make such loan upon terms most advan- 
tageous to said School District. 

§ 2. Issue Notes——The sum of money borrowed under authority 
conferred by the foregoing Section, and the debt created thereby, 
shall be evidenced by the written negotiable notes and obligations of 
said Gregg School District, duly signed by the Trustees thereof, of 
such form and denominations (the aggregate amount not exceeding 
$10,000.00) bearing such date, rate of interest and maturities as 
may be fixed and agreed upon by said Trustees and the lender of 
said money, and approved by said County Board of Education. 

§ 3. Deposit and Disbursement of Funds.—The funds realized 
from said loan shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Aiken County 
and by him placed to the credit of said Gregg School District No. 
22, and shall be disbursed upon proper warrant only for the pur- 
poses of constructing and equipping a school building at Vaucluse, 
as aforesaid. 

§ 4. Notes Valid Obligations —Said notes, when duly executed 
and delivered as aforesaid, shall be valid and incontestable obligations 
of said Gregg School District No. 22 of Aiken County in favor of 
the holder or holders thereof. 

§ 5. Payment of Notes.—There shall be levied and collected an- 
nually by the Auditor and Treasurer of Aiken County, respectively, 
a tax upon all the taxable property in said School District sufficient 
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to pay the principal of said notes and obligations, together with in- 
terest accruing thereon, as the same become due and payable.

AN ACT to Provide for the Sale of County Home and Property in 
Aiken County and to Provide for the Purchase of a Suitable 
County Home. 


Section 1. Aiken County Sell Its County Home—Acquire 
Another.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The County Commissioners of Aiken County are 
hereby authorized to give consideration to the matter of, and as 
soon as practicable to effectuate, the sale of the County Home prop- 
erty now in use, and to dispose of said property at such price as 
they shall deem fair and adequate. Said Commissioners are directed 
and authorized, when the disposition of said County Home property 
shall have been arranged for, to inspect sites from such lands in 
Aiken County as shall have been acquired by said County from de- 
linquent tax sales, situated conveniently to the County Seat, and to 
select from such sites a suitable tract of land with sufficient acreage 
of productive quality whereon a new and adequate County Home 
shall be erected and on which shall be produced especially food crops 
sufficient to supply the jail, chain gang, and other County owned 
penal institutions. Such necessary buildings to be erected if possible, 
with aid of funds from Works Progress Administration. 

That in considering the subject embraced in this Act, the County 
Commissioners take into consideration the action of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in providing for old age security ;.and that they consider, in 
compliance with such Federal action, the return of such inmates of 
the County Home to their respective homes as may be practicable, 
thus reducing to such extent the expense of the County Home. Pro- 
vided, before any sale shall be effective or any site acquired, the Com- 
missioners shall have the concurrence of a majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation; and, Provided, Further, should a suitable tract not 
be found among the delinquent lands suitable land may be acquired 
from other sources and the.erection of buildings may be from such 
funds and on such terms as said Commissioners may determine to 
be for the best interest of the County, and they are empowered to 
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do all things necessary to accomplish the purpose of this Act, in- 
cluding the borrowing of money and the arrangement for its repay- 
ment with full power to pledge the taxing power of the County.

Penalties be Remitted to Langley Cotton Mills Company of 
Aiken County, South Carolina, or Its Successor or Successors 
in Title, to Encourage Its Rehabilitation and Reopening in 
Lieu of Its Being Dismantled, Which Otherwise is Imminent; 
and to Declare It and Treat It for Taxation Purposes Upon

account of the fact that the property of Langley Cotton Mills Com- 
pany is in the hands of receivers, and is in danger of being dis- 
mantled for liquidation, if some arrangement cannot be effected to 
induce its owners or other parties to rehabilitate the property and to 
operate the plant, that the ordinary County taxes amounting under 
the 1935 levy to fourteen mills and all penalties, be remitted for the 
years 1935 and 1936; or that the amount of such taxes calculated 
upon the basis of the existing assessment for the year 1935 be al- 
lowed as a rebate against the taxes of the years 1937 and 1938, pro- 
vided by December 31st, 1936, as much as $75,000.00 has been ex- 
pended in the re-equipment and reconditioning of said Mill, and 
that said Mill is also in bona fide operation by December 3ist, 1936; 
Now, 

Section 1. Aiken County May Remit Certain Taxes on Prop- 
erty of Langley Cotton Mills Company.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: On account of the 
possibility of the dismantling for liquidation of the textile mill now 
owned by Langley Cotton Mills Company, that should as much as 
$75,000.00 be spent upon said plant in its rehabilitation and recon- 
ditioning ; and should said plant be open for bona fide operation by 
the 31st day of December, 1936, that said plant be declared for tax- 
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ation purposes to be and be treated as a new textile enterprise of a 
value of more than $100,000.00; and that for the purpose of en- 
couraging said rehabilitation and reopening that if the conditions 
hereinbefore set out are accomplished, that all County taxes, except 
school taxes (which County taxes under the 1935 levy amount to 
fourteen mills), for the years 1935 and 1936, and all penalties, be,

_ Court, or at his Chambers, upon such notice as he may fix and or-

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Allendale County 
for School and County Purposes for the Year, 1936, and to 
Provide for the Expenditure Thereof and to Prescribe the 
Amount of Fees and Expenses of Certain County Officers 
and the Disposition of Revenues to be Derived from Current 
Levies, Contemplated Revenues, Forfeited Lands, and De- 
linquent Tax Executions. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there shall be levied upon all taxable prop- 
erty of Allendale County for the year 1936 a tax in a sufficient 
number of mills to provide for the payment of the items and ex- 
penditures hereinafter set forth. The Auditor and Treasurer are 
hereby directed to ascertain the amount of revenue derived from’ 
all sources up to September Ist, 1936, and to estimate the further 
amount of revenue to be derived from all sources during the period 
commencing September Ist, 1936, and ending December 31st, 1936, 
and applicable to the purposes of this Act, and to provide for a 
levy of taxes only in such amount as shall be necessary to make 
payment of the sums hereinafter appropriated after applying the 
revenues received from delinquent taxes and other ascertained and 
estimated revenues.

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§ 3. The costs and expenses of the levy, advertising and sale 
of lands heretofore or hereafter purchased by the Forfeited Land 
Commission under tax sale, shall be paid by the Treasurer on war- 
rants of the County Board approved by the County Delegation out 
of any funds available therefor: Provided, That the proceeds of the 
sale of lands sold by the Forfeited Land Commission shall be charge- 
able with all such costs and expenses and if such claims are paid 
from funds not so realized, then all amounts paid from the Gen- 
eral County Fund shall be replaced from sales of land when made 
by the Forfeited Land Commission.

§ 5. In the event it shall be necessary to borrow money, in an- 
ticipation of the collection of taxes, or other revenues, in order to 
meet the expenses above listed, or other expenses, or to pay any in- 
debtedness or any expenditure authorized by the Legislative Dele- 
gation, the Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to levy a tax 
in a sufficient amount to pay such obligations with interest thereon, 
upon written instructions from the Legislative Delegation to make 
such levy, the said tax to be levied and collected at the same time 
and in the same manner as the levy provided for in Section 1 of this 
Act, and if any item or items above listed shall be insufficiently pro- 
vided for, the County Board of Commissioners, with the written 
consent of the Legislative Delegation, are authorized to borrow funds 
to meet any such deficiency, or deficiencies, and to pledge for such 
purpose all available current and past due revenues. 


§ 6. The County Board of Commissioners are hereby directed 
to limit the number of mules and convicts retained on the County 
chaingang to such number as the Legislative Delegation shall direct 
from time to time, and to sell or otherwise dispose of such chaingang 
equipment as the said Delegation shall direct and to limit the number 
of guards and tractor operators according to instructions from the 
Legislative Delegation. No road machinery or equipment for road 
maintenance or construction priced in excess of $250.00 shall be 
purchased or contracted for without the written consent of the Leg- 
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islative Delegation. The County Board of Commissioners, beginning 
May Ist, 1936, are hereby directed to discontinue the use of the 
County chaingang tractor and to discontinue the regular employment 
of the operators thereof: Provided, That in emergencies, and with 
the consent of the Legislative Delegation, the tractor may be put 
in operation for such length of time and for such purposes as the 
Delegation, in its discretion may authorize. 

§ 7. Sheriff is authorized to employ such trusty convict labor as 
he may deem desirable in the care and maintenance of the County Jail 
and premises. The County Board of Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized to repay all municipalities of the County for chaingang labor 
received through the Courts of such municipalities by work of the | 
County chaingang upon the streets and drainage of such municipali- 
ties: Provided, That such municipalities shall pay for the dieting of 
all prisoners while so engaged upon the streets or drainage of such 
municipalities. 

§°8. The items for post mortems and inquests, and the item for 
lunacy inquiries shall be and are hereby declared to be fixed items, 
it being the intention of this Act that the amount therein provided 
for shall constitute full payment to the officers charged with con- 
ducting the same for all inquests, and lunacy, and lunacy inquiries, 
held within the County during the year 1936. 

§ 9. Whenever it shall be necessary to meet the expense of fore- 
closing any real estate mortgage owned by or pledged with the Coun- 
ty, or to buy in such property on behalf of the County, the payment 
of such expense shall be made from the contingent fund, or other 
available funds, and the rents received from such property shall be 
carried to the general county fund or restored to the contingent fund 
in the discretion of the Legislative Delegation.

Section 1. Certain Purchases by Allendale Grammar School 
District No. 22, Allendale County, Validated.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an account 
for materials purchased by Allendale Grammar School District No. 
22, of Allendale County, South Carolina, in the amount of One 
Thousand Forty-two ($1,042.00) Dollars from the John G. Butler 
Company of Savannah, Georgia, and also an account for materials 
purchased by the said School District from the Augusta Lumber 
Company, Augusta, Georgia, in the amount of One Thousand One 
Hundred Two and 91/100 ($1,102.91) Dollars, and also an account 
for materials purchased from the Southern States Supply Company 
of Columbia, South Carolina, by said School District in the amount 
of Four Hundred Twenty-two and 31/100 ($422.31) Dollars, all of 
said materials having been used in the improvement and repair of 
the school building in said School District, are hereby declared legal, 
valid and binding obligations of the said School District.

all bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in 
officers subsequently occurring. 


§ 5. Bonds—Exchange.—The town council of the town of Allen- 
dale, S. C., is hereby authorized and empowered to exchange at not 
less than par and accrued interest, all or any of said bonds for an 
equal or greater amount of principal and accrued interest of any of 
the obligations listed in Section 1 of this Act, for the payment or

§ 7. Bonds—Deposit and Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of 
the sale of all bonds’ issued ‘under this Act shall be deposited with 
the town Treasurer and kept by him in a special fund and applied 
solely to the payment or refund of obligations of the said town 
listed in Section 1 of this Act. 

§ 8. Bonds—Payment.—There shall be levied and collected, as 
other town taxes are levied and collected, a tax upon all the taxable 
property of the town of Allendale, sufficient to pay the principal 
and interest of said bonds as the same respectively shall become due, 
in addition to all other taxes authorized by law to be levied in the 
said town. 

§ 9. Bonds—Pledge Certain Taxes Pay.—For the payment of 
said issue of bonds or any of them the town council shall have the 
right to pledge any past due uncollected taxes due to the town, which 
have not otherwise been pledged. 

§ 10. Bonds Tax Exempt.—Said bonds shall be exempt from all

§ 3. The Board of Finance is hereby empowered to use any sur- 
plus credit balance existing under any item herein for supplementing 
the appropriation in any other item in its discretion. 

§ 3-A. The Board of Finance is hereby authorized and directed 
to use a sum not exceeding Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars of the 
amount appropriated under Contingent Fund to pay for securing and 
administering to persons those serums furnished at cost by the State 
Board of Health. 

§ 3-B. The Board of Finance, in cooperation with the City of 
Anderson, is hereby authorized and empowered to pay out of the 
amount herein appropriated as Contingent Fund so much of same 
as may be necessary to pay rental to maintain the sewing room in 
the City of Anderson which is being maintained under authority of 
the United States Government. 
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§ 4. The Board of Finance may pay out of the contingent fund 
such expenditures as it sees fit. Said Board is further authorized to 
pay to the Supervisor from the amount appropriated for road main- 
tenance in Item A-1 of Section 2 the estimated actual expense of said 
Supervisor’s travel in the performance of his necessary duties in the 
supervision of roads and convicts not to exceed Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars. 

§ 5. An additional tax of five (5) mills on the taxable property 
of Anderson County is hereby levied for public school purposes, Of 
this an amount not greater than the revenue realized from the levy 
of two and one-half (2%) mills shall be used to operate schools of 
the County for the ninth month of the school year; an amount not 
greater than the revenue realized from the levy of one (1) mill shall 
be used as aid to high schools in Anderson County; and an amount 
not greater than the revenue realized from the levy of one-half (14) 
mill shall be used to pay the tuition of high school pupils attending 
high school from without the district. The remainder is to be ex- 
pended for public school purposes, including transportation of pu- 
pils, in the discretion of the County Board of Education. Out of this 
remainder the Board is authorized to pay to the members of said 
Board the sum of Forty-five ($45.00) Dollars annually as salaries and 
to pay to the Superintendent of Education the estimated actual ex- 
pense of his travel in the performance of his necessary duties in the 
supervision of schools not to exceed Six Hundred ($600.00) Dol- 
lars; said Board may also spend out of this fund an amount not to 
exceed Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars for furnishing free 
text books to the poor pupils in the public schools.

§ 7. All salaries as set out are intended as the annual salary of 
the person designated, and are to be paid upon a monthly basis of 
twelve (12) equal installments for such time as such persons shall be 
in actual service in their respective positions. All other items herein 
are to be expended upon approximately a monthly basis unless such 
expenditure is inconsistent with the purpose of the appropriation. 

§ 8. Of the appropriation in Item K-2, Section 2, Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars shall be held by the Anderson County Hospital 
subject to the order of the Anderson County Federated Womens’ 
Clubs to pay the expenses of patients cared for by the Maternity 
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Fund of said organization, The remainder of the appropriation shall 
be paid out in the following manner: The Hospital shall only consider 
cases eligible for the benefits of this fund when on careful examina- 
tion such patients are found unable to pay for their necessary hos- 
pitalization and shall require of such patient an application similar 
in form to the one now required and the hospital records of each 
case, including the application, shall at all times be available to in- 
spection by the Supervisor and Board of Finance. The said Hospital 
shall submit to the Supervisor and Board of Finance monthly a state- 
ment setting forth the names of the patients and the number of days 
it was found necessary that they be in the Hospital. The Hospital 
shall then be paid $2.25 per: patient day for patients listed on such: 
statement not found by the Supervisor and Board financially able to 
bear their own expenses. It shall be necessary that a case be approved 
as a case for charity by the Supervisor or the Board of Finance be- 
fore admission, except in cases of emergency. Should the amount of 
charity days handled by the Hospital in any month at $2.25 per day 
be less than one-sixth of this appropriation, then charity cases treated 
during the year 1935 for which the Hospital has not received pay- 
ment may be included in the monthly statement to the County. 


§ 9. The Supervisor and the County Board of Finance in bor- 
rowing funds in anticipation of taxes levied, and income to be de- 
rived, under this Supply Act, are authorized and empowered to bor- 
row such funds from the County Board of Education and/or the 
various school districts of the County held by the Treasurer of said 
County. The Treasurer of said County is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to make such loan or loans from any funds that he may 
have on hand belonging to the County Board of Education and/or 
the various school districts in the County. That such loan or loans 
shall be evidenced by negotiable promissory notes executed by An- 
derson County by the Supervisor and County Board of Finance and 
shall be made payable to the order of the Treasurer of Anderson 
County as custodian of the funds of the County Board of Education 
or of the various school districts, as the case may be.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Supervisor and Board of 
Finance of Anderson County to Borrow Not Exceeding Four 
Hundred Fifty Thousand ($450,000.00) Dollars, to Issue and 
Sell Coupon Bonds of Anderson County Therefor, to Provide 
for the Manner of the Issuance of the Same, to Levy a Tax for 
the Payment Thereof, to Provide for the Expenditure of the 
Proceeds Thereof and to Repeal An Act Entitled, ‘‘An Act to 
Enable and Empower Anderson County to Borrow Money 
From the Federal Emergency Administration of Public 
Works or From Any Agency of the Federal Government to be 
Used for Certain Projects, and to Pledge the Gasoline Tax 
Therefor,’’ Being Act No. 370 of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly of 1935. 


Section 1. Anderson County Issue Bonds Improve Highways 
and Court House.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
~ State of South Carolina: That the Supervisor and Board of Finance 
of Anderson County, South Carolina, be and they are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to issue coupon bonds of Anderson County, 
South Carolina, in an aggregate amount of not exceeding Four 
Hundred Fifty Thousand ($450,000.00) Dollars payable to the 
bearer, the proceeds thereof to be used for the following purposes, 
all, or any of them: 
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“(a) The purchase of road machinery. 


“(b) The surface treatment and/or resurface treatment of certain 
county roads in Anderson County, the said roads to be designated by 
the Supervisor and Board of Finance of Anderson County and ap- 
proved by a majority of the Anderson County Delegation to the 
South Carolina General Assembly. 


“(c) The construction of additions to, and improvements of the 
County Court House. 


§ 2. Issues—Interest—Maturities—The said bonds may be is- 
sued either as a single issue or from time to time as separate issues, 
and in such amount and at such times as the said Supervisor and 
Board of Finance of Anderson County may determine subject to 
the written approval of the Senator from Anderson County and a 
majority of the Delegation from Anderson County to the House of 
Representatives. The said bonds shall bear such rate or rates of 
interest as said Supervisor and Board of Finance may be able to 
obtain, payable semi-annually, not to exceed four (4%) per centum 
per annum. The said issue or issues shall be payable in a series of 
annual installments, and shall be payable at such place or places either 
within or without the State of South Carolina as the Supervisor and 
Board of Finance of Anderson County may in their absolute dis- 
cretion determine.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
waye in Anderson County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment or Agreements Between the State Highway Commission 
and Anderson County, to Authorize the Making of Such an 
Agreement or Agreements and the Issuance of Anderson 
County Bonds for Said Purpose and to Provide for the Pay- 
ment of Said Bonds. 


§ 1. Anderson County Issue Bonds Construct Certain State 
Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Board of Finance of Anderson County be, and 
the same is hereby authorized to issue serial bonds of Anderson 
County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for the purpose of 
raising moneys for financing the construction of certain State High- 
ways hereinafter designated, or any one or more thereof, or sections 
thereof. 
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§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half per centum (414%) per annum, payable 
semi-annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding 
twenty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in 
such form and denominations as the Delegation from Anderson 
County in the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said 
bonds shall be signed by such county officials as shall be designated 
by the Delegation from said County in the General Assembly, and 
the seal of the Board of Finance of Anderson County shall -be 
affixed to or impressed upon the said bonds. The delivery of the 
bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change in officials or seal 
occurring after the execution of the bonds. The bonds shall be sold 
for not less than par and accrued interest. They shall be sold upon 
sealed proposals after publication of notice of such sale one or more 
times at least fifteen (15) days before such sale. The award shall 
be made to the highest bidder but the county shall have the right to 
reject all bids at any one sale and re-advertise the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter Into Reimbursement Agreement With State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of Finance of Anderson County shall have 
previously entered into an agreement or agreements on behalf of said 
county with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reim- 
burse and repay said County for the moneys to be advanced by the 
County to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agree- 
ment or agreements. The amount of bonds to be issued shall not 
exceed the amount necessary, as estimated by the State Highway 
Commisison or Chief Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be 
set forth in the reimbursement agreement or agreements. The said 
Board of Finance may, by the terms of said agreement or agreements, 
agree to advance to the State Highway Commission moneys neces- 
sary for the purpose of this Act and the said Highway Commission 
may agree to reimburse and repay said County for all moneys so 
advanced. The said Board of Finance and the State Highway Com- 
mission shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out 
said agreement or agreements. The State Highway Commission shall 
reimburse and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds au- 
thorized by other laws to be used for the construction of the State 
Highway System and so much of said funds as may be necessary 
for the purpose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged 
irrevocably for said purpose (and said pledge is hereby made a part 
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of the contract between said County and the holders of said bonds), 
except the money needed in order to make the payments to which said 
funds may have been previously pledged. All moneys paid or re- 
imbursed to the County by the State Highway Commission pur- 
suant to the provisions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for 
the purpose of paying the principal and interest of the bonds au- 
thorized to be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made 
a part of the contract between said County and the holders of said 
bonds. In fixing the time or times Of maturity of said bonds the Board 
of Finance of Anderson County shall consider the probable amounts 
to be received each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and 
shall endeavor to arrange the times of maturity of said principal so 
that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said 
principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest.—In ad- 
dition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum of 
money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to repay 
and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due on 
and after the date or time that the road or roads herein designated 
would have been constructed by the State Highway Commission in 
a normal course of construction and without means provided by this 
Act, such time or times to be determined by the State Highway 
Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Anderson County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Anderson County 
is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable 
property of such County a tax sufficient to pay’ said principal and 
interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Ander- 
son County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and 
apply it to said purpose. But all moneys received by the County from 
the State Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the 
agreement herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of said 
principal and interest and to the reduction of said tax. It is the 
intention of this Act that all bonds issued hereunder shall be direct 
and general obligations of Anderson County, payable primarily by 
means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes. 
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§ 7. Type of Construction—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. Definitions—The term “Highway” or “road” as used in 
this Act shall include bridge and drainage structures. 

§ 9. Highways Construct—The highways, together with nec- 
essary bridges, to be constructed with funds made available under 
the provisions of this Act, are namely: Route No. 81 from its inter- 
section with Route No. 82 at Starr to the Smith-McGee Bridge on 
Savannah River, Route No. 184 from Iva in said County to the 

- Abbeville County line near the Will Bell place; and Route No. 76 
from Honea Path in said County to Saluda River. 

§ 10. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed to the 
extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be construed to be 
inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts authorizing the 
issuance of bonds or other obligations for the purpose for which 
bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be held and con- 
strued to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 11. Time Effective—Election—This Act shall not take effect 
and there shall be no bonds issued and sold hereunder, nor any re- 
imbursement agreement with the State Highway Department entered 
into unless and until the issuance of such bonds shall have been 
approved by the qualified electors of Anderson County. Such elec- 
tion to be held pursuant to the law and rules governing General 
Elections in this State and at such time as may be designated by the 
governing body of Anderson County. At such election there shall 
be furnished a sufficient number of ballots with the following words 
printed or plainly written thereon: “For the issuance of Highway 
Bonds, ‘Yes’—‘No’, and those voting for the issuance of such bonds 
shall erase or scratch the word ‘No’, those voting against the issuance 
of such bonds shall erase or scratch the word ‘Yes.’”’ If the majority 
shall vote in favor of such bonds, then the provisions of this Act 
shall become immediately effective.

AN ACT to Provide for the Creation and Establishment of a 
Water and Sewer District in Anderson County to be Known 
as ‘‘Pelzer Water and Sewer District;’’ to Provide for the 
Government Thereof; to Authorize and Empower the Commis- 
sioners of Said District to Issue and Sell Coupon Bonds of 
Said District for the Purpose of Establishing and Maintain- 
ing and/or Purchasing and Operating Water and Sewer Sys- 
tems and Lines in Said District. 


Section 1. Pelzer Water and Sewer District, Anderson County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That there be and there is hereby created and established in 
Anderson County a district to be known as the “Pelzer Water and 
Sewer District,” with such duties, powers and authority as herein 
provided and including such territory and boundary as hereinafter 
designated. 

§ 2. Territory.—That the aforesaid district shall include and be 
comprised of territory having the following boundaries: Beginning 
at a point on center line of bridge over Saluda River on State High- 
way No. 20, thence following center line of said river down stream 
in easterly direction approximately 2200 feet; thence following on 
center line of said river around bend and in a southerly direction ap- 
proximately 2000 feet to a point opposite center line of Stevenson 
Street ; thence in a westerly direction along center line of said street 
approximately 1400 feet to intersection of said street with center 
line of Orr Street; thence turning 90 degrees and proceeding in 
southerly direction 540 feet to a point; thence turning 90 degrees 
and proceeding in easterly direction approximately 1300 feet to 
center line of Saluda River; thence in a southerly direction along 
center line of river approximately 3000 feet to center line of Lebby 
Street bridge; thence in a southwesterly direction along center of 
Lebby Street approximately 500 feet to the eastern right-of-way line 
of Piedmont & Northern Railway; thence along said right-of-way 
line in a southerly direction approximately 450 feet to intersection 
of center line of Murray Street; thence in a southeasterly direction 
along center line of Murray Street approximately 350 feet to a point; 
thence south 82 degrees 30 minutes east 540 feet to a point; thence 
north 7 degrees 30 minutes east 815 feet to a point at intersection

northerly direction to culvert at second branch north, near mile post 
127, a distance of approximately one mile; thence following center 
line of second branch north in a northeasterly direction to center 
line of Saluda River at point opposite mouth of said branch, a dis- 
tance of approximately three-fourths (3/4) mile; thence following 
center line of Saluda River in a southeasterly direction back to point 
of beginning at highway bridge on State Highway No. 20, a distance 
of approximately one-fourth (1/4) mile. 

§ 3. Body Politic and Corporate—That the aforementioned 
Pelzer Water and Sewer District shall be a body politic and cor- 
porate with perpetual succession and shall exercise and enjoy all the 
rights and privileges of such and be subject to the rules and regula- 
tions herein imposed. 

§ 4. Commission.—That the aforesaid district be governed by 
a Commission to be known as Pelzer Water and Sewer District Com- 
mission, which Commission shall be composed of three (3) citizens 
residing therein, namely, W. S. Dendy, M. D., R. R. Griffin and 
J. W. Fulmer. The term of office shall be one for two (2) years; one 
for four (4) years and one for six (6) years. Their terms shall be 
chosen by lot. Two of the Commissioners shall have power to fill 
a vacancy on said Commission. 

§ 5. Organize——That immediate'y upon the approval of this Act, 
said Board shall meet and organize by electing a chairman and sec- 
retary from the members thereof. 

§ 6. Powers of Commission.—That said Commission shall have 
the power to purchase, construct, establish, enlarge and maintain, 
conduct and operate sewer systems, sewer lines, both main and 
lateral, in said district; to construct, purchase, establish, enlarge, 
maintain and operate water systems, water lines and pipe lines, both 
main and lateral, in said district; to construct, purchase, establish, 
enlarge, maintain and operate, as a part of such sewer and water 
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works system, bath rooms, bath houses and/or toilet rooms and 
houses, either separate from or attached to the existing houses and 
buildings in said district, and establish and maintain suitable fixtures 
therein, provided the Commission shall acquire the right to do so by 
assessment, lease or otherwise. In addition to the foregoing powers 
the Commission shall have power to purchase existing sewer and 
water systems or parts thereof and to purchase, lease, hold and sell 
such real estate and easements as they may deem necessary ; to accept 
gifts or grants; to make any and all contracts that they may deem 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act; to employ such 
engineering, office and clerical help as they may deem necessary, and 
to fix the compensation of such employees; to make any and all 
regulations which they consider necessary to effectuate the purposes 
of this Act; and generally to do all things necessary for the purpose 
of creating, maintaining and operating a water and sewer system in 
said district adequate for the protection of health in said district 
and for the establishment of proper sanitary conditions, to prescribe 
and collect rates, fees, tolls or charges for the services, facilities and 
commodities furnished by such water or sewer system, and to fur- 
nish such services, facilities and commodities to persons, firms and 
corporations within or without the territorial limit of said district. 

§ 7. Contracts—Advertise for Bids—Records.—It shall be the 
duty of said Commission to advertise for bids for at least thirty (30) 
days in one or more newspapers for all work to be done and the 
material to be used in constructing water and sewer systems, with 
the right to reject any and all bids, to enter into contracts with the 
lowest responsible bidder thereon and to secure competent persons, 
if deemed advisable, to superintend the construction thereof and 
counsel and advise in all matters relating thereto. A permanent record 
shall be kept by said Commission of all its proceedings, contracts 
and other matters done and performed by it, including an accurate 
plan of work done, and proper books shall be kept showing in detail 
all monies and funds received and disbursed by it. The books of said 
Commission shall be audited annually and one copy of said audit 
shall be kept by the said Commission and another copy filed with the 
Auditor of Anderson County. 

§ 8. Issue Bonds.—That the said Water and Sewer District Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to issue negotiable 
coupon bonds for said district in such amount as is necessary to 
construct, maintain, operate, enlarge or extend any of the projects 
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authorized by the provisions of this Act, the proceeds of which shall 
be used by the said Commission for purchasing and/or for establish- 
ing and maintaining water and sewer systems and lines, bath rooms, 
bath houses and/or toilet rooms and houses and the fixtures threin 
in said district, or for any one or all of said purposes. The said bonds 
shall be of the denomination of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, or 
a multiple thereof; shall bear interest not to exceed six (6%) per 
cent. per annum, payable annually or semi-annually as said Com- 
mission shall determine, but all bonds shall mature within forty (40) 
years from their respective dates and shall be exempt from all state, 
county and municipal taxes and may be made registerable as to 
principal. 

§ 9. Bonds—Execution.—Said bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman and the Secretary of said Commission, and the official seal 
of said “Pelzer Water and Sewer District” shall be affixed to or 
impressed upon said bonds; the coupons on said bonds need not be 
authenticated other than by the facsimile signature of said officials 
lithographed, printed or engraved thereon. 

§ 10. Bonds—Sale.—Said bonds shall be issued and sold from 
time to time and in such amounts as said Commission shall de- 
termine, and no bonds shall be sold at less than par and accrued in- 
terest to date of delivery thereof. 


§ 11. Bonds—Payment.—Bonds issued under this Act shall be 
made payable in the first instance from the income and revenues 
derived from any project constructed under the provisions of this 
Act, including all future additions or improvements to said project, 
and said income and revenues shall be set aside into a special fund, 
less such amount as is necessary to pay the reasonable expenses of 
operating and maintaining such project, which fund shall be used 
solely for the payment of the principal of and interest on said bonds 
until the same shall be fully paid. Said bonds shall constitute general 
obligations of Pelzer Water and Sewer District, and the full faith, 
credit and taxing power of said water and sewer district are hereby 
pledged to their payment and the officials charged with the duties of 
levying and collecting taxes for Anderson County are hereby di- 
rected to levy and collect annually a tax upon all taxable property 
within said water and sewer district sufficient to pay the principal 
of and interest on said bonds. No bonds shall be issued under this 
Act, however, unless the Water and Sewer District Commission shall 
first determine that the income and revenues derived from the op- 
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eration of the project will be sufficient to pay the principal of and 
interest on said bonds as such principal and interest become due with- 
out resorting to any other tax or revenue of said water and sewer 
district. 

§ 12. Deposit and Disbursement of Proceeds from Bonds.— 
The proceeds of the sale of said bonds as provided by this Act shall 
be kept by the County Treasurer as a separate fund and shall be 
paid out only upon the orders or warrants of the said Pelzer Water 
and Sewer District Commission, and the county Treasurer, for the 
purpose specified in this Act. 

§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Turnig Over of Certain Funds Held by the 
Probate Judge of Anderson County to the Treasurer of Said 
County and to Make Provisions Relative to the Disposition of 
Same. 


Whereas, wpon audit of the books of the office of the Judge of 
Probate for Anderson County, it appears that there are credit bal- 
ances in various accounts dating back as far as 1869, and 


Whereas, it is apparent that the persons entitled to such credit 
balances in many instances can not after due diligence be found and 
some of the funds will never be claimed by those entitled to same, 
Now Therefore 

Section 1. Probate Judge Turn Over to Treasurer Certain 
Funds, Anderson County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Probate Judge of Ander- 
son County is hereby authorized and directed to transfer and turn 
over to the Treasurer of Anderson County all funds held by him as 
Probate Judge and as Special Referee which were received by him 
prior to the year 1915 and as shown in his account books numbers 1 
to 5, inclusive. 

§ 2. Turn Over Certain Unclaimed Funds.—That the said Pro- 
bate Judge is further authorized and directed to turn over to the 
said Treasurer of Anderson County such other funds held by him 
either as Probate Judge or as Probate Judge as Special Referee; 
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those entitléd to which, in his opinion, cannot be located after due 
diligence and which in his opinion in all probability will never be 
claimed by the persons entitled to same. 

§ 3. Arrange Records Show Disposition —Upon turning over 
the credit balances in various accounts to the Treasurer as provided 
by this Act, the Probate Judge shall enter upon his account book 
for each account a notation to the effect that the balance was turned 
over to the Treasurer under the provisions of this Act, citing same 
by giving its number and date of approval, and the Treasurer upon 
receiving same shall give the Probate Judge proper receipt therefor. 

§ 4. Funds Go Into General Funds.—That the Treasurer of 
said County upon receipt of such money shall credit the same to the 
general funds of the County. 

§ 5. Persons Entitled to Such Funds May Receive Same.— 
Nothing in this Act shall be construed to in any way affect the rights 
of any person lawfully entitled to any of the money so turned over 
to the Treasurer, and any person entitled to any sum or sums so 
turned over to the Treasurer upon claiming same shall make applica- 
tion to the Finance Board of said County and the Finance Board 
upon ascertaining that such person is entitled to such fund may issue 
its voucher for the payment thereof and same shall be paid out of 
the general funds of the County. 

§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 7. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Exempt Certain Hail Sufferers in 
Anderson County of County and School District Taxes and 
to Provide for Refund of Taxes Paid. 


Section 1. Relief for Hail Sufferers, Anderson County.—Be it 
resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That any taxpayer in Anderson County who in 1935 had his crop 
damaged by hail and such damage amounted to a destruction of 
at least fifty per cent (50%) of all crops grown by such tax payer 
in 1935, shall be exempt from the payment of all County and School 
District taxes for 1935 levied upon the farm lands of such taxpayer 
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in said County, Provided, this exemption shall not apply to taxes 
levied upon the buildings on such lands, Provided, Further, that 
such tax payer files a claim under oath and approved by the Board 
of Finance of said County with the Treasurer of said County, setting 
out the amount and nature of his damage and Provided, Further, 
That such claim be supported by an affidavit or affidavits of three 
(3) disinterested persons to the effect that the claim is correct. 

§ 2. Refund Taxes to Certain.—That if any tax payer referred 
to above in Section I of this Act who is entitled to such exemption 
and who has paid such taxes shall be refunded same in accordance 
with the terms hereof. 

§ 3. Vouchers.—That such claim together with said supporting 
affidavits, shall constitute the proper voucher of the Treasurer on all 
exemptions allowed and all refunds made as herein provided, and 
the Comptroller General is hereby authorized and required to ap- 
prove and allow same in his annual settlement. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

§ 3. The County Board of Directors is hereby authorized to bor- 
row in anticipation of the collection of the per capita road tax, the 
automobile tax, the tax provided for in Section 1 of this Act, and 
the taxes herein levied for general. County purposes, an amount not 
to exceed Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, if same be 
necessary. 

§ 4. The County Board of Education is hereby authorized to bor- 
row in anticipation of the collection of the school taxes herein levied 
an amount not to exceed Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars ; Pro- 
vided, That they shall first confer with the County Treasurer and 
if the funds are available in Sinking Funds, the Treasurer shall 
make the loan out of the Sinking Funds, in his hands, taking the 
note of the County Board of Education, payable in not more than 
ten months and at a rate of interest of not less than four (4%) per 
cent or more than six (6%) per cent. All interest earned on said 
Loan from the Sinking Fund Account or accounts, shall be credited 
to the Sinking Fund account or accounts from which the Loan was 
made. 

§ 5. For the maintenance of Beaufort Township Library a levy 
of one (1) mill on the property of the said Township, to be expended 
by the Trustees of said Library, The County Treasurer, on or about 
February Ist of each year shall report to the Legislative Delegation 
all funds collected from this source, as well as showing all amounts 
turned over to the Trustees of the said Library. All unexpended 
funds collected for the purpose herein unexpended at the expiration 
of each calendar year shall be credited by the County Treasurer to 
the Trustees of said Library for the ensuing year and shall not be 
turned into the County Funds.

(1) In lieu of the Special levies heretofore levied in the various 
school districts for the maintenance of schools, there shall be levied 
ten (10) mills on all the property in the County for general school 
purposes and the funds derived therefrom shall be allocated to the 
various schools by the County Board of Education as the needs of 
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these schools may require. Any and all surplus funds, if there be 
any, collected by the levy provided in this section or from any other 
sourced for school pruposes, shall be applied to the payment of any 
past due school obligations or any existing school obligations held 
by the County Treasurer. Provided, The Legislative Delegation may 
reduce the amount of levy authorized herein, if they should deem such 
a reduction proper and practical. 

(1-A) That any and all revenue or revenues allotted or author- 
ized to be paid to Beaufort County by the State Tax Commission 
and/or any other State agency now organized or may hereafter be 
created, as revenue derived from the special beer tax and any liquor 
taxes profits or commissions shall be applied by the County Treasurer 
to the County School revenue fund which shall be used for the pay- 
ment of salaries in the operation of the schools and maintenance 
thereof. 

(2) For taking care of the interest and sinking funds of the 
special bonds in the various districts, there shall be levied , in Dis- 
trict No. 1, one (1) mill; and in District No. 6, one and three fourths 
(134) mills, if so much be necessary. 

(3) The County Board of Education is directed to pay out of 
the school taxes collected in the County the following:

(4) The County Board of Education shall at the expiration of 
each calendar year not later than February Ist, make a report to 
the Legislative Delegation setting forth all expenditures for school 
purposes in the respective school districts for the preceding year; 
as well as make up a budget or estimate of expenditures for the en- 
suing year; with a statement showing anticipated revenues for such 
expenditures. 

(5) There shall be levied for the year 1936 only two (2) mills 
on all property in Beaufort, Ladies Island and St. Helena Townships 
as a special levy. The funds derived therefrom shall be used to pay 
the expenses of engineering, the salary of the special engineer, and 
costs of such equipment, materials and supplies as may be necessary, 
for the purpose of constructing the County Highway from Beaufrot 
to Frogmore. From the funds derived as a result of this special levy 
the County Board shall reimburse the special County fund from 
which funds were secured during the year 1935 for the payment of 
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special surveying expenses, salaries, etc., and such salaries as were 
paid to engineers and assistants prior to January 1, 1936. All items 
of expense and salaries chargeable to this special fund shall be paid 
by Warrant issued by direction of the County Board as are other 
County Warrants. All moneys collected by this special levy shall be 
kept in a separate account, and all items of expense and salaries paid 
therefrom shall be itemized. At the expiration of the fiscal year the 
County Board of Directors shall furnish the Legislative Delegation 
with a statement of all revenue collected by this levy, and of all 
expenditures made therefrom. 

(6) ‘There shall be levied for the year 1936 one (1) mill on all 
property in Sheldon Township as a special levy. The funds derived 
therefrom shall be used to pay necessary expenses of engineering, the 
salary of a special engineer if it is found that one is absolutely neces- 
sary, and costs of equipment, materials and supplies as may be neces- 
sary, for the purpose of construction and surface-treating, supple- 
mented by P. W. A. Funds, of the present County Highway from 
Route No. 21 to Dale. All moneys collected by this special levy shall 
be kept in a separate account, and all items of expense and salaries 
paid therefrom shall be itemized. At the expiration of the fiscal 
year the County Board of Directors shall furnish the Legislative 
Delegation with a statement of all revenue collected by this levy, 
and of all expenditures made therefrom. 

(7) There shall be levied for the year 1936 one (1) mill on 
all property in Bluffton Townships as a special levy. The funds de- 
rived therefrom shall be used to pay necessary expenses of engineer- 
ing, the salary of a special engineer if it is found that one is ab- 
solutely necessary, and costs of equipment, materials and supplies as 
may be necessary, for the purpose of construction and surface-treat- 
ing, supplemented by P. W. A. Funds of the present County High- 
way from State Highway No. 33, near Pritchardville to its inter- 
section with the “Bailey Road”, or so much thereof as can, be con- 
structed. All moneys collected by this special levy shall be kept 
in a separate account, and all items of expenses and salaries paid 
therefrom shall be itemized. At the expiration of the fiscal year the 
County Board of Directors shall furnish the Legislative Delegation 
with a statement of all revenue collected by this levy, and of all ex- 
penditures made therefrom. 

§ 7. A levy of one (1) mill, if so much be necessary is hereby 
levied on Hilton Head Township, the proceeds of said levy are here- 
by appropriated for the maintenance, repairing and reconstruction 
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of the public wharf and approaches on Jenkins Island; the funds 
derived from this source to be separately designated and accounted 
for on the books of the County Treasurer and any and all unex- 
pended balances at the expiration of the calendar year shall be car- 
ried forward and credited to this special account and all expendi- 
tures for this purpose charged to the same. The County Super-. 
visor shall, not later than January 15 of each year, make a special 
report to the Legislative Delegation showing all expenditures for 
this purpose during the preceding twelve months. 

§ 8. That none of the funds hereinabove authorized to be ex- 
pended, provided in Item 13 herein, shall be used for such purpose 
except and only as herein provided. That unless and agreement can 
be had with the proper authorities whereby the Colored Farm Agent 
shall work in conjunction with the County Farm Agent, and in the 
furtherance of the work of the County Farm Agent the County 
Board of Directors shall not expend any of such fund for such pur- 
pose; except that the said Board shall use so much thereof as to 
pay the County’s part of his salary to the date of the passage of this 
Act on the basis provided by this Act. 

§ 9. That all moneys paid to the Treasurer, Sheriff or other pub- 
lic officials of Beaufort County as interest on the deposits of pub- 
lic funds shall be accounted for by such official as other public funds 
are accounted for, and shall be placed in the General Sinking Fund 
Account to be used in retiring outstanding bonds, and said officials 
shall make a detailed report of the same on or about January 1 of 
each year to the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 10. That in order to facilitate the preparing of the Supply Bill 
by the Legislative Delegation, the County Treasurer, shall on or be- 
fore the first day of February of each year report to the Legislative 
Delegation the amount of funds coming into his hands, during the 
preceding calendar year, giving the cource of said funds, and he shall 
further report the disbursement made by him during the preceding 
calendar year, showing the amount disbursed on vouchers by the 
County Board of Directors, vouchers by the Board of Education, 
certificate or warrants of the Clerk of Court, and interest and prin- 
cipal paid on bonds.

Section 1. Act 1022, 1936 Acts, Amended—Beaufort County 
Borrow Construct Road from Ladies Island Bridge to Frogmore.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: An Act entitled “An Act to provide for the Levy of Taxes for 
County, School and other purposes for the year 1936 and to direct 
the expenditure thereof for Beaufort County”, being an Act bearing 
the Senate’s enrolled number 716, be, and the same is hereby amended 
by striking out Sub-section 5 of Section 6 of said Act and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the following to be known as Sub-section 5 of 
Section 6. 

“(5) For the purpose of providing Sponsor’s contribution on 
W. P. A. Project same being the construction of county highway 
from end of Ladies Island bridge to Frogmore, the Beaufort County 
Board of Directors are hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row, in anticipation of the taxes hereinafter levied, not exceeding 
the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds thereof, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be used to pay the ex- 
penses of engineering, costs of equipment, materials and supplies, 
and freight on materials, and other supplies incidental to the said 
construction of said road. All expenditures heretofore made on said 
project from special county funds shall be reimbursed from this 
appropriation. All items of expenses and salaries chargeable to this 
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special fund shall be paid by warrants issued by direction of the 
County Board of Directors as are other county warrants, For the 
repayment of the sum herein authorized to be borrowed, the Auditor 
of Beaufort County shall levy and the Treasurer shall collect upon 
all of the taxable property of Beaufort, Ladies Island and St. Helena 
townships, two (2) mills during the year 1936, two (2) mills dur- 
ing the year 1937, and two (2) mills during the year 1938: Provided, 
However, the Auditor and Treasurer are authorized to levy and col- 
lect a lesser millage if, in their opinion, a lesser millage over the 
three-year period will pay the principal and interest on the amount 
borrowed by the Beaufort County Board of Directors for the pur-

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of a Certain State High- 
way in Beaufort County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment Between the State Highway Commission and Beaufort 
County, to Authorize the Making of Such an Agreement and. 
the Issuance of Beaufort County Bonds for Said Purposes and 
to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Beaufort County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highway.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The Board of Directors of Beaufort County be 
and the same is hereby authorized to issue serial bonds of Beaufort 
County upon the conditions hereinafter stated for the purpose of 
raising moneys to aid in financing the construction of Highway 
No. 281 at or near the Town of Port Royal to the head of the 
government causway leading to Parris Island. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds sha'‘l bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half per centum (434%) per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding 
twenty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in 
such form and denominations as the Senator and at least one-half 
of the members of the Delegation from Beaufort County in the 
General Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be 
signed by such County officials as shall be designated by the Senator 
and at least one-half of the members of. the Delegation from said 
County in the General Assembly, and the seal of the Board of Di- 
rectors of Beaufort County shall be affixed to or impressed upon 
the said bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstand- 
ing any change in officials or seal occurring after the execution of the 
bonds. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued 
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interest. They shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication 
of notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days 
before such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder but 
the County shall have the right to reject all bids and re-advertise the 
bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter Into Reimbursement Agreement With State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shal! be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of Directors of Beaufort County shall have 
previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County 
with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the 
State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and re- 
pay said County for the moneys to be advanced by the County to 
the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The 
amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, 
as estimated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief High- 
way Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimburse- 
ment agreement. The Board of Directors of Beaufort County may, 
by the terms of said agreement, agree ‘to advance to the State High- 
way Commission moneys necessary for the purpose of this Act, and 
the said Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay 
said County for all moneys so advanced. The Board of Directors of 
Beaufort County and the State Highway Commission shall have 
all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said agreement. 
The State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said 
County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other laws to 
be used for the construction of the State Highway System and so 
much of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making 
such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrovocably for said purpose, 
except the money needed in order to make the payments to which 
said funds may have been previously pledged, and said pledge is 
hereby made a part of the contract between said County and the 
holders of said bonds. All moneys paid or reimbursed to the County 
by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of paying 
the principal and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued pur- 
suant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the contract 
between said County and the holders of said bonds. In fixing the 
time or times of maturity of said bonds the Board of Directors of 
Beaufort County shall consider the probable amounts to be received 
each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor 
to arrange the times of maturity of said principal so that the levy 
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of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said principal or 
interest. 

§ 3-A. State Highway Commission Agree Pay Certain Interest. 
—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways and for that Purpose to Incorporate the Santee High- 
way District; to Provide for the Issuance and Payment of 
Bonds of Said District and of the Counties Composing Said 
District; and to Confer Certain Powers and Duties Upon the 
State Highway Commission and Other State Officials and Up- 
on the Counties and County Officials in Said District. 


25 A.J. R. 
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Section 1. Santee Highway District, Berkeley, Calhoun, 
Charleston and Orangeburg Counties.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the territory 
embraced in the Counties of Calhoun, Orangeburg, Berkeley and 
Charleston is hereby constituted a highway district and a political 
sub-division of this State, and the inhabitants of said territory are 
hereby constituted a body politic and corporate. The corporate name 
of said highway district shall be Santee Highway District, and by 
that name said Highway District may sue and be sued. 


§ 2. Board of Santee Highway Commissioners.—That except as 
herein otherwise provided, the corporate powers and duties of said 
Highway District shall be exercised and performed by a Board of 
Commissioners to be known as the Board of Santee Highway Com- 
missioners. The said Board shall be composed of four (4) mem- 
bers, one for each of the counties above named. Each member shall 
be a resident of the county for which he is appointed and shall be 
selected by a majority of the members of the Delegation for such 
county in the General Assembly. That upon the selection of a mem- 
ber of said Board the Governor shall be notified of such and upon 
being so notified shall forthwith commission the person so selected. 
Provided, However, That after the selection of a member and until 
his commission has been issued a letter directed to the person so 
selected from the Legislative Delegation making the selection, shall 
be sufficient warrant for the person so selected to perform all func- 
tions and duties herein conferred upon the member of said Board. 
The terms of office of the members of said Board shall end when 
their duties under this Act shall have been fully performed. Vacan- 
cies in their number caused by death, resignation or otherwise shall 
be filled in the same manner as herein provided for the selection and 
commissioning of the original members of said Board. 


§ 3. Officers—Attorneys—Compensation.—The said Board of 
Commissioners shall appoint one of its members as Chairman and 
one of its members as Secretary of the Board; and may appoint or 
employ attorneys and other persons whose services may be deemed 
by the Board to be necessary in carrying out the provisions of this 
Act. The members of the Board shall serve without compensation, 
’ except for their actual expenses, but persons employed by the Board 
as aforesaid, who are not members of the Board, shall receive such 
compensation as may be fixed by the Board. The Board shall adopt 
a corporate seal for said highway district. 
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§ 4. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission Construct Certain Highways.—The Santee High- 
way District and the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
are hereby authorized to enter into an agreement whereby said 
District shall agree to advance to the State Highway Commission 
monies necessary to construct certain State Highways, or sections 
thereof, hereinafter described, including necessary bridges, and 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall agree to construct cer- 
tain highways and to reimburse and repay said District for monies 
so advanced in the same manner as is provided by other laws of the 
State relating to the construction of State Highways, pursuant to 
reimbursement agreements, except as herein otherwise provided. The 
State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said Dis- 
trict in substantially equal annual installments, beginning not less 
than seven (7) years after the date of execution of the reimburse- 
ment agreement and ending not more than twenty (20) vears after 
the date of said agreement. Each highway or section of highway 
constructed pursuant to said agreement shall be considered as hav- 
ing been constructed by the County in which it is situated and the 
amount of money advanced by said District pursuant to said agree- 
ment shall be considered to be the cost and value of said highways 
or sections of highways as of the dates of completion thereof. The 
State Highway Commission and said District shall have all powers 
necessary to enable them to carry out the provisions of said agree- 
ment. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay 
said District out of the proceeds of the gasoline tax and the motor 
vehicle license tax authorized by other laws of the State to be used 
for the construction of the State Highway System. So much of said 
funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making such reim- 
bursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose, except 
monies needed in order to pay other debt service obligations of the 
State Highway Commission incurred by said Commission prior to 
the date of the approval of this Act. This pledge is hereby made a 
part of the contract between said District and the holders of the 
bonds hereinafter referred to. The monies required by said agree- 
iment to be paid to said District by way of reimbursement shall be 
paid by the State Highway Commission to the State Treasurer of 
South Carolina aad shall be received and held by the State Treasurer 
on behalf cf said District, and applied as hereinafter directed. 

§ 5. Highways Construct.—The highways or sections thereof, 
including necessary bridges, to be constructed including hard sur-

facing pursuant to said agreement under the terms of this Act, are, 
namely; 

(a) A section of State Highway No. 31 from its intersection 
with State Highway No. 2 near St. Matthews by way of Cameron 
and Holly Hill to its intersection with U. S. Highway No. 52 near 
Goose Creek in Charleston County. 


(b) A section of State Highway No. 4 from the end of the 
present bituminous surfacing southeast of Orangeburg to its inter- 
section with State Highway No, 47. 

(c) State Highway No. 47 from Elloree to its intersection with 
State Highway No. 31. 

(d) A section of State Highway No. 45 from Elloree via Parler 
to its intersection with U. S. Highway No, 15. 

§ 6. Issue Bonds.—Whenever after said agreement has been 
made, the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway Com- 
missioner shall request the Board of Santee Highway Commissioners 
to advance a specified sum of money pursuant to said agreement, and 
shall state that said sum is estimated to be necessary for construction 
purposes pursuant to said agreement, the said Board shall have the 
power, and it shall be the duty of said Board, to issue forthwith 
negotiable bonds of said District in an aggregate principal amount 
equal to the sum so specified in said request. The said bonds, when 
awared and executed as hereinafter provided for, shall be turned 
over to the State Treasurer, who shall on behalf of the said District 
countersign the bonds, deliver them to the purchaser or purchasers 
thereof, collect the purchase price and forthwith place to the credit 
and order of the State Highway Department, by means of said 
purchase price, the sum requested by the State Highway Conimis- 
sion as aforesaid. Any premium obtained upon the sale of said 
bonds may, upon the approval of the State Highway Commission, 
be expened by the Board of Santee Highway Commissioners by 
voucher on the Comptroller General for the purpose of paving 
expenses incident to the sale of the bonds, including the expenses 
of advertising the sale, printing the bonds, procuring the assistance 
and opinion of attorneys and other expenses, Any part of the 
premium not so used, together with all accrued interest received 
from the purchase of the bonds shall be held by the State Treasurer 
and applied to the payment of interest on said bonds. 

§ 7. Bonds.—The said bonds shall be of the denomination of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00 Dollars each. They shall be issued as 
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coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege 
to the holder of having them registered as to principal in his name 
on the books of a bank or trust company appointed by the State 
Treasurer as bond registrar or transfer agent of the District, and 
the principal thus made payable to the registered holder subject to 
such conditions as the State Treasurer may prescribe. Bonds so 
registered in the name of the holder may thereafter be registered as 
payable to bearer, and made payable accordingly. The bonds shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding four and one-half per cent 
(44%4%) per annum, payable semi-annually. They shall be serial 
bonds, that is to say, each separate issue of bonds shall mature in 
annual series or installments, each to consist of one or more bonds, 
and which said annual series or installments shall be so arranged 
as to mature each year within thirty (30) days after the date of the 
annual reimbursement to be made and paid by the State Highway 
Commission in accordance with the provisions of Section 4 hereof. 
In fixing the amount of said annual installments of principal, the 
Board of Santee Highway Commissioners shall consider the probable 
amounts applicable to the payment of said bonds to be received each 
year from sources other than property taxes and shall endeavor to 
so arrange the time of maturity of said bonds that the levy of prop- 
erty taxes shall not be necessary in order to pay the principal or 
interest of said bonds, but non-observance of this provision shall 
not affect the validity of said bonds. The principal and interest of 
said bonds may be made payable within or without the State of 
South Carolina, and in such medium of payment as may be indicated 
on the face of the bonds. The bonds shail be signed by the Chair- 
man of said Board of Highway Commissioners and the corporate 
seal of said District shall be affixed to or impressed upon the bonds 
and attested by the Secretary of the said Board; but the coupons 
to be attached to said bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than 
by facsimile signature of such Chairman who is in office on the date 
of said bonds. The delivery of bonds so executed shall be valid not- 
withstanding any changes in officers or seal occurring after such 
execution, The said bonds shall be sold by said Board of Santee 
Highway Commissioners upon sealed proposals after publication of 
notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days 
before such sale in a newspaper of general circulation in South 
Carolina, and also in a financial paper published in New York City 
or Baltimore, which regularly publishes notices of sale of municipal 
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bonds. The bonds shall be awarded to the highest bidder at not less 
than par and accrued interest to the date of delivery thereof. The 
said Board of Santee Highway Commissioners shall require the 
bidders to deposit with their bids cash or certified checks for not 
less than one per cent (1%) of the face amount of the bonds bid 
for, to secure the District against any loss resulting from the failure 
on the part of the bidder to comply with the terms of the said bid. 
The said Board shall have the right to reject all bids and to re- 
advertise the bonds for sale. 


§ 8. Payment of Principal and Interest.—The principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued under this Act shall be paid on behalf of 
said District by the State Treasurer or by a bank or trust company 
acting for the State Treasurer from funds directed by this Act to 
be used for said purposes. 


§ 9. Payment of Bonds.—Except as is otherwise provided here- 
in, there shall be levied on all taxable property in the Santee High- 
way District an annual tax ad valorem sufficient to pay the principal 
and interest on all bonds issued under this Act as such principal and 
interest become due. The said tax shall be annually levied by the 
Comptroller General of South Carolina and collected by the County 
Treasurers of the several counties in said District at the same time 
and in the same manner as State taxes are levied and collected. Each 
of the said County Treasurers shall collect the tax in his County 
and pay the same to the State Treasurer in the manner and within 
the time provided by law for payment of State taxes to the State 
Treasurer. The said annual tax, however, shall be reduced in each 
year by the amount of other monies actually in the hands of the 
State Treasurer at the time the tax for such year is required to be 
levied, which are applicable to the payment of said principal or in- 
terest when due or falling due in such year; and said tax shall be 
entirely suspended for such year in case. such other monies on hand 
and applicable as aforesaid are sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest then due or falling due in said year and remaining unpaid. 
There shall be applied to the payment of the principal of said bonds 
and to the reduction of said property tax, all monies paid by the 
State Highway Department to the State Treasurer by way of re- 
imbursement to said District pursuant to the agreement authorized 
by this Act. There shall be applied to the payment of interest on 
said bonds and to the reduction of said property tax, so much of the 
one cent (1¢) gasoline tax, as may be necessary, as each County in 
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said District may receive or be entitled to receive from the State 
Treasurer. 

§ 10. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest—In- 
terest Counties Pay.—In addition to agreeing to reimburse and re- 
pay the principal sum of money to be advanced by the District as 
aforesaid, the State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and 
empowered to agree to reimburse and repay such interest on said 
bonds as may become due on and after the date or time or times that 
the roads herein designated would have been constructed by the 
State Highway Commission in a normal course of construction and 
without the means provided by this Act, such date or time or times, 
in each case, to be determined by the State Highway Commissioner. 
The State Highway Commissioner shall determine in advance the 
amount of money to be expended in completing the construction 
herein authorized in each county of said District. Without impair- 
ing or qualifying in any way the levy of a property tax and the 
allocation of the one cent (1¢) gasoline tax as provided for in 
Section 9 hereof, the Counties of said District, as among themselves, 
shall pay or provide funds for paying the interest on said District 
obligations as follows: 

(a) The County of Orangeburg shall pay or provide funds to 
pay all interest on an amount of bonds equal to the amount of money 
determined by the State Highway Commission to be expended in 
that County under the provisions of this Act until such time or 
times as the State Highway Commission may agree to assume and 
pay, and does pay, the interest on such obligations. 

(b) The County of Calhoun shall pay or provide funds to pay 
all interest on an amount of bonds equal to the amount of money 
determined by the State Highway Commission to be expended in 
that County under the provisions of this Act until such time or 
times as the State Highway Commision may agree to assume and 
pay, and does pay, the interest on such obligations. 

(c) The County of Berkeley shall pay or provide funds to pay 
thirty-five (35%) per cent of all interest on an amount of bonds 
equal to the amount of money determined by the State Highway 
Commission to be expended in that County under the provisions of 
this Act until such time or times as the State Highway Commission © 
may agree to assume and pay, and does pay, the interest on such 
obligations ; and the County of Charleston shall pay or provide funds 
to pay sixty-five (65%) per cent of all interest on an amount of 
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bonds equal to the amount of money determined by the State High- 
way Commission to be expended in Berkeley County under the pro- 
visions of this Act until such time or times as the State Highway 
Commission may agree to assume and pay, and does pay, the interest 
on such obligations. 

From the proceeds of the one (1¢) cent gasoline tax accruing to 
each county in the Santee Highway District as provided for under 
other laws of the State, the State Treasurer shall set aside for each 
county a sum of money sufficient to pay, on behalf of each county, 
all interest when and as such interest becomes due, under the pro- 
visions of this Section. 


§ 11. Bonds Tax Exempt.—Al! bonds issued under this Act shail 
be exempt from all state, county, municipal and other taxes in this 
State. 


§ 12. Counties Act Jointly Instead of Through District—At 
the option of the Board of Santee Highway Commissioners created 
by this Act, the agreement authorized by this Act to be made by 
and between the Santee Highway District and the State Highway 
Commission may be made by the four (4) counties enumerated in 
Section 1 of this Act on the one hand, and the State Highway Com- 
mission, on the other hand, so that said counties acting by said Board 
of Highway Commissioners, shall jointly agree to advance the 
monies necessary to finance the construction herein provided for, 
and the State Highway Commission shall agree to reimburse and re- 
pay said counties for the monies so advanced. If said agreement shall

_manner and f om the funds provided by this Act for the payment of 
District obligations and the property tax levied pursuant to Section 
9 shall be levied at an equal and uniform rate on all taxable property 
in said Counties, collectively. The said Board of Highway Com- 
missioners is hereby authorized to adopt a seal to be known as the 
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seal of said Board, which seal shall be affixed to or impressed on 
bonds issued under this Act, in lieu of the seal of said District. 

§ 13. Legislative Delegations Authorize Agreement.—The 
agreement authorized by this Act to be made by and between the 
Santee Highway District and the State Highway Commission shall 
not be made by the Santee Highway District authorities until re- 
quested and authorized to do so in writing by a majority of the 
members of the delegation for each county in said District in the 
Gencral Assembly. 

§ 14, Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed to the 
extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 15. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect immediately 
_ upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Town of St. Matthews to Issue Refund- 
ing Bonds to Refund Certain Outstanding Obligations of 
Said Town, and to Provide for a Tax to Pay the Principal 
of and Interest on Such Refunding Bonds. 
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Section 1. Town of St. Matthews Issue Refunding Bonds.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The Town Council of the Town of St. Matthews shall have power 
to issue bonds of said Town of the aggregate face amount of Thir- 
teen Thousand ($13,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of refunding 
the outstanding bonds of said Town of the aggregate face amount 
of Thirteen Thousand ($13,000.00) Dollars of which Thirteen 
Thousand ($13,000.00) Dollars of bonds were issued on or about the 
first day of July, One Thousand Nine Hundred and Eleven, and 
which are by their terms redeemable at the option of said Town on 
or after the first day of July, One Thousand Nine Hundred and 
Thirty-one, and which were issued for the following purpose, viz: to 
aid in the construction of Public Buildings for Calhoun County. 


§ 2. Maturities—The bonds issued pursuant to this Act may be 
issued as a single issue of bonds and shall mature as follows: One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) five years after date and Two 
Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) per year for the next ensuing 
six years. 


§ 3. Denominations—Interest—Execution.—Bonds issued un- 
der this Act shall be of such denomination as may be fixed by said 
Town Council. They shall be issued as coupon bonds, payable to 
bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of having 
them registered as to principal in his name on the books of the 
Town, and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder, 
subject to such conditions as the Town may prescribe. Bonds so 
registered in the name of the holder may thereafter be registered 
as payable to bearer and made payable accordingly. The bonds 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding four per centum 
(4%) per annum, payable semi-annually. The principal and in- 
terest of the bonds may be made payable within or without the 
State of South Carolina, and in such medium of payment as may be 
indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by the 
Mayor of the Town of St. Matthews, and the corporate seal of 
the Town shall be affixed to or impressed on such bonds and attested 
by the Town Clerk and Treasurer; but the coupons to be attached 
to the bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by the fac- 
simile signature of the Town Clerk and Treasurer who is in office 
on the date of the bonds. The delivery of bonds so executed shall be 
valid, notwithstanding any changes in officers or seal occurring after 
such execution. 
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§ 4. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds received from the issuance 
of each issue of bonds shall be deposited with the Town Clerk and 
Treasurer of said Town, and shall be kept by him as special fund 
and shall be applied solely to the payment of bonds to refund which 
said bonds were issued: Provided, however, That any portion of 
such proceeds not needed for said purpose shall be used for the 
payment of the expense of issuing and selling said bonds or shall 
be placed in a sinking fund to be used solely for the purpose of pay- 
ing the interest upon such bonds as it becomes due. 

§ 5. Sale—The bonds of this issue shall be sold by said Town 
Council in such manner as said Town Council may deem advisable, 
at not less than par and accrued interest. 

§ 6. Tax Exempt.—Any bonds issued pursuant to this Act shall 
be exempt from all State, County and Municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Payment.—The Town Council of said Town shall have 
power to levy annually a special tax ad valorem on all taxable prop- 
erty in said Town for the purpose of paying the principal and inter- 
est of said bonds as such principal and interest, respectively, be- 
come due, which tax shall be sufficient for said purpose and in ad- 
dition to all other taxes authorized by law to be levied in said Town. 

§ 8. Cumulative—The powers granted by this Act are in ad- 
dition to and not in’ substitution for the existing powers of said 
Town. This Act shall not be deemed to repeal or affect any other 
Act providing for the issuance of bonds by said Town to refund out- 
standing bonds of said Town. 

§ 9. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Section 1. Calhoun County Borrow to Purchase Road Ma.- 
chinery.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Board of County Commissioners and the 
Treasurer of Calhoun County are hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow in the name of the County the sum of Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars and to execute notes of the County aggregating 
this amount, such notes to bear interest at a rate not exceeding five 
per cent. per annum, maturing in five equal successive annual in- 
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stallments from the date of the execution of the first note. The sum 
so’ borrowed to be paid over to the Treasurer and to be expended 
for the purchase of road machinery. 

§ 2. Payment.—That, if found necessary, to meet the payments

obligations in accordance with their terms.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Calhoun County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment or Agreements Between the State Highway Commission 
and Calhoun County, to Authorize the Making of Such Agree- 
ment or Agreements and the Issuance of Calhoun County 
Bonds for Said Purpose and to Provide for the Payment of 
Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Calhoun County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assemb'y of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of 
Calhoun County be and the same is hereby authorized to issue serial 
bonds of Calhoun County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for 
the purpose of raising monies for financing the construction of certain 
State Highways or sections thereof hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half per centum (4%) per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twen- 
ty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such 
form and denomination as the Delegation from Calhoun County in 
the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall 
be signed by such County officials as shall be designated by the Dele- 
gation from said County in the General Assembly, and the seal of 
the Board of County Commissioners of Calhoun County shall be 
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affixed to or impressed upon the said bonds. The delivery of the 
bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change in officials or seal 
occurring after the execution of the bonds. The bonds shall be 
sold for not less than par and accrued interest. They shall be sold 
upon sealed proposals after publication of notice of such sale one 
or more times at least fifteen (15) days before such sale. The award 
shall be made to the highest bidder but the county shall have the 
right to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. 


§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of County Commissioners of Calhoun County 
shall have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such 
County with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reim- 
burse and repay said County for monies to be advanced by the 
County to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agree- 
ment. The amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount 
necessary, as estimated by the State Highway Commission or the 
Chief Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth 
in the reimbursement agreement. The said Board of County Commis- 
sioners may, by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to 
the State Highway Commission monies necessary for the purpose 
of this Act and the said Highway Commission may agree to reim- 
burse and repay said County for all monies so advanced. The said 
Board of County Commissioners and the State Highway Commission 
shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said agree- 
ment. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay 
said County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other laws 
to be used for the construction of the State Highway System and 
so much of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of mak- 
ing such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said pur- 
pose (and said pledge is hereby made a part of the contract be- 
tween said County and the holders of said bonds), except the money 
needed in order to make the payments to which said funds may have 
been previously pledged. All monies paid or reimbursed to the 
County by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose 
of paying the principal and interest of the bonds authorized to be 
issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the 
contract between said County and the holders of said bonds. In 
fixing the time or times of maturity of said bonds the Board of

County Commissioners of Calhoun County shall consider the proba- 
ble amounts to be received each year by way of reimbursement as 
aforesaid, and shall endeavor to arrange the times of maturity of 
said principal so that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order 
to pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Agree Pay Certain Interest 
on Bonds.—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the prin- 
cipal sum of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the 
State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered 
to agree to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may 
become due on and after the date or time that the roads herein desig- 
nated would have been constructed by the State Highway Commis- 
sion in a normal course of construction and without means pro- 
vided by this Act, such time or times to be determined by the State 
Highway Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Calhoun County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Calhoun County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable prop- 
erty of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest 
as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Calhoun 
County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and ap- 
ply it to said purpose. But all monies received by the County from 
the State Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the 
agreement herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of 
said principal and interest and to the reduction of said tax.

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage struc- 
tures. 

§ 9. Highways Construct.—The highways, together with neces- 
sary bridges, to be constructed with funds made available under the 
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provisions of this Act are, namely: Route 31 (the Old State Road) 
from the intersection with Route 2 near St. Matthews through Cam- 
eron to the Orangeburg County line; Route 45 from St. Matthews 
through Creston to the Orangeburg County line near Elloree; and 
Route 26 from end of present hard surface North of St. Matthews 
to Richland County line 

§ 10. Repeal—Al! Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed to the ex- 
tent of such inconsistency.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the County Auditor of the County of Charles- 
ton shall levy a tax of ten (10) mills for county purposes, and, upon 
the written approval of the Senator and a majority of the members 
of the House for Charleston County, a sufficient number of mills for 
school and other purposes, which together.with all sums paid to the 
County from all other sources not otherwise appropriated, shall be 
applied to the payment of items enumerated below, including salar- 
ies and fees now provided for by law. All sums herein provided to 
be paid to any officer, clerk, deputy or employee shall be paid direct 
to such officer, clerk, deputy or employee and the County Treasurer 
shall take his receipt therefor.

payments on said notes or similar evidence of indebtedness, and 
upon warrant of the said County Supervisor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Operation of the County Government 
of Charleston County During the.Present Session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


Section 1. Operation of Charleston County During 1936 Reg- 
ular Legislative Session—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That unless otherwise directed in 
writing by a majority of the Charleston County Delegation, from and 
after the approval of this Act the County Treasurer of Charleston 
County is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to pay for 
the month ‘of January and all subsequent months during the present 
session of the General Assembly, to all the various and sundry clerks, 
officials, employees, commissions, institutions and agencies for whom 
or in whose behalf any appropriations were made for the year next 
preceding their monthly salaries, appropriations or contributions, on 
the basis of the preceding year (1935) monthly averages. Provided, 
however, That should any change be made in any salary, appropria- 
tion or contribution for the current year, from that of the preceding 
year, then, in that event, the remaining unpaid portion of each re- 
spective salary, appropriation or contribution shall be divided by the 
number of months remaining in the fiscal year for which no payments 
have been made, and the quotient thereof shall be divided by the 
number of months remaining in the fiscal year for which no pay- 
ments have been made, and the quotient thereof shall be the amount 
paid to each such respective clerk, official, commission, institution 
or agency for the remainder of such fiscal year. Provided, further, 
That the major fraction of a calendar month of the session of the 
General Assembly shall be considered a full month in such calculation, 
which the minor fraction of such a month shall be disregarded. Pro- 
vided, further, ‘That the total amount paid during the current year 
shall not exceed the total amount appropriated in the Supply Bill 
for the current year. Provided, further, That in the case of the

A JOINT RESOLUTION Providing for the Necessary Expendi- 
tures of Charleston County for the First Six Months of the 
Year 1936. 


Whereas, It is to the advantage of the Government of Charleston 
County for the fiscal year to begin on July 1st and end on June 30th; 
and, 

Whereas, By Statute the fiscal year of Charleston County has been 
changed so as to begin on July Ist and end on June 30th, thus render- 
ing it necessary, in order to accomplish this change in an orderly 
manner, for provision to be made for the operation of the County 
Government and other County activities from January 1, 1936, to 
June 30, 1936, a period of six months; and, 

Whereas, Various branches of the County government for which 
taxes are levied are now being operated on a fiscal year beginning in 
July and ending in June; and, 
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Whereas, Because of recent sundry economics in the County 
Government, and surpluses accruing over a period of years, it has 
been determined that the County Treasurer and the County Super- 
visor now have on hand sufficient cash to operate Charleston County 
for the period beginning January 1, 1936, through June 30, 1936, 
without the necessity of levying taxes therefor; 

Section 1. 1935 Supply Act Extended for 6 Months, Charles- 
ton County—Purpose.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the appropriations made in Act 
No. 388, Acts of 1935, being the Charleston County Supply Act for 
that year, are hereby extended for an additional six months so as 
to be effective for the period beginning January 1, 1936, and ending 
June 30, 1936, and the County Treasurer of Charleston County is 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to pay for the months 
of January, February, March, April, May and June of 1936, to all 
the various and sundry clerks, officials, employees, commissions, in- 
stitutions and agencies for whom or in whose behalf any appropria- 
tions were made for the year 1935 their monthly salaries, appropria- 
tions or contributions, on the basis of the 1935 monthly averages ; and 
also to pay in like manner the additional appropriations hereinafter 
made. It is the purpose of this Resolution to provide effectively for 
the necessary expenditures of the County for the first six months of 
1936 on the same basis and scale as was provided for the calendar 
year 1935 with the exception of some additions to the scales of cer- 
tain items hereinafter provided.

Bonds for Building.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the

AN ACT to Authorize the City Council of Charleston, South Car- 
clina, to Issue Refunding Bonds to Refund Certain Outstand- 
ing Obligations of the City of Charleston, and to Provide for 
a Tax to Pay the Principal and Interest of Said Bonds. 


Whereas, certain four per cent coupon bonds of The City of 
Charleston, South Carolina, heretofore issued pursuant to law, will 
become due as follows, that is to say: One Million Eight Hundred 
and Fifty Thousand ($1,850,000.00) Dollars of said bonds on July 
Ist, 1937, and One Million Five Hundred Thousand ($1,500,000- 
00) Dollars of said bonds on July 1, 1938; and, 

Whereas, it is the desire of The City Council of Charleston to 
issue Three Mi‘lion Three Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($3,350,- 
000.00) Dollars of bonds with which to refund said outstanding 
bonds so maturing, Now, Therefore: . 

Section 1. City of Charleston Issue Refunding Bonds.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the City Council of Charleston, South Carolina, be and it is 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue refunding bonds of The 
City Council of Charleston in an aggregate principal amount of 
Three Million Three Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($3,350,000- 
.00) Dollars, for the purpose of refunding the outstanding bonds of 
The City Council of Charleston, One Million Eight Hundred and 
Fifty Thousand ($1,850,000.00) Dollars of said bonds maturing 
July Ist, 1937, and One Million Five Hundred Thousand ($1,500,- 
000.00) Dollars maturing July 1st, 1938. 

§ 2. Issues—Denominations—Interest — Maturities — Regis- 
ter.—The said bonds may be issued either as a single issue or from 
time to time in separate issues. Each issue of bonds shall be in such 
denominations, bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 
four per cent. per annum, payable as may be fixed by The City 
Council of Charteston, and shall be payable, both principal and 
interest, in any legal tender money of the United States at such 
place or places, and mature in such annual series or installments 
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beginning not later than five (5) years after the date of such issue 
as may be fixed by The City Council of Charleston in the Ordinances 
or Resolutions authorizing such issue or issues, provided that the 
last maturing installment of each issue shall not be more than thirty- 
five (35) years from the date such issue bears. Such annual series 
or installments may be equal or unequal in amount and in the rate 
or rates of interest they bear. The bonds shall be issued as coupon 
bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the 
holder of having them registered as to principal on the books of the 
City Treasurer of Charleston, South Carolina, and the principal 
thus made payable to the registered holder upon such conditions as 
The City Council of Charleston may prescribe; bonds so registered 
in the name of the ho'der may thereafter be registered to bearer and 
made payable accordingly. 

§ 3, Execution.—The bonds shall be signed by the Mayor and 
City Treasurer of the City of Charleston, attested by the City Clerk, 
under the Corporate Seal of the City of Charleston, but the interest 
coupons attached to said bonds need not be authenticated otherwise 
than by the facsimile signature of the City Treasurer, who is in 
office on the date the bonds bear. The delivery of the bonds so exe- 
cuted shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers occurring 
after such execution. 

§ 4. Exchange.—The City Council of Charleston is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to exchange at not less than par and ac- 
crued interest any or all of said bonds for an equal principal amount 
and accrued interest of the outstanding bonds for the refunding of 
which this issue is authorized, such exchange being hereby authorized 
to be made before, at the time of, or after the maturity of such out- 
standing bonds, and for the purpose of effecting such exchange 
said refunding bonds may bear date prior to the maturity of said 
outstanding bonds. Said exchange to be made in such manner as may 
by Ordinances or Resolutions of the City Council of Charleston 
be prescribed. ; 

§ 5. Sale.—In the event an exchange cannot be made for all of 
said outstanding bonds, then the City Council of Charleston be and 
is hereby authorized and empowered to sell at either private or 
public sale, in such manner as The City Council deems advisable, 
such of the remaining refunding bonds for which no exchange has 
been effected, the proceeds of such sale shall be deposited with the 
City Treasurer and kept by him in a special fund and applied solely 
to the payment of the then outstanding bonds to refund which said 
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bonds were issued. Provided, However, that any portion of such 
proceeds not needed for said purpose may be used for the payment 
of the expense of issuing and sel!ing said bonds or placed in a Sink- 
ing Fund to be used solely for the purpose of paying the interest or 
principal of such bonds as it becomes due. 

§ 6. Payment.—There shall be levied and collected annually as 
other City taxes are levied and collected a tax upon all taxable 
property in the City of Charleston sufficient to pay the interest and 
principal of said bonds as such interest and principal, respectively, 
become due, which tax shall be sufficient for said purpose and in 
addition to all other taxes authorized by law to be levied in said City. 

§ 7. Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt from all 
State, County, School and Municipal taxes. 

§ 8. Pay Charges Due City With Bonds.—The said interest 
coupons and/or principal of said bonds shall, at respective maturities, 
be receivable in the payment of taxes, license fees or other charges 
due and payable to the City of Charleston. 

§ 9. Capital Stock or Funds of City Banks Invested in such 
Bonds Tax Exempt.—That so much of the capital stock or funds 
of any bank or banking a$sociation, located within the City of 
Charleston, South Carolina, as is or shall be invested in bonds of this 
issue, shall be exempt from all State, County, School, Municipal 
or other taxation.

the intersection of the said Parish line and the western boundary of 
the United States Navy Yard and the eastern boundary of the 
Parishes of St. Phillips and St. Michaels; thence southerly along 
the said western boundary of the Navy Yard to the end of the prop- 
erty owned by the United States Government; thence easterly along 
the southern boundary of the said United States Navy Yard to the 
Cooper River; thence southerly along the western boundary of the 
said Cooper River of the eastern boundary of the said Parishes 
of St. Phillips and St. Michaels to its intersection with the said 
Parishes of St. Phillips and St. Michaels and the City of Charleston.

§ 4. Commissioners—Terms—Vacancies—That J. S. Leary of 
Charleston Heights, George L. Hamilton, of Rosemont, and K. A. 
Chapman, of Buckfield, are hereby created and constituted the St. 
Phillips and St. Michae!s Public Service District Commission. The 
terms of office of said original Commissioners shall be two, four, 
and six years, respectively, to be determined by lot, and thereafter 
each member of the Commission shall hold office for a term of six 
years and until his successor is elected. All vacancies, whether caused 
by death, resignation, expiration of term, or otherwise, shall be filled 
by election of successors by the majority vote of the Charleston 
County Legislative Delegation. 

§ 5. Duties and Powers—Board of Fire and Water Commis- 
sioners of St. Phillips and St. Michaels Parish Abolished—Audit 
Books.—The Commission herein created shall have charge of all 
maintenance, upkeep, and operation, by said Act contemplated, and 
shall be charged with all duties whatsoever now vested in the Board 
of Fire and Water Commissioners of St. Phillips and St. Michaels 
Parish; and the said Board shall immediate!y take over all books, 
records, cash, bank accounts and matters pertaining to said Board,

§ 7. Further Duties and Powers.—In addition to the powers and 
duties now provided by law for the Board of Fire and Water Com- 
missioners of St. Phillips and St. Michaels which are hereby spe- 
cifically devolved upon and vested in the said Public Service Com- 
missioner, the Commission shall have the following powers and 
duties : 

1. To supervise the sanitary conditions of the District and to this 
end they shall cooperate with and assist the County Health Board 
of Charleston County. 

2. To promugate rules and regulations for the maintenance of 
proper standards of health within the said District subject to the 
approval of the County Health Board of Charleston County. 

3. To acquire by purchase or gift playgrounds within the said 
district and to equip, maintain and supervise the same. 

4. To supervise and regulate the sewerage and drainage within 
the said district subject to the approval of the Sanitary and Drainage 
Commission for Charleston County. 

§ 8. Tax Levy—Collection—Disbursement.—That in addition 
to the millage now provided by law for the maintenance and opera- 
tion of the St. Phillips and St. Michaels Fire and Water District, 
the proceeds of which shall be by the County Treasurer of Charles- 
ton County placed to the credit of the said Public Service District 
Commission, and paid out and-used for the purposes for which the 
same was levied, upon the warrants of the Chairman and Secretary 
of the said Public Service District Commission, the County Auditor 
of Charleston County shall annually levy, subject to the approval 
of the Charleston County Delegation to the General Assembly, and 
the County Treasurer of Charleston County shall annually collect 
a tax of one mill on the dollar on all taxable property in the terri- 
torial limits of said Public Service District, the proceeds of which 
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shall by said County Treasurer be placed to the credit of said Public 
Service District Commission, and paid out on the warrants of its 
Chairman and Secretary, for the carrying out of the purposes of 
this Act and the functions of the said Commission. 


§ 9. Construction of Sewer System—Advertise for Bids— 
Award Contracts—Keep Records.—It shall be the duty of said Com- 
mission to advertise for bids for at least thirty days in one or more 
newspapers, for all work to be done and the material to be used in 
constructing sewer systems with the right to reject any and all bids, 
to enter into contracts with the lowest responsible bidder thereon, and 
to secure competent persons, if deemed advisable, to superintend 
the construction thereof and counsel and advise in all matters re- 
lating thereto. A permanent record shall be kept by said Commis- - 
sion of all its proceedings, contracts and other matter done and per- 
formed by it, including an accurate plan of the work done, and 
proper books shall be kept, showing in detail all moneys and funds 
received arid disbursed by it. The books of said Commission shall 
be audited annual!y, and at such other times as the Charleston Dele- 
gation shall direct, by the County Supervising Auditor of Charles- 
ton County, and a copy of such audit filed with the said Delegation.

Carolina, of Bonds, the Proceeds thereof to be Used for the 
Purchase of Equipment and Materials and the Construction, 
Purchase and Improvement of Roads, Bridges, Lands and 
Buildings, and to Retire and Pay Any or all Outstanding 
Notes or Obligations of Said County Existing at Time of Such 
Issuance, all or Any of Said Purposes, and to Provide for a 
Tax to Pay the Principal and Interest of Said Bonds. 
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Section 1. Charleston County Issue Bonds—Purposes.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Board of Commissioners of Charleston County, 
South Carolina, be and are hereby authorized and empowered to 
issue coupon bonds of Charleston County in the aggregate amount 
of not exceeding Five Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars, 
payable to bearer, the proceeds thereof to be used for the purchase 
of equipment and materials and the construction, purchase and im- 
provement of roads, bridges, lands and buildings, and to retire and 
pay any or all outstanding notes or obligations of said County existing 
at time of such issuance, all or any of said purposes; Provided, 
However, that none of said bonds shall be issued subsequent to No- 
vember Ist, 1938. 

§ 2. Issues—Interest—Maturities—The said bonds may be is- 
sued either as a single issue or from time to time in separate issues, 
and in such amounts and at such times as the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Charleston County shall be requested in writing by the 
Senator and a majority of the members to the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Charleston County, and the bonds when executed 
shall be turned over by the said County Board of Commissioners 
of Charleston County to the Treasurer of Charleston County for 
sale. The said bonds shall bear such rate or rates of interest, payable 
semi-annually, as shall not exceed the maximum rate designated in 
the request for the issuance of the same and shall mature at such time 
or times, in such series or installments, which may be in equal or un- 
equal amounts as shall be contained in said written request ; Provided, 
However, that annual instal!ments of any of such series shall begin

§ 5. Payment.—For the payment of said bonds as they severally 
mature, and the payment of interest thereon, shall be pledged the 
full faith and credit of Charleston County, and there shall be levied 
annually upon all taxable property in Charleston County by the 
County Auditor and collected by the County Treasurer a sum suf- 
ficient to pay the interest and principal on said bonds as they re- 
spectively mature.

Over Taxes, Penalties and Costs Paid Over by the Sheriff of 
Charleston County to the County Treasurer of Said County. 


Whereas, ‘The Sheriff of Charleston County has paid over to the 
Treasurer of Charleston County* certain sums of money, being ex- 
cess over taxes, penalties, and costs paid by the purchaser at de- 
linquent tax sale, under Act No. 875, Acts of 1932, and by the County

Whereas, The former owner of property sold at delinquent tax 
sale, his heirs, assigns, executors or administrators are lawfully 
entitled to said excess money, and : 

Whereas, the question has arisen as to whether the Sheriff had 
the right to pay to the County Treasurer said money, and whether 
said Act No. 875 gave the Supervisor the authority to issue his war-

Whereas, certain claims have been made by former owners and 
by the heirs at law of former owners for payment to them of the 
excess above set out, and other claims may be made, and 

Whereas, a question as to the Statute of Limitations barring claims 
has been mentioned: Now Therefore, 

Section 1. Persons Entitled Recover Excess Funds Over Taxes, 
Etc., Paid by Sheriff to Treasurer, Charleston County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any 
person, firm or corporation entitled to any excess over the taxes, 
penalties and costs paid by a purchaser at delinquent tax sales, which 
excess has been paid over by the Sheriff of Charleston County to the 
County Treasurer of said County pursuant to Act No. 875 of the 
Acts of 1932, entitled “An Act to Provide a Method of Disposing 
of Unclaimed Funds now in the Hands of the County Sheriff of 
Charleston County, or Hereafter Acquired by Him, From the Sale of 
Property for Taxes, and to Fix Responsibility for the Loss of the 
Said Funds”, may establish claim thereto by following the procedure 
provided in Section 2 of said Act No. 875, and shall be paid by the 
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County Treasurer the amount so established from the general funds 
of said County as provided in said Section 2. 

§ 2. Payment by Sheriff to Treasurer Confirmed.—The pay- 
ments of such excess amounts by the Sheriff of Charleston County 
to the County Treasurer of said County are approved, ratified and 
confirmed. 

§ 3. No Statute of Limitations shall be applicable to claims for 
such excess amounts. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create and Establish a Water, Fire, Sewer and Light- 
ing District in Charleston County, 8. C., to be Known as the 
North Charleston Water, Fire, Sewer and Lighting District, 
to Provide for the Government Thereof and to Authorize and 
Empower the Commissioners of Said District to Issue and Sell 
Bonds of Said District in the Sum of Not Exceeding Fifty, 
Thousand Dollars for the Purpose of Establishing, Maintain- 
ing and/or Purchasing and Operating Water and Sewer Sys- 
tem and Lines and Install and Operate Fire Equipment and 
Lighting Systems, all or Any of Them, in Said District; and 
to Repeal Act No. 400 of the Acts of the General Assembly, 
Approved May 11th, 1935, Entitled, ‘‘An Act to Provide for 
the Creation and Establishment of a Water and Sewer Dis- 
trict in Charleston County to be Known as the North Charles- 
ton Water and Sewer District, to Provide for the Govern- 
ment Thereof, and to Authorize and Empower the Commis- 
sioners of Said District to Issue and Sell Coupon Bonds of 
Said District in the Sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dol- 
lars for the Purpose of Establishing, Maintaining and/or Pur- 
chasing and Operating Water and Sewer Systems and Lines 
in Said District.’’ 


Section 1. North Charleston Water, Fire, Sewer and Lighting 
District, Charleston County.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That there be and there is here- 
by created and established in Charleston County a district to be 
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known as the North Charleston Water, Fire, Sewer and Lighting 
District, with such rights, duties, powers and authority as herein pro- 
vided and including such territory and boundary as hereinafter desig- 
nated. ~ 


§ 2. Territory —That the aforesaid district shall include and be 
comprised of territory having the fo'lowing boundaries: Beginning 
at the junction of the Cooper River and Noisette Creek, and running 
thence Westerly along said creek to its intersection with Cosgrove 
Avenue ; thence along said Cosgrove Avenue Southwesterly to Helm 
Avenue; thence along the Southern boundary of Helm Avenue 
Westerly to Meeting Street Road; thence along the Eastern bound- 
ary of Meeting Street Road Northerly to its intersection with Du- 
rant Avenue; thence along the Northern boundary of Durant Avenue 
Northeasterly to its intersection with Mixson Avenue; thence along 
the Western boundary of Mixson Avenue Northerly to its inter- 
section with Filbin Avenue, and thence a‘ong a line representing the 
continuation or extension of Western boundary of said Mixson 
Avenue if extended Northerly to the intersection of said line with 
Filbin Creek; thence along Filbin Creek Easterly to the Cooper 
River ; and thence along the mean low water mark on the West bank 
of said Cooper River to the point of beginning, as aforesaid. 


§ 3. Body Politic and Corporate—That the aforementioned 
North Char‘eston Water, Fire, Sewer and Lighting District, shall 
be a body politic and corporate with perpetual succession and shall 
exercise and enjoy al! the rights and privileges of such and be subject 
to the rules and regulations herein imposed. 


§ 4. Commission.—That the aforesaid district shall be governed 
by a commission to be known as the North Charleston Water, Fire, 
Sewer and Lighting District Commission, which Commission shall, 
upon the approval of this Act by the Governor, be composed of H. 
H. Attaway, P. B. Davenport and J. R. Felton, who shall forthwith 
be commissioned by the Governor and whose terms of office shall be: 
H. H. Attaway six years, P. B. Davenport four years and J. R. 
Felton two years, respectively, from said date and until their suc- 
cessors shall be commissioned and qualified as hereinafter provided. 
During the term of his office respectively, as above provided, the 
said H. H. Attaway shall be Chairman and J. R. Felton Secretary 
of said Commission. Upon the expiration of the term above provided 
for each of said Commissioners his successor shall be named by a 
majority of the Charleston County Delegation to the General As- 
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sembly, to whom the Governor shall issue a commission, whose term 
shall be for six years from date of qualification, and upon the ex- 
piration of the term of H. H. Attaway and J. R. Felton, respectively, 
as hereinabove set forth, upon the qualification of his successor, the 
said Commission shall elect a Chairman and Secretary who shall 
act as such during his term of office. 

In the event there shall be a vacancy in said Commission due to 
death, resignation, inability to serve or otherwise, such vacancy 
shail be filled as hereinabove provided for vacancy occurring through 
expiration of term of office, and the vacancy in Chairmanship or 
Secretaryship, if any, shall be filled in same manner. 


§ 5. Powers of Commission.—That said Commission shall have 
the power to purchase, establish, enlarge, maintain, conduct and 
operate such water systems, water lines, pipe lines and water tank, 
sewer systems, sewer lines and sewer mains in said District as they 
may deem necessary, and to contract with any existing water com- 
pany or municipality having mains adjacent to or in said District for 
the furnishing of water to said Commission and for the placing of 
mains, hydrants, valves, etc., to purchase, acquire, construct, es- 
tablish, maintain and operate a fire department and fire protection, 
water mains, and other instrumentalities for fire protection in said 
District ; to construct, purchase, acquire, lease or otherwise provide 
poles, wires, transformers and all other material, equipment and 
instrumentalities for street lighting in said district, and to make con- 
tracts and agreements for electrical current for said purposes ; to pur- 
chase, lease, hold and sell such real estate and easements as they 
may deem necessary; to accept gifts or grants and make such con- 
tracts in relation to same as may be necessary or proper; to make 
any and all contracts that they may deem necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this Act; to employ such engineering, office, clerical 
help and other employees as they may deem necessary, and to fix the 
compensation of such employees; to make any and all regulations 
which they consider necessary to effectuate the purposes of this 
Act ; and genera'ly to do all things necessary for the purpose of cre- 
ating, maintaining and operating a water, sewer, fire and lighting 
system, all or any of them, in said district; and for the establishment 
of proper sanitary conditions, so far as they pertain to the operation 
of water or sewer systems; to prescribe, and collect rates, fees, tolls 
or charges for the services, facilities and commodities furnished 
by such water or sewer or lighting system, and to furnish such serv- 
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ices, facilities and commodities to persons, firms and corporations 
within the territorial limits of said district. 

§ 6. Condemn Property.—That said Commission shall have the 
right and power to condemn for such purposes land, rights-of-way, 
existing water and sewer systems, and easements, whether the same 
be owned by private or municipal corporations or by individuals; such 
right of condemnation to be exercised in the same manner as is now 
prescribed for condemnation of rights-of-way by counties under 
Section 5813, of Vo!ume 3, of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1932. 

§ 7. Contracts—Advertise for Bids—Records.—It shall be the 
duty of said Commission to advertise for bids for at least thirty days 
in one or more newspapers, for all work to be done and the material 
to be used in constructing water, sewer or light systems and for fire 
apparatus, with the right to reject any and all bids, to enter into con- 
tracts with the lowest responsible bidder thereon, and to secure 
competent persons, if deemed advisable, to superintend the con- 
struction thereof and counsel and advise in all matters relating there- 
to. A permanent record shall be kept by said Commission of all its 
proceedings, contracts, and other matters done and performed by it, 
including an accurate plan of the work done, and proper books shall 
be kept, showing in detail all moneys and funds received and dis- 
bursed by it. The books of said Commission shall be audited annually, 
and at such other times as the Charleston Delegation shall direct, by 
the County Supervising Auditor of Charleston County, and a copy 
of such audit filed with the said Delegation. All books and records of 
said Commission shall be open at all times to the inspection of any 
citizen of said District. 

§ 8. Issue Bonds.—That the said North Char'eston Water, Fire, 
Sewer and Lighting District Commission is hereby authorized and 
empowered to issue negotiable coupon bonds of said district in the 
sum of not exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, the pro- 
ceeds of which shall be used by the said Commission for purchasing 
and/or for estab'ishing and maintaining water and sewer system and 
lines and install, purchase and operate fire equipment and lighting 
systems, all or any of them in said District. The said bonds shall be 
of the denomination of One Hundred Dollars, or a multiple thereof ; 
shall bear interest not to exceed six per cent. per annum, payable 
annually or semi-annua'ly as said Commission shall determine ; shall 
mature all at one time or in series or installments as said Commission 
shall determine, but all bonds shall mature not later than thirty years 
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from theirrespective dates, and shall be exempt from all State, 
county and municipal taxes, and may be made registerable as to prin- 
cipal. 


§ 9. Bonds—Execution.—Said bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of said Commission, and the official seal 
of said “North Charleston Water, Fire, Sewer and Lighting Dis- 
trict” shall be affixed to or impressed upon said bonds; the coupons 
on said bonds need not be authenticated other than by the facsimile 
signature of said officials lithographed, printed or engraved thereon. 


§ 10. Bonds—Sale.—Said bonds shall be issued and sold as a 
whole or from time to time and in such amounts as said Commission 
shall determine; said sales to be made to the highest bidder for cash 
after such advertisement as said Commission shall deem proper. No 
bonds shall be sold at less than par and accrued interest to date of 
delivery thereof ; said Commission to have the right to reject any and 
all bids in their discretion, provided that said bonds may be sold to 
the United States of America, or any department or agency thereof, 
at private sale without advertisement. 


§ 11. Bonds—Payment.—Until the interest and principal of all 
bonds issued under this Act shall be fully paid, there shall be levied 
annually on all taxable property in North Charleston Water, Fire, 
Sewer and Lighting District a tax sufficient to pay such interest as it 
becomes due, and to provide a Sinking Fund sufficient to pay such 
principal at the date or dates of maturity thereof; Provided, How- 
ever, That if after the application of the revenue from the Water 
System to the payment of the operation, maintenance and improve- 
ment of said system and the expense of the operation, improvement 
and upkeep of the fire protection system in said District, there re- 
main any surplus, then the annual levy may be reduced to such amount 
as, with the application of such surplus revenue thereto will be suf- 
ficient to pay such interest and principal as they respectively mature. 
The said annual tax shall be levied and collected by the same officers 
and in the same manner as is provided for the levy and collection of 
taxes for county purposes in Charleston County. The money so 
collected shall be applied by or under the direction of the County 
Treasurer to the payment of the principal and interest as they re- 
spectively become due, and pending such application shall be de- 
posited or invested by or under direction of the North Charleston 
Water, Fire, Sewer and Lighting District Commission, and the 
County Treasurer. 
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§ 12. Proceeds From Bonds—Deposit—Disbursement.—The 
proceeds of the sale of said bonds as provided by this Act shall be 
kept by the County Treasurer as a separate fund and shall be paid 
out only upon orders or warrants of the said North Charleston 
Water, Fire, Sewer and Lighting District Commission, and the 
County Treasurer for the purposes specified in this Act. 

‘§ 13. Election on Issuing Bonds.—Before any of the bonds 
hereinabove authorized shall be issued an election shall be held in 
said District at which shall be submitted to the qualified electors in 
said District the question of the issuance of said bonds. The elec- 
tion shall be held on such date and at such places within the Dis- 
trict as may be designated by the Commission, and notice of the 
election shall be given by posting notice thereof in three public places 
in said District at least ten days before said election, which notice 
shall state the time, place and purposes thereof and the amount of 
and purpose for which said bonds are to be issued. 

The said Commission sha'l provide a box and appoint managers 
for said election, the poll to be opened at 8 A. M. and closed at 4 P. 
M. The form of ballots shall have written or printed thereon the 
words, “FOR BONDS” “AGAINST BONDS”. Those voting in 
favor of the issuance shall scratch the words, “AGAINST BONDS” 
and those voting against the issuance shall scratch the words “FOR 
BONDS”. 

On closing the poll the Managers shall count the ballots and shall 
make return of the result of the election with the original ballots 
cast and the tally sheet to the Commission, who shall declare the re- 
su't of the election. If it shall be determined by the said Commission 
that a majority of the legal votes in said election have been cast 
in favor of the issuance of said bonds, the bonds may be issued 
as herein provided; but if it be determined that a majority of said 
ballots are opposed to the issuance of said bonds, the bonds shall 
not be issued. The validity of said election and the correctness of the 
determination of the results thereof by said Commission shall not 
be open to question in any Court except in a suit, action or proceeding 
commenced within thirty days after the date of said election. 

§ 14. Act 400, 1935 Acts, Repealed—North Charleston Water 
and Sewer District—Act No. 400, of Acts of the General Assembly, 
approved May 11th, 1935, entitled: “An Act to Provide for the 
Creation and Establishment of a Water and Sewer District in 
Charleston County to be Known as the North Charleston Water and

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Authorize and Empower the Commissioners of said District to Issue

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all of the taxable 
property in the County of Cherokee, for County purposes, for the 
fiscal year commencing January 1, 1936, for the amounts and for 
the purposes hereinafter stated, respectively, that is to say: 

§ 2. For all County purposes Sixteen and one-half (16-4) mills, 
to be expended as follows: Eight and one-half (8-14) mills for 
ordinary County purposes; Two (2) mil!s for statutory Road Tax; 
Six (6) mills for all County Bonds and interest on same.

§ 3. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1936, the Auditor and Treasurer are 
hereby directed to make such additional levy or levies for the year 
1936 sufficient to raise ample funds to pay interest on the bonded 
debt of said county, and to retire such bonds as may fall due, and 
sufficient funds to take care of all sums provided for in this Act. 

§ 4. The Sinking Fund Commission is hereby authorized to bor- 
row such funds as they may deem necessary to pay interest or re- 
tire bonds, should they have no funds to meet the same, to be re- 
paid when taxes are collected. 

§ 5. The County Supervisor and Board of County Commission- 
‘ers are hereby authorized to borrow such sums of money as may be 
necessary to properly finance said County, and other objects provided 
for, in anticipation of the collection of taxes, and pledge the same 
as security therefor, when approved by a majority of the delegation ; 
Provided, That they do not exceed the amounts herein appropriated 
and the levy made herein. The fiscal year of the Supervisor’s office 
shall begin January 1, and end December 31. 

§ 6. That one (1) mill is hereby levied upon all the taxable prop- 
erty in School District No. 10 to be used for the construction and 
erection of an annexing building to the Carnegie Free Library, said 
tax to be collected by the County Treasurer as other taxes are col- 
lected, and the Treasurer of said County is hereby directed to turn 
over to the Treasurer of said Library the amount so collected, which 
sum to be expended by the Board of Trustees of said Library for 
the purpose above set forth. 

§ 7. The Sheriff of Cherokee County shall be paid Fifty (50¢) 
cents per day for dieting each prisoner in the County Jail, and shall 
receive the fees provided by law for doing Constables’ work for each 
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of the two Magistrates in the City of Gaffney. The Court Crier, 
Jury Boy and Bailiffs shall be paid a per diem of Two ($2.00) Dol- 
lars for the actual number of days served. The fee for holding post 
mortem examinations shall be Three ($3.00) Dollars for each ex- 
amination. The County Board shall employ a County Physician or 
physicians whose duties shall be prescribed by the said Board and 
whose compensation shall be fixed by the said Board, not exceeding 
the amount herein appropriated. 


§ 8. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee County all 
monies collected by him to retire bonds and to pay interest on same, 
except those bonds and interest on same maturing during the currect 
year, which shall be paid by the Treasurer. 


§ 9. The actual working of the chaingang shall be under the di- 
rect supervision and management of the County Supervisor. It shall 
be his duty to employ and discharge the superintendent and other 
employees connected with the chaingang, and the supervisor and 
commissioners in operating the chaingang shall make the expenses 
conform to the amount appropriated for the same. Provided, how- 
ever, That before any employees or help is secured or any discharged, 
same must meet with the approval and sanction of the County Board 
of Township Commissioners. When differences arise between the 
Superintendent and Commissioners a majority vote of the Commis- 
sioners shall control, Provided, That the rural mail carrier shall 
notify the County Road Supervisor or the Township Commissioner 
when a bad place occurs in any mail road, and the said Supervisor or 
Township Commissioner shall send someone to fix same. 


§ 10. That the Supervisor is hereby forbidden from incurring 
any indebtedness against the County in excess of Fifty ($50.00) 
Dollars without having first the approval of the Board of County 
Commissioners on the records in the Supervisor’s office, and any 
such claim or indebtedness so incurred shall not be binding on the 
part of the County, except in the case of feed for stock and rations 
for convicts. That the County Supervisor in anticipation of necessary 
supplies for maintenance of roads and food for live stock and in- 
dividuals or any other necessities or supplies shall advertise for bids 
on same and shall award the order to the lowest bidder. 


§ 11. Should any Section of this Act be declared unconstitu- 
tional, the remaining sections shall remain and be of full force and 
effect.

§ 12. For the employment of a service Officer for Cherokee 
County for handling loan applications for adjusted compensation, 
hospitilazation, pensions, etc., of veterans of the wars of the United 
States, Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars, one sixth payable monthly : 
Provided, That such officer is to be elected by the Cherokee Post 
No. 109 of the American Legion. 

§ 13. Any violation of any of the provisions of this Act shall be, 
and the same is hereby, declared to be criminal offense and punish- 
able, upon conviction, in the discretion of the Court and upon con- 
viction shall be removed from office. 

§ 14. That neither the County Treasurer nor any of his assist- 
ants shall become Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners, but 
the Board of County Commissioners shall elect some other discreet 
and capable person to perform such duties for a sum not exceeding 
Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per annum, and the Clerk so 
elected shall be the purchasing Agent for the Stationery, books, of- 
fice supplies and other necessary articles used by all the County of- 
ficers and magistrates in.and for their respective offices. The pay- 
ment of any such items otherwise bought shall not be binding on 
the county. The Clerk or purchasing Agent shall keep a correct en- 
try of all such purchases and certify to same to the County Com- 
missioners at each monthly meeting. That the Clerk of the Board of 
county commissioners of Cherokee County shall not issue any vouch- 
er or check to any magistrate of Cherokee County until said mag- 
istrates have filed with the Clerk of the Board a-statement of the 
names of all parties for whom warrants have been issued during the 
previous month, the nature of the offense charged in the warrant 
and the disposition of each case; To each said statement there shall 
be attached a receipt from the Treasurer for the fines and costs col- 
lected by the magistrates during the previous month, and the Clerk 
of the Board is hereby required to file said statements of the Mag- 
istrates in the permanent files of the office of the County Commis- 
sioners. The Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners shall be 
required to remain in office during the regular Court House hours. 

§ 15. Three (3) mills are hereby levied on all real and personal 
property in Blacksburg Centralized School District created by Act 
306 of the General Assembly of 1925, to be used by the trustees of 
said districts for the maintenance of the High School located in said 
District, and the special levies now being levied in School Districts 
Nos. 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8 and 9 shall be reduced three (3) mills; Provided, 
That the Auditor and the Treasurer of Cherokee County shall make

Any note 
or contract made by any officer of the County or by the Board of 
County Commissioners for any amount not included in this Supply 
Bill shall be null and void; and any officer or employee who dis- 
regards any of the provisions heréof without the written consent of 
a majority of the Cherokee County Delegation in the General As- 
sembly, kept on file in the Treasurer’s office shall be guilty of mal- 
feasance in office and subject to removal.

All appropriations herein made are subject to the right and au-

life of this Bill: Provided, That the changes made by the Delegation 
pursuant to the authority herein conferred shall not operate to in- 
crease the total amount herein appropriated. 

§ 18. The Treasurer of Cherokee County is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay over to the Chairman of a Committee of three 
(3) to be named by the Cherokee County Legislative Delegation, the 
sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars per annum, said sum to 
be expended by order of County Health Physician for the indigent 
sick in Cherokee County and also for the poverty stricken person 
or persons who are in absolutely destitute circumstances and who

§ 3. The following named citizens are hereby constituted and 
appointed a board, to be known as the Chester County Hospital 
Board, and referred to herein as the Hospital Board, and the said 
Board shall manage and expend the appropriation for operation and 
treatment of charity patients as provided and .referred to in Sec- 
tion 2, of this Act: Mrs. Ethel M. McFadden, Dr. J. L. Hamilton, 
and M. Henry White, of Chester; G. M. Wright, Jr., and L. W. 
Pittman, of Great Falls; Shaw Simpson, of Lando; J. Foster Carter, 
of Lowrys; Cloud Hicklin, Great Falls; none of whom shall receive 
any compensation, but all of whom may receive actual traveling ex- 
penses, when traveling is necessary, to be paid out of the same appro- 
priation. The County Nurse shall be ex officio member of the Hos- 
pital Board, and shall act as investigator and Clerk of the said 
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Board, and shall call the first meeting thereof, but she shall not re- 
ceive additional compensation to that of County Nurse for such 
services. The Hospital Board shali organize by electing a Chairman 
and such other officers as it may determine, and shall adopt such rules 
and regulations as it may deem wise for the purpose of controlling 
and disbursing the said funds for the purpose of giving surgical 
and dental operations, medical attention and hospital treatment, as 
they may deem necessary for citizens of Chester County, deserving 
free treatment and free operations, and their action shall be final: 
Provided, That vouchers for the distribution of the said appropria- 
tion shall be issued and signed by the Chairman and the Clerk of 
the Hospital Board and directed to the Board of County Directors, 
who shall honor and pay all vouchers, if the same do not exceed the 
appropriation provided herein and that which may be added by the 
Chester County Legislative Delegation: Provided, Further, That 
the said Hospital Board shall not exceed in their disbursements the 
appropriation herein provided, unless the said appropriation is sup- 
plemented by the majority of the Chester County Legislative Dele- 
gation, and in no case shall they exceed the amount which is pro- 
vided herein: Provided, Further, That any vacancy in the Hospital 
Board may be filled by the remaining members of the said Board. 

. The Hospital Board herein created may seek to obtain and accept 
funds from the Duke Endowment and from other sources to be used 
along with these funds for the purposes herein named. 

§ 4. The County Treasurer is empowered to borrow in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes levied, so much money as may be necessary to pay 
the authorized expenses of the County in cases of emergency: Pro- 
vided, it shall be borrowed upon the request of the Board of County 
Directors, with the approval in writing of a majority of the Legis- 
lative Delegation. 

§ 5. The levy hereinabove named for the purpose of meeting the 
obligations of the County for certain specific purposes shall be de- 
voted only to the specific purpose for which levy is made, and in 
case the levies hereinabove provided shall result in the raising of 
more funds than may be necessary for the specific purposes indi- 
cated, then any such surplus shall be actually determined by the 
County Treasurer and applied by the County Board of Directors as 
a payment to other objects for which tax levies are herein made upon 
the written request of a majority of the County Delegation. In case 
the assessed value of the property in said County amounts to more, 
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after the action of the Board of Assessors, the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, the Tax Commission and the Board of Reviews or such au- 
thorities as may be charged by law with the duties of assessing and 
equalizing the value of the property, than is sufficient to raise the 
amount appropriated under the levy herein made, including any 
revenue derived from any source, or if it be that the amount appro- 
priated for any purpose is or will not be actually required, then 
’ the County Auditor, by and with the consent of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation, may reduce the levy to such a rate as he 
finds it necessary to raise the taxes no more than the amount actually 
required: Provided, That in the event it should be found that the 
amount appropriated for any specific purpose is more than is neces- 
sary, the County Board of Directors shall have the right, upon the 
approval of the majority of the Legislative Delegation, to apply such 
surplus to other necessary County purposes; and, Provided, Further, 
That the County Board of Directors shall have the right to exceed the 
‘ appropriation herein made for the specific purposes, but no fur- 
ther than is authorized in writing by a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation ; and in no case to an amount in excess of the contingent 
fund herein provided. 


§ 6. All County officers shall furnish the office of the County 
Board of Directors a written requisition for all supplies needed. 


§ 7. The County Superintendent of Education of the County is 
hereby required, on or before October Ist each year, to submit to 
the Charman of each Board of Trustees of each school district in 
the County a budget sheet showing the credits and debits of each 
district at the close of the school year, June 30th, and also an ap- 
proximate budget of credits and debits for the ensuing school year. 
This budget sheet shall be considered, approved and signed by the 
County Board of Education before being submitted to the various 
chairmen of the Board of Trustees. Proper blanks for issuing these 
budgets shall be furnished the County Superintendent of Education 
by the County Board of Directors. 


§ 8. It shall be the duty of the Janitor of the Court House, in ad- 
dition to his present duties, to keep the Court Room and the Jury 
Room in good sanitary condition ; that he shall before each term of 
Court, and before each public meeting to be held in the Court House, 
prepare the Court Room for each term of Court and all such meet- 
ings, and clean it after each term of Court and public meeting. That 
no Court Bailiff, or any other employee, shall be allowed compensa- 
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tion for such work: Provided, Court attaches and bailiffs must keep 
the Court Room in proper sanitary condition during the terms of 
Court. 


§ 9. That compensation shall be al'owed for not exceeding the 
following number of attaches or bailiffs for each term of the Court 
of Chester County: One child for drawing jury; one Court Crier, 
and two additional bailiffs, if so may be necessary: Provided, That 
pay for as many as two additional bailiffs may be allowed for the 
Criminal terms of the Court, if appointment of such additional num- 
ber is requested by the Solicitor. The names of the child to draw the 
jury, the Court Crier, and the two bailiffs for Civil Court and the 
two additional ones for Criminal Court, if they shall be ordered ap- 
pointed by the Solicitor, shall immediately upon appointment be fur- 
nished the Board of County Directors by the Sheriff, and only the 
persons whose names shall be so furnished shall be paid out of 
county funds and the County shall be liable for none other. 


§ 10. It is not intended that the salaries of the Treasurer and 
Auditor shall be reduced below Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol- 
lars, and if the State should reduce its appropriation to any sum 
below Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, the amount paid by the 
County shall be automatically increased from One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars to such an amount to make the total salaries of 
“these officers Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars each, and no pay 
shall be allowed for Clerk Hire, If the State should make reduction 
during the year and later pay the reduction after the County had 
made up the reduction, then the amount of reduction so paid by the 
State shall be returned to the County. 


§ 11. That errors, if any, in the totals of this Bill shall not affect 
any of the several items named herein. 


§ 12. That the Auditor of Chester County, upon the written re- 
quest and direction of the Tax Assessors of the several townships of 
Chester County, together with the Board of County Directors, may 
on or before August Ist of this year, levy such a tax not exceeding 
two (2) mills upon the taxable property of the townships, requesting 
such a tax to be expended on the roads of the said townships, under 
the supervision and control of the Board of County Directors as 
other road funds. This tax is to be in addition to the one (1) mill 
for roads levied in Section 2 of this Act. 


§ 13. All offices, rooms and storage places in the Court House 
not now occupied are placed in charge of the Board of County Di- 
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rectors, and may be used for such purposes as said Board may des- 
ignate. 


§ 14. The Grand Jury of Chester County is hereby authorized to 
have all county offices audited for the year beginning July 1935 and 
ending July 1936. The same to be paid for by the Board of County 
Directors on request of the Grand Jury out of funds herein pro- 
vided. Provided, the Grand Jury may appoint a committee, not ex- 
ceeding three of their number, to examine the vouchers in hands 
of the Board of Directors once a year and receive therefor such 
per diem and mileage as may be agreed upon between the Board of 
Directors and the Grand Jury. 


§ 15. The salary for the Chairman of the County Board of Di- 
rectors is hereby fixed at Seventeen Hundred ($1,700.00) Do!lars 
per year, and the salary of the other two (2) members of the County 
Board of Directors is fixed at Five Hundred and Fifty ($550.00) 
Dollars each per year, beginning February 1, 1936. 


§ 16. The Board of County Directors and the County Treasurer 
are forbidden to pay any fee or fees for making arrests in Chester 
County by any peace officer or officers, including Sheriff, Deputy 
Sheriff, Magistrate’s Constable, or State Constable, Rural Police, 
or Industrial Deputies. 


§ 17. The Board of County Directors is authorized to let the 
transportation of prisoners from Chester County to the penitentiary 
by contract to the lowest bidder, and they are authorized to receive 
sealed bids for that purpose: Provided, the successful bidder, if 
he is not already a peace officer under bond, shall be made a peace 
officer for the purpose of transporting prisoners, and shall be re- 
quired to give surety bond in the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars for the faithful performance of his duty; shall be required 
to pay the bond premium himself, and the bond shall be in such 
form as now required by law for other peace officers and be made 
payable to the County Board of Directors: Provided, The County 
Board of Directors for the transporting of prisoners, as hereinabove 
provided, may use the County’s equipment and one or more of the 
County’s employees for the purpose of transporting prisoners as 
provided: Provided, Further, That one of the said employees must 
be a peace officer under bond as hereinabove provided and must 
qualify as a peace officer, and that he may be a peace officer as a 
special deputy appointed by the Magistrate of District No. 1 on 
request of the County Board. 
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§ 18. That the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars is hereby 
allowed for the year 1936 to be paid by the Board of County Di- 
rectors in equal monthly payments to help defray the expenses of 
a Service Officer in Chester County for the benefit of the Veterans 
and survisors of the World War, Spanish-American War, or any 
other war, now residing in Chester County, to enable them to apply 
for pensions, increase of pensions, bonuses, compensation, or other 
allowances by law; said Service Officer to be designated by the Post 
of the American Legion at Chester and at Great Falls jointly, and 
his services to be rendered as the attorney or agent in behalf of 
Chester County for the benefit of all those entitled thereto under this 
Section as aforesaid. 

§ 19. The Board of County Directors is hereby authorized to 
make proper provisions for feeding the convicts of Chester County at 
the lowest possible cost and pay for the same out of any money on 
hand with the County Treasurer not otherwise appropriated. 


§ 20. The funds herein provided for Vocational Rehabilitation 
is appropriated only on the condition that i shall be matched by 
Federal funds and/or State funds, but it shall be disbursed to the 
Department of Education of South Carolina only on the recommen- 
dation of a committee of three of Chester County, composed of 
the County Nurse, Chairman of the Red Cross Chapter of Chester 
County, and a member to be designated by the Rotary Club of 
Chester : Provided, No one who owns and operates, or who operates - 
a car, and, if he or she be a minor, whose father or mother owns 
and operates, or operates a car shall be allowed to participate in 
this fund: Provided, That, the fund for Vocational Rehabilitation 
shall not be available and and shall not be expended except in cases 
where the person, or persons, who apply for participation in this 
fund can be rehabilitated to the extent of becoming self-supporting 
as a result of the Vocational Rehabilitation. 

§ 21. The Janitor of the Court House is hereby especially 
charged with the duty of enforcing all of the provisions of Section 
1175 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, but this shall 
not lessen the duties of the Sheriff, his Deputy, and the Magistrate 
and his Constables in that regard. 

§ 22. When convicts are available for the purposes, the Board of 
County Directors, in their discretion, may furnish convicts to the 
Janitor of the Court House and Jail for the purpose of keeping the 
Court House and Jail in sanitary condition, but this authority does 
not authorize them to employ any free labor for the purpose. When 
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convicts are not available and are not furnished by the Board the 
Janitor of the Court House and Jail, himself, is required to discharge 
all the duties of his position, without assistance of convicts. 

§ 23. The action of the Board of Directors of Chester County 
in paying additional compensation to J. R. P. Gibson, Magistrate, 
during the time that he discharged the duties of the office of Mag- 
istrate at Great Falls in addition to his own duties, is hereby ap- 
proved and validated. 

§ 24. The action of the Board of County Directors of Chester 
County in purchasing machinery and equipment in order to sponsor 
and match funds of the WPA project in Chester County, to be ex- 
pended on farm to market roads, not exceeding the sum of Twelve 
Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars, is hereby approved and validated. 

§ 25. The Board of County Directors of Chester County is here- 
by authorized to use such funds now on hand not otherwise appro- 
priated to supplement, if such action be necessary, the amount of 
money raised by the five (5) mill levy set forth in Section 1, and for 
the payment of the items of this Supply Bill. 

§ 26. Increases and the new appropriation in this Bill shall be- 
come effective March ist, 1936. , 

§ 27. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Section 1. Pay Cost of Advertising and Sale of Forfeited 
Lands for Taxes, Chester County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Directors 
of Chester County is authorized to pay out of the funds on hand, 
not otherwise appropriated, certain bills or accounts for the adver- 
tising and sale of forfeited lands for taxes in Chester County and 
purchased by the Auditor for the Forfeited Land Commission of the 
County, and also any costs to date of deeds and advertising’ such 
lands for sale not exceeding the following amounts:

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§ 2. Disbursement of Mileage for Supervisor of House Service 
Project.—The Board of County Directors is authorized to begin the 
disbursement of the item “mileage for Supervisor of House Service 
Project........ $240.00”, appearing on lines 94 and 95 of Section 1 
of the 1936 Supply Bill for Chester County, as of date December 
23, 1935, and pay said amount in monthly installments of Twenty 
($20.00) Dollars. 

§ 3. Disbursement of Appropriation for Sewing Rooms.—That 
the Board of Directors is hereby authorized to begin the disburse- 
ment of the item “For the operation of, including material and ex- 
penses, the sewing rooms in Chester in order to sponsor WPA pro- 
jects for this purpose.......... $1,000.00”, appearing on lines 107- 
110 of the 1936 Supply Bill of Chester County as of date November 
1, 1935, and to pay out said appropriation only on bills okayed by 
Mrs. Mozelle Stanton, who has charge of this project in the WPA 
work. 

§ 3-A. Pay The State Publishing Co., for Ad and for Repair 
on Typewriter.—That the Board of County Directors is authorized 
to pay out of funds on hand, not otherwise appropriated the follow- 
ing amounts: 

1. The State Publishing Co for ads in the Sesqui-Centennial Edi- 
tion, $87.50. 

2. Repairs on typewriter of Z. O. Davidson, Magistrate of Dis- 
trict No. 1, which he uses in his official capacity, Thirty Dollars, if 
so much be necessary. The Board of County Directors to have the 
repairs to said machine made and paid for on proper voucher. 

§ 4. Cumulative—This Act shall not be construed to repeal any 
of the provisions of the Chester County Supply Bill for 1936, but to 
be supplementary thereto. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor. :

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Chester County Pursuant to the Reimbursement 
Agreement Between the State Highway Commission and 
Chester County, to Authorize the Making of Such an Agree- 
ment and the Issuance of Chester County Bonds for Said Pur- 
poses and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 
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Section 1. Chester County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of County Directors of .Chester 
County be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial coupon 
bonds of Chester County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, 
for the purpose of raising monies to aid in financing the construction 
of certain State Highways or sections thereof hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (414) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty 
(20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form 
and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half of the mem- 
bers of the Delegation from Chester County in the General Assembly 
may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed by such County 
officials as shall be designated by the Senator and at least one-half 
of the members of the Delegation from said County in the General 
Assembly, and the seal of the Board of County Directos of Chester 
County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the bonds. The de- 
livery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change in 
officials or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. The bonds 
shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. They shall 
be sold upon sealed proposals after publication of notice of such 
sale one or more times at least fiftenn (15) days before such sale. 
The award shall be made to the highest bidder but the county shall 
have the right to reject all bids and re-advertise the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter Into Reimbursement Agreement With State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of County Directors of Chester County shall 
have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County 
with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the 
State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and repay 
said County for the monies to be advanced by the County to the 
State Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The amount 
of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as 
estimated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway 
Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement 
agreement. The said Board of County Directors of Chester may, by 
the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the State Highway 
Commission moneys necessary for the purpose of this Act and the 
said Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said 
County for all monies so advanced. The said Board of County Direc- 
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tors of Chester County and the State Highway Commission shall 
have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said agreement. 
The State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said 
County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other laws to be 
used for the construction of the State Highway System and so much 
of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making such 
reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose, 
except the money needed in order to make the payments to which said 
funds may have been previously pledged, and said pledge is hereby 
made a part of the contract between said County and the holders of 
said bonds. All monies paid or reimbursed to the County by the State 
Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions of this Act are 
hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of paying the principal 
and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued pursuant to this 
Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said 
County and the holders of said bonds. In fixing the time or times 
of maturity of said bonds the Board of County Directors of Chester 
County shall consider the probable amounts to be received each year 
by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to arrange 
the time of maturity of said principal so that the levy of a tax will 
not be necessary in order to pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest.—In ad- 
dition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum of money 
to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State Highway Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to repay and 
reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due on and 
after the date or time that the roads herein designated would have 
been constructed by the State Highway Commission in a normal 
course of construction and without means provided by this Act, such 
time or times to be determined by the State Highway Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Chester County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Chester County 
is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable 
property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Chester 
County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and apply 
it to said purpose. But all monies received by the County from the 
State Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the 
agreement herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of said 
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principal and interest and to the reduction of said tax. There shall 
also be applied to the payment of said interest and to the reduction of 
said tax so much of the one cent gasoline tax as the County may 
receive from year to year, after the date of the approval of this Act, 
from the State Treasurer. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds 
issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of Chester 
County, payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all state, county and municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction.—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. Definitions—The term “highway” or “road” as used in this 
Act shall include bridge and drainage structures. 

§ 9. Highways.—The highways or sections thereof, together wie 
the necessary bridges to be constructed with funds made available 
under the provisions of this Act are, namely ; a section of State High- 
way No. 9 from the present paving near the City of Chester Water 
_ Plant by way of Wilksburg to the eastern end of the bridge over 
Broad River at Lockhart in Union County and a section of No. 5 
from Ft. Lawn by way of Nitrole to Great Falls in Chester County. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon-, 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the for the 
purpose for which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but 
shall be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 11.. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor. 


This Act became effective May 7, 1936, when it was passed over the objec- 
tion of the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the City of Chester to Sell or Pledge and/or 
to Contract to Sell or Pledge Certificates of Indebtedness for 
Street Paving Assessments, and to Guarantee the Payment 
Therecf and to Borrow Money Thereon. 


Whereas, In pursuance of an Act passed the 13th day of March 
1919, entitled “An Act To Authorize any and all Incorporated Cities 
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and Towns within the State to Levy and Enforce an Assessment 
Upon Abutting Property Owners for the Purpose of Paying for 
Permanent Improvements on Their Streets and Sidewalks”, and in 
pursuance of all ordinances which may be adopted under authority 
thereof, the City of Chester is about to assess upon abutting property 
owners one-half (14) of the costs of permanently improving certain 
streets in said City and the City of Chester having made provision 
to pay the other one-half (1%) of the costs of said improvements 
as follows: Forty-five (45%) per cent to be paid with funds al- 
lotted to the City of Chester by the United States Government through 
the Public Works Administration and five (5%) per cent to be paid 
out of the City Treasury; and Whereas, the City of Chester desires 
to issue Certificates of Indebtedness showing amounts due to said 
City by said property owners, as deferred payments upon such as- 
sessments, for the purpose of realizing money upon such Certificates 
by either selling the same or borrowing money thereon; and Whereas, 
under the provisions of the Act hereinabove referred to, said as- 
sessments constitute a lien upon the property assessed, and payment 
thereof may be enforced in the same manner as the payment of city 
taxes, by reason whereof the property so assessed is bound to said 
City for the payment of the deferred portions of such assessments, 
and such Certificates of Indebtedness do not constitute in reality 
debts against the City, but merely evidence debts due to the City, and 
the existence of said lien on said property will fully protect said City 
against loss upon guaranty of such Certificates of Indebtedness 
entered into bv said City; and 

Whereas, said Certificates cannot be issued until the work is 
completed and the funds allotted to the City of Chester by the United 
States Government through the Public Works Administration cannot 
be obtained until the work is completed ; and 

Whercas, it is necessary that the City of Chester borrow funds 
with which to carry the work to completion until such time as funds 
are available from the sale or pledge of Paving Certificates to be 
issued and from the Public Works Administration; Now therefore: 

Section 1. City of Chester Sell or Pledge Paving Certificates 
of Indebtedness—Borrow on—Payment.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the City of 
Chester, by and through its City Council, be, and is hereby authorized 
and empowered to sell and/or to contract to sell Certificates of 
Indebtedness showing amounts due said City by property owners, 
for paving of streets and sidewalks, which may hereafter be issued 
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by said City under the terms of the Act hereinabove referred to, or 
any amendment thereof, and to borrow money upon such Certificates 
of Indebtedness, and to pledge and/or contract to pledge such Cer- 
tificates and the funds allotted to the City of Chester by the Public 
Works Administration as collateral security for the payments of such 
debts, and in either event to guarantee the payment of such Certifi- 
cates according to the terms thereof, and to pledge the faith and 
credit of the said City for the payment thereof. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed.

§ 2. The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep a 
separate account covering the various items of the supply bill, and 
not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein provided 
for each item, and for any such excess allowed or permitted said 
officers shall be held liable on their official bond.

§ 7. The County Commissioners and the Clerk thereof are here- 
by expressly forbidden to contract for work, or to furnish any 
material, or supplies, to Chesterfield County.

§ 8. In all warrants charging violation of the check law, where

§ 9. The County Board of Commissioners are authorized to make 
such arrangements as they may deem wise and expedient for furnish- 
ing medicine and securing the services of a physician, or physicians, 
for the inmates of the County Home, and prisoners in the jail and 
on the chaingang. 

§ 10. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and empowered

§ 13-A. The County Board of Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized, empowered and directed to issue voucher to Mrs. J. S. Black- 
well for the sum of $167.42 in full settlement of taxes erroneously 
paid by her on land in Providence School District, which taxes have 
been certified by S. W. Eddins, County Auditor as a double entry, 
which taxes were also paid by J. A. Yate. Same are to be paid out of 
contingent fund. 

The tax collectors of Chesterfield County are hereby authorized 
and directed to adjust taxes erroneously paid by John Hancock, 
Mutual Life Insurance Company on land known as Pollock land, 
being about 140 acres of said tract on which one Mitchell paid said 
taxes and they are hereby authorized to credit the unnaid taxes of 
said company with the amount of taxes erroneously paid on said 140 .

tured During the Month of April, 1936. 


Whereas, it is to the advantage of the Government of Chester- 
field County for the fiscal year to begin on July Ist and end on June 
30th, and 

Whereas, by Statute the fiscal year of Chesterfield County has 
been changed so as to begin on July 1st and end on June 30th, thus 
rendering it necessary, in order to accomplish this change in an 
orderly way, for provision to be made for the operation of the County 
Government and other County activities from January 1, 1936 to 
June 30, 1936, a period of six months, Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Appropriations for January 1, 1936, to July 1, 1936, 
Chesterfield County.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the appropriations made in Act No. 
411, Acts of 1935, being Chesterfield County Supply Act of 1935, 
are hereby extended for an additional six months so as to be effec- 
tive for the period beginning January 1, 1936 and ending June 30, 
1936. It is the intention of this Resolution to effectively provide for 
the necessary expenditures of the county for the first six months of 
1936 on the same basis and scale as was provided for the calendar 
year 1935. Provided, that the following amounts which were not 
included in 1934 Supply Bill, are hereby appropriated:

§ 2. Certain Taxes Go in General Fund.—So much of the 
County income as may be collected during the said six months

Fund of the County and be used for the purposes above set forth. 

§ 3. Borrow Pay Appropriations.—The County Treasurer and 
the County Commissioners are hereby authorized and directed to 
borrow a sufficient sum to carry out the provisions of this Act, to 
provide the balance of the funds necessary for the expenses herein 
authorized. The County Treasurer and the County Commissioners 
are authorized and directed to pledge as security for said loan, or 
loans, any uncollected past due taxes of Chesterfield County, and 
to pledge also the full faith and credit, and taxing power of the 
County for the payment of said loan or loans: Provided, however, 
a majority of the County Delegation shall approve any such loan. 

§ 3-a. Borrow Pay Certain Bonds.—The County Treasurer and 
the County Board of Commissioners of Chesterfield County are 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sufficient sum of 
money to pay or take up the County road and school bonds which 
became due in the month of April, 1936, not exceeding the amount 
of said bonds and interest. The same may be borrowed from any 
available source at a rate of interest not to exceed six (6%) per 
centum per annum, The County Treasurer and the County Board of 
Commissioners are hereby authorized and empowered to pledge such 
uncollected taxes and other sources of revenue as may be agreed 
upon by them and the County Legislative Delegation in the General 
Assembly of South Carolina to pay said Loan, and they are authorized

School District No. 18, Chesterfield County, and the County 
Treasurer of Chesterfield County to Borrow Money for the 
Purpose of Constructing and/or Repairing and Equipping 
Buildings for School Purposes in the Said District. 


Section 1. Chesterfield School District 18, Chesterfield County, 
Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of Chesterfield School District 
No. 18 and the County Treasurer of Chesterfield County are: hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding 
Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars at a rate of interest not ex- 
ceeding six (6%) per cent per annum for the purpose of construct- 
ing and/or repairing and equipping a school building in- said District.

Whereas the road bonds issued by Jefferson Township, in the

Whereas it desires to issue and sell refunding bonds to take up 
said matured bonds or to be issued in exchange for same; Now 
therefore, 

Section 1.- Jefferson Township, Chesterfield County, Issue Re- 
funding Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of 
Chesterfield County are hereby authorized and empowered to issue 
refunding bonds for Jefferson Township, in Chesterfield County in 
the aggregate principal amount of twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) 
dollars for the purpose of funding the outstanding matured bonds 
of Jefferson Township, in Chesterfield County. Said refunding bonds 
shall be issued in name of and on behalf of Jefferson Township, 
in Chesterfield County. 

§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shal! bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding six per centum (6%) per annum, payable semi-annually or 
annually, as said Board may deem best. They shall be serial bonds 
maturing in annual series or installments of one or more bonds each, 
the first of which series or installments shall be due and payable not 
later than three (3) years after the date of the bonds and the last 
not more than thirty (30) years after such date. Such annual series 
or installments may be equal or unequal in amount, but none shall 
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be more than three times the amount of any previously maturing 
series or installments. In case the bonds are divided into two or 
more separate issues, bearing different dates of issue, each issue 
shall mature in accordance with the foregoing provisions without 
regard to the times of maturity of any other issue or issues. The 
principal and interest of said bonds may be payable within or without 
the State of South Carolina and in such medium of payment as may 
be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be issued as 
coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with the 
privilege to the holder of having them registered as to principal on 
the books of the County Treasurer and the principal thus made pay- 
able to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall 
be to bearer) upon such conditions as the said Board may prescribe. 
The said bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of the County Board 
of Commissioners and the County Treasurer of said County, and the 
seal of the said County shall be affixed to or impressed upon each 
bond, but the coupons attached to such bonds need not be au- 
thenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the County 
Treasurer in office on the date of said bond. The delivery of said 
bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in 
officers occurring before the delivery and the said bonds may be 
issued and delivered in exchange for Jefferson Township bonds al- 
ready matured, and the said funding bonds shall be exempt from all 
state, county and municipal taxes. 

§ 3. Exchange—Sell—The said Board may cause said fundinz 
bonds or any separate issue of said bonds to be issued in exchange 
for the said outstanding matured bonds of Jefferson Township of 
like face amount to the holder or holders of said bonds, or said 
Board may sell said bonds for not less than par and accrued interest 
in such manner as said Board may, in its discretion, determine. In the 
event that any of said funding bonds are issued in exchange for out- 
standing bonds, the said outstanding, matured bonds shall, at the 
time said bonds are issued, be surrendered to the County Treasurer, 
or his duly authorized agent or representative and shall be im- 
mediately mutilated and cancelled. 

§ 4. Payment.—The past due, uncollected taxes in said Jeffer- 
son Township levied for payment of said matured bonds, if there 
be any such taxes, are hereby pledged for the payment of said refund- 
ing bonds and interest thereon, and the County Auditor of Chester- 
field County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on 
all taxable property in Jefferson Township, in the County of Chester- 
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field, State of South Carolina, a tax sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of all bonds issued under this Act as such principal and 
interest, respectively, become due, and the County Treasurer of 
Chesterfield County, and other officials duly authorized, are hereby 
authorized and directed to collect said tax and apply it to the said 
purpose. 

§ 5. Cumulative—The powers granted by this Act are granted 
in addition to, and not in substitution of, the existing powers of said 
County and are not subject to any limitation or restriction prescribed 
by any other law. 

§ 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Refunding the Bonded Indebtedness In- 
cluding Accrued Interest, of the Town of Cheraw, and to Au- 
thorize the Securing of Refunding Bonds by Pledge of Water- 
works Revenues, Taxes, or Other Security, and to Provide 
for the Levy of Taxes to Pay the Same. 


Section 1. Town of Cheraw Issue Bonds to Refund Bonded In. 
debtedness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Town of Cheraw is hereby empowered to re- 
fund, by the issuance and sale or exchange of bonds, all or any part 
of its present outstanding bonded indebtedness, whether matured or 
not, including interest due thereon, as evidenced by unpaid coupons, 
or that has accrued by reason of the maturity of any of the bonds 
and the nonpayment of interest since such maturity. The said out- 
standing indebtedness may be refunded by a single series or by 
several series of refunding bonds, with different maturity dates and 
different rates of interest, and if more than one series of such bonds 
is issued, the same may be issued at different times. 

§ 2. Refunding Bonds Unable Exchange or Sell—Disposition. 
—In the event that the Town of Cheraw, under the powers hereby 
granted, should determine to issue refunding bonds for the purpose 
of taking up outstanding bonds that have not matured, all of such 
refunding bonds which cannot be used for immediate exchange for 
outstanding bonds, or that cannot be immediately sold under a plan 
that will enable the town to acquire such outstanding bonds by 
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purchase or payment, shall be held by the town, under regulations 
to be prescribed by ordinance in advance of the execution of such 
bonds upon such conditions as will assure the safety of the custody 

‘thereof, and the prevention of their getting into circulation, until 
the same can be sold or exchanged, in whole or in part, for the 
purpose of taking up the outstanding bonds. 

§ 3. Pledge for Payment.—The municipality shall have power 
to pledge for the payment of all or any part of any series or part 
of any series of the refunding bonds to be issued under the terms 
hereof, the waterworks revenues of the municipality, and any unpaid 
taxes which became due prior to December 31st, 1935, and any un- 
paid paving assessments that have not already been pledged; and 
for the purpose or rendering any pledge of waterworks revenues effec- 
tive, it shall not be necessary for the Board of Commissioners of 
Public Works to join in the execution of any instruments made to 
evidence or effect such pledge. 

§ 4 Exchange or Sell—Any of the bonds issued under the 
terms hereof, including the whole or any part of any series of such 
bonds, may be used for the purpose of exchange for outstanding 
bonds, or outstanding past due coupons, or for the discharge of 
interest due on matured bonds, or may be sold, in whole or in part, 
at public or private sale, upon such terms as may be fixed by the 
municipality from time to time, subject to all of the other provisions 
hereof. 

§ 5. Issuance—Maturities.—Such refunding bonds as may be is- 
sued under the terms hereof for the purpose of paying or refunding 
unpaid coupons which matured prior to December 31st, 1935, or 
accrued interest on matured bonds for a period not beyond December 
31st, 1935, may be issued in a special series, to mature over a period 
not exceeding five years, on a serial plan to be fixed by the municipal- 
itv. All other bonds issued under the terms hereof shall be issued 
upon such serial plan or plans as may be determined by the municipal- 
ity, except that the latest maturity date shall not extend for a 
period longer than forty years from the date which the bonds bear, 
and it shall be in the discretion of the municipality as to the amount 
of bonds to be made payable each year, and as to the first year when 
bonds shall mature as to principal, provided that the first maturity 
shall begin not longer than three years from the date of the passage 
of this Act. 

§ 6. Payees—Interest—Execution.—All of the bonds to be is- 
sued under the terms hereof shall be payable to bearer, and shall 
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have coupons attached providing for the payment of interest semi- 
annually, on such dates and at such place as may be prescribed by 
ordinance of the town. The bonds shall be signed by the Mayor and 
attested by the City Clerk under the corporate seal of the municipal- 
ity, and the interest coupons may be signed with the facsimile 
signature of the City Clerk lithographed or engraved thereon. 

§ 7. Redeem Prior to Maturity —AlII of the bonds issued under 
the terms hereof shall contain provisions authorizing the municipal- 
ity to call the same for payment, prior to maturity, at times and upon 
conditions to be fixed by the municipality, and to be set forth in the 
bonds. 

§ 8. Further Pledge for Payment.—In addition to any security 
that may be pledged for the payment of any of said bonds, the full 
faith and credit of the Town of Cheraw shall be pledged for the pay- 
ment in full of both principal and interest evidenced by the said 
bonds ; and it shall be the duty of the proper municipal authorities, 
in advance of the maturity of any principal or interest payment ac- 
cruing under the said bonds, to assess, levy and collect annually upon 
all of the taxable property of the Town of Cheraw, a tax sufficient 
to pay said principal and interest as the same become due. 

§ 9. Powers of Town of Cheraw—Authority of Mayor and 
Aldermen—Amount of Bonds Limited—The Town of Cheraw shall 
have all of the powers, with respect to the issuance, sale and exchange 
of the aforementioned refunding bonds which are now conferred by 
law upon municipalities, to the extent that the same are not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act; and in respect to all matters 
herein provided for which require the determination of some au- 
thority, the decision of the Mayor and Aldermen of the Town of 
Cheraw shall be conclusive; provided, that the total amount of the 
principal of the bonds that may be issued under the terms hereof 
shall not exceed the aggregate amount of the present bonded in- 
debtedness of the Town of Cheraw, plus the amount of all unpaid 
coupons from said bonds, plus the amount of accrued interest on 
matured bonds and matured coupons. 

§ 9-A. Fetire Bonds With Surplus Funds—Notify Holders of 
Bonds —In the event that the Town of Cheraw should have funds 
available at any time for the retirement or reduction of any part of 
its bonded indebtedness, in excess of the amounts required to pay 
maturing coupons and maturing bonds, it shall have the right from 
time to time, under such regulations as may be prescribed by or- 
dinances, to call for tenders of bonds, and to purchase the same with 
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such surplus funds, provided, that the opportunity to make such 
tenders shall be brought to the notice of all known bondholders. The 
manner of giving notice and the form of and time of giving the same 
shall be fixed by ordinances. , 

§ 10. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act, to the 
extent of such inconsistency, are hereby repealed. 

§ 11. This Act sha!] take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of Ruby School 
District No. 29 and the County Treasurer of Chesterfield 
County to Borrow a Sum of Money Not Exceeding Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars and to Provide for the Levy of 
a Tax to Retire Said Loan. 


Section 1. Ruby School District No. 29, Chesterfield County, 
Borrow to Erect Auditorium and Athletic Building. —De it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
trustees of Ruby School District No. 29 and the County Treasurer 
of Chesterfield County are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow a sum of money not exceeding Three Thousand ($3,000.00) 
Dollars at a rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent per 
annum for the purpose of constructing and equipping a school build- 
ing in said district to be used as an auditorium and athletic building. 
The loan shall be secured by note or notes executed by the Board of 
Trustees of said school district and the County Treasurer of Chester- 
field County. 

§ 2, Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of the 
said loan there is hereby levied an annual tax upon all of the taxable 
property of Ruby School District No. 29, Chesterfield County, suf- 
ficient to retire the loan, plus interest, within a period of five (5) 
years. The entire proceeds of this special tax levy shall be paid 
annually on the principal and interest of the note given to secure the 
loan until the said loan with interest is paid in full, at which time 
the tax shall no longer be levied. It shall be the duty of the Auditor 
of Chesterfield County to levy the said special tax annually on all 
of the taxable property of the said Ruby School District No. 29 and 
the duty of the County Treasurer of Chesterfield County to collect 
the tax so levied as other taxes are now collected by law. 
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§ 3. Use of Funds.—The proceeds of the loan shall be deposited 
to the credit of the board in a special account and shall be used in 
conjunction with such other funds as the board may be able to 
obtain from the Federal Government or any agency or authority 
thereof or from any other source for the purposes above set forth. 

§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed.

This Act is intended and shall be construed to 
make appropriations for the operation and 
activities of Clarendon County for the period 
beginning January 1, 1936, and ending June 
30, 1937, and thereafter the fiscal year of the 
County shall begin on each July Ist and end 
June 30. 


The Supervisor and Treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of revenues to be expended under 
this Act, not to exceed Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars for 
ordinary County purposes, and also Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) 
Dollars additional to pay interest on and principal of County bonds, 
if it should become necessary ; and for any sum or sums so borrowed 
said officers shall issue the promissory note or notes of the County 
therefor and as security for the payment thereof pledge the afore- 
mentioned revenues, including 1936 and former years (uncollected) 
property taxes and/or anv or all other County revenue and the full 
faith and credit of the County. The Supervisor shall not spend or 
contract to spend in excess of any amount appropriated for any 
item, and he shall keep accurate records and book accounts of all 
expenditures and contracts for expenditures in accordance with the 
classification and items as appear in this Act. 
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§ 2. The County Treasurer of Clarendon County, upon written 
request from a majority of the School Trustees of any School Dis- 
trict in said County, endorsed by the Superintendent of Education 
of the County be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered, in an- 
ticipation of taxes for the year 1936, and also in anticipation of 
the collection of the uncollected taxes for prior years, to borrow for 
ordinary school purposes in such school districts an amount not ex- 
ceeding eighty-five (85%) per centum of the amount that will be 
raised by the tax levy for the year 1936, and the amount due on ac- 
count of said uncollected taxes, at a rate of interest not to exceed 
six (6%) per centum, and issue the promissory note or other obli- 
gation of the County therefor, and as security for the payment of 
said loan or loans to pledge the taxes to be collected for such school 
district for said year: Provided, That the proceeds arising from the 
authority herein given shall be used solely for the payment of ordi- 
nary school expenses in keeping schools open in the respective school 
districts in said County until said schools can realize from the col- 
lection of taxes. 

§ 3. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceeding the 
total authorization herein shall be null and void unless authorized 
in writing by a majority of the Clarendon Delegation in the General 
Assembly. No County officer charged with disbursing the funds 
herein provided shall expend or contract to spend under any general 
item any sum greater than the amount for each general item being 
appropriated without the written consent of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the County Delegation to the General Assembly. Any violation 
of this provision is hereby declared a malfeasance in office and 
such officer shall be subject to removal by the, Governor upon the 
recommendation of a majority of the Delegation. He shall be liable 
on his official bond for all sums expended or contracted to be spent 
in excess of the appropriation without first getting the written con- 
sent of a majority of the Delegation as hereinbefore provided. 

§ 4. All purchases of property or supplies of any matter ordi- 
narily purchased within the County, for the use of the County of 
the value of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or more, shall be made 
only after ten days’ notice inviting bids, said notice being posted on 
the bulletin board in front of the Court House door, and all bids 
received pursuant to such notice shall be considered and acted upon 
by the full Board of County Commissioners in open meeting. 

§ 5. It shall be unlawful for the County Supervisor or County 
Board of Commissioners to purchase or agree to purchase any iron 
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piping, culverts, iron or other bridge material except lumber, which 
shall be purchased from mills operated in said County, unless the 
order on contract of purchase be first submitted to the Legislative 
Delegation of said County, and the written approval of a majority 
of said Delegation he first obtained. Any violation or attempted viola- 
tion of the provisions of this Section shall be a misdemeanor and 
punishable by a fine or imprisonment or both in the discretion of the 
Court. 

§ 6. The County Treasurer is hereby charged with the additional 
duty of keeping a record of all disbursements in accordance with 
the classification and items of the appropriations herein made; and 
the County Supervisor shall enter upon each check or warrant drawn 
by him the name of the fund or appropriation against which it is 
drawn and by such entry the Treasurer shall charge the expenditure 
upon his records. 

§ 7. The County Treasurer shall set up and keep sufficient books 
and records, in addition to such now kept or required by law, to 
fully comply with the foregoing Section; and she shall refuse pay- 
ment of any check or warrant drawn in excess of the appropriation 
against which it is drawn; and not later than the tenth day of each 
calendar month hereafter she shall prepare a statement of the total 
amounts paid cut upon the various appropriation items, except sal- 
aries and other fixed lump sum appropriations, copies of which '‘state- 
ment she shall deliver or mail to the Supervisor, each member of the 
County Board of Commissioners, and to each member of the County 
Legislative Delegation. 

§ 8. In the event that any appropriation item is exhausted before 
the end of the eighteen months fiscal period covered by this Act and, 
in the opinion of the County Board, additional funds are necessary 
for such purpose, the necessity and the grounds therefor may be pre- 
sented to the County Legislative Delegation and a majority of the 
members thereof may authorize additional expenditures, and the 
written direction of such majority will authorize the County ‘Treas- 
urer to pay such excess amounts out of any available funds in her 
hands. 

§ 9. Because of the probable inability of the County officers to 
borrow funds in anticipation of the collection of the tax herein levied, 
the County Board and County Treasurer are hereby directed to 
pool at the end of each month, all unpledged funds which are avail- 
able for the payment of current operating expenses, to wit; the 
gasoline tax, commutation tax, official fees, fines and licenses, prior 
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years’ property taxes, moneys derived from the sale or other income 
of forfeited lands and all other unpledged revenue, and set aside 
therefrom a minimum amount for road work and chaingang main- 
tenance for which it is necessary or advisable to pay cash during the 
next ensuing month. From the remainder of such available funds 
there shall be then paid the jail expenses, the current bills for water, 
telephones, and lights, and such of the Court Expenses as cannot be 
conveniently delayed, and also such further expenditures, for which 
appropriations are hereby made, or may hereafter be authorized, in 
writing by a majority of the Legislative Delegation, as the County 
Board may deem urgently necessary. 

From the then remainder of such available funds so much as is 
possible of the salaries of the County officers and other employees 
shall be paid upon the following plan: So long as the Treasurer and 
Auditor are paid by the State, its proportion of their salaries, they 
shall not participate in the distribution of the funds available, which 
latter shall be apportioned among the other officers and salaried em- 
ployees of the County, to the end that each shall receive two-thirds 
(2/3) of their salaries and expense allowance monthly, they to be 
issued pay warrants or claims for the unpaid balances of their sal- 
aries and expense or travel allowances, which warrants or claims 
shall be payable when the County is in funds for such purposes, but 
they shall not bear interest: Provided, That payment in full may be 
made of monthly salaries of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars and 
less and of the monthly installments of the travel expenses or allow- 
ances in the discretion of said Board. 

If there be sufficient funds to pay more than two-thirds (2/3) 
of such monthly salaries and allowances, then the Treasurer and 
Auditor shall participate proportionately in any further distribution 
possible. 

§ 10. The balance remaining unpaid of the claims against the 
County occasioned by excessive expenditures by former officials arid 
referred to in Act 372 of the Acts of 1931, may in the discretion of 
the County Board of Commissioners, unless hereafter otherwise 
directed in writing by the County Legislative Delegation, or a ma- 
jority thereof, be paid from the proceeds of the collection, of the 
claims now pending against such former officials and their bonds- 
men, and from unappropriated, ordinary County funds resulting 
from the collections of 1935 and prior years’ taxes, except any such 
which may be pledged and the said Board may make any compromise 
settlement of such claims as they may deem to the interest of the 
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County. The County Treasurer may, upon the direction of the County 
Board of Commissioners, pay upon any obligation of the County 
any unappropriated and unpledged County funds in the hands of 
said Treasurer during the year 1936. 

From any funds in the hands of the County Treasurer to the 
credit of any school district (except State aid for Teachers’ salaries) 
such Treasurer is authorized and directed, upon the written direction 
of a majority of the trustees, to pay in whole or part any obligation 
or obligations of said district. Two (2) mills of the former (through 
1935) levy in Manning School District No. 9 for State Sinking Fund 
indebtedness (now paid) shall be continued in 1936 and used for 
general school purposes in said district as may the proceeds of such 
levy for former years. 

§ 11. The County Treasurer and the County Board of Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized and empowered to enter into any agree- 
ment or agreements, in their discretion to the interest of the County, 
with respect to the deposits of the county in the now closed Peoples 
State Bank of South Carolina. 

§ 12. The Clerk of Court for Clarendon County shall charge the 
sum of fifty (50¢) cents for filing, indexing and/or recording any 
mortgage, regardless of the amount thereof, or other instrument 
creating a lien upon crops unto the Governor of the Farm Credit 
Administration, commonly called Emergency Crop and Seed or Feed 
Loans, and such charge shall be applicable to all such mortgages or 
instruments filed, indexed or recorded after January 1, 1935, whether 
before or after the approval of this Act and such fees shall be col- 
lected in advance by the Clerk of Court and paid into the treasury of 
Clarendon County as are other fees for filing, indexing and record- 
ing of other instruments by said Clerk of Court; and said Clerk of 
Court may, in addition to the aforementioned fee of fifty (50¢) cents 
per mortgage or instrument, collect the sum of twenty-five (25¢) 
cents for the examination of the records in his office in order to de- 
termine and certify the priority of the lien of any such instrument, 
but such service shall be rendered by him to and for the Farm Credit 
Administration and Clarendon County shall have no responsibility 
in any connection therewith. 

§ 13. An audit of the offices and records, or any part thereof of 
the County, may be had at any time in the year 1936 by the County 
Legislative Delegation, or a majority thereof, and the expenses there- 
for paid on their written order to the Supervisor and Treasurer from 
any available funds in the hands of the latter. 
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§ 14. The Auditor and Treasurer of the County shall so complete 
the necessary work in their respective offices in order to open the 
treasurer’s books for the collection of 1936 State and County taxes 
on September 1, 1936, and the collection of said taxes shall begin on 
that date. 

§ 15. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 16. This Act sha'l take effect as of January 1, 1936, upon which 
date all of its terms and provisions shall be taken and deemed effec- 
tive. :

§ 2. The County Board of Commissioners and the County Treas- 
urer of Colleton County are authorized and empowered to borrow 
a sum of money necessary to pay the various items of this Act, but 
not including any moneys which may be available for such purposes 
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before said funds are borrowed, from any source, and for that 
purpose the County Board of Commissioners, together with the 
County Treasurer, are hereby authorized and empowered to execute 
the necessary and proper obligation or obligations of Colleton 
County and pledge the taxes and other revenues that may be collected 
for the year 1936 for the payment of the same; said obligation or 
obligations not to draw a rate of interest greater than five (5) per 
cent per annum; and said County Board of Commissioners and 
County Treasurer are hereby authorized and empowered in their 
discretion to borrow the said sum of money or any portion thereof 
from time to time as the need may arise from the Sinking Funds 
belonging to Colleton County; and in the event that the said Board 
of County Commissioners and County Treasurer should decide to 
borrow from the sinking Fund Commission, then and in that event, 
the County Board of Commissioners shall execute and deliver to 
the County Treasurer the note or notes of Colleton County for said 
funds as borrowed, which note or notes shall pledge the taxes and 
other revenue to be collected during the year 1936 for the purpose of 
guaranteeing the repayment of said funds to the said Sinking Fund. 
In the event that the County Board of Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer should decide to borrow from the Sinking Funds, then 
and in that event the rate of interest on said loans shall not exceed 
five (5) per cent. 


§ 3. The County Board of Commissioners upon the written ap- 
proval of the majority of the Legislative Delegation are authorized to 
expend any balance that may remain on December 31, 1936, of the 
above levies to supply any deficiencies in the several items of ap- 
propriations. The County Board of Commissioners are hereby 
prohibited from drawing any warrant upon the County Treasurer to 
be paid out of any of the several funds, especially appropriated for 
any purpose other than that for which the same shall have been 
appropriated ; and it shall be unlawful for the County Treasurer to 
pay any such inhibited warrant. It shall be unlawful for the County 
Board of Commissioners to create by contract, expressed or implied, 
any obligation against the County, which, with the obligations then 
existing and chargeable to any particular item of the appropriation, 
shall exceed the amount specifically appropriated therefor ; Provided, 
That in case of emergency, with the written consent of the County 
Legislative Delegation, this requirement may be dispensed with. 
Should the County Board of Commissioners and the County treas- 
urer violate the provisions of this section, the official or officials so 
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offending shall be held responsible upon his official bond, both to 
the County and the party contracted with. 

§ 4. No machinery, tools, road or bridge material, wares and 
merchandise, or supplies of any kind shall be purchased except upon 
a written order in triplicate therefor, dated and signed by the Super- 
visor, and specifying the thing and quantity purchased, the amount 
to be paid therefor and the name of the seller. A suitable book shall 
be procured by the Supervisor for this purpose, and in it the tripli- 
cate orders must be consecutively numbered, each set of triplicates 
bearing the same number and so prepared that two may be detached 
from the book and be given to the seller, and the other remain in the 
book as a permanent part thereof and be non-detachable. Before any 
seller shall deliver anything purchased to the County he must procure 
the two detachable triplicates, one of which he may retain and the 
other of which he must attach to his County claim as a part thereof 
covering the sale and claim for compensation thereunder. It shall be 
unlawful to either antedate or post date any of said orders, and none 
shall be written or prepared nunc pro tunc. Any sale made to the 
County without the seller first procuring the said two triplicates shall 
be void and the County shall note be liable for the purchase price 
thereof. No claim covering a sale to the County shall be approved by 
the Supervisor and County Board of Commissioners unless and 
order as directed above shall first have been obtained, nor unless the 
claim has attached thereto, to remain as a permanent part thereof, 
one of the triplicates given to the seller as above provided. Should 
any officer or employee of Colleton County purchase or cause to be 
purchased anything in behalf of the County in violation of this sec- 
tion, the County shall not be responsible therefor, but the individual 
or individuals making said purchase shall be personally liable therefor, 
and be also responsible on their official bonds. . 

§ 5. The County Treasurer‘is directed and required to apply any 
surplus from any sinking fund accumulated for the payment of any 
obligation of the County, after the said obligation has been paid, 
toward the payment of any past indebtedness incurred under any 
previous County Supply Bill. 

§ 6. The County Supervisor and County Board of Commissioners 
are forbidden to pay the rental for any telephone save one telephone 
for the office of the Clerk of Court, one for the office of the Sheriff, 
and one for the County Jail. 

§ 7. Immediately upon receiving tax duplicates from the Auditor 
the County Treasurer shall cause to be mailed to each tax payer 
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listed thereon whose Post Office address is available a written or 
printed notice stating thereon the amount of taxes assessed against 
the said taxpayer for the current year, with such other information 
as the said County Treasurer may deem desirable. This service to 
the taxpayer being gratuitious, no obligation shall rest upon the 
County or State or County Treasurer for any failure or mistake on 
the part of the County Treasurer in giving or failing to give said 
notice. : 

§ 8. The County Board of Commissioners shall not pay more than 
four ($4.00) dollars for physician’s examination in lunacy proceed- 
ings. There shall be no fees paid to Magistrates in lunacy proceed- 
ings, nor in inquests. The item above, of Three Hundred and Fifty 
($350.00) Dollars for County Attorneys, shall be in full for legal 
services to be rendered during the year 1936 by the County Attorneys. 


§ 9. That should Colleton County be unable, because of the fail- 
ure to promptly collect its taxes, or because of the postponement of 
the time of the payment of taxes, to pay promptly when due, any 
of its outstanding promissory notes authorized by law and for which 
said taxes have been pledged in payment, then the officials of said 
County, who are authorized and empowered and required to borrow 
money, may borrow sufficient amount of money as may be necessary 
to pay said notes, bearing a rate of interest at the best rate obtainable, 
and payable at such time or times as said officials may estimate will 
be necessary for the collection of a sufficient amount of taxes to pay 
the same. That the same taxes as were pledged for the payment of 
the original notes shall be pledged for the payment of the new notes. 
The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to use any funds which 
may arise from the collection of taxes unpaid for past years, which 
have not already been pledged, to supplement the tax levy provided 
for. In the event that said funds shall not be necessary to supplement 
funds raised by taxation as hereinabove provided, then the County 
Treasurer is hereby authorized and empowered to apply the said 
funds or any portion thereof which may be available to the reduc- 
tion of the past indebtedness of the said County. Should any revenue 
be received from the legal sale of intoxicating liquors or licenses 
thereof, not including the present revenue from wine and beer, the 
same shall be zpplied on the past indebtedness of the County under 
previous county Supply Bills. 

§ 10. No claim of a Magistrate for salary shall be approved or 
paid unless said claim is accompanied by a verified itemized statement 
showing the amounts of ail fines collected, when and from whom since 
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the filing of the last preceding salary claim, and an exhibition of the 
official receipt of the County Treasurer showing the payment of such 
fines into the Treasury. The Supervisor is required to publish as an 
appendix to his quarterly report an itemized list of all such fines so 
reported under the name of the Magistrate collecting the same. 


§ 11. The Supervisor is forbidden to contract any liabilities 
and/or expend out of the appropriation made in Item 1 (A) of 
Section 1 any amount in excess of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dol- 
lars in any one month. Provided, If there shall be any unexpended 
balance from any month’s allowance then said unexpended balance 
may be expended in any subsequent month or months. All warrants 
drawn to be paid out of said fund shall be so designated, and the 
County Treasurer is forbidden to pay any warrants not in accordance 
with the above schedule. Any official violating the provisions of this 
section shall be personally liable, and his official bond also, for any 
violation thereof. 


§ 12. The salary hereinbefore fixed in Section 1, Item 2, Sub- 
division H, for the Supervisor, shall be paid to him monthly, except 
for the month of December, 1936. The salary of the Supervisor for 
December, 1936, shall not be paid to said official unless and until 
he makes and files with the County Treasurer an affidavit stating 
that no more than Twenty-four ($24,000.00) Thousand Dollars 
appropriated under Section 1, Item 1, of this Act, has been expended 
or contracted for the year 1936. Upon the making and filing of such 
affidavit the December 1936 salary of such official so making and 
filing such affidavit shall be payable to him. 


§ 13. In operating the County Poor Farm no cotton shall be 
planted thereon. Only food, meats and feed crops sufficient to support 
the needs of the inmates of the said farm, and the County livestock 
thereon, shall be planted, and no fertilizer in excess of five (5) tons 
shall be purchased therefor. 


§ 14, That the provisions of Section 1, of Act No. 867 approved 
the 6th day of April. 1932, relating to the fiscal affairs of Colleton 
County, shall be applicable to any act of the General Assembly pro- 
viding State Aid for the operation of schools and the maximum tax 
of nine (9) mills referred to in sub-division (a) and (b) and the 
tax of three (3) mills referred to in sub-division (c) of said Section 
shall be increased or reduced by the County Auditor in such amount 
as may be directed in writing by the Legislative Delegation from 
Colleton County, or a majority thereof, it being impossible at the 
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time of the passage of this Act to determine what State Aid, if any, 
will be extended by the General Assembly on legislation now pending. 

§ 15. The action of the County Treasurer in accepting Thirty- 
one Hundred Seven and 80/100 ($3,107.80) dollars in settlement of 
a note of the town of Walterboro dated April, 1935, upon the 
recommendation of the Legislative Delegation from Colleton County 
is hereby confirmed. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed to apply a balance of Twenty-five Hundred Four and 14/100 
($2,504.14) dollars received from the State on account of Auditor 
and Treasurer salaries for 1935 to the note or notes given for 
borrowed money under the appropriation act of 1935 for Colleton 
County and he is authorized to likewise apply thereto the unexpended 
balance from the appropriation from the Health Unit. 

§ 16. The Town of Walterboro, having erected, and now being 
the owner of, a water tank on the Court House grounds, is hereby 
granted permission to remove said water tank without expense to the 
county. 

§ 17. If any term or provision of this Act shall be declared un- 
constitutional or invalid in whole or in part by a Court of Competent 
jurisdiction, then to the extent that it is not unconstitutional or in- 
valid such term or provision shall be enforced and effectuated, nor 
shall such determination be deemed to invalidate the remaining terms 
or provisions thereof. 

§ 18. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 19. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High 
ways in Colleton County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment Between the State Highway Commission and Colleton — 
County, to Authorize the Making of Such Agreement and the 
Issuance of Colleton County Bonds for Said Purposes and to 
Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Colleton County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of Commissioners of Colleton 
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County be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial coupon 
bonds of Colleton County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, 
for the purpose of raising monies to aid in financing the construction 
of certain State Highways hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (414) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twen- 
ty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such 
form and denomination as the delegation from Colleton Coun- 
ty in the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds 
shall be signed by such county officials as shall be designated by 
the delegation from said County in the General Assembly, and 
the seal of the County Board of Commissioners of Colleton 
County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the said bonds. The 
delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change in 
officials or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. The bonds 
shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. They shall 
be sold upon sealed proposals after publication of notice of such 
sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days before such sale. 
The award shall be made to the highest bidder but the county shall 
have the right, to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the County Board of Commissioners of Colleton County 
shall have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such 
county with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to re- 
imburse and repay said county for the monies to be advanced by the 
county to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agree- 
ment, which reimbursement agreement the said State Highway Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to make and enter into 
when presented to said commission. The amount of bonds to be 
issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as estimated by the 
State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway Commissioner, 
which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement agreement. The 
said County Board of Commissioners of Colleton County, by the ~ 
terms of said agreement, agree.to advance to the State Highway Com- 
mission monies necessary for the purpose of this Act, and the said 
Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said county 
for all monies so advanced. The said County Board of Commissioners 
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of Colleton County and the State Highway Commission shall have 
all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said agreement. 
The State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said 
county as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other laws to be 
used for the construction of the State Highway System and so much 
of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making such 
reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose, ex- 
cept the money needed in order to make payments to which said 
funds may have been previously pledged, and said pledge is hereby 
made a part of the contract between said county and the holders of 
said bonds. All monies paid or reimbursed to the county by the State 
Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions of this Act are 
hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of paying the principal 
and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued pursuant to this Act. 

“This pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said 
county and the holders of said bonds. In fixing the time or times of 
maturity of said bonds the County Board of Commissioners of Colle- 
ton County shall consider the probable amounts to be received each 
year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid and shall endeavor to 
arrange the time of maturity of said principal so that the levy of a 
tax will not be necessary in order to pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest on 
Bonds.—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the princi- 
pal sum of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the 
State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to 
agree to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may 
become due on and after the date or time that the roads herein desig- 
nated would have been constructed by the State Highway Commis- 
sion in a normal course of construction and without means provided 
by this Act, such time or times to be determined by the State High- 
way Commissicn. 


§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Colleton County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such prin- 
cipal and interest become due. The County Auditor of Colleton 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all tax- 
able property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal 
and interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of 
Colleton County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said 
tax and apply it to said purposes. But all monies received by the 
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County from the State Highway Department by way of reimburse- 
ment under the agreement herein provided for shall be applied to 
the payment of the said principal and interest and to the reduction 
of the payments by said taxes, It is the intention of this Act that 
all bonds issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations 
of Colleton County, payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all State, County or Municipal 
taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction —The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State’ 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage 
structures. 

§ 9. Highways.—The highways together with the necessary 
bridges to be constructed with funds to be made available under 
the provisions of this Act, are, namely: 

State Highway, Route No. 63, from the Hampton County line at 
Tobys’ Bluff via Islandton and Snyders to U. S. Route No. 17 at 
Great Swamp near Walterboro. 

State Highway, Route No. 212 from U. S. Route No. 21 to the 
Town of Williams; and any or all other roads in Colleton County 
that may be hereafter added to the State Highway System. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency, This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the pur- 
pose of which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall 
be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 11. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Validate an Election of the Town of Lodge, Colleton 
County, South Carolina, and All Proceedings Had in the Is- 
suance and Sale of Twenty-three Hundred ($2,300.00) Dol- 
lars of Waterworks Bonds for the Said Town, and to Validate 
and Confirm the Same. 


Section 1. Waterworks Bond Election and Issue Validated, 
Town of Lodge.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That an election called and held in the 
Town of Lodge, Colleton County, South Carolina, by the Town 
Council of said Town on February 18, 1936, and ail proceedings 
had precedent thereto and in the holding of said election on the 
question of issuing Twenty-three Hundred ($2,300.00) Dollars of 
negotiable coupon bonds of the said town for the purpose of estab- 
lishing, extending and maintaining a waterworks plant or system for 
the said Town, and all other proceedings had in the issuance and 
sale of said Bonds, the bonds being dated the Ist day of March, 
1936, drawing five (5%) per cent interest from date and payable in 
series, be, and the same hereby are, confirmed and the said bonds 
are declared to be legal and binding obligations of the said Town of 
Lodge. 

§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Supervisor and County Treas- 
urer of Colleton County to Issue and Sell Bonds of Said 
County for the Improvement of the Colleton County Court- 
house and Jail and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds 
with Interest. 


Section 1. Colleton County Issue Bonds to Remodel Court- 
house and Jail_—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The County Supervisor and County Treasurer 
of Colleton County are hereby authorized and directed to issue 
negotiable coupon bonds of Colleton County in the following maxi- 
mum amounts for the following purposes: 
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(a) To supply the portion to be paid by the County for the cost of 
remodelling the Colleton County Courthouse under PWA Docket 
S. C. 1104, if so much be necessary..............2..0.. $32,000.00 

(b) To supply the portion to be paid by the County for the cost 
of remodelling the Colleton County Jail under PWA Docket S. C. 
1204, if so much be necessary..............20 00sec eee $21,000.00 

No bonds shall be issued unless and until the Public Works Ad- 
ministration of the United States shall approve a grant to Colleton 
County to assist in financing said purposes. But, Provided, However, 
That no bonds may be issued for either or both purposes until the 
Colleton County Delegation to the General Assembly shall by resolu- 
tion approve the issuance of said bonds. 

§ 2. Bonds—-Payment.—Bonds issued under this Act shall con- 
stitute general obligations of Colleton County, and the full faith, 
credit and taxing power of said County are hereby pledged for their 
payment. The County Auditor shall annually levy a tax upon the 
taxable property of said County sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of said bonds as the same becomes due, and said taxes shall 
be payable and collectible at the same time, in the same manner and 
by the same officers as other County taxes. That said taxes so 
levied and collected shall be segregated by the County Treasurer and 
used solely for the payment of the obligations so issued and sold. 

§ 3. Bonds—Issuance—Execution—Denominations.—Said bonds 
shall be issued only as the funds, to be derived from the sale thereof, 
may be needed for said several purposes. The bonds so issued shall 
be signed by the County Supervisor and by the County Treasurer 
and the seal of the County Treasurer shall be affixed to or impressed 
upon them. Coupons attached to such bonds shall be authenticated 
by the facsimile signature of the County Supervisor. The delivery 
of bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes 
in officers occurring after such execution.

bonds, and the last not more than twenty years after the date of the 
bonds. Said series or installments may be equal or unequal in amount.

Treasurer of Colleton County to Borrow the Sum of Six 
Thousand Dollars, to be Used for the Purchase of New Road 
Working Machinery, and to Execute Note of Colleton County 
Therefor, and to Provide for the Payment Thereof; to Levy 
a Sufficient Tax on the Taxable Property of Colleton County 
to Provide for the Diversion of Gasoline Taxes for Reim- 
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bursement Agreements with the State Highway Department; 
to Provide Funds for Extra Clerical Help to the Clerk of 
Court and to Pay the Expenses of the Board of Assessors 
of Colleton County; and to Permit an Additional Charge for 
Dieting Prisoners Who Work on the County Roads. 


Section 1. Colleton County Borrow Purchase Road Machinery 
—Disposition of Unexpended Funds.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: (a) That the County Su- 
pervisor and the County Treasurer of Colleton County are hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow for and in the name of Colleton 
County the sum of Six Thousand Dollars, and to execute a note of 
Colleton County to secure the repayment thereof, said note to draw 
interest at a rate not exceeding four per cent per annum, and to be 
payable in two equal, successive, annual installments, in 1937 and 
1938, with interest payable annually. That the full faith and credit 
and taxing powers of Colleton County are hereby irrevocably pledged.

Section 1. Colleton County Issue Bonds for Bridge, Armory 
and Agricultural Building —Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The County Supervisor and County 
Treasurer of Colleton County are hereby authorized, during the 
year 1936, to issue negotiable coupon bonds of Colleton County in 
the following maximum amounts for the following purposes: 

(a) To pay a note or notes of said county for money borrowed in 
January, 1936, to finance the County’s portion of the cost of erecting 
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a bridge, with approaches thereto, across the Ashepoo River at 
Brick Yard Ferry, under PWA Docket S. C. 1155-R $18,000.00. 

(b) To finance the County’s portion of the cost of erecting and 
equipping an Armory for the National Guard at Walterboro under 
WPA Project No. 1102.......... $4,200.00. 

(c) To finance the County’s portion of the cost of erecting and 
equipping an agricultural building for extension service at Walter- 
boro in co-operation with the Works Progress Administration...... 
- «+ «$800.00. 

§ 2. Payment.—Bonds issued under this Act shall constitute 
general obligations of Colleton County, and the full faith, credit and 
taxing power of said County are hereby pledged for their payment. 
The County Auditor shall annually levy a tax upon the taxable prop- 
erty of said County sufficient to pay the principal and interest of said 
bonds as the same becomes due, and said taxes shall be payable and 
collectible at the same time, in the same manner and by the same of- 
ficers as other County taxes.

AN ACT Providing for the Collection of Past Due Personal Prop- 
erty Taxes in Colleton County, for the Years 1932 and Back, 
and to Provide for the Nulla Bona of Such of Said Executions 
as are Uncollectable. 


Section 1. Sheriff Investigate 1932 and Prior Tax Executions 
against Personal Property, Colleton County—Report.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the Sheriff of Colleton County is hereby empowered and directed, 
personally or through his regular deputy, to investigate each tax 
execution in his office, against personal property only, where no land 
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is included, for the years 1932 and back, so as to determine what 
part, as to money and property, if any, of each of said tax execu- 
tions against personal property may be collected by levy or other- 
wise. Upon making such investigation, the said Sheriff shall, as soon 
as possible after the approval of this Act, make a written report to 
the Auditor of Colleton County, setting forth the Sheriff’s finding and 
conclusion with reference to each execution. 

§ 2. Nulla Bona Uncollectible Executions—Collect Other Exe- 
cutions.—In case the said Sheriff shall find that any of said execu- 
tions are wholly uncolectible, then and in that event, he shall de- 
liver such uncollectible execution to the County Treasurer, marked 
“nulla bona,” with a statement written on such uncollectible execu- 
tion, or attached thereto, showing the facts and reasons why said 
execution is uncollectible. In all cases where the report of the Sheriff 
to the County Auditor hereinabove provided for shall show that a 
part of any of such execution is collectible, then, upon receiving 
such report, the County Auditor shall segregate the part as to money 
and property uncollectible from the part collectible and shall direct 
the Treasurer to issue a new execution for that part or amount in- 
cluded in the old execution which the Sheriff deems col'ectible, and 
shall deliver such new execution to the Sheriff for collection, who 
shall forthwith collect same by levy, or in any other method provided 
by law, The Treasurer shall likewise issue a new execution for the 
unco-lectible part or amount of such old execution, and the same 
shall be forthwith marked “nulla bona”, with a statement by the 
Sheriff written on said new execution stating the facts and showing 
why said execution is uncollectible and why the same should be 
marked “nulla bona”. 

§ 3. Mark off Nulla Bona Executions.—That all executions, or 
parts thereof, marked “nulla bona” and so delivered to the Treas- 
urer shall be stricken from the record of uncol!ected taxes in Col- 
leton County, and the Sheriff and all other officials of Colleton 
County charged with the collection of taxes shall be thereafter re- 
lieved of all responsibility on account thereof. The action of the 
Sheriff, the County Treasurer and the County Auditor performed 
under the authority of this Act sha!l be final. The terms and pro- 
visions thereof shall be complied with by the officials charged, with- 
out delay.

Colleton County Treasurer Take Credit for Funds 
in Closed Banks—Transfer Such Accounts.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Treasurer of Colleton County be, and he is hereby, authorized and 
directed to take credit on his books for such sum or sums of money 
as said Treasurer may have had on deposit in insolvent or closed 
banks, That the Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to trans- 
fer all such amounts to a contingent account receivable on his books, 
to the end that any future dividends or receipts from the said closed 
banks may be re-entered on the books of the Treasurer to the credit 
of Co'leton County.

§ 3. Comptroller General Allow Credit for Such Items.—That 
the Comptroller General is hereby authorized and directed to allow 
credit in his annual settlements for all items credited in accordance 
with the above provisions.

AN ACT to Provide for the Issuance and Sale of Certain School 
District Bonds of Lodge School District in Colleton County, 
and for the Application of the Proceeds Therefrom. 


Section 1. School District No. 30, Colleton County, Issue 
Bonds for Building.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The trustees of School District No. 30 of 
Colleton County, South Carolina (commonly referred to as Lodge 
School District) are hereby authorized and empowered during the 
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year 1936 to issue and sell for not less than par and accrued interest 
serial coupon bonds of said district in the aggregate sum of not ex- 
ceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars and drawing interest 
from the date thereof at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent 
per annum, payable annually. Said series shall be in such denomina- 
tions and be payable in such instal'ments and at such times and 
places as said trustees may determine, but not more than fifteen 
(15) years from their date. Said bonds may be sold at public or 
private sale and the net proceeds therefrom shall be deposited with 
the County Treasurer and be used exclusively by the trustees for 
the purpose of erecting, enlarging, improving and equipping build- 
ings for school purposes in said district. The trustees may use said 
funds for said purposes in cooperation with any Federal or State 
Agency which may be willing to furnish assistance therefor. 

§ 2. Prerequisites to Issuance.——The authority and power 
granted the trustees under Section 1 shall not be exercised by them 
unless and until an election be first held in said school district and a 
majority of the voters voting at said election shall vote in favor of 
the issuance and sale of said bonds. The provisions of Sections 5359 
to 5363, inclusive, of the Civil Code of 1932 shall apply to the is- 
suance and sale, disposition and payment of said bonds, except as the 
same may be inconsistent with the provisions of this Act. It is pro- 
vided, further, that no petition shal! be required as a prequisite of the 
issuance of said bonds, and no survey plat shall be required. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediate!y upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways, and for that Purpose to Incorporate the Berkeley- 
Colleton-Dorchester Highway District, to Provide for Is- 
suance and Payment of Bonds of Said District and of the 
Counties Composing Said District, and to Confer Certain 
Powers and Duties Upon the State Highway Commission and 
Other State Officials and Upon the Counties and County Of- 
ficials in Said District. 


Section 1. Berkeley-Colleton-Dorchester Highway District.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: The territory embraced in the Counties of Berkeley, Colleton 
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and Dorchester is hereby constituted a highway district and political 
sub-division of this State and the inhabitants of said territory are 
hereby constituted a body politic and corporate. The corporate name 
of said highway district shall be “Berkeley-Colleton-Dorchester 
Highway District”, and by that name said highway district may sue 
and be sued. 

§ 2. Board—Appointment—Term—Vacancy.—E xcept as here- 
in otherwise provided, the corporate powers and duties of said 
highway district shall be exercised and performed by a Board of 
Commissioners to be known as the Board of Berkeley-Colleton-Dor- 
chester Highway Commissioners. The said board shall be composed 
of three (3) members, to be appointed by the Governor, one for 
each of the counties above named. Each member shall be a resident 
of the county from which he is appointed and shall be appointed 
upon the recommendation of the Senator and a majority of the 
members of the delegation for such county in the General Assembly. 
The terms of office of members of said board shall end when their 
duties under this Act shall have been fully performed. Vacancies 
-in their number caused by death, resignation, or otherwise shall be 
filled by appointment in the same manner as the original appoint- 
ments. 


§ 3. Officers—Attorneys—Compensation.—The said Board of 
Commissioners shall appoint one of its members as Chairman and 
one of its members or any other competent person as Secretary of 
the Board; and may appoint or employ attorneys and other persons 
whose services may be deemed by the Board to be necessary or useful 
in carrying out the provisions of this Act. The members of the 
Board shall serve without compensation, except for their actual ex- 
penses, but persons appointed or employed by the Board, as afore- 
said, who are not members of the Board, shall receive such compen- 
sation as may be fixed by the Board. The Board shall adopt a corpo- 
rate seal for said highway district. 


§ 4. Enter into Agreement with State Highway Commission 
for Construction of Certain Highways.—The Berkeley-Colleton- 
Dorchester Highway District and the State Highway Commission 
of South Carolina are hereby authorized and empowered to enter 
into an agreement whereby said district shall agree to advance to the 
State Highway Commission the moneys necessary to construct the 
highway or highways hereinafter described and whereby the State 
Highway Commission shall agree to do such construction work and 
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to reimburse and repay said district for the moneys so advanced: 
Provided, That before the said Board of Commissioners shall enter 
into any such agreement they must be authorized to do so in writing 
by a majority of the members of the Legislative Delegation from 
each of the said Counties and the three (3) Senators. The district 
may, by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the State 
Highway Commission moneys necessary to construct the said high- 
way or highways hereinafter enumerated and the State Highway 
Commission may agree to construct said highway or highways and to 
reimburse and repay for all moneys so advanced. The State High- 
way Commission and said district shall have all powers necessary 
to enable them to carry out said agreement. The State Highway 
Commission shall reimburse and repay said district out of the funds 
authorized by other laws to be used for the construction of the State 
Highway System. All moneys paid or reimbursed to the district by 
the State Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of paying the 
principal and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued pursuant 
to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the contract be- 
tween said district and the holders of said bonds. In fixing the time 
or times of maturity of the principal of said bonds the Board herein 
created shall consider the probable amounts to be received each year 
by way of reimbursement as aforesaid and shall endeavor to arrange 
the times of maturity of said principal so that a levy of a tax shall 
not be necessary in order to pay said principal. The moneys required 
by the agreement to be paid to said district by way of reimbursement 
shall be paid by the State Highway Commission to the State Treas- 
urer of South Carolina, and shall be received and held by the State 
Treasurer on behalf of said district, and applied as herein directed 
to the payment of bonds and/or interest authorized under this Act. 

§ 5. Highway.—The highway to be constructed pursuant to said 
agreement shall be a section of State Highway No. 64 commencing 
at the end of the present bituminous surfacing in Berkeley County 
and extending by way of Summerville in Dorchester County to 
Walterboro in Colleton County. 

§ 6. Type of Construction —The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 


§ 7. Issue Bonds.—Whenever, after said agreement has been 
made, the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway Com- 
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missioner shall request the Board of Berkeley-Colleton-Dorchester 
Highway Commissioners to advance a specified sum or amount of 
money pursuant to said agreement, said Board of Commissioners 
shall have the power and it shall be the duty of said Board to issue 
forthwith negotiable bonds of said district in an aggregate principal 
amount equal to the sum so specified. The said bonds, when awarded 
and issued as herein provided, shall be turned over to the State 
Treasurer, who shall on behalf of said district, countersign the 
bonds, deliver them to the purchaser or purchasers thereof, collect 
the purchase price and forthwith place to the credit and order of the 
State Highway Department, by means of said purchase price, the 
sum required as aforesaid. Any premium obtained upon the sale of 
bonds may, with the approval of the State Highway Commission, be 
expended by said district’s Board of Commissioners for the purpose 
of paying expenses incident to the sale of bonds, including the ex- 
penses of advertising, printing the bonds, procuring the assistance 
of and opinion of attorneys and other necessary expenses. Any part 
of the premium not so used, together with all accruing interest re- 
ceived from the purchase of the bonds, shall be held by the State 
Treasurer and applied to the payment of interest on said bonds. The 
said bonds shall be of the denomination of One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars. ‘They shall be issued as coupon bonds, payable to 
bearer. The bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding five per 
centum (5%) per annum, payable semi-annually. They shall be 
serial bonds, the last of which shall mature not more than twenty 
(20) years after date of issue. The principal and interest of said 
bonds may be made payable within or without the State of South 
Carolina. The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of said Board 
of Commissioners and the corporate seal of said district shall be 
affixed to or impressed upon the bonds and attested by the Secretary 
of said Board but the coupons to be attached to said bonds need not 
be authenticated otherwise than by facsimile signature of such Chair- 
man who is in office on the date of said bonds. The delivery of such 
bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in 
officers or seal occurring after such execution. The said bonds shall 
be sold by said Board of Commissioners upon sealed proposals after 
publication of notice of sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) 
days before such sale. The bonds shall be awarded to the highest 
bidder at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of de- 
livery thereof. The said Board shall have the right to reject all bids 
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and readvertise the bonds for sale. Provided, However, That no 
bonds shall be sold under this Act by the said Board of Commis- 
sioners until it is authorized in writing by a majority of the members 
of each of the Legislative Delegations from the Counties comprising 
the District and by the three (3) Senators from said Counties. 

§ 8. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under this Act shall 
be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes. 

§ 9. Bonds—Payment of Principal and Interest.—The prin- 
cipal and interest of all bonds issued under this Act shall be paid 
on behalf of said district by the State Treasurer or by a bank or trust 
company acting for the State Treasurer from funds directed by this 
Act to be used for said purpose. 

§ 10. Commission Reimburse District for Certain Interest.— 
In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum of 
money to be advanced by the district as aforesaid, the State High- 
way Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to 
repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due 
on and after the date or time that the roads herein designated would 
have been constructed by the State Highway Commission in a normal 
course of construction and without means provided by this Act, such 
time or times to be determined by the State Highway Commisson. 

§ 11. Bonds—Payment.—There shall be levied on all taxable 
property in the Berkeley-Colleton-Dorchester Highway District an 
annual tax ad valorem sufficient to pay the principal and interest 
of all bonds issued under this Act as such principal and interest be- 
come due, The said tax shall be annually levied by the Comptroller 
General and collected by the several County Treasurers of said dis- 
trict at the same time and in the same manner as State taxes are 
levied and collected. Each of the said County Treasurers shall collect 
the tax in his County and pay the same to the State Treasurer in the 
manner and within the time provided by law for the payment of 
State taxes to the State Treasurer. The said annual tax shall, how- 
ever, be reduced in each year by the amount of other moneys, actually 
in the hands of the State Treasurer at the time the tax for such 
year is required to be levied, which are applicable to the payment 
of said principal and interest then due or falling due in such year; 
and said tax shall be entirely suspended for such year in case other 
moneys on hand and applicable as aforesaid are sufficient to pay said 
principal and interest then due or falling due in said year and re- 
maining unpaid. There shall be applied to the payment of said bonds 
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and/or interest, and to the reduction of said property tax, all moneys 
paid by the State Highway Department to the State Treasurer by 
way of reimbursement to said district pursuant to the agreement 
made by this Act. There shall be applied to the payment of the in- 
terest on said bonds so much of one cent (1¢) gasoline tax re- 
ceived by each County in said district from the State Treasurer as 
may be necessary to meet any interest payments then due. It is the 
intention of this Act that all bonds issued hereunder shall be direct 
and general obligations of said district payable primarily from said 
property tax, which, however, shall be reduced and suspended as 
hereinbefore provided. 

§ 12. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under this Act 
shall be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes. 

§ 13. Repeal—Cumulative—aAll Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the pur- 
pose for which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall 
be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 14.- This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
days in Colleton County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment Between the State Highway Commission and Colleton 
County, to Authorize the Making of Such an Agreement and 
the Issuance of Colleton County Bonds for Said Purposes 
and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Colleton County Issue Bonds to Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of 
Colleton County be and the same is hereby authorized to issue serial 
bonds of Colleton County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for 
the purpose of raising moneys to aid in financing the construction 
of certain State highways or sections thereof hereinafter designated. 
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§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shail bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half per centum (41%4%) per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twen- 
ty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such 
form and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half of the 
members of the Delegation from Colleton County in the General As- 
sembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed by such 
County officials as shall be designated by the Senator and at least 
one-half of the members of the Delegation from said County in the 
General Assembly, and the seal of the Board of County Commission- 
ers of Colleton County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the said 
bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any 
change in officials or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. 
The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. 
They shall be so'd upon sealed proposals after publication of notice 
of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days before 
such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder but the 
County shall have the right to reject all bids and re-advertise the 
bonds for sale: Provided, No bonds shall be issued without the unan- 
imous written approval of each member of the Col'eton County Leg- 
islative Delegation. Nor until a majority of the voters voting at an 
election have expressed their approval of said issue of bonds. To that 
end the commissioners of election for Colleton County, upon resolu- 
tion of the Legislative Delegation of said County, shall hold an e!ec- 
tion at the regular precincts of the County upon at least 60 days’ 
prior notice duly published in a newspaper of said County, at which 
election the question of the issuance of said bonds and the amount 
proposed to be issued shall be submitted to the qualified electors of 
said County. 


§ 3. Colleton County Enter Into Reimbursement Agreement 
with State Highway Commission—No bonds shall be issued under 
this Act untess and until the Colleton Board of County Commis- 
sioners shall have previously entered into an agreement on behalf 
of such County with the State Highway Commission of South Car- 
olina whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to 
reimburse and repay said County for the moneys to be advanced by 
the County to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agree- 
ment. The amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount 
necessary, as estimated by the State Highway Commission or the 
Chief Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in 
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the reimbursement agreement. The Colleton Board of County Com- 
missioners may, by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance 
to the State Highway Commission moneys necessary for the purpose 
of this Act, and the said Highway Commission may agree to reim- 
burse and repay said County for all moneys so advanced. The 
Col'eton Board of County Commissioners and the State Highway 
Commission shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry 
out said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse 
and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by 
other laws to be used for the construction of the State Highway 
System and so much of said funds as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably 
for said purpose, except the money needed in order to make the pay- 
ments to which said funds may have been previously pledged, and 
said pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said Coun- 
ty and the holders of said bonds. All moneys paid or reimbursed to 
the County by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of 
paying the principal and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued 
pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the con- 
tract between said County and the holders of said bonds. In fixing 
the time or times of maturity of said bonds the Colleton Board of 
County Commissioners shall consider the probable amounts to be 
received each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall 
endeavor to arrange the times of maturity of said principal so that 
the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said principal. 


§ 4. State Highway Commission Reimburse County for Cer- 
tain Interest.—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the 
principal sum of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, 
the State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered 
to agree to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may 
become due on and after the date or time that the roads herein des- 
ignated would have been constructed by the State Highway Com- 
mission in a normal course of construction and without means pro- 
vided by this Act, such time or times to be determined by the State 
Highway Commission. 


§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Colleton County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Colleton County 
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is hereby authorized and directed to levy annua'ly on all taxable 
property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and in- 
terest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Colle- 
ton County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and 
apply it to said purpose. But all moneys received by the County from 
the State Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the 
agreement herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of said 
principal and interest and to the reduction of said tax. There shall 
also be applied to the payment of said interest and to the reduction of 
said tax so much of the one cent gasoline tax as the County may re- 
ceive from year to year, after the date of the approval of this Act, 
from the State Treasurer. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds 
issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of Colleton 
County, payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act sha'l be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction.—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage struc- 
tures. 

§ 9. Highways.—The highways or sections thereof, together 
with the necessary bridges, to be constructed with funds made avail- 
able under the provisions of this Act, if said funds be sufficient, are, 
namely : 

1. Any portion of U. S. No. 21 in Colleton County not to be com- 
pleted in the present program of the State Highway Department for 
construction with Federal Funds. 

2. State Highway No. 64, from the end of the present paving near 
Walterboro to the Dorchester County line at the Edisto River. 

3. State Highway No. 63, from U. S. No. 17 near Walterboro to 
the Hampton County line at Big Salkehatchie River. 

4. State Highway No. 212, from U. S. No. 21 through the Town 
of Williams. 

5. State Highway No. 65, from the Bamberg County line to the 
Dorchester County line at the Edisto River. 

Provided, That the Colleton County Delegation by unanimous writ- 
ten direction may reduce the number of roads to be constructed if, 
in the judgment of the Delegation, it should be unwise to issue suf- 
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ficient bonds to build all of said roads or for any other reason or may 
direct that portions of said roads be constructed and the construc- 
tion of other portions be postponed. 

§ 10. Repeal—Cumulative—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be con- 
strued to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the pur- 
pose for which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be 
held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Town Council of the Town of Walter- 
boro to Issue and Sell Notes or Bonds of the Said Town for 
the Purpose of Permanent Improvements to the Side Walks 
and Streets of Said Town and for the Construction of a Mu- 
nicipal Swimming Pool. 


Section 1. Town of Walterboro Issue Bonds to Improve 
Streets and Sidewalks and to Construct Swimming Pool.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Town Council of the Town of Walterboro is hereby au- 
thorized, during the year 1936, to issue and sell negotiable coupon 
bonds of the Town of Walterboro in the following maximum amounts 
and for the following purposes and none other, to wit: 

(a) Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dotlars, to finance the town’s 
portion of the cost of building and constructing cement sidewalks in 
co-operation with the Works Progress Administration on the fol- 
lowing streets, the work to commence at the point indicated herein 
and to proceed street by street in the order indicated, to wit: 

First: Washington Street, both sides of street, commencing at 
Jefferies Boulevard and proceeding to Wichman Street. However, 
the Town Council may, in its discretion, convert the present side- 
walk along the northern side of Court House Square into the street 
way, provided it meets the following requirements, to-wit: As soon 
as the present sidewalk is so converted it shall construct, and there- 
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after maintain, a paved sidewalk, not less than five (5) feet in width, 
adjoining, and parallel to, the sidewalk located on the Court House 
Square not nearer than six (6) inches to the north of a line drawn 
through the northern edge of three sycamore trees growing on said 
square along said street, and shall not disturb or injure said trees. 
The present cement wall along the northern edge of the Court House 
Square shall be moved and reestablished along the southern edge of 
said new five (5) foot wide sidewalk or a new wall built at said lo- 
cation in keeping or in conformity with the old wall. The deep well 
on the northern edge of the Court House Square shall also be pre- 
served in such a way that it may be used for procuring water there- 
from for town purposes. Should the provisions hereby imposed not 
to be complied with, the right of the Town Council to remove the 
present sidewalk and/or to build and maintain the new sidewalk shall 
terminate and the old sidewalk as at present located shall be rees- 
tablished and maintained by the Town Council. The Town Council 
is hereby granted the right to construct and maintain the said new 
sidealk on Court House Square provided the conditions herein im- 
posed are strictly complied with. 

Second: Walter Street, (both sides of street) commencing at De- 
Treville Street and proceeding to Washington Street. 

Third: DeTreville Street (both sides of street), commencing at 
Jefferies Boulevard and proceeding to Wichman Street. 

Fourth: Wichman Street (both sides of street), commencing at 
DeTreville Street and proceeding to Malone Street at residence 
of E. T. H. Shaffer. , 

Fifth: Hampton Street, commencing at Jefferies Boulevard and 
proceeding on both sides of street to Hayne Street, thence on one side 
of street to Jerideau Street. 

Sixth: Hospital Loop (one side of street), commencing at Episco- 
pal Church on Wichman Street, thence to Church Street, then over 
Church Street from the town market to Heyward Street ; commenc- 
ing again at Church Street at Presbyterian Church, thence through 
Witsell Street to Webb Street, thence over Webb Street to residence 
of H. E. Savage; commencing again at Webb Street proceed through 
Heyward Street to Wichman Street at residence of I. A. Smoak. 

Seventh: Lucas Avenue (both sides), beginning at DeTreville 
Street and proceeding to Carn Street. 

Eighth: Neyle Street (one side of street), commencing at Washing- 
ton Street and proceeding to Miller Street.

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Ninth: Miller Street (one side of street), commencing at Wichman 
Street and proceeding to Hampton Street. 

Tenth: Railroad Avenue (both sides of street), commencing at 
Washington Street and proceeding to A. C. L. Depot, and on one 
side of street from Wichman Street to Washington Street. 

Eleventh: Lemacks Street (both sides of street) commencing at 
Valley Street and proceeding to Carn Street. 

Twelfth: Walter Street (both sides of street), commencing at 
Washington Street and proceeding to Carn Street. 

Thirteenth: Carn Street (both sides of street), commencing at 
Jefferies Boulevard and proceeding to Miller Street and thence one 
side of street to Lemacks Street. 

Fourteenth: Black Street (both sides of street), commencing at 
Railroad Avenue and proceeding to Fair Grounds. 

Fifteenth: Savage Street (one side of street), commencing at Le- 
macks Street and proceeding to Malone Street. 

(b) Seven Thousand and No/100 ($7,000.00) Dol'ars to finance 
the town’s portion of the cost of completing the sidewalk program 
outlined in paragraph (a) hereof and for the purpose of paving ad- 
ditional sidewalks and making general street improvements in the dis- 
cretion of the town council in financial co-operation with the Works 
Progress Administration or other Federal agency and not to be 
issued or used in the absence of said financial co-operation. The 
streets named in paragraph (a) must be completed with funds made 
available under this paragraph before any other sidewalk or street 
work is undertaken with these funds. 

(c) Seven Thousand Five Hundred and No/100 ($7,500.00) Dol- 
lars to finance the town’s portion of the cost of erecting a municipal 
swimming pool in financial co-operation with the Works Progress 
Administration or other Federal agency and not to be issued or used 
in the absence of said financial co-operation, with full discretion to the 
town council as to whether it shall construct said municipal swimming 
pool. Permission and authority are hereby given to the Town Council 
to use the deep well now on or near the edge of Court House Square 
for the purpose of procuring therefrom water in the operation and 
maintenance of said swimming pool. 

§ 2. Bonds—Issuance—Payment.—Bonds issued under this Act 
shall be payable in the first instance from the revenue of the town 
received from the operation of its waterworks system, the amount to 
be set aside for said purpose to be not less than One Hundred 
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($100.00) Dollars each month after the date of said bonds. The bonds 
shall constitute general obligations of the Town of Walterboro and 
the full faith, credit and taxing power of the town are hereby pledged 
for their payment. No bonds shall be issued under this Act, however, 
unless the mayor and town council shall determine by resolution, 
duly adopted and recorded in the minutes of council, that the revenue 
from which they are made payable in the first instance, as above 
provided, will be sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on 
said bonds as such principal and interest become due without re- 
sorting to any other taxes or revenues of the town. After the is- 
suance of any bonds under this Act the portion of the revenue 
from which they are made payable in the first instance-as herein’ 
provided shall as collected, be segregated by the town treasurer in a 
separate and special fund to be used exclusively for the payment of 
such bonds and interest thereon: Provided, However, that when- 
ever and for so long as the amount of money in such special fund 
shall be sufficient to pay the amount of such principal and interest 
falling due within two years thereafter, it shall not be necessary 
to make further contributions to said special fund. In addition to the 
revenue herein directed to be pledged from the operation of the 
town’s waterworks system, all revenues after deducting operating 
expenses to be derived from the minicipal swimming pool (if the 
same shall be constructed) shall likewise be p!edged to the payment 
of any and all bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, first 
for the purpose of providing funds for the construction of said 
swimming pool and secondly, the surplus shall be applied to the pay- 
ment of bonds issued hereunder for sidewalk purposes. 


§ 3. Rights of Bond Holders—In case the Town Council of the 
town shall at any time fail or neg’ect to collect said revenue, or to 
segregate the same, or to maintain said special fund in a sufficient 
amount to meet the payment of said principal and interest as they 
fall due, or to apply said revenue to the purposes aforesaid, the 
holder, or holders, of said bonds may enforce the performance of 
said duties by mandamus proceedings in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. . 

§ 4. Bonds—Issues—Execution—Denominations.—Said bonds 
shall be issued only as the funds, to be derived from the sale thereof, 
may, in the judgment of the town council, be needed for said several 
purposes. The bonds so issued shal! be signed by the mayor and by 
the city treasurer and the seal of the town shall be affixed to or im- 
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pressed upon them. Coupons attached to such bonds shall be au- 
thenticated by the facsimile signature of the mayor. The delivery of 
bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in 
offices occruing after such execution. The bonds shall be issued in 
such form and denomination and with such provisions as to time 
and place or places of payment as may he determined by the town 
council, subject to the provisions of this Act. Said bonds shall be 
issued as negotiable coupon bonds payable to bearer, but with the 
privilege of registration. 

§ 5. Series—Each issue of bonds under this Act for said pur- 
poses shall constitute a separate and distinct issue or series of bonds; 
and shall indicate on their face the particular purpose for which issued 
by denominating the several series in words substantially as follows: 

“Purpose (a): ‘Side Walk Bond,’ Series A. 

“Purpose (b): ‘Side Walk Bond,’ Series B. 

“Purpose (c): ‘Swimming Pool Bond.’ 

§ 6. Maturities—Interest—Tax Exem p t—Sale—Surplus.— 
Each separate issue of bonds shall mature in annual series or in- | 
stallments, the first of which annual series or installment shall ma- 
ture not more than two years after the date of the bonds, and the last 
not more than twenty-two years after the date of the bonds. Said 
series or installments may be equal or unequal in amount. The bonds 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding four per cent per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and shall be free from taxation. Bonds issued 
under this Act may be sold by the town council either at public or 
private sale for not less than par and accrued interest and the funds 
derived from the sale thereof shall be deposited with the town treas- 
urer and be used only for the purposes aforesaid. Should the funds 
derived from the sale thereof be in excess of the needs of the pur- 
pose for which issued, such excess shall be applied toward the pay- 
ment of such bonds and interest thereon, and should the Federal Gov- 
ernment, or any agency thereof, reimburse the town for any portion 
of the money expended by the town for said purposes, the amount 
so received shall likewise be applied toward the payment of said bonds 
and interest thereon.

Section 1. Deposit of Sinking Funds of Smoaks School Dis- 
trict No. 5, Colleton County—Use.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of 
Smoaks School District No. 5 of Colleton County, South Carolina, 
be and they are hereby authorized and empowered to designate some 
bank, either within or without the County of Colleton, as the de- 
pository for the Sinking Fund belonging to the said Smoaks School 
District.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: There is hereby appropriated the surplus fund 
now in the county treasury, derived from payment of past due taxes 
and other sources, the amount of approximately Thirty-five Thou- 
sand ($35,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of defraying the ordinary 
county expenses for the eighteen months beginning January 1, 1936, 
and ending June 30, 1937, as herein below provided for, in parts

‘ascertain the actual amount of surplus in the treasury and determine 
the amount of revenue necessary to meet expenditures provided for 
in this Act, and in the event that he finds insufficient funds for such 
purposes he is authorized and directed to levy a tax of sufficient 
millage to raise any amount necessary to meet the appropriation here- 
in provided for, to-wit:

§ 3. The Board of County Directors, with the approval of a ma- 
jority of the members of the Delegation to the General Assembly 
from Darlington County, are hereby empowered to borrow money 
for current expenses and road maintenance in anticipation of taxes 
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to be collected, and they shall not pay any claims in excess of the 
appropriation made for such purpose, unless consent thereto is given 
by the Senator and a majority of the members of the Delegation 
to the General Assembly from Darlington County. 

§ 4. All county officers shall furnish the Clerk of the County 
Board of Directors a written request for all supplies and equipment 
needed, and the County Board of Directors shall purchase all 
supplies, machinery, or equipment for all county purposes, including 
gasoline and oil, through competitive bids from at least three bidders, 
giving notice through two county newspapers at least fiftenn (15) 
days prior to the opening bids. No firm, business-or corporation in 
which a member of County Delegation or a member of the County 
Board of Directors is interested financially or otherwise shall be 
eligible to bid on any purchases or requirements of the County. No 
claim or claims for purchases made other than by said Board shall 
be paid by the County. 

§ 5. Examinations in lunacy cases shall be made by two phy- 
sicians, one of them shall be the County Health Officer; Provided, 
that no such examination shall be made except upon authority of the 
Chairman of the County Board of Directors, and the fee for this 
examination shall not exceed Five ($5.00) Dollars for the examining 
physician, other than the County Health Officer. 

§ 6. The Service Officer for Darlington County is to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon written request of a majority of the 
Delegation from Darlington County, after receipt of recommendation 
from the two American Legion Posts in Darlington County, one 
located at Darlington and one at Hartsville; Provided, further, it 
shall be the duty of the Service Officer to render certified itemized 
expense account to thé County Board of Directors on or before the 
5th day of each month for the preceding month, and he shall be al- 
lowed his actual expenses not to exceed Twenty-five ($25.00) Dol- 
lars per month. 

§ 7. It shall be the duty of the County Health Officer to attend 
the medical needs of the Jail and Chaingang, and he shall visit each 
of these places at least once a week. 

§ 8. That compensation shall be allowed for not exceeding the 
following number of attaches and bailiffs for each term of Court 
of Darlington County ; one child for drawing jury; one Court crier;. 
and two bailiffs; Provided, that pay for as many as two additional 
bailiffs may be allowed for criminal terms of Court, if appointment 
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of such additional number is requested by the Sheriff, and approved 
by the presiding Judge. The names of the child to draw the jury, 
the Court crier, and two bailiffs for Civil Court and two additional 
ones for Criminal Court, if they be ordered by the presiding Judge, 
shall immediately upon appointment be furnished the Clerk of Board 
of County Directors by the Sheriff, and only those whose names shall 
be so furnished shall be paid out of the County funds and the County 
shall be liable for none other. 

§ 9. The revenue derived from the commutation road tax and 
gasoline tax shall be used exclusively for maintenance of roads and 
bridges. 

§ 10. The bonds required of County Officers hereto shall be con- 
tinued in full force and effect, and in addition thereto the Tax 
Collector shall give bond for $10,000.00, and the Assistant Tax 
Collector shall give bond for $5,000.00 for the faithful performance 
of their duties, and the premiums on all bonds for County Officers 
shall be paid by the County out of funds herein appropriated for 
same. 

§ 11. All County Officers are hereby required to file monthly, on 
or before the 5th day of each month, for the preceding month, a 
certified report of his or her office, (on such form or forms pre- 
scribed by the County Board of Directors) with the Clerk of the 
County Board of Directors, on or before the 5th day of each month, 
and the County Board of Directors shall not make payment of 
salaries until said reports are duly filed and funds accounted for by 
the several offices for the preceding month. 

§ 12. There shall be not more than three (3) telephones in the 
Court House, (if so many be needed) to be used for official business 
only. The cost of which shall be paid out of the fund herein ap- 
propriated for “Water, Light and Fuel for Public Buildings.” 

§ 12-A. The County Officers, emp!oyees and departments now 
occupying rooms or space in the Court House shall be authorized 
and permitted to remain therein during the fiscal year 1936-1937, 
and in the event that any other departments of the County do not 
have space otherwise provided during said year, the County Board 
of Commissioners shall provide space therefor in the Court House. 

§ 13. The Sheriff’s Deputies, one at Darlington, one at Harts- 
ville and one at Lamar, are to be appointed by the Sheriff upon 
approval of a majority of the County Delegation in the General As- 
sembly from Darlington County, and shall be removed at any time 
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by the Sheriff with the approval of the said Delegation. The Deputies 
at Darlington, Hartsville and Lamar, shall serve all Magistrates’ 
warrants, and they shall be given priority of service except in 
emergency cases: Provided, that the Sheriff shall receive all fees for 
the service of all papers in civil cases. 

§ 14. The amounts hereinbefore appropriated for roads and 
bridges in Section 1 hereof, is for maintenance of the present roads, 
giving preference to the rural routes, and reconditioning bridges of 
the County. There shall be no expenditures for new roads during 
the year 1936 without the approval of a majority of the members of 
the Delegation in the General Assembly from Darlington County. 
The County Board of Directors is authorized and directed to have 
all -bridges in the County inspected and any and all bridges found to 
be unsafe in any manner POSTED, and keep them POSTED until 
any existing defects are remedied. Provided, That the County Board 
shall use whenever possible convict labor in the maintenance of the 
public roads in Darlington County: Provided, That the Board of 
Directors keep the appropriated expenditure for Roads and Bridges 
and Chaingang within the amount during ever ninety (90) day 
period, and it shall be unlawful to exceed such amount in any 
ninety (90) day period without the consent of a majority of the 
members of the Delegation to the General Assembly from Darling- 
ton County. 

§ 14-A. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors of Dar- 
lington County on or before the 10th day of each month to file with 
the Secretary of the Darlington Delegation in the General Assembly 
a report showing the amounts paid out during the month immediately 
preceding, in carrying out the intent and appropriations of this Act, 
to the end that each member of the Delegation may be fully and con- 
stantly aware of the financial condition and expenditures of the 
County. 

§ 15. The County Auditor and Treasurer shall adhere to the 
system as prescribed by the Comptroller General in the assessment 
and collection of property taxes. 

§ 16. The County Auditor is hereby directed and authorized to 
deduct from the Appropriation Bill all amounts which may be re- 
ceived from any other source, and to adjust the mill levy to corre- 
spond. 

§ 17. All changes in salaries herein provided shall be effective 
as of January 1, 1936, and the County Board of Directors is hereby 
authorized to pay salaries accordingly. 
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§ 19. The Auditor and Treasurer of Darlington County are to 
levy and collect for only the amount approved for the calendar year 
1936 (the amounts to be expended for the portion of the calendar 
year 1937 to be levied and collected in said year in each instance as 
provided by law). The Board of Directors of Darlington County is 
fully authorized and empowered, with the written approval of the 
Senator and a majority of the County Delegation, to borrow in its 
discretion, at any time after January 1, 1936, and therefor to pledge 
the full faith and credit of Darlington County, such amount and 
amounts as may be found necessary for county purposes until the 
ratification and approval of the Darlington County Supply Bill for 
the year 1937. 


§ 19-A. The various sums herein appropriated shall be used only 
for the purpose for which they are specifically appropriated, and 
that appropriations shall be used only for the current year, or part 
thereof, and for no past due accounts for 1935, and for no other: 
Provided, that transfers from one appropriation to another may be 
made upon the written approval of the Senator and a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation. It shall be unlawful for any officer of 
said county to exceed any appropriation or to contract any obligations 
or indebtedness in excess of any appropriation herein provided for 
except upon the written authority of the Senator and a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation of Darlington County, and obligations 
incurred without said written authority shall not be binding upon 
Darlington County. 


§ 20. Upon the approval of the application to the WPA for an 
amount sufficient to erect an Agricultural Building in Darlington 
County, the Delegation or majority thereof shall negotiate for a 
suitable lot, and the Board of Directors are authorized to purchase 
the lot in the name of Darlington County upon authority of the 
majority of the members of the Delegation. The amount so expended 
to be drawn from the Contingent Fund. 


§ 21. There shall be employed annually, on or about July 1, of 
each year, by the Delegation to the General Assembly, or a majority 
of the members, a competent Auditor to audit the books of the county 
and the work shall be done under the supervision of the Delegation, 
and at such time as they may elect. The cost of the audit shall be 
paid out of the Contingent Fund upon an order of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation. 
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§ 22. The Deputy Sheriffs of Darlington County shall be al- 
lowed to buy all their gas and oil, used by them on official business, 
from the County at cost prices, and the amount used by each of them 
shall be deducted from their pay check each month. 

§ 23. The amounts herein appropriated are to be contingent upon 
the collections of revenue to pay same. If at any time during 1936 
it should appear that there will be a shortage in revenue and that 
revenue will not be sufficient to pay same, the Legislative Delegation 
is hereby authorized and directed to reduce all appropriations for 
salaries or for other purposes herein appropriated. 

§ 24. There is hereby provided the sum of One Hundred ($100.- 
00) Dollars, to be paid out of the Contingent Fund for a Fish 
Hatchery, provided the American Legion at Hartsville will put up 
the same amount. 

§ 25. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 26. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor. -

AN ACT to Provide for the Creation of a Debt District to be 
Composed of Lamar, Philadephia, Quietude, Newman Swamp, 
and Lynches River School Districts in Darlington County; 
to Provide for the Issuance of Notes or Bonds by Said Dis- 
trict in the Principal Amount of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars, and to Provide for the Payment of the Same Both 
as General Obligations and Also as Secured Obligations. 


Whereas, Lamar School District in Darlington County has ob- 
tained through the Works Progress Administration of the United 
States a commitment for a grant of approximately Eighteen Thou- 
sand ($18,000.00) Dollars, for the construction of certain additions 
to and improvements of the high school plant of Lamar School Dis- 
trict, upon condition that the sum of Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dol- 
lars, is added to the said grant by or on behalf of Lamar School 
District, and Lamar School District has or can provide the sum of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, to become a part of this fund, 
so that it is necessary to raise the additional sum of Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose stated ; and 
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Whereas, Philadelphia, Quietude, Newman Swamp and Lynches 
River School Districts send their high school pupils to the high 
school in Lamar School District, and are desirous of seeing the 
aforesaid grant made effective, and of assisting in providing the 
necessary funds for that purpose; and ; 

Whereas, the tuition fees paid to Lamar School District by Phila- 
delphia, Quietude, Newman Swamp and Lynches River School Dis- 
tricts are sufficient to liquidate, over a period of five years, the 
aforementioned sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, with 
interest thereon, Now, therefore 

Section 1. Lamar High School Debt District, Darlington 
County—Purpose—Powers—Officers.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Solely for the pur- 
pose of providing a political unit with capacity to borrow and pro- 
vide for the payment of the aforesaid sum of Five Thousand ($5,- 
000.00) Dollars, and for no other purpose whatsoever, a District is 
hereby created to consist of Lamar, Philadelphia, Quietude, New- 
man Swamp and Lynches River School Districts in Darlington Coun- 
ty; said District shall be known as Lamar High School Debt Dis- 
trict. It shall have power to sue and may be sued in respect to the 
matters herein dealt with. The government of the said District, for 
the special purposes herein provided, shall be in the hands of the 
Board of School Trustees of each of the five school districts here- 
inbefore named, and in their successors in office, and all acts of the 
Lamar High School Debt District shall be authorized at separate 
meetings of the School Trustees of the said five districts, a majority 
of the Trustees of each district being hereby given power to act 
for such district in the premises. The said school trustees of the said 
five school districts shall elect from their own number a Chairman 
and a Secretary of Lamar High School Debt District, and all in- 
struments to be signed on behalf of Lamar High School Debt Dis- 
trict, and all acts done in the name of the said District shall be 
signed and executed and performed on behalf of the District by said 
Officers, in accordance with the directions given by the Trustees of. 
the respective constituent districts, provided that in all cases the 
five districts shall, at least by a majority vote of their respective 
Trustees, unanimously direct or approve all acts to be done and all 
instruments to be executed on behalf of the District. The Chairman 
and Secretary of the District shall be elected as promptly as possible 
after the passage of this act. They shall hold office for one year or 
until their successors are elected and qualified, and an election for 
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such offices shall be held by the Trustees of the constituent school 
districts each year. The said officers shall serve without compensa- 
tion. Vacancies in the said offices shall be filled for the expiration 
of any current year, and until successors are elected and qualified, by 
an election held for that purpose by the Trustees of the constituent 
school district. 


§ 2. Issue Notes——Lamar High School Debt District is hereby 
authorized to issue notes or bonds in the aggregate principal amount 
of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, said notes or bonds to be 
payable to the extent of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars of prin- 
cipal at some time during 1937; One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars 
of principal at some time during 1938; One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars of principal at some time during 1939; One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars of principal at some time during 1940; and One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) -Dollars of principal at some time during 
1941. The said obligations shall draw interest at a rate not exceeding 
6% per annum, and the interest thereon shall be payable semi-annual- 
ly at a place to be designated therein. Provision may be made in the 
said obligations that in case of non-payment at maturity, the holder or 
holders of said obligations shall be entitled to such Attorney’s fees 
as may be incurred in connection with the collection thereof, not ex~- 
ceeding 10% of the amount of principal and interest unpaid. The 
form of such notes or bonds, the terms thereof, the place and dates 
of payment of principal and interest, and the time of issuance shall 
be such as may be fixed by the government of the District as here- 
inbefore provided. 


§ 3. Payment of Notes.—As security for the payment of said 
notes or bonds, there is hereby irrevocably pledged all sums that, af- 
ter the close of the 1935-1936 school year shall become due to Lamar 
School District by Philadelphia, Quietude, Newman Swamp, and 
Lynches River School Districts, for high school tuition fees; and in 
the event that the present system of payment of such tuition fees 
separately by each school district should be changed by law or other- 
wise, there is hereby irrevocably pledged for the payment of the said 
notes or bonds all items of taxes, assessments, or other levies or 
impositions or charges of any kind that may be imposed by statute 
or otherwise to take the place of the tuition fees now paid separately 
by the school districts. These funds shall be kept by the County 
Treasurer in a separate account, and shall be used solely for the 
payment of the principal and interest coming due on the notes or 
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bonds issued under the terms of this Act, and for such expenses as 
may be incurred in connection with the preparation, issuance and sale 
of such notes or bonds; and the said funds shall be disbursed by 
the County Treasurer upon warrants issued by the Chairman and

terms; and in the event that the special funds hereinbefore pledged

All unexpended funds remaining in 
the hands of the District after such payment has been made, shall 
be paid over to the Lamar School District for high school purposes. 
And upon the issuance of a certificate by the Superintendent of Ed-

The amount so borrowed shall be evi- 
denced by note or notes to be executed by each:member of the Board 
of Trustees of said School District and the County Treasurer, and 
shall bear interest at not exceeding (6%) per cent. per annum, and 
shall be payable within a period of five (5) years from the date of 
the note.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Darlington County Pursuant to Reimbursement 
Agreement or Agreements Between the State Highway Com- 
mission and Darlington County, to Authorize the Making 
of Such an Agreement or Agreements and the Issuance of 
Darlington County Bonds for Said Purpose and to Provide 
for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Darlington County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of County Directors of Darling- 
ton County be and the same is hereby authorized to issue serial bonds 
of Darlington County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for the 
purpose of raising moneys for financing the construction of certain 
State highways or section thereof hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding four and one-half per centum (414) per annum, payable 
semi-annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding 
twenty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in 
such form and denomination as the Delegation from Darlington 
County in the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said 
bonds shall be signed by such County officials as shall be designated 
by the Delegation from said County in the General Assembly, and 
the seal of the Board of County Directors of Darlington County shall 
be affixed to or impressed upon the said bonds. The delivery of the 
bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change in officials or seal 
occurring after the execution of the bonds. The bonds shall be sold 
for not less than par and accrued interest. They shall be sold upon 
sealed proposals after publication of notice of such sale one or more 
times at least fifteen (15) days before such sale. The award shall 
be made to the highest bidder but the County shall have the right 
to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
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and until the Board of County Directors of Darlington County shall 
have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County 
with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the 
State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and re- 
pay said County for the moneys to be advanced by the County to 
the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The 
amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, 
as estimated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief High- 
way Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimburse- 
ment agreement. The said Board of County Directors may, by the 
terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the State Highway Com- 
mission moneys necessary for the purpose of this Act and the said 
Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said Coun- 
ty for all moneys so advanced. The said Board of County Directors 
and the State Highway Commission shall have all powers necessary 
to enable them to carry out said agreement. The State Highway 
Commission shall reimburse and repay said County as aforesaid out 
of the funds authorized by other laws to be used for the construc- 
tion of the State Highway System and so much of said funds as 
may be necessary for the purpose of making such reimbursement is 
hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose (and said pledge is 
hereby made a part of the contract between said County and the 
holders of said bonds), except the money needed in order to make 
the payments to which said funds may have been previously pledged. 
All moneys paid or reimbursed to the County by the State Highway 
Commission pursuant to the provisions of this Act are hereby pledged 
irrevocably for the purpose of paying the principal and interest of 
the bonds authorized to be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge 
is hereby made a part of the contract between said County and the 
holders of said bonds. In fixing the time or times of maturity of 
said bonds the Board of County Directors of Darlington County 
shall consider the probable amounts to be received each year by way 
of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to arrange the 
times of maturity of said principal so that the levy of a tax will not 
be necessary in order to pay said principal. 


§ 4. State Highway Commission Agree Pay Certain Interest.— 
In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum 
of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State High- 
way Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to 
repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due 
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on and after the date or time that the roads herein designated would 
have been constructed by the State Highway Commission in a normal 
course of construction and without means provided by this Act, 
such time or times to be determined by the State Highway Com- 
mission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Darlington County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the 
punctual payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such 
principal and interest become due. The County Auditor of Darling- 
ton County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all 
taxable property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal 
and interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of 
Darlington County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said 
tax and apply it to said purpose. But all moneys received by the 
County from the State Highway Department by way of reimburse- 
ment under the agreement herein provided for shall be applied to 
the payment of said principal and interest and to the reduction of 
said tax. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds issued here- 
under shall be direct and general obligations of Darlington County, 
payable primarily by means of a property tax. 


§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—aAll bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes. 


§ 7. Type of Construction.—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 


§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage struc- 
tures. 

§ 9. Highways Construct—The highways, together with nec- 
essary bridges, to be constructed with funds made available under 
the provisions of this Act are, namely ; Route 34 from Route 15 east 
of Lydia to Route 35 west of Darlington; Route 763 from end of 
present bituminous surfacing through Lamar ; Route 403 from Route 
34 east of Lydia to the Florence County line towards Timmonsville. 


§ 10. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed to the 
extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be construed to be 
inconsistent. with or repealing any other Act or Acts authorizing 
the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the purpose for which 
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bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be held and con- 
strued to be cumulative thereto.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Board of Directors of 
Darlington County to Borrow in the Name of the County 
Funds to be Used in Improving and/or Constructing Farm to 
Market Roads in Darlington County. 


Section 1. Darlington County Borrow for Road Purposes.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: In order to provide funds to be expended in the improvement 
and construction of Farm to Market Roads in Darlington County 
in connection with such other sums as may have already been ob- 
tained or may hereafter be obtained for such purpose from any 
source, the Board of Directors of Darlington County is authorized 
and empowered to borrow in the aggregate an amount not exceeding 
Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, in installments of Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars each, and to execute and deliver obliga- 
tions for such sums in the name of the County at a rate of interest 
not exceeding five per cent (5%) per annum, payable annually, and 
to fix the maturities of such obligations so that only one such note 
will mature in any fiscal year. The first of such obligations shall be 
made so as to mature not later than July 1, 1937. When such obliga- 
tions have been executed, it shall be the duty of the Board to file 
with the County Auditor a statement showing the date and the 
amounts of the maturing obligations and it shall thereupon be the 
duty of the Auditor to levy and of the Treasurer to collect annually 
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a tax upon all of "the taxable property in Darlington County sufh- 
cient to meet the principal and interest of such obligations as they 
respectively mature.

The County Treasurer of Dillon County, and other officers of the 
County who may handle county funds, are hereby authorized and 
empowered to deposit funds of the county or subdivisions thereof, 
both current or sinking funds, in any bank or banks, but before 
making such deposit shall require from such bank or banks a surety 
bond in the amount of such deposit in some surety company au- 
thorized to do business in the State, or shall require the bond of 
such bank or banks equal to or in excess of funds deposited, se- 
cured by bonds of the United States Government, or State, County, 
or any political subdivision thereof, or notes given to said bank or 
banks in an amount not in excess of the price for cotton as fixed 
by the Government, secured by cotton warehouse receipts for cotton 
stored in such warehouse or warehouses, or notes secured by mort- 
gages of real estate of the Dillon Federal Savings and Loan As- 
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sociation sufficiently margined, and approved by the Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners, County Auditor, and County 
Treasurer, in writing, and filed with the Clerk of Court and kept by 
the Clerk of Court for public inspection, to indemnity the County 
against Joss on acount of such deposits; and subject to such ap- 
proval, the security now held by the County Treasurer, consisting 
of notes secured by cotton warehouse receipts, is hereby declared to 
be legal and authorized, and to that extent this Act is made retro- 
active: Provided, However, That the County Treasurer is hereby 
authorized in his discretion to use any sinking fund money on hand 
to buy any of the bonds of the County or any school district thereof, 
. but he shall retire no such bonds unless the same are purchased with 
sinking fund ‘monies legally applicable to the retirement thereof. 
The said County officers are required to secure the best terms pos- 
sible on all daily deposits of all County funds, except sinking funds; 
no county funds shall be spent for bringing fugitives from Dillon 
County back into the State, except the amount necessary therefor 
be first approved in writing by the Board of County Commissioners.

§ 3. The Item of fifteen hundred ($1500.00) dollars for the 
County Health Board shall be placed to a separate account and paid 
out on proper vouchers signed by Mrs. A. J. Evans, and the Presi- 
dent of the Federation of Dillon County Clubs, and Mrs. C. E. 
Major, of Latta, S. C., which three (3) shall constitute the Board 
of Health for the County and which Board of Health shall make an- 
nual reports of its work to the County Delegation by January 1st 
in each year, and which shall have local supervision of the Health 
Board: Provided, Further, That nothing contained herein is to be 
construed as interfering with or hindering the supervision or control 
now exercised by the authorized agents of the State Board of Health, 
Provided, This work is continued by the State. 

§ 4. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and empowered 
to raise or lower the levy herein provided as may be necessary to 
meet the appropriations herein made after taking into consideration 
the other revenues accruing or to accrue to the County. 

§ 5. The County Auditor is authorized and empowered to levy 
for school purposes for the year beginning July 1, 1936, and ending 
June 30, 1937, a tax of seven and one-half (734) mills on all the 
taxable property of Dillon County to pay the salaries of elementary 
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and high school teachers and for the further maintenance and sup- 
port of high schools: Provided, Further, That there shall be levied 
for incidentals and the ninth month two (2) mills in Districts 2 and 
4; four and one-half (434) mills in District 8 and 3 mills in Dis- 
tricts 12 and 20; four (4) mills in District 14; one (1) mill in Dis- 
tricts 11, 13, 17, 22, 26 and 28; one (1) mill in Districts Nos. 7, 
23 and 27. Said levies provide for eight months in high schools and 
seven and one-half months in elementary schools: Provided, That 
the amounts above provided by levies for school purposes shall be 
paid out by the County Treasurer on vouchers approved by the 
County Superintendent of Education, signed by a majority of the 
Board of Trustees of the respective school districts, and approved 
by a majority of the County Board of Education: Provided, Fur- 
ther, That such supplies as gas, oil and trucks be purchaséd by com- 
petitive, sealed bids by the County Board of Education. And that the 
County Board of Education shall maintain strict supervision and 
close check of all supplies for school purposes. Also see that all 
trucks are kept in proper condition and protected from abuses. 
Above levies are in lieu of all other levies for County, school and 
transportation purposes, except State levies or bond levies, and the 
Auditor has no authority to exceed the levies herein mentioned for 
school and transportation purposes, without the written consent of 
the County Delegation: Provided, That the levies authorized in this 
Section shall be reduced if, and when, made possible by any school 
funds coming to the County of Dillon, and its several school dis- 
tricts, from any laws hereafter passed during this session of the 
General Assembly, and supplementing the school funds for Dillon 
County. 

§ 6. That no real or personal property, including bonds, notes, 
mortgages, securities, or other evidences of indebtedness now owned 
or which may hereafter be owned or held by the said County of 
Dillon as collateral, pledge, hypothecation, or otherwise, shall be 
sold, exchanged or otherwise disposed of by pledge, hypothecation, 
exchange in any way, without the written approval of a majority 
of the following officers of the said County of Dillon; the Chair- 
man of the County Board of Commissioners; the Auditor and the 
Treasurer ; Provided, That all real property now owned, or which 
may hereafter be acquired by the said County of Dillon on account 
of sinking fund, foreclosure of mortgagés, assignments of collateral, 
purchase, exchange, or otherwise, shall be held, leased, and rented 
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by the County Treasurer to the very best advantage, and after the 
payment of expenses incident or necessary thereto the remainder 
shall be placed by him to the sinking fund account of said County, 
or to the County account as the interest of each may appear: Pro- 
vided, Further, That the vote cast by each or any of the above 
named officers, in writing, for the approval or disapproval for dis- 
position of any real estate or personal property, or securities of any 
nature referred to in this Act shall be recorded in the office of the 
Clerk of Court for reference, for inspection by anyone, at all times.. 
Provided, That the fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court 
for Dillon County for the recording, filing, indexing and/or regis- 
tering any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in 
or creating a lien on crops growing or to be grown and/or per- 
sonal property and made to any corporation organized under the 
Act of Congress known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, a Regional 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal Intermediate Credit Bank 
or any other corporation which rediscounts notes or other obliga- 
tions with or procures loans from a Federal Intermediate Credit 
Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Corporation of the Government 
of the United States or any department, agency, instrumentality or 
officer thereof, shall be fifty (50¢) cents: Provided, That a copy 
or duplicate of such instrument be furnished to the recording of- 
ficer. That Dillon County is specifically excepted from the pro- 
visions of Section 3636 and Section 3637, Volume 2, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932: Provided, Further, That, in addition to 
the fee hereinabove fixed for recording chattel mortgages, the Clerk 
of Court may charge an additional fee of twenty-five (25¢) cents 
where he is required to search the records before recording any such 
mortgage. ; 

§ 7. The amounts appropriated herein under the several items 
and for the several purposes as indicated are the maximum amounts 
appropriated for such purposes, and it shall be unlawful for any 
County Board to make any contract, or contracts, for the expendi- 
tures of any monies, or the County Treasurer to pay any sum in 
excess of the amount appropriated under such item, unless other- 
wise provided for by law, or without the consent, in writing, of a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation from Dillon County. 

§ 8. That there shall be levied a tax of one mill on all the prop- 
erty in Union School District for the purpose of paying outstanding 
indebtedness due by said District for school equipment. 
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§ 9. There shall be levied a tax of one-half (14) mill on all prop- 
erty in the County of Dillon, the proceeds of which shall be expended 
for the conduct and maintenance of the Public Library at Latta, S.C. 

§ 10. The Finance Committee of Dillon County is hereby author- 
ized to borrow such sum or sums of money as the Senator and a 
majority of the members of the Dillon County Legislative Delega- 
tion in the House may direct, for the purpose of building Road No. 
73, six miles in length, which is a part of the Coastal Highway, by a 
reimbursement agreement with the Highway Department: Prowided, 
However, That the Board of County Commissioners will be suc- 
cessful in making a satisfactory reimbursement agreement with the 
Highway Department. 

§ 11. In order to provide funds to meet the items hereinafter 
listed and to pay interest on such of them as the County is required 
to pay there is hereby levied annually until all such items have been 
fully paid a tax of two (2) mills on all of the taxable property in 
Dillon County. The following are the items referred to and the re- 
spective amounts appropriated for each:

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Dillon County Pursuant to the Reimbursement 
Agreement Between the State Highway Commission and 
Dillon County; to Authorize the Making of Such an Agree- 
ment and the Issuance of Dillon County Bonds for Said Pur- 
poses, and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Dillon County Issue Bonds Construct Certain State 
Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of Dillon 
County be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial bonds 
of Dillon County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for the 
purpose of raising moneys to aid in financing the construction of 
certain State Highways or sections thereof hereinafter designated. 
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§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (414%) per centum. per annum, payable 
semi-annually and shall mature at such time, or times, not exceeding 
twenty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in 
such form and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half 
of the members of the Delegation from Dillon County in the Gen- 
eral Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed 
by such County officials as shall be designated by the Senator and 
at least one-half of the members of the Delegation from said County 
ia the General Assembly, and the seal of the Board of County Com- 
missioners of Dillon County shall be affixed to, or impressed upon, 
the said bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstand- 
ing any change in officials, or seal, occurring after the execution of 
the bonds. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued 
interest. They shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication 
of notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days 
before such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder, but 
the county shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the 
bonds for sale. 


§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of County Commissioners of Dillon County 
shall have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such 
County with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reim- 
burse and repay said County for the moneys to be advanced by the 
County to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agree- 
ment. The amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount 
necessary, as estimated by the State Highway Commission, or the 
Chief Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in 
the reimbursement agreement. The said Board of County Commis- 
sioners may, by the terms.of said agreement, agree to advance to 
the State Highway Commission moneys necessary for the purpose 
of this Act, and the said Highway Commission may agree to reim- 
burse and repay said County for all moneys so advanced. The said 
Board of County Commissioners and the State Highway Commission 
shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said 
agreement. The State Highway Commission shall ‘reimburse and 
repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other 
laws to be used for the construction of the State Highway System, 
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and so much of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of 
making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said 
purpose, except the money needed in order to make the payments 
to which said funds may have been previously pledged, and said 
pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said County 
and the holders of said Bonds. All moneys paid or reimbursed to the 
County by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions 
of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of paying 
the principal and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued pur- 
suant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the contract 
between said County and the holders of said bonds. In fixing the 
time, or times, of maturity of said bonds the Board of County Com- 
missioners of Dillon County shall consider the probable amounts to 
be received each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and 
shall endeavor to arrange the time of maturity of said principal so 
that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said 
principal. 

§ 4, State Highway Commission Agree Pay Certain Interest.— 
In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum of 
money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to repay 
and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due on 
and after the date or time that the roads herein designated would 
have been constructed by the State Highway Commission in a normal 
course of construction and without means provided by this Act, such 
time, or times, to be determined by the State Highway Commission. 


§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Dillon County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Dillon County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable prop- 
erty of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest 
as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Dillon County 
is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and apply it to 
said purpose. But all moneys received by the County from the State 
Highway Department by the way of reimbursement under the agree- 
ment herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of said - 
principal and interest and to the reduction of said tax. There shall 
also be applied to the payment of said interest and to the reduction 
of. said tax so much of the one cent gasoline tax as the County may 
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receive from year to year, after the date of the approval of this Act, 
from the State Treasurer. It is the intention of this Act that all 
bonds issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of 
Dillon County, payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—aAll bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shali be exempt from all State, County or Municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction —The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8 ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage 
structures. 

§ 9. Highways Construct—The highways or sections thereof, 
together with necessary bridges, to be constructed with funds made. 
available under the provisions of this Act are, namely: a section of 
State Highway No. 73, from the Town of Dillon towards Brown- 
ville in Marlboro County for about six (6) miles, and a section of 
State Highway No. 38, from Latta to the Marlboro County line, a 
distance of nine and nine-tenths (9.9) miles. 

§ 10. Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed to the 
extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be construed to be 
inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts authorizing the 
issuance of bonds or other obligations for the purpose for which 
bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be held and con- 
strued to be cumulative thereto.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Boards of School Trus- 
tees of Certain School Districts in Dillon County to Borrow 
Money for the Purpose of Constructing and/or Repairing 
School Buildings in the Respective District and to Provide 
for the Retirement of Such Indebtedness. 


Section 1. Certain School Districts, Dillon County, Borrow 
Construct and Repair School Buildings—Payment.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in 
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order to provide money to be expended in constructing and/or re- 
pairing the school buildings of the School Districts hereinafter 
named, the Boards of School Trustees of the respective Districts are 
authorized and empowered to borrow from any available source the 
sums of money as hereinafter indicated and to expend the same in 
the respective Districts for said purposes, or so much thereof as 
in the judgment of the respective Boards may be necessary, and to 
execute and deliver obligations of the respective Districts for the 
amounts so borrowed, bearing a rate of interest not exceeding five 
(5%) per centum per annum, with maturities as to the principal sums 
so arranged that approximately one-fifth (1/5) of the amount shall 
become payable each year over a period of five (5) consecutive years, 
the first installment of principal to become payable not later than 
one year from the date of the approval of this Act. When any Board 
of School Trustees has borrowed any money under the provisions 
of this Act and executed obligations therefor, it shall notify the 
Auditor in writing of the total amount borrowed and of the terms 
of the obligation and it shall thereupon become the duty of the 
Auditor to levy and the Treasurer of Dillon County to collect, as 
other taxes are collected, a tax on all of the taxable property in such 
School District, annually, sufficient to meet the interest on such 
indebtedness and the principal sums maturing in one year.

AN ACT to Create a Board of Regents for Dillon County to Erect 
and Equip a Hospital for Said County, to Provide for its 
Operation and to Authorize and Direct the County Board of 
Commissioners to Sell Serial Coupon Bonds of Said County 
for Such Purpose, and Otherwise to Define the Powers and 
Duties of the Said Board. 


Section 1. Dillon County Board of Regents.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There is here- 
by created for Dillon County a Board of Regents to be designated 
as the Dillon County Board of Regents to consist of three members 
to be appointed by the Dillon County Legislative Delegation. The 
members of the said Board shall hold office for a period of four 
years and until their successors are duly appointed and qualified. 
Vacancies on the said Board shall be filled as provided for the 
original appointments. 

§ 2. Construct and Equip Hospital—lIt is made the duty of the 
said Board of Regents to construct and equip, or cause to be constructed 
and equipped building or buildings upon a site in or near the Town 
of Dillon, in the County of Dillon, suitable for a hospital for the 
care of sick and injured persons. The same shall be of such size 
and number as in the opinion of the said Board shall be reasonably 
expected to meet the demands of the people of the community. The 
said building or buildings shall be erected under the supervision of 
a competent architect or engineer. 

§ 3. Donations—The said Board of Regents is authorized and 
empowered to accept donations of real estate, money or other per- 
sonal property for the benefit of such hospital and by such accep- 
tance to consent that title thereto when duly conveyed shall vest in 
the County of Dillon or that title thereto shall vest in the County 
of Dillon in accordance with the terms of any will or other devise 
of real estate or of personal property. 

§ 4. Operate Hospital—Rates—The said Board of Regents 
shall prescribe such rules and regulations as it deems expedient and 
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necessary for the economic and efficient conduct and operation of 
the said hospital, and shall prescribe rates of charges for hospitali- 
zation and other services rendered therein, and prescribe and enforce 
rules and regulations for the care and maintenance of the equipment, 
buildings, and grounds of the said hospital, and establish such 
permanent positions in connection therewith as in its judgment is 
necessary for the successful operation thereof and fix the compensa- 
tion therefor, as well as the compensation to be paid the employees 
thereof, and to change the same from time to time as in its judgment 
is expedient or necessary. 

§ 5. Payment of Operation—The costs and expenses of the 
operation of the said hospital shall be defrayed from income derived 
from pay patients, such gifts as may be received from any endow- 
ment, and from annual appropriations therefor, made by the Legis- 
lative Delegation from Dillon County. 

§ 6. Patients—Cost.—The hospital established under the provi- 
sions of this Act is established primarily for the benefit of the in- 
habitants of Dillon County and all persons falling sick or injured or 
maimed within the limits of said County, but every person who is 
financially able shall pay to the Board of Regents, or such officer as 
it may designate for that purpose, such reasonable compensation as 
he or she is able to pay for treatment, medicines and medical at- 
tention received at such hospital, in accordance with such rules and 
regulations in respect thereto as may have been prescribed by the 
Board of Regents. Provided, That when the conditions warrant it 
in the opinion of the Board of Regents the facilities of the said hos- 
pital may become available to any person irrespective of residence and 
upon such terms and conditions as the said Board may prescribe. 

§ 7. Dillon County Issue Bonds.—That the County Board of 
Commissioners of, Dillon County be and it is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed upon the written request of the Senator and 
the Members of the House of Representatives of Dillon County to 
issue and sell Dillon County general obligation bonds not to exceed 
Forty-four Thousand ($44,000.00) Dollars, the same to be serial 
coupon bonds in such denomination as said Board of Commissioners 
may determine, each to bear interest not to exceed four (4%) per 
centum per annum, and to mature in not more than twenty-five (25) 
years from the date of execution, interest to be paid semi-annually 
and the maturity of said bonds to be so arranged that not more than 
Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars worth of said bonds 
shall mature in any one year. 
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§ 8. Payment of Bonds.—That the Auditor of Dillon County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually a tax upon all of 
the taxable property in Dillon County sufficient to pay the annual 
interest and to retire the principal of such bonds as shall become due 
during such year, and the Treasurer of Dillon County is directed to 
collect said tax and to pay said interest and principal as the same 
become due. 

§ 9. Bonds—Execution.—That the said bonds shall be signed by 
the Chairman of the Dillon County Board of Commissioners and 
countersigned by the Clerk of the same. Provided, That the signature 
of the said Chairman and Clerk may be lithographed on the coupons 
of said bonds and said lithographed signatures shall be a sufficient 
‘signing of same. The principal and interest on said bonds may be 
payable within or without the State of South Carolina and in such 
medium of payment as may be indicated on the face of the bonds. 

§ 10. Bonds—Sale.—That the said bonds shall be disposed of by 
the said County Board of Commissioners for cash, for not less than 
par, and upon such notice as said Board may deem proper. Provided, 
however, If the said bonds can be advantageously sold to the Federal 
Government, or any financing agency providing finances for public 
works projects, the public notice of such sale may be dispensed with 
and the same handled at a private sale. 

§ 11. Bonds—Use of Proceeds.—That the proceeds of the sale 
of such bonds are to be placed with the Treasurer of Dillon County 
in its special fund ear-marked “Hospital Account” and shall be used 
by the Board of Regents, or so much thereof as is necessary, in con- 
nection with such other gifts from private sources, if any, and grants 
obtained from the Federal Government or of any agency thereof in 
purchasing the necessary site, if the same be not donated, and in 
constructing and erecting the necessary building or buildings for 
such hospital and for equipping the same. 

§ 12. Site—Contracts—Deposit of and Disbursement of Funds. 
—That before the Board of Regents shall accept as a gift to the 
County, or purchase a site for such hospital the same shall be ap- 
proved by a majority of the County Board of Commissioners of said 
County and by all of the members of the Legislative Delegation of 
said County. In the event of the purchase the amount of the pur- 
chase price therefor shall be approved in like manner. All contracts 
for the preparation of the grounds and for the construction of the 
buildings as determined upon by the Board of Regents shall be ap- 
proved in writing by the Board of County Commissioners. All gifts, 
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donations, and other funds acquired for the purposes of this Act 
shall be deposited with the County Treasurer and ear-marked as 
above stated, and all claims against such account shall be filed with 
the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners, and shall be ap- 
proved by the Board of Regents.

Section 1. Bingham School District No. 11, Floydale School 
District, and Carolina School District No. 2, Dillon County, Bor- 
row.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That, in order to provide not exceeding Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars for the construction and/or repairing of School 
Buildings in Bingham School District No. 11 and for a sum of not

The notes or bonds authorized in this section shall be issued by the 
board of trustees of said school district and shall be used in exchange 
for notes or bonds now outstanding against said district, or may be 
sold and the proceeds arising from.such sale be applied to the said 
indebtedness.

Section 1. Dorchester County Issue Bonds Construct Certain

bonds of Dorchester County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, 
for the purpose of raising moneys to aid in financing the construction 
of a certain State highway hereinafter designated.

State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of 
Dorchester County be and the same is hereby authorized to issue 
serial bonds of Dorchester County, upon the conditions hereinafter 
stated, for the purpose of raising moneys to aid in financing the con- 
struction of a certain State Highway hereinafter designated. 


§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (414%) per cent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding 
twenty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in 
such form and denomination as the Delegation from Dorchester 
County in the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said 
‘bonds shall be signed by such County officials as shall be designated 
by the Delegation from said County in the General. Assembly, and 
the seal of the Board of County Commissioners of Dorchester 
County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the said bonds. The de- 
livery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change in 
officials or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. The 
bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. They 
shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication of notice of 
such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days before such 
sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder but the county 
shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for 
sale, 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of County Commissioners of Dorchester County 
shall have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such 
County with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to re- 
imburse and repay said County for the moneys to be advanced by 
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the County to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said 
agreement. The amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the 
amount necessary, as estimated by the State Highway Commission 
or the Chief Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth 
in the reimbursement agreement. The said Board of County Com- 
missioners may, by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance 
to the State Highway Commission moneys necessary for the pur- 
pose of this Act and the said Highway Commission may agree to 
reimburse and repay said County for all moneys so advanced. The 
said Board of County Commissioners and the State Highway Com- 
mission shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out 
said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse 
and repay said County as aforesaid-out of the funds authorized by 
other laws to be used for the construction of the State Highway 
System and so much of said funds as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably 
for said purpose, except the money needed in order to make the 
payments to which said funds may have been previously pledged, and 
said pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said 
County and the holders of said bonds. All moneys paid or reimbursed 
to the County by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the pur-, 
pose of paying the principal and interest of the bonds authorized to 
be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part 
of the contract between said County and the holders of said bonds. 
In fixing the time or times of maturity of said bonds the Board of 
County Commissioners of Dorchester County shall consider the 
probable amounts to be received each year by way of reimbursement 
as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to arrange the times of maturity of 
said principal so that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order 
to pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Agree Pay Certain Interest.— 
In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum of 
money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to repay 
and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due on 
and after the date or time that the roads herein designated would 
have been constructed by the State Highway Commission in a normal 
course of construction and without means provided by this Act, such 
time or times to be determined by the State Highway Commission. 
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§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Dorchester County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such princi- 
pal and interest become due. The County Auditor of Dorchester 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all 
taxable property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said princi- 
pal and interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer 
of Dorchester County is hereby authorized and directed to collect 
said tax and apply it to said purpose. But all moneys received by the 
County from the State Highway Department by the way of reim- 
bursement under the agreement herein provided for shall be applied 
to the payment of said principal and interest and to the reduction 
of said,tax. It is the intention of this Act that’all bonds issued here- 
under shall be direct and general obligations of Dorchester County, 
payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under provisions of 
this Act shall be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction.—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage struc- 
tures. 

§ 9. Highways.—The highway, together with necessary bridges, 
to be constructed with funds made avaiable under the provisions of 
this Act, is, namely; a section of U. S. Highway 78 from St George 
to the intersection with U. S. Highway 178 near Four Hole Swamp. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this’ Act be and the same are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or 
Acts authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the 
purpose for which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but 
shall be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 11. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor. 


This Act became effective May 19th, 1936, when it was passed over the ob- 
jection of the Governor.

Thereof in Edgefield County; to Provide for and Fix the Fee 
of the Clerk of Court of Said County for Filing or Recording 
Certain Instruments; to Authorize the County Board of Edu- 
cation of Said County to Borrow Money and to Pledge Certain 
School Revenues for the Payment Thereof, and Conferring 
Additional Powers on Said Board for the Government of the 
Schools in Said County. , 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That a tax of sufficient number of mills, less the 
estimated revenue to be received by Edgefield County in 1936, to 
pay the appropriations hereinafter made, the amount of such millage 
to be determined by the County Auditor, after consulting with the 
members of the Edgefield County Legislative Delegation, is hereby 
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levied upon all the taxab'e property of Edgefield County for County 
purposes for the fiscal year beginning January Ist, 1936, for the 


amounts and purposes hereinafter stated as follows, to wit: 


§ 2. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby authorized 
to divide the expenditures of such appropriations in monthly pay-

§ 3. The County Treasurer and Supervisor are authorized to bor- 
row money from the Sinking Fund Commission for the above pur- 
poses from any bank or banks, or any other party that will make the 
loan upon acceptable terms, and to give the note or notes of the 
county for the sum borrowed and pledge the above levy as security 
for the note or notes given. The faith and credit of the County 
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of Edgefield is hereby pledged to provide by annual levies for the 
payment of any sums borrowed under the provisions of this Act. 
The faith and credit of the County of Edgefield is hereby pledged, 
likewise, by annual levies for the repayment of said Sinking Fund 
Commission, or any bank or banks, or other parties that may make 
loan or loans as herein mentioned. 

§ 4. In further addition to the above levies, the County Auditor, 
subject to the approval of the County Legislative Delegation, is au- 
thorized to make such levies as may be necessary in Johnston, Pine 
Grove, Pickens and Wise Townships in said county, to pay the in- 
terest on railroad bonds issued by, and now outstanding against, 
such townships, and the County Board of Commissioners is au- 
thorized to borrow such sums of money as may be necessary to pay 
the principal and interest as it matures, and to pledge the taxes 
so levied as security thereof. 

§ 5. The Jailor of said county shall receive thirty-five (35¢) 
cents each per day for dieting prisoners, to be paid out of the funds 
for ordinary county purposes, to be in full payment of fees and 
salary, except such further fees as may be paid to him by the Sheriff 
for special services. The Court Crier, Jurors and Bailiffs shall receive 
two ($2.00) dollars per day for each day’s service in attendance upon 
Court. 

§ 6. In addition to the other costs and fees now allowed by law to 
the Probate Judge for Edgefield County for his services he shall 
be entitled to the fees allowed him by law for issuing marriage 
licenses. 

§ 7. In addition to the provisions herein made to pay the interest 
on any of said loans to Edgefield County, including any bonds, if 
issued, said interest when due may be paid out of the taxes herein 
levied for ordinary county purposes. 

§ 8. No gasoline or oil purchased by the county shall be used by 
any officer except by the County Supervisor. 

§ 9. In case any notes now outstanding against the county for 
school or other purposes cannot be paid during the year 1936, the 
proper officers of the county, as now provided by law, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to renew the same and to pledge the 
levies herein made as security for note or notes given, and the 
County Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby directed to furnish 
to the County Legislative Delegation on or before January 8, 1937, 
a full statement of all outstanding notes of the county, and the 
purposes for which the said notes were given. 
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§ 10. All payments herein provided for shall be made direct to 
the person receiving the same, and all money paid to the jailor shall 
be paid direct to him out of the amounts herein appropriated for 
said purposes, and shall be paid only upon approval in writing of the 
Sheriff. 

§ 11. No telephone shall be maintained by the county except with 
the approval of the County Legislative Delegation. 

§ 12. No office supplies, postage or stationery, or fuel for any 
county office shall be bought except through the Clerk of Court, 
who shall authorize all purchases, and he shall be responsible for 
same, keeping an itemized statement of same and for which office 
bought, and shall furnish a statement of items bought each month to 
the County Board, and shall authorize no purchase beyond the ap- 
propriation herein provided. 

§ 13. No office equipment, furniture and fixtures shall be bought 
except upon written approval of the County Legislative Delegation. 

§ 14. No property shall be rented for the use of the county, or 
any department thereof, except with the written permission of the 
County Legislative Delegation. 

§ 15. All labor on the county farms shall be furnished for said 
farms from the prisoners of the county or from the county chain- 
gang. 

§ 16. The office of Deputy Sheriff and the office of Jailor are 
hereby combined, said office to be known as Deputy Sheriff and 
Jailor, which said officer shall be appointed by the Sheriff and 
shall live in the county jail. 

§ 17. The Supervisor and County Commissioners are forbidden 
to contract any liabilities and/or expend out of the appropriations 
for convicts, maintenance, gangs, equipment and material, and for 
the erection and maintenance of bridges, in excess of seven hundred 
fifty ($750.00) dollars, in any one month, but the total for the year 
shall not exceed in any case the total amount appropriated for the 
year. Provided, If there shall be any unexpended balance from any 
month’s allowance then said unexpended balance may be expended in 
any subsequent month or months. Any official violating the provi- 
sions of this Section shall be personally liable, and his official bond 
also, for any violation thereof. 

§ 18. All purchases for gang, roads, bridges, and their mainte- 
nance, of any kind whatsoever, must be made by the Supervisor 
personally, or on his written order; Provided, That no item costing 
over one hundred ($100.00) dollars shall be bought by the Super- 
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visor without the written consent of at least one of the County Com- 
missioners. 

§ 19. No tractors, trucks, scrapes, wagons, scoops, or any kind of 
road machinery can be purchased with county funds without the 
written consent of the County Legislative Delegation. 

§ 20. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court for 
Edgefield County for the recording, filing, indexing and/or register- 
ing any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, or 
creating a lien on crops growing or to be grown and/or personal 
property and made to any corporation organized under the Act of 
Congress, known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, if /and/or as 
amended, a Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bank, or any other corporation which redis- 
counts notes or other obligations with or procures loans from a 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration or the Government of the United States or any department, 
agency, instrumentality or officer thereof, shall be seventy-five (75¢) 
cents; and a copy or duplicate of such instrument shall be furnished 
to the recording officer. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk 
of Court for search and certificate of priority liens on crops for each 
loan shall be twenty-five (25¢) cents; Provided, That Edgefield 
County is specifically excepted from the provisions of Section 3637, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932. That the fee for recording 
a deed to real estate when the number of words does not exceed 
one thousand (1,000) shall be One ($1.00) Dollar, and when the 
number of words exceeds one thousand (1,000), it shall be at the 
rate of ten (10) cents per hundred words. 

§ 21. The County Board of Education shall operate the schools in 
Eidgefield County on what is commonly known as a “County Unit” 
plan or system. The said Board shall determine the method of han- 
dling school funds, and it shall be its duty to regulate special school 
district levies so as to provide a uniform millage county-wide, to be 
approved in writing by the County Legislative Delegation, to finance 
the operation of the school system in said county. 

The County Treasurer and County Superintendent of Education 
are authorized and empowered to borrow money, and to pledge the 
faith and credit of Edgefield County to the repayment of same, from 
the Sinking Fund Commission, any bank or banks, or any person or 
persons, who will make the loan upon suitable terms, and to give 
the note or notes of Edgefield County for the sum or sums so bor- 
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rowed; and, for the payment thereof, to pledge funds to be derived 
from school levies in said county and/or State Aid for teachers’ sal- 
aries and transportation from the State of South Carolina. 

The County Board of Education of said county shall be, and it 
is hereby, empowered to fix and regulate the salaries of all superin- 
tendents, principals, teachers, janitors, bus drivers and/or any other 
person or persons employed directly or indirectly in connection with 
the school system of Edgefield County; and no person shall be em- 
ployed or salary paid in any position aforesaid, or in any other 
capacity in connection with the school system of said county, without 
the approval of the said County Board of Education. 

The County Board of Education shall have the power, and it is 
hereby authorized, to consolidate, affiliate and/or abolish schools in 
said county, when, in its judgment, economy or efficiency will result 
from such action. The said Board shall have full power to outline 
and locate school bus routes in said County, determine the schools 
to which pupils are to be transported for educational purposes, and 
may refuse the transfer or transportation of pupils to schools in other 
counties, if, in its judgment, economical and efficient education can 
be provided for said pupils in Edgefield County. 

The said County Board of Education is authorized and directed to 
divide the county into high school districts and place all schools in the 
county in one of the said high school districts for instructional pur- 
poses, and the superintendents of the high schools shall have super- 
vision of all schools placed in their respective districts. 

On account of the additional work and expense incurred by the 
County Superintendent of Education in the construction of new 
school buildings in Edgefield County, the said County Superintendent 
of Education shall be allowed the sum of Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars for the year 1936, the said sum to be in addition to salary 
and expense allowance herein provided for, and the same to be drawn 
from the County Board of Education fund.” 

§ 22. Since Mrs. Anna W. Timmerman erroneously paid Twenty- 
four and 48/100 ($24.48) Dollars taxes for the vears 1933 and 1934 
on ninety-nine (99) acres of land in Edgefield-County which had 
been sold by her to one Willie Turner and the said Willie Turner 
having also paid taxes on the said land for the said years, the said 
Mrs. Anna W. Timmerman is hereby authorized and permitted to 
file a claim with the County Board of Commissioners of Edgefield 
County for Twenty-four and 48/100 ($24.48) -Dollars for said taxes 
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erroneously paid by her, and the County Treasurer of Edgefield 
County is hereby authorized and directed to pay the said claim on 
presentation. 

§ 23. The County Treasurer and Supervisor are authorized and 
empowered to refinance any note or notes of Edgefield County, 
or of any political subdivision thereof, now held by the Sinking 
Fund Commission or any bank, person or corporation, and in the 
event of such refinancing, the said County ‘Treasurer and Supervisor 
are authorized to borrow money from any bank, person or corpora- 
tion that will make the loan upon acceptable terms, and to give the 
note or notes of Edgefield County for the sum or sums so borrowed, 
and the full faith and credit of Edgefield County are hereby pledged 
to provide by annual levies for the repayment of any sums borrowed 
hereunder. 

§ 24. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 25. This Act shall take effect as of January Ist, 1936.

AN ACT to Empower the Town of Johnston in Edgefield County 
to Borrow Not Exceeding Ten Thousand Dollars for the Pur- 
pose of Paying off Past Indebtedness of Said Town. 


Section I. Town of Johnston Borrow to Pay Past Indebted- 
ness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The Town Council of the Town of Johnston in Edgefield 
County, South Carolina, is hereby authorized and empowered to 
horrow not exceeding the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dol- 
lars for the purpose of paying past indebtedness of said Town. The 
loan so obtained and the debt created thereby shall be evidenced by 
the written obligation or obligations of the said Town of Johnston 
and shall be in such form and denomination and shall bear such rate 
or rates of interest and have such maturities as the Town Council 
may determine, with the right and power in said Town Council to 
execute renewals of any such obligation or obligations from time to 
time as, in its judgment, may be most advantageous to said Town. 
Provided, However, All instruments or obligations so executed, as 
well as all renewals thereof, shall mature within ten (10) years from 
the date of the original issue. 
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§ 2. Payment.—The said Town Council of the Town of John- 
ston is hereby authorized and empowered to levy annually a tax on 
all of the taxable property in the said Town sufficient to pay the 
interest and so much of the principal sum of the indebtedness created 
under this Act as the Town Council may desire to retire in any one 
year of the ten (10) years. In retiring any such indebtedness, the 
said Town Council is also empowered to use any revenues accruing 
to the said Town from any source. The Town Council is authorized 
and empowered to pledge the special tax and any revenues accruing 
to the Town, as well as the full faith, credit and taxing power of 
the said Town to secure the payment of the interest and the indebted- 
ness created under the provisions of this Act. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act’are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Directing the Treasurer of Edgefield 
County to Repay to the C. C. Fuller Estate From Ordinary 
County Funds the Sum of One Hundred Fighty-eight and 
90/100 ($188.90) Dollars, Representing Taxes Erroneously 
Paid on Land Situate in McCormick County, for the Years 
1926 to 1935, Inclusive. 


Whereas, During the years 1926 to 1935, inclusive, the C. C. Fuller 
estate paid taxes on certain lands which were thought to have been 
located in McCormick County ; and, 

Whereas, The United States Government contends that said lands 
were in Edgefield County, and in purchasing said lands by the Gov- 
ernment for forestry reserves, the sum of One Hundred Eighty-eight 
and 90/100 ($188.90) Dollars has been paid over to the Treasurer 
of Edgefield County notwithstanding said estate had already paid 
the taxes on said lands in McCormick County; Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Tax Refund by Edgefield County to C. C. Fuller 
Estate——Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Treasurer of Edgefield County is au- 
thorized and directed to return to the C. C. Fuller estate, from the 
ordinary County funds of Edgefield County, the sum of One Hun- 
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dred Eighty-eight and 90/100 ($188.90) Dollars, which represents 
taxes erroneously paid by the United States Government from funds 
due the C. C. Fuller estate on certain lands it contends are situate 
in Edgefield County, although taxes on said lands have heretofore 
been paid to the Treasurer of McCormick County under the belief 
that said lands were actually situate in McCormick County. 

§ 2. Comptroller General Allow Credit.—That the Comptroller 
General is hereby authorized and directed to allow credit to the 
Treasurer of Edgefield County in the annual settlement as of June 
30, 1936, for the above refund of taxes, including that portion which 
is due the State, all of which has: heretofore been paid by the C. C.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Fairfield County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment Between the State Highway Commission and Fairfield 
County, to Authorize the Making of Such Agreement and the 
Issuance of Fairfield County Bonds for the Said Purposes and 
to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Fairfield County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The County Supervisor of Fairfield County 
be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial coupon bonds 
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of Fairfield County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for the 
purpose of raising monies to aid in financing the construction of cer- 
tain State Highways hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (414) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twen- 
ty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such 
form and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half of the 
members of the Delegation from Fairfield County in the General 
Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed by 
such County officials as shall be designated by the Senator and at 
least one-half of the members of the Delegation from said County 
in the General Assembly, and the seal of the County Supervisor of 
Fairfield County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the said bonds. 
The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change 
in officials or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. The 
bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. They 
shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication of notice of 
such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days before such 
sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder but the county 
shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for 
sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the County Supervisor of Fairfield County shall have 
previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County with 
the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the 
State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and re- 
pay said County for the monies to be advanced by the County to the 
State Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The amount 
of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as 
estimated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway 
Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement 
agreement. The said County Supervisor of Fairfield County may, 
by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the State 
Highway Commission monies necessary for the purpose of this 
Act and the said Highway Commission may agree to reimburse 
and repay said County for all monies so advanced. The said County 
Supervisor of Fairfield County and the State Highway Com- 
mission shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry

out said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall re- 
imburse and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds 
authorized by other laws to be used for the construction of the State 
Highway System and so much of said funds as may be necessary 
for the purpose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged 
irrevocably for said purpose, except the money needed in order to 
make the payments to which said funds may have been previously 
pledged, and said pledge is hereby made a part of the contract be- 
tween said County and the holders of said bonds. All monies paid 
or reimbursed to the County by the State Highway Commission pur- 
suant to the provisions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably 
for the purpose of paying the principal and interest of the bonds au- 
thorized to be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby 
made a part of the contract between said County and the holders of 
said bonds. In fixing the time or times of maturity of said bonds the 
County Supervisor of Fairfield County shall consider the probable 
amounts to be received each year by way of reimbursement as a2fore- 
said, and shall endeavor to arrange the time of maturity of said 
principal so that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to 
pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest on 
Bonds.—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the princi- 
pal sum of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the 
State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered 
to agree to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may 
.become due on and after the date or time that the road herein des- 
ignated would have been constructed by the State Highway Commis- 
sion in a normal course of construction and without means provided 
by this Act, such time or times to be determined by the State High- 
way Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Fairfield County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Fairfield County 
is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable 
property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Fair- 
field County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and 
apply it to said purposes. But all monies received by the County 
from the State Highway Department by way of reimbursement un- 
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der the agreement herein provided for shall be applied to the pay- 
ment of the said principal and interest and to the reduction of the 
payments by said taxes. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds 
issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of Fairfield 
County, payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all State, County or municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction—The construction herein author- 
ized shall include hard surface construction as determined by ‘the 
State Highway Department. 

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage struc- 
tures. ; 

§ 9. Highways.—The highway, together with the necessary 
bridges to be constructed with funds to be made available under 
the provisions of this Act, are, namely: a section of State Highway 
No. 22 from the end of the bituminous surfacing north of Winnsboro 
to the Chester County line; State Highway No. 34 from the end of 
the bituminous surfacing northeast of Ridgeway to the Kershaw 
County line and any other roads in Fairfield County that may here- 
after be added to the State Highway System. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the pur- 
pose of which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be 
held and construed to be cumulative thereto.

Section 1. Appropriation for School Purposes, Florence 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the sum of Twenty-four Thousand Nine 
Hundred Forty-eight and 00/100 ($24,948.00) Dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated for educational purposes for the County of Florence for 
‘the Scholastic year 1936-37 and a tax sufficient to raise this said 
sum, the millage to be determined by the County Auditor, is hereby 
‘levied upon all taxable property of Florence County, which sum 
shall be expended for the following purposes, that is to say:

§ 2. Board of Education Borrow.—lIn order to effectually carry 
out the purpose of this Act and for the operation of schools in Flor- 
ence County the Board of Education for said County is authorized 
to borrow such sum of money as may be necessary, the amount not 
to exceed 50% of the taxes pledged for the payment thereof, and 
shall have the power to pledge any part or all of the school taxes 
levied in Florence County as security therefor, except Florence Dis- 
trict No. 1.

same with the Board of Education for said County for its examina-

§ 8. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of sale shall be deposited 
with the City Treasurer and kept by him in a special fund and applied 
solely to the payment of the then outstanding debts of the City of 
Florence, or refund which said bonds were issued. 

§ 9. Payment.—There shall be levied and collected annually, as 
other City Taxes are levied and collected, a tax upon all taxable 
property in the City of Florence sufficient to pay the interest and 
principal of said bonds as such interest and principal, respectively, 
become due, which said tax shall be sufficient for said purpose and 
in addition to all other taxes authorized by law to be levied in said 
City.

§ 11. Accept in Payment of Debts.—The said interest coupons 
and/or principal of said bonds shall, at respective maturities, be 
receivable for the payment of taxes, license fees or other charges due 
and payable to the City of Florence.

AN ACT to Permit and Authorize E. K. Turner to Sue the State 
of South Carolina and/or the State Highway Department 
for Recovery of an Amount Alleged to be Due Him by Rea- 
son of Alleged Breach of Contract. 


Section 1. E.K. Turner May Sue State Highway Department. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That E. K. Turner of the County of Florence, State of South 
Carolina, is hereby permitted and authorized and empowered to 
bring an action in the Court of Common Pleas of Florence County 
against the State of South Carolina and/or the State Highway De- 
partment as a sub-division thereof, as he may be advised, for the 
recovery of such sum as he may establish to be due him on account 
of, or growing out of, an alleged breach of contract in the construc- 
tion of a certain Highway or Highways in Berkeley County. Said 
action shall be commenced by an ordinary summons and complaint 
under the Code of Civil Procedure, the same to be served upon the 
Attorney General of the State, who is hereby directed to answer the 
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same within the time prescribed by law for answering a complaint 
as between individuals, and to protect the interests of the State in 
said action, either side to have a right of appeal to the Supreme Court 
in case of an adverse decision in the Court of Common Pleas. 

§ 2. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Florence County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment Between the State Highway Commission and Florence 
County, to Authorize the Making of Such an Agreement and 
the Issuance of Florence County Bonds for Said Purposes 
and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Florence County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Governing Commission of Florence 
County be and the same is hereby authorized to issue serial bonds of 
Florence County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for the 
purpose of raising moneys to aid in financing the construction of 
certain State Highways or sections thereof hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (434%) per annum, payable semi-annually, 
and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty (20) 
years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form and 
denomination as the Senator and at least one-half of the members of 
the Delegation from Florence County in the General Assembly may 
direct in. writing. The said bonds shall be signed by such County 
officials as shall be designated by the Senator and at least one-half of 
the members of the Delegation from said County in the General As- 
sembly, and the seal of the Governing Commission of Florence 
County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the said bonds. The de- 
livery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change in 
officials or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. The 
bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accured interest. They 
shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication of notice of 
such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) -days before such 
sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder but the county 
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shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for 
sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Governing Commission of Florence County shall have 
previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County with 
the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the State 
Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and repay 
said County for the moneys to be advanced by the County to the State 
Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The amount of 
bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as estimated 
by the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway Commis- 
sioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement agree- 
ment. The said Governing Commission may, by the terms of said 
agreement, agree to advance to the State Highway Commission 
moneys necessary for the purpose of this Act and the said Highway 
Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said County for all 
moneys so advanced. The said Governing Commission and the State 
Highway Commission shall have all powers necessary to enable them 
- to carry out said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall 
reimburse and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds au- 
thorized by other laws to be used for the construction of the State 
Highway System and so much of said funds as may be necessary 
for the purpose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged 
irrevocably for said purpose, except the money needed in order to 
make the payments to which said funds may have been previously 
pledged and said pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between 
said County and the holders of said bonds. All moneys paid or re- 
imbursed to the County by the State Highway Commission pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the 
purpose of paying the principal and interest of the bonds authorized 
to be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part 
of the contract between said County and the holders of said bonds. 
In fixing the time or times of maturity of said bonds the Governing 
Commission of Florence County shall consider the probable amounts 
to be received each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and 
shall endeavor to arrange the times of maturity of said principal so 
that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said 
principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest on 
Bonds.—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the princi- 
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pal sum of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the 
State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to 
agree to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may be- 
come due on and after the date or time’ that the roads herein 
designated would have been constructed by the, State Highway Com- 
mission in a normal course of construction and without means pro- 
vided by this Act, such time or times to be determined by the State 
Highway Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Florence County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Florence County 
is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable 
property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Florence 
County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and apply 
it to said purpose. But all moneys received by the County from the 
State Highway Department by the way of reimbursement under the 
agreement herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of said 
principal and interest and to the reduction of said tax. There shall 
also be applied to the payment of said interest and to the reduction 
of said tax so much of the one cent gasoline tax as the County may 
receive from year to year, after the date of the approval of this Act, 
from the State Treasurer. It is the intention of this Act that all 
bonds issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of 
Florence County, payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction —The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage 
structures. . 

§ 9. Highways.—The highways or sections thereof, together with 
necessary bridges, to be constructed with funds made available under 
the provisions of this Act are, namely: a section of State Highway 
51 from a point near Pamplico through Johnsonville; a section of 
State Highwav 341 from the Sumter County line near Olanta to 
Johnsonville ; and a section of State Highway 53 from a point near 
Timmonsville to the Sumter County line at Lynch’s River. 
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§ 10. Repeal—Construction.—All Acts or parts of Acts in- 
consistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the purpsoe 
for which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be held 
and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 11. Time Effective—This Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of Coward 
School District No. 39 in Florence County to Borrow Not 
Exceeding the Sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars 
for the Purpose of Building a Grammar School Building or 
Enlarging the Present Buildings. 


Section 1. Coward School District No. 39, Florence County, 
Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the trustees of Coward School District No. 
39 and the County Treasurer of Florence County be, and thev are 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow as much as needed, the 
sum not to exceed Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds 
of which shall be used by the said trustees for the purpose of erect- 
ing an additional school building or enlarging the present building. 

§ 2. Notes.—The loan sha!l be evidenced by a note, or notes, 
which shall be executed by the Board of Trustees and the Treasurer 
of Florence County, and shall be payable in five annual installments, 
plus annual interest, the rate of interest not to exceed six per cent 
(6%) per annum. 

§ 3. Payment.—The Board of Trustees of Coward School Dis-

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That in order to defray the sums herein respec- 
tively appropriated for the purposes enumerated hereafter, there is 
hereby levied upon all the taxable property of Georgetown County 
for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1936, such number of mills 
as may be necessary for the purpose of paying the sums set out 
herein. The County Auditor shall make such levy with the approval 
of the Senator and at least one member of the House of Representa- - 
tives from the County. The Auditor shall also levy, in addition to 
the levies hereinabove specified, a sufficient number of mills on 
all the property in Georgetown County to pay the interest and the 
principal on all notes and/or bonds outstanding against Georgetown 
County coming due ard maturing during the fiscal year, 1936.

§ 2. That sufficient funds shall be paid by Georgetown County 
to the Auditor and Treasurer of said County to supplement the 
State appropriation for these officers to make their total salaries 
Two Thousand Two Hundred ($2,200.00) Dollars each. 

§ 3. The Senator and at least one member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Georgetown County are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to have a complete and thorough examination of the books 
and doings of all County officers of Georgetown at least once a 
year, and if they deem it necessary at any time for the best interest 
of the County that any office, or offices, should be investigated 
oftener than the regular annual investigation and auditing, they are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to have same done.

§ 4. The special Contingent Fund provided for in this Act shall 
not be expended except upon the written order of the Senator and 
at least one Member of the House of Representatives of Georgtown 
County, said order shall specify the amount to be paid, to whom and 
for what purpose to be used. Upon receipt of such order the Treas- 
urer shall comply with the terms of the order and the order shall be 
his voucher for such sum paid out. Except in such case as the order 
may direct any part of this fund to be used by the County Com- 
missioners in which case warrants of the County Commissioners shall 
be used as vouchers. 

§ 5. The Board of County Commissioners of Georgetown County 
are hereby authorized and empowered, and hereby constitute the

taxes to be collected for the year to pay said note, or notes. The

AN ACT to Amend Act No. 461 of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly of South Carolina, 1935, Entitled: ‘‘An Act to Amend 
Act No. 424 of the Acts of South Carolina, 1929, Approved 
February 19, 1929, Relating to the City of Georgetown, so as 
to Change the Time for the Election of Certain Aldermen 
of Said City’’: to Provide for Filling of Vacancies in the 
Office of Mayor and/or Aldermen for Said City. 


Section 1. Act 461, 1935 Acts, Amended—Filling of Vacancies 
in Offices of Mayor and Aldermen, City of Georgetown—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 3 of Act No. 424 of the Acts of South Carolina, 1929, 
approved February 19, 1929, as amended by Act No. 461 of the 
General Assembly of South Carolina for 1935, approved May 1, 
1935, relating to the City of Georgetown, be, and the same is hereby 
amended by striking out all of Section 3 and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following to be known as Section 3 of the said Act as amended: 

“Section 3. The said City of Georgetown shall be governed by 
a Mayor and four Aldermen, who shall be citizens of the United 
States and of this State, and who shall have actually resided within 
the corporate limits of the said City for at least two years immedi- 
ately preceding their election, and who shall be known as and called 
the City Council of the City of Georgetown. On the Second Tuesday 
of January, in the year 1938, and on the same date every two years 
thereafter, between the hours of eight o’clock in the forenoon and 
four o’clock in the afternoon, an election shall be held for a Mayor 
and four Aldermen. There shall be one voting place at the City Hall 
and another voting place at or near the Atlantic Coast Lumber 
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Corporation’s store building or Fire Hall, at least two weeks’ public 
notice thereof being previously given. All citizens of the United 
States and of this State, who shall have resided in the State two 
years and in the said City at least two years preceding such election, 
and who are qualified electors, and not laboring under any disability 
mentioned in the Constitution of this State, shall be entitled to vote 
in said election. When the polls are closed, the managers shall forth- 
with tabulate the votes cast, declare the election, and give notice 
of the result thereof in writing to the persons elected, and also to 
the City Council ordering such election: Provided, That the present 
Mayor and the four Aldermen of the said City of Georgetown shall 
continue to hold office as such until the second Tuesday of January 
in the year 1938, and until their successors are elected as herein 
provided: Provided, That the City Council shall meet within five 
days from the day of election, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
at which time the newly elected persons for Mayor or Aldermen 
shall present themselves and qualify by taking the oath prescribed 
in the Constitution of this State, and the oath in regard to dueling, 
and shall immediately assume the duties of their office and they shall 
remain in office until their successors are elected and qualified. 


The said City Council are hereby empowered to appoint three 
managers and make all necessary ordinances, rules, and regulations 
for the proper conduct and control of said election and for the pun- 
ishment of offense against the same. Thirty days previous to any 
election the said City Council shall open books for the registration 
of persons qualified to vote at such election, giving public notice 
thereof, which said books shall be finally closed ten days previous 
to such election. The said City Council are hereby empowered to 
make all necessary ordinances, rules and regulations for the proper 
registration of voters, and any person fraudulently registering or 
attempting to register fraudulently, and any person voting, or offer- 
ing to vote, at any election for Mayor and/or Alderman of said City, 
or at any special election held therein, who has not the right to 
vote at such election, or counselling, advising or encouraging any 
other persons so to do, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished as provided by the ordinances 
of said City or by the laws of the State. The City Council, or a 
majority of them, shall select an Alderman to serve as Mayor-Pro- 
Tempore, who shall act as Mayor during the temporary absence or 
disability of the Mayor, and, while acting as Mayor, shall be vested

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with all his duties and powers. In case a vacancy exists or shall 
occur in the office of Mayor or Alderman, by death, resignation or 
otherwise, the remaining members of the City Council shall fill such 
vacancy, for such unexpired term, by electing a competent person 
qualified to fill the office of Mayor or Alderman, as the case may 
be. The said City Council, at the expiration of their term of office, 
shall pay over and deliver to their successors all moneys, books, 
records, papers and properties in their hands belonging to said 
City.”

AN ACT to Authorize the City of Georgetown, Georgetown _ 
County, South Carolina, to Issue Refunding Bonds to Re- 
fund Certain Outstanding Obligations of Said City, and to © 
Provide for a Tax to Pay the Principal and Interest on Such 
Refunding Bonds. 


Section 1. City of Georgetown Issue Bonds Refund Outstand- 
ing Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That City Council of Georgetown, Georgetown 
County, South Carolina, be, and is hereby, authorized to issue bonds 
of said city in the aggregate amount of one hundred eighty-nine 
thousand five hundred ($189,500.00) dollars for the purpose of 
refunding outstanding bonds of said city in the aggregate face 
amount of one hundred eighty-nine thousand five hundred ($189,- 
500.00) dollars, the said bonds so to be refunded being: seventy- 
five thousand ($75,000.00) dollars Refunding four and one-half 
(44%4%) per cent. Bonds; fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dollars, 
five (5%) per cent. Sewerage Extension Bonds; sixty-three thou- 
sand five hundred ($63,500.00) dollars, five (5%) per cent. Street 
Improvement Bonds, and thirty-six thousand ($36,000.00) dollars, 
four and one-half (414%) per cent. Refunding Water and Sewer- 
age Bonds. 

§ 2. Issuance—Maturities—Interest.—That the said bonds may 
be issued either as a single issue or from time to time in separate 
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issues. Each issue of bonds shall be in such denominations, bear 
stich rate or rates of interest, payable semi-annually, and shall be 
payable, both principal and interest, in legal tender money of the 
United States, in such place or places, and shall mature not later 
than forty (40) years after the date of such issue, as may be fixed 
by the City Council of Georgetown in the Ordinances or Resolu- 
tions authorizing such issue or issues. Such separate issues may be 
equal or unequal in amount, and in rate or rates of interest they bear, 
and said rates may be different in various years of the life of the 
bonds, as may be fixed by City Council of Georgetown. The bonds 
shall be issued as coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued 
with the privilege to the holder of having them registered as to prin- 
cipal on the books of the City Treasurer of Georgetown, South 
Carolina, and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder 
upon such conditions as the City Council of Georgetown may pre- 
scribe ; bonds so registered in the name of the holder may thereafter 
be registered to bearer and made payable accordingly. 

§ 3. Execution.—The bonds shall be signed by the Mayor and 
City Clerk of the City of Georgetown, and the corporate seal of 
the city shall be affixed to or impressed on such bonds, but the 
coupons to be attached to the bonds need not be authenticated other- 
wise than by a facsimile signature of the City Clerk and Treasurer, 
who is in office on the date of the delivery of bonds. The delivery 
of the bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any change 
in officers or seal occurring after such execution. 

§ 4. Exchange.—The City Clerk and Treasurer of Georgetown 
is hereby authorized and empowered to exchange at not less than 
par and accrued interest any or all of said bonds for the outstanding 
bonds, for the refunding of which this issue is authorized. Said ex- 
change is to be made in such manner as may by Ordinance or Reso- 
lutions of the City Council of Georgetown be prescribed. 

§ 5. Sell—Use of Proceeds.—In the event an exchange cannot 
be made for all of said outstanding bonds, then the City Council of 
Georgetown be, and is hereby, authorized and empowered to sell at 
either private or public sale, in such manner as the City Council 
deems advisable, such of the remaining Refunding Bonds for which 
no exchange has been effected, the proceeds of such sale to be de- 
posited with the City Treasurer and kept by him in a special fund 
and applied solely to the payment of the outstanding bonds, to refund 
which said bonds were issued. Provided, However, That any portion 
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of such proceeds not needed for such purpose may be used for the 
payment of the expense of issuing and selling said bonds or placed 
in a Sinking Fund to be used solely for the purpose of paying the 
interest or principal of such bonds as it becomes due.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Georgetown County Pursuant to Reimbursement 
Agreement or Agreements Between the State Highway Com- 
mission and Georgetown County, to Authorize the Making

of Such an Agreement or Agreements and the Issuance of 
Georgetown County Bonds for Said Purpose and to Provide 
for the Payment of Said Bonds. 

Section 1. Georgetown County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of Commissioners of George- 
town County be, and the same is, hereby authorized to issue serial 
bonds of Georgetown County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, 
for the purpose of raising moneys for financing the construction of 
certain State Highways or sections thereof hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (414%) per centum per annum, payable.semi- 
annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty 
(20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such 
form and denomination as the Delegation from Georgetown County 
in the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall 
be signed by such county officials as shall be designated by the Dele- 
gation from said County in the General Assembly, and the seal of 
the Board of Commissioners of Georgetown County shall be affixed 
to or impressed upon the said bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall 
be valid notwithstanding any change in officials or seal occurring 
after the execution of the bonds. The bonds shall be sold for not less 
than par and accrued interest. They shall be sold upon sealed pro- 
posals after publication of notice of such sale one or more times at 
least fifteen (15) days before such sale. The award shall be made 
to the highest bidder but the county shall have the right to reject all 
bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of Commissioners of Georgetown County shall 
have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County 
with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby 
the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and 
repay said County for the moneys to be advanced by the County 
to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The 
amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount neces- 
sary, as estimated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief 
Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reim- 
bursement agreement. The said Board of Commissioners may, by the 
terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the State Highway Com- 
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mission moneys necessary for-the purpose of this Act and the said High- 
way Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said County for all 
moneys so advanced. The said Board of Commissioners and the State 
Highway Commission shall have all powers necessary to enable them to 
carry out said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall reim- 
burse and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized 
by other laws to be used for the construction of the State Highway 
System and so much of said funds as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably 
for said purpose (and said pledge is hereby made a part of the 
contract between said County and the holders of said bonds), except 
the money needed in order to make the payments to which said 
funds may have been previously pledged. All moneys paid or reim- 
bursed to the County by the State Highway Commission pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the 
purpose of paying the principal and interest of the bonds authorized 
to be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a 
part of the contract between said County and the holders of said 
bonds. In fixing the time or times or maturity of said bonds the 
Board of Commissioners of Georgetown County shall consider the 
probable amounts to be received each year by way of reimbursement 
as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to arrange the times of maturity 
of said principal so that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in 
order to pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest on 
Bonds.—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the princi- 
pal sum of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the 
State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to 
agree to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may be- 
come due on and after the date or time that the roads herein desig- 
nated would have been constructed by the State Highway Com- 
mission in a normal course of construction and without the means 
‘provided by this Act, such time or times to be determined by the 
State Highway Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Georgetown County are hereby irrevocably pledged for 
the punctual payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as 
such principal and interest become due. The County Auditor of 
Georgetown County is hereby authorized and directed to levy an- 
nually on all taxable property of such County a tax sufficient to pay 
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said principal and interest as they respectively become due and the 
Treasurer of Georgetown County is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to collect said tax and apply it to said purpose. But all moneys 
received by the County from the State Highway Department by 
way of reimbursement under the agreement herein provided for 
shall be applied to the payment of said principal and interest and to 
the reduction of said tax. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds 
issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of George- 
town County, payable primarily by means of a property tax. 


§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all state, county or municipal 
taxes. 


§ 7. Type of Construction—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 


§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage 
structures. 


§ 9. Highways Construct.—The highways, together with neces- 
sary bridges, to be constructed with funds made available under 
the provisions of this Act are, namely; A section of State Highway 
No. 51 from its intersection with United States Highway No. 701, 
to Outland; and a section of State Highway No. 511 from the end 
of the present hard surfacing south of Andrews to Cedar Creek, and 
any other section or sections of any road or roads in the State High- 
way system of said county as may be designated by the Senator 
and the members of the House of Representatives from George- 
town County; and, any bridge or bridges over streams crossed by 
any State Highway in said county, also to be designated by the 
Senator and members of the House of Representatives from said 
County. 


§ 10. Repeal—Construction.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or 
Acts authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the 
purpose for which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall 
be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 
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§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor,

- § 3. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to 
levy an additional one (1) mill levy upon all the taxable property 
within Greenville County, to be collected by the same officers and 
in the same manner as other State, county and school taxes are now 
collected, the proceeds from which levy or tax to be used by the 
County Board of Education for the following purposes: (a) For 
the payment of non-residential tuition to certain schools in said 
County, as provided for in the 6-0-1 Law; (b) to carry out the 
terms of Act No. 995 of the Acts of 1930, known as ‘An Act to 
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supplement teachers’ salaries of weak school districts in Greenville 
County. 


§ 4. The County Auditor of Greenville County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to levy upon all the taxable property within the 
limits of Greenville County, an additional 1-3/4 mills to be collected 
by the same officers and in the same manner as other State, County, 
and school taxes are now collected, the proceeds arising from such 
additional levy or tax up to 1-% of the said 1-3/4 mills to be used 
for the maintenance of the Greenville County Tuberculosis Hospital 
and to be dispensed by the Board of Trustees of said Hospital for 
the maintenance thereof in accordance with the terms of an Act 
entitled “An Act providing for the establishment of Public Hos- 
pitals or Tuberculosis Camps, etc.” and known as Act No. 165 of 
the Acts of 1925. It is hereby provided that the said Board of Trus- 
tees are directed and authorized to use the remaining 1/4 mill herein 
authorized or so much thereof as may be necessary, for the purpose 
of constructing a nurses’ home on the premises of the afore-named 
hospital. Any residue or surplus above the needs of such a home 
shall revert to the General County Fund and not to the maintenance 
of the Tuberculosis Hospital. It is also herein provided that no 
patient shall be charged any amount of the money for the services 
rendered him or her for the cost of his or her maintenance while 
a patient in the aforementioned hospital, except for X-ray charges, . 
except as is hereinafter provided. It is also provided herein that 
every patient admitted to said institution, with the exceptions pro- 
vided hereafter, shall be adjudged a charity patient by the Green- 
ville County Charity Investigation. Provided, However, that the 
Board of Trustees is hereby directed and empowered to except from 
the foregoing requirements as to no charges being made and as to 
no patient being admitted save an adjudged charity patient a total of 
fifteen (15) beds or patients, which fifteen patients shall be charged 
a per diem, said charge to be fixed in the discretion of the Board of 
Trustees of the said Hospital. It is also provided that should fifteen 
patients not to be found capable of paying the per diem fixed by 
the Board of Trustees the said Board is hereby empowered to fill 
the beds made vacant by such inability to find pay patients with 
charity patients. The Board of Trustees in addition to the power 
to fix a per diem for certain patients as outlined above is further 
empowered to accept donations or partial pay from any and all such 
patients as may desire voluntarily so to do. Provided, Further, that 
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if the one-fourth (44) mill above designated for construction of a 
nurses’ home is insufficient to complete said home the board of 
trustees of said hospital, with the approval of the County Board 
of Commissioners, of said County, are authorized to transfer and 
use so much of the proceeds of the one and one-half (114) mill levy 
above mentioned as necessary to complete said home; Provided, 
However, the amount taken and used from the proceeds of the one 
and one-half (134) mill levy shall not exceed the sum of Six 
Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars. 

§ 5. All able bodied male persons between the ages of twenty- 
one (21) and fifty (50) years, both inclusive, residents of Greenville 
County, shall for the year 1936 pay a commutation road tax of 
One Dollar and Fifty ($1.50) Cents, subject to the exemptions, pro- 
visions, and penalties prescribed in Act No. 146 and approved 
February 27, 1917, such road tax to be collected at the same time 
by the same officers, and in the same manner as other State, county 
and school taxes are collected. 

§ 6. Sub-items or sub-divisions under Section 2, Item 1 of this 
Act may be diverted to any other sub-item or. sub-division under 
the same item, where such action is found necessary to meet a defi- 
ciency in such sub-item or sub-division, such diversion to be made 
by the County Board of Commissioners and upon a majority vote of 
the Greenville County Legislative Delegation: Provided, the total 
appropriation of Item 1 be not thereby exceeded: Provided, also that 
like diversion in other items under Section 2, may be likewise made 
where no salary or fixed charge is thereby affected. 


§ 7. The appropriations included in this Act shall in no case what- 
soever be exceeded by any officer, board, commission, or official in- 
trusted with legal disbursal of funds set up to be expended for 
general county purposes, except in such cases of unusual or dire 
emergency as might justify or make necessary additional expendi- 
tures to those allotted under this Act. It is further provided that if 
such emergency or necessity shall arise as to apparently justify the 
exceeding of any appropriation under this Act, the officer, board or 
commission, having the right to disbursal of such appropriation, 
shall first submit to the Board of Commissioners of Greenville 
County the necessity of emergency in question, which request, if 
deemed meritorious, shall be transmitted to the Greenville Delega- 
tion by the Board of Commissioners, and if acted upon favorably 
in a regularly called meeting of the Greenville County Delegation

by a majority of the Delegation, such action shall be deemed a 
sufficient authorization to such officer, official, board or commission, 
to take the steps necessary to cope with the said emergency, subject 
to such limitations and checks as the delegation, in its actings upon 
the situation or need in question, may have imposed. Provided, Fur- 
ther, that should any such individual, officer, official, board or com- 
mission as referred to above, act independently and on his or its own 
initiative to incur additional expenses than those specifically au- 
thorized in this Act or in violation of the above procedure, then such 
individual, officer, official, board or commission shall be deemed 
civilly liable at law to the extent of such excess and unauthorized 
expenditure and it shall be the duty of the county attorney, upon 
the authorization of the Greenville Delegation, to take immediate 
Court action in the name of Greenville County, to collect from such 
official, officer, individual, board or commission, the sum involved 
in excess of the appropriations authorized in this Act. Provided, 
Further, that it shall be the duty incumbent upon all business firms, 
individuals, or the like doing business with the officials, officers, 
board, commissions, etc., having authority to disburse county funds 
under this Act, to investigate of the County Board of Commissioners, 
in advance of selling any supplies, services, produce, or the like to 
such disbursers of county funds as above named, with the view of 
ascertaining if such funds have been exhausted or exceeded by 
such disbursers. It is also provided, that any sale, barter, exchange 
or contracts made by any firm or person with any disbursing agent 
of Greenville County when such appropriation for any given item 
or sub-item has been exhausted shall be deemed to be not binding 
as to any liability imposed thereby against the credit of Greenville 
County, except in such cases as the Delegation may specifically ap- 
prove. Provided, that the County Board of Commissioners, a ma- 
jority of the Greenville County Delegation concurring, may and 
hereby is authorized to reduce the appropriations set forth in this 
Act proportionately should such be necessary to keep disbursements 
within receipts or anticipated receipts. Any exceeding of appropria- 
tions by any party or parties save in the manner as outlined in this 
section is hereby declared illegal, invalid, and not binding upon 
Greenville County in any way whatsoever. 


§ 8. In the event that any appropriation set forth in this Act be 


not fully expended for the purposes assigned, or in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 6 of this Act, the resulting residue, re- 
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mainder or excess above needs, shall be placed in the General County 
Fund to be expended, disposed of or appropriated as a majority of 
the County Delegation and the Board of Commissioners may direct. 


§ 9. The income of Greenville County from all indirect sources 
whatsoever shall, except in all cases where such income may by law 
be already allocated, pledged or set aside to some other purpose or 
need, be used to supplement and aid the income derived from taxes 
on real property, so that the appropriations in this Act provided may 
involve as low a millage on county real estate as possible. 

§ 10. Where an employee or officer is allowed a fixed amount to 
be expended for gasoline, such employee or official, shall at the end 
of each month file an itemized statement of the amount actually 
expended therefor, and in no event shall such amount exceed the 
specific appropriations for that purpose. 

§ 11. It shall be the duty of the Board of Commissioners of 
Greenville County, as soon after the beginning of each fiscal month 
as possible, to file with the secretary of the Greenville Delegation 
nine report sheets of the bills paid and expenses incurred during 
the month immediately preceding in the carrying out of the intent 
and appropriations of this Act, to the end that each member of the 
Delegation may be fully and constantly aware of the financial condi- 
tion and expenditures of the County. 

§ 12. It is hereby declared to be the intent of this Act that all 
salaries set up in this appropriation Act shall be in full for all 
services rendered, and their aceptance by the party or parties en- 
titled by the law and this Act to them shall be deemed acknowledg- 
ment and receipt of full payment for services rendered and a release’ 
in full by such party, or parties, of all other claim to compensation 
against the credit of Greenville County. Any county official who may 
hereafter accept his salary or payment under protest, shall also 
immediately inform the Delegation and Board of Commissioners, 
of his reasons for so doing and his intention in regard to the matter 
so the Delegation may take appropriate steps. 

§ 13. The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County 
is hereby charged with the entire custody and control of the Court 
House building and all appurtenances thereto; they are authorized 
and directed to allow the Asociate Justice of the Supreme Court re- 
siding in Greenville, to use such office rooms as may not be needed 
for the use of the County, as a matter of public convenience. The 
said Board of Commissioners shall employ the Janitor and two 
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helpers and elevator operator for the public buildings as provided 
_ for in Item 2 of Section 2. 


-§ 14. It is also herein provided that out of Item 4 there shall not 
be paid exceeding two (2) bailiffs and one (1) Court Crier at any 
one term of the Common Pleas Court or General Sessions Court; 
not exceeding one (1) bailiff and one (1) Court Crier for any term 
of the Greenville County Court, unless the Judge presiding orders 
more to serve; and it is Provided, Further, that the jury child shall 
be paid from this item, and further that the Court Crier shall act 
as Bailiff when not otherwise engaged: Provided, Further, that the 
said Bailiffs and Court Criers shall receive not exceeding Three 
($3.00) Dollars each per day for each says service actually ren- 
dered in said Court. 


§ 15. No per diem shall be allowed out of Item 9 and 10 to any 
salaried officers of Greenville County. 


§ 16. The Sheriff, Deputy Sheriffs and all-other peace officers 
except magistrates and constables, shall turn into the County Treas- 
urer, all Federal fees paid to them for attendance upon the Federal 
Courts, and it shall be the duty of said officers to apprehend escaped 
convicts and no reward shall be allowed on account thereof. 


' § 17. The appropriation listed under Section 2, Item 3, entitled 
“Charity Hospitalization” $25,000.00, shall be expended by the 
Board of County Commissioners of Greenville County for charity 
patients in hospitals in Greenville County, and shall be paid out upon 
their approval, based upon such documents, vouchers and evidences 
of charity obligations as the Charity Investigator may certify to 
therein as correctly representing the charity expenses chargeable to 
the County by the hospital providing such charity hospitalization. 


§ 18. In accordance with the provisions of Act 1084, approved by 
the Governor April 7, 1934, requiring a levy of one (1) mill on all 
the taxable property of Greenville County for the purpose of aid- 
ing certain school districts to decrease and eliminate their existing 
deficits, provided such school districts levy on their own taxable 
property an additional three (3) mills of taxation, the Auditor of 
Greenville County is hereby directed to levy such an additional mill 
on all the taxable property of Greenville County for the fiscal year 
1936, the money arising therefrom to be collected by the same of- 
ficers, at the same time, and in the same manner as other property 
taxes in this Act are collectible, the general proceeds therefrom to 
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be apportioned according to the provisions of Act No. 1084 of the 
1934 Statutes of South Carolina. 


§ 19. Item 13, Section 2, entitled “Contingent Fund” of Fifteen 
Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars hereinabove referred to shall be 
expended in the discretion of and under the direction of a majority 
of the Greenville County Delegation upon claims, demands or pe- 
titions previously approved by the County Board of Commissioners 
and for such purposes as may be prescribed by a majority of said 
Delegation, at regular called meetings duly assembled. 

§ 20. The amount hereinabove appropriated as salary for the 
County Auditor, and County Treasurer are estimates only. The 
exact amount to be paid and by this Act appropriated as salary for 
each of said officers is such amount as equals to one-half of the 
amount paid by the State to each of said officers respectively. 

§ 21. That the compensation of each member of the Township 
Board of Assessors and of the Equalization Board is hereby fixed 
at the sum of Two Dollars and Fifty ($2.50) Cents per day for 
each day in actual attendance upon their duties, said compensation, 
together with each member’s mileage, to be paid out of Item 7, 
Section 2: The Greenville Township Board of Assessors is hereby 
authorized to employ a clerk to said Board, compensation for such, 
- clerk to be paid out of the funds provided by Item 7: Provided, that 
expenditures by the Township Board of Assessors and of the Equali- 
zation Board shall be upon claims approved by the County Chairman 
of the Board of Assessors of claims arising from services and trans- 
actions of said Boards and by the County Chairman of the Board 
of Equalization for claims arising from services and transactions of 
said Board of Equalization. 

§ 22. That the Supervisor and/or any officer of Greenville 
County before purchasing or placing an order for equipment, ma- 
terial, supplies, goods, wares or merchandise, or for anything what- 
soever needed and used for cotinty purposes, shall advertise, giving 
reasonable notice for bids in at least two issues of some newspapers 
published in Greenville County, asking for bids for such equipment, 
materials, supplies, goods, wares or merchandise as may be needed, 
and shall place an order, or orders, with the lowest responsible 
bidder, or such Supervisor or officer may reject any or all bids: 
Provided, that no order shall be placed or bid accepted and/or no 
bid shall be rejected without the approval of a majority of the 
Board of County Commissioners, in writing: Provided, Further, 
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that when a majority of the Board of County Commissioners of 
Greenville County deem it to the best interest of Greenville County 
and shall so state in writing such purchases or placing of orders 
may be done by the Supervisor or other officer of Greenville County 
at private sale: Provided, Further, that when such purchase or 
placing of orders are made the goods, merchandise, wares, equip- 
ment, or food-stuffs needed shall be purchased from firms or in- 
dividuals within Greenville County whenever such firms or indi- 
viduals are realiable and offer goods, equipment or foodstuffs of 
equal quality, specifications, etc., with like goods of bidders outside 
of Greenville County and at a price equal to or less than the price 
submitted by such non-Greenville County bidders. 


§ 23. The Supervisor of Greenville County is hereby forbidden 
to expend, or contract to expend, in any one quarter of the year, 
computing from January Ist, more than one-fourth of the total 
amount appropriated for any one of the eight sub-divisions of Item 
1, Section 2, except sub-division entitled ‘New Machinery’, which 
sub-division may be expended by him as he may deem to the best 
advantage of his department without restriction as to time of expendi- 
ture: If in the carrying out of the limitations imposed upon the 
Supervisor in this Section, it should develop that an unexpended 
portion of any sub-division under Item 1 remains for any one 
quarter of the year, the same may be added to the amount authorized 
to be expended for the same purpose during the next or subsequent 
ensuing periods. The periodic allowances above designated shall not, 
however, be exceeded for any period, and any contract providing 
for the expenditure of any sum in excess of the periodic allowances 
above envisioned shall not be binding upon Greenville County and 
it is expressly provided that any firm, person, or corporation con- 
tracting in any manner with the County is charged with the duty 
of ascertaining whether or not the expenditure of any sums con- 
templated by any such contract shall be in excess of such periodic 
allowances. It is provided, however, that the requirements of this 
Section as to the periodic expenditures may be dispensed with upon 
the written approval of the County Board of Commissioners. It is 
further provided that the sum of Nine Thousand ($9,000.00) Dol- 
lars carried in Section 2, sub-division of Item 1, entitled ‘Miscel- 
Janeous Fund’, shall be expended by the Supervisor, upon the 
written approval of the County Board of Commissioners to sup- 
plement any of the sub-divisions under Item 1. The foreman of the 
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county road forces shall be paid at the rate of not exceeding $100.00 
per month; the tractor drivers at the rate of not exceeding $75.00 
per month and day guards at the rate of not exceeding $75.00 per 
month, and night guards at the rate of not exceeding $60.00 per 
month; Provided, Further, that no outside man shall receive in 
excess of $100.00 per month. It is further herein provided that 
the Supervisor shall as soon as practicable after the enactment of 
this Act make an inventory of all county supplies, machinery, and 
other county property under the control of and used by his office as 
of January 1, 1936, and file same with the Board of County Com- 
missioners. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby directed 
to withhold the salary of the Supervisor in the event of his non- 
compliance after a reasonable period of time with the provisions of 
this Section. 

§ 24. It is hereby required of each and every responsible official 
of Greenville County in addition to the Supervisor, having any public 
property of the County under his supervision to make an inventory 
of all such property as of January 1, 1936, and file the same with 
the County Board of Commissioners to the end that an accurate 
knowledge may be obtained by the Delegation of all property. be- 
longing to the County of Greenville by whosoever held. The Board 
of Commissioners is further directed to withhold the salaries of any 
such responsible County Official who may refuse to comply with 
the provisions of this Section after a reasonable time has been al- 
lowed them to compile the information herein required. 

§ 25. It is hereby provided that the Supervisor of Greenville 
County shall, from the date of the Governor’s approval of this Act, 
until the end of the fiscal year of 1936, make no purchase of any 
trousers or shirts for the convicts under his supervision and control 
except such said trousers and shirts be of the striped variety com- 
monly employed as convict clothing or else in lieu of stripes of a 
distinctive color marked both on the chest and back of each shirt 
with a prominent number, which type of these two to be used to be 
left to the discretion of the Supervisor. The Board of Commissioners 
of Greenville County are instructed and directed to honor no claims 
by the Supervisor for convict clothing after the passage of this Act 
that shall not conform to the requirements of this Section. 

§ 26. The Auditor is hereby instructed to levy upon all the tax- 
able property of Greenville County an additional one (1) mill to 
be collected by the same officials and at the same time as other taxes 
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authorized to be levied in this Act, the proceeds from which are 
to be used for the purpose of retiring certain county indebtedness 
authorized in an Act of the Legislature of 1936 for Greenville 
County, which has for its purpose and intent the re-treating of up- 
wards of one hundred miles of Greenville County surface treated 
roads, which expenditure involved has been made necessary by long 
continued neglect to retreat previously such said roads. 


§ 27. It is hereby provided that the Greenville County Dental 
Clinician provided for in Section 2, Item 9, sub-division entitled 
‘Miscellaneous Salaries, Officers and Allowances’ shall turn in to 
the County Superintendent of Education and to the County Board of 
Commissioners a monthly report of the schools visited by him, treat- 
ments administered, educational materials distributed and the like, 
during the said month to the school children of the County. It is 
herein further provided that the Board of Commissioners shall with- - 
hold approval of any salary claim presented by said Clinician fol- 
lowing his failure to submit either of said reports above required 
until such time as he shall present them as above required. Provided, 
that the County Superintendent of Education shall as soon after the 
passage of this Act as possible arrange a schedule or itinerary of 
all the schools of Greenville County and give same to said Clinician, 
which itinerary he must follow or suffer the penalty of having his 
salary refused by the Board of Commissioners for failure to perform 
this duty hereby placed upon him. The Board of Commissioners is 
also hereby instructed to hold up the salary claim of the County 
Superintendent of Education until he arranges such itinerary. Pro- 
vided, Further, that before the Dental Clinician shall submit his 
monthly report herein required, he shall have same signed by the 
principal or superintendent of each school visited and for which a 
report is made. In the absence of such signatures herein required 
said Clinician shall have his pay held up pending the securing of 
such signatures as herein required. 

§ 28. The Item heretofore carried in the Greenville County yearly 
Appropriation Act and designated “Pauper Burials” is intentionally 
omitted from the specific items covered by this Act, and such pauper 
burials as the county may during this fiscal year be compelled to 
bear the expense of are chargeable to the “General Contingent Fund” 
up to a sum not exceeding Eighteen ($18.00) Dollars each. It is 
herein further provided that the Charity Investigator shall as soon 
as possible investigate such cases of alleged pauper deaths as the 
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undertaker or undertakers and/or family or nearest relative of 
the deceased may report to him, If said Investigator, upon such in- 
vestigation, find the case in question meritorious of burial aid, he 
shall so inform the Board of Commissioners and they shall honor 
the burial claim to the extent of the amount above named, if so 
much be needed. If the Investigator finds the case involved lacks 
such merit the Board of Commissioners is hereby instructed not 
to honor it as a charge against the said Contingent Fund. 

§ 29. It is hereby provided that should the State by legislative 
action deprive or take from Greenville County or the counties of 
the State as a whole all or a portion of any indirect revenues now 
accruing to Greenville County, that the Greenville Legislative Dele- 
gation by a majority vote with the written consent of the Board of 
Commissioners may instruct the Auditor of Greenville County to 
- Jevy upon all the taxable property of the county such additional 
millage as may be necessary to make up the loss in revenue suffered 
by Greenville County as a result of such aforementioned legislative 
action. It is hereby expressly stated, however, that should such 
action not be taken, this section shall be inoperative and void and 
Section 1 of this Act shall remain unimpaired in all its particulars. 

§ 30. The Items of the 1935 Appropriation Bill for Greenville 
County Numbered Section 2, Item 8, and entitled “Sinking Fund 
and Interest Obligations on Bonds of County” is omitted from this 
Act as a general statute has been submitted for this Item so drawn 
as to make the appropriation of any specific amount for this Item 
unnecessary of inclusion hereafter in any annual Supply Bill for 
Greenville County. 

§ 31. The office of County Dentist is hereby abolished and the 
work of his office in so far as humanly possible is hereby devolved 
upon the County Dental Clinician: Provided, However, that the 
County Board of Commissioners is hereby empowered to permit 
emergency dental cases arising in the County Charitable and penal 
institutions to be treated by whatever dentist may to them seem ad- 
visable, and they are hereby authorized to honor such claims of this 
nature as may reasonably arise and which the Dental Clinician may 
find it impossible for various reasons to treat. 

§ 32. That in the event it appears that the proceeds from the 
seven and one-half (7-14) mill levy, together with other income as 
herein provided, are not sufficient to provide necessary funds to 
pay the items herein appropriated, then in that event the County 
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Auditor, upon the written approval of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation of Greenville County, is hereby authorized and directed 
to make such levy in addition to the seven and one-half (7-%4) mill 
levy set out in Section 1 hereof as will be necessary to provide suf- 
ficient funds to pay the appropriations herein made. 

§ 33. That the salaries of all county officials and employees of 
said county, heretofore in this Act provided for, are hereby increased 
by an amount equal to ten (10%) per cent. of the salaries heretofore 
in this Act designated, That this ten (10%) per cent. increase shall 
be effective as of January 1, 1936, and the County Board of Commis- 
sioners in paying such salaries are hereby authorized and directed to 
pay such increase amounts in addition to the amount set out in the 
various items of this Supply Act. That in order to carry out the pro- 
visions of this Section there is hereby appropriated an amount equal 
to the ten (10%) per cent. increase in salaries herein provided for, 
and that this appropriation is supplemental and additional to the 
other appropriations made in this Supply Act. 

§ 34. Should any part or Section of this Act be invalidated by 
Court decision on the ground of illegality or unconstitutionality such 
decision shall render invalid and inoperative only such portion or 
portions of this Act as may be specifically so invalidated, the re- 
mainder to continue in full force and effect. 

§ 35. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

§ 36. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the Auditor of Greenville 
County to Assess and Levy Taxes on the Greenville County 
Property for the Purpose of Paying Greenville County Bonds 
to Meet Interest Payments Thereon, and Accumulate Suffi- 
cient Money to Retire Said Bonds as They Mature. 


Section 1. Tax Pay Bonds, Greenville County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Auditor of Greenville County is hereby authorized and directed to 
levy and assess not exceeding six and one-half (6-4) mills, general 
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property levy on all taxable property in Greenville County, each 
year, including the year 1936, to meet the requirements for sinking 
funds for Greenville County bonds, including the interest on said 
bonds, and a sufficient amount to retire said bonds as they mature. 
This assessment and levy shall apply to all outstanding County wide 
bonds and also all bonds hereafter issued by Greenville County, 
provided that it does not apply to any sub-division of Greenville 
County, such as school districts, water and sewer district bonds, and 
other districts of said county, but shall include only general Green- 
ville County, including Greenville County T. B. Hospital bonds, and 
provided further that this levy and assessment shall be in lieu of 
any provisions heretofore made for the retirement of the said County 
T. B. Hospital bonds. 

-§ 2. Effect—This Act shall not affect in any way the levy of 
specific assessments and levies as now provided by law for the re- 
tirement of any bonds, other than county-wide bonds on any districts 
or subdivisions of Greenville County, such as school district bonds, 
water district bonds, and that such specific assessments and levies 
shall be kept separate for the retirement of bonds for such political 
subdivisions of Greenville County as now provided by law. 

§ 3. Duties of County Board of Commissioners.—That the 
County Board of Commissioners shall be required to furnish the 
Auditor of Greenville County an itemized statement annually of all 
bond requirements of Greenville County, including the annual in- 
terest thereon, and shall advise the auditor as to the required amount 
to levy and assess, provided the levy and assessment shall not exceed 
six and one-half (6-14) mills on all taxable county property. 

§ 4. That all Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Greenville County to Borrow a Sum of Money 
Not in Excess of $170,000.00, to be Expended in Resurfacing 
Surface Treated County Roads in Greenville County, to Pro- 
vide for the Manner of the Expenditure Thereof, and to Pro- 
vide a Tax Levy for the Payment of Same. 


Section 1. Greenville County Borrow for Road Purposes.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to borrow a sum of 
money, not exceeding one Hundred and Seventy Thousand ($170,- 
000.00) Dollars to be used when so borrowed, for the purposes 
hereinafter specified, and for no other purposes. 

(a) To re-surface the surface-treated roads of Greenville County 
which may be in such state of repair as to need re-surfacing. 

(b) Thirty-Five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollars of the amount 
hereinabove named and authorized to be borrowed shall be used solely 
and exclusively for the purpose of building and/ or improving those 
roads in Greenville County heretofore designated by the Greenville 
County Delegation to be so built or improved and/or that may here- 
after be designated by said Delegation to be so built and/or improved 
out of this fund. This money shall be approved by the County Board 
of Commissioners for expenditures authorized by the Greenville 
County Supervisor for labor payments, purchasing of necessary 
materials and supplies used in the construction of said roads and for 
no other purpose whatsoever. 

§ 2. County Commissioner and Supervisor Direct Work.—The 
County Board of Commissioners and the Supervisor of Greenville 
County are hereby empowered to supervise and direct the resurfacing 
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of such roads as are referred to in Section 1 (a) of this Act, so as 
to obtain for the county the greatest benefit from the money to be 
expended as possible. Should the said Board and Supervisor deem 
it possible to retreat these roads, or some portion thereof, with county 
forces rather than by contracting same to private contractors, and if 
such could thereby be done more economically, they are hereby em- 
powered to do so, otherwise, the work shall be done by letting out 
at contract to the lowest responsible bidder after at least three (3) 
weeks’ notice of such work to be contracted for shall have been ad- 
vertised in some paper of local circulation. 

§ 3. Issue Notes——To secure the payment of the amount of 
money borrowed under the provisions of Section one of this Act, 
the County Board of Commissioners shall issue a note or notes, in 
such amounts and maturing at such times as may be deemed ad- 
visable by said Board of Commissioners: Provided, that the notes 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent per 
annum, and that the maturity of such notes shall be so arranged that 
no greater amount of the principal shall be paid in any one year than 
can be paid from the proceeds of a levy of one (1) mill on all the 
taxable property in said county, after the payment of the annual 
interest due on said notes. 

§ 4. Payment of Notes—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Greenville County are hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment 
of the notes provided for in this Act, and there is hereby levied upon 
all of the taxable property of Greenville County an annual tax of 
one (1) mill to pay the interest and retire the said notes as they may 
mature, and the Auditor of Greenville County is hereby authorized 
and directed to place said levy provided for in this Act, and it shall 
be the duty of the County Treasurer of Greenville County to collect 
the same as other taxes are now collected and to keep the same in a 
separate account, to be applied on the notes herein authorized and the 
interest thereon as they mature. 

§ 5. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the 
Governor. :

AN ACT to Amend Section I of Act 467 of the Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of South Carolina, for the Year 1935, Entitled 
‘‘An Act to Enable and Empower Greenville County to Bor- 
row Money from the Federal Emergency Administration of 
Public Works or from any Agency of the Federal Govern- 
ment to be Used for Certain Road Projects, and to Pledge the 
Gasoline Tax to Secure the Payment Thereof,’’ so as to 
Further Provide the Source or Sources from Which Said 
Funds May be Borrowed. 


Section 1. Act 467, 1935 Acts, Amended—Greenville County 
Borrow for Road Purposes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 1 of the Act No. 467 
of the General Assembly 1935, be amended in the following par- 
ticulars: That after the words “United States Government” on the 
fourth line of said Act and just before the words “Not exceeding Six 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($600,000.00)” shall be inserted “or to 
borrow from any other source, public or private,” so that the said 
Section 1, as amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 1. That Greenville County is hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow from or through the Federal Emergency Ad- 
ministration of Public Works, or any other agency of the United 
States Government, or to borrow from any other source, public or 
private, not exceeding Six Hundred Thousand Dollars ($600,000.- 
00), or so much thereof as may be determined by the Legislative 
Delegation of said County to be necessary, to surface treat and con- 
struct highways in Greenville County. The indebtedness to be 
evidenced by serial coupon bonds bearing interest not exceeding four 
(4%) per centum per annum, payable annually, maturing during each 
year, 1935 to 1945, both inclusive, in such annual installments and 
in such amounts as may be fixed and authorized by the Legislative 
Delegation.” 

§ 2. Such Act Otherwise Reaffirmed.—That in all other respects 
said Act No. 467 of the General Assembly of South Carolina of 1935 
be and the same is hereby reaffirmed in all other respects not incon- 
sistent with this amendment.

AN ACT to Authorize the City of Greenville to Issue Refunding 
Bonds to Refund Certain Outstanding Obligations of Said 
City, and to Provide for a Tax to Pay the Principal and In- 
terest on Such Refunding Bonds. 


Section 1. City of Greenville Issue Bonds Refund Water 
Works Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The City Council of the City of Greenville shall 
have power to issue bonds of said city of the aggregate face amount 
of one million ($1,000,000.00) dollars for the purpose of refunding 
the outstanding bonds of said city of the aggregate face amount of 
one million ($1,000,000.00) dollars, which bonds were issued on or 
about August 1, 1918, and which are by their terms due August 1, 
1958, with the option on the part of the City of Greenville to call 
and redeem on August 1, 1938, and which were issued for the City’ $ 
Water Works system. 

§ 2. Issues—Maturities——The bonds issued pursuant to this Act 
may be issued either as a single issue of bonds or as several separate 
issues of bonds. Each issue of bonds shall mature in annual install- 
ments or series beginning not later than three and ending not later 
than forty years after the date of the bonds of such issue. No such 
installment or series of any such issue of bonds shall be more than 
three times as large as the smallest prior installment or series of 
such issue of bonds. 

§ 3. Denominations—Register—Interest — Execution.—Bonds 
issued under this Act shall be of such denomination as may be fixed 
by said City Council. They shall be issued as coupon bonds, payable 
‘to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of hav- 
ing them registered as to principal in his name on the books of the 
city, and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder, 
subject to such conditions as the city may prescribe. Bonds so reg; 
istered in the name of the holder may thereafter be registered as 
payable to bearer and made payable accordingly. The bonds shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding three and one-half (34%) 
per centum per annum, payable semi-annually. The principal and 
interest of the bonds may be made payable within or without the 
State of South Carolina, and in such medium of payment as may 
be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by 
the Mayor of the City of Greenville, and the corporate seal of the 
city shall be affixed to or impressed on such bonds and attested by 
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the City Clerk and Treasurer; but the coupons to be attached to the 
bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile sig- 
nature of the City Clerk and Treasurer who is in office on the date 
of the bonds. The delivery of bonds so executed shall be valid, not- 
withstanding any changes in officers or seal occurring after such 
execution. : 


§ 4. Deposit and Use of Proceeds—Payment of Expenses and 
Certain Interest.—The proceeds received from the issuance of each 
issue of bonds shall be deposited-with the City Clerk and Treasurer of 
said City, and shall be kept by him as a special fund and shall be 
applied solely to the payment of bonds to refund which said bonds 
were issued ;Provided, however, That any portion of such proceeds 
not needed for said purpose shall be used for the payment of the 
expense of issuing and selling said bonds or shall be placed in a 
sinking fund to be used solely for the purpose of paying the in- 
terest upon such bonds as it becomes due or for the same purpose 
may be invested in securities of the United States Treasury, having 
maturity dates not later than August 1, 1938; And provided, further, 
That should the aforesaid surplus of any addéd income from such 
aforesaid investments be insufficient to pay said expenses and the 
interest on the new bonds at any interest maturing date prior to 
and including August 1, 1938, such interest deficiency shall be made 
up from any available funds belonging to said city, to the end that 
at no time during such period shall any interest be past due and 
unpaid. fae ok 

§ 5. Sale—The bonds of any issue shal! be sold by said City 
Council in such manner as said City Council.may deem advisable, at 
not less than par and accrued interest. 


§ 6. Tax Exempt.—Any bonds issued pursuant to this Act shall 
be exempt from all State, County and Municipal taxes. 


§ 7. Payment.—The City Council of said City shall have power 
to levy annually a special tax ad valorem on all taxable property in 
said city for the purpose of paying the principal and interest of said 
bonds as such principal and interest, respectively, become due, which 
tax shall be sufficient for said purpose and in addition to all other 
taxes authorized by law to be levied in said city. 

§ 8. Cumulative—Repeal—The powers granted by this Act are 
granted in addition to and not in substitution for the existing powers 
of said city, and, except as otherwise provided herein, are not sub- 
ject to any limitation or restriction prescribed by any other law. This 
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Act shall not be deemed to repeal or affect any other Act providing 
for the issuance of bonds by said city to refund outstanding bonds 
of said city.

AN ACT to Authorize Slater-Marietta School District No. 12-B of 
Greenville County, the State of South Carolina, to Issue and 
Sell Bonds in the Amount of $12,000 to Finance the Cost of 
the Construction of a School Building. 


Section 1. Slater-Marietta School District No. 12-B, Greenville 
County, Issue Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Slater-Marietta School 
District No. 12-B of Greenville County be, and they are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to issue and sell negotiable coupon bonds 
of said school district in an amount not to exceed the sum of Twelve 
Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars. The only proceedings necessary 
to evidence the legality of said bonds shall be an appropriate reso- 
lution of the Board of Trustees. 

§ 2. Maturities—Interest——That the principal of said bonds 
shall mature serially at such times and in such amounts and shall be 
in such denomination or denominations as may be determined by a 
resolution adopted by the Board of Trustees, provided that the last 
maturity of the principal of said bonds shall not be more than twen- 
ty (20) years from the date of the bonds. The principal of and in- 
terest on said bonds shall be payable at such time or times and at 
such place or places and in such medium of payment as shall be pre- 
scribed by a resolution adopted by the said Board of Trustees and 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding four (4%) per centum 
~ per annum, payable semi-annually. 

§ 3. Execution—That such bonds shall be signed by the Board 
of Trustees of said school district and the corporate seal of said dis- 
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trict shall be affixed thereto and the coupons attached to said bonds 
shall bear the facsimile signature of the members of the Board of 
trustees. 

§ 4. Sale—Use of Proceeds.—That the Trustees shall sell such 
bonds in such manner and upon such terms as they deem to the best 
interest of said school district provided that they shall not be sold 
for less than par and accrued interest. The proceeds from the sale 
of said bonds shall be used for the purpose of constructing a school 
building in said district. 

§ 5. Payment.—That for the prompt payment of the principal 
of and interest on said bonds when the same become due and pay- 
able the full faith, credit and taxing power of said school district 
are hereby grrevocably pledged and there shall be levied annually 
an ad valorem tax upon all the taxable property within the territorial 
limits of said school district in an amount sufficient to pay the prin- 
cipal of and interest on said bonds as the same become due and pay- 
able. 

§ 6. Cumulative—That the powers conferred by this Act are in 
addition to and not in substitution for the powers conferred by any 
other Act whether general, local or special and the said Board of 
Trustees are authorized and empowered to issue the said bonds not- 
withstanding anything to the contrary in any other Act, whether gen- 
eral, local or special. 

§ 7. This Act sha!l take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

The Sub-District to be Known as Westville 
Water and Sewer Sub-District; to Validate an Election Held 
in Said Water and Sewer Sub-District on November 8, 1935, 
Authorizing the Incorporation of Such Water and Sewer Sub- 
District, and its Inclusion in the Greater Greenville Sewer 
District, Authorizing the Issuance of $30,000 of Bonds by 
Said Water and Sewer Sub-District, for the Purpose of In- 
stalling and Maintaining Water and Sewer Lines; and Au- 
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thorizing the Levy of a Tax for the Payment of the Principal 
and Interest of Such Bonds to Declare any Bonds Issued in 
Pursuance of Said Election Valid Obligations of Said Water

Section 1. Westville Water and Sewer Sub-District, Greenville

§ 2. Election on Creating Sub-District, Issuance of Bonds, and 
to Incorporate Sub-District into Greater Greenville Sewer Dis- 
trict Validated. —That the election held in the aforesaid Water and 
Sewer Sub-district as hereby validated and bounded, on the 8th day 
of November, 1935, authorizing the creation of said Water and 
Sewer Sub-district, the issuance of $30,000 of bonds of said Water 
and Sewer Sub-district for the purpose of installing and maintain-

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Exempt Certain Hail Sufferers in 
Greenville County from County and School District Taxes 
and to Provide for Refund of Taxes Paid for the Year 1935. 


Section 1. Relief for Hail Sufferers, Greenville County.—Be it 
resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the taxpayers in Greenville County, whose crops in 1935 were 
damaged by hail, shall be exempt from the payment of the general 
county and school district taxes for said year, to the extent of the 
estimated crop damage shown by’ the verified statement of each such 
taxpayer filed with the Greenville County Board of Commissioners. 
Provided, This exemption shall not apply to taxes levied upon the 
buildings, household goods, or live stock of the respective taxpayers. 

§ 2. Refund Taxes to Certain.—That if any taxpayer entitled to 
the exemption above provided for has paid his or her taxes they 
shall be refunded the same up to such amount as herein provided. 

§ 3. County Board of Commissioners Approve Claims.—That 
all such claims, together with the supporting affidavits, shall con- 
stitute the proper voucher of the Treasurer on all exemptions al- 
lowed and all refunds made as herein provided and the Comptroller 
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General is hereby authorized and required to approve and allow 
same in his annual settlement with the Treasurer of Greenville 
County. Provided, that all such claims, exemptions and refunds as 
may arise under the terms of this Resolution shall be approved by 
the Greenville County Board of Commissioners, pursuant to such 
rules as they may promulgate. 

The said Board of Commissioners is herein authorized and de- 
clared to be the sole and final judge of the amount of any individual 
refund or tax exemptions to be made any farmer, such Board to de- 
termine the amount and percentage of each such tax exemption or 
refund and to approve all such to the Treasurer of Greenville Coun- 
ty.

AN ACT to Fix the Method for Determining the Proper Claim- 
ants and the Several Amounts Thereof by Reason of Pay- 
ments or Contributions Made Toward the Hard Surfacing of 
Certain Roads in Greenville County, and to Provide for the 
Payment or Refunding Thereof. 


Whereas, during the years 1922, 1923, 1924,and 1925, certain 
persons, firms, and corporations paid unto Greenville County sundry 
sums of money to be used by said County to help defray the cost 
of hard surfacing portions of the Laurens Road, the Augusta Road, 
and the Greer-Greenville Road—the specific portions of those roads 
being the Laurens Road from the City Limits of Greenville south- 
ward for a distance of approximately two and a half (2%) miles 
to Jones’ Store, the Augusta Road from the City limits of Greenville 
southward for a distance of approximately two (2) miles to the 
Parkins’ Mill Road intersection and the Greer-Greenville Road from 
the City limits of Greer westward for a distance of approximately 
one (1) mile; and 

Whereas, ali three of said roads were taken over by the South 
Carolina State Highway Department as of date, January 1, 1925, in 
the same manner and under the terms as is fully set forth in Section 


r) 
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5928 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina for 1932; and there- 
after said State Highway Department did reimburse Greenville 
County for the value of said roads in the manner contemplated by 
Section 5928 ; 

Now, therefore, fully recognizing that Greenville County is due 
some consideration to those who contributed toward the cost of con- 
structing the three roads hereinbefore mentioned : 

Section 1. Greenville County Refund Payments Made Toward 
Hard Surfacing Certain Roads.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the several sums of 
money paid or contributed unto Greenville County for the purposes 
set forth in the preamble hereof be: refunded. 

§ 2. Claimants Bring Action—Time File Claims.—That the 
method of determining the proper claimants to be paid such refunds, 
and the several amounts thereof shall be for one or more of the 
claimants on each road to bring an action in the Court of Common 
Pleas for Greenville County in behalf of himself or themselves and 
all others similarly situate, against Greenville County, and have that 
Court ( or the Master for Greenville County, or a special referee to 
which the Court may refer the matter) take testimony so as to de- 
termine the present rightful claimants for such refunds, and the cor- 
rect amount of each, said claimants to pay all costs, including at- 
torneys’ fees ( such fees also to be determined by the Court) in such 
proceedings: Provided, however, That any claimant who does not 
file his, her or its claim during the year 1936 shall be thereafter 
barred from so doing. 

§ 3. Pay Refunds in Installments.—That the several amounts, 
when determined in the manner set forth in Section 2 hereof, shall 
be payable in installments of one-tenth part thereof immediately 
upon its being determined, and the remaining portions thereof in 
five equal annual installments, payable on or by the first day of June 
of each year without interest. 

§ 4. Pledge for Payments—Tax.—tThe full faith, credit and tax- 
ing power of Greenville County are hereby irrevocably pledged to the 
payment of the several installments as they may become due, and there 
is hereby levied upon all the taxable property of Greenville Coun- 
ty an annual tax sufficient to pay and retire said installments as they 
may severally become due; and the Auditor of Greenville County is 
hereby authorized and directed to place said levy, and the Treasurer 
of Greenville County is hereby authorized and directed to collect the 
same. :

on Negotiable Coupon Notes of Greenville County One Hun- 

- dred Seventy Thousand ($170,000.00) Dollars, to be Ex- 
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pended on the Building and Improvement of Roads in Green- 
ville County, Both or Either of Said Purposes; to Provide for 
a Tax Levy for the Payment of Same; and to Repeal an Act 
to the General Assembly, Entitled, ‘An Act to Authorize and 
Empower the County Board of Commissioners of Greenville 
County to Borrow a Sum of Money Not in Excess of $170,- 
000.00, to be Expended in Resurfacing Surface Treated 
County Roads in Greenville County, to Provide for the Man- 
ner of the Expenditure Thereof, and to Provide a Tax Levy 
for the Payment of Same,’ Approved April 6, 1936. 


Section 1. Greenville County Borrow Improve Roads.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Board of County Commissioners of Greenville County, 
South Carolina. are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
borrow on negotiable coupon notes of Greenville County One Hun- 
dred Seventy Thousand ($170,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds thereof 
to be used for the following purposes, for which purposes at least the 
said sum of One Hundred Seventy Thousand ($170,000.00) Dollars 
is necessary. 

(A) To resurface the surface treated roads of Greenville Coun- 
ty which may be in such state of repair as to need resurfacing. 

(b) Thirty-five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollars of the amount 
hereinabove designated and authorized to be borrowed shall be used 
solely and exclusively for the purpose of building and/or improving 
those roads in Greenville County heretofore designated by the Green- 
ville County Delegation to be so built or improved and/or that may 
hereafter be deisgnated by said delegation to be so built and/or im- 
proved out of this fund. This money shall be approved by the County 
Board of Commissioners for expenditures authorized by the Green- 
ville County Supervisor for labor payments, purchasing of neces- 
sary materials and supplies used in the construction of said roads 
and for no other purpose whatsoever. 

§ 2. Purchasers of Notes—That it shall not be incumbent upon 
the purchasers of said notes to see that the application of the pro- 
ceeds of said notes is made for the purposes for which issued or in 
the manner prescribed in this Act, but said notes shall be held by 
the purchasers or any subsequent holder or holders thereof freed 
from any or all liability therefor. 

§ 3. County Commissioners and Supervisor Supervise Work.— 
The County Board of Commissioners and the Supervisor of Green- 
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ville County are hereby empowered to supervise and direct the re- 
surfacing of such roads as are referred to in Section 1 (a) of this 
_ Act, so as to obtain for the county the greatest benefit from the 
money to be expended as possible. Should the said board and super- 
visor deem it possible to resurface treat these roads, or some por- 
tion thereof, with county forces rather than by contracting same 
to private contractors, and if such could thereby be done more eco- 
nomically, they are hereby empowered to do so, otherwise, the work 
shall be done by letting out at contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder after at least three (3) weeks’ notice of such work to be con- 
tracted for shall have been advertised in some paper of local circula- 
tion. 


§ 4. Notes.—The said notes shall be payable to bearer, and signed 
in the name of Greenville County, South Carolina, by the chairman 
of the County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County and 
the Treasurer cf Greenville County, under the seal of the Board of 
Commissioners of Greenville County; the lithographed or engraved 
signature of the County Treasurer upon the coupons attached to the 
said notes shall be a sufficient signing of the same. The said notes 
shall bear such date, mature in such serial installments, bear such 
rate or rates of interest, payable semi-annually, and be payable at 
such place, either within or without the State of South Carolina, as 
may be directed by resolution of the County Board of Commissioners 
of Greenville County. 


§ 5. Payment.—For the payment of said notes and the interest 
thereon as they severally mature there shall be pledged the full 
faith and credit of Greenville County, and there shall be levied annu- 
ally upon all taxable property in Greenville County, by the County 
Auditor, and collected by the County Treasurer, a sum sufficient to 
pay the principal and interest on the said notes as they respectively 
mature.

§ 9. In order to further effectuate the collection of back due 
taxes, the Greenwood County Delegation in the General Assembly 
shall have the right to name such additional tax collectors as in their 
opinion will be for the best interest of the county, the said additional 
tax collectors to hold office not longer than July Ist, 1937, or for a 
shorter period if the majority of the said delegation shall decide on a 
shorter period, and shall receive as their compensation such part of 
the fines and penalties collected by them on past due taxes as the 
majority of the said delegation shall determine. 

The Finance Board for Greenwood County in connection with the 
trustees from the respective school districts of the said county shall 
have the right to fully consider all past due personal property taxes 
and shall have the right to make such recommendations as to nulla 
bona and compromise adjustments as to them may seem best, 
provided the same shall be approved by the Comptroller General. 
This provisions is for the purpose of clearing up a large amount of 
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past due personal property taxes from which very little is being 
realized and which question each year is becoming a more serious 
problem. 

§ 10. Act No. 87, approved February 28, 1933, provides that in 
the event satisfactory arrangements cannot be made under the terms 
of the said Act, then the Treasurer of Greenwood County shall con- 
sult with the Finance Board and the Legislative Delegation and to- 
gether they shall determine what final action shall be taken. Some 
question has arisen as to the safety of the county vault, the Treasurer, 
therefore, is hereby requested and directed to sonsult with the delega- 
tion and the Finance Board, together with the banks in the county, 
in order that all parties may be protected. 

§ 11. The Greenwood County Finance Board is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to reissue all necessary bonds to take care of 
the outstanding railroad bonds now against the Township of 
Cokesbury, Cooper, and Ninety-Six due January Ist, 1937, or in 
lieu of issuing new bonds, if in the opinion of a majority of the said 
Finance Board, it shall seem wise and expedient, then the said board 
shall have the right to buy in the said bonds for the benefit of the 
County Sinking Fund and to hold them. 

§ 12. The Greenwood County Finance Board is hereby author- 
ized to cancel all bonds for past indebtedness held by the County 
Sinking Fund.

The said Commissioners are authorized and 
empowered to make such other preparation and arrangements and 
do such other things as they deem advisable to carry out the purposes 
and intentions of this Act.

§ 3. Declare Result.—That at the close of said election the ‘bal- 
lots provided for in this Act shall be counted and the result of the 
election relative thereto shall be transmitted to the newly elected 
Legislative Delegation of said county. 

§ 4. Effect—That the election and the result of same shall be 
* information only as to what the people desire and same shall not be 
construed to have any binding affect upon the General Assembly to 
establish or not establish such circulating library. 

§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Greenwood County to Issue Bonds in an 
Amount Not to Exceed $110,000 for the Construction of 
Bridges or Highways or Improvements to Highways in Said 
County, and Providing That Said Bonds Shall be Payable in 
the First Instance From the Gasoline Tax Accruing to Said 
County From the State Highway Department and Providing 
That the Full Faith, Credit and Taxing Power of Said County 
are Pledged to the Payment of the Principal of and Interest 
on the Bonds. 


Section 1. Greenwood County Issue Bonds Improve Highways. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
rolina; That Greenwood County is hereby authorized and empowered 
to issue bonds of said County in an amount not to exceed $110,000 
for the purpose of financing the cost of the construction of bridges 
or highways or improvements to highways of said County, or for 
any one or more of said purposes, and such other purposes pertaining 
to highway improvements as the County Finance Board of Green- 
wood County may designate by resolution. Provided, however, That 
no such construction or improvement shall be undertaken by the said 
County Finance Board unless and until such construction or im- 
provement shall have been approved by a majority of the County 
Delegation of Greenwood County in writing. 

§ 2. Payment—Issuance.—Bonds issued under this Act shall be 
made payable in the first instance from the gross receipts derived 
from the gasoline tax accruing to Greenwood County from the State 
Highway Department and allocated to said County. The bonds shall 
constitute general obligations of Greenwood County and the full 
faith, credit and taxing power of said County are hereby pledged for 
their payment, and the officials of said County charged with the duties 
of levying and collecting taxes are hereby directed to levy and 
collect annually a tax upon all taxable property within said County 
sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on said bonds. No bonds 
shall be issued under this Act, however, unless the County Finance 
Board shall first determine that the gasoline taxes allocated to said 
County by the State Highway Department and from which the bonds 
are payable in the first instance will be sufficient to pay the principal 
of and interest on said bonds as such principal and interest become 
due without resorting to any other taxes or revenues of said county. 
After the issuance of any bonds under this Act, so much of the 
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gross receipts derived from said gasoline taxes and from which the 
bonds are payable in the first instance as herein provided shall, as 
collected, be paid into the office of the County Treasurer and kept 
in a special fund to be used exclusively for the payment of said bonds 
as such principal and interest severally become due. 

§ 3. Maturities—Interest—Legislative Delegation Approve. — 
That said bonds shall be negotiable, serial, coupon bonds; shall be 
in such form and denomination; shall mature in such amounts and 
at such time or times as the County Finance Board shall prescribe 
by resolution. Provided, however, that the rate of interest on said 
bonds shall not exceed 4% per annum and that the bonds shall be 
sold for not less than par and accrued interest. Provided, further, 
that no bonds shall be issued pursuant to this Act until the same shall 
have been approved in writing by a majority of the County Delega- 
tion of Greenwood County. 

§ 4. Execution —That said bonds shall be signed by the County 
Supervisor and County Treasurer, respectively, and the coupons 
shall bear the facsimile signatures of said County Supervisor and 
County Treasurer, and the seal of said County shall be affixed to or 
impressed upon the bonds. 

§ 5. Sale—Use of Proceeds.—That when the bonds shall have 
been authorized and executed in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act, they shall be sold at either public or private sale and upon 
such terms and conditions as shall be prescribed by resolution of the 
County Finance Board of Greenwood County. The proceeds from 
the sale. of the bonds shall be expended for highway purposes in 
accordance with the provisions of a resolution adopted by the County 
Finance Board. Provided, That the purposes for which the proceeds 
from the sale of the bonds will be used, shall have been approved in 
writing by a majority of the County Delegation of Greenwood 
County. 

§ 6. Exempt from Taxes.—That the said bonds both as to prin- 
cipal and interest shall be exempt from all state, county and municipal 
taxes of the State of South Carolina. 

§ 7. That all Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with this Act are to 
the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

§ 9. All notices by the County Supervisor, County Treasurer, 
County Superintendent of Education, County Auditor and other 
County officers, provided by the statutes to be given shall be pub- 
lished in the Hampton County Guardian; and the Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars set out in Item 11 for the payment in full of 
such notices to be published in said paper during the year 1936:

ator and a majority of the Delegation. Provided, any additional ap- 
propriation may be made by a written order signed by the Senator 
and a majority of the Delegation and filed in the office of the County 
Board of Commissioners. 


§ 4. The Supreme Court having ruled that one County official in 
Horry County is entitled to fees, there are other County officials 
that have the same status according to official legal opinion based 
thereon. In order to avoid further litigation, expense and uncer- 
tainty, the fees of officials prior to the approval of Act 180 of the 
Acts of 1936, approved March 18th, 1936, are excluded from the 
estimate of revenue in this Act. This legislation is not intended to 
be retroactive, with reference to the status of fees earned and de- 
termined before the approval of the above mentioned Act. All sal- 
aries herein provided are in lieu of fees and under no circumstances 
shall supplement same. Such salaries when received shall be accepted 
as a waiver of all claim to fees earned for the period covered by this 
Act. It is hereby specifically provided that any county Official of 
Horry County accepting any fees of any kind subsequent to January 
Ist, 1936, shall receive no salary appropriated hereunder for such 
period in which any such fees have been so accepted. 


§ 5. So much as may be necessary of all unpledged and un- 
designated funds received by the Treasurer prior to January 1, 1936, 
shall be used to liquidate authorizations made by the Delegation for 
1935. Any balance remaining shall be placed in the General fund of 
the County. 


§ 6. That from the funds provided for Jail and Conveying pris- 
oners in the Administrative expenses of Section 1 of this Act, the 
Jailer of Horry County shall be paid the sum of not exceeding One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per month for his services as jailer, to 
be approved by the Sheriff of the County, and the jailer shall receive 
no fees for dieting prisoners. The County Board of Commissioners 
is authorized and empowered to make purchases of all food, supplies, 
equipment and any and all things necessary for the proper main- 
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tenance of the County Jail and the food and clothing of the prisoners 
therein. 

§ 7. To repair and rebuild the County Jail, the County Board of 
Commissioners is hereby authorized to use the Five Thosusand ($5,- 
000.00) Dollars appropriated in the 1935 Supply Act for such pur- 
pose, and not expended, with the like amount provided in Section 1 
of this Act and any other available funds. 

§ 8. When a Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners 
shall have been elected by the people, as provided by law, to assume 
the duties of Supervisor, and shall have qualified, he shall be paid 
the salary herein provided both as Supervisor and as Chairman of 
the County Board of Commissioners, so as to provide a combined 
salary of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars per annum. 

§ 9. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized 
and directed to employ a Certified Public Accountant for the purpose 
of auditing the books and examining the offices of Horry County, 
and is authorized to make payment for such services not to exceed 
Two Hundred Fifty ($250.00) Dollars provided for in this Act. 

§ 10. Funds appropriated in Section 1.of this Act for the “Poor” 
may be expended by the County Board of Commissioners through 
any State or Federal agency that will augment such funds for dis- 
tribution to needy residents of Horry County. 

§ 11. Funds appropriated in Section 1 of this Act for “Hos- 
pitalization of Needy Cases” may be expended by the County Board 
of Commissioners through any State or Federal agency that will 
augment such funds for hospitalization of needy cases in Horry 
County. 

§ 12. The County Board of Commissioners is authorized to em- 
ploy a County Attorney and pay same an amount not to exceed that 
provided for this purpose in Section 1 of this Act. It shall be the duty 
of the Attorney selected by the County Board of Commissioners to 
advise all boards, magistrates and officers of the County, and, in 
addition thereto, it shall be his duty to represent the County in all 
cases wherein the County’s interest is affected, and he shall represent 
the Sheriff’s office in criminal proceedings when called upon. 

§ 14. From the appropriation herein made for Magistrates and 
Constables annual salaries shall be as follows commencing January 
Ist, 1936:

Of- 
ficers and officials of the County desiring books, supplies, or materials 
provided for in this Act shall make application to the County Board 
of Commissioners for same on the requisition form provided for 
this purpose, keeping one copy and filing one with the Board of 
County Commissioners. The Board of County Commissioners shall 
secure not less than three bids from competent suppliers for all such 
books, supplies, or materials. Such bids shall be made on forms 
supplied by the County Board of Commissioners, and such forms 
shall carry the serial number of the requisition. The award for 
purchase shall be made to the lowest competent bidder, and such 
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award shall be made on a formal blank provided for that purpose, 
such blank shall also carry the serial number of the requisition. 
Provided, The Board of County Commissioners shall have the au- 
thority to reject any and all bids. All requisitions, bids, and awards 
shall be filed together in the office of the Board of County Com- 
missioners, and the Certified Public Accountant making the annual 
examination of the office of the Board of County Commissioners is 
charged with the duty of checking and reporting as to the faithful 
performance of these regulations. 

§ 16. If WPA or other funds are made available for the con- 
struction of an Agricultural and Public Health building the Board 
of County Commissioners is authorized to purchase a lot on which 
same may be erected, at a price not to exceed Two Thousand Two 
Hundred ($2,200.00) Dollars. For the payment of such purchase, 
the Board of County Commissioners is authorized to use such funds 
as are provided for same in Section 1 of this Act, and give a note 
or notes, for the remaining balance; such note, or notes, to bear in- 
terest not to exceed four (4%) per cent per annum. Any building 
constructed on the lot herein provided shall be the property of Horry 
County. 

§ 17. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 18. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Loris School District No. 
18, of Horry County, the State of South Carolina, to Issue 
Bonds Not to Exceed $10,000.00, to Provide for the Retire- 
ment of Note in the Sum of $10,000.00 Owing to Peoples Na- 
tional Bank of Conway, South Carolina. 


Section I. Loris School District No. 18, Horry County, Issue 
Bonds Retire Note.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Loris School District 
No. 18 of Horry County, in the name of said school district are here- 
by authorized to issue negotiable coupon bonds in a sum not to ex- 
ceed $10,000.00, without the necessity of holding any election thereon 
under the general law, for the purpose of retiring indebtedness in 
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the sum of $10,000.00, which was provided for by Act No. 486 of 
the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina at 
its 1935 session. 

§ 2. Denominations—Maturities—Interest.—That the Trustees 
of Loris School District No. 18 of Horry County are hereby author- 
zed to issue negotiable coupon bonds of said district for the amount 
hereby authorized and to become due serially year by year over a 
period of not more than fifteen (15) years or such lesser period as 
the Trustees may deem advisable. The said bonds shall be in such 
denominations and for such period of time, within the limits herein 
prescribed, as the Board of Trustees of said school district may deem 
best, and shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed six per cent per 
annum, which interest shall be evidenced by coupons due either an- 
nually or semi-annually in the discretion of the Trustees. 

§ 3. Payment.—That the Trustees of Loris School District No. 
18 of Horry County, the State of South Carolina, are hereby author- 
ized to pledge for the payment of the said bonded indebtedness the

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Horry County Pursuant to the Reimbursement Agree- 
ment Between the State Highway Commission and Horry 
County, to Authorize the Making of Such Agreement and the 
Issuance of Horry County Bonds for Said Purposes and to 
Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Horry County Issue Bonds Construct Certain State 
Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of Horry 
County be and the same is hereby authorized to issue serial coupon 
bonds of Horry County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for 
the purpose of raising monies to aid in financing the construction of 
certain State Highways or sections thereof hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (434) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty 
(20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form 
and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half of the mem- 
bers of the Delegation from Horry County in the General Assembly 
may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed by such County 
officials as shall be designated by the Senator and at least one-half 
of the members of the Delegation from said County in the General 
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Assembly, and the seal of the Board of County Commissioners of 
Horry County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the said bonds. 
The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any change 
in officials or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. The 
bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. They 
shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication of notice of such 
sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days before such sale. 
The award shall be made to the highest bidder but the county shall 
have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. 
§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the Board of County Commissioners of Horry County shall 
have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County 
with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the 
State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and re- 
pay said County for the monies to be advanced by the County to the 
State Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The amount 
of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as esti- 
mated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway 
Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement 
agreement. The said Board of County Commissioners of Horry 
County may, by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the 
State Highway Commission monies necessary for the purpose of this 
Act and the said Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and 
repay said County for all monies so advanced. The said Board of 
County Commissioners of Horry County and the State Highway 
Commission shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry 
out said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse 
and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by 
other laws to be used for the construction of the State Highway 
System and so much of said funds as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for 
said purpose, except the money needed in order to make the payments 
to which said funds-may have been previously pledged, and said 
pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said County 
and the holders of said bonds. All monies paid or reimbursed to the 
County by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of 
paying the principal and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued 
pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the con- 
tract between said County and the holders of said bonds. In fixing 
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the time or times of maturity of said bonds the Board of County 
Commissioners of Horry County shall consider the probable amounts 
to be received each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and 
shall endeavor to arrange the time of maturity of said principal so 
that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said 
principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Agree Pay Certain Interest. 
-—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum 
of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State 
Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree 
to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become 
due on and after the date or time that the roads herein designated 
would have been constructed by the State Highway Commission in 
a normal course of construction and without means provided by this 
Act, such time or times to be determined by the State Highway Com- 
mission. : 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Horry County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Horry County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable prop- 
erty of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest 
as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Horry County 
is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and apply it to 
said purposes, and there shall also be applied to the payment of said 
interest and to the reduction of said tax so much of the one cent 
gasoline tax as the County may receive from year to year, after the 
date of the approval of this Act, from the State Treasurer. But all 
monies received by the County from the State Highway Department 
by way of reimbursement under the agreement herein provided for 
shall be applied to the payment of the said principal and interest and 
to the reduction of the payments by said taxes. It is the intention of 
this Act that all bonds issued hereunder shall be direct and general 
obligations of Horry County, payable primarily by means of a prop- 
erty tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Taxes Exempt.—All bonds issued under the pro- 
visions of this Act sha'l be exempt from all state, county or munici- 
pal taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction —The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 
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§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage 
structures. 

§ 9. Highways Construct.—The Highways or sections thereof 
together with the necessary bridges to be constructed with funds to be 
made availab!e under the provisions of this Act are namely: a sec- 
tion of State Highway No. 9 from the present paving near the town 
of Loris and its intersection with State Highway No. 90; and State 
Highway No. 90 between its intersection with Federal Highway No. 
501 and its intersection with Federal Highway No. 17 and any other 
State highways now or hereafter included by law in the State High- 
way System in Horry County. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be con- 
strued to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts au- 
thorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the purpose 
of which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be held 
and construed to be cumulative thereto.

99, in Horry County, the State of South Carolina, to Borrow 
Not Exceeding Seven Thousand Five Hundred ($7,500.00) 
Dollars, to be Used in Connection With Other Funds for the 
Purpose of Erecting and Equipping a School Building in Said 
District, and to Provide for the Payment of Such Obligations. 


Section 1. Aynor School District No. 99, Horry County, Bor- 
row for Building.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The citizens of the district having expressed 
their will by petition the trustees of Aynor School District No.99 
of Horry County, the State if South Carolina, are hereby authorized 
and empowered without being required to hold an election therefor 
or to obtain petitions of either free holders or electors, to borrow not 
exceeding Seven Thousand Five Hundred ($7,500.00) Dollars on 
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notes or bonds of the district to mature serially in not exceeding 
fifteen (15) years and to bear interest at a rate not exceeding six 
per cent. per annum, the proceeds of which are to be used in con- 
nection with funds to be obtained from the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration of the United States of America or other Federal agen- 
cy, to erect and equip a school building in said district, and to,execute 
the necessary obligations in connection with the said loan. All such 
evidence of indebtedness shall also be signed by the Treasurer of 
Horry County. 

§ 2. Payment.—In order to meet the interest and the principal 
sum of the notes or bonds issued pursuant to the authority conferred 
in Section 1 of this Act as they respectively mature, the trustees of 
the said school district and the proper county officials are authorized 
and empowered to set aside and apply to this purpose ten (10) mills 
of a special levy of sixteen (16) mills heretofore authorized by law 
upon the property in this school district, the same to continue and to 
be levied and collected annually until all such notes or bonds have 
been paid in full. Upon the incoming of such taxes the proper county © 
officials are authorized to apply the same annually to the interest and 
retiring of the obligations as they mature. 

§ 3. Pledge for Payment.—The trustees of the said school dis- 
trict by the said obligations authorized herein to be issued are au- 
thorized to pledge the full faith and credit of the said school district 
and a sufficient ad valorem tax without limit as to rate or amount, 
upon all taxable property within the territorial limits of said Aynor 
School District No.99 of Horry County, the State of South Caro- 
lina, to be sufficient to pay the said indebtedness and the interest 
thereon as the same becomes due.

§ 2. The Supervisor is hereby authorized and required to pay out 
of the funds herein appropriated on the first Monday in February,

§ 3. That the Township Assessors and members of the County 
Board of Equalization shall receive Three ($3.00) Dollars per day 
for the time actually employed and Five (5¢) cents a mile for nec- 
essary travel, but the number of days charged for shall not exceed 
twenty (20) during the year.

- indebtedness and may pledge the taxes herein levied. 

§ 5. That the Supervisor and County Commissioners are herein 
prohibited from issuing any check to any Magistrates of Jasper 
County until said Magistrates have filed with them a statement of 
the names of all parties for whom warrants have been issued during 
the previous month and the disposition of each case and a receipt 
from the Treasurer for the fines and costs collected by the Magis- 
trates during the previous month. 

§ 6. The Grand Jury of Jasper County is hereby authorized and 
empowered with the approval of the presiding or resident Judge of

AN ACT to Authorize the Construction of a Road in Jasper 
County, From Ridgeland to Tillman, and to Appropriate 
County Funds for Such Purpose. 


Section 1. Appropriation Construct Highway From Ridge- 
land to Tillman, Jasper County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That in order to construct a 
road in Jasper County, leading from Ridgeland to Tillman, there is 
hereby appropriated of the funds of said county not exceeding two 
thousand ($2,000.00) dollars. So much of the funds as are necewsary, 
shall be expended by the County Board of Commissioners of Jasper 
County for the purposes only of purchasing right-of-way and bor- 
row pits and the removal of building from the right-of-way. 

§ 2. Borrow.—The County Board of Commissioners and the 
County Treasurer are authorized and directed to borrow for the 
aforesaid purpose not exceeding two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars on 
note or notes of the county and to pledge so much of the tax levy 
aurhorized in the annual county supply bill, passed at the 1936 ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, as may be necessary to secure the 
payment of the principal and interest on any such obligations. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Jasper County Pursuant to the Reimbursement 
Agreement Between the State Highway Commission and Jas- 
per County, to Authorize the Making of Such Agreement and 
the Issuance of Jasper County Bonds for the Said Purposes 
and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Jasper County Issue Bonds Construct Certain State 
Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of Jasper 
County be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial coupon 
bonds of Jasper County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for 
the purpose of raising monies to aid in financing the construction of 
certain State Highways hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (414) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty 
(20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form 
and denomination as the Delegation from Jasper County in the Gen- 
eral Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed 
by such County officials as shall be designated by the Delegation 
from said County in the General Assembly, and the seal of the 
County Board of Commissioners of Jasper County shall be affixed 
to or impressed upon the said bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall 
be valid notwithstanding any change in officials or seal occurring 
after the execution of the bonds, The bonds shall be sold for not 
less than par and accrued interest. They shall be sold upon sealed 
proposals after publication of notice of such sale one or more times 
at least fifteen (15) days before such sale. The award shall be 
made to the highest bidder but the County shall have the right to- 
reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the County Board of Commissioners of Jasper County shall 
have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County 
with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the 
State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and repay 
said County for the monies to be advanced by the County to the 
State Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The amount 
of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as esti- 
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mated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway 
Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement 
agreement. The said County Board of Commissioners of Jasper 
County may, by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the 
State Highway Commission monies necessary for the purpose of 
this Act, and the said Highway Commission may agree to reimburse 
and repay said County for all monies so advanced. The said County 
Board of Commissioners of Jasper County and the State Highway 
Commission shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry 
out said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse 
and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by 
other laws to be used for the construction of the State Highway Sys- 
tem and so much of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose 
of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for 
said purpose, except the money needed in order to make payments 
to which said funds may have been previously pledged, and said 
pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said County 
and the holders of said bonds. All monies paid or reimbursed to the 
County by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions 
of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose of paying 
the principal and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued pur- 
suant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the contract 
between said County and the holders of said bonds. In fixing the 
time or times of maturity of said bonds the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Jasper County shall consider the probable amounts to 
be received each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid and shall 
endeavor to arrange the time of maturity of said principal so that the 
levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest on 
Bonds.—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal 
sum of money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State 
Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree 
to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become 
due on and after the date or time that the roads herein designated 
would have been constructed by the State Highway Commission in 
a normal course of construction and without means provided by this 
Act, such time or times to be determined by the State Highway 
Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Jasper County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
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and interest become due. The County Auditor of Jasper County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable prop- 
erty of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest 
as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Jasper County 
is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and apply it to 
said purposes. But all monies received by the County from the State 
Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the agreement 
herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of the said prin- 
cipal and interest and to the reduction ,of the payments by said taxes. 
It is the intention of this Act that aff bonds issued hereunder shall 
be direct and general obligations of Jasper County, payable primarily 
by means of a property tax. : 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all State, County or municipal 
taxes. 


§ 7. Type of Construction.—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage struc- 
tures. 


§ 9. Highways.—The highways together with the necessary 
bridges to be constructed with funds to be made available under the 
provisions of this Act, are, namely: Alternate U. S. Highway 17 
through the Town of Ridgeland, as designated by Act No. 243, Acts 
of 1931, and State Route 36, beginning at a point approximately 
eight miles north of the Town of Ridgeland and extending through 
the Town of Grays. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction—aAll Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the purpose 
of which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be held 
and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 11. Time Effective —This Act sha!l take effect immediately up- 
on its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Kershaw County Pursuant to the Reimbursement 
Agreement Between the State Highway Commission and Ker- 
shaw County, to Authorize the Making of Such Agreement 
and the Issuance of Kershaw County Bonds for the Said Pur- 
poses and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Kershaw County Issue Bonds Construct Certain. 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The County Board of Kershaw County be, 
and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial coupon bonds of 
Kershaw County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for the 
purpose of raising monies to aid in financing the construction of 
certain State Highways hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (444%) per centum per annum, payable 
semi-annually and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding 
twenty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in 
‘such form and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half 
of the members of the Delegation from Kershaw County, in the 
General Assembly, may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be

§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shall include bridge and drainage 
structures, 

§ 9. Highways.—The highway, together with all necessary 
bridges and approaches to be constructed with the funds to be 
made available under the provisions of this Act, is that part of cer- 
tain State highway known as State Highway No, 34 commencing at 
the intersection of State Highway No. 34 with State Highway No. 1, 
at or near Wateree River in Kershaw County and terminating at the 
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Fairfield-Kershaw County line. That said highway to be so im- 
proved is approximately ten miles in length. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the pur-

Notes Therefor: to Provide that Same Shall be Valid Obliga- 
tions of that Part of Said School District Lying in Kershaw 
County; and to Provide for the Levying and Collection of

and to Provide for Disposition of the Money so Borrowed. 


Whereas, School District No. 40, which lies partly in Kershaw 
County and partly in Lancaster County, incurred certain indebted- 
ness ; and, 

Whereas, Lancaster County has adopted the County Unit School 
System and Kershaw County has not; and, 

Whereas, it has been ascertained that of the said indebtedness of 
said School District No. 40 the amount of approximately five 
thousand five hundred ($5,500.00) Dollars is properly chargeable 
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to that portion of said school district which lies in Kershaw County ;

Whereas, it is desired that provision be made whereby the said part 
of said indebtedness chargeable to that part of said school district 
lying in Kershaw County may be refunded or refinanced; Now, 
therefore, 

Section 1. School District No. 40, Kershaw and Lancaster 
Counties, Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of School 
District No. 40, which lies partly in Kershaw County and partly in 
Lancaster County, is hereby authorized and empowered to\borrow 
not exceeding six thousand ($6,000.00) dollars, to be evidenced by 
bonds, serial coupon bonds or other kind and/or notes as said Board 
may deem advisable. 


§ 2. Obligations—Interest—Maturities—Execution.—That said 
bonds and/or notes shall bear interest of not exceeding four (4%) 
per cent. per annum, payable annually, and shall be issued at such 
time or times and be in such denominations as may be determined 
by said Board. The said bonds and/or notes shall mature at such 
time or times as said Board may deem advisable ; Provided, That not 
more than six hundred ($600.00) dollars of the principal shall ma- 
ture in any one year; Provided, further, That the maturity date of 
any bond and/or note so issued shall not be at a later date than 
ten (10) years from the issuance of same.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Ordinary County 
and Road Purposes for the Fiscal Year, July 1. 1936, to July 
1, 1937, and to Provide for the Expenditure Thereof in the 
County of Lancaster. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied on all of the taxable 
property of Lancaster County for the fiscal year commencing July 
1, 1936, for the amounts and for the purposes hereinafter stated, 
that is to say: 


Item 1. For ordinary county purposes, roads and 
bridges; 6 mills. For the payment of interest 
and principal on Cheraw and Chester Rail- 
road bonds, one-fourth (14) mill. For paying 
interest on permanent bridge bonds issued 
under Acts of 1924, one and three-fourths 
(13%) mills. For payment of interest and to 
create a sinking fund for bonds, issued in aid 
of the Charleston Cincinnati and Chicago 
Railroad, the following levies are made: Pleas- 
ant Hill Township, one-half (4%) mill; Gills 
Creek Township, three-fourth (34) mill; 
Cane Creek Township, one (1) mill; 


Item 2. The fee for witnesses in the Court of General 
Sessions shall be fifty (50¢) per day and 
mileage as now provided by law. 


Item 3. The fee for bailiffs, grand and petit jurors and 
court criers in the Court of General Sessions 
and the Court of Common Pleas shall be Two 
($2.00) Dollars per day and mileage as now 
provided by law.

The County Auditor and County Treasurer 
shall receive the salary provided for by law, 
two-thirds of which shall be paid by the 
State under the General Appropriation Bill 
and one-third of the salary of the Auditor and 
Treasurer of Lancaster County is hereby ap- 
propriated to be determined by the amount 
appropriated for Auditor and Treasurer of 
Lancaster County in the State Appropriation 
Act. 


Item 5. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby 


authorized to set aside out of the road fund 
such a sum of money as in its judgment may 
be required in the interim between the regu- 
lar monthly meetings for use in meeting week- 
ly payrolls for labor and to pay for freight, ex- 
press, repairs for machinery ; and the County 
Treasurer is authorized to make disbursements 
out of said special fund, only on itemized and 
verified claims of the Chairman of the County 
Board, which claims shall be regularly filed by 
the County Treasurer with the Board of 
County Commissioners for formal approval by 
a majority thereof, the said approval or dis- 
approval shall be recorded in the minutes of 
the Board. All Claims must be made out and 
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listed separately. The Chairman of the Board 
shall be the purchasing agent of the Board 
of Commissioners and shall purchase all sup- 
plies on their approval and no claims shall be 
paid except for goods or supplies so pur- 
chased. All other claims against the County, 
including direct appropriations herein, shall 
be paid by the County Treasurer only upon 
claims approved by the County Board of Com- 
missioners. 


Item 6. The Chairman of the Board of Commissioners 


shall receive a salary of Six Hundred ($600.- 
00) Dollars and each Commissioner shall re- 
ceive One Hundred and Twenty-five ($125.-

Item 7. The sum of Sixty ($60.00) Dollars per month 


is hereby appropriated for a deputy at the 
Lancaster Cotton Mill; Provided, Lancaster 
Cotton Mill shall pay the remainder of said 
salary each month. 


Item 8. The sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, 


if so much be necessary, is hereby appropri- 
ated to be expended for needy and emergency 
cases of sickness, Provided, That not more 
than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars shall be 
expended on any one person: Provided, fur- 
ther, That each case shall be approved by the 
County Board of Commissioners, on the rec- 
ommendation of the County Physician.

This sum shall be paid only on 
the written authority of the Senator and one 
member of the House of Representatives. 
The sum of $2000.00 is hereby appropriated 
to assist in the construction of an Armory in 
the Town of Lancaster, Provided, The Works 
Progress Administration and the Town of 
Lancaster provide the necessary additional 
funds, which approximate $25,000.00. 


Item 12. The Board of County Commissioners are here- 
by authorized, empowered and directed to 
have telephones installed in the following offi- 
ces: Commissioner’s Office, Sheriff’s Office, 
Treasurer’s Office, Clerk of Court’s Office, 
Probate Judge’s Office, Office of the Superin- 
tendent of Education. 


Item HS. The Board of County Commissioners are hereby 
empowered and directed, upon the written 
authority and approval of the Senator and 
the one member of the House of Representa-~ 
tives to have an audit made of each County 
office from the time of the previous audit to 
July 1, 1936. An amount sufficient to defray 
the costs of such audits is hereby appropri- 
ated out of the general funds of Lancaster 
County.

Item 16. Provided, That the salary of the Magistrate and 
Constable of Cane Creek Township, as pro-

Item 17. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby 
authorized to expend not exceeding $5,000.00 
from County ordinary funds to supplement 
$3,000.00 from the Works Progress Admin- 
istration for the construction of a County 
Home.

Whereas it is to the advantage of the Government of Lancaster

Whereas, by Statute the fiscal year of Lancaster County has been 
changed so as to begin on July 1st and end on June 30th, thus render-

Section 1. 1935 Supply Act Extended for 6 Months, Lancaster

of 1935, being Lancaster County Supply Act of 1935, are hereby 
extended for an additional six months so as to be effective for the 
period beginning January 1, 1936, and ending June 30, 1936. It is 
the intention of this Resolution to effectively provide for the neces- 
sary expenditures of the county for the first six months of 1936 on 
the same basis and scale as is provided for the calendar year 1935.

AN ACT to Provide for the Employment of Special Counsel by the 
County of Lancaster to Defend the County or Any One or 
More School Districts Therein in Any Action in Which Any 
One or More of Them May Be Interested Involving the Va- 
lidity of Act No, 295 of the Acts of 1935. 


Section I. Lancaster County Employ Special Counsel in Ac- 
tions Involving Act 295, 1935 Acts.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That authority and power 
are hereby conferred upon a majority of the Legislative Delegation

($90,000.00) Dollars of Notes for the Purpose of Erecting Cer- 
tain School Building or Buildings and a Library Building, all 
or Any of Them, in Lancaster County: to Provide for the 
Manner of Issuance of the Same and for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Lancaster County Issue Notes Erect Buildings.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The County Board of Education of Lancaster County be, and it is 
hereby, authorized and empowered to issue and sell notes in an 
amount not exceeding Ninety Thousand ($90,000.00) Dollars, the 
proceeds thereof to be used for the purpose of erecting a school 
building or buildings and a library building, all or any of them, in 
Lancaster County ; the said notes to bear interest at the rate of four 
and one-half (414) per centum per annum, payable annually.

§ 2. That the County Supervisor is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to make a quarterly report to the Laurens County Delegation 
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in the General Assembly, giving an itemized and verified statement of 
all the expenditures pertaining to his office which have been paid by 
him, and also an itemized statment of all debts and obligations in- 
curred for which Laurens County is liable, said report shall be made 
on or before April Ist, July 1st, October Ist, and January Ist of each 
year. 

§ 3. That the supervisor is hereby forbidden from making any 
debt or obligation for Laurens County not covered by the appropria- 
tion herein made and any obligation made by said Supervisor in ex- 
cess of the levy and appropriation herein made shall not be a debt 
against Laurens County. 

§ 4. That the County Superintendent of Education is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow not exceeding seventy (70%) per 
cent of taxes for school purposes estimated for the year 1936 for 
the purpose of paying salaries of teachers and other school purposes, 
to pledge a tax levy for school purposes and the Constitutional levy 
for the year 1936 for the payment of the same; Provided, That the 
trustees of the various school districts are authorized and empowered 
to borrow money for school purposes as above provided upon ob- 
taining the written permission of the County Board of Education. 

§ 5. That the Auditor is hereby authorized and required to levy 
a tax of one (1) mill on all taxable property of Laurens County, the 
proceeds of said levy to be used for payment of tuition for school 
pupils residing in school districts where no high school is located, 
said funds to be apportioned according to enrollment. The funds 
herein appropriated shall also apply to high school located in school 
districts in counties adjacent to Laurens County that receive pupils 
from school districts in Laurens County where no high school is 
located. 

§ 6. The official bond for the County Supervisor of Laurens 

‘County shall be Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars and no claim 
against Laurens County shall be paid until they have had the ap- 
proval in writing of the County Supervisor and both of the County 
Commissioners. The County Supervisor and the County Commis- 
sioners are hereby forbidden from using any of the money provided 
for in this Act in the payment for, or in purchasing any additional 
road machinery, or implements for road building, except small tools, 
without the written approval of the State Senator from Laurens 
County and a majority of the members of the House of Represen- 
tatives from Laurens County. All expenditures in excess of the 
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appropriation herein made, and not duly authorized by law, made by 
the County Supervisor and Board of County Commissioner for 
Laurens County, shall not constitute a valid indebtedness against 
Laurens County, and all such contracts shall be null and void. The 
official bond of the County Supervisor and County Commissioners 
shall be responsible for all unauthorized expenditures and contracts 
made by said officers, on behalf of Laurens County. The Supervisor 
is hereby required to notify the Sheriff immediately upon the escape 
of any convist from the county chaingang, and the Sheriff shall have 
his actual expenses for the capture of the said escaped convict, when 
necessary to go out of the County. 

§ 7. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby authorized 
to divide the expenditures of such appropriations in monthly pay- 
ments, and borrow money in sufficient sums to meet the espenses 
of the current year. 

§ 8. In the event of a vacancy or a new recommendation, there 
shall be appointed and commissioned by the Governor, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Sheriff and the head official of the mills herein 
named, three special deputies to have the usual authority of peace 
officer, and shall be assigned to duty at Watts Mill, Lydia Mill and 
Joanna Mill, as the Sheriff might designate, and shall be paid by the 
Treasurer of Laurens County the sum of Ten ($10.00) Dollars each 
per month and the said three mills may supplement the salaries if they 
so desire, such appointments to be made for a period of two years, 
however, same may be revoked by the Governor upon the recom- 
mendation of the Sheriff and such mill official at any time; said dep- 
uties must be sworn in office before the Clerk of Court of Laurens 
County, and shall give the usual bond in the sum of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars, conditioned upon their faithful performance of 
duty. 

§ 10. The Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby required to ob- 
tain security for all funds of Laurens County which is now or may 
hereafter be deposited in any bank or banks. The securities herein 
required shall be approved by the Sinking Fund Commission. 

§ 11. Whereas, the claims against some of the Departments of 
Laurens County for the year 1935 are in excess of the appropria- 
tions made for these objects, the County Treasurer is hereby au- 
thorized to pay these claims from any unexpended balances of other 
departments for the year 1935, and the Board of County Commis- 
sioners are authorized to issue pay warrants for said claims: Pro- 
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vided, The total expenditures shall not exceed the total appropria- 
tions for that year. Provided, Further, That claims in excess of ap- 
propriations for 1936 shall not be paid until after their approval by 
the State Senator and a majority of the Laurens County Delegation 
in the General Assembly. 

§ 12. Laurens County being indebted on notes in the sum of 
Seventy Thousand ($70,000.00) Dollars, with interest from May 12, 
1935, at the rate of six per centum per annum, payable at Palmetto 
Bank of Laurens, S. C., the same being represented by three notes: 
Two (2) in the sum of Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars 
each, and one in the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, 
payable May 12, 1936, with interest, for the payment of which an 
appropriation of one and one-half (114) mills was levied on the tax- 
able property of Laurens County under the provisions of the Supply 
Bill of 1935, and it is anticipated that said levy will not entirely pay 
and liquidate said indebtedness, and therefore the balance due there- 
on, after application of the amount derived from said taxes thereto, 
is hereby validated and declared to be legal and binding indebtedness 
of Laurens County; and the Supervisor and County Treasurer of 
Laurens County, after applying said tax to the reduction of said in- 
debtedness, are hereby authorized and empowered to execute and 
deliver to the holders of said notes the note, or notes, of said County 
for the balance due on said indebtedness, such renewal notes to ma- 
ture at a time not exceeding one year from May 12, 1936, and to bear 
interest at not exceeding six per centum per annum, both principal 
and interest to be paid from a tax upon all the taxable property of 
Laurens County. The Auditor of said County is hereby authorized 
and directed to levy a tax of mills upon the taxable property of 
Laurens County to be applied tothe payment of the balance due on 
said indebtedness, with interest thereon represented, or to be rep- 
resented by such renewal notes. Such renewal notes shall be binding 
and valid obligations of Laurens County, and the full faith and 
credit, and the full taxing power of Laurens County, shall be irre- 
vocably pledged for the payment of said indebtedness or any re- 
newals thereof. 

§ 12-A. Laurens County being indebted on notes aggregating the 
sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, dated November 15th, 
1935, payable November 15th, 1936, with interest from date at the 
rate of four per centum per annum, for moneys borrowed to pay for 
trucks for use on public roads of said county, the same is hereby 
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validated and declared to be legal and binding indebtedness of Laurens 
County. The principal and interest on said notes herein validated 
shall be paid from taxes levied on the taxable property of said coun- 
ty, by the auditor, and collected by the Treasurer of said county. In 
the event the taxes levied and collected for the payment of same 
should be insufficient to pay the same, the said notes may be renewed 
by the county authorities for another term of not exceeding one 
year at the same rate of interest, provided same meets with the ap- 
proval of the owner and holder of said notes. 


§ 13. The Supervisor of Laurens County is hereby authorized 
and required to advertise for competitive bids for the purchase of 
all supplies used by Laurens County including the county home, and 
shall accept the lowest responsible bidder for the same, and any pur- 
chase not made in conformity thereto shall not be a debt against the 
County. 

§ 14. The salaries herein provided for for the various officers of 

Laurens County, except Magistrates and their constables, shall be 
in lieu of all fees and costs of whatsoever nature, or description 
collectable by them for services rendered on and after April 1, 1935. 
All fees, or costs, collected by any of said officers under the law pro- 
viding for same for services thereafter rendered shall be turned over 
by such officers to the County Treasurer of Laurens County, monthly 
together with a statement, under oath, showing the amount collected 
during the month immediately preceeding such statement. Such fees 
or costs shall be collected in advance of performing services: Pro- 
‘vided, However, The costs in civil cases in any of the Courts of 
Laurens County, the costs on tax executions, and the costs in the 
Probate Court in estates of deceased persons, infants and lunatics 
shall not be required to be paid in advance, but the officers shall ex- 
ercise due diligence in collecting the same, and when collected the 
same shall be paid over to the County Treasurer of Laurens County, 
monthly, together with the other fees and costs collected by them. 
All fees and costs for services rendered or to be rendered, by said 
officers, on matters pending, prior to April 1, 1935, and not yet col- 
lected, shall be when collected, retained by such officers. 

§ 15. The Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby authorized and 
directed to borrow such sum or sums of money as the Senator and 
a majority of the members of the Laurens County Delegation in the 
House of Representatives may direct for the purpose of permanent 
road improvement in Laurens County. Provided, However, The said 
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Senator and majority of said delegation shall approve the amount, 
rate of interest, terms and conditions of such loan or loans before 
the same are obtained, and the full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Laurens County shall be pledged to secure the payment of any such 
sums. so borrowed. 

§ 16. That the Deputy Sheriffs heretofore appointed and depu- 
tized by the late Sheriff C. L. Owens, deceased, are hereby continued 
in office with full authority as Peace Officer for Laurens County until 
the first day of January, 1937, unless removed for cause or thru 
resignation, and in the event the Sheriff should be unwilling for his 
bond to cover their official acts, said Deputy Sheriffs are hereby re- 
quired to give bond such as is usually required of such Peace Officers, 
each in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of their duties. Laurens County being

AN ACT Authorizing the County of Laurens to Purchase Neces- 
sary Equipment for Drainage Purposes in Said County, and 
to Authorize the Use of Same for the Benefit of Landowners 
of Said County and to Provide for the Drainage of Lands in 
Laurens County.

Section 1. Laurens County Purchase Drainage Equipment.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the County Supervisor of Laurens County be, and he 
hereby is, authorized to purchase two tractors and suitable terracing 
equipment, to be used in the improvement of drainage of farm. lands 
in Laurens County, and on the roads of Laurens County, for the 
improvement of the drainage thereof. The purchase of such equip- 
ment to be approved by the Senator and the majority of the mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives from Laurens County. 


§ 2. Contract Terrace and Drain Farm Lands.—The County 
Supervisor of Laurens County, is hereby authorized to enter into 
contract with landowners of lands, in Laurens County, for the terrac- 
ing and drainage thereof, and to collect from the landowners so con- 
tracting the reasonable costs of the work to be done. In entering into 
these contracts the price per hour charged for the work shall be such 
that not less than One Dollar can be repaid to the County, as a 
Sinking Fund, for the payment of the costs of said tractors and 
equipment, In arriving at the additional charge the price per hour 
shall be such that the labor costs, fuel, grease and repairs can be 
taken care of. The sum of One Dollar per hour shall be paid over 
to the County Treasurer of Laurens County, by the Supervisor,’ 
when collected, and be placed to the credit of the funds of the County, 
from which the costs of said tractors and equipment is paid. The 
County Supervisor, and his bondsmen, shall be responsible for and 
pay over to the County Treasurer the contract price of all work 
done for landowners, in pursuance of the authority contained in this 
Act. 

§ 3. Use Equipment on Public Works—Owners of Equipment 
When County Reimbursed.—The tractors and equipment herein au- 
thorized to be purchased, shall be used on the public roads of Laurens 
County, and otherwise for public work in the County, when deemed 
necessary, by the County Supervisor, the County Board of Commis- 
sioners, or the County Delegation in the General Assembly. 


Provided, However, When and if the indebtedness incurred for 
the cost of the equipment shall have been repaid to the County, then 
and in that event the equipment shall become the property of those 
who have paid for same and shall be controlled by them ratably ac- 
cording to the respective amounts they shall have paid for use of 
same. 
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§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Validate the Issuance and Sale of 
Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars of Bonds of Laurens 
County for the Purpose of Erecting the Laurens County Hos- 
pital, and to Validate Said Bonds. 


Whereas, by an Act of the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina, approved the 28th day of March 1930, Laurens County, 
was authorized to erect, establish and maintain a Hospital for 
Laurens County, and the Board of County Commissioners of Laurens 
County was authorized, directed and empowered to issue bonds of 
Laurens County for such purpose, in an amount not exceeding the 
sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, after an election,had 
been had on the question of issuing same, the bonds not to be sold 
unless the amount thereof was matched from other sources ; and 

Whereas, The question of the issuance of such bonds was sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of Laurens County, at an election duly 
held, which election resulted in favor of the issuance of said bonds, 
which election was validated by a joint resolution of the General 
Assembly, for the State of South Carolina, approved the 28th day 
of March 1931; and

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Laurens County Pursuant to the Reimbursement 
Agreement Between the State Highway Commission and 
Laurens County, to Authorize the Making of Such Agree- 
ment and the Issuance of Laurens County Bonds for the Said 
Purposes and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Laurens County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of 
Laurens County be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial 
coupon bonds of Laurens County, upon the conditions hereinafter 
stated, for the purpose of raising monies to aid in financing the 
construction of certain State Highways hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (414%4%) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twen- 
ty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such 
form and denomination as the Delegation from Laurens County in 
the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be 
signed by such County officials as shall be designated by the Delega- 
tion from said County in the General Assembly, and the seal of the 
County Board of Commissioners of Laurens County shall be affixed 
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to or impressed upon the said bonds. The delivery of the bonds 
shall be valid notwithstanding any change in officials or seal occurring 
after the execution of the bonds, The bonds shall be sold for not 
less than par and accrued interest. They shall be sold upon sealed 
proposals after publication of notice of such sale one or more times 
at least fifteen (15) days before such sale. The award shall be made 
to the highest bidder but the County shall have the right to reject all 
bids and readvertise the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the County Board of Commissioners of Laurens County 
shall have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such 
County with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reim- 
burse and repay said County for the monies to be advanced by the 
County to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agree- 
ment. The amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount 
necessary, as estimated by the State Highway Commission or the 
Chief Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in 
the reimbursement agreement. The said County Board of Commis- 
sioners of Laurens County may, by the terms of said agreement, 
agree to advance to the State Highway Commission monies necessary 
for the purpose of this Act, and the said Highway Commission may 
agree to reimburse and repay said County for all monies so ad- 
vanced. The said County Board of Commissioners of Laurens County 
and the State Highway Commission shall have all powers necessary 
to enable them to carry out said agreement. The State Highway Com- 
mission shall reimburse and repay said County as aforesaid out of 
the funds authorized by other laws to be used for the construction 
of the State Highway System and so much of said funds as may be 
necessary for the purpose of making such reimbursement is hereby 
pledged irrevocably for said purpose, except the money needed in 
order to make payments to which said funds may have been pre- 
viously pledged, and said pledge is hereby made a part of the con- 
tract between said County and the holders of said bonds. All monies 
paid or reimbursed to the County by the State Highway Commission 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably 
for the purpose of paying the principal and interest of the bonds 
authorized to be issued pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby 
made a part of the contract between said County and the holders of 
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said bonds. In fixing the time or times of maturity of said bonds 
the County Board of Commissioners of Laurens County shall con- 
sider the probable amounts to be received each year by way of re- 
imbursement as aforesaid and shall endeavor to arrange the time of 
maturity of said principal so that the levy of a tax will not be 
necessary in order to pay said principal. 

§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest.—In ad- 
dition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum of 
money to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to repay 
and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due on and 
after the date or time that the roads herein designated would have 
been constructed by the State Highway Commission in a normal 
course of construction and without means provided by this Act, such 
time or times to be determined by the State Highway Commission. 

§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Laurens County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of Laurens County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable prop- 
erty of such County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and in- 
terest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer of Laurens 
County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and 
apply it to said purposes. But all monies received by the County from 
the State Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the 
agreement herein provided for shall be applied to the payment of 
the said principal and interest and to the reduction of the payments 
by said taxes. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds issued 
hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of Laurens County, 
payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—aAll bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all State, County or Municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Type of Construction—The construction herein authorized 
shall include hard surface construction as determined by the State 
Highway Department. 

§ 8. Definitions —The term “highway” or “road” as used in this 
Act shall include bridge and drainage structures. 

§ 9. Highways.—The highways, together with the necessary 
bridges to be constructed with funds to be made available under the 
provisions of this Act, are, namely: Route No. 30 from Watts Mill 
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to Yarborough’s Mill; Route No. 56 from Clinton to Musgrove 
Mill, Road from U. S. Route No. 221 via Jones Store and Beek’s 
place to U. S. Route No. 25, and any or all other roads in Laurens 
County that may be hereafter added to the State Highway System. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the pur- 
pose of which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall be 
held and construed to be cumulative thereto.

Section 1. Relief for Hail Sufferers, Laurens County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to remit, refund and/or exempt to the tax payers of 
Laurens County, ordinary county taxes of any tax payer for the 
year 1935, upon the property in the township where property of 
such tax payer was destroyed and/or damaged by hail in 1935:

§ 2. Procedure Obtain Relief—Every person, firm or corpora- 
tion claiming a remittance, refund and/or exemption of his or its 
taxes under the provisions of this Act shall present to the County 
Treasurer of said County a claim for same. Such claim shall state 
the location of the property of such tax payer so destroyed or dam- 
aged, the amount of damage suffered by such tax payer and shall be 
sworn to before a Notary Public, or other person authorized to ad- 
minister oaths under the laws of this State. The said claim before 
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being accepted by the said Treasurer shall be approved by a majority 
of the Tax Board of Assessors for the township in which the dam- 
age occurred. The approval of said claim shall be signed by members 
of the said board, shall be in writing on or attached to said claim 
and shall state the following: 

“We, the undersigned, have investigated this claim and believe 
that the facts therein stated are correct and therefore approve same,” 
or some other wording of practically the same effect.

County to Borrow an Amount Not Exceeding Fifty Thousand

Section I. Laurens County Borrow Surface Treat Highways.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow an amount not exceeding Fifty Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding five (5%) 
per cent, the proceeds of said loan to be used for the surface treatment 
of roads in Laurens County in the manner provided in Section 2 of 
this Act. That the Treasurer of Laurens County shall borrow funds 
as they are needed in the progress of the work herein authorized and 
shall issue his note, or notes, therefor, payable one year after date 
with the privilege of renewal until said notes and interest thereon 
are paid. 

§ 2. Highways—Location—Legislative Delegation Approve 
—Contracts—Engineer.—That the roads authorized to be surface 
treated under the provisions of this Act shall be distributed over all 
the townships in Laurens County, but not exceeding ten miles of 
surface treatment shall be made in any one township, unless spe- 
cifically authorized by the Senator and a majority of the members of 
the General Assembly from Laurens County. The roads selected for 
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surface treatment by the County Board of Commissioners shall first 
meet with the approval of the Senator and a majority of the members 
of the General Assembly from Laurens County before any work 
thereon is begun. All of said surface treatment of roads herein au- 
thorized shall be done by contract let to the lowest responsible bidder 
after notice of letting of contracts shall be advertised in a newspaper 
of general circulation in Laurens County for a period of two weeks 
before said contracts are let, and it shall be the duty of the County 
Board of Commissioners to advertise the time and place of such 
letting and also to decide as to who is the lowest responsible bidder.

§ 3. All funds herein appropriated or that may be derived from 
any and all other sources whatever for the upkeep, maintenance and 
use of the roads, the county chaingang, or for any other purpose, to 
be expended by the County Board of Commissioners shall be ex- 
pended by the County Board of Commissioners and the said Board 
shall expend not more than one twelfth of all such funds in any one 
month during the year and shall render an accounting of the same 
to each member of the Lee County Delegation at the end of each 
month, unless otherwise directed in writing by the unanimous consent 
of the Delegation. 

§ 4. The Auditor of Lee County, upon the recommendation of 
the Superintendent of Education and the County Treasurer, is here- 
by authorized, directed, and required to reduce the special levies of 
the several school districts of Lee County so that the revenue shall 
not exceed the amount necessary for the operation of the schools of 
Lee County. 

§ 5. The Auditor of Lee County is empowered, authorized, and 
required to levy an additional two (2) mills, if so much be necessary, 
on all the taxable property of Lee County to operate the schools of 
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the County for such period in addition to the period provided by the 
State School Legislation, as is necessary to operate the schools of 
the County for a period of seven months: Provided, That should 
the Lee County Legislative Delegation unanimously, in writing, so 
direct, such levy shall be made for another month in addition to the 
seven months term above provided for. 

§ 5-A. That the Treasurer of Lee County is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to accept in payment of County and school 
District taxes for any one year due or to become due school claims 
issued by any school district of said County in an amount not exceed- 
ing thirty (30%) per cent. of the tax-payers’ County and School 
District taxes for any one year. Provided, That no school district 
claim shall be accepted as above provided except in payment of taxes 
on property in such school district. Provided, Further, That upon 
such claims being used by anyone other than the original holder 
thereof, the holder desiring to pay taxes therewith shall append his 
affidavit thereto, stating that he has not purchased such claim or 
claims at a greater discount from the first value thereof than eight 
(8%) per cent. 

§ 6. That the County Commissioners be, and they are hereby, au- 
thorized to borrow an amount not exceeding Ninety (90%) per cent 
of the amount to be raised by the above levy, forty-five (45%) per 
cent of said amount to be borrowed‘ upon the passage of this Bill, and 
forty-five (45%) per cent on or after July 1, 1936, on notes to be 
executed by the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners 
and the County Treasurer, which notes, when so executed, shall be 
a lien upon all taxes to be raised by the above levy: Provided, That 
the Sheriff shall receive for dieting prisoners forty-five (45¢) cents 
per day: Provided, Further, That the Board of County Commis- 
sioners and the County Treasurer are hereby authorized, and re- 
quired to use the money hereby appropriated for the purpose for 
which the same is appropriated, and for no other purpose, and they 
are hereby forbidden to in any way exceed the appropriations herein 
made for any purpose whatsoever, without the written consent of 
the Senator and one member of the House: Provided, Further, That 
if any member of the Board of County Commissioners shall sign 
his approval of any claim against the County for payment, without 
having on file in the offices of the County Commissioners the report 
of the County Treasurer for the last month preceding his approval 
as may now, or hereafter, be required by law, showing funds avail- 
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able for such claims, the Commissioner or Commissioners so offend- 
ing shall forthwith be removed from office by the Governor, upon 
recommendation of a majority of the Lee County Delegation: Pro- 
vided, Further, That the County Commissioners, not later than the 
fifteenth day of each month, shall deliver by mail or otherwise to 
each member of the Lee County Legislative Delegation an itemized 
list of all claims approved for payment during the preceding month 
and all outstanding liabilities so far as known not then approved for 
payment: Provided, Further, That the Magistrates of Lee County 
shall not collect any greater amount of costs in civil and criminal 
actions in a settlement, or otherwise, than is now provided for by 
law in the Code of Laws of South Carolina for 1932, and give a 
written receipt for the same. That any Magistrate neglecting or 
refusing to comply with these provisions shall be removed from of- 
fice by the Governor ; Provided, Further, That rural policemen shall 
not receive any checks for collection, nor collect any debt, or debts, his . 
duty being to look after criminals, and violators of the law: Provided, 
Further, That no purchase shall be made by the County Board of 
Commissioners without a majority written consent of said Board, and 
they are hereby prohibited from making purchases from themselves 
or immediate families or any employee of the said Board. 

§ 7. That the Board of County Commissioners are hereby au- 
' thorized, required and directed to buy on sealed competitive bids all 
provisions for the maintenance of the County chaingang (not includ- 
ing clothing for convicts, machinery or any kind of tools, livestock or 
gas or oil) after having advertised same in the County paper for 
two issues, place of sale, County Board of Commissioners’ office 
in the Court House of Lee County and in the presence of all mem- 
bers of said Board, or a majority thereof, and in the event no bids 
are received said Board is authorized to purchase otherwise. 

§ 8. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized, empowered, requested, and directed to keep all County records, 
books and voucher papers of all kinds in the said Boards’ office in 
Lee County Court House provided for same: Provided, That the 
clerk of said Board shall keep said office open regularly on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Saturdays, continuing through the entire year of 
1936 and as many other days of the week as the duties of the office 
demand. 

§ 9. The County Board of Commissioners is directed to pay out 
of the sum of $2,200.00 to legally elected officers all claims approved 
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by the Superintendent of Education of Lee County for the operation 
of dental clinics of said county. 

The County Board of Commissioners is hereby required to keep 
accurate accounts of all gasoline used in the work of the chaingang 
or its employees as follows: Definite records for each truck and 
tractor must be kept and gasoline issued only upon special blanks 
signed and approved by the Superintendent of the County Chaingang. 
Other than county machinery, gasoline can only be used by the 
Superintendent of the Chaingang. 

§ 10. In order to prevent lost motion, duplication of effort, and 

lack of definite responsibility, the Chairman of the County Board 
of Commissioners is required to devote his entire time to the di- 
rection and operation of the County chaingang, or such part of his 
time as the Board of Commissioners may determine to be necessary. 
He shall execute the orders and policies of the Commission, but no 
authority is denied other members of said Commission nor is the 
Chairman vested with greater power than his fellow members, but 
‘for convenience and better business methods, concentration of ex- 
ecution is delegated to the Chairman rather than the entire Com- 
mission. Provided, ‘That in case of the incapacity of the Chairman 
his duties shall with the consent of the majority of the Lee County 
Delegation, including the Senator, devolve upon the other members 
of the County Board. 
_ § 11. That the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners is 
prohibited from issuing vouchers, and the Treasurer is prohibited 
from issuing his check for any purchase made by the County Board 
of Commissioners unless such purchase or purchases are made as 
required by law on a special form and filed in the office of the Coun- 
ty Board of Commissioners prior to the actual time of purchase. 

§ 12. That all County officers, before making purchases of sta- 
tionery, shall so notify the County Board of Commissioners in writ- 
ing and receive the said Commissioners’ written approval.

§ 13. That the Magistrate at Bishopville shall have the right to 
call upon certain rural policemen so designated by the Sheriff to act 
in the place of constable, which position is now terminated. 

§ 14. That the County Commissioners are hereby authorized and 
required to make purchases of any and all things needed wherever 
possible in Lee County.

§ 1-a. The following items or matters are hereby declared legal 
and binding in every respect and are hereby validated in full: 

(1) The payment of eight thousand ($8,000.00) dollars from 
the County Roads Account, which was used by the county supple- 
menting Federal Government funds for the construction of roads 
in Lexington County. 

(2) The payment of twenty-seven hundred fifty($2750.00) dol- 
lars from the County Roads Account, which was used toward the 
building of a concrete bridge over North Edisto River, between 
Lexington and Aiken Counties. 
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(3) The payment of the sum of fourteen hundred thirty-eight 
and 36/100 ($1438.36) dollars to Geo. Bell Timmerman and R. Milo 
Smith for legal services rendered the county in the Peoples State 
Bank Case. 

§ 2. That no bridge or culvert constructed of cement or other 
materials generally designated as permanent, or any such abutments 
or approaches to such bridge or culvert shall be moved or changed 
in any manner from its present location to any other location, and 
no new bridge or any character shall be constructed on any of the 
public roads in Lexington County not in the State Highway System, 
within one thousand (1,000) feet above or below the present loca- 
tion of any old bridge of the character above described, so as to 
provide a change in any of the public roads of said county, or to 
provide new roads as substitutes for any such old roads. Any per- 
son who violates the provisions of this Section shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not less than 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars nor more than fifty ($50.00) dollars, 
or be sentenced to work on the public works of Lexington County 
for not less than ten days nor more than thirty days. 

§ 3. That none of the money herein appropriated shall be ex- 
pended by any county official for the purpose of publishing school 
claims in any newspapers or other publications. 

§ 4. That the County Commissioners are hereby required to-keep 
a separate account covering the various items of the supply bill 
and not to exceed in expenditures or contract the amount herein 
providedfor each item, and for any excess allowed or be permitted 
said officers shall be held liable on their official bond. The Clerk of 
the Board of County Commissioners shall make quarterly statements 
of expenditures and balances of the different items, both to said 
Board and to each member of the Legislative Delegation from Lex- 
ington County. Any such contract shall not be a valid claim against 
Lexington County. 

§ 5. The Probate Judge shall retain the one ($1.00) dollar mar- 
riage license fee for each marriage license issued by him. 

§ 6. ‘The Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners is hereby 
directed to purchase a suitable book and keep therein a complete 
ledger account for each and every item of the appropriation herein 
made, keeping for public inspection a correct balance of each and 
every item, and the Board of County Commissioners is hereby di- 
rected to draw no voucher on any given item in this appropriation 
unless there be in said fund a sufficient balance to cover said voucher ; 
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Provided, That with the consent of the Senatur and a majority of 
the House Delegation, the Board of County Commissioners may di- 
vert the fund to care for emergencies and necessities, and the Sen- 
ator and a majority of the House Delegation are hereby empowered 
to order or consent to such diversion at any time during the fiscal year 
1936; Provided, further, That the Clerk of the Board of County 
Commissioners shall keep the office of said Board open for the 
public for at least three days in each and every week and the said 
clerk shall give notice by advertisement in the Lexington Dispatch- 
News what days the office shall be open, and such days shall be Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Saturday of each week ; Provided, further, That 
the County Treasurer is hereby directed to purchase a suitable book 
and keep therein a complete ledger account for each fund passing 
through his office. 


§ 7. That in anticipation of the collection of taxes for the year 
1936 the Board of County Commissioners and the County Treasurer 
are hereby authorized to borrow not more than twenty-five thousand 
($25,000.00) dollars at the best rate of interest obtainable, not to 
exceed six (6%) per cent., through competitive bids and out of the 
said loan to pay all county current running expenses made by them 
under the authority herein given; and no funds shall be expended 
except as herein provided; Provided, The taxes levied for general 
county purposes for Lexington County for the year 1936 and the 
full faith, credit and taxing power of Lexington County shall be 
irrevocably pledged to the payment of said loan. 


§ 8. Any Deputy, if appointed by the Sheriff, shall enter into 
bond in the usual form for public officials in the sum of three 
thousand ($3,000.00) dollars, conditioned upon the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 


§ 9. That the Board of County Commissioners is hereby directed 
and authorized to purchase all stationery for the use of the county, 
at the best price obtainable, and shall issue such stationery to County 
Officers only, and upon the requisition of such officers in writing, 
and said requisiton shall be kept on file by the Clerk of said Board; 
Provided, That nothing herein shall apply to the purchase of official 
record books now required by law, nor to the purchase of office 
fixtures. The said requisitions shall be filed as a public record in the 
office of the County Commissioners. 


§ 10. When any officer of the County desires new office equip- 
ment or replacement, or extraordinary services in connection with his 
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office he shall file requests in writing, with the Board of County Com- 
missioners, and the said Board of Commissioners shall have the con- 
sent of the Senator and a majority of the House Delegation before 
ordering the purchase of any equipment, or replacement, or approv- 
ing any extraordinary services; and no officer of the county shall 
have any authority to make contracts of purchase, or other obliga- 
tions than the authority now conferred by law. 


§ 11. That each Magistrate in Lexington County, except Magis- 
trate in District No. 1, shall have the power to appoint his respective 
Constable ; Provided, That it shall be the duty of each Magistrate in 
Lexington County to certify to the Board of Commissioners within 
five (5) days after his qualification, the name of his Constable, and 
in the case of a change of Constable, each Magistrate making change 
shall forthwith certify the change to the Board of County Commis- 
sioners ; and the said Board of County Commissioners shall issue no 

_voucher to anyone as a Constable whose name has not previously 
“been certified by the Magistrate as above provided, and no payment 
shall be made to any Magistrate for Constable services. 

§ 12. The County Board of Commissioners shall issue stamps or 
honor claims for stamps, only to themselves for transaction of the 
official business of the County. 

§ 13. The County Board of Commissioners shall require the 
sheriff to remit a monthly report to their office showing the number 
of prisoners fed each day, and said report shall consist of the name 
and number of each prisoner; Provided, That the said report shall 
be in the form of an affidavit; Provided, further, That the said 
report of the Sheriff shall be included in and constitute a part of the 
records of the office of the Board of Commissioners. The said report 
of the Sheriff shall be placed in the hands of the County Board of 
Commissioners by the first Monday of each month and be recorded in 
the Ledger Book. 

§ 14. That the County Board of Commissioners shall require that 
all claims presented to their office shall be itemized in full; Provided, 
That the said claims shall be included in and constitute a part of the 
records of the office of the Board of Commissioners.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Pelion School District No. 
25, of Lexington County, South Carolina, to Borrow Not in 
Excess of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars to Match Fed- 
eral Works Progress Administration Funds to be Used in the 
Erection of an Auditorium and Additional Class Rooms, to 
Provide for the Payment of Same and to Provide for the 
Continuance of a Two Mill Levy for School Purposes in Said 
District. 


Section 1. Pelion School District No. 25, Lexington County, 
Borrow for Buildings.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the trustees of Pelion School District 
No. 25, Lexington County, South Carolina, are hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow from such sources as may be available, 
a sum of money not to exceed five thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, to 
be used in said District together with Works Progress Administra- 
tion funds in the erection of an auditorium and additional class rooms 
for the white schools of said District. In the event the said trustees 
have already borrowed any portion of the amount herein authorized 
for the purposes authorized, their act in so doing is hereby ratified 
and confirmed, and such obligation as they may have executed to 
secure the payment of same is declared to be a binding obligation 
upon said district. 

§ 2. Contract with WPA—lIssue Notes——The Trustees of 
Pelion School District No. 25, Lexington County, are authorized and 
empowered to enter into a contract or agreement with the Works 
Progress Administration to secure an allotment of funds for the 
purposes stated in Section 1 hereof, and in order to borrow the 
amount of money authorized in this Act, the said trustees are au-

retirement of the obligations herein specified and the proceeds thereof 
applied to the retirement of the notes authorized in this Act.

Section 1. Calvary School District No. 42, Lexington County, 
Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of Calvary School District No. 
42, in Lexington County, be, and they hereby are authorized and 
empowered to borrow from the Sinking Fund Commission of South 
Carolina or from such other source as may be available, for the 
purpose of paying past indebtedness of the said district and to re- 
pair the school building, together with the costs of such loans, in 
the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars. The proceeds of 
the loan herein authorized shall be used for no purpose other than 
herein stipulated. . 

§ 2. Issue Notes.—That the Trustees of the said School District

§ 3. Pledge for Payment.—There is hereby pledged for the 
payment of such notes as may be issued under the provisions of this 
Act, any past due school taxes which may hereafter be collected in 
the said district which shall be set aside by the Treasurer of Lexing- 
ton County as a special fund to the credit of the said district, which, 
together with any current revenue available in the said district for 
such purpose, shall be applied to the payment of said notes with 
the interest due thereon, according to the terms of said notes. 

§ 4. Levy to Pay.—That the trustees of the said school district

Whereas, It is the desire of Town Council of the Town of Lex- 
ington to issue One Hundred Thirty-two Thousand ($132,000.00)

§ 2. The various sums herein appropriated shall be used only for 
the purpose for which they are specifically appropriated and for no 
other: Provided, That transfers from one appropriation to another 
may be made upon the written approval of the Legislative Delega- 
tion. It shall be unlawful for any officer of said County to exceed 
any appropriation or to contract any obligation or indebtedness, in 
excess of any appropriation herein provided for except upon the 
written authority of the Legislative Delegation of McCormick Coun- 
ty, and obligations incurred without said written authority shall not 
be binding upon McCormick County. Any officer violating the pro- 
visions of this Section may be removed from office by the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delegation, and his bond 
shall be liable for any expenditure or any debt incurred in excess 
of such appropriations should it be determined that the County is 
liable therefor. 

§ 3. In anticipation of the collection of taxes for the fiscal year 
1936, the County Supervisor and Treasurer of McCormick County 
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are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow on a note or notes 
executed in the name of McCormick County by the County Super- 
visor and Treasurer thereof, the execution of which is to be ap- 
proved by the County Attorney, whatever sums of money may be 
necessary to meet the expenditures above provided for, and to pledge 
as security for the same the County Taxes for the said year. The 
said County Supervisor and Treasurer are empowered and author- 
ized to borrow said sum or sums of money at the lowest rate obtain- 
able and from any available source, with consent of the Legislative 
Delegation. The South Carolina Sinking Fund Commission, if it 
has such funds available for such purpose, may make the aforesaid 
loan or loans to McCormick County upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon between the said Commission and the County Treasurer 
of said County. The amount borrowed shall not in any event exceed 
all revenues to be received from the taxes and other sources for the 
year 1936. The Treasurer shall require a depository bond or collateral 
security in a sufficient amount of any bank or banks receiving de- 
posits of the County funds to safeguard such deposits which security 
shall be approved by the County Delegation. 


§ 4. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and required 
to apply the sinking fund, applicable thereto, towards the retirement 
of Twenty-two Thousand ($22,000.00) Dollars of Road Bonds of 
McCormick County becoming due in 1936, and towards the payment 
of interest becoming due on any bonds of McCormick County in 
1936, and if said sinking fund is insufficient to retire said maturing 
bonds and the interest becoming due on bonds of McCormick Coun- 
ty in 1936, then the County Treasurer is authorized and required to 
apply towards the payment of said bonds and interest becoming 
due on bonds of McCormick County in 1936 that may be necessary, 
any taxes which may be collected and not otherwise pledged. Should 
such application of such funds be insufficient to retire all of said 
bonds and interest becoming due on said bonds of McCormick Coun- 
ty in 1936, then the Treasurer and Supervisor of McCormick County 
are authorized and directed to borrow a sufficient amount to com- 
plete the full payment of said bonds and interest. The amount so 
borrowed shall be evidenced by a note or notes of the County to be- 
come due not later than one year from the date thereof, signed by the 
Treasurer and Supervisor of McCormick County, bearing interest 
at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent. The County Treasurer 
and Supervisor are hereby authorized to pledge the taxes levied by 
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the Auditor of McCormick County for sinking fund purposes to 
take care of the payment of these said bonds and interest when such 
taxes are collected and available to secure the payment of the note 
or notes herein mentioned. 


§ 5. In the event the County Treasurer shou'd find that the funds 
-above designated are not sufficient to pay said bonds and interest on 
bonds, and he and the County Supervisor should further determine 
that they are unable to borrow on the notes aforesaid a sufficient 
amount to fully retire said bonds and pay the interest on bonds, then 
the funds available shall be applied toward the payment of said bonds 
and interest due on bonds and refunding serial bonds of McCormick 
County shall be issued by the County Board of Commissioners and 
County Treasurer for the remainder due on said bonds. Said bonds 
shall draw interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent per 
annum, payable annually or semi-annually, and shall be payable one- 
tenth each year over a period of ten years, the first being payable 
one year from the date of issue. Said bonds shall have coupons at- 
tached thereto representing the interest to be paid annually or semi- 
annually and both principal and interest shall be payable at the office 
of the County Treasurer or at some banking institution or trust 
company to be designated by the purchaser. The full faith, credit 
and taxing power of McCormick County is hereby pledged for the 
payment of said bonds. In the event said bonds are issued and sold 
the County Auditor shall annually levy a tax sufficient to meet the 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as it becomes 
due. The funds collected by the County Treasurer from said tax are 
hereby irrevocable pledged to the payment of said bonds and in- 
terest and shall be so held and applied by the County Treasurer. 


§ 6. The Supervisor shall file an itemized statement of all ex- 
penditures for the previous month with the Clerk of Court and be 
a public record. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby re- 
quired to deliver to the County Treasurer at the conclusion of the 
year 1936 an itemized sworn statement of all unexpended balances 
from the various items hereinabove appropriated, which statement 
shall be filed by the Treasurer with the Clerk of Court and become 
a public record. The County Supervisor is hereby required to keep 
a separate account of all funds expended from the various sums ap- 
priated for County purposes and shall issue no warrant in excess 
of such appropriations. 
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§ 7. That the payment of all funds by the County Board of Com- 
missioners of McCormick County during the year 1935 at the re- 
quest and upon the approval of the County Legislative Delegation, 
be, and the same hereby is, approved and ratified. 

§ 8. That the County Board of Commissioners shall issue its war- 
rant for the payment of all past due approved unsecured claims 
against McCormick County as soon as funds are available with which 
to pay same and the County Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay same out of any funds coming into his hands and 
available for such purpose: Provided, That the taxes for County pur- 
poses for the years 1931 to 1935, both inclusive, shall not be pledged 
for this purpose until and unless all past and future pledge of such 
taxes have been first paid. 

§ 9. The Auditor and Treasurer are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to levy and collect a sufficient tax, as provided by law to raise 
sufficient money to meet and pay the amount appropriated by law for 
McCormick County for the year 1936. 

No money shall be spent otherwise than as herein specifically au- 
thorized, and none of the items shall be enlarged upon or construed 
as suggestive or directory, but are mandatory. 

§ 10. No money shall be borrowed by the County or interest 
paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes suf- 
ficient to pay the same make it necessary, and no note in excess of 
the sum provided by law shall be made by the County Commissioners, 
except upon the written authority of the County Legislative Delega- 
tion which shall be filed with the Clerk of Court. 

§ 11. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be, and they.are hereby authorized and empowered to ap- 
point a practicing attorney as County Attorney who shall be a resident 
of McCormick County and who shall render legal advice to any 
County Officer of McCormick County when so requested by such 
officer regarding official matters pertaining to any duty of any office 
of McCormick County or as to the law pertaining to any matter 
connected with the administration of such office. 

§ 12. The County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to ap- 
point a practicing physician who shall be the County Physician and 
whose duties shall be to look after the health conditions of the Coun- 
ty and attend any prisoner either on the chaingang or in the County 
Jail of said County and make such recommendations as he might 
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think proper for the safeguarding of the health of the prisoners or 
communities in said county. 

§ 13. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County is hereby declared to be the financial agents of said County 
and when any officer of the County desires new equipment, or sup- 
plies, or replacement, or extraordinary service in connection with his 
office, he shall file his request in writing with the said Board of 
Commissioners and obtain the consent of a majority of said Board 
before ordering or purchasing new equipment or supplies, or re- 
placement, or extraordinary service, and no officer of the County 
shall have any authority to make contracts of purchase or other obli- 
gations in the name of the County, other than the authority now 
conferred by law. 

§ 14. All County cars are to be used for official duties only and 
any officer or officers guilty of violating the provisions of this Sec- 
tion are to be deemed guilty of malfeasance in office and the County 
Attorney is directed to prefer charges and prosecute same. 

§ 15. Unless otherwise specifically authorized herein no bill or 
claim against the County of McCormick shall be approved or paid 
unless the same is fully itemized and states, under oath, what it is 
for, giving the kind and quantity or thing or commodity it represents, 
in addition to the amount and time furnished and no person shall 
make oath to such itemized statement or claim for any other person. 

§ 16. No officer of McCormick County shall charge or collect 
any money for an expense account such as are herein provided for. 

§ 17. That any officer or employee of the County of McCormick 
who disregards the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of miscon- 
duct in office and subject to removal in addition to the punishment 
now provided by law. 

§ 18. For the year 1936, the Supervisor shall employ such help 
as necessary, other than that herein provided for, upon the approval 
of the Delegation in the General Assembly. 

§ 19. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 20. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of School District No. 4, Mc- 
Cormick County, to Borrow Not Exceeding Two Thousand 
Dollars to Pay for Covering School Building in Said Dis- 
trict and for Other Repairs. 


Section 1. School District No. 4, McCormick County, Borrow 
to Make Repairs.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the trustees of School District No. 
4, in McCormick County, are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow from the Sinking Fund Commission of South Carolina or 
from such other source as may be available the sum of Two Thou- 
sand ($2,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, for the purpose 
of paying for reroofing and making other repairs to the school build- 
ing in said District. The proceeds of the loan herein authorized shall 
be used for no purpose other than herein stipulated. . 


§ 2. Issue Notes.—That the Trustees of School District No. 4 
of McCormick County, are authorized and empowered to borrow the 
money provided for in said Section and to secure the payment of 
same by as many notes as may be deemed best by the Trustees, ma- 
turing at such times, not exceeding three (3) years from date of 
issuance as may be deemed advisable by said Trustees and bearing 
such rate of interest as may be agreed upon, not exceeding six (6%) 
per cent. per annum. 


§ 3. Pledge for Payment.—There is hereby pledged for the pay- 
ment of such notes as may be issued under the provisions of this 
Act, any past due school taxes which may hereafter be collected in 
the said District which shall be set aside by the Treasurer of Mc- 
Cormick County as a special fund to the credit of the said District, 
which, together with any current school revenue available in the 
said District for such purpose, shall be applied to the payment of 
said notes with the interest due thereon, according to the terms of 
said notes. 


§ 4. Tax Levy to Pay.—There is hereby levied upon all the tax- 
able property within said school district No. 4, McCormick County, 
two (2) mills, which said tax shall be collected by the Treasurer as 
other taxes are collected and applied to the payment of the notes 
and interest provided for in this Act until all of said notes, with in- 
terest, have been paid in full, after which time said tax shall no 
longer be levied and collected.

AN ACT to Authorize McCormick County to Issue Bonds of Said 
County for the Purpose of Refunding and Discharging Cer- 
tain Outstanding Bonded Indebtedness of Said County, and 
to Provide for the Issuance and the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. McCormick County Issue Bonds Refund Bonded 
Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The County Board of Commissioners of McCor- 
mick County is hereby authorized and empowered to issue bonds in 
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the name of McCormick County in an amount not exceeding the 
present bonded indebtedness of said County for the purpose of re- 
funding or paying the outstanding bonded indebtedness of McCor- 
mick County, all or any part thereof. The term, “bonded indebted- 
ness” is intended to mean any indebtedness of McCormick County 
now existing and represented by outstanding bonds heretofore issued 
by McCormick County, whether such bonds have now matured or 
will hereafter mature. 

§ 2. Issues—Denominations—Maturities—Interest.—The said 
bonds may be issued either as a single issue or from time to time 
in separate issues, and in such amounts, in such manner and at such 
times as the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick County 
shall determine. They shall be in such denominations, bear such 
date and rate of interest not exceeding six per centum (6%) per 
annum, payable semi-annually, as may be determined by the said 
Board and shall have such maturity or maturities, not exceeding 20 
years from the date which the said bonds may bear, as the said 
Board may determine. Provided, however, That no bonds may be 
issued under the provisions of this Act except upon written consent 
of the McCormick County Delegation to the General Assembly. 

§ 3. Execution—The said bonds shall be signed by the Chair- 
man of the Board of County Commissioners of McCormick County 
and the Treasurer of McCormick County under the seal of the said 
County, but the facsimile signatures of the said Chairman and Treas- 
urer shall be a sufficient signing of the coupons on the said bonds. 


§ 4. Sale—tThe said bonds, or any portion thereof, may be sold 
at private or public sale, with or without notice, in the discretion 
of the County Board of Commissioners. 


§ 5. Deposit and Disbursement of Proceeds—Exchange.—The 
proceeds derived from any such sale shall be deposited with the 
Treasurer of McCormick County and by him disbursed by the order 
of said Board for the purposes herein provided but for no other 
purpose. The right, however, is expressly given to the County Board 
of Commissioners of McCormick County to exchange any of said 
bonds with the holder or holders of any of the outstanding bonds of 
McCormick County, by delivering to such holder or holders bonds 
in an amount not exceeding in the principal amount the outstanding 
bonds held by the holder or holders affecting such exchange. 


§ 6. Valid and Incontestable Obligations—Tax Exempt—The 
said bonds, when sold or exchanged and delivered, as aforesaid, shall 
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be valid and incontestible obligations of McCormick County and shall 
be exempt from all State, County, School and Municipal taxes. 

§ 7. Pledge for Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of McCormick County is hereby irrevocably pledged to the 
payment of said bonds, both principal and interest, as the same re- 
spectively mature. 

§ 8. Payment—There shall be levied and collected annually by 
the Auditor and Treasurer of McCormick County, respectively, an an- 
nual tax upon all the taxable property in the said County sufficient to 
pay the principal of said bonds and the interest thereon as they mature 
respectively.

§ 2. The Board of County Commissioners shall be, and they are 
hereby, authorized to borrow upon sealed competitive bids after 
written notice to all the banks in Marion County a sum or sums not 
exceeding in the aggregate the amount hereinbefore appropriated, 
pledging all taxes to be raised by virtue of the levy to be made here- 
under and the full faith and credit of the county for such loan or 
loans. The Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners and the 
County Treasurer shall execute a note or notes for such loan or 
loans, which note or notes when so executed shall be a lien upon 
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all taxes to be raised during the year 1936 for the levy to be made 
under this Act: Provided, That no funds of Marion County in ex- 
cess of the sum protected by Federal deposit insurance shall be de- 
posited by any officer thereof in any bank or banks unless such bank 
or banks shall file with the County Treasurer an indemnity bond 
in some approved surety company or shall deposit with the County 
Treasurer United States, State, County, Municipal, School District, 
Federal Land Bank bonds, or other bonds guaranteed by the United 
States, or County Notes to indemnify the County of Marion against 
any loss or damage which may arise by reason of such deposit, the 
said indemnity to be not less than the maximum amount so de- 
posited less the sum protected by Federal deposit insurance, the 
sufficiency of the indemnity or security hereinbefore provided for 
to be determined and approved by the County Treasurer and the 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners in writing; and 
Provided, Further, That the monies hereinbefore appropriated shall 
be used only for the purposes for which such appropriation is made 
and for no other purpose or purposes, and the Board of County 
Commissioners and the County Treasurer are hereby expressly for- 
bidden to exceed directly or indirectly the appropriations herein made 
for any purpose whatsoever ; and Provided, Further, That all unex- 
pended balances or appropriations for the year 1935 shall be added 
to the contingent fund hereinbefore mentioned. 


§ 3. The Magistrate’s constable at Mullins shall be appointed by 
the Magistrate at Mullins, and shall serve for the term of one year, 
and he shall be required to file with such Magistrate and the Board 
of County Commissioners a monthly itemized statement of the work 
done by him durng the previous month, and no salary shall be paid 
until such statement has been duly filed. The said constable shall have 
police powers in Reaves Township, and shall also act as constable 
for the Magistrate at Nichols. The Magistrates’ constables in Brit- 
tons Neck Township and at Sellers shall likewise be appointed by 
said Magistrates, respectively, and shall be subject to the require- 
ments aforesaid with reference to term of office and monthly state- 
ment. 


§ 4. The amounts hereinbefore appropriated for salaries for of- 
ficers and employees shall be in full of their compensation and they 
shall not receive any allowance for traveling or other expenses, save 
and except postage, stationery and office supplies, which shall also 
be furnished each of the Magistrates upon their written requisitions 
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to the Board of County Commissioners; all such postage, stationery 
and office supplies to be paid for out of the contingent fund; and 
also except office rent for the Magistrates at Marion and Mullins as 
hereinafter provided. 

§ 5. The Service Officer. for whom appropriation is made under 
Section 1 of this Act shall be elected at a joint meeting of the exec- 
utive committee of the American Legion of the towns of Marion and 
Mullins, and the Board of County Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized to pay to such person the sum so appropriated in monthly 
payments of Sixty ($60.00) Dollars each, Provided, Such Service 
Officer shall file with the Board of County Commissioners each 
month a statement showing the work done by him in the preceding 
month, The sum of Ten ($10.00) Dollars per month herein added 
to the amount heretofore paid is provided to cover in part the ex- 
penses of the Service Officer, and increased work due especially 
to recent national bonus legislation. 

§ 6. The Board of County Commissioners shall be charged with 
the entire responsibility of providing for the dieting of prisoners. 

§ 7. The Deputy Sheriffs hereinbefore mentioned shall perform 
all duties usually required of rural policemen and shall patrol the 
County from time to time as they may be directed by the Sheriff. 

§ 8. The appropriation hereinbefore made for office rent shall 
be used by the Board of County Commissioners in the payment of 
office rent for the Farm Demonstration Agent, the Home Demon- 
stration Agent, the Federal relief agencies, including the Works 
Progress Administration, and the Magistrates at Marion and Mul- 
lins: Provided, that the amount so paid for either of said Magistrates 
shall not exceed One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per annum paid 
for 1935. 

§ 9. The Tax Collector may employ one or more persons at Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars per month, plus mileage at 10c per mile one way 
to be paid by the delinquent taxpayers one time, for said person or 
persons so designated by him to collect delinquent taxes in Marion 
County; Provided, The amount paid to all such persons shall not 
exceed the total aggregate sum of Four Hundred ($400.00) Dol- 
lars, exclusive of mileage. Provided, Further, That the Tax Col- 
lector shall file with the Board of County Commissioners a written 
statement showing the dates such work is performed. 


§ 10. The amount hereinbefore appropriated for the aid of the 
Associated Charities shall be paid quarterly by the Board of County 
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Commissioners to a Committee consisting of Mrs. John O. Gasque, 
Mrs. H. Stacy Smith and Mrs. B. B. Baker, to be expended by 
them for emergency hospitalization and emergency home medical 
treatment in connection with the activities of the Associated Char- 
ities; and the said committee to be entitled to reimbursement out 
of this fund for any actual necessary expenses incurred by them: 
Provided, That the Committee shall make a written report at the 
end of each quarter to the Board of County Commissioners show- 
ing in detail all expenditures by them. 

§ 11. The Board of County Commissioners shall have authority 
to employ a County Attorney and to pay for his services out of the 
contingent fund. 

§ 12. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to 
make calculation of the amount of levy that will be necessary to 
raise the sums appropriated in this Act, first taking into account the 
probable income from all other sources ; and she is hereby authorized 
and directed to impose in due time such levy upon the property of 
the County as will raise the necessary sums of money: Provided, 
That such levy shall not be made before July 1, 1936, and then only 
upon the written approval of a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion of the County and the Chairman of the Board of County Com- 
missioners. The purpose of this section is to authorize a flexible levy 
so that the same may be fixed at such rate as will raise the necessary 
amount of money required to be paid out hereunder. 

§ 13. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 14. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT Authorizing the County Commissioners of Marion 
County to Sell the Poor House Farm or Tract and Purchase 
Land for the Relocation of the Same and Buildings to be 
Erected for the County Poor House and Chain Gang of 
Marion County. 


Seetion 1. Marion County May Sell Its Poor House Farm.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the County Commissioners of the County of Marion be, 
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and they are hereby authorized to sell and convey by good and suf- 
ficient titles to the purchaser or purchasers the property of the 
County of Marion, generally known as the Poor House Farm or 
Tract, at such price or prices as they, or a majority of them, in the 
exercise of their judgment, believe it to the best interest of the 
County to do so, they are hereby authorized to sell land and timber 
separately or to subdivide the whole and sell any part of the land 
or timber in different parcels. 

§ 2. Purchase Land for Poor House and Chain Gang.—That 
the County Commissioners of the County of Marion be, and they 
are hereby authorized to purchase a tract of land on or near one 
of the paved roads of the County and to erect thereon a suitable 
Poor House and barracks for the County Chain Gang. 

§ 3. Funds May Use to Make Purchase—Borrow.—That the 
County Commissioners of the County of Marion be, and they are 
hereby authorized to use in the purchase of the land provided in 
Section 2 and the erection of the said buildings thereon, the proceeds 
derived from the sale of the present Poor House Farm and any 
monies of the County carried in an account known as the Mars 
Bluff Bridge Fund. In the event the funds from these two sources 
prove insufficient in the judgment of the County Commissioners, or 
a majority of them for the purposes set forth in Section 2, the 
County Commissioners are authorized to borrow a sum in such 
amount, on such rates of interest and such maturities, as they, or a 
majority of them, deem sufficient and prudent for the completion 
of such purposes, and to pledge the full faith and credit of the Coun- 
ty and also the Reimbursement Agreements with the State Highway 
Department, acquired by the County in the sale of its interests in 
Mars Bluff Bridge, Godfrey’s Ferry and Potato Bed Ferry Bridge; 
Provided, That no money shall be borrowed or indebtedness of the 
County created under the terms of this Act without the written ap- 
proval of the members of the County Delegation to the General 
Assembly of South Carolina, or a majority of them. 

§ 4. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, 
and the same are hereby repealed.

§ 2. The appropriations made in this Act are intended to be the 
maximum amounts to be expended for the purposes specified and 
the Board of County Highway Commissioners and all other officers 
of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be economical 
in the expenditure of all public funds and to keep the expenses be- 
low the appropriations when practicable and consistent with public 
requirements, In no case shall the expenditure exceed the appropria- 
tions for any purpose: Provided, That out of the contingent fund of 
Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars herein appropriated is to be 
paid all necessary expenses for which no specific appropriation was 
made herein and for unavoidable expenses in excess of the appro- 
priation fore any purpose. The Supervisor, the County Highway 
Commissioners and the County Treasurer shall be liable in proportion 
to their salaries for any funds paid out in excess of the appropria- 
tions provided in this Act, and no officer, agent or employee of 
Marlboro County shall contract any debt for any purpose in excess 
of the appropriation for the specific purpose or for any purposes 
for which no specific appropriation is made without the authority of 
the Supervisor and the Board of County Highway Commissioners. 
Any officer, agent or employee shall be personally liable for any 
such debt contracted. 

§ 3. The County Board of Highway Commissioners and Treas- 
urer of Marlboro County are hereby authorized to borrow such sum 
of money as may be necessary to pay and retire any notes that may 
be outstanding. There is hereby appropriated a sufficient amount 
to pay all outstanding notes and other obligations of Marlboro Coun- 
ty not otherwise provided for. The said Board and Treasurer are 
also authorized and empowered to obtain new loans in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes for the fiscal year 1936-37 for the purpose 
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of carrying on the business of the County during the fiscal year 
1936-37, and may pledge the fiscal year 1936-37 taxes for the pay- 
ment of-said loan or loans: Provided, That the total amount of 
money borrowed in anticipation of and to be paid out of the fiscal 
year 1936-37 taxes shall not exceed Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) 
Dollars. But no loan shall be negotiated for more than the amount 
herein appropriated or levied.. Before negotiating any loan the 
Board of County Highway Commissioners may advertise for at 
least two weeks in one or more newspapers for competitive bids, and 
shall obtain such loan or loans at such interest and upon such terms 
as may, in their judgment, be most advantageous to Marlboro Coun- 
ty. Unless the rate of interest offered is so low that it is deemed ad- 
visable to borrow all of said money at one time, then the Board 
and Treasurer shall borrow installments from time to time as the 
money may be needed. 


§ 4. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to confer with 
the Board of County Commissioners, and by joint conference decide 
what bank or banks shall be the depository for all county funds. 


§ 5. The County Auditor of Marlboro County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to make calculation of the amount of levy that will 
be necessary to raise the amount appropriated in this Act, first tak- 
ing into account the probable income from other sources, which he 
is authorized to revise as conditions shall warrant at the time of the 
making of the levy. And he is authorized and directed to impose in 
due time such levy upon the property of the County, or other tax 
districts, as will raise the necessary sums of money. The purpose 
of this Section is to authorize a flexible levy so that the Auditor shall 
fix the levy at such rate as will raise the amount of money to be paid 
out under the appropriations herein duly made for the fiscal year 
1936-37. The County Auditor is authorized and directed in his cal- 
culation of the amount of levy to take into consideration the maturing 
obligations of Marlboro County of all kinds. He is furthermore au- 
thorized and directed in computing the income from sources other 
than the current levy, to compute the amount of probable revenue 
from delinquent property taxes under the present law, or such laws 
as may be subsequently enacted. 


§ 6. The County Auditor shall levy such tax as may be necessary 
to pay the interest on all county bonds and to retire any serial bonds 
that may become due during the fiscal year 1936-37. In anticipation 
of the collection of said tax the County Treasurer may borrow any 
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money necessary to pay such interest on bonds that may become due 
before said tax is collected. 

§ 7. The Sheriff of the County is hereby directed to so regulate 
the movements and activities of the Rural Policemen that all sections 
of the County shall enjoy the protection of the law without favor 
and without neglect. 

The protection of all school property is hereby made a special 
mission of the Sheriff and his force. He is particularly directed to 
so regulate the enforcement of the law as to protect school property 
from injury, theft or destruction; and to enforce the laws against 
plowing in the roads. The contingent fund appropriation of $250.00 
hereinabove made shall be expended by the Sheriff of Marlboro 
County for enforcement of law. ; 

§ 8. The County Board of Commissioners of Marlboro County 
are hereby declared to be the sole financial and purchasing agents 
of Marlboro County; and when any officer, or board of the County, 
desires new equipment or supplies, or replacement, or extraordinary 
service in connection with his or their office or desires that any 
expenditure to be made or expenses be incurred in regard to his or 
their office, other than those specifically appropriated in this Act, or 
desires to make any purchase or incur any expense which would 
necessarily be paid out of a general fund, he shall file his or their re- 
quest in writing with the said County Board of Commissioners and 
shall obtain written consent of the said Board before ordering or 
purchasing such supplies, equipment, materials, or service, or in- 
curring such expense. No office, officer, or board shall have any au- 
thority to make contracts of purchase or incur other obligations in 
the name of the County, except as authorized by law. No contracts 
made except as herein provided shall be valid to bind the County. 


§ 9. Whereas, the office of County Service Officer was created in 
1930, at a minimum salary and expense, and has been continued on 
such an economical basis, and whereas the work of the County Serv- 
ice Officer has multiplied and increased beyond the original con- 
templation of the Act creating the office, requiring more attention 
and the handling of more cases and claims than was originally con- 
templated, partly on account of the increased appropriations of the 
Federal Government for World War Veterans, and the broadening 
of the application of the funds so appropriated to include not only 
the Veterans themselves, but members of their families; and partly 
because of the activity of the Service Office in originating and dis-

covering new claims, so that the office is handling an enormous 
volume of correspondence and securing a very large amount monthly 
for the soldiers of Marlboro County and their families; and whereas, 
the Service Officer needs additional filing equipment and supplies 
for preserving his records and maintaining them properly; now, 
therefore, there is hereby appropriated from the contingent fund 
the amount of Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per month to the County 
Service Officer for the year 1936 for the purpose of providing the 
equipment and supplies above indicated, and for defraying the travel- 
ing expenses and other necessary expenses of his office. 


§ 10. The appropriation of Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars 
for the treatment in the Marlboro County General Hospital of de- 
serving charity patients whose condition demands hospital treat- 
ment is made subject to the following conditions: That no deserving 
charity patient as above described shall be turned away as long as 
there are facilities and room in the hospital, that there shall be no 
charge for professional services to such patients, and no charge what- 
soever except the daily expense of Three and 52/100 ($3.52) Dol- 
lars per patient: Provided, ‘That the funds shall be available for 
the use of the Marlboro County General Hospital only upon itemized 
statements of actual days spent in the hospital by charity patients, 
signed by each patient individually and certified by the Hospital 
management, said statement being presented to the Board of County 
Commissioners at their regular monthly meeting. The Duke Founda- 
tion payment for charity work One ($1.00) Dollar per day is to be 
deducted from the amount of Three and 52/100 ($3.52) Dollars, 
leaving Two and 52/100 ($2.52) Dollars per charity patient to be 
paid by the County. These conditions and provisions are to be in- 
terpreted and enforced as meaning that when the Duke Endowment 
gives One ($1.00) Dollar for charity work, the County will give 
Two and 52/100 ($2.52) Dollars, not to exceed in total amount the 
sum of Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars for the year 1936-37. 
County funds shall be available only to match in this way funds 
coming from the Duke Foundation for charity beds, and shall be 
paid only in cases approved as charity cases by the Duke Foundation. 
The Board of County Commissioners are authorized and directed to 
prepare and have printed for use by the patients and hospital manage- 
ment forms and blanks for making the above mentioned certified 
statements: Provided, Further, That the charity patients herein re- 
ferred to must be citizens of Marlboro County. 
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§ 11. The appropriation of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars 
for surgical fees in charity cases in Marlboro County General Hos- 
pital is to be expended on the following conditions: That the funds 
shall be available and be paid to the surgeon performing each charity 
operation only upon itemized statement signed by the Hospital Board 
and the patient individually, said statement being presented to the 
Board of County Commissioners at their regular monthly meeting 
and certified that said operation was a charity operation and that 
the surgeon performing it had received and will receive no further 
compensation for same. The County Board of Commissioners, upon 
examination of such statement shall pay to the surgeon performing 
each operation the sum of Ten ($10.00) Dollars until the amount 
herein appropriated is exhausted and thereafter no payment shall 
be made, contracted for, or expected. All charity operations herein 
referred to must be major operations and must be upon citizens of 
Marlboro County. , 


§ 12. The appropriation of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol- 
lars herein made for jail expenses is to be paid for necessary disin- 
fectants, supplies and repairs and for feeding prisoners, the Sheriff 
to be allowed fifty (50¢) cents per day for feeding prisoners, but 
no payment beyond the total sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) 
Dollars is to be made. The Sheriff of Marlboro County is authorized 
to expend a sufficient amount for the appropriation made for the 
jail for purpose of repairs. 


§ 13. The janitor at the Court House shall be hired by the Super- 
visor, 


§ 14. If at any time during the fiscal year 1936-37 it shall appear 
to the County Commissioners that the appropriations herein made 
will be beyond the revenue for the year, and that a deficit is likely to 
result, or that, because of the general business conditions, the collec- 
tion of taxes will be unduly slow or that the best interests of the 
County demand it, the County Commissioners are empowered to re- 
duce any amount or amounts appropriated in this Act to such a point 
as their judgment dictates to be wise; such action may be taken by 
the Delegation in a meeting of the Delegation, and shall be com- 
municated, in writing to the Treasurer of Marlboro County who shall 
put into effect such deductions as may be ordered by the Delegation. 


§ 15. The County Commissioners shall receive as pay for their 
services the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars for each day actually en- 
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gaged on official duty and mileage at the rate of five (5¢) cents per 
mile actually traveled. All to be paid from the contingent fund. 

§ 16. From and after the passage of this Act, no commutation 
road tax shall be levied or collected in Marlboro County, and all 
Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Section are hereby re- 
pealed, insofar as they affect Marlboro County. 


§ 17. That the boards of school trustees of the school districts 
in Marlboro County are hereby authorized and empowered, in their 
discretion, to reduce or abolish any special district levies for school 
purposes in their respective school districts. Upon the determination 
of any Board to reduce or abolish any such levy, it shall be the duty 
of such Board to notify the Auditor and the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of such county of its action in the matter; and thereafter any 
such levy shall be reduced or abolished, as the case may be. It is 
especially declared that the boards of school trustees shall not have 
the power to increase any such levies, but their power in the matter 
is only as specifically herein conferred. 

§ 18. The money hereinbefore appropriated for the care of in- 
digent children is to be expended by the County Commissioners upon 
the request of the Children’s Bureau of South Carolina, and upon 
the written approval of the delegation for the purpose of child wel- 
fare. 

§ 19. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay from the Contingent Fund an amount not to 
exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, as compensationfor stenographic 
services at inquests. The Coroner is authorized and directed to ap- 
point a stenographer to take down stenographically all testimony at 
inquests held in the County ; at such inquest the Coroner shall swear 
and examine every eye-witness. The stenographer shall be paid Five 
($5.00) Dollars for each inquest, up to and including ten (10) in- 
quests ; thereafter during the remainder of the year the stenographer 
shall perform his or her services without additional charge to the 
County. The stenographer shall make an original and two (2) copies 
of the testimony taken at each inquest, and he or she shall sign and 
deliver the original to the Coroner, one copy to the Solicitor and 
the other copy to the Clerk of Court for the use of the defendant’s 
attorney. 

§ 20. The Sheriff is authorized to sell all materials, supplies, or 
other property seized or confiscated by him, or his officers, where 
not prohibited by law, and of the proceeds he shall use so much as 
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may be necessary for the purchase of ammunition and weapons and 
the payment of awards. 

§ 21. Whereas the County Home of Marlboro County has been 
destroyed by fire, and the conditions do not warrant the expenditure 
at this time of a sufficient amount to replace said building, the County 
Commissioners of Marlboro County are hereby authorized to place 
the inmates of said home in such proper care as in their discretion 
may be best so as to reasonably safeguard and provide for their 
comfort and health. The County Commissioners are authorized to 
defray the expenses of the same from the appropriation hereinbe- 
fore made for Poor Relief. 

§ 22. There is hereby appropriated a sufficient amount to pay the 
acounts of Walker, Evans & Cogswell Co., and R. L. Bryan Company 
for books furnished the office of the Clerk of Court prior to July 
1, 1936; and the Clerk of the Board of Highway Commissioners is 
directed to issue his warrants for the same, and the Treasurer is di- 
rected to pay the same out of the General County Fund. 

§ 23. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized 
to pay from the appropriation for Jail Expenses hereinbefore pro- 
vided the sum of One Hundred and Twenty ($120.00) Dollars, being 
the account of H, J. Munnerlyn for material, labor and repairs to 
jail. 

§ 24. The respective boards of trustees of Hebron and Dyer’s 
Hill School districts, in order to secure W. P. A. aid in erecting 
needed school buildings in each district, are each empowered to - 
borrow not more than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, and, 
if necessary, levy not more than two (2) mills for not more than five 
(5) years to secure the payment of said loans, providing the consent 
of the majority of resident freeholders and qualified electors is se- 
cured in writing. 

§ 25. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 26. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Town of Clio, in Marlboro County, Up. 
on a Petition of a Majority of its Freeholders and a Vote of a 
Majority of its Qualified Electors, to Vote at an Election 
Thereof to Issue Not More Than Seventy-one Thousand 
($71,000.00) Dollars in Bonds; and to Provide for the Dis- 
position of Funds Arising From the Sale of Said Bonds; and 
to Provide for the Retirement of all Outstanding Indebted- 
ness of the Town of Clio. . 


Section 1. Town of Clio May Vote on Issuing Bonds.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That upon the petition of a majority of the freeholders of the Town 
of Clio in Marlboro County, as shown by its tax books, to hold a 
special election in said town for the purpose of submitting to the 
qualified electors residing in said Town of Clio at an election upon 
the question of issuing bonds to an amount not to exceed Seventy- 
one Thousand ($71,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of retiring out- 
standing bonds and paying past indebtedness and other obligations 
of said town, the Town Council of said town is authorized and em- 
powered to order an election upon said bond issue, at which election 
all persons qualified to vote in such election shall be allowed to vote, 
and the said Town Council shall give three (3) weeks’ notice in 
some newspaper published in the county, which notice shall state the 
time, place and purpose of said election. 

§ 2. Issue Bonds if Majority Favorable—The said Town Coun- 
cil of the Town of Clio shall appoint the managers, prescribe the 
form of ballot to be used, receive the returns and declare the result 
of said election, keeping a proper written record of the same. The 
said Town Council shall provide two (2) sets of ballots for use in 
said election. On one shall be the words ‘for bonds’ and on the other 
‘against bonds’. If a majority vote for the bonds, then said bonds shall 
be issued and disposed of by the Town Council of the Town of Clio 
for the aid of and for the purpose of retiring outstanding bonds and 
paying any other past indebtedness of said town. 

§ 3. Bonds.—That in case a majority of votes cast in the election 
be in favor of said issue, the bonds shall be issued by said Town 
Council, and they shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed six (6%) 
per cent. per annum, payable annually on the first day of January of 
each succeeding year. They shall be signed by the Mayor of the 
Town, and shall be countersigned by the Clerk of the Town Council ; 
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and they shall mature, serially, over a period not exceeding twenty- 
five (25) years, and the coupons thereof shall be receivable for 
town taxes. 

§ 4. Payment.—That it shall be the duty of said Town Council 
to levy and collect annually a tax upon all property in said town sub- 
. ject to taxation both real and personal, sufficient to pay the interest 
on said bonds as it becomes due, and also shall levy a tax sufficient to 
create a sinking fund to retire said bonds at maturity. This tax to 
be in addition to that levied and collected for ordinary purposes. 

§ 5. Use Proceeds and other Funds Retire Indebtedness.—The 
Town Council of the Town of Clio is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to use the proceeds arising from the sale of said bonds, and 
to use any and all funds on hand, for the purpose of retiring out- 
standing sewerage and waterworks bonds, and outstanding refunding 
bonds of the Town of Clio, and for paying any and all indebtedness 
of the Town of Clio. 

§ 6. Exchange Bonds.—The ‘l'own Council of the Town of Clio 
is hereby authorized and empowered to exchange bonds issued under 
this Act for any outstanding bonds or other obligations of the Town 
of Clio, provided such exchange does not increase the indebtedness 
of the Town of Clio beyond the amount of bonds and other indebted- 
ness now outstanding. 

§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Marlboro County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment Between the State Highway Commission and Marlboro 
County, to Authorize the Making of Such an Agreement and 
the Issuance of Marlboro County Bonds for Said Purposes and 
to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Marlboro County Issue Bonds Construct Certain 
State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of 
Marlboro County be and the same is hereby authorized and directed 
to issue serial bonds of Marlboro County, upon the conditions here- 
inafter stated, for the purpose of raising moneys to aid in financing 
the construction of certain State highways, or sections thereof, here- 
inafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding four and one-half per centum (444%) per annum, payable 
semi-annua-ly, and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding 
twenty (20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in 
such form and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half of 
the members of Delegation from Marlboro County in the General As- 
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sembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed by 
such County officials as shall be designated by the Senator and at 
least one-half of the members of the Delegation from said County 
in the Genera! Assembly, and the seal of the Board of County Com- 
missioners of Marlboro County shall be affixed to or impressed upon 
the said bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstand- 
ing any change in officials or seal occurring after the execution of 
the bonds. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and ac- 
crued interest. They shall be sold upon sea'ed proposals after publi- 
cation of notice of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) 
days before such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder 
but the County shall have the right to reject all bids and re-advertise 
the bonds for sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission Construct Highways.—No bonds shall be issued 
under this Act unless and until the Marlboro County Commissioners 
shall have previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such 
County with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereby the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to reim- 
burse and repay said County for the moneys to be advanced by the 
County to the State Highway Commission pursuant to said agree- 
ment. The amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount 
necessary, as estimated by the State Highway Commission or the 
Chief Highway Commissioner, which amount shall be set forth in the 
reimbursement agreement. The Marlboro Board of County Com- 
missioners may, by the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to 
the State Highway Commission moneys necessary for the purpose 
of this Act, and the said Highway Commission may agree to reim- 
burse and repay said County for all moneys so advanced. The Marl- 
boro Board of County Commissioners and the State Highway Com- 
mission sha‘l have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out 
said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse 
and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by 
other laws to be used for the construction of the State Highway 
System and so much of said funds as may be necessary for the 
purpose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably 
for said purpose, except the money needed in order to make the pay- 
ments to which said funds may have been previously pledged, and 
said pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said County 
and the holders of said bonds. All moneys paid or reimbursed to the 
County by the State Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions 
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of this Act are hereby pledged irrevocably for the purpose. of pay- 
ing the principal and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued 
pursuant to this Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the con- 
tract between said County and the holders of said bonds. In fixing 
the time or times of maturity of said bonds the Mar-boro Board of 
County Commissioners shall consider the probable amounts to be 
received each year by way or reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall 
endeavor to arrange the times of maturity of said principal so that 
the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay said principal, 
or interest. 


§ 3-A. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest on 
Bonds.—In addition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the prin- 
cipal sum of money to be advanced by the county as aforesaid, the 
State Highway Commission is hereby authorized and empowered 
to agree to repay and reimburse such interest on said bonds as may 
become due on and after the date or time that the roads herein desig- 
nated would have been constructed by the State Highway Commission 
in a normal course of construction and without means provided by 
this Act, such time or times to be determined by the State Highway 
Commission. 


§ 4. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Marlboro County are hereby irrevocab'y pledged for the 
punctual payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such 
principal and interest become due. The County Auditor of Marl- 
boro County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on 
all taxable property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said 
principal and interest as they respectively become due, and the 
Treasurer of Marlboro County is hereby authorized and directed to 
collect said tax and app’y it to said purpose. But all moneys received 
by the County from the State Highway Department by way of re- 
imbursement under the agreement herein provided for shall be ap- 
plied to the payment of said principal and interest and to the reduc- 
tion of said tax. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds issued 
hereunder shall be direct and general ob'igations of Marlboro County, 
payable primarily by means of a property tax. 

§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act shall be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes. 


§ 7. Type of Construction —The construction herein authorized 
shall include such hard surface construction as may be determined by 
the State Highway Department. 
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§ 8. ‘‘Highway’’ and ‘‘Road’’ Defined.—The term “highway” 
or “road” as used in this Act shal! include bridge and drainage 
structures. 

§ 9. Highways.—The highways or sections thereof, together 
with necessary bridges, to be constructed with funds made available 
under the provisions of this Act are, namely: Route 96 from a point 
near Bennettsville to the North Carolina line; Route 38 from Ben- 
nettsville to the North Carolina line; Route 68 from a point near 
Clio to the North Carolina line; Route 381 from Clio to B'enheim; 
a road from the Town of McColl to the North Carolina line toward 
Gibson, a distance of approximately six miles; a road from Route 
38 to the outer limits of Marlboro Cotton Mill Village at or near 
Bennettsvi'le, a distance of approximately one mile. The two roads 
last enumerated in this section are hereby added to the State High- 
way System and shll be charged against Marlboro County’s appor- 
tionment under the provisions of Act No. 195, Acts of 1935, ap- 
proved the 25th day of April, 1935, the same being an Act to au- 
thorize the State Highway Commission to add to the State Highway 
System not more than two hundred (200) miles per year and not 
more than fifteen (15) miles in any given county. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction—All Acts or parts of Acts in- 
consistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

§ 2. The sum of One Hundred and Eighty ($180.00) Dollars 
is hereby appropriated out of the.Road and Bridge Fund for ferry- 
men, if so much be necessary, to supplement the salaries of the 
ferrymen who operate between the counties of Newberry and Fair- 
filed for the year 1936. 

§ 3. That every three months the Board of Commissioners shall 
advertise for at least two issues in one or more of the newspapers 
published in the Town of Newberry for bids, based on delivery at 
the Court House, unless otherwise specified, for all implements, 
books, stationery and supplies of whatever kind which may be 
needed for the County and each and every office thereof, except the 
Superintendent of Education, including supplies, books and station- 
ery and equipment and all purchases whatever for the Commis- 
sioners, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, Treasurer, Auditor, Judge of Pro- 
bate, Tax Collector, Magistrates, for the County Home, Chaingang, 
roads and bridges, and for every other purpose. which advertisement 
shall set forth the article and approximately the amount thereof to 
be purchased, and the contract of purchase shall be awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder for a period of three months: Provided, 
however, In case of emergency, the Board of Commissioners may 
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make purchase for the County where the cost thereof does not ex- 
ceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, and for such purpose a majority of 
the Board of Commissioners shall certify on the claim therefor the 
necessity thereof: Provided, Further, In case of emergency an ad- 
vertisement as hereinabove provided may be inserted at any time, but 
all contracts for the purchase of supplies shall be in accordance with 
the provisions of this section, and no bill, account or claim of any 
kind whatever against the County shall be paid unless previously 
contracted for by such competition, or by the Board of Commis- 
sioners in case of certified emergency. No supplies shall be bought 
or expenses incurred by any County officer or employee except by 
consent of the Board of Commissioners, unless otherwise provided 
by law. The Board of Commissioners, shall have the right to reject 
any and all bids, provided, however, that the County Superintendent 
of Education shall be designated as purchasing agent for all office 
supplies for his said office and for all school supplies of every nature 
and description for the County. 

§ 4. The Head Bailiff of the Court and the Court Crier, each 
shall receive Three ($3.00) Dollars per day and other Bailiff; Two 
and 50/100 ($2.50) Dollars per day for each day’s service for the 
fiscal year 1936. 

§ 5. The Sheriff and Special Deputies to Sheriffs shall be al- 
lowed railroad fare, bus fare and automobile expenses, if necessary, 
and actual expenses while traveling without the County in the dis- 
charge of their official duties: Provided, That this be paid from 
Miscellaneous Contingent Fund. 

§ 6. The Board of Commissioners are hereby authorized to al- 
low the Sheriff forty (40¢) cents per prisoner per diem for dieting. 

§ 7. All salaries herein provided shall be for the fiscal year 1936, 
and shall be paid monthly. 

§ 8. In addition to the salary herein allowed to the Probate 
Judge for his services beginning January 1, 1936, said Probate Judge

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§ 10. The County Auditor is hereby authorized, empowered, di- 
rected and required to levy upon all of the taxable property in the 
County of Newberry for the year beginning January 1, 1936, a suf- 
ficient tax levy to raise a sufficient sum of money to pay interest on 
the County indebtedness and all appropriations made herein, inclu- 
sively. 

§ 11. That in addition to the levy hereinabove provided for, the 
special tax of two (2) mills is hereby levied on all taxable property 
in the County of Newberry for the fiscal year beginning January 
1, 1936, the amount produced by said levy to be used exclusively for 
the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, bridges and ferries of 
said County. 


§ 12. In anticipation of the collection of County taxes for the 
year 1936, the County Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to borrow for ordinary County purposes and 
road maintenance a sum not to exceed Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) 
Dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding five (5%) per cent. per 
annum, and shall give their official note or notes therefor, provided 
that Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars shall be borrowed upon 
the approval of this Act, if so much be necessary; Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars on or about May 1, if so much be necessary ; 
and Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) on or about July 1, if so much be 
necessary; and Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) on or about September 
1, if so much be necessary. Said amounts so borrowed shall be used 
respectively for the current expenses and road maintenance purposes 
only for the fiscal year, beginning January 1, 1936, in the same man- 
ner as the taxes herein authorized to be used. The tax levy for 
ordinary County purposes for the fiscal year 1936, and the special 
levy for road maintenance herein levied shall stand pledged for the 
payment of the said note or notes, said sums herein mentioned shall 
be cumulative. 

§ 13. Any unexpended portion of the $2,000.00 appropriated for 
the Tri-County Power Authority to remain intact and to be expended 
for that purpose, and to be paid out as provided in the Acts of 1935. 


§ 14. A special levy of one-fourth (1/4) of a mill for the year 
beginning January 1, 1936, is hereby levied and directed to be col- 
lected on all real and personal property of Newberry County re- 
turned for taxation for the exclusive purpose of creating a fund for 
the Newberry County Hospital: Provided, That the revenue obtained 
by said levy shall be expended for charity patients at the said New- 
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berry County Hospital, and an annual itemized report as to how 
same has been expended be made to the Newberry County Legisla- 
tive Delegation. 


§ 15. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of law and 
order in District No. 1, Whitmire, and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because the officers of Union County have 
no authority to go into Newberry County, and the officers of New- 
berry County have no authority to go into Union County in the dis- 
charge of their respective official duties, in the event the Governor 
of the State shall appoint and commission the Magistrate’s Con- 
stable appointed by the Magistrate at Whitmire as State Constable 
an office of the State to aid in the enforcement of law and order in 
the vicinity mentioned, and in the event the said officer has con- 
ferred upon him proper authority to enforce the law of the State 
in the two counties mentioned, which said Constable or officer is to 
be appointed by the Magistrate of District No 1 at Whitmire, S. C., 
and said Constable shall be under the supervision of the Magistrate 
of District No. 1 at all times. The Board of Commissioners are 
hereby authorized and empowered and directed to pay out of the 
Miscellaneous Contingent Fund the sum of not exceeding Four 
Hundred and Eighty ($480.00) Dollars to help the salary and ex- 
penses of such State Constable or officer so appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, the amount to be paid for said purpose to be fixed by the 
Legislative Delegation of Newberry County, but not to exceed the 
sum herein appropriated, the said sum to be paid the said State Con- 
stable or officer in monthly installments: Provided, That payments 
shall be discontinued by said Board of Commissioners at any time 
when notice to said Commissioners to discontinue the same is given 
by the majority of the Legislative Delegation of Newberry County. 
The said officer is to perform the duties of Magistrate’s Constable 
for District No. 1, and shall receive the salary provided for such 
Constable and in the event that the powers and duties conferred 
upon him as a State Constable are taken from him by the Board 
of Commissioners as above provided, then such officer or some other 
person named in his stead shall continue to hold and discharge the 
duties of Magistrate’s Constable for District No. 1, and receive only 
the salary provided therefor. 

§ 16. That County Board of Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized, empowered and directed to pay from the Miscellaneous Con- 
tingent Fund hereinabove provided for, any and all claims against 
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the County, payment of which is barred because of failure of the 
holders thereof to present the same heretofore in due time when it 
appears to said Commissioners that said claims are just and proper 
claims against the County: Provided, That the amount so used, as 
directed herein, shall not exceed the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.- 
00) Dollars. 


§ 17. That the Supervisor and County Treasurer shall advertise 
in two issues of the County papers and one issue of a daily paper 
before placing any loan herein authorized requesting bids for the 
interest on said loan or loans, and interest on said loan or loans shall 
not exceed five (5%) per cent. per annum. 


§ 19. That the County Treasurer is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to pay to the Carlisle Courtney Home the 
necessary maintenance charges for such children of Newberry Coun- 
ty as may be inmates of said Home. That the sum of One Hundred 
and Thirty-five ($135.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated for said 
purpose for a period ending March 31, 1936, if so much be neces- 
sary. 

§ 19. That the County Auditor of Newberry County is hereby 
authorized and directed, upon the request of the County Board of 
Education, to make a sufficient levy upon all the property of the 
County to insure the compliance of the County as a unit for the 
administration of the existing law, providing for the term or terms 
as now provided by law or any excess time thereof, and it shall be 
the duty of the County Board of Education to demand and receive 
from the principal or superintendent of every school in said County, 
along with the annual report and budget of teachers’ salaries in his 
school according to the State schedule or any other information 
deemed advisable in making County salary and operating budget 
for the ensuing year. 

§ 20. In addition to the funds appropriated for specific purposes 
as above set forth, there is hereby appropriated the sum of One 
Thousand Six Hundred ($1,600.00) Dollars for salary which shall 
be expended to provide Newberry County with a Dairy expert to 
January 1, 1937. This money shall be paid out of the Miscellaneous 
Contingent Fund of Newberry County. 

§ 21. That the sum of Forty ($40.00) Dollars per month is here- 
by appropriated for fuel and stenographic services for county agents ; 
that the sum of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated for 
expansion work of Boy’s 4-H Club work and the sum of Fifty 
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($50.00) Dollars for expansion work of Girl’s 4-H Club work, said 
sums to be paid out of the miscellaneous contingent fund of New- 
berry County, the fund for fuel and stenographic services to be paid 
directly to the county agents. 

§ 22. The Newberry County Delegation in the General Assembly 
are hereby vested with full power and authority to order an audit 
during the year 1936 of any or all departments of the County, and 
the sum of Three Hundred and Fifty ($350.00) Dollars is hereby 
appropriated for said purpose, the same to be paid from the Miscel- 
laneous Contingent Fund of Newberry County: Provided, That if 
this amount is not sufficient, it shall be supplemented by funds not 
otherwise appropriated, that such Auditor shall be named by the 
Newberry County Legislative Delegation and said audit to be printed 
in the County Newspaper. 

§ 23. That in the event there are discovered mistakes in this Act, 
or it becomes necessary to make corrections, or to authorize transfers 
of balances from one Item herein to another, or to provide for monies 
or things not otherwise provided for in this Act, the same may be 
corrected, authorized for upon the unanimous written approval of 
the Legislative Delegation from Newberry County, and a copy shall 
be kept on file at the office of the Clerk of Board of Commissioners.

the same to be paid out of the miscellaneous contingent fund of 
Newberry County.

AN ACT to Authorize Newberry County to Borrow Not Exceed- 
ing One Hundred Forty Thousand ($140,000.00) Dollars for 
Road Construction Purposes in Said County and to Provide 
for the Liquidation of Such Loans. 


Section 1. Newberry County Borrow for Road Construction.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Newberry County, acting through its governing body 
composed of the County Supervisor and two County Commissioners, 
is authorized and empowered to borrow, not exceeding the sum of 
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One Hundred Forty Thousand ($140,000.00) Dollars; and to issue 
and deliver negotiable coupon bonds or other evidences of indebted- 
ness of Newberry County therefor, the same to bear interest and to 
mature as determined by the governing body of said county; and 
said governing body is hereby authorized and empowered, in its dis- 
cretion, to sell said bonds or other evidences of indebtedness to the 
United States Government, any agency thereof, or any other in- 
terested party or parties. 

§ 2. Build and Surface Treat Certain County Roads.—The 
proceeds of the loan provided for under the foregoing section, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be expended by the 
governing body of Newberry County, consisting of a Supervisor and 
two County Commissioners as aforesaid, to build and surface treat 
roads or highways in Newberry County designated and measuring 
approximately the distances following, that is to say: Bush River 
Road, nine and one-half miles; Belfast Road, nine and one-half 
miles; St. Luke’s Road, four and one-half miles; Little Mountain- 
Pomaria Road, four and seven-tenths miles; Country Club Road, one 
and seven-tenths miles; Whitmire Brick House Road, six and four- 
tenths miles ; Kempson Ferry Road, seven miles; and Pomaria Road 
(in the Town of Pomaria), one-half mile. That any surplus of the 
proceeds of said loan remaining, after the building and surface 
treating of the aforesaid roads, said governing body of Newberry 
County may expend in building and surface treating other roads in 
said county to be designated by it. 

§ 3. Payment.—In order to secure the repayment of any bonds 
or other evidences of indebtedness issued under the terms of this 
Act one-half of the gasoline tax, accruing and payable to Newberry 
County by the State Highway Department each year, beginning with 
the year 1936 and continuing until all of the principal and interest 
have been paid, is hereby irrevocably pledged. 

§ 4. Execution of Obligations—Deposit and Disbursement of 
Funds.—All bonds or other evidences of indebtedness of Newberry 
County issued under the terms of this Act shall be signed by the 
County Supervisor and the County Treasurer and the interest coupons 
shall bear the facsimile signature of said County Treasurer. The pro- 
ceeds derived therefrom shall be deposited with the County Treasurer 
and dispersed upon warrants signed by the said Supervisor and 
County Commissioners of Newberry County. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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§ 6. This Act sha'l take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Submission to Qualified Electors in 
Newberry County, at the Next General Election Therein, a 
Question to Ascertain the Wishes of Such Electors Regarding 
the Establishment of a Circulating Library in Newberry 
County. 


Whereas, it is desired to ascertain the wishes of the people of New- 
berry County as to whether or not a circulating library should be es- 
tablished in and provided for said County; Now, Therefore, 

Section 1. Newberry County Vote on Establishment of Circu- 
lating Library—When—Ballot.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That at the next General 
Election to be held in Newberry County there shall be submitted to 
the people voting in such election a ballot with the following words, 
or similar words, printed or written thereon: “Are you in favor of 
a one mill annual levy in Newberry County for the purpose of es- 
tablishing and maintaining a Public Circulating Library? Yes...... 
No...... (Those in favor of such levy and library shall erase the 
word ‘No’; and those opposed shall erase the word ‘Yes’).” 

§ 2. Duties and Powers of Election Commissioners—Payment 
of Cost.—That the election commissioners for said county, at the 
next general election therein, are hereby authorized and directed to 
have sufficient number of ballots, referred to in Section 1 of this 
Act, at the various votiig places in said County and separate ballot 
boxes to be used by the voters in voting on such ballots. The said 
Commissioners are authorized and empowered to make such other 
preparation and arrangements and do such other things as they deem 
advisable to carry out the purposes and intentions of this Act. That 
the costs of carrying out the provisions of this Act shall be paid by 
Newberry County. 

§ 3. Tabulate Returns—Notify Legislative Delegation —That 
at the close of said election the ballots provided for in this Act shall 
be counted and the result of the election relative thereto shall be trans- 
mitted to the newly elected ‘Legislative Delegation of said County. 
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§ 4. Effect of Election—That the election and the result of 
same shall be information only as to what the people desire and same 
shall not be construed to have any binding effect upon the General 
Assembly to establish or not establish such circulating library.

The sum of Twenty-one 
Hundred Forty-nine and 42/100 ($2,149.42) Dollars is hereby 
transferred from the surplus general school fund for the school year 
1935-1936 to school bus funds for said year. 


§ 3. The Chairman of County Board and his Clerk are hereby 
required to furnish to the Legislative Delegation an itemized state- 
ment of all receipts for moneys and other valuables and all dis- 
bursements of the County for the vear 1936, on or before January 
10, 1937. 

§ 4. The following County Officials shall be bonded as follows: 
Magistrates at Westminster, Seneca and Walhalla, One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars each. 


§ 5. The Auditor of Oconee County is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to levy on all the taxable property in Oconee County one 
and one-half (114) mills for the purpose of retiring certain notes 
payable to the Sinking Fund Commission for money borrowed to 
pay hail sufferers in previous years and to retire balance on $17,500 
school note to County Sinking Fund Commission. The Treasurer of 
Oconee Countv is authorized and required to collect the above mill- 
age, and the revenues therefrom are hereby appropriated to said 
purposes. 
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§ 6. The Auditor of Oconee County is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to levy one-half of one mill on all the taxable property of 
Oconee County, and the proceeds therefrom are hereby appropriated 
as a County Board fund for the more efficient operation of the 
School System at the discretion of the Board. The Treasurer of 
Oconee County is hereby authorized and required to collect the 
revenue from the above millage. 

§ 7. The Oconee County Legislative Delegation, or a majority 
thereof, are hereby authorized and empowered to have all the books 
and records of said County, or any County Officer, audited when 
they deem it necessary or to the best interest of the County during 
the year 1936. They are hereby authorized and empowered to make 
a contract with the State Comptroller’s Office for such audit. The 
expense of same shall be paid from the general funds of the County 
not otherwise appropriated, the cost not to exceed Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars. Provided, each member of the Delegation shall 
receive a copy of said audit, and a copy of same be filed in the Clerk 
of Court’s office for public record. 

§ 8. The Treasurer and Supervisor of Oconee County are here- 
by authorized and empowered to borrow in the name of the County 
an- amount not to exceed Eighty Thousand ($80,000.00) Dollars, 
in anticipation of the collection of taxes to meet the operating ex- 
penses of the county for the current year, and to execute obligations 
in the name of the county for the sum so borrowed which shall bear 
a rate of interest not to exceed five (5) per cent per annum. The 
taxes levied to meet the appropriations of this Act shall be pledged 
to secure the payment of the sums so borrowed, with interest there- 
on. Such obligations shall be executed by the County Treasurer 
and County Supervisor. Each bank in said county shall be allowed to 
submit a bid for the total or any portion of the amounts herein au- 
thorized to be borrowed; and the said officers are empowered to 
reject any or all bids made therefor. 

§ 9. If any time during the year 1936, it should appear in the 
judgment of the Delegation that the appropriation herein made will 
be in excess of the revenue for said year and that a deficit is likely 
to occur, or that because of general business conditions the collection 
of taxes will be unduly slow or that the best interest of the County 
demands it, the Delegation, or a majority thereof representing both 
Houses of the General Assembly, shall reduce the County appropria- 
tion as a whole or any part of it to such an extent as in its judgment 
is to the best interest of the County. The Treasurer and County 
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Board of Commissioners of Oconee County shall be notified in writ- 
ing by the Delegation thirty days in advance as to such reduction or 
reductions as they may recommend. 

§ 10. That no funds except the Contingent Fund, shall be trans- 
ferred from one account to another without the written consent of 
the Legislative Delegation or a majority thereof; nor shall any of- 
ficer charged with the expenditure of funds under this Act expend 
any sum in any of said accounts in excess of the appropriation for 
such accounts without the written consent and approval of the Leg- 
islative Delegation, or a majority thereof. 

§ 11. The levy for incidental purposes in any school district may 
be increased or diminished by written order of the Senator and one 
or more members of the Legislative Delegation when requested so 
to do by the trustees of any district. 

§ 12. The Supervisor and Treasurer of Oconee County are here- 
by authorized and directed to borrow a sum not exceeding Nine 
Thousand ($9,000.00) Dollars at a rate of interest not exceeding 
four (4%) per cent in the name of the County, payable One Thou- 
sand ($1,000.00) Dollars on or before January 1, 1937, and Two 
Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars on or before January Ist of the 
next succeeding four (4) years. The said sum shall be used by the 
Supervisor and his Board to purchase two (2) units of tractors and 
scrapes with incidental equipment ordinarily used for terracing un- 
der the Soil Conservation Program. The said units may be leased by 
the Supervisor and his Board to any and all Soil Conservation As- 
sociations by whatever name called now or hereafter organized in 
Oconee County. The said lease to be upon such terms as the Super- 
visor and his Board shall deem advisable. The Soil Conservation 
Society leasing the said units or either of them, shall pay to the 
Treasurer of Oconee County for credit to the account of the Super- 
visor annually, a rental of $1.00 per hour actual operating time for 
each unit used. The funds arising from this rental shall be applied by 
the Supervisor ‘to the payment of the moneys borrowed under the 
provisions of this section. 

The Supervisor and the Treasurer of Oconee County are hereby 
authorized and directed to execute notes in the name of the County 
in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for the first pay- 
ment and Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars for each of the next 
four payments, payable as above provided and to the end that the 
said notes shall be paid when and as due, the full faith and credit of 
Oconee County is hereby pledged to the payment of same. After the

lation therein, asking for bids and shall place order or orders with 
the lowest bidder, or may reject any and all bids, Provided, that in 
case of emergency or when it is necessary in the interest of the 
County of Orangeburg, the Orangeburg County Highway Com- 
mission may make purchases of material supplies, goods, wares or 
merchandise as they may be in immediate need of without adver- 
tisement ; and in such case it shall be so stated on the voucher. The 
purpose of this Section is to require the Orangeburg County High- 
way Commission to purchase county supplies on competitive bids 
after advertisement. In the purchase of supplies local produce 
shall be given a preference. 

§ 3. The amount carried under the various items in Section 1, 
and all provisions and directions in any Section of this Act, shall 
be subject to repeal, change, or alteration by written instructions 
or orders of the Senator and a majority of the Representatives of 

Orangeburg County holding office at the time of such instructions; 
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such instructions shall be delivered to the clerk of the Highway 
Commission and shall have the full force and effect of law from 
such delivery but subject to future changes in the same manner; 
it is made the duty of the Clerk to have such instructions promptly 
entered of record by the Clerk of Court of Orangeburg County in 
a book to be kept for the purpose, which shall be opened for in- 
spection by the public, and after recording the original instructions 
shall be safely kept by the Clerk of the Highway Commission. 

§ 4. The sums herein appropriated for the specific purposes under 
the several items herein are the maximum amounts which shall be 
expended for the respective purposes and no warrant or warrants 
shall be issued in excess of such amounts, nor shall any indebted- 
ness be incurred which in the aggregate exceeds the amounts pro- 
vided for each item, and the Treasurer of Orangeburg County is 
prohibited from paying any warrants which exceed the said sums; 
Provided, Further, that no money shall be spent otherwise than is 
specifically authorized by this Act, or the Legislative Delegation as 
provided herein and all unexpended balances not otherwise directed 
in this Act shall be carried over to ordinary County Funds. 

§ 5. The sums hereinabove appropriated shall only be used, if so 
much be necessary, and when not otherwise provided, salaries and 
expenses, where combined in the same item, shall be paid monthly 
without requiring expenses to be itemized: Provided, That where 
expenses are provided as a separate item they shall not be paid 
except upon sworn, itemized statements of the same. 

§ 6. All sums received by the County Treasurer from the of- 
ficers formerly receiving fees in Orangeburg County shall be cred- 
ited to the General County Fund and the Treasurer shall keep a sep- 
arate record of the monthly remittances from each such officer: Pro- 
vided, That whenever any fee is due to any County Officer by reason 
of work or service done for the County and where the fees re- 
quired by law to be paid would have to be paid by the County, the 
various county officers heretofore entitled to chargefees are in- 
structed and authorized to perform said services or do said work 
without requiring the payment of such fees: Provided, However, 
Each such officer shall make a record of such work or services per- 
formed for the benefit of the County and file a statement of the 
same with the County Treasurer in making their monthly statement. 

§ 7. Where any officer required by law to pay into the County 
Treasurer the fees and commissions received by him in his official 
capacity shall fail to do so the amount of salary appropriated for 
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the said officer, together with provisions for salary of office help, 
and any other funds provided for in this Act for such officer or the 
operation of his office shall be withheld by the Orangeburg County 
Highway Commission until such time as the said officer shall com- 
ply with the law and pay such income from his office into the Coun- 
ty Treasury. 

§ 8. Wherever reference is made in this Act to any action of or 
by the Legislative Delegation the same means the joint approval, 
agreement, or order of the Senator and a majority of the Represen- 
tatives of Orangeburg County in the General Assembly. 

§ 9. At the end of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1936, the un- 
expended balance of Item 171 as provided for in an authorization 
of the delegation dated July 10, 1935, which provided Three Thou- 
sand ($3,000.00) for fees and expenses in connection with litiga- 
tion of the County Treasurer and Sheriff, shall not revert to the 
general fund, but shall be carried over into the new fiscal year, and 
the contracts made by the Legislative Delegation with Adam H. 
Moss, Clint T. Graydon and Taylor H. Stukes, attorneys, to repre- 
sent the County in such litigation are hereby ratified and confirmed, 
any provision of previous law to the contrary notwithstanding. 


§ 10. In order to promote improved farm practices and to con- 
trol the erosion of farm lands in Orangeburg County, there is 
hereby created an Orangeburg County Agricultural Board, the mem- 
bers of which shall take office upon the approval of this Act and the 
original members shall continue in office until the first day of July, 
1938; the members of this Board shall consist of Thos. R. Smith, 
W. F. Bennett, J. F. Cleckley, F. L. Witt and B. B. Williams for 
the term above referred to. On or before July 1, 1938, and every 
two years thereafter, five members of the said Board shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Senator 
and at least one-half of the representatives of Orangeburg County. 
Any vacancy on the Board for any reason shall be filled by the Del- 
egation as above provided for. The members of the said Board shall 
receive a per diem of Three ($3.00) Dollars per day for actual serv- 
ices not exceeding twelve (12) days in any one year. The said 
Board is hereby authorized to employ such agents and employees as 
are necessary to carry out the duties laid upon it. The County Treas- 
urer ex-officio shall act as Treasurer of the said Board. The County 
Farm Demonstration Agent ex-officio shall act as Secretary of the 
said Board. The duties of the said Board shall be to promote the 
proper care of farm lands in Orangeburg County by encouraging 
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improved farm methods and practices, particularly to control damage 
from erosion, within Orangeburg County. The said Board is hereby 
directed to investigate the advisability of purchasing equipment for 
the terracing of farm lands and if in the judgment of the said Board 
it appears that the demand for such improvements from the farmers 
of Orangeburg County is sufficient to purchase and operate such 
equipment the said Board is hereby authorized to spend not more 
than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars for the purchase of the 
said equipment. In anticipation of the receipt of payments hereafter 
provided for the said Board is hereby empowered and authorized 
to borrow on the full faith and credit of Orangeburg County a sum 
not exceeding the said Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars from 
any banking institution or otherwise at a rate of interest not to 
exceed five (5%) per cent and after advertisement giving two weeks 
notice thereof. The Board shall pledge as security for the payment 
of such loan the equipment purchased and the net income from any 
work done with such equipment. If it should be found advisable to 
purchase additional units of equipment the said Board is authorized 
and empowered to borrow additional sums, subject to all the pro- 
visions as to the loan herein authorized, provided, no additional loan 
shall be made nor indebtedness incurred without the written ap- 
proval of the Senator and at least one-half of the Representatives 
from Orangeburg County. The said loan shall be made payable in 
annual installments in the discretion of the said Board over a period 
not to exceed six (6) years. The County Treasurer is authorized 
to invest any sinking funds in his care and custody in the said note 
or notes at such interest rate as may be satisfactory to him and the 
said Board, not exceeding five (5%) per cent. The Board shall 
direct the work of the terracing program, enter into contracts with 
landowners for the terracing of their lands, and to perform such 
other agricultural seryices as may be practicable to farmers. All 
services so provided for shall be paid for by the farmer or landowner 
benefitted at a price to be fixed by the said Board, which shall be 
so fixed as to cover the operating expenses, overhead costs and 
provide a sufficient sum to meet the annual payments on the equip- 
ment purchased by the said Board. All machinery purchased and 
other assets which may be acquired by the said Board, shall be the 
property and subject to the control of Orangeburg County. All 
work done or services rendered to any landowner by the said Board 
shall be for cash and no credit shall be extended to any individual, 
and all funds received shall be promptly deposited with the Treas- 
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urer and all expenditures therefrom shall be made by proper vouch- 
er on the Treasurer, approved by at least three (3) members of 
the said Board. At the end of each fiscal year the said Board shall 
submit a report to each member of the County Legislative Delega- 
tion which shall include a statement of work done, all receipts and 
disbursements made by the said Board. In the event that any land- 
owner shall apply for and receive the benefits under this Act and 
shall fail to pay the proper charges therefor the said Board is author- 
ized to file with the Clerk of Court for Orangeburg County a state- 
ment showing the description of the land upon which such improve- 
ments were made and the amount due therefor and from the date 
of said filing the same shall constitute a lien against all real estate 
owned by the said landowner in Orangeburg County. The said 
Board is hereby authorized and empowered to cooperate with any 
State or Federal agency engaged in conservation work, for the pur- 
pose described in this section. The said Board is hereby authorized 
to adopt any and all necessary rules and regulations and to do any 
and all necessary things to carry out the purposes of this section.

' Made to Branchville School District No. 18, Orangeburg 
County by the Sinking Fund Commission of South Carolina 
and to Fix a Tax Levy to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Loan to Branchville School District No. 18, Orange- 
burg County, Validated—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That a loan of Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars made to Branchville School District No. 18, 
Orangeburg County, by the Sinking Fund Commission of South 
Carolina on note executed by the County Treasurer and Members 
of the Board of Trustees of said School District, bearing date of 
November 7, 1935, be, and the same is hereby, validated and de- 
clared to be legal in all respects as an obligation of the said Branch- 
ville School District No, 18, Orangeburg County. 
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§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of the 
said note there is hereby levied an annual tax of three (3) mills 
upon all of the taxable property of the said Branchville School 
District No. 18, Orangeburg County, sufficient to retire the loan 
plus interest at six (6%) per cent within a period of five years.

Section I. Pleasant Hill No. 24 School District and Six Mile 
No. 27 School District, Pickens County, Purchase Six Mile Bap- 
tist Academy.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Pleasant Hill No. 24 School District in 
Pickens County and Six Mile No. 27 School District in Pickens 
County are hereby authorized and empowered to purchase and 
receive titles to that certain property in Pickens County known as 
the Six Mile Baptist Academy property at Six Mile, South Carolina 
which comprises the Academy building and lot upon which same 
is situated, at a purchase price of not exceeding five thousand ($5,- 
000.00) dollars. Upon purchase of said property the conveyance shall 
be to trustees of the said school district as trustees thereof. 

§ 2. Issue Separate Notes—That in the event of the purchase 
of said property by the said school district the Trustees of Pleasant 
Hill No. 24 School District are hereby authorized and empowered to 
execute a note, notes or other evidences of indebtedness for and in 
behalf of and in the name of Pleasant Hill No. 24 School District for 
one-half (14) of the Purchase price of said property; and the 
Trustees of Six Mile No. 27 School District are authorized and em- 
powered to execute a note, notes or other evidences of indebtedness 
for and in behalf of and in the name of Six Mile No. 27 School Dis- 
trict for one-half (14) of the purchase price of the said property. 


§ 3. Issue Joint Notes.—That in the event of purchase of said 
property by said School District the Trustees of each of the said 
School Districts may, in lieu of the provisions of Section 2 of this 
Act, execute a note, notes or other evidences of indebtedness for and 
in behalf of and in the name of the said School Districts for the 
entire purchase price of said property whereby each School District 
would be liable to the payee of such note, notes or other evidences 
of indebtedness for the entire amount of same; that in such event 
as between themselves each of said School Districts would be liable 
for one-half (34) of the total debt. 
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§ 4. Notes—Renewals.—That the same note, notes or other evi- 
dences of indebtedness herein authorized to be executed shall be 
of such form made payable to such payee or payees, mature at such 
date or dates and contain such terms and conditions as the Trustees 
executing same may deem advisable, provided however, that at no 
time shall the interest rate exceed four (4%) per centum. The said 
Trustees or their respective successors in office are hereby authorized 
and empowered from time to time to execute a note, notes or other 
evidences of indebtedness as renewals of said note, notes or other 
evidences of indebtedness or any part thereof and in executing such 
renewals said Trustees shall have the same power and authority as 
in executing the original note, notes or other evidences of indebted- 
ness. ; 

§ 5. Execute Mortgage.—That the Trustees respectively of said 
School Districts may, if they deem advisable, execute in the name 
of their respective School Districts a mortgage covering the property 
acquired under the provisions of this Act as security to the note, 
notes or other evidences of indebtedness or any renewals thereof 
given the purchase price of said property, or any part of such pur- 
chase price that said mortgage shall contain such terms and con- 
ditions as the Trustees executing same deem advisable. 

§ 6. Obligations Valid.—That any and all notes or evidences of 
indebtedness executed as herein provided for and in behalf of said 
School Districts shall be valid and binding obligations of the School 
District for and in behalf of which same were executed. 

§ 7. Payment.—In order to provide for the payment of said note 
or notes at maturity, the auditor of Pickens County shall annually 
levy, and the Treasurer of said County shall collect, upon all of the 
taxable property in said Six Mile School District and Pleasant Hill 
School District a sufficient tax to pay one-twentieth of the principal 
amount of said note or notes, together with interest on all deferred 
payments, each year until said sum, borrowed as aforesaid, together 
with all accrued interest thereon, shall have been paid in full. 

§ 8. Purchase Validated.—The Acts on the part of the trustees 
in purchasing Six Mile Baptist Academy and in the execution of 
the notes and mortgage as heretofore made, are hereby validated and 
in all respects approved and ratified. 

§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize the Clerk of Court to Pay Certain Bank 
Balances in the South Carolina National Bank of Pickens, 
South Carolina, to the Treasurer of Pickens County, and to 
Provide How Any Claim May be Made for Any of the Items 
Included in Such Payments. 


Whereas, there appears in the report of the audit of the office of 
the Clerk of Court of Pickens County, made by N. C. Northrop & 
Company, under date of September 23, 1935, as Exhibit E-b, mis- 
cellaneous bank balances in the sum of eleven hundred sixty-seven 
and 17/100 ($1167.17) dollars, none of which is on interest except 
one item of five hundred eighty-two and 87/100 ($582.87) dollars, 
leaving in odds and ends balances in the sum of five hundred seventy- 
seven and 3/100 ($577.03) dollars, which amount has been carried 
for a number of years, and which the persons who may be entitled 
thereto have made no demand and said amount is unclaimed and is 
on deposit in the South Carolina National Bank, at Pickens, South 
Carolina, as miscellaneous trust funds and items in the names of A. 
J. Boggs, Ex-Clerk of Court, O. S. Stewart, Ex-Clerk of Court, and 
E. P. McDaniel, the present Clerk of Court of Pickens County ; and, 

Whereas, no sufficient reason or ground warrants a continued 
carrying of these funds in their present status; Now, therefore, 

Section 1. Clerk of Court Pay Certain Bank Balances to 
County Treasurer, Pickens County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Clerk of Court 
of Pickens County is authorized and directed to pay to the Treasurer 
of Pickens County the said bank balances in the sum of five hundred 
seventy-seven and 3/100 ($577.03) dollars in the South Carolina 
National Bank of Pickens, South Carolina, and the said bank is au- 
thorized and directed to honor and pay said sums over to the 
Treasurer of Pickens County.

AN ACT to Provide for a Levy of Taxes for Richland County 
for School and County Purposes for the Year 1936, and to 
Direct the Expenditures Thereof. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there is hereby levied a tax of six (6) mills, 
if so much be necessary, on all taxable property in Richland County 
for ordinary county purposes, which, together with all further sums 
available for ordinary purposes, shall be used for the payment of the 
items hereinafter set forth: Provided, That all salaries herein ap- 
propriated shall be paid in equal monthly installments, and the total 
of such items other than salaries shall be expended only if so much 
be necessary: Provided, However, That implements and supplies of 
whatever kind to be purchased under the terms of this Act shall be 
purchased only upon competitive bids each month after advertisement 
for at least one week previous to the letting of such contract in at 
least two issued of a daily paper published in Columbia, which ad- 
vertisement shall set forth the articles and the approximate amount 
and number thereof to be purchased, and the said contract of pur- 
chase shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder for the 
period of one month: Provided, That in case proper competitive 
bids after due advertisement are not received by the Supervisor of 
Richland County and goods purchased from the lowest bidder at said 
competitive bids, the Supervisor shall be liable for malfeasance in 
office and subject to the penalties now provided by law: Provided, 
further, That in case of emergency the Supervisor may purchase 
without competitive bids where the cost thereof does not exceed two 
hundred ($200.00) dollars: Provided, further, That no bill, account, 
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or claim against the County shall be paid unless contracted for by 
such competition or purchase by the Supervisor in the above men- 
tioned cases of emergency and unless the claim be filed for audit 
within thirty days from the furnishing of the supplies, or in all cases 
within thirty days from the time a cause of action arises.

§ 2. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court for Sa- 
luda County for the recording, filing, indexing and/or registering 
any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, or creat- 
ing a lien on crops growing or to be grown and/or personal property 
and made to any corporation under the Act of Congress known as 
the Farm Credit Act of 1933 if and/or as amended a Regional Agri- 
cultural Credit Corporation, a Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, or 
- any other corporation which rediscounts notes or other obligations 
with or procures loans from a Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation or the Government of the 
United States or any department, agency, instrumentality or officer 
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thereof, shall be One and 50/100 ($1.50) Dollars; and a copy or 
duplicate of such instrument shall be furnished to the recording offi- 
cer; Provided, That Saluda County is specifically excepted from the 
provisions of Section 3637, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932. 


§ 3. That all able bodied male persons between the ages of 21 
and 55 years, inclusive, in the County of Saluda are required to 
render annually four (4) days of work or labor upon the public 
roads of Saluda County. That for the purpose of supervising and 
directing such labor the Board of County Commissioners shall 
designate and appoint overseers throughout the County and indicate 
the stretches of roads to be worked by each overseer. Roads shall be 
allotted so that the total number of miles of road in the territory of 
any one overseer shall not exceed one-half (14) of One (1) school 
district, and the persons required to perform labor under the terms 
of this Act shall perform it upon the stretch of road nearest his 
residence and within the territory of the overseer residing in his 
road district. Road overseers are authorized and empowered to direct 
and supervise such labor, to fix the hours and days of work and to 
notify the persons liable to such duty of the time and place to report 
for work at least two days prior to the work day. Laborers are also 
required to furnish implements with which to work. Overseers are 
authorized to accept two horse team and wagon or plow in lieu of 
two days labor. The performance of the duties devolved upon any 
road overseer by him shall be accepted in lieu of the labor herein 
required of such overseer. 


The County Board of Commissioners with the assistance of the 
County Auditor are required on or before March 15th of each year 
to make up a list by road districts, school districts, or township dis- 
tricts as is most convenient and practical, of all persons liable to 
road duty and to furnish to the respective overseers appointed on or 
before March 15th of each year a list of the persons whose labor 
and work such overseer is to supervise and direct. 


Any person failing to perform the reasonable road duty herein re- 
quired, and not having paid the tax in lieu of such service as au- 
thorized is declared to be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be subject to a fine of not less than Ten Dollars 
nor more than Thirty ($30.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for a term 
of not less than ten days nor more than thirty days. It is hereby 
made the duty of the road overseer to report to the County Board 
of Commissioners the failure of any person liable to road duty to 
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discharge the same and it is thereupon made the duty of the County 
Board of Commissioners to prosecute such persons. 

All persons who are liable to perform labor upon the public roads 
of Saluda County in lieu of performing or causing the same to be 
performed, may pay on or before June Ist, of any year, a commu- 
tation or road tax of Two ($2.00) Dollars per head, which shall 
be expended by the Board of County Commissioners for the purpose 
of purchasing bridge material to be used as nearly as practicable 
in the district in which it is paid, such sums to supplement any 
other sums applicable to such purposes. 

Any person accepting appointment to the position of road over- 
seer and failing to properly discharge his duties is hereby declared 
to be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be subject 
to a fine not exceeding One Hundred Dollars or imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days. 

§ 4. That the County officials of Saluda County are hereby di- 
rected to collect the fees as are allowed them by law as a part of 
their salaries. 

§ 5. That, in anticipation of the collection of the 1936 taxes, 
the County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized to borrow 
an amount sufficient to meet the expenses of the County Govern- 
ment as herein provided for, and also an amount to work the roads 
and build bridges as above provided for and to operate the tractors 
and scrapers provided for, and to pledge the taxes of 1936 and the 
commutation road tax for 1936 in payment thereof. And the full 
faith, credit and taxing power of Saluda County are hereby pledged 
for the payment of such note or notes as are issued under authority 
of this Section. 

§ 6. That the above accounts shall be kept separate and distinct 
and expended only for the purpose for which appropriated, provided 
no bill or claim shall be approved or paid unless the same shall state 
fully what it is for, giving the kind or quantity of the thing or 
commodity which it represents in addition to the amount and time 
when furnished: that any note or contract made by any officer of 
the county or county board in excess of the levy and appropriation 
herein made shall be null and void in so far as the county is con- 
cerned. Provided, that the contingent fund herein provided for shall 
be paid out upon and only upon the written approval of the Saluda 
County Delegation. Provided, Further, That any officer or employee 
who disregards any of the provisions hereof, without the written 
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consent of the Saluda Delegation in the General Assembly, as kept 
on file in the office of the County Treasurer, shall be guilty of mal- 
feasance in office and subject to removal upon the complaint of the 
Saluda Delegation, in addition to the punishment now provided by 
law. 

§ 7. That the County Treasurer is hereby authorized to remove 
from his books an item called ‘The Lake Murray Fund’ and also an 
item called “The Delmar Highway Fund.......... , and is hereby 
directed to apply the amount of these two items to the Contingent 
Fund. 


§ 8. That all County Officers, together with the County Game 
Warden shall make a complete report of all fees, fines and monies 
received and disbursed by such officer to the County Delegation in

all other funds on hand for the purpose. 

§ 11. That the County Board is hereby authorized and required 
to place the money coming from the whiskey, wine and beer tax 
in the calendar year 1936 in a separate fund to be known as ‘Saluda 
County High School Tuition Fund’ and this fund may be used 
at the discretion of the County Superintendent of Education by 
and with the consent of the County Board of Education.

§ 21. The Senator shall have full authority to designate con- 
stables for the Magistrates in the City of Spartanburg wherever he 
deems such are necessary, and shall have authority to authorize com- 
pensation of said constables on a fee or salary basis. Also the costs 
for the issuance of fraudulent check warrants retained by certain 
Magistrates prior to July Ist, 1935, are hereby appropriated to said 
Magistrates. The Sheriff of Spartanburg County shall designate the 
Constables at Enoree, Landrum and Chesnee. 

§ 22. Any Magistrate or Magistrates who may be commissioned 
before July 1st, at Glendale and Clifton shall receive compensation 
to July Ist, 1936, at the rate of $33.33 per month. : 

§ 23. The County Board of Spartanburg County is hereby di- 
rected to pay the sum of $239.50 to Spartan Ice Company as a re- 
fund for 1930 taxes. 

§ 24. The appropriation for the identification bureau shall be paid 
to the Sheriff on demand of the County Board as a whole or in part 
for said equipment and supplies, operation and upkeep of Bureau 
and special work. 

§ 25. All unpaid claims, in excess of appropriations and cash on 
hand, outstanding against the Spartanburg General Hospital includ- 
ing all hospital units and the County Highway Department at June 
30, 1936, shall be paid from the appropriations for those depart- 
ments respectively as shown in this appropriation Act. Any expendi- 
ture incurred during the fiscal year July 1, 1936-June 30, 1937, in 
excess of appropriations and actual cash receipts shall be null and 
void.

§ 3. Body Politic and Corporate.——That the aforementioned 
Tucapau (startex) Water and Sewer District, shall be a body pol- 
itic and corporate with perpetual succession and shall exercise and 
enjoy all the rights and privileges of such and be subject to the 
rules and regulations herein imposed. 

§ 4. Commission—Appointment—Terms,—That the aforesaid 
district be governed by a commission to be known as the Tucapau 
(Startex) Water and Sewer District Commission, which Commis- 
sion shall be composed of three citizens residing therein, all of 
whom shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the County Board of Spartanburg County. The terms of 
office of the original appointees shall be two, four, and six years, 
respectively, and thereafter each member of the commission shall 
hold office six years, or until his successor is appointed. 

§ 5. Organize—Officers.—That immediately upon their appointe- 
ment, said Board shall meet and organize by electing a chairman and 
secretary from the members thereof. 

§ 6. Powers.—That said Commission shall have the power to 
purchase, construct, establish, enlarge, and maintain, conduct and 
operate sewer systems, sewer lines, both main and lateral, in said 
district ; to construct, purchase, establish, enlarge, maintain and 
operate water systems, water lines, and pipe lines, both main and 
lateral, in said district; to construct, purchase, establish, enlarge, 
maintain and operate as a part of such sewer and water works sys- 
tem bath rooms, bath houses, and/or toilet rooms and houses either 
separate from or attached to the existing houses and buildings in 
said district, and establish and maintain suitable fixtures therein, 
provided the Commission shall acquire the right to do so by assess- 
ment, lease or otherwise. In addition to the foregoing powers the 
Commission shall have power to purchase existing sewer and water 
systems or parts thereof and to purchase, lease, hold, and sell such 
real estate and easements as they may deem necessary; to accept 
gifts or grants; to make any and all contracts that they may deem 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act; to employ such 
engineering, office, and clerical help as they may deem necessary, and 
to fix the compensation of such employees; to make any and all 
regulations which they consider necessary to effectuate the purposes 
of this Act; and generally to do all things necessary for the pur- 
pose of creating, maintaining, and operating a water and sewer 
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system in said district adequate for the protection of health in said 
district and for the establishment of proper sanitary conditions, to 
prescribe and collect rates, fees, tolls or charges for the services, 
facilities, and commodities furnished by such water or sewer sys- 
tem, and to furnish such services, facilities and commodities to per- 
sons, firms, and corporations within or without the territorial limits 
of said district. 

§ 7. Award Contracts for Labor and Material—Keep Records. 
—It shall be the duty of said Commission to advertise for bids for at 
least thirty days in one or more newspapers, for all work to be done 
and the material to be used in constructing water and sewer systems, 
with the right to reject any and all bids, to enter into contracts with 
the lowest responsible bidder thereon, and to secure competent per- 
sons, if deemed advisable, to superintend the construction thereof, 
and counsel and advise in all matters relating thereto. A permanent 
record shall be kept by said Commission of all its proceedings, con- 
tracts and other matters done and performed by it, including an 
accurate plan of work done, and proper books shall be kept, show- 
ing in detail all monies and funds received and disbursed by it. The 
books of said Commission shall be audited annually, and at such 
other times as the County Board of Spartanburg County shall direct, 
by the County Auditor of Spartanburg County, and a copy of such 
audit filed with the said County Board. 

§ 8. Issue Bonds for Projects.—That the said Water and Sewer 
District Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to issue 
negotiable coupon bonds for said district in such amount as is 
necessary to construct, maintain, operate, enlarge or extend any of 
the projects authorized by the provisions of this Act, the proceeds 
of which shall be used by the said Commission for purchasing and/or 
for establishing and maintaining water and sewer systems and lines, 
bath rooms, bath houses and/or toilet rooms and houses and the 
fixtures therein in said district, or for any one or all of said pur- 
poses. The said bonds shall be of the denomination of one thousand 
dollars, or a multiple thereof; shall bear interest not to exceed six 
per cent. per annum, payable annually or semi-annually as said Com- 
mission shall determine, but all bonds shall mature within forty years 
from their respective dates and shall be exempt from all state, coun- 
ty and municipal taxes, and may be made registerable as to prin- 
cipal. 

§ 9. Bonds—Execution.—Said bonds shall be signed by the 
chairman and the secretary of said Commission, and the official 
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seal of said “Tucapau (Startex) Water and Sewer District” shall 
be affixed to or impressed upon said bonds; the coupons on said 
bonds need not be authenticated other than by the facsimile signa- 
ture of said officials lithographed, printed or engraved thereon. 

§ 10. Bonds—Sale.—Said bonds shall be issued and sold from 
time to time and in such amounts as said Commission shall deter- 
mine, and no bonds shall be sold at less than par and accrued interest 
to date of delivery thereof. 

§ 11. Bonds—Payment—When Issue.—Bonds issued under this 
Act shall be made payable in the first instance from the income and 
revenues derived from any project constructed under the provisions 
of this Act, including all future additions or improvements to said 
project, and said income and revenues shall be set aside into a spe- 
cial fund, less such amount as is necessary to pay the reasonable ex- 
penses of operating and maintaining such project, which fund shall 
be used solely for the payment of the principal of and interest on 
said bonds until the same shall be fully paid. Said bonds shall con- 
stitute general obligations of Tucapau (Startex) Water and Sewer 
District and the full faith, credit and taxing power of said water 
and sewer district are hereby pledged to their payment and the of- 
ficials charged with the duties of levying and collecting taxes for 
Spartanburg County are hereby directed to levy and collect annually 
a tax upon all taxable property within said water and sewer district 
sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on said bonds. No 
bonds shall be issued under this Act, however, unless the Water and 
Sewer District Commission shall first determine that the income 
and revenues derived from the operation of the project will be 
sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on said bonds as such 
principal and interest become due without resorting to any other 
tax or revenue of said water and sewer district. 

§ 12. Bonds—Disbursement of Proceeds.—The proceeds of the 
sale of said bonds as provided by this Act shall be kept by the 
County Treasurer as a separate fund and shall be paid out only 
upon orders or warrants of the said Tucapau (Startex) Water 
and Sewer District Commission, and the County Treasurer for the 
purposes specified in this Act. 

§ 14. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State High- 
ways in Spartanburg County Pursuant to the Reimburse- 
ment Agreement Between the State Highway Commission 
and Spartanburg County, to Authorize the Making of Such 
Agreement and the Issuance of Spartanburg County Bonds 
for the Said Purposes and to Provide for the Payment of 
Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Spartanburg County Issue Bonds Construct Cer- 
tain State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The County Board of Spartanburg 
County be, and the same is hereby, authorized to issue serial coupon 
bonds of Spartanburg County, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, 
for the purpose of raising monies to aid in financing the construction 
of certain State Highways hereinafter designated. 

§ 2. Bonds.—Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing four and one-half (4-14) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
anmually and shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty 
(20) years from date of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form 
and denomination as the Senator and at least one-half of the mem- 
bers of the Delegation from Spartanburg County in the General 
Assembly may direct in writing. The said bonds shall be signed by 
such County officials as shall be designated by the Senator and at 
least one-half of the members of the Delegation from said County 
in the General Assembly, and the seal of the County Board of 
Spartanburg County shall be affixed to or impressed upon the said 
bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any 
change in officials or seal occurring after the execution of the bonds. 
The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. 
They shall be sold upon sealed proposals after publication of notice 
of such sale one or more times at least fifteen (15) days before such 
sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder but the county 
shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise the bonds for 
sale. 

§ 3. Enter into Reimbursement Agreement with State High- 
way Commission.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
and until the County Board of Spartanburg County shall have 
previously entered into an agreement on behalf of such County with 
the State Highway Commission of South Carolina whereby the State 
Highway Commission shall have agreed to reimburse and repay said 
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County for the monies to be advanced by the County to the State 
Highway Commission pursuant to said agreement. The amount of 
bonds to be issued shall not exceed the amount necessary, as esti- 
mated by the State Highway Commission or the Chief Highway Com- 
missioner, which amount shall be set forth in the reimbursement 
agreement. The said County Board of Spartanburg County may, by 
the terms of said agreement, agree to advance to the State Highway 
Commission monies necessary for the purpose of this Act, and the 
said Highway Commission may agree to reimburse and repay said 
County for a'l monies so advanced. The said County Board of 
Spartanburg County and the State Highway Commission shall have 
all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said agreement. 
The State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said 
County as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by other laws to be 
used for the construction of the State Highway System and so much 
of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making such 
reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose, ex- 
cept the money needed in order to make payments to which said 
funds may have been previously pledged, and said pledge is hereby 
made a part of the contract between said County and the holders of - 
said bonds. All monies paid or reimbursed to the County by the State 
Highway Commission pursuant to the provisions of this Act are 
hereby p'edged irrevocably for the purpose of paying the principal 
and interest of the bonds authorized to be issued pursuant to this 
Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said 
County and the holders of said bonds. In fixing the time or times of 
maturity of said bonds the County Board of Spartanburg County 
shall consider the probable amounts to be received each year by way 
of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to arrange the 
time of maturity of said principal so that the levy of a tax will not 
be necessary in order to pay said principal. 


§ 4. State Highway Commission Pay Certain Interest.—In ad- 
dition to agreeing to repay and reimburse the principal sum of money 
to be advanced by the County as aforesaid, the State Highway Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to agree to repay and 
reimburse such interest on said bonds as may become due on and 
after the date or time that the roads herein designated would have 
been constructed by the State Highway Commission in a normal 
course of construction and without means provided by this Act, such 
time or times to be determined by the State Highway Commission.

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§ 5. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Spartanburg County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the 
punctual payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such 
principal and interest become due. The County Auditor of Spartan- 
burg County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on 
all taxable property of such County a tax sufficient to pay said princi- 
pal and interest as they respectively become due and the Treasurer 
of Spartanburg County is hereby authorized and directed to collect 
said tax and apply it to said purposes.

§ 9. Highways Construct.—The highway together with the nec- 
essary bridges to be constructed with funds to be made available 
under the provisions of this Act, are, namely: State Highway 92 from 
the intersection with U. S. Highway 221 at or near Enoree to the 
intersection with State Highway 56 at or near Cross Anchor. 

§ 10. Repeal—Construction.—A'l Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or repealing any other Act or Acts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the pur- 
pose of which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but shall 
be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 

§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

Section I. Spartanburg County Borrow Build County Home.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That the County Board of Control of Spartanburg County 
is hereby authorized and directed to borrow an amount not exceeding 
Thirty-Five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollars. That the sum so bor- 
rowed shall be used by the County Board of Control of said County 
in the building and equipping a County Home for Spartanburg 
County. That said Home shall be built upon property now occu- 
pied by the present County Home and the said Board shall have full 
and complete power and authority to receive bids, let contracts, have 
plans prepared and do all things deemed by it necessary to the 
building and equipping of said Home.

AN ACT to Enable and to Empower Spartanburg County to Bor- 
row Money from.the Federal Emergency Administration of 
Public Works or from Any Agency of the Federal Govern- 
ment or Any Bank, Institution or Lending Agency, to be 
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Used for Certain Projects, and to Pledge the Gasoline Tax 
Therefor, 


Section I. Spartanburg County Issue Bonds—Interest.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Board of Spartanburg County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow from, or through the Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works, or any other agency of the United 
States Government, or any bank, or institution or lending agency, 
not exceeding Five Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars, to be 
evidenced by serial coupon bonds, bearing interest not exceeding four 
per cent (4%) per annum, payable annually, maturing during each 
year, 1937 to 1947, both inclusive, in such annual installments and 
in such amounts as may be fixed and authorized by said county 
board. 

' § 2. Maturities—Execution—Register—That the said bonds 
shall be issued at such time or times and shall mature at such times 
and shall be issued in such denominations as may be determined by 
the county board of Spartanburg County. The bonds shall be signed 
by the members of the said county board, or a majority thereof, and 
countersigned by the clerk of the said county board of Spartan- 
burg County, and the seal of Spartanburg County shall be affixed 
to or impressed on each bond; but the coupons on said bonds need 
not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the 

‘ County Treasurer. The principal and interest of the bonds may 
be payable within or without the State of South Carolina. The bonds 
shall be payable to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to 
‘the holder of having them registered as to principal on the books 
of the County Treasurer, and the principal thus made payable to 
the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall be 
to bearer) upon such conditions as the county board of Spartan- 
burg County may prescribe.

AN ACT Authorizing the Trustees of Roebuck School District 

No. 18 of Spartanburg County, South Carolina, to Issue and 

' Sell Bonds of Said School District in an Amount Not Exceed- 

ing the Constitutional Limit Thereof for the Purpose of Build- 

ing and Equipping School Building or Buildings and to Au- 

thorize and Direct the Levy of a Tax to Pay the Interest 

and the Principal on Said Bonds and to Exempt Such Bonds 
from Taxation. 


Section 1. Roebuck School District No. 18, Spartanburg 
County, Sell Bonds for Building.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trus- 
tees. of Roebuck School District No. 18, Spartanburg County, the 
State of South Carolina, be and is hereby authorized and empowered 
to sell coupon bonds of Roebuck School District No. 18, Spartan- 
burg County, State of South Carolina, said bonds not exceeding the 
constitutional limitation of said District, for the purpose of building 
school building or buildings. 

§ 2. Maturities—Denominations—Interest—That any bonds 
issued pursuant to this Act shall mature not more than twenty (20) 
years from the date thereof, and shall bear interest from date at a 
rate not exceeding six (6) per cent per annum, payable annually or 
semi-annually, as the trustees may elect, and shall be in such de- 
nominations as the Trustees may elect.

§ 4. Payment.—That there shall be levied and collected annually

§ 2. The acceptance by any Constitutional Officer of his salary 
warrant for the amount herein appropriated, sha'l bar and stop such 
officer from claiming or demanding such sum as may have been pro- 
vided when such officer was elected or appointed. 

§ 3. The Game Warden for Sumter County shall be recommended 
by the Executive Committee of the local chapter of the South Caro- 
iina Game and Fish Association, and upon such recommendation to 
the Delegation, the Delegation shall transmit the same for appoint- 
ment as provided by law. 

§ 4. The above accounts shall be kept separate and expended for 
the purpose for which appropriated; and the said County Board 
of Commissioners shall not expend or contract to expend under any 
general item any sum greater than the amount for such general item 
herein appropriated, except with the approval of a majority of the 
County Delegation, and no account against the County shall be ap- 
proved or paid except a properly authorized expenditure by the 
County Board except the items to be paid by the Sumter Commission 
on Court House and Buildings and Grounds, upon an itemized and 
sworn statement of the amount being filed and kept on file.

§ 6. In anticipation of the tax herein levied, the County Board 
of Commissioners is authorized to borrow such sum or sums as may 
be necessary, not exceeding the revenue arising hereunder, at the 
best obtainable rate of interest and return any loan so made from the 
revenue herein provided as the same may become available. 
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§ 7. The County Board of Commissioners shall publish in at 
least two newspapers published in said County a consolidated state- 
ment of all receipts and disbursements semi-annually, on January 
1 and July 1 of each year. 

§ 8. The County Board of Commissioners shall furnish 100 gal- 
lons of gasoline and 2 gallons of oil per month to each rural po- 
liceman from the county gas and oil: Provided, Each of said po- 
licemen shall certify that such gas and oil previously so furnished 
to such policeman was used solely for county business. 

§ 9. That after the expiration of the seven (7) months’ school 
term as provided for by law, the tuition charges for the remainder 
of the school term for high school pupils who come from non-high 
school districts shall be paid by the District Board of Trustees of 
said non-high school districts, from the school funds of their re- 
spective districts, and in case there are no funds available for this 
purpose, then the school trustees of such districts or the County 
Superintendent of Education shall authorize and direct the County 
Auditor, not later than July 1, to add a levy to the general school 
levy of such district sufficient to pay such tuition, and the same shall 
be collected as other taxes are, and shall be paid out by the said Trus- 
tees on order of the County Board of Education. 

§ 10. That the County Auditor, upon the request of the County 
Board of Education of Sumter County, sha!l raise or reduce the 
present levy in the school districts to such an amount as will take 
care of the needs of the said school district for school purposes. 

§ 11. The Auditor of the County shall raise the levy herein pro- 
vided for as may be necessary to raise the amount herein appropri- 
ated. 

§ 12. The County Treasurer is hereby directed to. arrange the 
interest-bearing dates of all permanent road funds which he may 
have on deposit in the banks of Sumter County, so that the interest 
on such deposits shall mature a sufficient length of time prior to the 
due dates of the County bonded obligations, for said Treasurer to 
remit the required amount of his bonded debt to New York without 
losing interest on his deposit; the purpose of this provision being 
that the County will obtain the maximum amount of interest possible

Section 1. Transfer Unneeded Surplus in Sinking Fund for 
1915 Bonds to Sinking Fund for 1924 Bonds in School District No. 
17, Sumter County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: After discharging all the obligations arising 
out of the bond issue commonly known as School Building Bonds, 
issued by School District No.17 of Sumter County in response to 
an election held June 8, 1915, due and payable July 1, 1935, any 
surplus stil remaining to the credit of said bond issue is hereby

Acres of Land in District + 1, Sumter County, Leased by 
Sumter County and the City of Sumter for Use as an Air 
Port. 


Whereas, the City of Sumter heretofore purchased two hundred 
and twenty acres, more or less, from the Estate of Archie China, 
for use as a public park, for the citizens of Sumter County, assum- 
ing as a part of the purchase price thereof the sum of approximately 
Five Hundred and Sixty-six and 64/100 ($566.64) Dollars as taxes 
due thereon; and 


Whereas, the said property is devoted to a public purpose and for 
the benefit of the public of Sumter County ; and 

Whereas, the City of Sumter, with the aid of Sumter County here- 
tofore leased from Aline H. Moore, a tract of land in District No. 
1, Sumter County, containing one hundred and fifty-two (152) 
acres, more or less, agreeing as a part of the consideration for such

(220) acres of land, purchased by the City of Sumter, South Caro- 
lina, from the estate of Archie China, deceased, lying partly within 
and partly without the City of Sumter, said taxes amounting to ap- 
proximately the sum of Five Hundred and Sixty-six and 64/100 
($566.64) Dollars, be and the same hereby are rebated in the sum 
of one-third (1/3) thereof to the City of Sumter, the said tract of 
land being devoted to public purposes, and for the benefit of the pub- 
lic.

sand One Hundred ($1,100.00) Dollars to School District No. 
8; Not Exceeding the Sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars to School District No. 10; Not Exceeding the Sum of 
Eight Hundred ($800.00) Dollars to School District No. 19; 
Not Exceeding the Sum of Eight Hundred ($800.00) Dollars

Buyer of New York must appear therein at least thirty (30) days 
prior to the opening of the bids. The said loan or loans shall be 
awarded to the lowest bidder; and the Governing Board shall not 
have the right to reject any and all bids for such loan or loans, but 
must accept the lowest bid regardless from where it comes. The afore- 
said advertisement shall specifically state that the Governing Board 
is forbidden by law from rejecting any and all bids, and is required 
by law to accept the lowest bid regardless from where it comes. The 
money thus borrowed shall be kept on deposit in one or more of the 
banks of Union County and only checked out in the regular course 
of business. Provided, However, If in the opinion of the Legislative 
Delegation the lowest bidder is not responsible the Governing Board 
shall accept the bid which in the opinion of the Legislative Delega- 
tion is the lowest responsible one. In order to secure the payment of 
such sum or sums so borrowed, the Governing Board and Supervisor 
may issue the County’s note or notes signed by the County Supervisor 
and countersigned by the County Treasurer and pledge for the prompt 
payment of the same the taxes to be collected and other revenues an- 
ticipated and applicable to claims for the payment of which the 
money is borrowed, and pledge in addition thereto the full faith and 
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credit of Union County. Provided, Further, The amount appropri- 
ated herein shall be borrowed in three installments and in each bor- 
rowing this section of the Supply Bill shall be fully complied with. 

§ 30. It shall be unlawful for hospitalization and/or medical 
bilts of any kind to be paid from the Delegation Contingent Fund.

§ 35. The Legislative Delegation shall have full power and au- 
thority to survey the progress of the collection of revenues and 
the expenditure of funds, and the three (unanimous) members 
thereof are hereby authorized to make such reductions of appropria- 
tions in Sections 2, 6, 7, 8, 9, 12, 13, 14, 15, 19, 20, 21, and 25 as 
may be necessary to prevent a deficit for the period of this Act. No 
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liability shall be imposed on the County for the unpaid portion of 
any appropriation which may be reduced hereunder. 

§ 36. The Auditor, who is to audit the books of the County Of- 
ficials, shall be elected by a unanimous vote (all three) of the three 
members of the Legislative Delegation. Provided, However, The per- 
son or firm elected must be a certified public accountant. The Au- 
ditor shall be paid after completion of the work and delivery of the 
audit. The original of the audit shall be filed with the Clerk of Court, 
who shall keep it on fite as a public audit. The expenses for said au- 
dit shall be charged to any account designated by two of the three 
members of the Legislative Delegation. 

§ 37. In the event of a vacancy in the office of Supervisor, his 
successor shall be elected in a General Election to be held as speedily 
as possible. Such person elected shall hold office for the unexpired 
term; 7. ¢., for the same length of time that his predecessor would 
have served. During the interim, the Governing Board shall have the 
power and authority to act by majority vote (three out of the four) 
on all matters over which they and the Supervisor now have juris- 
diction. 

§ 38. In the event of a vacancy on the Governing Board, the 
vacancy shall not be filled until the next regular election in which the 
entire Governing Board is to be e!ected. During the interim, the 
remaining members of the Governing Board shall have all the powers 
that the entire Board now exercises. 

§ 39. The funds appropriated in Section 19, 20, 21, and 25 shall 
only be expended upon an order being presented to the County Book- 
keeper and signed by all three members of the Legislative Delega- 
tion in the General Assembly. In no event shall these funds be ex- 
pended for any purpose than that for which they are appropriated. 


§ 40. In all matters of election of various officers and/or clerks, 
etc., by the Legislative Delegation, the word “majority” shall be con- 
strued to mean any two of the three members of the Legislative Dele- 
gation in the General Assembly. On questions of policy and appropri- 
ations of the County and for the public good, the word “majority” 
shall be construed to mean the Senator and one member of the House 
of Representatives. 

§ 41. It shall be unlawful for the County De'egation to author- 
ize the payment of any sum from the County Delegation Contingent 
Fund without the written direction and authorization of each member 
of the County Delegation. In order for such authorization and pay- 
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ment to be valid the County Delegation must unanimously (all three) 
agree to such expenditure. Provided, However, That such Direction 
and authorization in order to be valid must be obtained by an execu- 
tive meeting of the County Delegation. At such meeting all three 
members of the County Delegation must be present. Otherwise, it 
shall not be construed as an executive meeting. Provided, Further, 
However, All orders on the Delegation Contingent Fund, in order 
to be valid, must contain the following statement signed by all three 
members of the County Delegation: “Such order approved by all 
members of the County Delegation in executive session.” 

§ 42. The laws herein written are cumulative and in addition to 
those already applicable to the government of Union County, except 
wherein there be a conflict therewith or inconsistent thereto, and in 
that event the laws herein written are paramount, ruling and con- 
trolling and all laws and/or parts of laws in conflict herewith are here- 
by repealed. This Act insofar as the appropriations and change in 
existing laws are concerned is continuous and continuing into the 
future until a change by repealing Act or written authority of all 
three members of the Union County Delegation in the General As- 
sembly.

AN ACT to Create a County Home Commission in York County 
for the Purpose of Remodeling, Improving, and Erecting an 
Additional Building at the Site of the Present County Home; 
to Provide for an Appropriation to Meet the Expenses of the 
Same, and to Direct the Sinking Fund Commission of York 
County to Make Certain Loans. 


Section 1. County Home Commission, York County—Purpose 
—Personnel—Bxpenses—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That for the purpose 
of remodeling and improving the existing buildings and constructing 
an additional building, if necessary, at the County ITome for York 
County, and to do any and all things in connection with the improv- 
ing, remodeling and constructing of an additional or the existing 
building at the County Home for York County, there is hereby 
created a Commission to be known as the Countv Home Commission 
of York County, consisting of seven persons; the following citizens 
and residents of York County, to wit: L. A. Harris, Dr. J. H. Saye, 
J. H. Patrick, A. W. Huckle, Mrs. George H. Hart, Mrs. Jessie H. 
Lawrence and W. D. Thomasson, are hereby named as members of 
the said County Home Commission, and shall hold office until the 
said County Home work, as hereinabove provided, is completed and 
turned over to the County for use. The said County Home Commis- 
sion shall elect from their membership a Chairman. The said Com- 
mission shall meet at such times and places as may be designated by 
the Chairman, or any four members; each member of the said Com-

ment for the fighting and prevention of fire at said Home, and the 
said Commission is authorized, directed and empowered with full 
discretion and control to do any and all things pertaining to the 
work herein provided to be done. 


§ 3. Prepare Plans and Specifications—Advertise for Bids— 
Award Contracts.—The Commission sha'l cause to be prepared a set 
of plans and detailed specifications by a competent architect or drafts- 
man for the improvement, remodeling and erecting of additional 
building; the Commission shall advertise for bids and award the 
work to the lowest bidder under contract, and the Commission shall 
have full authority and discretion as to whether or not the contract 
shall be one contract for all work to be done, or whether it shall be 
divided and let portions of the same to different persons: Provided, 
That if the said Commission shall conclude that it is for the best 
interest of York County to award the contract to the lowest bidder, 
and, in case they deem it expedient, they may refuse to award such 
contract or contracts at such bidding, and they may re-advertise and 
re-open the same and hold another award, or as many awards as in 
their judgment may be deemed necessary. And the said Commission 
is hereby empowered and authorized to employ an architect im- 
mediately to prepare said plans and specifications. 

§ 4. Provide for Light, Heat, Ventilation, Etc.—The said Com- 
mission at the same time shall make provisions for light, heat, venti- 
lation, for water and fire fighting equipment, sewer disposal, and all 
other matters pertaining to the improvement and remodeling of said 
County Home as hereinabove provided. 

§ 5. Appropriation—Borrow.—That there is hereby appropri- 
ated for the purpose of improving and remodeling the existing build- 
ings or constructing an additional building at the County Home for 
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York County, to be expended by said County Home Commission of 
York County, the sum of Eighteen Thousand ($18,000.00) Dollars. 
For the purpose of providing this sum of money, the County Home 
Commission of York County and the Treasurer of York County 
are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to borrow from the 
York County Sinking Fund Commission the sum of Eighteen Thou- 
sand ($18,000.00) Dollars, and to issue to the York County Sink- 
ing Fund Commission six notes, totaling the sum of Eighteen Thou-

Bonds, the Proceeds of Which to be Used to Construct and 
Equip Additional Wards, Dormitories and Buildings for the 
Enlargement of the Facilities of the South Carolina Sani- 
torium. 


Section I. State Finance Committee Issue Bonds to Enlarge 
Facilities and Services of South Carolina Sanatorium.—Be it en-

§ 2. State Board of Health Construct and Equip Wards and 
Buildings—Provide for Pay Patients——The State Board of Health 
is hereby empowered and authorized, with the funds to be obtained 
from the bond issue authorized in the first section of this Act, to 
construct and equip additional wards, dormitories and buildings at 
the South Carolina Sanitorium, and to provide a ward or dormitory 
for pay patients at said institution. The State Board of Health is 
authorized to exercise full discretion in planning such additional 
buildings as provided for in this Act. 

§ 3. Bonds—Maturities—Interest.—The bonds issued under the

§ 6. Bonds—Execution—Denominations.—All bonds issued un- 
der this Act shall be signed by the State Finance Committee and the 
seal of the State shall be affixed to or impressed upon them and at- 
tested by the Secretary of State. Coupons attached to such bonds 
shall be authenticated by the facsimile signature of the State Treas- 
urer. The delivery of the bonds so executed shall be valid notwith- 
standing any changes in officers occurring after such execution. The 
bonds shall be issued in such form and denominations and with such 
provisions as to time and place, or places, of payment as may be 
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determined by the State Finance Committee, subject to the provisions 
of this Act. 

§ 7. Bonds—Negotiable—Register—Bonds issued under this 
Act shall be issued as negotiable coupon bonds payable to bearer with 
the privilege of the holder of having them registered in his name on 
the books of the State Treasurer as to principal only or as to both 
principal and interest, and such principal or both principal and inter- 
est, as the case may be, thus made payable to the registered holder, 
subject to said conditions as the State Treasurer may prescribe.

§ 8. Bonds—Rights of Holders—Default—Saving Clause.— 
The holder of any bond or any interest coupon issued under the pro- 
visions of this Act may, by suit, action, mandamus, or other pro- 
ceeding at law or in equity, enforce and compel performance by the 
State Board of Health, and their successors, of any and all acts and 
duties to be performed for the protection of the bonds and interest 
under the provisions of this Act and the determination authorizing 
the issuance of such bonds or interest coupon. In case of default in 
the payment of interest or principal of any of said bonds, any court 
having jurisdiction of the proper action may, upon petition of the 
holder of any such bond, appoint a Receiver to administer and op- 
erate the buildings of which the revenues and receipts are pledged 
and to pay the expenses of operating and maintaining the same, and 
to apply the revenues and receipts of the same in conformity with 
the provisions of this Act and of the determination authorizing the 
issuance of such bonds.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Provide for the Investigation of the 
Acts, Conduct and Doings of the Several Departments of the 
State Government and Its Employees. 


Whereas, it is commonly reported that certain employees of the 

. State or of departments of the State Government busy themselves in 
politics on State time and while using State property; while still 
others are reported as indulging in the practice of lobbying in the 
halls of the two (2) Houses of the General Assembly in the in- 
terest of themselves or their departments; and it is also reported 
that certain departments of the State or employees thereof in letting 
contracts, including printing and advertising, prefer one person above 
others without just reason; and it is commonly reported that cer- 
tain employees of the departments of the State, notably the State 
Constabulary, use their positions as such for personal gain by ex- 

tracting moneys from licensed liquor dealers; and, 

Whereas, any of such practices if true are contrary to public policy, 
inimical to the best interest of the State, and endanger good govern- 
ment; and, 

Whereas, the truth or falsity of such reports should be officially 
established and declared to the end that, if the reports be true, the 
government of the State might be purged, or if found untrue, the 
departments and their employees should be exonerated; Now, there- 
fore, 

Section 1. Joint Committee Investigate State Departments 
and Employees.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: There is hereby created a Joint Committee 
of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina to consist 
of three members from the House of Representatives to be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and three (3) mem- 
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bers of the State Senate to be appointed by the President of the 
Senate with full power and authority to conduct an investigation 
into the acts, conduct and doings of each and every department of 
the State Government and each and every employee therein with 
particular reference to their activities in politics, in lobbying, in 
showing preference in contracts with individuals, and the collection 
of moneys from licensed or other liquor dealers. 

§ 2. Organize—Powers.—Immediately upon the appointment of 
the members of this committee they shall organize by electing one 
of their number as chairman and another of their number as sec- 
retary. The committee, or chairman, shall have full power and au- 
thority to summon and swear witnesses, to subpoena and take testi- 
mony at Columbia or in any other part of the State, supoena records, 
and such other power as may be necessary to effect the purpose of 
this investigation under this Resolution. The committee shall have 
full power and authority to rule any person who fails to appear 
when subpoenaed for contempt as fully and effectually as a Circuit 
Judge of this State. 

§ 3. Appropriation—-Compensation of Members of Committee. 
—There is hereby appropriated from any moneys in the hands of 
the State Treasurer and not otherwise appropriated for the current 
fiscal year and for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1936, such sum 
as may be necessary, not to exceed $1,500.00, for the purpose of 
paying any and all expenses incurred by the committee here created 
in conducting said investigations.

AN ACT to Validate Certain Bonds of Public Bodies in the State 
of South Carolina Issued to Construct Any Project, Under- 
taking or Work, the Financing of Which is Aided by Means 
of a Loan or a Grant from the United States of America 
Through the Federal Emergency Administration of Public 
Works. 


Section 1. The 1936 Validating Act—Definitions—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
this Act may be cited as “The 1936 Validating Act.” That the follow- 
ing terms wherever used or referred to in this Act shall have the 
following meaning: (a) The term “public body” means any City, 
‘Town, County, Township, School District, High School District, 
Water District, Sewer District, or Water and Sewer District, or any 
other public body of the State of South Carolina by whatever name 
known. (b) The term “bonds” includes bonds, notes, warrants, 
debentures, certificates of indebtedness, temporary bonds, temporary 
notes, interim receipts, interim certificates and all instruments or 
obligations evidencing or representing indebtedness, or evidencing or 
representing the borrowing of money, or evidencing or representing 
a charge, lien or encumbrance on specific revenues, income or prop- 
erty of a public body, including all instruments or obligations pay- 
able from a special fund. 

§ 2. Bonds Issued Validated.—Al! bonds heretofore issued for 
the purpose of financing or aiding in the financing of any work, 
undertaking, or project by any public body to which any loan or 
grant has heretofore been made by the United States of America

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through the Federal Emergency Administrator of Public Works for 
the purpose of financing or aiding in the financing of such work, 
undertaking or project, including all proceedings for the authoriza- 
tion and issuance of such bonds and the sale, execution and delivery 
thereof, are hereby validated, ratified, approved and confirmed, not- 
withstanding any want of power (other than constitutional) of such 
public body or governing body or commission, or officer thereof, to 
authorize and issue such bonds, or sell, execute or deliver the same, 
and notwithstanding any defects or irregularities (other than con- 
stitutional) in such proceedings or in such sale, execution or delivery ; 
and such bonds are and shall be binding, legal, valid and enforceable 
obligations of such public body.

Section 1. Colored Normal, Industrial, Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College of South Carolina Purchase or Construct Cer- 
tain Buildings, or Make Certain Repairs and Improvements.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Colored Normal, Industrial Agricultural and Mechanical 
College of South Carolina (herein referred to as the “College’’) is 
hereby empowered and authorized to purchase or construct buildings 
to be used for any or all of the following purposes: laundry, library, 
dormitory, and to construct repairs to existing buildings and replace- 
ments, extensions and additions to existing heating systems, and to 
acquire the necessary land therefor and construct such other project 
or projects as the Board of Trustees of said College may deem for 
the best interest of said College, provided, however, that the cost of 
the same be financed as provided in this Act. The Board of ‘Trustees 
is authorized to exercise full discretion in planning any improvements 
authorized in this Act. The said Board of Trustees is empowered to 
operate the property so constructed or acquired. 

§ 2. Contract with Federal Agencies.—The Board of Trustees 
is empowered to enter into contracts with the Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works, or any other Federal Agency au- 
thorized to make loans and/or grants under such terms and con- 
ditions as the Board of Trustees may prescribe not in conflict with 
this Act, to obtain a loan and/or grant from any of said agencies 
for the purpose of financing the cost of any of the things authorized 
io be done in Section 1 of this Act. 

§ 3. Issue Revenue Bonds.—In order to defray the cost of con- 
structing any of the things authorized to be done in Section 1 of this 
Act, the Board of Trustees of said College is hereby authorized and 
empowered to issue revenue bonds, said revenue bonds shall be 
issued pursuant to and in full compliance with Act. No. 299, Acts of 
the General Assembly of South Carolina of 1933, as amended. Pro- 
vided, However, That if any of the provisions of this Act are in con- 
flict with any of the provisions of Act No. 299, Acts of the General 
Assembly of South Carolina of 1933, as amended, the provisions 
of this Act, to the extent of such conflict, shall be controlling. 

§ 4. Bonds—Execution.—Said bonds shall be signed by Vice- 
Chairman and Secretary, respectively, of said Board of Trustees,

Trustees. 

§ 5. Bonds—Liability—No bonds issued pursuant to this Act 
shall constitute any indebtedness of said College, the State of South 
Carolina, or any political subdivision thereof, within the meaning of 
any constitutional provision or statutory limitation. Neither shall 
this Act be so construed as to require the State or any political sub- 
division of the State to levy any taxes for the payment of the prin- 
cipal of and interest on the bonds or coupons issued pursuant to 
this Act. 

§ 6. Bonds—Issues.—The Board of Trustees may authorize one 
issue of bonds to finance the cost of constructing any one or more 
undertakings authorized to be done in this Act, or the said Board 
may authorize the issuance of two or more issues to finance the cost 
of constructing any two or more of said undertakings. Provided, 
However, That in the event the Board of Trustees authorizes the 
issuance of a single issue of bonds to finance the cost of any one or 
more of said undertakings, the revenues derived from the operation 
of said undertaking or undertakings shall be applied to the payment 
of the principal of and interest on the bonds issued to finance the 
cost of the undertaking or undertakings. 

§ 7. Intent and Purpose.—It is the intent and purpose of this 
Act to authorize tize College to apply to Federal Agencies for loans 
and/or grants and to authorize the said College to purchase or cn- 
struct any of the things mentioned in Section 1 of this Act, and 
further to authorize the Board of Trustees of said College to issue 
revenue honds pursuant to Act No. 299, Acts of the General Assem-

eral Assembly, 1933, Relating to the Construction of Water- 
works System, Etc., by Counties, Etc.’’ 


Section 1. Act 1215, 1934 Acts, Amended—Powers and Duties 
of Lyles Ford Tri-County Authority.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 3 of Act 
No. 1215 of the Acts of. the General Assembly of 1934, creating 
the Lyles Ford Tri-county Authority, approved June 18, 1934, which 
said Section 3 defines the powers of the Authority or corporation cre- 
ated by said Section, be and the same is hereby amended by adding 
at the end of said Section the following: 


“(17) To exercise any of the rights and privileges given to counties, 
cities or other sub-divisions of the State under the provisions of 
Act No. 299 of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1933, ap- 
proved May 8, 1933, as amended, so that the Lyles Ford Tri-County 
Authority may exercise such powers as a county might exercise 
under the provisions of that Act.” 


§ 2. Same—Issue Bonds.—That Section 4 of said Act No. 1215 
be, and the same is hereby, amended by adding at the end thereof 
the following to be known as Sub-division 8:

So that said Section, when so amended, shall! read as follows: 

“Section 5. The holders of any bond, or any interest coupon issued 
under the provisions of this Act, may, by suit, action, mandamus or 
other proceeding at law or in equity, enforce and compel performance 
by the members of the Board of any and all Acts and duties to be 
performed by the Authority under the provisions of this Act and the 
Resolution authorizing the issuance of such bond or interest coupon. 
If there be any default in the payment of the interest on or princi- 
pal of any of said bonds, any Court having jurisdiction in the proper 
action may, upon petition of the holder of any such bonds, and shall 
upon petition of the holders of thirty per cent (30%) of such bonds, 
appoint a Receiver to administer and operate the project or projects, 
the revenues and receipts of which are pledged to the payment of 
such bonds, with power to fix, maintain and adjust rates and collect 
charges sufficient to provide for the payment of all bonds outstanding 
to the payment of which the revenues of such project or projects 
are pledged and to pay the expenses of operating and maintaining 
such project or projects and to apply the revenues and receipts of 
such project or projects in conformity with the provisions of this 
Act and of the Resolution authorizing the issuance of such bonds.

Section 1. Right of State Complete Columbia Canal Trans- 
ferred.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the right of the State of South Carolina to com- 
plete the Columbia Canal from its present terminus at Gervais Street 
to the Congaree River be, and hereby is, assigned and transferred to 
the South Carolina Public Service Authority in order that the canal 
may be completed, Provided, However, That the legal title to the said 
premises shall forever remain in the State of South Carolina. 


§ 2. South Carolina Public Service Authority Authorized 
Complete.—The South Carolina Public Service Authority, subject 
to the limitations of the Act creating it, is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to take such steps as may be necessary to effect 
the completion of the Columbia Canal from Gervais Street to Rocky 
Branch, together with such dams, locks, piers, docks and connections 
with the completed portion of said canal and other appurtenances 
as may be necessary or useful in connection therewith, in order to 
complete the same as an instrumentality of navigation on the conga- 
ree and Santee River systems ; and in order to complete the same the 
South Carolina Public Service Authority is authorized to exercise 
all of the powers conferred upon it by the Act of the 7th of April, 
1934. 


§ 3. Time Work Start.—In case work to complete the canal is 
not commenced in two years from the date of the approval of this 
Act the rights heretofore transferred by the State of South Carolina 
to the South Carolina Public Service Authority shall revert to the 
State. 
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§ 4. Liability of State—Nothing contained in the provisions of 
this Act shall at any time or in any manner involve the credit or tax- 
ing power of the State of South Carolina, or of any of its political 
subdivisions.
